Yet  there  is  a  reasonable- 
prospect  of  reaching  the  sand  at 
any  moment  from  now  on.  At 
present  the  drillers  are  working 
through  a  heavy  stratum  of  shale 
and  water,  which  may  necessitate 
the  use  of  a  third  string  of  casing. 

The  seven  and  five-eighths  cas- 
ing in  No.  5  well  of  the  Sunset 
Company  burst  forty-two  feet  from 
the  top  last  week,  letting  in  a 
heavy    flow    of  water,  on  toe    oil-

Oil  in  San  Bernardino

White  Oil. 

White  oil  it  is  claimed  has  been 
found  in  Placeritos  canyon,  this 
county.  At  a  depth  of  550  feet 
a  flow  of  eight  barrels  a  day  was 
encountered.  The  oil  is  nearly  a 
clear  white  in  color  and  can  be 
used  for  illuminating  purposes  as 
well  as  for  driving  naptha  or  gaso- 
line engines.  This  discovery  is  in 
exact  contradiction  from  most  Cali- 
fornia oil,  which,  from  its  character, 
seem  to  rest  on  asphaltum  base. 
This  white  oil,  from  its  trans- 
parency, would  indicate  a  paraffme 
base.  The  high  quality  of  the  oil 
and  its  scanty  supply  furnishes  a 
study  for  oil  experts. — Santa 
Paula  Chron  cle. 


Well     No.    17  in   Sunset     District 
Proves    a    Big  Producer 

Jewett  &  Blodgetton  Frida)  last 
mode  the  biggest  strike  on  record 
in  the  Sunset  district. 

According  to  the  Califomian,  in 
sinking  well  No.  17,  at  a  depth  of 
700  feet,  oil  was  struck  in  such 
volume  as  to  cause  a  temporary 
suspension  of  operations.  It  rose 
in  the  nine  and  five-eighth  inch 
casing  to  the  top,  and  many  hours 
bailing  with  a  six-inch  pump 
twenty  feet  in  length  only  lowered 
the  oil  fifty  feet  in  the  well.  The 
singular  feature  of  this  strike  is 
that  it  occurred  in  the  first'  oil 
sand.  Heretofore,  in  the  other 
wells  sunk  at  Sunset,  the  quantity 
of  oil  in  the  first  sand  was  so  in- 
significant as  to  be  considered  val- 
ueless, and  was  shut  off  by  the 
casing.  Why  there  should  be  such 
a  difference  between  the  stratum 
of  sand  as  shown  here,  and  in  the 
other  wells  in  that  locality,  is 
puzzling  the  experts. 

It  is  the  intention,  of  course,  to 
go  on  down  to  the  second  sand,  and 
when  that  is  reached  it  is  not  im- 
probable that  well  No.  17  will  be 
found  to  be  the  heaviest  producer 
in  the  state.

R.  G.  Dunn  &  Co.'s  review  of 
the  trade  conditions  for  January 
says:

Oil  Producers  it  would  be 
more  proper 
to  say  that  in  a  few  months  there 
will  be  two  kinds  of  oil  producers 
in  California,  for  the  production  of 
oil  in  the  state  has  scarcely  yet  be- 
gun. These  two  kinds  of  producers 
will  be:  First,  those  who  have 
large  capital  behind  them,  or  are 
situated  so  near  a  railroad  that  a 
pipe  line  is  a  matter  of  small  ex- 
pense; and,  secondly,  those  whose 
capital  is  represented  by  the  land 
they  own,  the  rigs  they  have 
erected  and  the  oil  they  are  pro- 
ducing. 

These    companies    which    have 
enough  capital  behind  them   can, 
if  necessary,  build   pipe   lines  and 
storage   tanks,    and    market    their 
product  satisfactorily,  unless  fool- 
ish competition  arises,  which,  how- 
ever,   is  likely    to  happen  if  the 
amount  of  production  increases  so 
as  to   meet  in  any  degree  the    de- 
mand for  oil.     The  small    producer 
however,  who  has    no   capital    be 
hind  him  but  his  land,    machinery 
and  oil,  will  find  he   has  ahead  of 
him  an  extremely  hard  row  to  hoe 
in  the  lack  of  pipe   lines,  storage 
facilities,  and  a  market   which   for 
him    is    more     or    less      unstable 
owing  to  his  inability  to  meet  con- 
ditions requiring  an  extensive  out- 
lay of  capital.     The  first  thing   he 
knows  he  will  be  crowded    to  the 
wall,  and  his  business  will  be  swal- 
lowed up  by  some  of   the  wealthy 
companies  who  own  pipe  lines,  and 
by  their   superior  facilities  in  the 
transaction    of     business    and    in 
transportation  have  forced  him  to 
suspend. 

There  is  trouble  ahead,  then, 
both  for  the  large  and  small  pro- 
ducers; both  for  the  men  with 
capital  and  those  without  it,  un- 
less THEY  BAND  TOGETHER,  Or, 
rather,  identify  themselves  with 
some  great  corporation,  backed  by, 
if  necessary,  ten  million  dollars, 
which  will  be  able  to  build  pipe 
lines  to  all  the  main  producing 
centers,  and  from  these  central 
points  lay  laterals  to  the  different 
points   of  production.     This   com- 


pany should  also  have  storage 
tanks  at  the  necessary  points.  It 
should  build  pumping  plants  in 
sections  where  the  lay  of  the  land 
is  such  that  the  oil  cannot  flow  by 
gravity  alone.  It  should  be  able  to 
furnish  different  grades  of  oil  in 
any  quantities  desired.  It  should 
own  a  great  refining  plant  and  be 
able  to  furnish  a  product  equal  to 
that  of  the  best  Eastern  refined 
product. 

It  may  seem  premature  to  urge 
the  necessity  of  the  formation  of 
such  a  company  at  the  present 
time.  But  it  is  not  premature.  Such 
a  company  will  require  from  five 
to  ten  million  dollars  behind  it- 
Most  if  not  all  this  amount  could 
and  should  be  raised  here.  There 
is  plenty  of  capital  now  idle,  and 
every  oil  company,  be  it  great  or 
small,  should  be  identified  with  it. 

It  will  require  time  to  organize 
such  a  company.  The  best  men  in 
the  State  should  be  identified 
with  it. 

The  matter  should  be  taken  hold 
of  at  once,  for  it  will  take  one  year 
to  make  the  necessary  develop- 
ments, lay  the  main  pipe  lines,  and 
build  the  necessary  tankage. 

An  initiative  should  be  made 
and  made  at  once. 


The  Loyal  Queen. 

This  company  has  issued  an  ex- 
tremely neat  prospectus.  It  is 
stocked  for  $100,000  divided  into 
100,000  shares  at  $1  each.  The  di- 
rectors are:  H.  M.  Rutherford, 
president;  j.

In  spite  of  this  the 
well  has  been  driven  down  419 
feet,  or  about  half  the  distance 
originally  thought  necessary.  The 
75/8  and  5f'8  casing  now  at  the 
bottom  of  the  well  will  be  pulled, 
and  whether  a  new  well  will  be 
driven  or  the  old  one  enlarged  has 
not  yet  been  decided  upon.  W. 
E.  Dennison  is  of  the  opinion 
that  the  quicksand  in  this  district 
can  only  be  operated  upon  suc- 
cessfully by  some  kind  of  a  hy- 
draulic lift.  At  any  rate  the  usual 
method  of  drilling  will  have  to  be 
abandoned. 


Buckhorn  and  Los  Angeles. 

Worthington  Ames  reports  that 
the  new  well  of  the  Buckhorn 
Company  struck  oil  sand  at  200 
feet.  The  driller  pronounces  the 
oil  sand  the  best  he  ever  saw.  The 
strike  was  made  on  Saturday  last. 
This  stratum  of  oil  sand  will  yield 
aboutlten  barrels  a  day.  On  Satur- 
day afternoon  work  was  shut  down 
on  account  of  the  flues  in  the 
boiler  being  burned  out,  but  drill- 
ing was  resumed  on  Wednesday 
last.  The  Buckhorn  Company  has 
declared  a  dividend  of  5  cents  a 
share,  payable  on  the  26th.  The 
Buckhorn  stock  is  selling  well  and 
strong  in  the  market. 

The  Los  Angeles  Oil  and  Trans- 
portation Company  is  putting  down 
two  new  wells.  They  will  strike 
oil  within  the  next  week  or  ten 
days.  This  company  declared  a 
dividend  on  the  20th  of  25  cents  a 
share.  This  is  the  second  dividend.

LOG  OF    THE   PEERLESS.

OIL  LOCATIONS. 


The  Value  oS  Land    Can    Only  Be 
Determined  by  Oil  Production. 

Some  time  ago  a  gentleman  re- 
siding here,  says  the  Bakersfield 
Californian,  wrote  to  Senator  Per- 
kins, asking  him  if  some  amend- 
ment <  o  the  laws  for  the  location  of 
mining  claims  could  not  besecured 
to  fit  the  oil  land  case.  It  was 
pointed  out  to  him  that  in  many 
cases  there  seemed  to  be  no  way  to 
hold  a  claim  pending thesinkingof 
the  first  well,  as  no  surface  discov- 
ery could  be  made.  The  Senator 
referred  the  matter  to  the  commis- 
sioner of  the  Land  Office,  and  a 
portion  of  the  reply  is  given  below: 

"The  statute  demands  that  dis- 
covery shall  precede  a  vein  or  lode 
location.  There  is  nothing  in  the 
statute  requiring  different  proceed- 
ings in  the  matter  of  discovery  on 
placer  claims  from  those  required 
for  vein  or  lode  claims,  Union  Oil 
Co.,  25  L.  D.,  351.  A  legal  mining 
location  must  under  section  2320 
U.  S.  R.  S.  be  predicated  upon  an 
actual  survey  of  mineral  and  hence 
a  mere  location  certificate  which — 
even  where  exacted  by  local  laws 
or  customs — is  onty  one  of  the  steps 
required  to  give  effect  to  su:h  loca- 
tion, is  no  evidence  of  such  discov- 
ery. It  is  incumbent  upon  the 
mineral  claimant  to  show  such  a 
mineral  discovery  as  should  war- 
rant a  person  of  ordinary  pru- 
dence in  the  further  expenditure 
of  his  labor  and  means  with  a  rea- 
sonable prospect  of  success  in  de- 
veloping a  valuable  mine.  Ma- 
gruder  V.  O.,  and  C.  R.  R.  Co.,  28 
L.  D.,   174. 

"Such  are  the  latest  rulings  of 
the  Land  Department  in  the  ques- 
tion of  discovery  in  mining  claims. 
They  uniformly  show  that  the 
mere  location  of  a  claim  is  but  a 
step,  and  that  the  development  of 
a  paying  mine  is  essential  to 
the  existence  of  a  valid  claim 
and  this,  in  my  judgment,  is  in 
harmony  with  the  mining  laws 
whereby  all  valuable  mineral  de- 
posits in  land  belonging  to  the 
United  States,  both  surveyed  and 
unsurveyed,  and  hereby  declared 
to  be  free  and  open  to  exploration 
and  purchase. '  See  2319  U.  S.  R.  S. 

"Therefore,  while  the  location  of 
an  oil  claim  might  be  made  upon 
surface  indication,  it  is  apparent 
that  the  value  of  the  land  for  its 
mineral  could  only  be  determined 
by  the  sinking  of  wells  and  the 
production  of  oil  therefrom.  This 
was  practically  the  ruling  of 
the  department  in  the  case  of 
Chatham  et  al.  vs.  the  State 
of  California,  in  which  a  hearing 
was  ordered  upon  allegations  that 
in  a  well  over  400  feet  deep  a  val- 
uable deposit  of  petroleum  had 
been  found. 

"It  may  be  admitted  that  in  the 
matter  of  discovery  the  location  of 
mining  claims  for  petroleum  depos- 
its is  rendered  more  difficult  than 
the  location  of  claims  for  other 
mineral  to  the  embarrassment  of 
both      mineral     and     agricultural 


claimants,  but  where  the  para 
mount  question  is  as  to  the  relative 
value  of  the  land  whether  for  min- 
eral or  agricultural  purpose,  I  can 
conceive  of  no  plan  that  would 
maintain  the  purposeof  themining 
laws  and  at  the  same  time  relieve 
the  mineral  claimant  from  the  ne- 
cessity of  proving  by  actual  pro 
duction  of  minerals  that  the  land  is 
of  more  value  for  its  mineral  than 
for  agricultural  purposes.  Very

In  California. 
There  were  between  75  and  100 
oil  companies  formed  in  California 
during  the  past  month.  It  scarcely 
need  be  said  that  of  these,  as  of 
the  large  number  previously 
formed,  there  has    been   the    per- 


centage of  those  to  be  expected 
under  such  circumstances  which 
have  been  primary  stock  jobbing 
schemes — just  as  it  was  in  the 
days  of  stock  company  booming  in 
the  eastern  field.  The  total  stock 
capitalization  of  the  various  com- 
panies formed  in  California  during 
the  past  three  months  with  oil  as 
the  basis  for  their  organization 
will  probably  aggregate  close  to 
$30,000,000.  But  California  is 
produding  a  lot  of  actual  grease  as 
well  as  of  'stock  based  prospectively 
upon  it.  It  already  has  yielded 
a  number  of  fortunes  and  evidently 
is  but  starting.  Thus  far  the  rush 
has  been  for  territory,  and  nothing 
like  a  regular  system  has  devel- 
oped for  the  marketing  of  the  oil. 
The  product  is  sold  by  the  com- 
panies and  individuals  in  various 
ways  and  for  various  prices,  rang- 
ing from  75  cents  to  $1.25  a  barrel. 
There  is  much  oil  in  tankage  or 
shut  in  .  awaiting  the  requisite 
marketing  facilities.  But  this  con- 
dition of  affairs  is  not  likely  to 
continue  long.  Both  independent 
and  Standard  capital  is  being  at- 
tracted by  the  possibilities  pre- 
sented, and  it  will  be  but  a  short 
time,  no  doubt,  until  more  ade- 
quate pipe  line  systems  and  mar- 
keting agencies  are  established 
As  has  been  explained  heretofore, 
the  oil  is  sold  almost  exclusively 
for  fuel,  but  it  is  not  improbable 
that  its  application  to  other  uses 
hereafter  will  add  to  its  value. — 
Petroleum  Gazette.

While 
this  statement  comes  from  a  person 
long  recognized  as  an  authority, 
there  are  others  who  think  Mr. 
Strasbnrg  has  underestimated  the 
yield  of  the  local  field,  says  the 
Los  Angeles  Herald.  They  call 
attention  to  the  fact  that  five 
months  ago  Mr.  Strasburg  esti- 
mated the  yield  of  Los  Angeles  at 
90,000  per  month,  and  that  siuce 
that  time,  it  is  claimed,  the  devel- 
opment in  the  Ocean  View  avenue 
territory  have  been  fully  enough 
to  offset  the  shrinkage  in  the  other 
field.

depth  of  450  feet.    Enough  oil  was 

encountered,  says  a  correspondent, 
to  make  it  nearly  certain  that  a 
good  producing  well  would  be  de- 
veloped at  1000  feet  This  depth 
will  soon  be  reached,  as  the  com- 
pany is  rapidly  proceeding  with 
its  drilling. 

The  Santa  Clara  Oil  Company 
is  now  making  good  progress  after 
having  encountered  a  broken  sur- 
face formation,  which  required 
eighty  feet  of  wooden  conductor. 
The  hole  was  carried  down  1  10 
feet,  when  it  was  found  necessary 
to  lower  a  string  of  fourteen-inch 
stovepipe  casing.  By  these  means 
the  cave  was  shut  off  and  work 
was  carried  into  the  shale.  Spud- 
ding has  been  completed  and  tools 
are  now  being  operated  from  the 
walking-beam. 

A  crooked  hole,  after  drilling 
had  been  carried  down  700  feet, 
has  obstructed  work  at  the  well 
of  the  Confidence  Oil  Company. 
The  crooked  portion  hac,  however, 
been  straightened  out  by  the  use 
of  dynamite,  and  the  reamer  and 
a  string  of  9^8  inch  casing  has 
been  put  in  within  seven  feet  of 
the  bottom  of  the  hole.  To  avoid 
any  further  delay  the  company 
will  reduce  the  hole  to  75^  inches 
diameter. 

The  Investment  has  completed 
spudding  and  is  now  drilling.  The 
Bonanza  King  on  section  10,  how- 
ever, has  its  tools  lost  at  a  depth 
of  300  feet,  and  the  Crescent  Oil 
Company  has  shut  down  at  400 
feet  in  order  to  await  the  arrival 
from  the  east  of  a  string  of  four- 
teen inch  screw  casing. 


The  Delta  Oil  Company  of  San 
Fra-ncisco  is  having  its  pumping 
arrangements  changed  and  the 
wells  in  the  old  Los  Angeles  dis- 
trict are  being  attached  to  the 
Parker  &  Merrill  contract  pump- 
ing plant  while  the  wells  in  the 
new  district  are  being  attached  to 
the  Parker,  Caryl  &  Ott  (Welling- 
ton Crude  Oil  Company)  pumping 
plant. 


The  new  pumping  plant  of  the 
Wilson  Oil  Company  at  Los  An- 
geles is  running  at  the  rate  of 
twelve  strokes  per  minute,  but  the 
contract  rate  of  sixteen  strokes 
will  be  reached,  when  the  produc- 
tion will  be  increased  proportion- 
ately.

Pacific  Coast  Oil  News 

RECENT  DEVELOPMENTS  IN  OIL  IN  VARIOUS  PARTS 
OF  THE  STATE. 


The  Great  Northern  Oil  Com- 
pany, which  has  leased  from  Led 
F.  Winchell  and  J.  S.  Bedford  of 
Fresno,  section  23,  the  Nj^  of  34 
and  the  S}i  of  26,  in  16-12,  is  pre- 
paring for  immediate  work.  A  re- 
port made  by  an  expert  since  the 
lease  was  signed  has  greatly  en- 
couraged the  company,  and  it  wiil 
put  down  three  wells  in  a  year. 

The  Selma  Oil  Company,  at  Oil 
City  has  commenced  spudding  in 
well  No.  2. 

Stock  in  the  Occidental  Oil  and 
Development  Company  has  been 
going  so  fast,  says  the  Stockton 
Reflex,  that  at  a  meeting  of  the 
board  of  directors  held  last  week 
it  was  decided  to  make  arrange- 
ments for  the  purchase  of  ma- 
chinery. The  land  of  the  Occi 
dental  Oil  and  Development  Com- 
pany is  situated  in  Fresno  county, 
in  the  Little  Panoche  oil  belt,  and 
it  is  said  that  oil  has  already  been 
struck  in  the  section  adjoining. 

A  good  strike  of  oil  has  been 
made  in  the  well  of  the  Oil  City 
Petroleum  Company  on  the  SWyi 
of  section  28,  cornering  with  the 
famous  section  20,  on  which  Oil 
City  is  located.  The  company  has 
been  drilling  on  land  leased  from 
the  Hanford  Oil  Company,  a  Han- 
ford  corporation,  hence  there  is 
much  elation  among  the  Hanford 
Oil  Company  people.  The  well 
where  oil  has  just  been  struck  is 
only  half  a  mile  from  Oil  City,  but 
it  goes  to  prove  that  the  oil  stratum 
is  not  confined  to  Oil  City  alone. 
It  is  encouraging  news  for  the 
whole  district.  The  well  is  down 
400  feet,  and  the  oil  is  about  sixty 
feet  in  the  well. 


The  Kern  River  Oil  Company 
has  struck  oil  on  its  well  on  28, 
28-28. 

The  Pacific  Consolidated  Com- 
pany is  preparing  to  bore  between 
McKittrick  and  Sunset. 

The  Eldorado  is  rimming  out 
its  seven-inch  hole  for  an  eleven 
and  five-eighths  casing. 

The  Gray  Eagle  has  a  well 
pretty  thoroughly  corked  with 
jar  bars,  a  bit  and  a  swedge. 

The  President  Oil  Company's 
well  is  down  810  feet,  and  the  drill 
is  in  a  dark  blue  clay. 

The  McKittrick  Company  is 
again  drilling  on  the  well  on  12 
with  a  Standard  rig. 

The  Union  Metal  and  Hardware 
Company  has  begun  work  on  its 
new  warehouse  and  oil  supply 
depot. 

Tlie  oil  territory  of  Kern  county 
is  now  claimed  to  extend  south  as 
far  as  Teliachapi,  and  claims  are 
now  being  located  there  and  com- 
panies formed  for  sinking  wells. — 
Hanford  Journal. 

A  Southern  Pacific  fuel  expert, 
H.  K.  Harrington,  recently  visited 
the  Kern  river  oil  fields,  and  after 
a  careful  examination  of  the 
ground,  stated  that  the  possible 
extent  of  the  district  is  115  square 
miles,  declares  the  Californian.  He 
based  his  judgment  upon  the  char- 
acter of  the  lands  from  which  oil 
is  being  taken.    < 


Barker  Ranch  operations,  which 
have  been  temporarily  suspended, 
will  soon  be  resumed. 

The  President  company  has 
pulled  out  its  first  casing  which 
crumpled  and  is  enlarging  its  hole. 

The  Pittsburg  Company  is  hav- 
ing a  rig  built  and  expects  to  begin 
operations  soon  in  the  Sunset  dis- 
trict. 

The  Monarch  Oil  Company  has 
filed  a  protest  against  the  lieu  land 
selection  of  C.  W.  Clark,  for  SWJ| 
34,  30-22. 

The  Pittsburg  Oil  Company  has 
discovered  an  immense  deposit  of 
sulphur  on  their  lands  in  the  Sun- 
set district. 

It  is  reported  that'  the  Land 
Company  has  struck  oil  in  two  of 
the  wells  they  are  boring  in  the 
Sunset  district. 

The  directors  of  the  Cantour  Oil 
Company  of  Fresno  have  decided 
to  commence  operation  on  section 
14,  28-27. 

The  Rising  Sun  Oil  Company 
expect  to  begin  extensive  devel- 
opment on  their  property  during 
the  next  few  weeks. 

Judge  S.  F.  Leib  of  Santa  Clara 
has  leased  about  n  00  acres  in  the 
Temblor  ranch,  and  will  at  once 
engage  in  oil  development. 

The  Petroleum  Development 
Company  has  six  wells  finished 
and  two  more  going  down.  It  has 
nine  rigs  with  four  sets  of  tools 
and  is  consequently  well  equipped 
for  drilling. 

The  McKittrick  Co.'s  string  of 
tools  which  was  dropped  in  the  well 
a  few  days  ago  have  been  picked 
up  and  drilling  is  now  progressing 
rapidly. 

The  J,  B.  Treadwell  water  pipe 
line  is  nearly  laid  from  the  river  at 
a  point  on  section  3  to  section  28. 
Another  day  or  two  will  see  it  fin- 
ished. The  pumping  plant  is  on 
the  ground  ready  to  be  set  up. 

The  strike  by  the  Bakersfield  Oil 
Company  on  section  12,  29-28,  has 
caused  considerable  excitement 
and  the  usual  scramble  following 
a  good  strike  is  already  on  for 
lands  contiguous  to  this  property. 

The  Petroleum  Center  Oil  Com- 
pany have  commenced  further 
development  of  their  land  in  the 
Kern  River  district  and  have  se- 
cured the  services  of  E.  L.  Taylor, 
an  experienced  driller  from  the 
Pennsylvania  oil  fields. 

The  Pittsburg  Oil  Company  has 
let  a  contract  to  Jewett  &  Blodgett 
for  a  well  to  be  sunk  on  the  west 
half  of  section  1,  11-24,  which  is 
part  of  the  property  controlled  by 
the  Pittsburg  people  on  the  west 
side. 

The  Kern  River  Oil  Company 
are  down  600  feet  on  No.  2  at  Mc- 
Kittrick and  are  ready  to  begin  on 
No.  3.  No.  1  is  being  pumped  from 
slowly  at  the  rate  of  200  barrels 
per  day.  It  is  believed  that  the 
casing  has  been  safely  landed  at 
last. 

The  Sanger  Oil  and  Gas  Com- 
pany has  struck,  in  its  well  on 
14,  28-28,  the  stratum  of  blue  shale 
which  overlays  the  oil  sand,  and 
the  stockholders  are  consequently 
jubilant.     They  are  all  Sanger  and 


Fresno  men  and  the  company  is  a 
close  corporation,  none  of  the 
stock  having  at  any  time  been  on 
the  market. 

Newton,  on  1,  29-27  is  expected 
show  up  with  an  oil  well  shortly 
He  is  having  trouble  with  his  cas- 
ing at  present. 

It  is  said  that  a  very  strong  com- 
pany is  going  in  on  the  Cotton- 
wood, 19,29-30  and  sink  a  well 
that  will  determine  beyond  doubt 
whether  that  field   is  oil  bearing. 

J.  B.  Treadwell  and  C.  A.  Can- 
field  have  filed  a  protest  against 
the  lieu  laud  selection  of  C.  W. 
Clark,  for  lots  2,  3,  4,  5  and  6,  13, 
30,  21. 

The  Harding-Jameson  combina- 
tion, boring  on  14,  28-28,  is  in  hard 
luck.  The  well  is  down  800  feet 
and  the  shoe  has  become  bent  and 
consequently  the  casing  must  be 
pulled  up  and  another  shoe  at- 
tached. 

A  contract  is  on  record  whereby 
S.  A.  Wood,  Jr.,  agrees  for  $16,- 
000  to  convey  to  the  Mt.  Vernon 
Oil  Company  several  sections  of 
land  in  the  McKittrick  district. 
$2000  is  the  amount  paid  down 
the  remainder  to  be  paid  in  equal 
yearly  installments  at  the  rate 
of  $3000  per  year. 

The  Bakersfield  Oil  Company, 
which  struck  oil  a  few  days  ago  in 
section  12,  29-28,  report  having 
reached  the  sands  at  a  depth  of  700 
feet  and  express  themselves  as  well 
satisfied  at  the  prospect  they  have. 
Their  Mr.  Gallagher  has  gone  to 
Los  Angeles  toarrange  for  a  pump- 
ing plant  and  another  new  Stand- 
ard rig,  which  w  11  be  put  on  the 
property  as  soon  as  it  can  be  gotten 
together. 

The  Bakersfield  Oil  Company, 
Conklin  &  Baker,  after  making  a 
strike  a  few  days  ago,  suspended 
operations  to  await  casing.  The 
blue  clay  was  broken  through  and 
the  sand  penetrated  about  ten  feet 
but  this  is  a  supply  great  enough 
to  cause  the  oil  to  rise  in  the  hole 
nearly  the  6co  feet  of  its  extent, 
Thursday  afternoon  the  oil  stood 
within  two  feet  of  the  surface. 
The  product  of  this  well  seems  to 
be  light  and  carries  a  very  small 
quantity  of  sand. 

The  Bakersfield  Oil  Company 
struck  oil  on  the  NWj<f  of  section 
12,  29,  28  last  Thursday.  With  a 
good  well  on  section  8,  and  oil  in 
section  12,  it  doesn't  seem  possible, 
says  the  Californian,  that  the  Cas- 
pian Company  on  section  15  can 
miss  it,  and  further  development 
by  them  is  anxiously  awaited.  It 
is  understood  that  the  Caspian 
Company  left  their  well  on  15  in 
good  shape  with  the  intention  of 
resuming  operations  in  the  near 
future.  Their  contract  called  for 
a  certain  amount  of  work  and 
when  it  was  completed  they  de- 
cided to  do  some  development  on 
other  holdings  for  the  present. 

The  location  of  the  well  for  the 
Pittsburg  Company  is  on  the  same 
belt  where  the  last  and  best  well 
finished  lately  by  the  Sunset  Com- 
pany is  situated;  and  the  chances 
are  that  the  Pittsburg's  land  is  of 
the  same  nature  as  the  Sunset's. 
In  that  case  the  well  will  be  fin- 
ished at  from  500  to  800  feet  and 
within  two  or  three  weeks.  This, 
says  the  Californian,  has  been  the 
Sunset's  average  in  depth  and 
time.  The  contract  calls  for  1000 
feet  if  necessary.  The  Pittsburg 
has  eighty  acres  touching  15,  29  28, 
where  the  Bakersfield  Company 
made  a  strike  last  week  and  will 
begin  operating  on  that  in  a  short 
time. 


The  Black  Mountain  Petroleum 
Company,  which  has  part  of  the 
property  of  the  Krayenhagen  Oil 
Company  leased,  struck  oil  sand 
and  a  small  supply  of  oil  last  week. 
The  stockholders  are  well  pleased 
with  the  prospects.  Drilling  is 
still  going  on,  with  a  night  and 
day  force 

SAN  BENITO. 

A  fine  quality  of  oil  has  been 
struck  in  the  prospect  hole  now 
being  sunk  by  the  Nonpariel  Oil 
Company  of  San  Francisco,  lesse  of 
the  F.  Q.  Alvarez  ranch  in  the  Bit- 
terwater  Valley.  The  hole,  which 
is  only  forty  feet  deep,  was  sunk 
through  a  bluish  sandstone,  and 
there  was,  last  Friday,  about  three 
feet  of  oil  in  the  bottom  of  the  hole. 
A  sample  of  the  oil  discloses  that  it 
is  an  article  of  exceptional  purity 
and  lightness.  This  discovery  will 
tend  materially  to  put  an  end  to 
discouraging  talk  regarding  the  oil 
prospects  in  the  Bitterwater  V al- 
ley, and  will  certainly  direct  the 
attention  of  capital  to  that  section. 
Experts  have  pronounced  the  Bit- 
terwater section  one  of  the  most 
promising  oil  districts  in  the  State, 
but  it  has  evoked  but  little  atten- 
tion so  far,  as  nearly  all  the  land 
therein  is  titled. 

SAN  LUIS  OBISPO. 

The  Arroyo  Grande  Oil  Devel- 
opment Company  was  organized  in 
Arroyo  Grande  on  Tuesday  of  last 
week,  with  Wash.  Ballagh,  presi- 
dent; W.  A.  Conrad, secretary,  and 
P.  Olohan,  treasurer.  The  stock- 
holders own  1500  acres  or  more  cf 
valuable  oil  land  in  the  Huasne 
district,  and  the  organization  of 
this  company  is  to  secure  their  de- 
velopment. 

The  removal  of  the  Union  Oil 
Company's  plant  to  the  new  loca- 
tion is  completed,  and  active  drilling 
work  has  begun  with  every  pros- 
pect of  of  being  successful. 

Work  at  the  well  in  Phoenix 
canyon  was  suspended  for  a  couple 
of  daj's  last  week  on  account  of 
running  out  of  casing,  but  they 
have  secured  some  and  work  was 
resumed  Monday.  They  are  now 
down  about  500  feet  and  the  pros- 
pects are  most  encouraging. 

The  Alcatraz  Oil  Company  has 
set  up  its  rig  and  is  ready  to  be- 
gin boring  on  the  Porter  ranch, 
near  Arroyo  Grande,  under  the 
superintendence  of  Messrs.Doulton 
and  Fuller. 

SANTA    BARBARA. 

A  number  of  oil  prospect  wells 
are  soon  to  be  sunk  in  the  hills 
back  of  Lompoc.  Several  Los  An- 
geles people  have  secured  leases 
to  a  considerable  territory  and  ex- 
pect to  do  some  remarkable  devel- 
oping.

[Treat  deal  of  interest  is  being 
taken  in  the  vicinity  of  Martinez. 
Antioch  Brentwood,  and  other 
Contra  Costa  localities,  in  the  com- 
pany recently  organized  in  Contra 

county,    called    the    Contra 

Costa  oil  and  Petroleum  Company. 

The  president  of  this    company   is 
1..    R.    Mead    of  the    Risdon     Iren 
Works  and  'he  other  director! 
Messrs.    Dean   of  Brentwood,  Mr. 

Harkison  of  the  Antioch  bank, 
Asscmbh  Belshaw  of  Antioch  ami 
Senator  Prank  McGowan.  The 
land  lies  back  of  Antioch  in  the 
low  coast  range,  and  is  only  about 
seven  miles  from  tide  water.  In 
the  oil  excitement  of  1S64  a  well 
was  put  down  only  170  feet  and 
yielded  fifteen  barrels.  The  land 
has  been  examined  by  competent 
experts  and  has  been  pronounced 
equal  to  the  best  in  the  state.  It 
is  expected  that  the  bulk  of  the 
stock  will  be  taken  by  Contra 
Costa  people. 


Drilling  Rigs. 

There  are  now  at  least  fifty  com- 
panies negotiating  for  drilling 
Some  of  them  want  one  kind,  some 
another.      It  has  taken    some  time. 

apparently,  for  oil  men  to  discover 
that  a  rig  which  will  drill  a  well  suc- 
cessfully i"  one  oil  district  will  prove 
an  absolute  failure  in  the  other. 
-  that  will  serve  every  pur- 
pose in  Kern  county  may  be  en- 
tirely inadequate  in  tlie  Coalinga 
field,  and  a  rig  that  will  work  all 
right  in  the  rock  strata  of  Coalinga 
may  be    almost     worthless    in     the 

quicksand  which  is  characteristic 

of     some     portions     of     Kern.      A 

difference  of  $1000  in  the  expense 

of  a  suitable  rig  may  entail  an 
additional  expense  of  several 
thousand  dollars  which  would 
have  been  saved  if  a  better  rig  had 
been  purchased  in  the  first  place. 
A  good  rig,  too,  may  be  spoilt  by 
an  incompetent  or  drunken  driller. 
There  is  room  here  now  for  at  least 
200  trustworthy  drillers,  and  East- 
ern drillers  find  steady  employ- 
ment. 


S.  X.  Griffith  has  made  the 
statement  that  the  four  inch  pipe 
line  now  in  operation  between 
the  wells  of  the  Kern  River  oil 
company  and  McKittrick,  about 
three  miles  in  length,  is  to  be  ex- 
tended southeast  to  Sunset,  a  dis- 
tance of  thirty  miles.  The  three- 
mile  line,  including  storage  tanks, 
was  built  at  a  cost  of  $20,000.  A 
six-inch  line  (the  gauge  of  the 
proposed  thirty-mile  extension) 
from  McKittrick  to  Sunset  will 
cost  about  $150,000.  The  company 
is  operating  under  th"  name  of  the 
Kern  River  Pipe  Line  and  Stor- 
age Company."  They  are  largely 
interested  in  the  "Pacific  Coast 
Consolidated  Oil  Company,"  which 
controls  15,000  acres  of  land 
strung  out  between  the  terminal 
points  of  the  proposed  line.

Oil   On  Troubled  Waters. 

"No,  I've  never  seen  a  sea  ser- 
pent, but  I've  seen  things  more  cu- 
rious," said  an  old  sea  captain  to  a 
Philadelphia  press  man. 

"What  was  the  curiousest  thing  I 
ever  see?  Wal,  that's"  hard  to  say, 
but  there's  the  cruise  I  made  from 
San  Diego  to  Monterey  with  the 
yacht  Foam — I'll  never  forget  it, 
though  it  was  years  ago. 

"I  was  in  San  Diego  at  the  time, 
waitin'  for  a  job,  when  a  man  came 
to  me  and  asked  if  I  would  take  a 
yacht  up  to  Mouterey,  deliver  her 
there,  and  take  twenty  men  who 
wanted  to  go  up. 

"I  said  I  would,  the  terms  bein' 
good,  and  I  found  I  could  charge 
the  laborers  a  decent  price  and 
make  something  out  of  it;  so  off 
we  started  one  bright  morning. 

"The  laborers  were  railroad  men, 
goin'  up  to  work  on  the  new  road, 
and  the  second  day  out  were  all  so 
sick  that  they  swore  they  would 
run  the  yacht  in  shore — anythin' 
to  get  out  of  it. 

'T  finally  put  in  at  San  Pedro 
and  let  those  go  that  wanted  to, 
and  put  out  again  with  about  six. 

"I  had  never  been  up  the  coast, 
and  so  left  matters  in  the  hands  of 
mv  mate,  whom  I  shipped  for  the 
purpose — a  bright  Norwegian. 

"We  reached  Ventura  the  second 
day,  and  then  it  began  to  blow  and 
increased;  but  we  kept  at  it,  passed 
Anacapa,  and  right  in  the  Santa 
Barbara  channel  caught  it  for  all  it 
was  worth.  It  blew  so  that  we  got 
all  sail  off  the  schooner  but  enough 
to  keep  her  to  the  wind,  and  the 
men — the  landlubbers — were  be- 
side themselves  with  fear. 

"All  this  seemed  to  set  the  mate 
crazy,  and  he  drove  them  to  the 
ropes  and  made  every  man  stand 
and  take  it.  I  felt  that  there  was 
no  danger,  but  the  wind  sud- 
denly picked  up  and  blew  in  shore, 
and  the  sea  rose  so  that  I  finally 
made  up  my  mind  that  the  yacht 
could  not  stand  it;  she  took  so 
many  seas  that  she  nearly  turned 
over. 

"I  had  a  talk  with  the  mate,  who 
said  he  could  put  us  in  smooth  wa- 
ter in  a  half  hour  only  he  was 
afraid  she'd  swamp  if  he  put  her 
before.it.  I  told  him  I'd  take  the 
chance.  Then  he  shouted,  'Rig 
on  the  extra  hauser  to  the  chain 
down  below." 

"I  saw  that  it  was  done,  and 
then  we  gratl-.inlly  got  before  the 
wind. 

"It  wa'-i  a. via!,  and  I  thought 
we'd  go  do,\  11  ;i  dozen  times,  but 
she  seemed  tn  L;et  over  it,  yet 
we  headed  dir.ctly  inshore,  the 
mate  in  the  n^gin'  givin' direc- 
tions to  me  at  t!  e  wheel. 

"Suddenly  he  ciied,  'Luff!  bring 
her  up"  and  up  she  came  into  the 
wind, and  if  it  hadn't  been  that  my 
man  was  lashed  to  the  riggiu'  we'd 
have  all  gone,  a-  a  big  green  wave 
swept  clean  over,  three  luet  deep. 
"The  moment  she  got  ahead  to 
the  sea  he  let  go  the  anchor — the 
Lord  knows  how  deep  it  was — out 
with  the  chain,  then    the    howser 


and  we  began  to  drift  astern, 
beaten  back  by  the  sea  and  wind. 
"I  began  to  think  we'd  have  to 
cut  away  when  what  was  next 
to  a  miracle  happened.  The  sea 
went  down  like  magic.  We  were 
still  in  a  heavy  sea,  but  the  sur- 
face for  too  feet  about  us  was  as 
smooth  as  glass,  and  there  we  lay 
as  comfortable  and  dry  as  you 
please,  while  on  each  side  were 
terrible  waves. 

"Wal,"  said  the  old  captain, 
pausing  a  moment  at  the  recollec- 
tion, "it  scared  the  men  half  to 
death;  they  all  thought  there  was 
something  uncanny  about  it;  but 
finally  when  everything  had  been 
made  snug,  the  mate  came  down 
below,  laughing  over  what  he 
called  his  snug  harbor  out  to  sea. 
"We're  all  right,  if  the  anchor 
holds,"  he  said,  "and  it's  pretty 
sure  to,  as  it's  rocky  bottom. 

"  'I've  known  this  for  a  long 
time,'  he  continued.  'You  see, 
this  is  a  great  oil  country,  and 
right  here,  two  miles  off  shore,  is 
an  oil  spring  that  would  be  a  for- 
tune to  some  one  ashore.  It  is 
probably  a  fresh-water  stream  that 
rushes  upward,  bringing  oil  with 
it,  which  spreads  out  over  the 
surface,  at  times  covering  four  or 
five  hundred  feet.  Of  course,  the 
oil  keeps  the  sea  down — simple 
enough  when  you  know  it.' 

"And  so  it  was,"  said  the  skip- 
per. "I've  visited  the  place  sev- 
eral times,  and  some  days  you  see 
the  water  rising  up  so  hard  that 
the  surface  looked  higher  than 
the  rest,  and  the  oil  would  cover 
the  water  for  two  or  three  hun- 
dred feet  around,  changin'  with 
the  days  and  seasons,  seemingly; 
but  always  makin'  a  perfectly 
smooth  spot  in  which  a  boat  could 
lie  in  a  storm  if  she  could  be 
kept  in  it. 

"It's  about  two  miles  off  shore, 
as  near  as  I  can  judge,  and  on  a 
line  with  the  Santa  Barbara  point 
north  of  the  city  and  San  Miguel 
island.  All  this  country  is  un- 
derlaid with  oil  and  asphaltum 
and  they  are  boring  wells  as  far 
out  into  the  water  as  they  can 
get. 

"We  lay  in  that  floating  oil 
patch  all  night,  then  the  wind  let 
up  and  we  got  sail  on  her  and 
went  on." 

Old  sailors  on  the  Atlantic,  es- 
pecially those  on  the  south  cotst 
east  off  Florida,  know  a  similar 
spring  that  has  often  surprised 
seamen. 


The  Krayenhagen. 

The  Krayenhagen  district  is  re- 
ported to  be  booming.  Informa- 
tion comes  of  a  good  strike  made 
by  the  Black  Mountain  Petroleum 
Company,  which  greatly  enlivens 
the  interest  in  that  part  of  the 
Coalinga  field.  At  a  depth  of  750 
feet  the  company  tapped  sand 
containing  a  good  body  of  oil. 

The  Esperanza,  in  the  Kettle- 
man  hills,  has  made  rapid  progress. 
It  has  a  hole  down  over  1200  feet 
with  1 150  feet  of  gS/s  inch  casing. 
This  is  the  longest  string  of  that 
size  in  the  field.  A  good  strike  of 
oil  is  reported.

oil  industry  of  this  state.  At  that 
time  a  few  wells  had  been  drilled 
in  Kern  county  and  one  or  two 
had  been  opened  up  at  Fresno  in 
the  Coalinga  district.  Outside  of 
these  localities  there  were  few,  if 
any,  developed  wells  of  any  mag- 
nitude in  Northern  California,  and 
the  oil  industry  was  regarded  as 
one  of  those  comparatively  small 
pursuits  which  are  to  be  found  in 
any  large  territory  of  abundant 
and  varied  resources.  Today  oil 
is  one  of  the  most  important  indus- 
tries in  California.  Within  six 
months  nearly  three  score  wells 
have  been  drilled  north  of  Te- 
hachapi  Pass  which  will  average 
an  output  of  nearly  100  barrels 
per  day.  From  Sunset  district  on 
the  sou'h  to  Contra  Costa  on  the 
north  drilling  rigs  are  at  work 
rapidly  pushing  their  way  through 
the  different  strata  which,  in  varied 
formation,  overlie  the  oil  sands 
which  are  found  at  varying  depths 
in  different  portions  of  the  state. 
From  San  Benito  county  on  the 
west,  lying  at  almost  the  summit  of 
the  coast  range,  to  the  foot  of  the 
Sierras  on  the  east,  where  are  the 
Krayenhagen,  Kern  River  and 
other  districts,  important  oil  devel- 
opments will  soon  be  made.  The 
drills  of  the  oil  prospectors  are 
steadily  pounding  their  way 
towards  the  underlying  oil  sands. 
New  companies  are  being  formed 
on  all  sides.  Some  of  them  are 
perhaps  founded  on  fake  princi- 
ples, the  sole  idea  being  to  cheat 
the  public;  but  these  are  few  and 
far  between.  Most  of  them  are 
founded  in  good  faith,  and  the  in- 
corporators believe  that  the  land 
which  they  hold  in  the  name  of 
the  company  contains  indications 
of  underl)  ii;g  oil.  Within  the  last 
six  months  hundreds  of  new  com- 
panies have  been  formed  and 
thousands  of  people  from  all  over 
the  state  have  taken  sufficient  in- 
terest in  the  oil  industry  to  invest 
various  sums  in  stock  propositions. 
That  Californianshave  been  slow 


to  realize  the  importance  of  the  oil 
industry  is  proved  by  the  fact  that 
the  leading  machinery  concerns  of 
San  Francisco  have  just  begun  to 
make  arrangements  to  supply  the 
various  oil  companies  with  the 
machinery  necessary  to  develop 
their  properties.  Even  now,  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  more 
than  a  million  dollars  have  been 
invested  in  oil  well  machinery  in 
California  recently,  it  is  almost  im- 
possible to  obtain  a  drilling  outfit 
inside  of  thirty  days.  The  reason 
is  that  the  machinery  men  of  Cali- 
fornia have  not  until  the  present 
time  realized  the  fact  that  the  oil 
industry  in  this  state  is,  or  will  be, 
second  to  no  other  industry  in 
California.  It  will  bring  more 
money  to  the  state  in  the  next 
three  years  than  will  gold  mining, 
or  wheat  raising,  or  viticulture,  or 
horticulture. 

Not  only  this,  it  will  make  land 
worth  $200  per  acre  that  six 
months  ago  was  valueless,  or  at  the 
outside  was  held  by  the  railroad  at 
$2.50  an  acre,  with  no  takers. 

Eastern  people  are  just  begin- 
ning to  become  aware  of  the  im- 
portance of  California's  oil  indus- 
try. This  week  a  representative 
of  one  of  the  most  important  oil 
well  machinery  houses  of  the  East 
said:  "I  have  spent  the  last  two 
weeks  examining  the  various  oil 
fields  of  California.  In  that  time  I 
have  not  been  able  to  make  a  thor- 
ough examination,  but  I  have  seen 
enough  to  warrant  the  belief  that 
California  will  soon  be  the  great- 
est oil  producing  state  in  the 
Union."  His  opinion  is  re-echoed 
by  every  Eastern  oil  man  who  has 
given  this  state  even  a  most  cursor)' 
examination.  There  are  miles  and 
miles  of  territory  yet  to  be  ex- 
ploited. 

The  Kern  River  and  McKittrick 
districts  alone  will  be  an  oil  field 
the  magnitude  of  which  has  no 
equal  in  the  east.  The  Coalinga 
field  in  Fresno  county  is  but  an  in- 
dication of  the  developments  which 
will  be  made  in  the  district  of 
which  that  is  the  center,  extending 
southward  in  the  Kettleman  and 
Krayenhagen  districts,  westward 
across  the  coast  range  in  Sari 
Benito  and  Monterey  counties,  and 
northward  into  ContraCosta  county 
and  beyond  into  the  Livermore 
valley. 

Says  Will  S.  Green  of  Colusa: 
"We  have  in  my  county  one  of  the 
best  oil  districts  in  California.  Oil 
indications  cover  an  area  including 
hundreds  of  miles.  What  is  true 
of  Colusa  is  true  also  of  Glen 
county,  and  any  one  who  is  an  ex- 
pert in  geological  science  cannot 
make  an  examination  of  this  por- 
tion of  the  state  without  conclud- 
ing that  an  honest  development 
will  surely  yield  abundant  oil  re- 
turns." 

This  being  so,  the  problem  must 
be  faced  and  faced  at  once,  What 
must  be  done  in  order  to  meet  the 
rapidly-growing  demands  of  the 
oil  producers  of  California?  Within 
three  months  thev  will  need  hun- 


dreds, of  miles  of  pipe  lines;  they 
will  need  storage  tanks  of  many 
thousand  gallons  capacity;  they 
will  need  refineries;they  will  need 
e  market  where  they  can  store  the 
oil  of  different  districts  with  their 
different  degrees  of  gravity,  and 
store  it  in  sufficient  quantities  to 
meet  the  sudden  and  great  de- 
mand, of  new  and  old  consumers; 
they  will  need  an  organization  so 
powerful  that  the  question  of  cap- 
tal  cuts  no  figure.  It  must  com- 
pose the  most  influential  and  trust- 
worthy business  men  of  the  state 
as  well  as  of  the  east;  it  must  in- 
clude producers  and  consumers;  it 
must  include  not  only  the  small 
producer  of  a  few  thousand  barrels 
a  month  but  the  great  companies 
operating  from  twenty  to  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  wells  and  controlling 
an  output  of  thousands  of  barrels 
a  day.  It  must  be  so  strong  that 
it  can,  in  a  measure,  dictate  its 
terms  to  the  railroad  company  and 
obtain  reasonable  rates  of  trans- 
portation. Steps  should  be  taken, 
and  taken  at  once,  for  the  forma- 
tion of  such  a  company.  Already 
a  large  number  of  pumping  plants 
have  been  installed,  and  many 
more  have  been  ordered.  A  large 
uumberof  wells  have  been  drilled 
successfully,  and  these  have  been 
capped  awaiting  pipe  lines,  stor- 
age tanks  and  transportation  facil- 
ities. While  these  are  waiting, 
other  wells  are  being  drilled.  San 
Benito  and  Monterey  counties  are 
fields  as  yet  undeveloped,  but 
whicli  will  surely  yield  thousands 
of  barrels  daily.  From  the  Ket- 
tleman Hills  may  any  day  be  ex- 
pected a  report  that  this  district 
is  one  of  the  most  productive  ill 
the  state.  The  people  of  Antioch 
are  sure  that  they  will  soon  be 
sending  vast  supplies  of  oil  to  tide 
water.  From  Santa  Cruz  and 
Santa  Clara  come  equally  favora- 
ble, reports,  while  from  Kern  county 
the  element  of  uncertainty  hasbeen 
entirely  removed,  and  this  district 
alone  will  soon  be  yielding  oil  in 
quantities  that  will  astonish  the 
most  productive  oil  sections  of  the 
east. 

This  being  the  case,  the  ques- 
tion, How  to  properly  market  the 
rapidly  increasing  supply  of  Cali- 
fornia oil?  is  one  which  capitalists 
and  financiers  must  meet  promptly. 

The  Diamond  Oil  Co. 

This  company  is  about  ready  to 
go  ahead  with  their  development 
work,  their  superintendent,  Mr. 
Barlow,  being  now  on  the  ground 
making  the  necessary  prepara- 
tions. 

The  work  outlined  is  on  a  very 
extensive  scale,  it  being  the  inten- 
tion to  put  several  rigs  to  work  as 
soon  as  possible,  and  twenty  or 
more  wells  will  probably  go  down 
on  their  property  during  the  year. 
They  own  640  acres  of  the  W.  O. 
Hilbish  tract,  on  which  the  Peer- 
less and  the  Sunrise. and  several 
other  good  companies  have  located. 
The  Sunrise  has  already  com- 
menced   work,    and.  the    Peerless 


advertised  for  drillers  in  the  Bak- 
ersfield  papers  Monday;  both  com- 
panies are  in  the  hands  of  ener- 
getic people  and  rapid  develop- 
ments are  sure  to  follow. 
.  The  Di  uond  Oil  Company  is  a 
strong  combination  of  San  Fran- 
cisco capitalists,  who  propose  to 
carry  on  the  work  extensively,  and 
will  undoubtedly  be  an  important 
factor  in  the  oil  business  in  the 
near  future. 


Kern  County  Gusher. 

A.  L.  McPherson,  superintend- 
ent of  the  Kern  River  Oil.  Com- 
pany, came  in  from  McKittrick  last 
week,  says  the  Californian,  and 
brought  good  news  from  the  big 
gusher  on  13. 

For  several  weeks,  in  fact  ever 
since  the  flow  was  struck,  every 
effort  has  been  made  to  effect  a 
landing  for  the  casing,  and  this  has 
been  successfully  accomplished. 
Recently  the  well  was  turned  on 
to  one-half  of  its  capacity  and  the 
flow  was  something  phenomenal. 
In  five  hours  the  well  yielded  400 
barrels,  which  ratio  makes  it  far 
and  away  the  biggest  producer  in 
the  state. 

This  company  now  has  a  second 
well  nearly  completed  within  a  few 
hundred  feet  of  the  first  one  and 
the  California  Standard  is  drilling 
just  across  the  gulch  within  200 
yards. 

The  Kern  River  expects  to  sink 
a  numberof  wellsin  thatimmediate 
vicinity. 

The  locators  of  the  Grayson  oil 
placer  mining  claims,  embracing 
some  2490  acres,  have  this  week 
located  about  2000  acres  additional 
in  the  same  quarter — in  the  Coast 
Range,  back  of  Grayson — but  far- 
ther west.  It  develops  that  the 
recent  investigation  by  de  Miranda, 
the  expert,  revealed  that  with  per- 
haps the  exception  of  300  acres  the 
original  locations  were  on  a  wall, 
geologically  speaking,  and  abso- 
lutely worthless  from  an  oil-seek- 
er's standpoint.  The  acreage  ac- 
cepted shows  some  indications.  In 
the  course  of  his  explorations  the 
expert  found  some  promising  indi- 
cations and  favorable  geological 
formation  farther  west,  hence  the 
new  -locations.  His  report  is  ex- 
pected daily  now. 


Mr.  Irving  M.Scott,  of  the  Union 
Iron  Works,  has  been  visiting  Los 
Angeles  and  looking  over  the  oil 
output  there  and,  with  the  assist- 
ance of  Mr.  James  P.  McCarthy, 
who  is  largely  interested  in  sev 
eral  producing  properties,  and  has 
been  negotiating  for  a  contract  to 
supply  from  25,000  to  30,000  bar- 
rels of  oil  per  month  for  fuel  pur- 
poses in  the  Union  Iron  Works. 
It  is  likely  that  the  Westlake,  Wil- 
son, Wellington,  Burlington  and 
Delta  companies,  in  all  of  which 
the  McCarthy  Company  is  inter- 
ested, will  succeed  in  furnishing 
the  contract.  Mr.  Scott  is  most 
enthusiastic  over  the  future  of  the 
oil  industry  in  California  as  a 
means  of  .solving  the  fuel  problem.

A  well  will  be  put  down  at 
once  or  as  soon  as  a  well  boring 
outfit  can  be  gotten  here. 

Messrs.  Munn  and  Griffin  and 
associates,  who  secured  control  of 
a  large  acreage  immediately  after 
satisfying  themselves  that  it  was 
good  oil  territory,  formed  three 
pools,  one  of  twenty  persons  and 
two  of  eight  men  each.  It  did  not 
take  long  for  these  to  be  taken  up 
by  local  speculators.  The  price 
fixed  was  just  enough  to  cover  the 
requisites  of  survey,  etc.  An  ef- 
fort will  now  be  made  to'  get  in 
capital  from  Los  Angeles  and 
other  points  for  extensive  develop- 
ment.

It  is  said 
that  at  the  Eden  school  house, 
.which  is  on  the  field,  but  now- 
closed,  the  teacher  was  much 
bothered  by  oil  which  mysterious- 
ly found  its  way  into  the  school 
house  well  and  which  made  the 
water  very  unpalatable.  It  seep- 
ed in  and  mixtd  with  the  water 
so  much  as  to  make  it  almost  unfit 
for  use.  On  Monday  mornings 
she  used  to  skim  the  oil  from  the 
surface  which  had  collected  on 
Saturday  and  Sunday  before  she 
could  get  water  that  was  fit  to 
drink.

The   St.    Louis    Oil,  Machinery 
and  Tool  Company  has  a  valuable 
representative  in  California  in  the 
person   of  A.    B.  Canfield,  who   is 
himself  an  experienced  contractor 
in  drilling  eastern   oil    wells.     Mr. 
Canfield  has  already  spent  consid- 
erable time  in    looking    over  ■  the 
California    fields,  and    is    of    the 
opinion  that    California    will   soon 
rank  as  the  most    productive  state 
in  the  Union  so   far   as  oil  is  con- 
cerned.    He   says:    "Eastern  peo- 
ple have  no  idea  of  the    possibili- 
ties of  California  in  the  way  of  oil 
production;  even  those  who   con- 
sider  themselves   pretty    well   in- 
formed  have    entirely    underesti- 
mated the  extent  of  the  California 
oilfields  and  their  productiveness.

There  seems  to  be  a  great  scarcity 
of  competent  drillers  in  the  Cali- 
fornia field,  and  this  lack  is  greatly 
hinderingdeveloprnent  work.  Some 
men  now  handling  rigs  in  differ- 
ent portions  of  the  state  are  almost 
entirely  ignorant  of  the  proper 
way  to  handle  them,  and  many  of 
the  sc-called  failures  in  drilling 
wells  have  not  been  the  result  of 
incompetent  rigs  or  of  unusual 
difficulties  in  the  way  of  quick- 
sand, etc.,  but  purely  through  the 
ignorance  of  the  men  handling 
the  rigs  and  their  inexperience 
in  dealing  with  the  difficulties 
of  drilling  which  have  naturally 
arisen.  Some  rigs  are  today  tied 
up  and  work  is  temporarily  sus- 
pended, when  the  rigs,  if  properlj 
handled,  could  today  been  down  in 
the  oil  sand.  Mr.  Canfield  will 
soon  have  a  complete  stock  of  rigs, 
machinery,  etc.,  at  his  headquar- 
ters which  will  soon  be  opened  in 
Bakersfield. 


be  the  Bakersfield  product.  The 
Santa  Fe  will  then  be  using  oil  for 
fuel  on  all  engines  throughout 
Southern  California  and  from 
Barstow  west.  The  Southern  Pa- 
cific uses  oil  on  the  Los  Angeles 
division  of  its  main  line  and  upon 
some  of  its  local  Southern  Cali- 
fornia branches.

Oil  Burning  Engines- 

Every  engine  on  the  S.  F.  &  S. 
J.  V.  railroad  will  before  long  be 
equipped  with  the  requisite  appli- 
ances permitting  the  feeding  and 
burning  of  oil  for  fuel  instead  of 
coal.

At  a  meeting  of  the  directors  of 
the  Marker  Ranch  Company,  held 
on  the  .'7th  inst.,  it  was  determined 
that,  inasmuch  as  there  could    re- 
main no  longer  an\   doubt  llial  the 
contractor  who   was   putting  down 
the  well  on    the   ranch    had    aban- 
doned   work,    no    lime    should    be 
lost     in     closing    another    contract 
with  a  responsible    party    to  carry 
the  well,  which,  when  abandoned, 
was    down    some     400     feet,    to   a 
depth     which    would    prove      one 
way  or  the  other    whether   the  oil 
belt  extended  under   this    portion 
of  the  property.    Maurice  V.  Sam- 
uels was  authorized  to   go    imme- 
diately to  Bakersfield  to  examine 
in  detail  certain  propositions  made. 
The  water  sands,  which  caused  all 
the  trouble,  have  not  exceeded   in 
thickness  thus  far  that  encountered 
by  the  Peerless,  on   31,  just  prior 
to  entering  the  oil  sands.     Proper 
precautions  being  taken,  it   is  be- 
lieved that   the   valuable    flow   of 
mineral  water  can    be    preserved, 
although  the  well  be  carried  down 
further  to  the  depth  at  which   it 
is   believed   oil    will   be    reached.

J.  B.  Treadwell's  well  No.  5  ic  a 
gusher.  It  had  been  sand  pumped 
for  three  days  apd  at  the  end  of 
that  time  the  oil  began  to  come  to 
the  surface  and  flow  over.  The 
well  is  irregular  in  action,  flowing 
from  four  inches  to  seven  feet 
above  the  pipe.  A  conservative 
estimate  places  tl)e  production  at 
200  barrels  perday.  The  property 
is  situated  on  20,  30-21,  adjoining 
the  Eldorado  and  California  Stand- 
ard.

The  drilling  derrick  has  been 
moved  and  work  will  be  started  on 
another  one  immediately. 

At  the  Duquesne  Oil  Company's 
plant  this  week  a  new  fifteen-horse- 
power gasoline  engine  is  being  put 
in  at  the  upper  end  of  the  plant, 
and  the  old  steam  pumping  plant, 
with  its  cumbrous  and  complicated 
system  of  jack  and  swing  posts, 
will  be  abandoned.

The  work  of  repairing  was  begun 
at  once,  and  all  the  wells  are  now 
pumping  again.  The  majority  of 
the  derricks  wrecked  were  from 
three  to  live  years  old,  and  their 
downfall  wasniostly  due  to  the  fact 
that  the  anchor  posts  had  rotted. 

The  Duquesne  Company,  operat- 
ing at  Summerland,  Santa  Barbara 
county,  has  probably  the  most 
unique  oil  proposition  in  Southern 
California  or  anywdiere  else.  The 
first  wells  of  the  company  were 
drilled  right  on  the  water  line,  some 
of  them  below  high  tide.  The  oil 
stratum  was  found  to  dip  toward  the 
sea,  and  wells  were  then  drilled 
from  the  wharf  400  feet  from  high 
tide.  At  this  point,  where  the 
water  was  twenty  feet  deep,  the  oil 
was  struck  at  a  depth  of  550  feet, 
or  seventy-five  feet  deeper  than  on 
the  shore  line.  The  supply  of  oil 
was  found  to  be  greater  and  of  a 
higher  gravity,  and  the  company 
will  sink  other  wells  further  out  on 
the  wharf. 

Wells  are  being  sunk  north  and 
south  in  the  hope  of  striking  oil, 
and  the  probabilities  are  that  Lom-r 
poc  will  lie  numbered  among  the 
prospecting  centers  before  many 
more  moons  roll  around  on  the  rest- 
less (wheels  of  time — at  least  we 
hope  so. — T.ompoc  Journal.

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SCR1PPERS'  METHODS 


Perjury  Proved  by  Their  Subse- 
quent   Acts. 

A  contract  between  C.  W.  Clarke 
with  B.  F.  Brooks,  secured  by  Pres- 
ident MacLymont  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent Hoxie  of  the  Petroleum  Min- 
ers' Association  is  an  exposure  of 
the  methods  of  the  honest  scripper, 
says  the  hresno  Democrat. 

It  appears  that  earl}'  in  Decem- 
ber last  C.  W.  Clarke,  one  of  the 
satellites  of  Benson,  Hyde  &  Co., 
made  application  in  the  United 
States  Land  Office  at  Visalia  to  ap- 
ply forest  reserve  scrip  upon  the 
north  half  of  22  and  the  north  half 
of  24,  28-28.  In  order  to  perfect 
his  application  it  was  necessaiy  to 
make  affidavit  that  said  lands  are 
more  valuable  for  agricultural  pur- 
poses than  any  other;  that  there 
were  no  indications  of  oil  or  other 
minerals  thereon;  that  the  same 
had  never  been  located  as  mineral 
lands,  etc.,  and  that  he  was  person- 
ally familiar  with  said  lands  and 
knew  these  matters  to  be  true  of 
his  own  knowledge,  and  swore  to  it. 

On  the  24th  ult.  he  entered  into 
an  agreement  with  and  leased  to 
B.F.  Brooks  these  lands,  with  the 
understanding  that  the  lessee  shall 
"within  ninety  days  from  the  date 
hereof,  enter  upon  each  of  the  said 
two  tracts  above  named  under  this 
lease  and  begin  the  work  ofboring 
for  oil  thereon,  and  that  he  will 
commence  a  new  well  upon  each  of 
said  tracts  at  least  every  six  months 
thereafter  until  16  wells  are  bored 
to  the  oil  stratum  upon  each  of  said 
tracts,  provided  that  said  lesse  may 
bore  so  many  additional  wells  as 
he  may  desire. 


Petroleum  In  Persia. 


The  author  (H.  Winklehner, 
"Oesterreichische  Zeitschrift  fur 
Berg  und  Huttenwesen,")  who 
spent  over  two  years  in  the  coun- 
try, prospecting  for  petroleum, 
rocksalt,  coal  and  other  minerals, 
reports  that  in  addition  to  the  long 
known  hot  spring  near  Schuschter, 
which  yields  about  30  gallons  of 
very  pure  oil  per  diem,  petroleum 
is  also  found  in  other  springs,  etc. 

For  example,  at  Daliki,  about  50 
miles  from  Bushire,  the  natives 
collect  about  20  gallons  of  oil  per 
diem  in  a  shallow  reservoir  con- 
structed near  ».  hot  sulphur  spring 
at  the  foot  of  a  limestone  hill.  The 
oil  is  of  a  yellow  color  and  clear, 
with  an  agreeable  aromatic  odor. 
The  sp.  gr.  is  0.81  and  it  burns  with 
a  clear  smokeless  flame  in  lamps. 
The  strata,  composed  of  yellow 
marl,  limestone  and  gypsum,  are 
greatly  disturbed,  the  marl  consti- 
tuting the  upper  layers  on  the 
flanks  of  the  mountain  chain  but 
giving  way  to  dense  yellow  lime 
stone,  alternating  with  beds  of  gyp- 
sum in  the  hills  themselves.  An 
attempt  was  made  to  sink  two  bore- 
holes near  the  sulphur  spring,  not- 
withstanding the  excessive  heat  of 
the  climate  and  the  great  difficulty 
and   expense   of  transporting  the 


derricks,  casing,  fuel  and  other 
necessaries  from  Bushire.  The 
Galician  workmen  at  first  engaged 
abandoned  the  task  at  the  end  of 
the  first  year,  and  had  to  be  re- 
placed by  others  from  Baku,  the 
casing  was  practically  ruined  by 
falls  during  transit,  and  the  derrick 
timbers  were  simply  abandoned 
by  the  native  carriers,  and  had  to 
be  replaced  by  nailing  together  a 
number  of  boards  to  secure  the 
requisite  thickness  and  strength 
for  the  purpose.  The  section  of 
the  bore-hole,  which  was  driven 
to  a  depth  of  621  feet,  at  at  a  cost 
of  about  $50  per  yard,  gave  the 
following  order  of  stratification  : 

For  the  first  9  feet,  ballast  and 
sand;  9-47  feet,  blue  marl;  47-50 
feet,  limestone  with  lumps  of  horn- 
stone  and  traces  of  oil;  50-57  feet, 
very  hard  lime  with  lumps  of  horn- 
stone;  57-95  feet,  limestone  with 
veins  of  quartz;  95-185  feet,  lime- 
stone with  layers  of  gypsum;  185- 
187  feet,  sandstone  with  very  thick, 
viscid  oil;  187-284  feet,  lime  alter- 
nating with  gypsum  and  oil  in 
large  drops;  284-407  feet,  lime- 
stone alternating  with  gypsum; 
467-470  feet,  deposit  of  bitumen, 
with  very  thick,  viscid  oil;  470-559 
feet,  limestone,  alternating  with 
gypsum;  559-561  feet,  layer  of  bitu- 
men like  the  one  above;  561-621 
feet,  limestone. 

The  oil  at  187  feet  only  appeared 
as  large  drops  in  the  water,  and  was 
accompanied  by  a  large  outburst  of 
gas,  while  the  deeper  oil  was  too 
thick  to  raise  by  pumping,  and 
formed  a  tarry  mass  smelling  of 
naptha.  Though  these  results 
proved  unfavorable,  it  is  not  im- 
possible that  utilisable  petroleum 
may  be  found  at  some  future  time 
although  the  great  expense  of  bor- 
ing may  deter  capitalists  from  risk- 
ing funds  in  the  undertaking. 

Another  deposit  of  oil  was  dis- 
covered in  the  Minah  (Bender  Ab- 
bas) district,  near  the  village  of 
Chanawallah.  The  hills  here  con- 
sist of  limestone  without  the  gyp- 
sum and  marl  found  at  Daliki. 
Traces  of  oil  were  reported  by  the 
natives  as  having  been  found  in  a 
number  of  sulphur  springs  issuing 
from  a  bed  of  salisferous  marl,  but 
the  author  was  unable  to  detect 
any.  Nearly  four  miles  away, 
however,  he  discovered  a  copious 
spring  of  clear  water,  smelling  of 
sulphuretted  hydrogen  and  exhib- 
iting numerous  drops  of  oil  resem- 
bling that  of  Daliki  in  color,  aroma, 
etc.  This  spring  issues  from  a 
fault  in  the  limestone,  whi;h  is 
dense  in  structure,  grey  and  trav- 
ersed by  numerous  veins  of  calcite. 
The  oil  is  said  to  appear  during 
the  summer  months  only,  and  to 
have  been  particularly  abundant 
after  an  earthquake  which  oc- 
curred some  few  years  ago.  No 
attempt  was  made  to  bore,  owing 
to  the  difficulties  of  transit  from 
the  coast,  some  87  miles  distant. 

Petroleum  was  also  found  on  the 
island  of  Kischim,  in  the  Persian 
Gulf,  in  a  small  valley  two  and  a 
half  miles  from  the  coast,  and  nine 


miles  from  the  Namakdin  salt  beds. 
The  oil  appears  in  warm  saline 
sulphur  springs,  issuing  from  fis- 
sures existing  in  a  reef  of  muschel- 
kalk,  45-55  yards  in  width,  which 
runs  through  the  valley;  the  sur- 
rounding hill  are  of  lime  and  gyp- 
sum. The  oil  is  dark  in  color  and 
burns  with  a  very  smoky  flame;  a 
trial  boring,  however,  led  to  no  re- 
sult, and  further  search  was  re- 
garded as  hopeless.  Nevertheless, 
in  view  of  the  numerous  known — 
and  the  probably  larger  number  of 
still  unknown,outcrops  ot  oil  along 
the  Persian  Gulf,  from  Schuschter 
to  Minab,  a  district  of  fairly  uni- 
form geological  character,  it  is  not 
improbable  that  oil  in  paying  quan- 
tities might  be  struck  in  one  or. 
more  situations.  The  peculiarity 
that  the  oil  invariably  accompanies 
sulphur  springs  may  be  due  to  the 
water,  which  evidently  rises  from 
great  depths,  coming  in  contact 
with  deposits  of  very  thick  petrol- 
eum, like  that  at  Daliki,  and  carry- 
ing with  it  some  of  the  more 
liquid  portions  of  the  oil. — Petrol- 
eum Industrial  and  Technical  Re- 
view, London,  Eng.

The  oil  supply  seems 
to  increase  the  deeper  the  hole  is 
sunk. 

A  company  of  oil  men  have 
leased  a  large  tract  of  land  in  San 
Juan  valley,  and  it  is  expected  that 
boring  will  commence  in  a  few 
days. 

SAN  LUIS  OBISPO. 

The  woods  are  full  of  them. 
Only  a  few  days  more  when  three 
drilling  machines  will  be  in  op- 
eration within  three  miles  of  the 
Huasana  P.  O.  The  Alcatraz  Co's. 
machine  on  the  Porter  ranch  is 
nearing  completion  and  will  com- 
mence boring  this  week.

A  District  That  Will  Be  a  Great

The  following  from  the  Stockton 
Mail  of  last  Thursday  shows  that 
the  Panoche  section  in  San  Benito 
county  as  an  oil  field  is  fast  becom- 
ing known  to  the  outside  world. 
This  is  what  the   Mail   has  to  say: 

•'It  is  a  matter  of  common 
knowledge  that  in  recent  years 
millions  upon  millions  of  dollars 
have  been  realized  from  oil  proper- 
ties in  other  States,  and  it  should 
be  a  matter  of  universal  rejoicing 
now  that  the  possibilities  of  our 
own  fields  are  fully  demonstrated, 
both  by  the  wells  already  flowing 
and  the  disinterested  expert  opin- 
ion given  on  the  oil  indica- 
tions by  the  State  Geologist  and 
others  of  lifelong  experience  and 
unquestioned  integrity.  It  is  no 
wonder  that  the  attention  of  the 
prudent  investors  from  all  over  the 
world  is  being  attracted  hither,  for 
all  signs  from  every  conservative 
point  of  view  clearly  shows  that 
the  future  of  the  oil  districts  of 
California  is  not  an  experiment  but 
an  assured  fact.  It  is  only  a  ques- 
tion of  time  when  the  fortunate 
possessor  of  oil  stock  in  this  State 
will  share  in  a  duplication  of  the 
many  millions  which  have  been 
and  are  being  made  in  other  fields.

Salting  Oil  Land. 

There  is  a  report  that  a  prospec- 
tive deal  in  oil  land  in  Ventura 
county  has  fallen  through  because 
of  the  report  of  an  expert  that 
the  land  had  been  "salted."  Ru- 
mor does  not  give  the  names  of  the 
parties  to  the  deal,  but  it  is  stated 
that  capitalists  were  about  ready  to 
pay  over  $150,000  for  the  land  in 
question  when  the  tjmely  discov- 
ery was  made.  It  is  not  known 
here  that  a  scheme  of  this  kind 
was  ever  before  worked,  but  it  ap- 
pears reasonable  that  a  few  barrels 
of  oil  distributed  with  discretion 
over  a  tract  of  land  will  give  it  a 
very  promising  appearance,  pro- 
viding conditions  are  favorable. 
But  really  there  is  such  a  wide 
area  of  land  in  Southern  California 
that  looks  favorable  that  it  does 
not  appear  to  be  necessary  to  doc- 
tor the  appearance.  Any  person 
who  really  wants  to  put  down  a 
series  of  oil  wells  need  have  no 
lack  of  opportunities  to  do  so.  But 
this  one  exposure,  if  as  a  matter  of 
fact .  such  a  fraud  has  been  at- 
tempted, should  be  enough  to  put 
everybody  on  his  guard,  and  at- 
tempts of  this  kind  cannot  be 
made  so  that  they  cannot  be  easily 
detected. — Los  Angeles  Herald.

Sacramento   Journalists    De= 
scription  of  the  Territory. 

Unexaggerated   Statement    of  a  Region 
Fast  Growing  In  Wealth  and 
Importance. 


Last  week  the  Sacramento  Rec- 
ord-Union published  an  extended 
description  of  the  Kern  River  oil 
region.  The  article  is  so  good 
that  it  is  published  herewith  al- 
most in  its  entirety.  The  writer 
was  one  of  a  large  party  of  Sacra- 
ment excursionists: 

A  drive  of  some  four  and  a  half 
miles  along  the  bottom  lands  of  the 
Kern  River  northward  from  Ba- 
kersfield  across  some  apparent 
wastes,  as  also  along  some  ver- 
dant and  flourishing  irrigated 
lands  brought  the  excursionists 
to  the  first  rise  of  abrupt  and  tree- 
less hills,  now  barren  and  desol- 
ate, as  if  parched  by  midsummer 
sun  and  deserted  by  nature  her- 
self to  desolation.  At  this  first 
rise  into  the  hills  thirty-five  oil 
plant  derricks  were  counted 
straight  ahead  and  to  the  right, 
where  six  months  ago  not  one  was 
to  be  seen.  Now  the  tall  skele- 
tons are  sharply  outlined  upon  the 
blue  gray  of  the  sky,  and  beside 
most  of  them  black  streaks  and 
puffs  of  smoke  and  steam  go  up 
from  power  plants,  operating 
drills  and  pumps.  Probably  half 
of  them  represent  wells  sunk,  or 
in  process  of  sinking.  The  others 
are  erected  in  preparation  for  well 
driving.  Probably  some  of  them 
have  no  higher  present  purpose 
than  to  induce  investors  to  go  in 
on  paper,  and  take  the  chances  of 
striking  oil,  and  in  the  region 
traversed  during  the  day  it  is  not 
improbable  that  there  are  "plants" 
which  are  for  office  use  only,  and 
upon  which  no  stroke  of  work  will 
be  done  until  the  promoters  have 
disposed  of  all  the  stock  they  can 
unload.  But  this  is  true  of  all 
new  development  invariably  and 
must  be  true  here,  for  the  maps 
sketched  on  the  basis  of  develop- 
ment thus  far  show  that  wells  with 
fair  promise  of  returns  have  been 
driven  with  success  within  a  strip 
of  about  two  miles  in  widch,  prop- 
ably  ten  miles  long,  and  lying 
northeast  and  southwest,  but  that 
ontside  such  defined  limits  there 
are  not  many  locations  of  promise. 
Who  can  tell?  Oil  may  be 
struck  away  outside  the  limits 
named,  for  like  all  such  research 
no  one  can  with  certainty  forecast 
what  will  happen. 

Real  worthy  properties  will  not 
need  to  beg  for  investors,  the}' 
have  but  to  present  the  truth  con- 
cerning their  plants  and  pros- 
pects, and  capital  which  will  take 
some  risk  always,  will  come  to 
help  such  ventures  in  plenty.  But 
we   do   not  believe  that     any  oil

APPROACH  THE  WEttS. 

From  the  first  terrace  of  land, 
up  and  down,  over  barren  hills  be- 
tween which  short,  deep  canyons 
lie,  on  the  flanks  of  which  midst 
all  the  brown  autumn  like  desola- 
tion, as  if  in  defiant  scorn  of  the 
barrenness  about  them,  string  beds  |  chambered  out,    when   the    black, 


are  to  be  seen  far  away,  along  hill 
tops  and  flanks,  tents,  shanties, 
shacks,  hay  sheds,  cookhouses, 
bunkhouses,  tanks  of  iron  and 
tanks  of  wood,  great  and  small, 
some  for  water,  some  oil,  the  great- 
er number  as  yet  baking  empty  as 
beneath  the  sun,  But  some  are 
filling  well  with  oil  and  some  have 
been  filled  over  and  over  again. 
At  the  Sacramento  works  the  com- 
pany paused  for  an  hour  or  more 
and  was  entertained  handsomely 
at  an  outdoor  lunch  that  did  honor 
to  the  caterer,  and  was  honored  by 
as  hungry  demand  as  any  sub- 
stantial noonday  meal  could  in- 
vite. 

CRUDE  PETROLEUM  FROM  THE 

WELLS. 
The  Sacramento  Company  has 
one  well  completed.  It  is  sunk  to 
a  depth  of  over  700  feet  and  it  is 
producing  oil,  slowly  however,  for 
it  has  not  been  open  many  days, 
and  it  is  not  yet  clear  of  sand.  It 
must  in  fact  be  sand  pumped  two 
or  three  days  in  a  week  for  some 
time   until  the  sand   has   all   been

of  the  California  poppy  and  great 
banks  of  bluebells  and  beautiful 
flowers  of  great  profusion.  Up 
and  down  for  a  mile  and  a  half 
more,  and  now  the  whole  region 
apparently  is  punctuated  with 
derricks,  over  fifty  being  in  plain 
view  and  the  smoke  from  others 
rising  lazily  out  of  canyons  and 
over  distant  hill  tops. 

THE  SACRAMENTO  PLANT. 
Right  in  front  of  the  party  high 
on  a  great  hill  whcse  top  has  been 
flattened  by  a  pat  of  nature's 
hand,  loom  up  the  four  derricks  of 
the  Sacramento  company,  each 
blazoned  with  the  title  of  the  com- 
pany in  bold  white  letters  on  a 
black  ground.  All  around  one, 
^clustering  at  the  feet  of   derricks 


thick  crude  petroleum  can  be 
lifted  by  the  pumps.  Well  No.  1 
was  the  first  sunk  upon  the  forty 
acres  of  the  company  property.  It 
went  down  first  355  feet  when 
water  was  struck.  It  then 
passed  through  100  feet  of 
water  and  sand,  then  through 
seven  feet  of  hard  blue  clay, when 
a  stratum  of  oil  sand  was  struck  30 
feet  in  thickness  and  quite  dry. 
Forty-eight  feet  of  clay  came  next 
blue  as  indigo.  Then  came  twenty 
five  feet  of  oil  and  very  good  oil 
sand,  by  which  is  meant  sand  and 
oil  mixed,  but  in  which 
the  oil  was  present  in  greater  per- 
centage than  the  sand.  After 
this  came  fifteen  feet  of  blue  clay, 
very  tough  and  hard  to  drill.  Next 


the  drill  went  into  a  lake,  a  stream, 
a  strata,  whatever  one  may  term  it, 
whether  lake,  reservoir,  stream  or 
as  trata  with  the  pitches  and  rises 
over  which  oil  men  dispute  in  Bak- 
ersfield  streets  for  hours  and  never 
come  to  agreement — but  i34feetof 
oil  so  soft  and  liquid  that  the  drill 
simply  dropped  through  to  the  bot- 
tom. 

OIL  WELL  DEPTH. 

Here  at  714  feet  the  company 
stopped,  for  said  the  operators, 
"shall  we  take  the  chances  of 
puncturing  the  bottom  of  this  res- 
ervoir, lake,  river,  stream,  whatever 
it  is?" — this  account  is  not  expert, 
or  based  on  any  claim  of  accurate 
knowledge  of  what  the  bowels  of 
the  earth  contain — "shall  we  punc- 
ture the  bottom  and  let  in  water  to 
spoil  our  temper,  or  let  out  the 
oil  to  go,  the  Lord  knows  where?" 
Experts  laughed  and  said  nothing, 
which  may  have  been  wisdom,  and 
the  company  hauled  out  their  drill 
and  began  to  pump.  This  has  been 
going  on  but  a  little  while  as  yet. 
The  pump  lifts  the  long  column  of 
oil  some  500  feet  or  thereabout,  the 
oil  rising  some  200  feet  in  the  well, 
we  believe — there  is  not  a  flowing 
or  gushing  well  in  the  entire  region 
— and  as  it  is  tugged  up  by  the  lift 
it  is  forced  into  a  pipe  that  sends  it 
overhead  into  the  500-barrel 
wooden  tank  just  set  up  to  re- 
ceive it. 

THE    SAND    IN     THE    OIL 

settles  and  the  oil  when  sold  or 
used,  is  drawn  off  over  the  deposit. 
"But,"  says  Superintendent  Bryant, 
"when  in  complete  working  order 
we  will  have  a  pump  forsand  pump- 
ing and  carry  only  oil  free  from 
sand  to  the  tank,  that  is,  as  free  as  it 
can  be  had."  Sand  pumpingmeans 
the  sending  down  by  the  cable  as  it 
unwinds  from  the  great  drum  on 
the  derrick  base  of  a  tube  some  six 
or  seven  inches  in  diameter.  At  the 
bottom  of  it  is  a  simple  valve.  The 
weight  of  the  tube  pushes  it 
through  the  petroleum  which  is 
somewhat  thicker  than  New  Or- 
leans molasses,  and  the  valve  lift- 
ing, the  tube  fills.  The  engine  is 
reversed,  the  drum  revolves,  the 
cable  depending  from  the  wheel  at 
the  top  of  the  derrick  brings  up  the 
tube,  holding  about  one-third  of  a 
barrel.  When  sufficiently  high,  an 
attendant  swings  it  over  a  prong 
standing  in  a  wooden  flue  and  low- 
ers it,  the  prong  pushes  open  the 
valve  lip,  and  the  tube  is  dis- 
charged, the  crude  petroleum  bear- 
ing the  sand,  sluggishly  creeping 
down  to  the  sump  orthe  tank. 

PUMPING. 

In  pumping,  a  rather  complicated 
double  ball  valve  liftpump  is  used, 
constructed  to  offer  least  possible 
inducement  to  oil  and  sand  to  clog 
the  valves.  But  even  the  best 
mannered  of  these  pumps  som-. . 
times  get  "sanded,"  as  the  work- 
men put  it,  when  they  must  be 
lifted  out  and  cleared.  The  power 
used  is  a  steam  engine,  one  for  each 
derrick,  the  steam  being  generated 
in  a  boiler  beneath  which  sprayed 
petroleum  is  burned  for  fuel,  and  it

ELECTRICITY. 

But  may  not  electricity  compete 
too  strongly  to  prevent  oil  being  a 
great  contributor  of  wealth  to  its 
producers?  "Not  so,"  say  the  oil 
men.  "It  will  always  be  limited 
economically  to  production  by  wa- 
ter power,  and  its  transmission 
distance  is  distinctly  limited.  Out- 
side of  those  electricity  must  lie- 
generated  by  steam  power  and 
steam  power  must  look  to  fuel.  So 
no  fears  are  entertained  in  these 
directions;  on  the  contrary,  direct- 
ly opposite  sentiments  from  those 
of  fear  are  held.  No.  2  well  of  the 
Sacramento  company  is  in  process 
of  sinking.  It  is  down  some  500 
feet  and  a  good  strata  of  oil  sand 
or  first  oil  vein,  or  whatever  one 
chooses  to  call  it,  was  struck  on 
Friday  morning,  and  while  the 
company  stood  about,  a  sand  pump 
of  special  construction  not  neces- 
sary to  describe  here,  was  hitched 
on  and  the.  process  of  sand  pump- 
ing was  set  up. 

DRILLING. 

As  to  drilling  that  is  accom- 
plished very  simply.  The  drill 
and  its  shaft  weigh  over  one  ton 
It  is  suspended  to  the  rope  cable 
referred  to,  rundown  into  the  well 
and  as  the  snorting,  struggling 
little  engine — the  drill  operator 
being  engineer  also  and  no  fire- 
man being  needed,  the  petroleum 
fuel  feeding  automatically,  and  a 
line  of  wire  from  the  throttle  of 
the  engine  leading  to  the  position 
of  the  driller  lifts  and  drops  the 
drill,  the  drillmaster,  as  we  may 
well  term  him,  turns  the  cable 
back  and  forth  by  semi-circular 
motion  and  every  now  and  then 
turns  down  a  screw  cut  shaft  which 
sends  the  drill  deeper  as  it  cuts  its 
way.  When  it  has  cut  enough  to 
the  judgment  of  the  operator,  the 
drill  is  lifted  out,  the  pump  sent 
down  and  the  broken  and  churned 
mass  is  lifted  out,  when  the  drill  is 
reinserted  and  the  work  renewed. 
It  is  all  very  simple  but  very  inter- 
esting. 

A  CAPPED  WELL. 

Across  a  narrow  swale  over 
against  the  Sacramento  company's 
wells  is  a  lone  derrick  with  no 
house,  shack  or  shanty  near. 
Abandoned?  No,  it  is  the  property 
of  the  Gray  Eagle  Company.  Not 
a  pistol  shot  away  it  stands,  we 
are  told,  as  proof  that  oil  in  plenty 
is  thereabouts.  The  well  was  sent 
down  without  difficulty,  plenty  of 
oil  found,  and  then  the  owners 
capped  the  casing  and  took  up 
their  works   until  the  tit1-?   to  the

doubled  by  operating  two,  nor 
trebled  by  three.  On  the  con- 
trary, there  is  but  slight  cost  addi- 
tional for  operation  of  each  added 
well.  One  central  plant  will  op- 
erate simultaneously  a  dozen  or 
two  or  three  dozen  wells,  as  will 
be  shown  later  on.  So  it  is,  in  all 
this  section  of  the  Kern  oil  fields, 
a  question  of  volume,  which 
means  a  question  of  number  of 
liberally  yielding  wells.  What  the 
yield  now  is  no  one  can  tell;  sto- 
ries are  told  of  100  barrel  a  day 
wells,  but  none  such  were  verified 
to  the  Record-Union  representa- 
tive. But  that  there  are  some 
wells  that  have  yielded  sufficient 
to  enable  the  plant  to  sell  seventy 
barrels  a  day  for  fuel  purposes  for 
a  time  seems  reasonably  true,  the 
petroleum  being  purchased  to 
generate  steam  for  engines  in 
plants  where  drilling  wells  is  go- 
ing on.  Some  has  been  sold  also 
in  Bakersfield.  But  thus  for  there 
has  not  been  any  exceeding  out- 
put in  market  of  Kern  oil,  though 


sand  pumping  was  going  on  in 
one  well  so  rapidly  that  three  bar- 
rels a  minute  were  lifted  by  two 
men  and  a  snorting  little  stub-and- 
twist  engine.  In  that  well  the 
sink  is  but  500  feet,  but  it  lies  lower 
down  than  any  visited,  save  one, 
perhaps. 

MORE   DERRICKS. 

From  this  point  sight  was 
gained  of  a  score  more  of  derricks 
heretofore  concealed  by  the  hills, 
while  shacks,  cabins  and  tents, 
sheds  and  cook  houses  fairly  peo- 
ple the  immediate  vicinity.  More 
hills,  more  sweating,  some  swear- 
ing and  tired  horses  brought  the 
party  a  mile  and  a  half  farther  on 
to  the  loftiest  kopje  of  all,  and 
here  was  found  the  33  company 
plant,  with  eight  wells  and  a  per- 
fect nest  of  huts  and  houses  and 
sheds  and  barns  about  it,  and  with 
exceedingly  substantial  machinery, 
cement-planted  and  put  up  to  stay.

RECENT  DEVELOPMENTS  IN  OIL  IN  VARIOUS  PARTS 
OF  THE  STATE. 


FRESNO. 

Fifteen  oil  wells  in  the  Coalinga 
district  are  gushing  an  aggregate  of 
4700  barrels  per  day. 

Work  on  the  Whale  Oil  Com- 
pany's well  near  Alcalde  has  been 
delayed  from  lack  of  pipe.  The 
company  is  said  to  have  good  pros- 
pects. 

Ilif  Fisher,  who  has  been  em- 
ployed by  the  Mutual  Oil  Com- 
pany at  Oil  City,  has  returned  to 
Hanford.  The  well  is  not  a  suc- 
cess, as  the  hole  is  full  of  water 
instead  of  oil. 

The  Occidental  Oil  and  Develop- 
ment Company  has  decided  to  pur- 
chase machinery.  The  land  of  the 
Occidental  Oil  and  Development 
Company  is  situated  in  Fresno 
county,  in  the  Little  Panoche  oil 
belt. 

L.  Decker  of  the  Iowa  company 
says  that  his  company  has  its  der- 
rick up  and  will  be  ready  for  work 
as  soon  as  the  machinery  can  be 
placed.  The  work  has  gone  along 
well  and  the  stock  of  the  company 
is  selling  rapidly. 

The  Investment  has  completed 
spudding  and  is  now  drilling.  The 
Bonanza  King  on  section  10,  how- 
ever, has  tools  lost  at  a  depth  of  300 
feet,  and  the  Crescent  Oil  Company 
has  shut  down  at  400  feet  in  order 
to  await  the  arrival  from  the  east 
of  a  string  of  fourteen-inch  screw 
casing. 

The  Santa  Clara  Oil  Company  is 
now  making  good  progress  after 
having  encountered  a  broken  sur- 
face foundation,  which  required 
eighty  feet  of  wooden  conductor. 
The  hole  was  carried  down  no 
feet,  when  it  was  found  necessary 
to  lower  a  string  of  fourteen-inch 
stovepipe  casing.  By  these  means 
the  cave  was  shut  off  and  work  was 
carried  into  the  shale.  Spudding 
has  been  completed  and  tools  are 
now  being  operated  from  the  walk- 
ing-beam. 

KINGS. 

Drilling  on  the  Oceanic  Oil  Com- 
pany's well,  in  the  Kettleman  dis- 
trict, has  been  suspended  for  a  few 
days. 

Work  on  the  at.  Lawrence  O.  & 
M.  Company's  well  is  progressing 
smoothly  andthedrill  isgoingright 
along  down. 

The  Baby  Kings  Oil  Company 
lias  its  big  pump  on  the  ground 
and  the  work  of  pumping  out  the 
well  will  soon  begin. 

Things  are  looking  quite  oily  at 
the  Black  Mountain  Co  's  well  in 
the  Kreyenhagen  district.  The 
company  shipped  out  its  first  oil 
last  Saturday. 

A  horse-power  drill  and  36-foot 
derrick   are  now  being  placed  in 


position  on  the  property  of  the 
Tres  Sierritas  Oil  Co. 

The  Iona  Company,  which  is  lo- 
cated near  the  Esperanza,  have  their 
rig,  etc.,  about  in  place,  and  boring 
will  commence  in  a  short  time. 

The  Kern  River  Oil  Company, 
operating  on  the  Means  ranch,  has 
just  closed  a  contract  with  the 
Santa  Fe  Company  to  supply  them 
with  all  the  oil  they  can  produce 
for  five  years.  The  company  has 
sixty-five  acres,  and  are  under  con- 
tract to  sink  forty  wellson  the  tract. 
They  have  six  producing  wells 
now. 

White  City,  established  by  the 
Spreckels  Company  near  the  Ket- 
tleman hills,  is  showing  great  activ- 
ity. There  are  two  derricks  now 
being  put  up,  and  that  the  com- 
pany intends  to  fully  develop  its 
territory  is  evidenced  by  the  fact 
that  it  intends  to  drill  twelve  wells, 
in  different  locations,  to  find  where 
the  oil  is. 

KERN. 

Mr,  Newton  thinks  that  there 
will  be  400  feet  of  oil  sand  in  the 
well  on  section  8,  29-28. 

The  Century  on  24,  28-27  is 
.nearing  the  bottom  of  the  water 
sand.  The  well  is  now  about  600 
feet  deep. 

The  New  Slocan  is  about  ready 
to  bore  on  29,  28-2S.  This  com- 
pany is  a  branch  of  the  Puente  of 
Los  Angeles. 

On  6,  28-28  the  Monte  Cristo  is 
pulling  its  casing  and  preparing  to 
sink  another  and  larger  well.  The 
first  hole  was  ruined  by  the  casing 
telescoping. 

The  derrick  is  going  up  for  the 
San  Francisco  &  McKittrick  com- 
pany, which  has  leased  from  Miller 
&  Lux  at  McKittrick- 

A  new  well  is  to  be  sunk  by  the 
New  Hope  company.  Stovepipe 
casing  will  be  used  until  the  quick- 
sands are  passed. 

The  Mammoth  company  on  22, 
28-28,  has  obtained  a  new  shoe,  re- 
placed the  casing  and  resumed 
boring. 

The  Reed  company  is  daily  ex- 
pecting the  arrival  of  a  pumping 
plant,  which  will  be  set  up  on  34. 
Others  have  been  ordered  for  the 
SE  %  of  28  and  the  NW  X  of  32. 
Groups  of  wells  will  be  bored  at 
each  of  these  sites. 

The  pumps  on  33  are  not  work- 
ing satisfactorily  on  account  of 
sand  in  the  oil  which  cuts  out  the 
valves.  It  is  only  a  matter  of  time 
that  this  condition  will  exist,  as  less 
and  less  sand  will  appear  as  pump- 
ing continues. 

A.  G.  Newton  is  awaiting  the  ar- 
rival of  hydraulic  jacks  before  be- 
ginning the  second  well  on  1,  29-27. 


He   will    put     down     twelve-inch 
stove-pipe  casing  at  first. 

The  Beaver  Oil  Company  is  bor- 
ing on  36,  28-28. 

The  Kern  River  has  two  wells 
just  coming  in. 

The  California  Standard  is  mak- 
ing good  headway  on  a   new  well. 

The  Commonwealth  is  progress- 
ing, but  there  is  trouble  with 
water. 

The  second  McKittrick  com- 
pany has  struck  a  large  flow  of  ar- 
tesian water  slightly  brackish. 

The  Water  Supply  Company 
began  delivering  on  33  Tuesday. 
Pipe  laying  to  other  points  will  be 
continued  as  rapidly  as  possible. 

The  Eureka,  east  of  Teniplor,  on 
13,  29-20,  is  down  about  eighty  feet, 
but  already  streaks  of  oil  have  been 
gone  through. 

Another  well  on  the  Treadwell 
land  at  McKittrick  has  begun  flow- 
ing on  being  sand  pumped.  The 
hole  had  been  capped  for  months. 

The  first  carload  of  oil  to  be 
shipped  out  of  the  River  district 
for  other  than  use  in  locomotives 
was  sent  out  last  Wednesday  by 
the  Reed  company. 

Peerless  well  No.  3  has  been  fin- 
ished at  a  depth  of  741  feet  and  the 
oil  sand  measures  224  feet.  The 
drilling  rig  has  been  moved  to  the 
site  of  No.  4.  The  fifth  derrick  is 
building. 

The  Californian  says  the  Santa 
Fe  tests  prove  the  Kern  river  oil 
to  be  twelve  per  cent  higher  in 
steam-making  qualities  than  the 
Los  Angeles  product  and  two  per 
cent  higher  than  the  oil  ftotn 
Coalinga. 

The  White  Creek  company  has 
secured  one  of  Milton  Mc  Whorter's 
Standard  rigs  to  bore  on  section  34, 
27-28,  north  of  Poso  Creek.  The 
company  will  ascertain  positively 
whether  or  not  that  country  is 
within  the  oil  belt, 

The  El  Dorado  well  is  being 
sand  pumped  with  promise  of  good 
results.  Their  new  well  is  still  in 
shale.  The  National  well  is  in 
black  shale  with  oil  indications. 
The  Shamrock  people  are  com- 
mencing work  on   their  third  well. 

The  Petroleum  Center's  rig  on 
28,  28-28  was  tied  up  for  a  day  or 
so  last  week  by  a  mishap.  The 
present  bottom  of  the  well  is  in  the 
blue  clay  separating  the  first  oil 
sand  from  the  lower  strata.  The 
sand  so  far  encountered  made  a 
fine  showing,  the  oil  rising  fifty 
feet  in  the  casing  when  drilling 
ceased. 

J.  B.  Treadwell  has  been  forced 
by  the  developments  on  his  Mc- 
Kittrick property  to  increase  the 
size  of  his  pipe  line  to  the  station 
to  a  diameter  of  four  and  one- 
quarter  inches.  He  has  suspended 
operations  in  sand  pumping  his 
wells,  which  have  been  capped 
and  which  will  probably  all  flow, 
until  this  pipe  line  is  completed. 
Otherwise  he  will  not  be  able  to 
handle  the  product. 


The  Reed  oil  company  has  just 
finished  twomore  wells,  both  on  34. 

The  Kern  Oil  Land  Development 
Company  is  tied  up  awaiting  arim- 
mer. 

The  Petroleum  Development 
company  tubed  No.  6  last  week, 
and  is  now  pumping  from  it. 

A  carload  of  machinery  arrived 
last  Monday  morning  for  the  new 
Slocan,  which  is  preparing  to  op- 
erate on  29,  28-28. 

The  Junction  struck  oil  Monday 
afternoon,  and  has  a  good  showing. 
The  hole  is  within  500  feet  of  the 
Newton,  Carman  &  Somes  well. 

Well  No.  17  at  Sunset  is  still 
flowing,  and  much  of  the  oil  is 
going  to  waste.  The  oil  is  of  a 
light  gravity  and  could  be  easily 
piped. 

The  dip  of  the  oil  strata  in  the 
River  district  between  the  33  com- 
pany's wells  and  the  one  on  the 
Kelly  ranch,  section  8,  is  227  feet. 
The  distance  is  a  mile  and  a  quar- 
ter, direction  nearly  south.  To  the 
west  from  33  the  dip  is  much  less. 

The  President  has  finished  rim- 
tning  out  its  hole  and  in  the  nine 
and  five-eighths  casing  is  down  450 
feet.  The  well  when  drilling 
ceased  had  reached  a  depth  of  800 
feet,  and  the  bottom  was  in  the 
blue  clay  that  overlies  the  oil  in 
other  sections  of  the  territory. 

There  is  considerable  excitement 
in  the  McKittrick  field  owing  to 
recent  strikes.  J.  B.  Treadwell 
sand  pumped  his  well  No.  3  last 
week  and  a  result  it  spouted  at  a 
lively  rate  until  Sunday  night, 
when  it  caught  fire  from  a  lantern 
in  the  hands  of  the  night  watch- 
man. Everything  burned  and  a. 
piece  of  tubing  dropped  in  the 
well,  partially  shutting  off  the 
flow.  Another  of  Mr.  Treadwell's 
wells  is  flowing  a  little  and  he  has 
a  third  good  well  which  is  being 
pumped. 

The  McKittrick  Company's  arte- 
sian well  continues  to  yield  large 
quantities  of  oil  sand,  and  this  fact 
is  puzzling  the  experts.  One  of 
them  claims  that  eventually  the 
water  pressure  will  be  removed 
and  that  then  the  oil  which  is  now 
being  forced  aside  by  the  volume 
of  water  will  take  the  place  of  the 
water,  the  well  becoming  an  oil 
well.  The  water  has  already  run 
for  miles  out  on  the  plains  towards 
the  Templor  road.  It  is  strongly 
impregnated  with  sulphur  and  salt 
and  is  very  warm  as  it  flows  from 
the  well.

And  here  was  found  the  first  real 
home  on  the  trip — a  house  with  a 
woman  and  children.  Every  one 
of  the  eight  wells  of  the  company 
is  pumped  at  one  and  the  same 
time. 

A   PUMPING   IDEA. 

Walking  beams  with  counter 
weights  at  each  pump  aie  operated 
by  a  line  of  wire  rope  running  on 
pulley  rollers  on  poles  some  fifty 
feet  apart.  The  ropes  terminate, 
part  upon  the  periphery  of  a  hori- 
zontal wheel  borne  upon  a  vertical 
shaft.  Part  of  the  ropes  hook  into 
an  eccentric  oval  horizontally 
placed  just  below  the  wheel.  The 
vertical  shaft  is  revolved  by  cog 
gear.  A  wire  rope  runs  from 
the  eccentric  wheel  backward  to  a 
great  counterbalance  on  one  corner 
of  a  triangular  walking  beam. 
As  the  shaft  revolves  the  cords  all 
operate  the  weighted  walking 
beams  simultaneously,  the  counter 
balance  restores  the  lines  taut,  and 
so  the  process  goes  on,  and  eight 
wells  are  pumped  under  super- 
vision practically  of  two,  or  at  the 
outside  three  men — one  to  attend 
to  the  power  and  the  others  to 
watch  the  pumps  and  keep  things 
in  order.  When  the  party  ar- 
rived five  of  the  pumps  were  lift- 
ing, though  all  of  them  were  con- 
nected on.  Four  out  of  the  five 
were  discharging  into  the  huge 
storage  tank.  The  others  were 
possibly  sanded.  Inquiry  was  not 
made,  as  the  evidences  seemed 
patent.

The  officials  of  the  Bachelors'  Oil 
Company  have  reason  to  feel  well 
satisfied  with  the  present  condition 
of  affairs.  The  report  of  the  com- 
pany for  the  month  of  February 
just  passed  has  been  issued,  and 
shows  energetic  handling  ofaffairs 
that  should  be  appreciated  by  the 
shareholders  of  the  company.

Relief  For   Oil  Miners. 

Senator  Perkins  has  written  to 
John  M.  Wright,  chairman  of  the 
Mineral  Lands  Committee  of  the 
California  Miners'  Association,  to 
effect  that  the  bill  to  amend  the 
petroleum  act,  prepared  by  that 
gentleman,  has  the  approval  of  the 
Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office.  With  this  approval  it  is 
thought  there  should  be  no  diffi- 
culty in  securing  the  passage  of  the 
bill,  in  which  the  legitimate  oil  in- 
terests of  California  are  deeply 
concerned.  The  body  of  the  letter 
from  Senator  Perkins  to  Chairman 
Wright  reads  as  follows:

The  Hamburg-American  line  has 
the  intention  to  arrange  some  of 
their  large  freight  steamers, still  in 
course  of  construction  i"< >r  thi 
Asiatic  trade,  for  oil  fuel.  The 
fuel  oil  to  be  Usui  is  to  be  the 
crude  oil  now  developed  in  Bor- 
neo. The  "Hohenzollern,"  the 
German  Emporer's private  yacht. is 
being  reconstructed  in  Kiel  at  the 
present  time.  Among  other 
changes  the  boilers  will  be  so  al- 
tered as  to  use  a  patent  oil  fuel 
apparatus.  The  coal  bins  are  to 
be  halved  and  part  of  same  are  to 
be  built  out  as  oil  reservoirs  and 
likewise  smaller  oil  reservoirs  are 
to  be  put  up  in  the  tiring   rooms.

This  is  an 
advantage  which  is  of  especially 
vital  importance  for  the  steamers 
in  tbeir  trade  between  Europe  and 
Eastern  Asia,  where  they  rely 
mostly  upon  supplies  of  low  grade 
Japanese  or  East  Indian  coal.  A 
further  advantage  of  this  fuel  is 
contained  in  the  possibility  of 
quicker  supply,  as  at  the  utmost 
a  steamer  can  coal  only  from  60  to 
80  tons  of  coal  per  hour,  while 
during  the  same. time  400  tons  of 
oil  can  be  pumped  on  board. 
Furthermore,  the  reports  shows, 
the  service  of  the  firemen  is  very 
much  simplified.  Oil  fuel  devel- 
ops only  very  little  smoke  which 
is  of  extraordinary  importance,  es- 
pecially for  men-of-war.  The  only 
disadvantage  of  the  oil  fuel  is  the 
loss  of  fresh  water.which  is  needed 
to  develop  the  steam  necessary  for 
the  spraying  of  oil.  To  speak  of 
trialson  board  men-of-war  we  men- 
tion that  on  board  the  American 
torpepo  boat  "Stiletto"  which  gave 
very  favorable  results  with  oil  fuel, 
as  a  boat  on  a  trip   of    28    nautical 


made  trials  on  board  of  the  iron- 
clad "Gaulois"  with  mixed  fuel  of 
coal  and  fuel  oil.  The  report  was 
not  very  favorable  and  it  was  ex- 
plained therein  that  liquid  fuel 
required  twice  as  much  draft  as 
coal,  and  the  vessels  were  not 
constructed  to  comply  with  this  re- 
quirement. Nevertheless,  the  value 
and  possibilities  of  liquid  fuel 
has  been  so  far  appreciated,  that 
in  an  estimate  in  1900  for 
French  Men-of  War  to  be  con- 
structed, seven  torpedo  boat  de- 
stroyers have  been  specified  as  re- 
quiring mixed  fuel,  that  is,  both  to 
burn  either  coal  or  oil. 

According  to  the  Marine  Alman- 
ac there  are  being  made  very  ex- 
tensive trials  with  liquid  oil  fuel 
in  the  Italian  Navy,  as  on  three 
iron-clads,  nine  torpedo  cruisers 
and  two  torpedo  boat  destroyers, 
this  liquid  fuel  is  being  tested.  In 
the  Russian  Navy  at  this  present 
time  a  torpedo  boat  of  the  first- 
class  is  being  fired  with  oil  as  a 
trial,  but  during  the  course  of  this 
year  more  extensive  tests  are  to  be 
made  in  this  direction.

came  to  the  conclusion  that  a  rich 
oil  field  was  near  Hollister.  Ow- 
ing to  his  position  and  long  resi- 
dence in  this  county  Col.  E-  J. 
Beane,  an  oil  expert  of  experience 
in  the  principal  oil  fields  in  the 
United  States  was  sent  to  him  by 
Eastern  and  San  Francisco  capital- 
ists, any  one  of  whom  can  command 
at  least  $100,000  cash  on  ten 
minutes'  notice.  This  company  will 
be  a  close  corporation,  offering  no 
stock  for  sale  and  entering  into  the 
enterprise  as  a  legitimate  business 
transaction.  After  a  critical  exam- 
ination of  the  land  suggested  by 
Assessor  McConnell,  Col.  Beane 
reported  to  his  employers  that 
there  was  a  good  field  for  invest- 
ment near  Hollister.  He  was  in- 
structed to  secure  leasesof  the  land 
near  this  town.  Col.  Beane  and 
Assessor  McConnell  have  been  dili- 
gently at  work  and  after  the  neces- 
i-ary  lelays  and  changes  in  the 
leases,  have  leased  nearly  4000  acres 
of  land  for  the  San  Francisco  Com- 
pany. The  leases  are  absolutely- 
fair  to  both  parties.  The  owner  of 
the  land  will  receive  10  per  cent 
royalty  on  all  oil  found  on  his 
place.  The  San  Francisco  Com- 
pany guarantee  tocommence  work 
inside  of  a  year  and  after  the  first 
year  haselapsed  to  pay  a  rental  for 
the  oil  privileges  for  a  specified 
number  of  years. 


The  Sterling. 

Win.  Ellery,  the  secretary  and 
treasurer  of  the  Sterling  Oil  and 
Development  Company,  reports 
that  the  new  standard  rig  is  work- 
ing very  successfully  on  well  No. 
1  of  the  Sterling  company.  The 
work  was  commenced  on  Monday, 
March  6th,  and  the  well  is  now 
down  about  350  feet,  and  will 
strike  oil  about  the  middle  of  next 
week.  There  is  no  doubt  but 
that  the  company  will  strike  oil, 
as  it  is  surrounded  by  producing 
wells  on  every  side,  and  the  ques- 
tion of  doubt  does  not  enter  in  the 
project  at  all.

A  Gigantic  Deal 

Columbus,    O.,    March     16. —  A 
special  from  Toledo  says  : 

The  English  Petroleum  Syndicate 
of  London,  the  foreign  branch  of  the 
Standard  Oil  Company,  is  reliably 
reported  to  have  closed  a  gigantic- 
deal  in  the  Ohio  oil  field  by  which 
it  absorbs  the  Cudahy  combination 
of  Chicago,  and  the  Manhattan  Oil 
Company.  The  consideration  is 
said  to  be  $7,500,000. 
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The  Bakersfield  Californian 
editorially  takes  a 
Newspaper  San  Francisco 
Fakirs-  weekly    paper 

severely  to  task, 
giving  as  a  reason  that  it  is 
advertising  in  glowing  terms  an 
oil  company  which  claims  to  have 
a  large  amount  of  excellent  oil 
land  in  Kern  county  but  which  on 
investigation  proves  to  have  no 
land  whatever  in  that  county  or 
in  any  other  so  far  as  can  be 
learned. 

The  paper  in  question  is  not  the 
only  one  which  is  guilty  of  boom- 
ing fake  companies.  It  is  a  well 
known  fact  among  oil  men  that  al- 
most every  paper  in  San  Francis- 
co at  any  rate,  will  take  any  ad- 
vertisement that  is  brought  into  it, 
whether  it  be  a  fake  patent  medi- 
cine advertisement  or  a  fake  oil 
advertisement.  This  includes  the 
large  dailies  as  well  as  the  smaller 
and  less  important  weeklies.  It 
is  also  a  well-known  fact  that  a 
great  many  people  are  lamenting 
they  were  induced  to  invest  in  the 
stock  of  certain  companies  owing 
to  the  fact  that  the  stock  in  these 
companies  was  spoken  of  so  highly 
by  one  of  the  leading  Republican 
da- lies  of  the  state.  The  stock  of 
these  companies  has  greatly  depre- 
ciated, and  those  who  invested  four 
months  ago  are  not  now  able  to  sell 
their  stock  for  much  more  than  one- 
half  what    they    paid  for  it. 

It  might  be  interesting  to  know 
that  one  of  the  largest  holders  of 
the  original  stock  in  these  compa- 
nies was  the  editor  of  the  paper  in 
question,  which  has  steadfastly 
boomed  the  stock  in  the  companies 
in  which  he  was  interested,  and  is 
now  engaged  in  booming  stock  in 
other  companies  officered  largely 
by  the  same  people,  whose  opera- 
tions have  been  successful  to  them- 
selves, but  have  proved  very  un- 
satisfactory to  the  average  small 
investor  who  was  induced  to  buy  a 
small  block  of  stock. 

It  is  probably  the  case  that  the 
same  methods  will  be  employed 
in  the  new  companies  now  forming; 
at  any  rate  the  paper  is  engaged 
in  booming  the  new  companies  in 
the  same  way  that  it   was  engaged 


in  booming  the  old  companies.  It 
is  also  probable  that  as  the  editor 
in  question  made  a  large  amount  of 
money  through  his  former  oil  stock 
operations,  he  probably  expects  to 
make  an  equal  amount  in  the  oper- 
ations now  pending.  The  Bakers- 
field  Californian  need  not  look  very 
far  from  home  to  discover  where 
the  new  operations  are  to  be  made. 


What   Bakersfield     is   to    Kern 
county,  Hollister.the 
A  New  county  seat   of  San 

OH  Center.  Benito  county, 
ought  to  be  to  the 
large  oil  district  of  which  it  is  the 
center.  At  present  it  is  a  thrifty 
little  village,  pleasantly  situated 
in  the  center  of  a  productive  val- 
ley, with  the  Mt.  Diablo  range  on 
the  east  and  the  Gabilan  on  the 
west.  It  is  an  agricultural  and 
grazing  country,  and  is  reached  by 
a  spur  track  15  miles  south  of 
Gilroy.  Being  off  the  main  line  of 
travel  it  is  little  known.  Within 
the  last  few  months  rumors  have 
been  put  afloat  of  remarkably  rich 
indications  of  oil  found  in  almost 
every  part  of  San  Benito  county. 
In  the  Panoche  district  in  the 
southwest,  the  Union  Oil  Com- 
pany has  five  producing  wells,  the 
last  one  having  reached  oil  within 
ten  days  and  producing  at  least 
100  barrels  a  day.  It  is  capped 
and  guarded  and  no  one  can  tell 
just  what  it  will  produce.  The 
rumor  that  it  is  a  "gusher"  and 
yields  3000  barrels,  is  absurd. 
Other  wells  are  being  drilled  as  fast 
as  standard  rigs  can  get  the  holes 
down,  and  the  Big  Panoche,  the 
San  Benito,  the  Dos  Palos,  the 
Esmeralda,  and  a  dozen  other  com- 
panies expect  to  open  up  big  pro- 
ducers within  a  short  time.  These 
are  all  operating  in  the  southwest 
portion  of  the  county. 

Within  the  last  month  two  of  the 
best  oil  experts  in  the  state  have 
enlisted  prominent  business  men 
of  San  Benito  county  on  their  side, 
and  ivith  their  aid  have  leased  and 
bonded  over  20,000  acres  of  what 
they  believe  to  be  as  good  oil 
land  as  can  be  found  in  the  state. 
They  affirm  they  represent  abund- 
ant capital  and  will  have  rigs  at 
work  within  thirty  days. 

If  their  statements  are  true,  and 
we  have  no  reason  to  doubt  them, 
San  Benito  county  soon  will  be  a 
scene  of  great  activity  in  oil  mat- 
ters. There  will  be  machine  shops, 
pipe  lines,  storage  tanks,  immense 
freight  traffic,  supplies  of  all  kinds. 
All  this  trade  would  naturally 
come  to  Hollister,  provided  the 
little  town  wakes  up  to  its  possi- 
bilities, and  provided  also  it  does 
not  try  to  play  the  hog,  and  charge 
"all  the  traffic  will  bear." 

Hollister  has  a  bright  future  be- 
fore it,  unless  all  signs  fail;  but  it 
needs  to  be  alive  to  the  situation, 
and  to  offer  inducements  to  trade, 
rather  than  by  a  selfish  policy  to 
estrange  trade  and  drive  it  else- 
where.

Petroleum  Center. 

Manager  E.  F.  Beck  returned  to 
Bakersfield  yesterday,  having  been 
in  the  city  for  a  few  days.  On 
Wednesday  he  received  a  telegram 
to  the  effect  that  the  string  of  tools 
had  been  fished  out  of  well  No.  2, 
on  28,  28-28.  The  well  is  now  down 
340  feet,  and  it  is  expected  that 
the  well  will  be  drilled  to  about  600 
feet.  Well  No.  1,  on  8,  28-28,  is 
down  822  feet,  and  has  now  about 
fifty  feet  of  oil  sand.  It  will  be 
drilled  to  950  feet,  when  the  rig 
will  be  taken  to  well  No.  3.  Mr. 
Beck  says  that  a  good  deal  of  dif- 
ficulty has  been  experienced  from 
sand  in  the  Kern  Riverdistrict,  and 
that  a  great  mistake  has  been  made 
by  a  good  many  companies  in  that 
they  have  used  too  small  a  casing 
to  start  with.  He  thinks  a  14-inch 
casing  is  necessary,  and  that  a  hy- 
draulic jack  is  necessary  to  keep  a 
steady  pressure  on  the  casing  and 
force  it  down  on  the  sand.

California's    Oil    Bonanza. 

Referring  to  the  fact  that  crude 
petroleum  is  now  being  used  for 
fuel  for  locomotives  in  California, 
P  C.  Boyle,  of  Oil  City,  Pa.,  who 
is  familiar  with  the  oil  industry,  said 
that  it  was  the  logical  outcome. 
"California  oil,"  he  said,  is  a  very 
low  gravity,  and  only  a  small  per- 
centage of  it  has  any  illuminating 
quality.  It  is  excellent,  however, 
for  fuel  purposes,  and  if  the  supply 
is  sufficient  it  will  easily  drive  coal 
from  the  Pacific  Coast. 

"It  will  be  used  for  many  other 
purposes  besides  fuel  for  locomo- 
tives. The  market  price  of  the  oil 
is  at  present  something  over  one 
dollar  a  barrel,  which,  as  fuel 
makes  it  less  than  half  the  cost  of 
coal. 

"I  have  no  doubt  the  oil  deposit 
in  California  will  be  found  to  be 
extensive.  Some  of  the  wells  are 
very  productive,  yielding  at  the 
start  as  much  as  400  barrels  a  day."

San  Benito  County. 

Just  now  the  papers  are  full  of 
Kern  county  oil  news,  the  reason 
being  th  t  most  of  the  develop- 
ment work  is  being  made  in  this 
portion  of  the.  state.  Here  is 
where  the  money  is  being  spent, 
rigs  being  erected,  pipe  lines  and 
pumping  plants  being  built.  The 
time  is  not  far  distant,  however, 
before  other  portions  of  the  State 
will  be  seeing  such  development 
work  as  Kern  county.  One  of  the 
most  promising  sections,  so  far  as 
future  development  work  is  con- 
cerned is  San  Benito  county,  both 
on  the  east  as  well  as  on  the  west- 
ern boundary.  On  the  western 
portion  of  the  county  lies  the  Gabi- 
lan range  of  hills  where  there  are 
oil  indications  which  have  quanti- 
ty as  well  as  quality,  which  can- 
not be  surpassed  in  the  state.  On 
the  eastern  side  of  the  Mt.  Diablo 
range  are  even  better  and  more 
abundant  indications,  and  wells 
have  already  been  drilled  which 
have  struck  oil,  and  which  are 
now  capped,  waiting  for  the 
pipe  lines  which  are  to  be  built  as 
soon  as  a  sufficient  number  of  pro- 
ducing wells  have  been  drilled  to 
make  a  pipeline  a  necessity. 

The  San  Benito  county  oil  is  a 
refining  oil,  and  the  process  by 
which  it  is  refined  is  no  longer  an 
uncertainty.  Those  who  are  best 
acquainted  with  this  oil  say  that  it 
can  be  refined  equal  to  the  best  of 
eastern  oil,  and  there  is  no  doubt 
but  that  some  of  the  most  influen- 
tial oil  companies  in  the  state  are 
using  their  utmost  endeavors  to 
gain  control  of  the  land  in  San 
Benito  county  either  by  purchase 
or  by  lease.

A 
Bakersfield  paper  pays  its  editorial 
compliments  to  the  Aetna  company 
in  this  wise: 

"The  scrippers  have  broken  out 
strongly  at   Riverside  in  this  state, 
it  seems   from   newspaper   reports 
that  a  corporation  has  been  formed 
in  which   the  people  of  Riverside 
have  been  induced  to  take  consid- 
erable interest.       Representations 
are  made  to  them  that  the  corpora- 
tion has  a  large  area   of  lands,  the 
title  to  which  is  good;  that    these 
lands  are  valuable  for  oil,  and  that 
the  corporation  is  certain  to  be  very 
successful    in   its   development  of 
said    lands  for   oil  purposes.     The 
title  to  these  lands,  as  we  are  in- 
formed, rests  wholly  upon  the  for- 
est reserve  scrippers'  claim.     Like 
every  other  such  claim,  it  is  based 
upon    perjury    and  fraud,  and  the 
government   of  the    United  States 
will  undoubtedly  see  that  it  is  not 
consummated.     No   commiseration 
would  be  felt  for  the  corporation  or 
its  promotors,  but  it    is  likely  that 
innocent  people  who  know  nothing 
of  the  frauds  will  be   deceived  and 
deluded    into   making  investments 
in    the   stock  of  this    corporation 
and  may  be  despoiled  of  whatever 
they  may  invest.

Consolidation   Effected. 

The  two  Oil  Exchanges  of  San 
Francisco,  after  a  great  deal  of 
sparring  have  finally  concluded  to 
join  forces  and  act  in  concert. 
Their  committees  have  agreed  up- 
on a  proposition,  which  unless 
some  unfortunate  difficulty  arises, 
will  be  carried  through  to  a  suc- 
cessful termination.  The  Califor- 
nia Oil  Exchange  will  abandon  its 
quarters,  practically  go  out  of  ex- 
istance,  and  become  identified  with 
the  Producers  Oil  Exchange, 
which  has  its  place  of  business  in 
the  Mills  Building. 

Just  what  occasioned  this  action 
it  is  hard  to  say,  unless  it  be  the 
fact  that  lack  of  business  and  the 
antagonism  of  a  good  many  import- 
ant companies  has  forced  some 
sort  of  action.  It  is  pretty  well 
understood  that  Mr.  G.  W.  Terrill 
will  continue  as  president  of  the 
Producers  Oil  Exchange,  which 
will  now  consist  of  the  fifty-six  or- 
iginal members  of  the  Producers' 
Oil  Exchange,  together  with  the 
sixty-five  brokers  of  the  California 
Oil  Exchange.  J.  L.  King  will  re- 
tain his  position  as  chairman,  and 
R.  W.  Heath  as  secretary. 

The  California  Oil  Exchange 
will  vacate  its  old  quarters  and 
join  the  Producers  as  soon  as  the 
details  of  leaving  their  old  quar- 
ters and  of  arranging  their  finances 
can  be  agreed  upon.  There  is  no 
doubt  but  th  at  there  has  been  a 
great  deal  of  opposition  to  the  O' 
Exchanges  of  San  Francisco. 
Whether  this  was  due  to  the 
action  and  management  of  the 
California  Oil  Exchange  or  of  the 
Producers  Oil  Exchange  is  hard  to 
say,  but  certainly  the  California 
Oil  Exchange  has  had  to  bear  the 
brunt  of  the  criticism.  The  new 
arrangement  means  the  consolida- 
tion of  all  the  best  interests 
of  the  oil  stock  brokers  and 
dealers  in  one  strong  organi- 
zat'on.  It  will  mean  the  over- 
hauling of  the  list  of  companies 
and  some  of  the  companies  now 
listed  will  probably  have  their 
names  removed.  When  this  is 
done,  the  names  of  other  companies 
will  be  added.  The  new  board 
will  also  work  in  harmony  with  the 
Los  Angeles  board,  and  will  soon 
be  prepared  to  sell  certificates  of 
oil  stock.  If  the  board  is  rightly 
managed,  there  is  no  doubt  but 
that  it  will  do  a  very  large  busi- 
ness in  the  sale  of  shares  of  oil  com- 
panies and  of  certificates  of  oil 
stock.  There  is  also  no  doubt  but 
that  rightly  conducted,  the  new 
board  will  merit  the  confidence  of 
companies  that  now  regard  an  oil 
exchange  as  a  detriment  not  only 
to  themselves  but  to  the  oil  indus- 
try in  general.  Up  to  the  present 
time,  with  few  exceptions,  the  Cali- 
fornia Oil  Exchanges  have  proved 
a  detriment  rather  than  an  aid  to 
any  company  which  was  listed 
with  them.  It  is  believed  that 
vtnder  the  new  arrangement  the 
result  will  be  different,  and  that  a 
company  will  be  greatly  benefited 
by  having  its  stock  listed  with  the 
new  oil  exchange. 


Late  Kern  News- 
The  Giant  Company,  at    McKit- 
trick,  a    kindred   institution  to  the 
California    Standard,  dropped  into 
the  oil  sand  Monday  at  825  feet. 

The  faith  that  is  held  in  the 
value  of  the  territory  about  the 
point  where  28-28,  28-29,29-28  and 
29-29  corner,  is  shown  by  the  fact 
that  within  a  few  days  five  rigs  will 
move  in  there  and  begin  drilling. 

A  deep  well  contract  has  been 
entered  into  by  Ott  &  Stephenson 
and  the  White  Range  and  Rio 
Bravo  Companies.  The  hole  will 
go  down  on  the  line  between  31  and 
32  in  28-29. 

Shamrock  No.  2  is  showing  up 
better  than  formerly,  but  needs  re- 
perforating. 

It  is  argued  that  oil  can  be  ap- 
plied for  street  sprinkiing  for  what 
one  season's  water  sprinkling 
would  cost,  and  the  effect  would  be 
lasting,  practically  ending  the  ex- 
pense. Besides  the  mud  of  winter 
as  well  as  the  dust  of  summer 
would  be  done  away  with. 

A  trade  is  on  between  the  Gray 
Eagle  company  and  a  number  of 
Bakersfield  men.  If  it  goes 
through  the  SWJ<  of  the  SE,# 
of  section  80,  28-28  will  have 
been  sold  for  $250  an  acre. 

The  Gray  Eagle  made  a  strike 
Monday  in  No.  4  on  the  NWX 
of  30.  The  oil  strata  lies  140 
feet  deeper  than  at  a  point  half 
a  mile  south.  To  reach  oil  say 
five  miles  north,  the  depth  of  the 
well  including  the  800  feet  at 
which  the  Gray  Eagle  strike  was 
made  would  have  to  be  2200  feet. 


In  McKittrick. 

Late  news  from  the  McKittrick 
district  shows  increased  activity  on 
every  hand,  and  indicates  the  rapid 
development  of  this  extensive  oil 
field.

One  of 
the  lust  ligs  in  the  state  was  pur- 
chased and  a  well  is  now  being 
drilled  as  rapidly  as  possible.  It  is 
down  over  300  feet,  and  no  unusual 
difficulties  have  been  met. 

The  next  company  organized 
was  the  Gypsy  Queen  in  section 
36,  21-17.  "lhe  Gypsy  Queen  con- 
tains men  well  known  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, such  as  Mr.  Stulz,  the  grocer, 
Sheriff  Lackmann  and  others 
equally  prominent.  Another  com- 
pany to  be  organized  next  to  the 
Gypsy  Queen  was  the  Modesto,  of 
which  the  President  is  Banker 
Cressy  of  Modesto.  The  other 
stockholders  are  gentlemen  also 
prominent  in  Modesto  business  cir- 
cles. 

Another  company  to  be  organ- 
ized in  section  35,  21-17  >s  called 
The  Commercial  Travelers,  of 
whichthe  president  is  Mr.  Barbour, 
but  the  other  and  original  share- 
holders were  principally  commer- 
cial travelers  representing  some  of 
the  best  known  houses  in  San 
Francisco,  comprising  grocers, 
hardware  men,  shoe  men,  dry 
goods  men,  etc.

A  numtx  i  "t  Modesto  citizens 
have  organized  to  buy  out  the  lo- 
interests  in  an  oil  claim  in 
Kern  COUnty,  between  the  Sunset 
and  McKittrick  districts,  with  a 
view  to   prospecting  the  property. 

h.  A. Cress)  has  been  appointed  a 
committee  tc  go  to  Kern  and  in- 
ite  the  proposition. 

The  Whale  Oil  Co.,  composed 
largely  of  Modestans,  have  their 
bming  plant  in  operation,  and  have 
attained  a  depth  of  250  feet,  the 
formations  very  favorable.

A  Refinery  Wanted. 

The  United  States  Crude  Oil 
Company  has  hit  upon  one  reason 
for  the  hesitancy  displayed  by  out- 
side buyers  in  making  long  time 
contracts  for  oil.  The  difficulty  lies 
in  the  fact  that  the  product  of  the 
local  field  is  in  no  sense  uniform  in 
grade.  A  dozen  wells  in  the  same 
tract  may  produce  as  many  degrees 
of  oil,  varying  from  12  degrees 
gravity  to  16  degrees  gravity.  Oil 
may  be  pumped  from  one  well  con- 
taining 4  per  cent  water,  and  an- 
other well  within  150  feet  will  be 
pumping  a  productof  which  25  per 
cent  is  water.  Outside  buyers  dis- 
cover this  fact  when  one  carload  of 
satisfactory  oil  is  followed  by  an- 
other carload  of  unsatisfactory  fuel. 

To  remedy  the  difficulty,  so  far 
as  its  own  product  is  concerned,  the 
company  above  referred  to  has 
plans  under  way  for  the  erection 
of  a  small  refinery,  built  so  as  to  be 
easily  capable  of  increasing  its  ca- 
pacity. The  company  will  then  be 
able  to  put  a  uniform  grade  of  mar- 
ketable oil  on  the  market. 


The  Western  Coast  Oil  Com- 
pany, organized  February  1st 
under  the  laws  of  Arizona,  is  com- 
posed mainly  of  Pasadena  men. 
They  have  leased  the  Robert 
Ayers  ranch  of  6000  acres,  situ- 
ated eight  miles  from  Ventura. 
The  property  has  been  long  con- 
sidered oil  lands  and  this  new  cor- 
poration has  leased  the  lands  for 
a  term  of  ten  years.  According 
to  the  leases  operations  will  begin 
at  once  and  three  wells  will  be 
sunk  immediately.

At  McKittrick. 

Developments  are  progressing 
with  all  the  speed  possible  at  Mc- 
Kittrick. 

The  Giant  Company  has  four  rigs 
at  work  and  two  of  the  wells  are 
dow  11  about  800  feet.  In  each  of 
them  a  little  oil  has  been  passed 
through. 

The  California  Standard  shipped 
a  carload  of  oil  last  Friday.  Its 
well  is  getting  better  the  longer  it 
is  pumped,  and  insteadof  lowering 
the  level,  the  oil  rises,  standing 
within  100  feet  of  the  surface  last 
week.  The  belief  is  entertained 
that  when  the  sand  is  cleaned  the 
oil  will  flow  over  the  casing. 

The  flowing  well  of  Treadwell 
and  that  on  the  Eldorado  land  are 
acting  in  the  same  manner,  both 
spurting  at  intervals  and  then  sub- 
siding.

RECENT  DEVELOPMENTS  IN  OIL  IN  VARIOUS  PARTS 
OF  THE  STATE. 


FRESNO. 

Two  strikes  of  heavy  lubricating 
oil  are  reported  from  tine  Coalinga 
county. 

The  Callena  Oil  Company  is  ne- 
gotiating a  lease  of  forty  acres  of 
their  territory  in  the  Silver  Creek 
oil  district,  to  San  Francisco  capi- 
talists, The  deal  will  be  closed  in 
a  few  days,  and  work  on  the  com- 
pany's lands  will  be  commenced 
within  sixty  days. 

The  fact  thatthe  Panoche  Creek 
district  is  no  experiment  so  far  as 
oil  development  is  concerned,  is 
proved  by  the  results  obtained  by 
the  Union  Oil  Company,  a  close 
corporation  in  the  full  sense  of  the 
word.  While  no  definite  informa- 
tion can  be  gained  as  to  the  results 
of  development,  it  is  known  that 
the  company  has  several  wells 
capped  down  and  others  from  which 
pumping  is  profitable.  For  some 
time  the  company  has  had  agents 
at  work  acquiring  title  to  large 
tracts  of  land  in  that  district  with 
the  result  that  Fresno  men  who 
have  been  booming  Kern  county 
lands  have  suddenly  learned  that 
Panoche  lands  are  of  value  and 
that  the  Union  Oil  Company  has 
acquired  enough  territory  to  make 
it  the  holder  of  a  larger  acreage 
than  any  in  the  west. 

KERN.

1- 
opment  Company  started  another 
rig  on  5,  28-29  today. 

The  33  company  is  now  produc 
ing  about  200  barrels  a  day.  The 
pumps  are  working  better. 

The  Beaver  company  on  36,  28- 
28  is  down  about  400  feet  and  has 
a  big  showing  of  gas. 

The  Fergussons  who  have  been 
tied  up  on  24,  28-27  for  two  weeks 
are  again  at  work. 

W.  F  Bryant  has  completed 
Sacramento  well  No.  2  and  the 
rig  is  moving  to  No.  3. 

The  Sterling  on  the  northeast 
quarter  of  31,  28-28,  commenced 
drilling  last  week. 

Oil  and  gas  are  increasing  in  the 
Old  Dominion  at  McKittrick  as  the 
drill  goes  down.  The  well  being 
sunk  is  now  700  feet  in  depth  and 
the  location  of  the  land  is  close  to 
the  Shamrock,  California  Standard 
and  the  Treadwell    properties. 


There  are  now  two  hydraulic  rigs 
on  14,  28-27. 

The  New  Hope  has  resumed 
work  on  29,  27-27. 

The  King  Bee  on  2, 28-28  is  down 
200  feet. 

A  telephone  line  is  to  be  built  at 
once  into  the  oil  fields. 

The  California  Standard  No..'  2 
is  a  big  well,  but  is  not  yet  fin- 
ished. 

The  hydraulic  rig  on  34,  28-28, 
has  gone  down  100  feet,  sixty  feet 
of  which  were  hard  rock. 

E.T.  Rose  has  gone  to  the  Mc- 
Kittrick oil  fields  to  do  some  sur- 
veying for  the  Bay  City  Oil  Com- 
pany. 

The  Petroleum  Center  has  loos- 
ened the  tools  which  were  wedged 
in  the  well  on  28,  and  will  soon  be 
able  to  resume  drilling. 

The  River  oil  district  in  Kern 
county  is  trying  to  get  a  tele- 
phone line  established  through  the 
district  to  Bakersfield. 

Machinery  to  develop  the  lands 
leased  by  Easton  &  Eldridge  and 
others  from  the  Sunrise  Oil  and 
Mining  company,  is  expected  to 
arrive  at  any  time. 

An  agreement  has  been  filed 
wherein  the  Sunrise  Oil  Company 
has  leased  to  Leon  Phipps  a  large 
area  of  oil  land  in  the  Sunset  dis- 
trict. 

The  Reed  Oil  company  now  has 
ten  drilling  rigs  and  six  strings  of 
tools  in  operation.  The  pumping 
plant  ordered  is  expected  to  ar- 
rive Saturday. 

The  Martin  Rig,  drilling  on  the 
West  Shore,  No.  3,  dropped  into 
the  oil  sand  yesterday  at  210   feet. 

The  Western  Star  will  soon 
have  a  Standard  drilling  on  29, 
29-21. 

As  the  developments  have  ex- 
tended'west  and  south  it  has  be- 
come more  and  more  the  opinion 
that  1,  29-27,  where  Newton  has 
been  operating,  is  on  the  belt.  The 
well  which  he  was  forced  to 
abandon  on  accountof  a  telescoped 
casing  did  not  test  the  ground  inas 
much  as  it  was  only  813  feet  deep 
The  pitch  of  the  strata  where  it  is 
known  shows  that  the  oil  cannot  li 
at  a  less  depth  than  950. 

Saturday  morning  a  number  of 
the  Sunset  Crude  Oil  company 
people  arrived  in  Bakersfield, 
among  them  being  Wendell  Easton, 
W.  L.  Valentine,  George  Easton. 
They  left  for  Sunset  during  the 
day  and  before  returning  will  de- 
termine upon  the  location  of  the 
wells  to  be  sunk.  Five  rigs  are 
ready  for  shipment  and  as  fast  as 
they  can  be  set  up,  they  will  be 
started  drilling. 


The  Junction  has  gone  through 
165  feet  of  oil  sand  and  has  not  yet 
touched  bottom. 

The  White  Creek  Company  will 
be  ready  for  work  this  week  on  34, 
27-28. 

The  Sunrise  Oil  and  Develop- 
ment Company  is  about  ready  to 
begin  work  in  the  eastern  portion 
of  29-21. 

The  Brown  Oil  Company  began 
operations  last  week  on  a  site 
within  300  feet  of  the  well  in 
which  the  Petroleum  Center 
struck  the  sand  at  350  feet. 

The  Kern  Oil  Land  Develop- 
ment Company  which  has  been 
stuck  in  sandstone  for  some  time 
has  at  last  obtained  a  rimmer  and' 
resumed  operations. 

A.  B.  Canfield  of  the  St.  Louis 
Supply  Company  is  in  Bakersfield 
to  put  in  a  complete  stock  of  porta- 
ble and  standard  rigs  and  oil  well 
supplies. 

The  Union  Oil  Co.,  which  has 
been  drilling  on  section  8,  near 
Oil  City,  has  struck  only  a  small 
flow  of  oil  and  has  abandoned  its 
well.  A  new  well  will  be  at  once 
started. 

The  Rio  Bravo  and  White  Range 
companies  have  negotiated  for  a 
joint  well  to  test  territory  on  the 
line  of  31  and  32  in  28-29.  They 
intend  going  1000  feet  if  oil  is  not 
found  above  that  point. 

The  efforts  of  the  oil  men  to 
have  the  Sunset  T.  &  T.  Co.  ex- 
tend a  line  into  the  river  territory 
are  likely  to  result  in  something- 
Superintendent  John  Kearns  ar- 
rived on  the  Valley  train  last  Fri- 
day afternoon  and  with  the  local 
agent,  E.  A.  Baer,  drove  to  the 
fields  immediately  to  look  into  the 
matter. 

Mr.  North,  largely  interested  in 
oil  at  Los  Angeles,  is  here  to  look 
over  the  Kern  fields.  "Judging 
from  reports,"  said  he  this  morn- 
ing, "this  will  soon  be  the  oil  cen- 
ter." 

James  A.  Hannah  yesterday 
filed  in  the  Superior  court  a  suit 
against  the  Old- Keystone  Oil  Com- 
pany asking  that  the  corporation 
relinquish  title  to  the  S%  of  sec. 
4,  twp.  19,  range  15.  N.  C.  Cold- 
well  is  attorney  for  plaintiff. 

The  price  of  heavy  oil  seems  to 
be  going  down  steadily,  owing  to 
the  fact  that  there  is  no  estalished 
market  and  the  producers  have  no 
means  of  knowing  at  what  price 
each  is  selling.  Buyers  are  con- 
stantly beating  down  the  rates,  of 
course,  but  against  this  tendency  to 
beat  down  the  price  of  oil  there  is 
no  organized  effort,  though  there 
is  apt  to  be  at  an  early  date  if  the 
decline  continues.  Some  of  the  oil 
producers  are  now  talking  of  organ- 
izing the  various  companies  in  the 
local  field  into  a  storage  company, 
for  the  purpose  of  selling  their 
product  directly  to  the  producers, 
thinking  that  thereby  they  can 
maintain  the  price  atthe  full  indus- 
trial value  of  the  oil. 


Shamrock  No.  3  has  a  fine  show- 
ing of  oil  at  230  feet. 

The  President  has  got  its  nine 
and  five-eighths  casing  down  and 
is  working  at  700  feet. 

The  Nevada  Company  in  the 
Templor  country  has  begun  to  drill. 
North  of  it  the  Bobat  rig  is  down 
160  feet. 

The  Cosmopolitan  Company 
which  is  boring  On  32,  29-27  is 
down  300  feet.  A  fishing  job  has 
just  been  finished. 

Everything  points  to  a  very 
lively  spring  and  summer  in  and 
around  Bakersfield  for  everybody 
connected  with  the  oil  industry. 

On  Saturday  the  Eureka  Com 
pany,  which  is  sinking  on  14,  29-20, 
had  penetrated  the  ground  150 
deep.  Several  streaks  of  oil  were 
found  in  the  shale  and  sandstone 
passed  through. 

The  Kern  Oil  Land  Develop- 
ment Company  has  at  last  gone 
through  the  stratum  of  rock  which 
hung  the  tools  up  and  has  gone  to 
900  feet.  The  bottom  is  in  blue 
clay. 

Joe  English,  driller  for  the  Cres- 
cent Oil  Company,  was  in  Hanford 
recently.  The  company  discon- 
tinued drilling  some  three  weeks 
ago  and  has  been  waiting  for  cas- 
ing, which  is  expected  to  arrive 
soon  and  drilling  will  be  resumed. 
The  well  is  down  450  feet. 

The  McKittriek  Consolidated  has 
reached  a  depth  of  over  400  feet  in 
its  well.  This  company  is  at  work 
on  lands  leased  from  the  McKittrick 
which  has  territory  surrounding 
the  holdings  of  the  former  and 
which  will  probably  await  the  re- 
sults of  the  developments  under 
way  before  making  a  move. 

The  Blue  Goose  Oil  Co.  has  had 
to  abandon  its  first  well,  which  had 
reached  a  depth  of  1000  feet.  The 
stovepipe  casing  broke,  and  the 
broken  section  could  not  be  gotten 
out  or  drilled  through.  The  com- 
pany is  not  discouraged,  however, 
and  is  preparing  to  move  its  derrick 
and  start  a  new  well  fifty  feet  far- 
ther down  the  hill. 

Last  week  the  Eldorado  well, 
which  was  flowing  steadily  on 
Monday,  ceased,  and  except  at 
times  did  not  yield  any  oil.  This 
circumstance  was  doubtless  due  to 
choking  sand  which  enters  through 
the  remarkable  slits  made  in  the 
pipe  by  the  perforators.  It  is 
given  up  that  this  will  never  be  a 
well  until  another  string  of  casing 
is  inserted. 

The  use  of  stovepipe  casing  in 
wells  over  in  the  Coalinga  and 
Kreyenhagen  districts  is,  we  hear, 
giving  a  great  deal  of  trouble.  While 
in  a  shallow  drilling  district  the 
stovepipe  casing  is  preferable  to 
the  threaded  casing  on  account  of 
its  less  cost,  it  has  been  found  a  bad 
thing  in  deep  drilling  such  as  there 
is  in  the  districts  above  mentioned. 
It  seems  probable  that  the  use  of 
stovepipe  casing  will  soon  be  a 
thing  of  the  past  in  the  districts 
mentioned.

W.  J.  McMillan  of  Hueneme  has 
be  in  the  Cuyama  country  for  sev- 
eral weeks  prospecting  and  loca- 
ting claims,  He  reports  that  the 
indications  are  very  good  in  that 
section  although  there  are  no  see- 
pages. 

The  Anita  Oil  Co.,  which  is  tun- 
neling on  the  south  side  of  Sulphur 
Mountain, is  making  good  progress. 
Though  the  tunnel  has  not  been 
driven  to  any  great  distance  it  is 
producing  about  a  barrel  and  a 
half  per  day.  The  Anita  Oil  Co. 
is  composed  almost  entirely  of 
Hueneme   people. 

A  company  which  lately  took  a 
ten  years'  lease  of  the  Robert 
Ayers  rancho  of  6000  acres  near 
Ventura  has  been  incorporated 
under  the  name  of  the  Western 
Coast  Oil  company.  The  royalty 
paid  to  the  Ayers  estate  will  be 
one-eighth  of  the  net  profits  on  the 
oil  prodnced.  The  incorporators 
are  F.  S.  Daggett,  H.  H.  Mark- 
ham,  E.  F.  Brooks,  G.  D.  Patton, 
Perley  Langdell,  Frank  Bolt,  Geo- 
H.  Coffin  and  C.  D.  Daggett. 

Towey  Canyon  Camp,  three 
miles  south  of  Piru,  is  one  of  the 
best  and  most  prolific  oil  sections 
in  the  county.  They  have  44 
wells  and  have  been  in  operation 
for  the  past  ten  years.  All  the 
wells  are  located  on  the  side  of  the 
mountains  from  1500  to  2000  feet, 
and  the  oil  is  piped  to  Ventura. 
The  wells  average  from  15  to  20 
barrels  per  day.  There  are  forty 
men  employed  with  a  monthly  pay 
roll  of  $3500.  Fred  Brown,  the 
foreman,  has  been  in  the  employ 
of  the  company  the  past  (fourteen 
years. 

The  George  Loomis  and  the 
Santa  Paula  have  a  combined  ca- 
pacity of  nearly  17,000  barrels  of 
oil.  The  Lootnis  makes  a  trip  from 
Ventura  wharf  every  four  or  five 
days  and  the  Santa  Paula  will  be 
a  trifle  slower.  The  Loomis  is 
owned  by  the  Pacific  Coast  Oil  Co. 
and  the  new  barge  by  the  Union. 
The  Loomis  is  made  of  iron  and  cost 
$125,000. 

The  Ojai  say?:  "It's  all  oil  now. 
Many  people  have  been  scouring 
the  country  and  territory  has  been 
taken  all  the  way  from  the  coast  to 
the  mountains.  Much  of  the  terri- 
tory will  prove  worthless,  but  there 
is  plenty  that  will  pay  handsome 
returns-  As  good  reports  come 
from  Sulphur  Mountain  as  from 
any  of  the  districts.  Mr.  Slocum, 
an  oil  expert,  is  kicking  himself. 
How  I  ever  failed  to  drop  onto 
this  pocket,'  he  said,  'puzzles  me. 
I've  been  all  around  it,  but  didn't 
discover  it.  This  is  the  first  time, 
too,  that  lever  knew  Tom  Bard  to 


get  left  on  a  good  thing.  He  has 
oil  rights  all  around  the  best  terri- 
tory, but  none  directly  in  it.  The 
W.  L.  Smith  ranch  and  the  lauds 
adjoining  it  appear  to  me  to  be  the 
cream  of  the  oil  territory.  It  is  a 
g.eat  pocket  of  excellent  oil,  and  is 
a  fountain  head  of  a  large  district. 
Some  gushers  will  probably  follow 
development.'  The  spectacle  was 
this  week  afforded  of  a  settler  on 
Sulphur  Mountain  holding  a  shot- 
gun on  two  young  men  who  went 
up  to  locate  oil  claims  on  his  ranch. 
They  were  charry  of  trespassing 
on  the  ranch  where  the  gun  was 
on  the  kopje,  and  reconnoitered. 
Finally  they  summoned  courage  to 
attach  their  location  notices  to 
sticks,  and  reach  through  the  fence 
and  stick  the  sticks  in  the  ground. 
Then  they  precipitately  fled  down 
a  nek  to  the  safety  of  their  own 
'kraal." 


An  Oil  Witch. 

K..W.  Jones,  an  old  resident  of 
the  West  Side,  is  attracting  a  great 
deal  of  attention  by  the  use  of  a 
forked  stick  with  which  he  claims 
to  be  able  to  locate  the  oil  strata. 
He  has  already  located  wells  for 
two  different  companies.  His  mo- 
dus operandi  is  the  same  as  the 
men  who  in  the  early  days  used  to 
locate  artesian  water  wells.  Those 
who  have  seen  Mr.  Jones  operate 
say  that  the  stick  will  go  down 
when  there  is  oil  in  prospect  and 
stay  up  when  he  is  in  the  vicinity 
of  a  dry  hole.  Mr,  Jones  has  re- 
sided in  the  oil  regions  a  good  part 
of  his  life  and  says  he  thinks  this 
has  something  to  do  with  his  pow- 
ers in  that  line. 


Casitas  Oil  Boom  Revived. 

The  oil  boom  in  the  Casitas  pass 
which  was  supposed  to  have  been 
thoroughly  punctured  by  the  fruit- 
less endeavors  of  the  Pacific  Whal- 
ing and  Steamship  company,  has 
once  more  broken  out.  Every 
available  foot  of  land  in  that 
neighborhood  has  been  taken  up 
and  one  Los  Angeles  firm  of  which 
Colonel  Allen  is  superintendent, 
has  machinery  on  the  ground  and 
will  commence  operations  shortly, 
about  a  mile  from  the  Shepherd 
place. 


The  Southern  Pacific  Company 
is  experimenting  with  oil  sprinkling 
on  the  depot  grounds  at  Goshen. 
Last  week  one  part  of  the  grounds 
were  sprinkled,  and  that  part  is 
now  in  excellent  condition.  Last 
Friday  the  ground  west  of  the 
depot  was  sprinkled.  Los  Angeles 
oil  is  being  used  in  the  experiment. 


Oil   Men  vs.  Scrippers. 

A  press  dispatch  from  Los  An- 
geles says: 

Judge  Will  M.  Harris  is  home 
from  Washington,  where  he  passed 
nearly  two  weeks.  The  judge 
went  east  to  represent  before  the 
general  land"  office  the  oil  men  as 
against  the  scrippers,  and  declares 
that  his  mission  has  been  success- 
ful. 

"The  oil  men  desire  that  all  reg- 
ulations and  orders  should  for  the 
time  being  be  suspended  and  that 
the  situation  regarding  oil  locations 
be  allowed  to  stand  in  statu  quo  for 
the  present,  protecting  such  inter- 
ests as  are  legitimately  entitled  to 
consideration,"  said  Judge  Harris 
in  an  interview.  "I  saw  Commis- 
sioner Binger  Hermann  on  three 
separate  occasions,  and  he  assured 
me  that  an  investigation  is  to  be 
made  of  all  lands  claimed  to  be  oil 
lands.  Until  that  time  matters  as 
they  are  will  be  allowed  to  stand. 
CommissionerHermann  is  extreme- 
ly desirous  of  finding  out  the  truth 
and  doing  full  justice  to  all  of  the 
interests  involved."

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It  is  gratifying  to  oil  men  to 
know  the  editor  of 
A  Friend  the  Chronicle  takes  a 
To  the  great  deal  of  interest 

Oil  Men.  in  them  as  a  class, 
and  believes  that  our 
oil  product  in  five  years  will  ex- 
ceed that  of  any  State  in  the 
Union. 

It  is  hard  to  say  how  the  oil 
men  would  have  known  of  this  at- 
titude of  the  Chronicle  editor  had 
he  not  had  the  misfortune  to  have 
attended  the  banquet  given  last 
Saturday  at  Los  Angeles,  by  the 
Young  Men's  Republican  League. 
On  that  occasion  the  oil  man's  ed- 
itorial friend  was  made  Jhe  sub- 
ject of  a  severe  tongue-lashing  by 
Governor  Gage,  after  which  the 
editor  attempted  to  square  him- 
self by  throwing  bouquets  at  the 
assembled  Los  Angelenos.  As 
many  of  them  were  interested  in 
oil,  and  as  the  editor  was  deeply 
anxious  to  eradicate  the  impress- 
ion against  him  created  by  the 
Governor's  tirade,  he  took  occas- 
ion to  say  a  great  many  pretty 
things  about  the  oil  men  and  the 
oil  industry,  not  only  of  Los  An- 
geles but  of  the  State  at  large. 

On  this  account  oil  men  ought 
to  return  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
Governor — not  becaue  he  abused 
the  editor,  but  because  of  the  re- 
sult of  this  abuse  which  was  to 
make  them  aware  that  in  the  edi- 
tor they  had  such  a  firm  friend — 
friendly  not  to  two  or  three  but 
to  all;  not  to  one  portion  of  the 
state  but  to  all. 

Previous  to  this  tirade  of  the 
Governor  oil  men  had  occasion  to 
think  the  editor  was  friendly 
only  to  those  two  or  three  com- 
panies in  which  he  at  one  time 
owned  the  large  blocks  of  stock 
which  he  has  been  able  to  unload 
on  a  trusting  public.  For  these 
few  companies  the  editor's  paper 
has  always  had  the  kindliest 
words.  The  stock  has  been  boomed 
to  the  skies.  Dividends  hung  out 
at  the  end  of  every  month  like 
apples  on  a  bough.  To  read  the  ed- 
itor's paper  oil  men  came  to  the 
conclusion  these  few  were  the 
only  companies  in   the  State   that 


amounted  to  a  hill  of  beans. 

After  the  editorial  speech  of  last 
Saturday,  however,  oil  men  must 
conclude  their  opinion  has 'been 
biased.  The  Chronicle  has  fav- 
ored the  oil  industry  as  a  whole 
instead  of  those  companies  in 
which  its  editor  was  financially 
interested.  It  is  not  a  fact  the  ed- 
itor has  unloaded  a  lot  of  stock  at 
$1.40  or  thereabouts  that  was 
worth  $2.50,  and  it  is  not  a  fact 
that  a  great  many  stockholders 
have  had  to  suffer  a  needless  loss 
on  his  account.  The  editor  is  a 
friend  of  the  oil  man  in  Los  An- 
geles as  well  as  in  San  Francisco. 
He  has  the  confidence  of  all  the 
first-class  companies  in  the  State, 
and  every  stockbroker  in  San 
Francisco  takes  off  his  hat  to  him 
as  he  goes  by  and  murmurs  "God 
bless  you!" 

Yes,  that  speech  about  oil  came 
from  the  heart,  The  editor  is  a 
thoroughly  oily  man. 


The  Oil  City  Derrick,  the  lead- 
ing Pennsyl- 
To  Discourage  vania  oil  pa- 
Eastern  per,  and  re- 
Investment,  garded  as  the 
chief  organ  of 
the  Standard  Oil  Company,  re- 
cently contained  a  lengthy  editor- 
ial, the  sole  aim  of  which  seems  to 
be  to  discourage  the  investment 
of  eastern  capital  in  California  oil 
fields.  It  premises  its  article  with 
general  statements  in  regard  to  the 
dishonest  methods  prevalent  in 
Pennsylvania  during  the  oil  spec- 
ulations of  1863-4.  It  gives  num- 
erous instances  of  how  great  for- 
tunes were  rapidly  made  and  lost 
and  then  shows  how  great  a  part 
dishonest  methods  had  to  play  in 
the  excitement  of  these  years.  As 
an  illustration  of  this  it  tells  how 
in  1865  "two  brokers,  who  had  or- 
ganized the  United  Service  Petrol- 
eum Company,  with  a  lot  of  dis- 
tinguished names  in  the  director- 
ate, were  placed  under  arrest, 
charged  with  fraud  and  misrepre- 
sentation by  which  the  plaintiffs, 
George  D.  Kellogg  and  others, 
were  defrauded  out  of  $45,000. 
These  men  had  published  a  '  glow- 
ing prospectus,  giving  location  of 
alleged  o'il  lands,  and  prominent 
among  the  founders  of  the  com- 
pany were  some  of  the  most  cele- 
brated officers  connected  with  the 
Army  of  the  Potomac  and  the 
War  Department.  A  large  quan- 
tity of  the  stock  was  sold,  when  a 
committee  of  the  stockholders  be- 
gan to  investigate  and  learned  that 
a  swindle  of  the  most  barefaced  de- 
scription had  been  perpetrated. 
Instead  of  a  number  of  wells:  al- 
most ready  to  yield  a  return  for 
the  outlay  expended,  they  found 
but  one  solitary  excavation  and 
the  hotels  and  outbuildings  de- 
scribed in  the  prospectus  proved 
to  be  nothing  but  wretched  shan- 
ties. This  proved  the  beginning 
of  the  end  and  the  collapse 
of  the  speculative  oil  company 
craze  proved  still  more  rapid 
than  its  rise." 

The  Derrick  then  goes  on  to 
state  that  "history  repeats  itself, 
and  at  the  present  day  the  Califor- 
nia oil  region  is  passing  through 
the  same  experience  that  the  Oil 
creek   valley  did    thirty-five  years 


ago.  Speculators  are  busy  forming 
oil  companies,  and  so  numerous 
have  these  become  that  exchanges 
at  Los  Angeles  and  other  places 
have  been  formed  for  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  dealing  in  this  stock.  Al- 
most the  entire  oil  business  of  the 
State  as  now  conducted  is  hazard- 
ous and  fraudulent.  *  *  *  The 
California  oil  man  seems  to  be 
striving  to  conduct  the  petroleum 
business  on  the  mining  principle 
rather  than  on  the  producing  plan 
in  vogue  in  Pennsylvania.  *  *  * 
It  is  a  pity  that  California  cannot 
profit  by  the  experience  of  Penn- 
sylvania and  be  warned  in  time. 
But  she  seems  destined  to  learn  the 
same  old  lesson  only  in  the  same 
old  way." 

The  above  extracts  show  the 
animus  of  the  Derrick's  editorial. 
Yet  it  has  no  basis  in  fact. 

So  far  as  is  known  there  has 
not  been  a  single  instance  of  fraud 
in  California  such  as  the  Derrick 
mentions  as  occurring  in  Pennsyl- 
vania in  1865.  Californians  are 
not  wild  over  oil  stocks.  They 
are  not  tumbling  over  each  other 
in  their  eagerness  to  buy  shares. 
The  contrary  is  the  case.  To  sell 
its  shares  a  company  must  have 
land  in  a  well-known  oil  belt;  its 
directors  must  be  men  of  influence 
and  business  reputation;  it  must 
be  conducted  on  business  princi- 
ples and  must  command  the  confi- 
dence of  the  public.  Even  then 
the  placing  of  its  stock  is  no  easy 
matter.  Inquiries  are  made  by  the 
investing  California  public  which 
is  by  no  means  ignorant  of  stock 
matters.  People  here  are  well-ac- 
quainted with  mining  stocks  and 
the  methods  which  in  the  early 
days  worked  such  havoc  to  the 
investing  public.  To  sell  its 
shares  a  California  oil  company 
most  have  merit,  and  that  is  a 
characteristic  which  was  woefully 
lacking  in  many  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania companies  of  1864-5. 

Furthermore,  more  actual  devel- 
opment work  has  been  done  in 
California  in  the  last  six  months 
than  was  ever  done  in  Pennsyl- 
vania during  corresponding  time 
in  its  earlier  history.  More  wells 
have  been  drilled  successfuly  in 
this,  the  beginning  of  Califor- 
nia's oil  history  than  were 
drilled  in  Pennsylvania,  and 
while  our  oil  output  has  been  mate- 
rially increased,  this  increase  does 
not  begin  to  indicate  the  actual  in- 
crease, owing  to  the  fact  that  a 
large  number  of  producing  wells 
are  capped,  waiting  for  pipe  lines 
and  storage  facilities. 

The  Derrick,  whether  wilfully  or 
not,  has  done  the  California  oil  in- 
dustry a  great  and  grave  injustice. 
If  it  has  done  this  knowingly  the 
reason  is  that  it  is  unwilling  to  see 
Eastern  capital  and  skilled  labor 
going  to  California,  and  is  still  more 
unwilling  to  have  the  Pacific  Coast 
oil  market  supplied  from  its  own 
fields  rather  than  from  the  territory 
controlled  by  the  Standard  Oil  mo- 
nopoly.

The  reason  the  Producers'  Oil 
Exchange 
Oil  Certificates,  does  not  deal 
An  Impossibility,  in  oil  certi- 
ficates, is  be- 
cause that  now  oil  certificates  are 
impossible.  At  present  the  sup- 
ply of  crude  oil  does  not  begin  to 
equal  the  demand.  To  deal  in  oil 
certificates  means  a  big  storage 
system,  pipe  lines,  a  supply  of  oil 
sufficient  to  last  for  a  long  time 
ahead.  All  these  will  come  and 
will  come  soon,  if  the  present  in- 
crease in  the  output  continues. 
But  for  the  present  it  is  as  impos- 
sible to  deal  in  oil  certificates  as  ii. 
would  be  to  deal  in  grain  if  there 
was  no  wheat  in   the   warehouses. 

For  the  present  all  California 
oil  exchanges  can  do  is  to  deal 
in  the  stocks  of  oil  companies,  but 
as  soon  as  there  is  oil  enough  pro- 
duced and  stored  to  make  it  pos- 
sible to  deal  in  oil  certificates, 
then  and  not  till  then  can  this 
branch  of  the  oil  business  be  en- 
tertained. 

The  Oil  City  Derrick  condemns 
the  California  oil  exchanges  be- 
cause they  have  not  dealt  in  these 
certificates.  Wait  awhile.  As 
soon  as  they  get  marbles  enough 
to  play  with,  the  Derrick  man  will 
be  invited  to  come  over  and  play 
with  the  California  boys  in  their 
back  yard. 


Will  Drill  Deep. 

President  Martin  I.  W.  Smith,  of 
the  Los  Angeles  Oil  and  Transpor- 
tation Company,  states  that  in  a 
short  time  his  company  will  com- 
mence the  drilling  of  a  deep  well 
to  the  primary  oil  sand  on  their 
Los  Angeles  property.  One  well, 
a  quarter  of  a  mile  distant,  called 
the  Johnson  well,  has  been  drilled 
to  a  depth  of  1400  feet,  and  is  the 
only  deep  well  in  the  Los  Angeles 
oil  district.  This  well  is  now  yield- 
ing about  sixty  barrels  a  day,  and 
oil  and  water  is  flowing  over  the 
casing.  As  soon  as  this  can  be 
shut  off  the  well  will  be  drilled  still 
deeper,  and  it  is  expected  that  a 
good  flowing  well  be  obtained. 


Oil  in  Germany. 

Mr.  W.  E.  von  Johansen,  of  the 
Century  Oil  Company,  sends  us  the 
following  interesting  communica- 
tion, which  was  sent  to  him  from 
the  Hamburg  office  of  the  com- 
pany: 

Recently  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
village  of  Wistze,  near  Cello,  an  oil 
well  has  been  bored  which  now 
gives  over  100  barrels  of  oil  perday. 
There  was  shipped  out  of  Wistze 
during  the  month  of  January  81 
double  carloads  of  oil  of  a  value  of 
about  100,000  marks  (about  $25,- 
000).  A  few  days  ago,  however, 
Messrs.  S.  Rheinhold  (Hanover) 
and  G.  Schroeder  (Winsen),  work- 
ing for  the  Hannnoverion  West- 
phalian  Petroleum  Company,  made 
a  very  rich  strike  out  of  a  newly 
drilled  well,  only  580  feet  deep. 
The  oil  came  up  with  such  force 
that  the  strong  wooden  plug  at 
the  end  of  the  pipe  was  thrown  by 
the  pressure  of  the  oil  against  the 
derrick,  65  feet  high.

A    dispatch  frc«m 
that    oil    has    been  ed   in 

.Mohave    coanl 
ground,  and   samples  tested 
Angeles,  according  to  reports,  give 
flattering  returns.     Abundant  indi- 
■  ur  in   the  Chemebuevis 
district,  where    the  find  was  made. 
The    oil    sand  is    characteristically 
greasy,  and  a  little  pressure  cb 
it   into  a  compact  mass.    A  strip 
three  or  four  miles  wide,  commenc- 
ing near  the  summit  of  the  Chime- 

huevis  range  and  extending  to  the 
banks  of  the  Colorado  river,  a  dis- 
tance of  nearly  ten  miles,  is  liter- 
ally checkered  with  spots  of  this 
sand. 

The  discovery  has  caused  intense 
excitement.  Men  are  flocking  to 
the  scene  from  Northern  Arizona. 
An  attempt  was  made  by  the  small 
party  of  miners  who  made  thedis- 
covery  to  conduct  explorations  and 
make  tests  quietly,  but  their  plans 
leaked  out.  The  news  spread 
quickly,  and  already  business  men 
and  mining  speculators  of  Kings- 
man  have  locations  in  the  oil  belt. 
Arizona  is  threatened  by  a  wood 
famine,  brought  on  partly  by  the 
ruling  of  the  Department  of  the 
Interior  with  respect  tocutting tim- 
ber on  Government  domain,  and 
the  prodviction  of  oil,  giving  to  the 
mining  industry  acheap fuel,  would 
obviously  be  a  boon. 

Oil  indications  occur  in  Mohave 
county  in  a  district  of  rich  placer 
diggings  which  attract  many  pros- 
pectors with  dry  washingmachines. 
That  the  presence  of  petroleum  has 
not  been  known  before  this  time  is 
extraordinaiy.  Dr.  J.  M.  Ford, 
one  of  the  most  competent  experts 
in  Arizona,  who  has  had  a  great 
deal  of  experience  in  oil,  has  hinted 
at  the  existence  of  oil  in  Mohave 
county,  but  never  disclosed  the 
exact  location  of  the  oil  indications 
he  discovered. 

There  are  indications  that  a  rail- 
road will  be  extended  from  a  point 
on  the  Denver  and  Rio  Grande, 
near  Durango,  to  the  northeast 
corner  of  Arizona,  the  main  pur- 
pose being  to  open  rich  copper 
holdings  at  the  Arizoha  terminus. 
A  party  of  surveyors  arrived  in 
Flagstaff  the  other  day  after  run- 
ning a  line  of  survey  through  the 
southeast  corner  of  Utah  and  the 
Navajo  Indian  reservation  of  Ari- 
zona between  Mesa  La  Vaca  and 
Squaw  mountain.  The  route  in- 
cluds  in  Arizona  a  rich  and  unde- 
veloped coal  region.  The  survey  has 
already  been  carried  to  the  Little 
Colorado  river,  and  it  is  anticipated 
that  the  line  will  be  extended  to  a 
point  on  the  Williams  and  Grand 
Canyon  Railroad.  The  survey 
passes  a  region  of  rich  copper  de- 
posits on  the  Navajo  reservation 
controlled  by  Pittsburg  capitalists. 
It  is  significant  that  the  survey  is 
being  carried  through  the  Navajo 
reservation  at  a  time  when  there  is 
talk  of  opening  the  reservation  to 
mining.  The  Pittsburg  people 
have  also  shown  signs  of  activity 
recently.

FRESNO. 

The  Union  Oil  Company,  which 
has  been  drilling  on  section  8,  near 
Oil  City,  has  struck  only  a  small 
flow  of  oil  and  has  abandoned 
its  well.  A  new  well  will  be  at 
once  started. — Fresno  Democrat. 

At  the  well  of  the  Home  Oil 
Company  now  being  sunk,  the 
gas  from  the  oil  is  now  so  strong 
that  no  lights  can  be  used  nearer 
than  half  the  height  of  the  derrick 
from  the  mouth  of  the  well,  A 
strike  is  expected  there  most  any 
time  now. 

William  Mack  and  Ralph  Cal- 
wood  of  the  Gilt  Edge  Oil  Com- 
pany have  returned  from  the 
company's  property  in  the  Pan- 
oche  Creek  district,  and  report 
active  operations  in  that  region. 
In  conversation  with  a  Democrat 
reporter,  Mr.  Mack  said  that  his 
company  had  commenced  spudding 
in  and  is  down  no  feet  with 
everything  working  very  nicely, 
He  said  that  the  Cygnet  Petroleum 
and  Development  Company  has 
six  teams  hauling  in  its  machinery 
and  that  the  Fresno-Alpha  com- 
pany is  hauling  its  outfit  in  with 
three  teams  and  a  traction  engine. 
He  saw  Martin  Madsen  of  the  Sil- 
ver Creek  Petroleum  Company 
who  reported  that  work  there  was 
progressing  satisfactorily.  As  an 
evidence  of  the  activity  at  Silver 
and  Panoche  Creeks,  he  men- 
tioned that  on  his  way  home  he 
counted  eighteen  freight  teams  on 
the  road.  Very  few  teams  haul 
into  these  districts  with  less  than 
six  horses — Democrat. 

KERN. 

The  Reed  Oil  company  has  com- 
menced drilling  three  more  wells. 

A.  G.  Newton  expects  to  receive 
the  hydraulic  socks  recently  or- 
dered and  will  then  begin  sink- 
ing well  No.  2  on  i,  29-27. 

The  San  Joaquin  has  just  finish- 
ed another  well  on  section  5,  and 
last  Saturday  dropped  into  the 
sand  in  still  another. 

The  Sterling  is  down  550  feet 
and  cannot  be  far  above  the  oil 
judging  by  the  depth  at  which 
success  was  met  by  the  Peerless 
on  the  south,  the  Reed  on  the 
east  and  the  Gray  Eagle  on  the 
north. 

Eater— The  Sterling  has  struck 
oil. 

The  Kern  River  company  are 
nearly  down  on  wells  2  and  3  and 
it  is  believed  that  they  are  just 
over  the  oil  stratum  that  is  tapped 
by  the  big  gusher  a  few  hundred 
feet  away.

Sacramento  No.  1  has  been  re- 
perforated,  with  the  result  that 
the  oil  rose  350  feet  in  the  hole. 

The  Brown  Oil  company  struck 
the  first  layer  of  sand  Monday 
at  a  depth  of  250  feet.  The  well 
is  on  the  southwest  quarter  of  27 
28-28. 

The    Eldorado   gusher  is  being 
bailed  out  in    preparation    for  the 
inside  casing   which   is   to   be  in 
serted. 

The  Junction  toolsdropped  into 
an  unexpected  streak  of  sand 
Thursday  while  attempting  to 
make  a  landing.  The  stratum  has 
not  yet  been  passed  through. 

J,  B.  Treadwell  is  putting  up  a 
1500  barrel  tank  on  its  property  at 
McKittrick.  A  pipe  will  be  laid 
from  each  well  to  the  tank  from 
which  a  four  and  one-quarter  inch 
pipe  will  lead  to  the  railroad  track 

Arthur  G.  Newton  will  begin 
moving  his  rig  from  the  abandoned 
well  on  1,  29-27  to  the  site  of  the 
second  hole  and  will  begin  operat- 
ing at  once.  Mr.  Newton  has  pro- 
cured another  outfit  but  has  not' 
yet  decided  on  which  section  to  lo- 
cate it. 

The  Reed  company  has  a  pump- 
ing plant  on  the  ground  at  its 
wells  on  34,  28-28,  and  will  soon 
have  it  raising  oil  from  the  two 
completed  wells.  Two  more  are 
about  finished  at  that  point  and 
others  will  be  bored  at  once.  This 
company  struck  it  on  32  yesterday. 

The  Bunker  Hill  has  disposed 
of  its  holdings  in  20,  28-28  as  $250 
per  acre  The  company  owned 
the  northeast  and  southwest  quar- 
ters and  the  purchasers  are  T,  B 
Spiers  who  gets  the  northeast 
quarter  and  W.  T.  Somers,  and 
the  firm  of  Whittier  and  Green 
who  secured  eighty  acres  each. 
Ten  months  ago  this  land  was 
worth  possibly  $970,  now  it  sells 
for  $9,000. 

Old  Dominion  at  McKittrick  has 
met   with    a     piece   of  hard  luck. 
The  well  was  down  to  a  point  just 
above  where  the  oil   sand   is   sup 
posed  to  lie  and   enough   gas  was 
coming  up  to  run    the  drilling  ma 
chinery,  when  the   casing   parted 
The  casing  will  either   have  to  be 
pulled  and  replaced   or   a  second 
string  inserted.     The  eagerness  of 
the   drillers    to   get     down  to  the 
sand  is  given  as  the  reaion  for  the 
mishap. 

The  Barker  well  on  36,28-28  has 
gotten  through  all  trouble  with 
water,  and  is  still  wondering  if  its 
heavy  flow  of  gas  does  not  mean 
oil  when  the  average  depth  at 
which  the  oil  sand  lies  is  attained, 


If  lighter  oil  underlies  the  heavy 
oils  already  found  so  freely  in  all 
of  the  purer  sections  of  the  Kern 
river  fields,  as  is  shown  to  be  the 
case  on  8,  29-28,  the  value  of  the 
Kern  river  lands  would  become 
fabulous.  A  year  ago  this  land 
would  have  appeared  a  poor  buy 
at  25  cents  an  acre. 

A  hydraulic  rig  will  be  used  in 
drilling  the  Oil  Queen  well  on  6, 
29-29.  Steel  casing  will  be  em- 
ployed, unless  a  heavy  body  of 
water  should  necessitate  a  change 
to  stove-pipe.  The  recent  strike 
on  12,  28-28,  which  corners  on  6 
and  is  further  south  of  Kern  river, 
together  with  a  splendid  local 
formation  showing,  argues  well 
for  the  success  of  the  Queen's  first 
well. 

Stevens,  Stephenson  &  Stutman 
signed  a  contract  with  the  Rio 
Bravo  and  White  Range  Oil  Com 
panies  to  begin  work  on  the  line  of 
31  and  32  in  28-29  within  thirty 
days  from  March  15th.  Active 
drilling  began  March  21st.  This  is 
an  almost  unparalleled  instance  of 
expedition  on  the  part  of  busy 
drillers,  and  presages  a  run  of  luck 
throughout.  This  well  is  a  little 
over  a  mile  north  of  Kern  river  and 
about  the  same  distance  south  of  a 
well  on  20,  which  is  down  300  feet 
with  no  water  and  much  gas. 

The  work  of  carrying  down  the 
Pioneer  well  on  Barker  Ranch 
through  the  flow  of  hot  mineral 
water  which  Bakersfield  humorous- 
ly called  "Barker's  Hot  Geyser," 
will  be  watched  with  interest  for  the 
use  of  a  hydraulic  rig  and  stove-pipe 
casing  to  cope  with  water  and  sand 
will  settle  some  much  debated 
question.  The  Barker  people  be 
lieve  it  would  be  folly  to  abandon 
this  well  at  405  feet,  after  having 
had  a  seepage  of  oil  at  345  feet, 
and  apart  from  the  surface  water, 
favorable  oil  formation  from  the 
start.  The  Queen  and  Beaver 
wells,  a  couple  of  hundred  feet 
each  from  the  line  of  this  property, 
will  determine  the  character  of 
that  end  of  the  ranch,  which  is  a 
mile  and  a  quarter  nearer  to  the 
original  discovery  point  on  Kern 
river  than  the  site  of  the  Pioneer 
well.  On  account  of  other  work  to 
be  finished,  Schultz,the  contractor 
in  charge,  will  not  beontheground 
until  the  first  week  of  April.  The 
last  string  of  casing  in  the  hole 
will  be  drawn  out  and  replaced  by 
stove-pipe  casing,  which,  in  the 
opinion  of  one  of  the  first  water 
experts  of  the  state,  who  has  care 
fully  examined  the  well,  is  the  best 
means  to  cutoff  water  before  enter 
ing  the  oil  sands  below. 


A  Hanford  company  called  the 
"Lakeside  Oil  and  Development" 
is  preparing  to  operate  on  lands  it 
owns  in  27-18. 

The  Diamond  Black  Oil  Com- 
pany organized  at  Exeter  last 
week,  had  to  change  its  title,  as 
the  name  Black  Diamond  had  been 
previously  appropriated  by   an  oil 


company.  The  company  is  now 
known  as  the  Exeter  Oil  Com- 
pany. 

The  use  of  stovepipe  casing  in 
wells  over  in  the  Coalinga  and 
Kreyenhagen  districts  is  said  to 
be  giving  a  great  deal  of  trouble. 
It  seems  probable  that  the  use  of 
stovepipe  casing  will  soon  be  a 
thing  of  the  past  in  the  districts" 
mentioned. 

The  stock  of  the  Vallecitos  Oil 
Company  is  selling  rapidly,  14,000 
shares  having  already  been  dis- 
disposed  of.  This  is  a  company 
whose  lands  lie  over  in  San  Benito 
county,  adjacent  to  where  the 
Union  Oil  Company  has  its  wells. 

The  Black  Mountain  Petroleum 
Company's  well  in  the  Kreyenha- 
gen district  is  in  300  feet  of  oil,  and 
pumping  has  commenced.  The 
oil  is  of  superior  quality  and  the 
company's  stock  is  being  sought 
more  than  ever.  It  is  reported 
that  the  oil  raised  100  feet  in  the 
well  in  the  last   week. 

The  Eureka  consolidated  Oil 
and  Development  Company  held 
a  stockholders  and  directors  meet- 
ing at  the  Blue  Goose  Oil  Com- 
pany's office  in  Selma  Saturday 
evening,  and  it  was  decided  to 
have  the  company's  land,  which 
consist  of  1760  acres  in  the  Kettle- 
man  hills,  surveyed  and  properly 
staked. 

The  Baby  Kings  Oil  Company, 
now  that  the  pump  is  in  operation 
at  its  well,  is  producing  about  two 
barrels  of  oil  per  hour.

Late  Kern  News. 

The  Petroleum  center  on  28-28- 
28  will  soon  have  its  well  com- 
pleted. 

The  Californian  Standard  at  Mc- 
Kittrick  has  landed  No.  2  which  is 
now  being  perforated. 

The  Brown  company  is  down 
500  feet,  but  being  on  high  ground 
has  not  yet  reached  oil  sand. 

The  Peerless  has  finished  well 
No.  4  at  a  depth  of  747  feet,  This 
well  contains  232  feet  of  oil  sand. 

The  Kern  Valley  Bank  has 
granted  the  Kern  Couuty  Pipe 
Line  and  Storage  company  a  right 
of  way  to  lay  a  pipe  line  across 
section  13  in  30-21. 

The  Virginia  yesterday  dropped 
into  oil  sand  in  great  shape  at  a 
depth  of  885  feet.  The  oil  rose 
500  feet  in  the  casing  in  a -few 
minutes. 

Newton's  crew  have  finished 
pulling  the  casing  from  the  aban- 
doned well  on  section  28,  27  and 
are  now  putting  in  the  machinery 
for  No.  2. 

Supervisor  Jastro  is  about  ready 
with  the  sprinkler  he  is  having 
constructed  and  will  be  able  to  try 
it  out  in  a  day  or  two.  As  soon  as 
possible  he  will  begin  oiling  the 
road  into  the  river  district. 

W.  S.  Tevis  et  al.  have  transfer- 
red thirty-six  mineral  locations  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Sunset  to  the 
Western  Minerals  company.  The 
locations  aggregate  nearly  a  whole 
township. 

The  Eldorado  well  is  still  being 
pumped,  the  idea  being  to  form  a 
big  reservoir  before  inserting  the 
casing  which  is  to  be  put  in,  in 
place  of  that  ruined  by  the  perfora- 
tors. 

The  Lone  Star  Company,  which 
has  a  large  tract  of  land  in  the 
Sunset  district,  has  decided  to  issue 
no  treasury  stock,  but  to  raise 
funds  by  levying  assessments.

or  not  it  can  be  continued  further. 
This  oil  registers  about  34  gravity, 
and  is  worth  $1.80  per  barrel  in 
Los  Angeles.  The  company  i:-.  nut 
exactly  a  close  corporation,  but  a 
bid  of  $195  per  share  failed  to 
bring  forth  any  of  the  stock  rc- 
centlv. 


Oil   For  Forging. 

Oil  is  used  for  forging  in  the 
West  Oakland  railroad  shops.  It 
claimed  that  its  economy  and  ef- 
ficiency have  been  demonstrated 
recently  when  it  became  necces- 
sary  to  weld  a  broken  locomotive 
frame.  Had  coal  been  used  for 
the  forging  the  cost  would  have 
been  $150,  but  an  arch  was  built 
about  the  frame  as  it  stood  on  the 
track,  and  a  1-16-inch  oil  burner 
and  an  oil  blast  pressure  was  used 
and  a  perfect  weld  made  at  a  cost 
of  about  $10. 


California's  Oil  Boom. 

The  rapid  development  of  petrol- 
eum production  in  California  is 
shown  by  the  fact  that  in  1893  the 
total  production  of  crude  oil  in  that 
state  was  303,400  barrels,  valued  at 
$358,000.  In  1898  it  was  2,240,058 
barrels  valued  at  $2,376,450.  In 
the  last  year  the  yield  of  oil  in 
California  was  between  4,300,000 
and  4,500,000  barrels,  worth  be- 
tween $5,460,000  and  $6,100,000. 
Where  there  were  only  a  124  ac- 
tive oil  wells  in  the  state  in  1893 
there   are    more   than    2,300  now. 

In  the  last  twelve  months  about 
1,200  new  oil  wells  were  drilled. 
The  greatest  advance  in  production 
of  crude  oil  was  in  Kern  county. 
In  San  Joaquin  Valley  four  wells 
were  drilled  that  yielded  more  than 
400  barrels  a  day,  while  one  of 
them  yielded  1,000  barrels  a  day 
and  has  now  settled  down  to  be  a 
steady  producer  of  760  barrels 
every  day  in  the  week.  The  aver- 
age daily  production  of  all  of  Cali- 
fornia's oil  wells  is  estimated  at  12,- 
000  barrels. — Titus  Vallev  Herald.

OF  THE  STATE. 


GLENN. 

The  work  of  drilling  an  experi- 
mental well  in  Gli'.nn  count}'  will 
soon  be  commenced  by  a  company 
recently  organized,  called  the 
Glenn  County  Oil  Company,  with 
headquarters  at  Willows.  The 
company  has  960  acres  located 
seven  miles  from  Fruto,  in  the 
Stony  Creek  Valley.  The  ma- 
chinery will  be  ordered  at  once 
and  it  is  expected  to  start  in  on 
the  well  by  the  first  of  May.  The 
officers  and  directors  of  the  com- 
pany are:  J.  D.  Danner,  H.  W. 
Walker,  W.  H.  Winters,  H.  B. 
Elliott,  J.  A.  Apperson  and  F.  L. 
Knock.  Experts  declare  that 
Glenn  county  will  soon  be  the 
scene  of  extensive  and  successful 
operations  in  oil. 

KEEN. 

The  Peerless  has  197  feet  of  oil 
sand  in   No.  4   not   yet  completed. 

The  Reed  company  has  ordered 
lumber  for  sixteen  derricks. 

Liebendorfer  is  down  175  feet 
on  section  20. 

McKittrick  is  producing  four 
carloads  of  oil  daily. 

The  New  Slocan  has  its  water 
pipe  laid  and  has  commenced 
spudding. 

The  Comet  is  perforating  No. 
1  and  and  has  its  machinery  ready 
for  No,  2. 

The  Monte  Cristo  on  5,  29-28 
has  secured  bigger  machinery  and 
is  now  boring  again. 

Messrs.  Bradshaw  and  Rice  of 
Eos  Angeles  have  secured  forty 
acres  on  29,  28,  28  and  are  to  begin 
operating  there. 

The  Reed  Company  is  turning 
off  about  one  carload  per  day  from 
two  wells  and  is  preparing  to 
pump  from  four  others. 

J.  B.  Treadwell  at  McKittrick 
just  finished  his  sixth  well  which 
is  being  sandpumped  and  is  mov- 
ing to  No.  7.  Of  the  five  produc- 
ing wells  on  this  property  four 
are  flowing. 

The  New  Hope  company  oper- 
ating on  29,  27-27  in  order  to  be 
able  togo  as  deep  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, are  starting  their  second 
hole  with  14-inch   artesian  casing. 

The  President  is  being  sunk 
again  and  the  depth  of  850  feet 
has  been  reached.  The  shoe  lost 
in  the  bottom  of  the  hole  was 
crushed  and  withdrawn  in  little 
pieces. 

The  two  rigs  running  in  the 
Templor  country  are  being  watch- 
ed by  the  many  persons  who  have 
locations  in  that  country  and  the 
success  of  their  operations  will  be 
iUe  signal  for  great  activity   there. 


The  West  Shore  is  moving  to 
well  No.  4. 

The  office  of  the  Eldorado  Com- 
pany has  been  located  at  McKit- 
trick. 

The  Petroleum  Development 
company  is  pumping  from  nine 
wells  and  is  boring  four  others. 

The  Penn  company  on  14,  28-27^ 
has  had  much  trouble  with  its  en- 
gine but  is  now  at  work  again. 

Packard  &  Blodget  are  sending 
out  machinery  to  operate  on  their 
properties  in  the   River   district. 

The  Cosmopolitan  on  32,  27-29 
is  down  300  feet.  A  cave  occur- 
ing,  casing,  thirteen  and  five- 
eighths  inch,  is  being  put  in. 

W.  A.  Hersey,  an  experienced 
operator,  has  arrived  from  Los  An- 
geles and  will  act  as  superintend- 
ent of  the  33  company, 

Ed  Clarke,  et  al.,  of  Bakersfield, 
have  deeded  a  number  of  mining 
claims  in  the  McKittrick  district 
to  the  Electric  Oil  Company. 

J.  M.  Martin  of  Bakersfield  has 
assigned  a  lease  on  a  portion  of 
section  2,  29-28,  in  conformance 
with  an  agreement  with  Jas. 
D.  Biddle  to  the  Riverview  oil  com- 
pany. 

An  English  syndicate  has  pur- 
chased the  oil  land  and  wells  of 
S.  Jewitt  and  Blodgett  for  $500,000 
The  Sunset  properties  represent 
the  earliest  development  of  oil  in 
that  county  and  have  been  worked 
for  about  ten  years, 

A  number  of  rigs  have  been  tied 
up  several  days  through  lack  of 
water.  Like  all  new  machinery 
the  pumps  of  the  water  suppl}' 
company  gave  some  trouble  at 
first,  but  it  is  believed  now  that 
they  are  in  good  working  order. 

The  Kern  River  No,  2  at  Mc- 
Kittrick' is  only  fifteen  feet  in  the 
sand  and  the  oil  is  being  held 
down  by  a  column  of  water  which 
method  was  successful  in  keeping 
the  big  gusher  back  when  struck. 
Last  week  a  heavy  sand  storm 
raging,  the  crew  laid  off  and  in 
the  morning  the  oil  had  risen  to 
the  surface  and  flowed  over. 

The  re-perforation  of  the  Sacra- 
mento well  No.  1,  has  clearly  in- 
dicated that  the  real  quantity  of 
oil  tapped  was  not  at  first  realized. 
Since  the  additional  openings  were 
made  in  the  casing,  the  well  has 
been  bailed  and  a  careful  record 
kept.  Last  week  thirty-five  bar- 
rels were  taken  out  and  the  oil 
surface  was  lowered  only  about 
seventy  feet,  and  that  was  made 
up  during  the  night.  The  well 
contains  between  630  and  640  feet 
of  petroleum,  A  night  crew  is  to 
be  put  on  and  constant  pumping 
will  be  done  for  a  time. 


The  Standard  rig  for  the  27  Oil 
Company  has  been  put  in  place 
and  drilling  commenced.  They 
are  operating  on  the  SWX  of  sec- 
tion 22,  27-27. 

The  St.  John  Oil  company  is 
preparing  to  begin  development 
of  their  property  on  section  10, 
29-28.  They  expect  to  have  a  rig 
at  work  in  a  very   short  time. 

Stephen,  Stephenson  &  Stutts- 
man  are  ready  to  begin  drilling 
for  the  White  Range  and  the  Rio 
Bravo  companies  on  the  line  be- 
tween 31  and  32,  28-29. 

The  Bakersfield  Oil  Company 
telegraphed  for  rig  last  week.  The 
business  arrangements  have  been 
completed  and  the  well  on  12  will 
be  finished. 

A  complete  Standard  rig  was 
sentout  to  the  fields  Wednesday 
morning  by  the  Cantua  Oil  com- 
pany operating  on  the  S%  of  sec- 
tion 13,  28-27. 

The  terminus  of  the  Sunset 
railroad  will  be  about  500  feet 
north  of  the  Jewett  &  Blodget 
oil  wells  and  close  to  the  west  line 
of  section  18,  T.  n  N,  range  23  W. 

The  Sante  Fe  is  putting  in  fuel 
tanks  all  along  the  line  and  it  will 
not  belong  before  every  one  of  its 
engines  will  be  converted  into  oil 
burners. 

As  soon  as  the  Sacramento  com- 
pany has  finished  a  couple  more 
wells,  a  deep  one  will  be  sunk  to 
test  the  lower  levels.  The  reper- 
foration  of  No.  1  was  a  great  suc- 
cess, largely  increasing  the  flow  of 
petroleum. 

The  contest  between  Chanslor 
Canfield,  Spencer,  Keller  and 
Berry  on  the  one  hand  and  the 
Petroleum  Development  Company 
on  the  other  has  been  settled 
out  of  court.  The  property  in- 
volved was  18,  28,  28,  and  the 
terms  of  compromise  are  that  each 
shall  take  a  half  section  and  pro- 
ceed at  once  to  development.  Both 
sides  have  machinery  on  the 
ground  ready  to  begin   drilling. 

The  Bakersfield  &  Fresno  Oil 
company  has  made  a  big  sale  in- 
volving the  transfer  of  forty  acres 
of  oil  lands  in  the  Kern  River  dis- 
trict.

They 
drew  out  a  few  bailersful  of  oil  a 
few  days  ago  and  when  they  stop- 
ped the  well  continued  to  flow  for 
about  six  hours. 


The  Bakersfield  &  Fresno  Oil 
company  has  leased  to  C.  A.  Can- 
field  et  al  the  W*/2  of  SE^  of  Se. 
28-28,  8  and  the  W}i  of  the  NE^ 
of  the  SEX  and  WJ4  of  the  SE^ 
of  the  NEX  of  Sec,  4  in  29,  28. 

M.  Spires,  manager  for  Old 
Dominion,  has  experienced  much 
trouble  during  the  past,  week  by 
getting  a  "swedge"  fast  in  the  cas- 
ing. They  are  now  trying  to  pull 
the  casing  with  good  prospects  of 
success. 

The  California  Standard  has  been 
in  great  fear  of  losing  its  new  well 
and  tools.  The  tools  were  buried 
under  twenty  feet  of  sand,  but  after 
a  week's  fishing  they  succeeded  in 
getting  them  out.  Their  well, 
which  is  near  Shamrock  well,  has 
600  feet  of  oil  in  it  with  a  big  flow 
of  gas. 

KINGS. 

Geo  Biddle  and  a  number  of 
other  Hanford  people  are  prepar- 
ingto  bore  on  2,  29-28.  A  derrick, 
is  building. 

The  Whale  Oil  Company's  well, 
in  the  vicinity  of  Warthan,  has 
already  reached  a  depth  of  450  feet, 
and  the  drill  is  now  penetrating  a 
bed  of  slate.  Drilling  is  going 
along  smoothly  and  excellent  pro- 
gress has  been  made  thus  far. 

The  Phoenix  Oil  Company  now 
has  its  new  string  of  tools  at  work. 
Drilling  was  resumed  in  the  old 
well  last  week.  The  mud  was 
cleaned  out  and  the  new  machinery 
put  to  work^nd  it  is  working  fine. 

The  St.  Lawrence  Oil  and  Min- 
eral Company  is  again  in  oil  sand, 
but  how  much  oil  the  sand  will 
bear  is  a  matter  of  conjecture  only 
to  be  determined  as  the  drill  goes 
on  down,  as  it  isstilldoing.

de  Miranda  says  it  is  a  mistake, 
the  general  impression  that  oil  is. 
never  struck  after  a  body  of  fresh 
water  is  reached;  that  in  Galicia, 
France,  in  an  oil  well,  fresh  water 
was  struck  at  a  depth  about  the 
same  as  that  reached  by  the  Esper- 
anza, and  the  drillers  went  on 
down,  successfully  shut  out  the 
water  and  finally  struck  a  good 
flow  of  oil.  He  thinks  the  same 
conditions  prevail  at  the  Esperanza, 
and  that  oil  would  be  struck  be- 
neath the  water  now  at  the  bottom 
of  the  hole  in  the  first  well. — Han- 
ford Journal.

The  first 
sand,  however,  is  ninety  feet  deep 
and  very  rich,  and  will  probably 
give  a  thirty  or  forty  barrel  well. 

Large  tracts  have  also  been 
leased  by  prospecting  parties  in 
the  Cuyama  valley  and  adjoining 
the  Carisa  plains.  Operations  have 
commenced  in  the  latter  place,  and 
favorable  reports  are  received. 

A  portion  of  the  Arranelles 
rancho,  along  the  line  of  the  South- 
ern Pacific,  about  fifteen  miles 
north  of  Surf,  has  been  leased.  It 
is  reported  that  wells  will  be  sunk 
there  as  soon  as  the  company  can 
make  the  proper  arrangements.

TULARE. 

The  Oil  business  has  caused 
Visalia  to  boom.  An  exchange 
says:  "The  population  of  Visalia 
has  increased  so  rapidly  during 
the  past  six  months  that  there  are 
not  enough  houses  to  accommo- 
date the  people.  So  urgent  is 
the  demand  that  vacant  houses  in 
near-by  towns  are  being  moved  to 
that  city." 

Biggest  Eastern  Oil  Well". 

An  Eastern  paper  says  it  is  now 
quite  clear  that  the  northeast  ex- 
tension to  the  Campbell's  Run  de- 
velopment, in  Monongalia  county, 
W.  Va.,  has  not  yet  been  defined. 
The  South  Penn  Oil  company  has 


demonstrated  that  the  rich  produc- 
ing streak  extends  farther  to  the 
northeast.

A.  Kirkpatiick,  general  superin- 
tendent; Maguire  &  Gallagher,  at- 
torneys. 

The  above  cuts  are  reproduced 
from  photographs  taken  to  show 
the  character  of  the  oil  lands 
owned  by  the  London  and  Fresno- 
Alpha  Oil  Companies.  These 
photograpqs  show  the  broken 
character  of  the  land,  with  the  out- 
croppings  which  indicate  the  oil 
character  of  this  entire  district.

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Week  by  week  the  outlook  for 
the  oil  industry  in 
Outlook  California  steadily 
Improving-  improves.  The  ex- 
tent of  the  oil  terri- 
tory in  the  several  districts  is  rap- 
idly growing  larger.  In  Kern 
county  alone  a  district  has  been 
developed  which  will  make  it  one 
of  the  largest  oil-producing  dis- 
tricts in  the  Union.  It  has  grown 
from  a  narrow  strip  to  a  body  of 
land  six  miles  long  by  four  wide, 
and  every  week  strikes  are  being 
made,  increasing  the  area  of  this 
field  in  every  direction.  "As  the 
wells,  are  pumped  and  get  clear  of 
sand  the  output  steadily  increases 
and  this  district  alone  in  a  few- 
months  will  be  producing  as  much 
if  not  more  crude  oil  than  is  now 
produced  in  the  entire  state — viz: 
10,000  barrels  a  day.  What  is  true 
of  the  Kern  River  district  is  equally 
true  of  the  McKittrick  district.    ■ 

The  Fresno  district  bids  fair  to 
rival  the  Kern  county  districts,  and 
there  are  conservative  men  who 
believe  that  the  gushers  of  Coal- 
inga  will  soon  be  equalled  by  the 
new  wells  that  are  being  drilled 
further  west  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
Fresno  and  San  Benito  -county 
lines.  A  number  of  rigs  are  at 
work  in  this  new  territory,  and  a 
month  more  of  drilling  will  prove 
the  truth  of  these  estimates. 

The  Ventura  field  is  constantly 
increasing  its  output  as  new  wells 
are  being  put  down,  and  new  com- 
panies are  being  formed  to  develop 
land  which  is  known  to  contain  oil 
in  abundance. 

From  Los  Angeles  and  Orange 
counties  come  reports  of  new  wells 
and  increased  output,  while  Santa 
Barbara  county  believes  that  its 
present  daily  output  of  500  barrels 
is  but  an  index  of  what  it  will  pro- 
duce in  a  few  months. 

At  present  the  bulk  of  the  output 
of  the  state  of  California  is  a  crude 
oil  fit  only  for  a  fuel  or  gas  purpos- 
es. The  opinion  is  gaining  ground 
that  there  is  an  abundance  of  oil 
in  the  state  having  a  parafine 
base  which  is  as  fit  for  refining 
purposes  as  any  eastern  oil.     Com- 


panies are  being  organized,  backed 
by  abundant  capital,  which  will 
soon  prove  the  truth  or  falsity  of 
this  opinion  by  operating  in  dis- 
tricts heretofore  untried. 

In  addition  to  all  this,  plans  are 
being  perfected  for  the  thorough 
piping  of  every  oil  district  in  the 
state,  the  erection  of  sufficent  stor- 
age tanks,  and  the  marketing  of 
the  entire  output  in  the  state  in  a 
manner  satisfactory  both  to  the 
producer  and  the  consumer,  and 
the  doing  away  with  unwise  com- 
petition. 

The  oil  industry  of  California  is 
yet  in  its  infancy,  but  it  is  growing 
with  marvellous  rapidity,  and  will 
soon  reach  a  development  which 
will  place  it  beyond  the  stage  of 
infancy  and  cause  it  to  rank  among 
the  best  developed  and  most 
profitable  industries  of   the   State 

The  Big  Panoche, 

Work  is  proceeding  as  rapidly 
as  possible  on  the  two  wells  in 
the  Panoche  Valley  and  on  the 
two  at  Coalinga,  Some  unavoid- 
able delays  have  been  experienced 
on  account  of  the  non-arrival  of 
machinery,  but  otherwise  the 
work  has  proceeded  rapidly.  The 
strata  through  which  the  drills 
have  gone  all  show  unmistakable 
signs  of  oil. 


The  Continental. 

A.  E.  Rudell,  secretary  of  the 
Continental  Oil  and  Development 
Company,  is  making  an  inspection 
of  the  land  owned  by  that  company, 
with  the  view  of  locating  a  site  for 
a  well.  The  Continental  expects 
to  commence  development  work 
next  month. 


The  Virginia 

Secretary  Phillips  expects  the 
Virginia  well,  on  20,  30-22,  to  be 
one  of  the  crack  wells  in  Kern 
county.  The  well  is  now  down 
1050  feet  and  is  still  going  through 
oil  sand  that  is  very  prolific  in  oil. 
When  this  oil  sand  was  first  reached 
the  oil  rose  500  feet  in  the  jS/s  cas- 
ing. l$o  well  in  the  district  has 
gone  through  more  or  better  sand. 
How  much  more  there  is  of  it  no 
one  can  say. 


The  Oriental. 

H.H.  Harlow,  of  this  company, 
went  East  yesterday  on  business 
connected  with  the  company.  A 
rig  has  been  ordered  and  work 
will  commence  immediately  on  26, 
23-27.

Produces  1500  Barrels  Daily. 

The  Kern  River  district  is  ready 
now  with  a  production  of  at  least 
ninecarloads,  1500 barrels,  per  day, 
but  the  facilities  for  loading  are 
lacking.  The  Bakersfield  Califor- 
nian  says:  No  loading  platforms 
will  be  constructed  until  the  branch 
line  into  the  fields  is  built,  which 
will  require  only  three  weeks'  time 
after  the  start. 


Expert  Ogden  Prophesies  a  Great 
Future  for  This  District. 

Col.  M.  M.  Ogden,  Field  Expert 
of  the  Producers'  Oil  Exchange, 
visited  the  San  Juan  district,  in  San 
Benito  county,  the  first  of  last 
week,  and  declares  the  indications 
there  equal  to,  if  not  better  than 
any  he  has  visited  in  the  state,  and 
he  predicts  that  there  will  be  a 
number  of  wells  driiled  there  in 
the  near  future.  "This  oil  district," 
he  says,  "known  as  the  San  Juan, 
district,  presents  some  remarkable 
resemblances  to  the  famous  Fa- 
gundus  in  Pennsylvania.  That 
district  was  one  of  the  greatest  oil 
producing  districts  -  in  the  Key- 
stone state,  and  I  have  seen  no 
other  so  near  like  it  as  the  San  Juan 
district.  Within  a  fair  distance  of 
the  seepages  between  Chittenden's 
and  Sargents,  the  shale  comes  to 
the  surface  at  many  points,  and  at 
these  contact  points  we  find  heavy 
deposits  of  residual  oil. 

From  the  character  of  the  rock 
found  south  of  the  railroad  and  ex- 
tending to  the  Gabilan  range,  in- 
cluding the  San  Juan  canyon,  to- 
gether with  the  striking  evidence 
of  great  flows  of  gas  found  along 
the  border  lines  of  this  great  oil 
belt — about  five  or  six  miles  wide 
— I  am  confident  that  wells  drilled 
between  the  points  mentioned,  to 
the  proper  depth,  will  yield  green 
oil,  or  in  other  words,  gas  oil,  in 
quantities  equaling  the  great 
gushers  of  the  Fagundus  or  Tid- 
ioute  oil  districts  of  Pennsylvania. 
The  course  sandstone  found  here, 
studded  with  minute  pebbles  and 
par'icles  of  pure  carbon,  the  in- 
variable residue  of  a  light  gas  oil, 
are  characteristic  of  the  San  Juan 


ditsrict,  and  I  will  challenge  any 
old  Pennsylvanian  to  distinguish  a 
difference  between  the-  lagunduS 
and  San  Juan  sandstone.  I  do 
not  want  to  be  too  obtimistic,  but 
I  am  confident  that  there  could 
not  be  a  more  favorable  district, 
judging  from  all  indications,  for 
the  finding  of  an  oil  with  a  para- 
fine base  in  the  State  of  Califor- 
nia, than  the  San  Juan  country. 

"I  have  actually  found  seepages 
of  a  light  green  oil  coming  out  of 
the  shales  and  sand  rock  on  sev- 
eral of  the  streams  to  the  south  of 
the  town  of  San  Juan.  This  oil  is 
very  volatile  and  evaporates 
quickly  from  the  surface  of  the 
water  in  the  streams  giving  off  a 
strong  petroleum  odor  and  leav- 
ing a  residual '  deposit  of  a  white 
waxy  character,  unmistakably 
proving  that  the  base  of  this  oil  is 
parafine.

Los  Angeles,  Mch.  m,  1900 

It  was  a  stock  saying  a  few 
years  ago:  "  You  cannot  do  any 
manufacturing  in  Los  Angeles; 
you  have  no  fuel."  I  wonder  if 
one  person  in  a  thousand  of  the 
population  of  Los  Angeles  ap- 
preciates the  amount  of  manufac- 
turing there  is  here  now,  or  ever 
pause  to  think  why? 

Take  a  ride  some  afternoon 
down  east  Third  street,  and  see 
the  new  plant  of  the  Globe  Mills, 
The  Pacific  Pipe  Works,  over  on 
East  First  street,  the  new  build- 
ings recently  erected  for  the  Los 
Angeles  Lithographic  Co.,  the 
works  of  the  Los  Angeles  Soap 
Co.,  covering  several  acres — en- 
tirely destroyed  by  fire  less  than 
two  years  ago,  now  the  largest  and 
best  equipped  plant  of  its  kind 
on  the  Pacific  Coast,  the  Union 
Iron  Works,  the  plant  of  the  W. 
H.  Perry  Lumber  Co.,  covering 
part  of  two  blocks,  and  the  Thomp- 
son &  Boyle  Pipe  Cyanide  plants. 
Go  down  to  Aliso  street  to  Maier 
Zobelein's  brewery,  they  have 
built  in  addition  every  few  months 
for  the  past  three  years.  Go  across 
the  river  to  the  Los  Angeles  Metal 
Works,  where  they  will  make  you 
any  kind  of  a  tin  can  that  you 
wish-       See   the     new     buildings 


going  up  for  the  Southern  Califor- 
nia Packing  Co.  Back  from  Macy 
street  is  the  plant  of  the  Cudahy 
Packing  Co.  Then  come  up  to 
the  Plaza  and  go  straight  out 
North  Main  street,  and  it  is  ma- 
chine shops,  founderies,  brass 
works,  all  the  way,  among  which 
I  may  mention  the  Fulton  Engine 
Works,  the  Llewellyn  Iron  Works 
who  have  built  a  large  addition  the 
past  year,  the  Wool  Scoitring 
plant,  the  Lacy  Manufacturing 
Co.,  and  Oil  Burning  and  Supply 
Co.  Over  to  your  left  on  Buena 
Vista  street  are  the  Baker  Iron 
Works,  covering  twice  the  ground 
they  did  two  years  ago. 

From  there  you  see  the  oil  wells, 
and  with  them  you  have  the  fuel 
question  settled.  Three  barrels  of 
oil  equal  to  a  ton -of  coal,  oil  at  $1 
a  barrel,  no  limit  to  the  amount  of 
oil.  Oil  all  over  Southern  Calfornia. 

Look,  then,  at  thegiowthof  man 
ufacturing  here  during  the  past 
three  years,  all  due  to  oil.  The  es- 
tablishments I  have  here  mentioned 
will  give  some  idea  ofthat  growth. 
From  San  Francisco  comes  a  similar 
story  of  prosperity.  Our  oil  is 
going  to  help  the  people  of  that 
city  the  same  as  it  is  helping  us. 
Manufacturing  has  just  commenced, 
but  watch  it  grow.

OIL  AT  BOLINAS. 


Marin  County  Now    Experiencing 
An  Oil  Boom. 

A  dispatch  on  Monday  from  San 
Rafael,  the  county  seat  of  Marin 
county,  stated  that  some  San  Fran- 
cisco capitalists  passed  through  that 
city  last  Saturday  from  the  town 
f  Bolinas,  where  they  have  been 
investing  in  some  oil  property. 
They  had  some  experts  with  them 
and  after  a  thorough  examination 
of  the  country  adjacent  to  Bolinas, 
decided  upon  purchasing  the  same 
and  putting  up  a  plant. 

For  many  years  past  coal  oil  has 
been  known  to  exist  at  Bolinas,  as 
indications  could  always  be  traced 
upon  the  ocean  beach  and  on  the 
lands  of  Charles  Lauff,  but  no  one 
had  courage  enough  to  make  a 
thorough  investigation.  Coal  has 
been  discovered,  but  nof  in  suffi- 
cient quantities  to  pay.  On  Dus- 
berry  Reef  gas  can  be  found  com- 
ing up  out  of  the  ground,  and 
when  the  tide  is  out  it  can  be  de- 
tected issuing  out  of  the  rocks  of 
the  reef  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from 
shore.  During  the  summer  season 
campers  go  out  on  the  reef  at  low 
tide  and  put  a  match  to  different 
places.  The  resulting  blaze  illum- 
inates the  whole  valley  and  re- 
mains burning  until  extinguished 
by  the  incoming  tide.  The  place 
where  the  new  company  is  going 
to  begin  operations  is  adjacent  to 
W  aterhouse  property .

THE  BIG  PANOCHE  TANK. 


A  Section  Destined  to  be  a  Large 
Oil  Producer. 

F.  B.  McKevitt,  president,  D.  P. 
Hocking,  secretary,  and  G.  W. 
Crystal,  one  of  the  principal  stock- 
holders, paid  a  visit  to. the  lands  of 
the  Home  Security  Oil  Company 
Limited,  last  week,  and  on  the  re- 
port of  the  expert  decided  that 
they  owned  some  of  the  best  oil 
land  in  Fresno  county.  The  com- 
pany owns  1240  acres  in  townships 
12,  15  and  16-12,  in  what  is  known 
as  the  Big  Panoche  Tank.  This 
territory,  if  the  indications  and  ex- 
pert report  count  for  anything,  is 
destined  to  become  one  of  the 
greatest  oil  producing  fields  of  the 
state.

The  Home  Security,  Fresno-Al- 
pha, Great  Northern  and  Artesia 
Companies  all  own  land  in  a  basin 
at  the  head  of  Toomey  Gulch,  in 
townships  16-12  and  15-12,  which  is 
one  of  the  most  remarkable  pieces 
of  oil  land,  and  if  the  opinions  of 
experts  are  verified,  which,  from 
the  indications  seem  certain,  this 
Big  Panoche  Tank  will  be  surprise 
oil  producer  of  this  state. 


jets  are  not  required  and  the 
burner  acts  simply  and  is  easy  to 
operate.  The  burner  is  about  the 
size  of  a  large  orange  cut  in  half, 
and  is  located  in  the  center  of  the 
part  in  the  stove  where  fuel 
is  burned.  A  sheet  of  tin  is 
placed  over  the  ordinary  grate  so 
as  to  close  the  draft,  and  beyond 
this  no  changes  in  "the  stove  are 
necessary,  with  the  exception  of 
a  small  hole  in  the  back  or  side  of 
the  stove  where  a  small  pipe  con- 
nects the  burner  with  a  gallon 
tank  located  above,  placed  usually 
on  a  shelf  near  the  stove. 

The  heat  is  generated  not  from 
the  burning  of  the  crude  oil  direct, 
but  from  a  gas  which  is  generated; 
from  the  crude  oil,  and  which  burns 
readily.  The  heat  is  intense  and' 
perfectly  regular.  A  stove. heated 
by  crude  oil  used  in  this  burner 
bakes  to  perfection.  There  is  no 
smoke,  absolutely  no  soot,  and  no 
smell.  If  the  burner  is  used  to  its 
full  capacity  in  a.large  stove  it  will 
consume  a. gallon  of  crude  oil  in 
five  hours,  and  if  burned  slowly  a 
gallon  of  oil  will  last  from  eight  to 
nine  hours.  A. gallon  of  crude  Oil 
costs  about  5  cents,  so  that  if  a 
stove  is  used  eight  or  nine  hours  a 
day  the  entire  fuel  bill  will  not^x- 
ceed  $1.50  a  month,  which  means  a 
great  saving.  The  burner  and 
tank  with  pipe  connections,  cambe 
placed  in  any  stove  at  a  cost  not  to 
exceed  $5.  So  far  as  is  known 
this  is  the  only  burner  which  meets 
every  requirement  of  the  case. 

Mr.  Williamson,  the  inventor,  of 
the  burner,  has  applied  for  a  pat- 
ent wbich:is  now  pending. 

The  burner  can  be  seen  at  any 
time  in  actual  operation  at  the 
plumbing  establishment  where-M-r. 
Williamson  makes  his  headquart- 
ers at  312  Turk  street,  in  this  city. 

Oil  men,  and  those  interested  in 
the  line  of  stoves  should  visit  Mr. 
Williamson  at  his  place  of  busi- 
ness and  examine  for  themselves 
the  merits  of  his  new  and  valuable 
invention.  Mr.  Williamson  uses 
oil  which  has  a  gravity  of  about 
twenty-eight. 


Oil  for  Stoves. 

Some  time  ago  the  Pacific  Oil, 
Reporter  published  the  following 
extract  from  an  exchange: 

The  inventive  genius  of  some  one  will 
some  day  confer  a  great  benefit  upon 
California  where  fuel  for  domestic  pur- 
poses is  scarce  and  high-priced,  by  devis- 
ing a  contrivance  that  will  burn  crude  oil 
successfully  in  ordinary  stoves.  There 
are  now  burners  in  existence,  but  they  are 
unsatisfactory,  combustion  not  being  per- 
fect. Too  much  soot  forms.  The  burn- 
ing of  oil  in  furnaces  is  attained  by  steam 
jets,  but  steam  under  pressure  of  course 
cannot  be  used  in  households.  The  fu- 
ture burner  must  act  without  steam  and 
must  be  simple  and  easy  to  operate. 

It  can  now  be  definitely  stated 
that  all  the  requirements  as  above 
set  forth  for  successfully  burning 
crude  oil  in  ordinary  stoves  has 
been  met. 

Mr.  J.  D.  Williamson  has  on  ex- 
hibition at  312  Turk  street,  in  this 
city,  a  sample  burner  which  meets 
every  condition  for  the  using  of 
crude  oil  in  an  ordinary  stove. 
The  combustion  is  perfect;  there 
is  no  soot,  and  no  smell  even  of 
kerosene  can  be  detected. 


The  Bi£    Panoche. 

Work  is  proceeding  as  rapidly 
as  possible  on  the  two  wells  in 
Panoche  Valley. and  on  the  two  at 
Coalinga.  Some  unavoidable  de- 
lays have  been  experienced  on 
account  of  the  nonrarrival  of  ma- 
chinery, but  otherwise  the  work 
has  proceeded  rapidly.  The  strata 
through  which  the  drills  have  gone 
all  show  unmistakable  signs  of  oil.

Contra  Costa  Oil. 


A  number  of  oil  men  have  re- 
cently been  carefully  examining 
the  oil  indications  of  Contra  Costa 
county,  with  the  result  that  a  num- 
ber of  companies  will  soon  be 
organized  to  commence  the  work  of 
active  development  immediately. 
Expert  de  Miranda  and  others 
have  given  this  portion  of  the  state 
a  thorough  examination  during  the 
last  two  weeks,  and  pronounce  the 
indications  for  oil  as  good  as  can  be 
found  in  any  other  district;  the  oil 
is  light  and  has  a  parafine  base  and 
is  well  adapted  for  refining  pur- 
poses. Thomas  Gilbert,  Jr.,.  an  ex- 
perienced oil  man,  has  given 
this  district  great  attention  for  a 
month  past;. and  has  the  greatest 
faith  in  its  oil  possibilities.  He  be- 
lieves that  in  a  year  it  will  be  one 
of  the  best  producing  districts  in 
California,  both  as  regards  the 
Stem  I  quantity  and  quality  of  oil. 


Before    Executive  Committee     of 
California  Miners'  Association. 

As  is  well  known,  the  Commissioner  of 
the  General  Land  Office  has  issued  orders 
suspending  the  disposition  of  a  large- por- 
tion of  the  public  lands  in  Southern  Cali- 
fornia— -where  it  is  claimed  on  the  one 
side  by  the  so-called  "scrippers"  that  the 
land  is  agricultural,  but  where  they  are 
very  diligently  engaged  in  boring  wells 
for  cil;  and  where,  it  is  claimed  on  the 
other  side  by  bona  fide  locators-  for  oil 
that  the  lands  are  oil  lands.  So  tbese 
lands  are  withdrawn  temporarily  from, 
the  operation  of  the  various  Congressional 
statutes  for  the  disposition  of  public  lands, 
so  far  as  the  Commissioner  has  the  power 
to  do  that.  Just  exactly  what  legal  status 
his  action  has  placed  these  lands  in,  I  am 
not  able  to  state  at  a  moment's  notice.  At 
any  rate  he  has  undertaken  to  suspend 
the  operation  of  the  land  laws  on  those 
various  tracts.  The  mere  statement  of 
this  fact  presents  to  the  mind  a  vast  num- 
ber of  difficulties  in- the/way  of  reaching 
any  good  result,  any  finalgood  result  from 
th".  Commissioner's  action  standing  by  it- 
self. At  once  it  raises  the  question:  Has 
he  a  right  to  prevent  any  man  from  going 
upon  that  land?  Has  he,  as  Commission- 
er, a.  right  in  conformity  with  the  laws  of 
the  United  States,  to  prevent  any  man 
whether  "scripper"  or  oil  locator,  from 
going  upon  that  land  and  making  a  legal 
location  upon  it  according  to  its  character? 
iHas  he  the  power  to  do  this?  Merely  to 
state  this  question  suggests  an  answer; 
and  it  certainly  suggests  that  this  suspen- 
sion can  last  but  a  short  time,  and  that 
■when  it  is  removed  something  must  be 
ready  to  take  its  place,  or  the  difficulties 
that  have  already  been  encountered  down 
there  will  once  again  confront  every  man 
who  wants  land  in  those  regions,  and  more 
difficulties  besides.  It  is  to  meet  that 
very  situation  that  this  bill  was  form- 
ulated, 

Mr.  Winchell  informs  me,  however.that 
in  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  the  greater 
portion  of  the  people  seem  to  think  the 
action  of  the  Commissioner  has  accomp- 
lished all  there  is  to  be  done;  whereas,  as 
I  have  just  suggested,  it  has  only  cleared 
the  way  for  more  definite  action.  This  it 
has  done,  and  if  we  can  get  this  bill  passed 
so  that  the  oil  miner  can  go  and  make  his 
location,  that  is,  mark  out  his  boundaries- 
and  then  have  time  to  discover  his  oil 
I  think  the  oil  man  will  have  a  fair  show- 
that  he  will  have,  in  fact,  just  about  all  he 
has  a  right  to  ask  for. 

The  question  as  to  what  shall  constitute 
reasonable  diligence  is  a  question  that 
must  be  settled  by  Congress.  Inthe  Tun- 
nel Act  it  is  settled  so  that  a  suspension 
of  work  for  six  months  will  forfeit  a  claim* 
It  wasforthis  reason  that  we  adopted  the 
period  of  six  months.  It  was  not  because 
;t  was  the  judgment  of  the  committee — 
the  joint  committees — that  it  should 
necessarily  be  six  months,  bnt  because 
Congress  has  already,  familiarized  itself 
with  the  idea  that  six  months  is  a  proper 
limitation  in  cases  of  theTdnd. 

Now  I  would  like  to  see  the  California 
Miners'  Association,  as  well  as  the  Petrol- 
eum Miners'  Protective  Association,  rouse 
up  to  the  importance  of  this  great  ques- 
tion. Mr.  President,  I  assert  without  fear 
of  successful  contradiction  that  in  the 
pear  future  it  will  be  seen  that  the  ques- 
tions, that  are  being  raised  by  the  oil  dis- 
coveries in  this  state  are  of  infi  in  itely  more 
importance  to  the  people  of  California  than 
the  questions  that  have  been  raised  in  the 
past,  and  in  all  the  past,  by  the  discover- 
ies of  gold.  No  man  who  has  looked  into 
this  subject  but  knows  that  this  industry 
will  be  of  -proportions  not  merely  great 
but  stupendous.  I  challenge  any  gentle- 
man here  who  has  not  looked  into  these 
matters,  to  spend  one  day,  or  as  long  as  he 
may  please  in  the  Kern  River  district,  or 
the  McKittrick,  or  the  Oil  City  or  the 
Sunset  district,  or  any  of  the  great  oil  fields 
of  this  -state.  And  when  he  goes  an 
-makes  a  candid  investigation,  he  will  ad 


m;t  on  his  return  that  his  incredulity  has 
vanished,  that  he  is  paralyzed  with  as- 
tonishment at  the  magnitude  of  this  in- 
dustry in  its  infancy.  Mr.  President,  from 
all  the  information  I  -  have  been  able  to 
gather,  theoil  industry  of  California  prom  - 
ises  to  surpass  in  magnitude  the  oil  in- 
dustry in  the  East,  as  the  great  trees  here 
supass  in  size  the  saplings  in  the  front 
yard  of  your  home  in  "the  States."  lam 
not  over-stating  this  matter.  It  is  a  thing 
of  the  utmost  importance,  and  we  should 
do  all  in  our  power  to  have  these  ques- 
tions settled  by  the  passage  of  this  law 
and  at  this  session  of  Congress.  Agent 
should  be  appointed  and  kept  at  Washing  _ 
ton.  I  am  quite  sure  that  the  oil  miners 
of  Southern  California  are  willing  to  pay 
the  expenses  of  an  independent  agent,  or 
rather,  of  an  agent  to  co-operate  with  the 
representatives  of  this  association.  I  am 
quite  sure — Mr.  Winchell,  am  I  mistaken 
[a  thinking  that  your  association  will  send 
a  representative? 

Mr.  Winchell — No,  sir. 

Mr.  Wright — Then  if  the  representa- 
tives of  these  great ,  assoeiatians,  holding 
asthey  do  a  great  power  in  this  state,  will 
co-operate  in  the  passage  of  this  bill,  it  will 
certainly  be  passed,  and- all  of  you  in  the 
near  future  will  understand  the  very  grave 
reasons  why  it-Should  be  passed,  and  the 
great- good  it  will  accomplish.

Pacific  Goast  Oil  News 

RECENT  DEVELOPMENTS  IN  OIL  IN  VARIOUS  PARTS 
OF  THE  STATE. 


COLUSA. 
The  Herron  Oil  Company  of  Los 
Angeles,  which  is  operating  in  Co- 
lusa county,  has  returns  from  a  re- 
finer to  whom  a  quantity  of  the 
product  had  been  submitted.  All 
but  6  per  cent  of  the  oil  was  found 
to  be  a  natural  lubricant.  An  an- 
alysis of  the  oil  by  reliable  chem- 
ists, gives  the  following  results: 
Light  machine  oil,  16  per  cent; 
gravity,  20;  engine  oil,  40  percent; 
gravity,  16;  cylinder  oil,  41  per 
cent;  gravity,  10.5 ;  asphaltum, 
3  per  cent;  original  gravity,  11.5. 
The  cylinder  oil  stood  a  fire  test  of 
600  deg.  The  products  of  this  oil 
when  separated  by  refining,  are 
said  to  be  worth  70  cents  per  gal- 
lon, or  about  $40  per  barrel.  The 
well  will  be  drilled  so  as  to  reach 
the  lower  stratum  of  oil  sand. 

The  Home  Oil  Co.'s  new  well 
No.  .5  has  struck  a  large  seepage 
of  gas,  which  gives  hopes  of 
another  "gusher"  soon. 

The  big  oil  tank  for  feeding  the 
Santa  Fe  engines  is  in  place.  It 
is  built  on  a  foundation  of  strong 
timbers.  The  oil  will  be  brought 
to  it  on  cars  and  pumped  into  it  by 
means  of  a  steam  pump. 

The  directors  of  the  Selma  Oil 
Company  held  a  meeting  Tuesday 
at  the  company's  office  in  Selma 
and  levied  an  assessment  of  $60 
per  share  on  .  the  subscribed  cap- 
ital stock  to  be  used  in  furthering 
development  work.  The  company 
is  boring  on  a  new  well  with  flat- 
tering prospects,  and  at  a  depth 
now  of  about  700  feet. 

'The  territory  of  the  Callena  Oil 
Co.,  or  a  portion  of  its  lands  at 
least,  are  soon  to  be  developed. 
The  Calena  has  leased  160  acres 
or  one-third  of  its  holdings,  to  the 
Mendocino  Oil  Company.  The 
latter  company  lately  obtained  a 
loan  of  $25,600  from  the  Equitable 
Life  Insurance  Society  of  New 
York,  issuing  to  said  Society  as 
collateral  therefor  $75,000  worth 
of  the  company's  stock,  and  with 
this  money  development  work  will 
Soon  be  commenced. 

FRESNO. 

Four  hundred  and  eighty  feet 
drilled  with  a  $150  outfit  without 
casing  and  struck  oil!  How's  that 
for  a  record,  you  who  seek  to  so 
manipulate  the  market  that  you 
can  obtain  your  thousands  with 
which  to  operate?  But  that  is 
what  the  Gilt  Edge  Oil  Tank  and 
Development  Company  has  done. 
Last  Sunday  night  Jesse  Wotton, 
president,  and  William  Mack,  one 
of  the  directors  of  the  company, 
left  for  the  well,  as  they  had  heard 
va  rumor  of  a  strike.  They  returned 
on  the  Owl  and  reported  that  the 
rumor -was  true.    John  Morley,  the 


head  driller  for  the  company,  came 
back  with  them  and  is  highly 
elated  over  the  prospects.  This 
company  is  operating  in  the  north- 
east quarter  of  18,  16-13,  and  is 
surrounded  by  other  companies, 
which  are  drilling  or  will  soon  com- 
mence to  do  so.  Among  these  the 
most  prominent  is  the  Cygnet  Pe- 
troleum and  Development  Com- 
pany on  34,  16-14,  the  Fresno  Oil 
Tank  Company  on  26  and  36, 16-13 
and  6,  17-14,  the  Little  Aberdeen 
on  8,  17-13  and  the  south  half  of 
2,  16-12,  and  the  Pacific  on  22, 16-13. 
These  are  all  within  what  is  known 
as  the  "oil  tank,"  and  the  chances 
are  that  they  all  will  strike  good 
flows  of  oil.  The  strike  has  proved 
conclusively  that  Kern  river  and 
McKittrick  are  not  the  only  places 
where  a  well  can  be  sunk  cheaply 
and  with  satisfactory  results.  — 
Fresno  Democrat.

The  Reed  company  has  a  new 
well  on  14,

H.  H.  Schultz  has  taken  up  the 
work  of  deepening  the  Barker 
ranch  Pioneer  well. 

The  Petroleum  Center  on  28, 
28-28  is  now  bailing  No.  1  and 
is  putting  up  derricks  2  and  3. 

Messrs.  Doheny,  Canfield  & 
Chanslor  have  organized  three 
companies  bearing  their  respect- 
ive names  to  operate  on  20,    28-28. 

The  Cantua  Company  began 
drilling  on  Tuesday  of  last  week 
on  the  ~B,y2  of  the  NW^  of  sec- 
tion 14,  28-27,  Just  two  weeks  from 
the  day  upon  which  the  first  work 
was  done  on  the  rig. 

S.  F.  Leib,  the  San  Jose  attor- 
ney, has  secured  a  lease  of  Miller 
&  Lux's  Templor  ranch  in  29-20 
and  has  formed  a  company  to  ex- 
ploit it.  The  company  is  arrang- 
ing for  early  work. 

The  Sacramento  No.  1  has  been 
bailed  night  and  day  for  a  week 
without  lowering  the  oil  be- 
low a  point  300  feet  from  the 
bottom.  Between  sixty  and 
seventy  barrels  were  lifted  out 
daily. 

The  San  Joaquin  company  has 
perforated  No.  3  on  section  5,  28- 
29,  has  nearly  completed  No.  4  and 
is  down  350  feet  on  No.  5,  It  has 
two  wells  on  the  Means  ranch  ten 
acre  tract  and  is  preparing  to  sink 
more.  These  are  shallow  wells, 
less  than  300  feet  deep. 


Pumping  has  proved  the  Comet 
weli,  on  4,  29-28  to  be  an  eighty 
barrel  producer. 

Chanslor  &  Canfield  will  soon 
begin  operating  on  the  NJ^  of  the 
NW^  of  section  30,  28-28,  ground 
leased  from  the  Gray  Eagle. 

'  A  carload  of  casing  has  been  re- 
ceived by  the  Bakersfield  Oil  Com- 
pany, and  its  Standard  rig  is  ex- 
pected to  arrive  within  a  few  days. 
The  well  on  12,29-28  will  then  be 
sunk  deeper. 

It  is  said  that  Sunrise  City,  the 
Easton-Eldridge  boom  town  two 
miles  from  the  Jewett  &  Blodget 
wells,  where  the  new  road  will 
terminate,  is  already  numbered 
among  the  dead  things. 

J.  B  Treadwell  has  five  finished 
wells  on  3,  29-28,  and  two  more 
about  completed.  He  will  keep  on 
boring  until  he  has  many  times 
that  number.  The  wells  now  pro- 
ducing average  about  forty  barrels. 

The  amicable  settlement  of  the 
differences  between  the  Petroleum 
Development  and  Chanslor,  et.  al., 
on  18,  28-28,  will  result  in  both 
parties  beginning  operations  soon 
on  their  respective  holdings.  The 
injunction  suit  was  disposed  of  on 
Monday  last. 

J.  B.  Treadwell  is  sand  pumping 
four  wells  on  his  property  at  Mc- 
Kittrick and  will  greatly  increase 
his  output  there  very  soon.  At 
present  he  is  shipping  nearly  a 
carload  of  oil  a  day.  In  the  Kern 
River  district  he  has  started  wells 
6  and  7,  which  will  be  pushed 
to  immediate  completion.  Well 
No.  5  was  finished  a  few  days  ago. 

W.  L.  Hardison  who  purchased 
a  half  interest  in  the  Lovell  White 
sections,  acted  merely  as  the  repre- 
sentative of  the  Uncle  Sam  Oil 
Company  of  Los  Angeles  to  which 
the  purchase  will  soon  be  transferr- 
ed. Under  the  terms  of  an  agree- 
ment entered  into  with  A.  G.New- 
ton the  company  will  assume  en- 
tire charge  of  the  operations  on 
the  lands  and  as  the  first  move,  the 
location  of  the  rig  on  1,  29,  27  is 
being  changed  to  35,  28-27  where 
it  will  be  started  drilling  at  once. 
The  attempt  to  reach  oil  on  1,  29- 
27  is  abandoned,  temporarily,  at 
least.  . 

In  the  early  days  of  the  oil  ex- 
citement a  local  paper  in  reporting 
the  discovery  made  by  W.  E.  Tib- 
bet,  sinking  with  a  hand  rig  on  26, 
28-28,  made  a  typographical  error 
and  located  the  strike  six  miles  to 
to  the  west  in  26,  28-27.  Had  this 
been  true  it  would  have  shown 
that  the  land  lying  between  that 
point  and  the  Elwood  discovery 
was  in  the  belt,  and  as  the  report 
was  accepted  as  true  it  gave  value 
to  the  intervening  territory.  One 
quarter  section  was  purchased  at 
$100  per  acre  on  the  strength  of 
the  error.  At  the  time  this  land 
was  miles  away  from  an  oil  well, 
put  now  it  has  several  upon  it,  and 
is  surrounded  on  three  sides  by 
good  ones. 


The  Reed  Company  has  finished 
two  other  wells.  Its  pumping 
plant  on  38  is  not  yet  in  operatian. 

The  Giant  has  finished  perforat- 
ing its  well  at  McKittrick  and  be- 
gan sand  pumping.  The  oil  rose 
several  hundred  feet  in  the  casing 
during  the  noon  hour  on  Thursday 
of  last  week,  and  when  bailling 
was  resumed  at  the  rate  of  a  barrel 
every  five  minutes  it  continued  to 
rise,  gaining  thirty-five  on  the 
pump  before  evening. 

A  chunk  of  iron  was  recently 
thrown  by  some  evily  disposed 
person  into  the  well  of  the  King 
Bee  company  on  2,  28-28.  A  week 
or  so  was  occupied  in  trying  to 
get  the  obstruction  out  but  it  still 
remains  in  the  bottom  of  the  hole, 
and  the  members  of  the  company 
think  they  will  have  to  statt  in  a 
new  place. 

The  Grace  Oil  Company,  gener- 
ally known  as  Newton,  Carman  & 
Somes,  has  the  distinction  of  own- 
ing the  first  well  in  the  Kern  River 
district  to  discharge  oil  by  itself.  It 
is  not  a  gusher,  but  there  is  force 
enoughfrom  below  to  raise  the  pe- 
troleum to  the  surface.  Occasion, 
ally  it  spills  over.  The  casing  is 
not  more  than  half  perforated  yet- 

Steven,  Stephenson  &  Stuttman 
have  been  operating  on  the  line 
between  31  and  32,  28-29,  f°r  the 
White  Range  and  the  Rio  Bravo 
companies.  A  fourteen-inch  well 
was  started  and  the  intention  is  to 
sink  as  deeply  as  the  hole  can  be 
driven,  unless  oil  is  encountered 
at  a  less  depth.  This  pioneer 
work  will  be  watched  with  great 
interest  as  upon  its  success  or 
failure  the  value  of  a  large  tract  of 
supposed  oil  territory,  depends. 

The  Sunset  Company  has  elect- 
ed a  new  board  of  directors  as  fol- 
lows: E.  O.  Miller,  W.  C.  Am- 
brose, I.  O.  Lovejoy,  L-  Dewitt 
and  J.  Goldman.  There  is  no  lh> 
tie  confusion  arising  from  the  sim- 
ilarity of  the  name  of  this  com- 
pany and  the  works  of  Jewitt  & 
Blodgett,  many  people  concluding 
that  the  latter  is  the  Sunset  com- 
pany. On  the  contrary,  said  com- 
pany was  formed  more  than  ten 
years  ago,  with  its  principal  place; 
of  business  in  Tulare.  Later  its 
lands  were  leased  to  Jewett  & 
Blodget  for  a  term  of  years  and 
the  lease  has  ten  years  yet  to  run. 
The  Sunset  company  has  not  been 
directly  engaged  in  developing  its 
property,  Jewett  &  Blodgett  hav- 
ing that  work  in  hand.  The  latter 
firm  has  many  acres  of  oil  land  in 
its  own  right,  the  Sunset  interest 
and  lease  being  but  a  part  of  the 
whole. 

The  Mammoth  company  after 
going  1000  feet  on  22,  28-28  has 
thrown  up  the  undertaking  as  a 
bad  job.  A  slight  showing  of  oil 
was  found  at  a  comparative  slight 
depth,  but  the  rest  .of  the  way  was 
through  warm  sulphur  water  says 
the  Californian.

A  few  days  ago  Eldorado  No.  1 
broke  loose  and  flooded  everything. 
The  tanks  all  ran  over  and  much 
oil  was  wasted.  This  well  is  now 
believed  to  be  the  equal,  if  not  the 
superior,  of  any  yet  struck  in  the 
McKittrick  district  and  is  rated  at 
400  barrels.  It  is  freaky,  though, 
and  probably  will  continue  to  be 
until  an  inner  casing  is  inserted  to 
take  the  place  of  the  present  one, 
which  is  hopelessly  ripped. 

J.  H.  Bryan  and  J.  E.  Viney  made 
a  trip  to  the  Kern  county  oil  fields 
last  week,  returning  Saturday 
morning.

oil  industry: 

The  oil  production  of  California 
is  now  about  4,500,000  barrels  an- 
nually. This  output  is  being  in- 
creased      very      materially     each 

month  by  the  product  of  the  new 
wells  drilled  to  oil  in  the  different 
districts. 

The  question  most  frequently 
asked  me.  especially  by  capitalists 
and  those  interested  or  likely  to 
be  interested  in  oil  investments  is: 
"Is  there  not  a  possibility  of  over- 
production of  oil  in  California?" 

The  best  answer  to  this  question 
is  to  repeat  the  remark  made  to 
me  a  day  or  two  ago  by  Mr.  Chas. 
Canfield,  of  Chanslor  ec  Canfield, 
which  firm  is  one  of  the  largest 
holders  of  oil  contracts  in  the  state. 
He  said:  "If  I  had  six  times  the  oil 
product  that  I  have  at  present  I 
could'  place  it  all  inside  of  six 
hours." 

The  consumption  of  oil  is  steadily 
increasing,  and  to  my  personal 
knowledge  there  are  dozensof  large 
consumers  of  coal  waiting  for  an  as- 
sured supply  of  crude  petroleum 
before  they  change  their  furnaces 
from  coal  to  oil  burning.  This 
state  will  never  see  the  day  when 
it  will  not  be  able  to  market  its  oil 
for  fuel,  gas-making,  and  the  distil- 
lation of  lubricating  oils. 

There  are  two  main  oil  belts  ex- 
tending through  the  state,  located 
on  the  eastern  and  western  shores 
of  ancient,  pre  historic  seas.  One 
of  these  produces  a  black  and  es- 
sentially fuel  oil,  and  the  other  a 
green  or  gas  oil. 

The  gas  oil  ranges  in  specific 
gravity  from  0.8805  to  °-7777or3°° 
to  500  in  the  Baume  scale.  The 
lighter  grades  of  green  oil  are  util- 
ized for  distillates  and  will  be  han- 
dled in  the  future  for  illuminating 
purposes. 

The  black  or  heavy  oil  makes  an 
ideal  fuel,  as  has  been  proven  by 
twenty  years  of  experience  in  Rus- 
sia and  in  this   country. 

In  using  oil  as  a  fuel  it  is  nec- 
essary to  exercise  considerable 
judgment,  and  to  know  what  kind 
of  oil  as  well  as  what  kind  of  a 
burner  to  use, 

1  know  of  seventy  different 
kinds  of  burners  used  in  burning 
oil  for  fuel,  and  I  have  the  specifi- 
cations of  these.  All  of  these 
have  more  or  less  points  of  dif- 
ference either  in  make,  or  in  the 
manner  of  combustion.  In  burn- 
ing oil  one  must  also  take  into  care- 
ful consideration  the  specific  grav- 
f.y  of  the  oil,  and  the  feed  must  be

An  Inland  ogy,  especially  that 
Sea  of  Oil.  portion  of  it  which 
relates  to  outcrop- 
pings  and  formations  which  indi- 
cate the  presence  of  petroleum, 
assert  that  in  their  opinion  a  vast 
sea  of  oil  underlies  most  of  if  not 
the  entire  San  Joaquin  valley. 

It  has  now  been  demonstrated 
by  actual  development  that  an  oil 
belt  extends  from  the  lower  por- 
tion of  the  San  Joaquin  valley, 
northward  along  each  side  of  the 
valley.  As  the  wells  are  drilled 
on  each  side  of  the  valley  toward 
the  center  of  the  valley  the  oil 
is  still  found  in  as  great  abund- 
ance as  toward  the  edges  of  the 
valley;  as  a  rule  the  wells  reach- 
ing the  oil  at  a  greater  depth  as 
they  are  drilled  out  into  the  plain. 

Scientists  assert  that  this  oil  is 
the  result  of  the  decomposi  ion  of 
vast  quantities  of  animal  matter 
that  for  an  unknown  period  have 
been  buried  under  hundreds  of 
teet  of  superimposed  alluvium. 

One  of  the  main  characteristics 
of  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  as  an  oq 
district  is  that  the  rock  strata  un- 
derlying the  oil  deposits  are  almost 
flat,  there  being  but  little  angle  or 
pitch,  so  that  the  wells  do  not  vary 
greatly  in  depth. 

There  has  been  no  practical  dem- 
onstration made  yet  to  prove  the 
truth  or  the  falsity  of  the  assertion 
that  the  oil  deposit  wid  be  found  in 
great  abundance  in  the  center  of 
the  valley,  and  will  be  reached  at 
no  place  at  a  greater  depth  than 
3000  feet.  This  belief  is  held  by 
many  who  have  made  a  careful 
study  of  the  geological  conditions 
of  the  valley,  and  of  the  develop- 
ments already  made. 

The  Twentieth  Annual  Report 
of  the  United  States  Geologhal 
Survey,  recently  published,  in 
speaking  of  the  oil  fields  of  Califor- 
nia, says;  "The  area  of  the  unal- 
tered strata  that  in  localities  holds 
petroleum  is  estimated  at  40,000 
square  miles.  The  developments 
so  far  have   generally  been    along 


the  steep  flanks  of  the  anti-clinals 
in  the  canyons,  where  the  structure 
is  visible.  There  are  no  doubt 
large  areas  of  productive  strata 
covered  up  by  the  alluvium  car- 
ried down  into  the  plains.  Deeper 
drilling  will  no  doubt  develop  fields 
under  the  conditions  of  more  gen- 
tle angles  or  dips  that  will  be  prolific 
and  more  lasting." 

A  well  3000  feet  can  be  driled 
and  pumped  successfuly.  Hardly 
a  well  has  been  drilled  2000  feet 
in  the  State.  In  many  districts 
a  500  foot  well  is  regarded  as  a 
deep  well,  and  jn  the  Kern  River 
district  today  the  average  depth 
of  wells  yielding  from  50  to  100 
barrels  daily  is  but  800  feet.  In 
other  states  and  in  other  counties 
a  2000  foot  well  is  not  unusual, 
and  the  difficulties  attended  drill- 
ing in  the  San  Joaquin  valley 
would  be  regarded  as  infinitesimal 
in'  almost  any  other  field. 

If  the  opinion  of  scientists  prove 
true, and  if  underlying  the  San  Joa- 
quin Valley  north  and  south,  east 
and  west,  rests  a  great  sea  of  oil, 
California  will  soon  rank  as  the 
greatest  oil-producing  region  in 
the  world,  and  derricks  will  rise 
on  thousands  of  square  miles  of 
territory  that  is  now  of  little  value 
even  for  grazing  purposes,  but 
every  acre  of  which  will  yield  a 
fortune  to  its  owners  and  devel- 
opers in  the  black  sea  of  oil  that 
is  now  lying  hundredsof  feet  be- 
low the  surface  waiting  for  the  ad- 
vent of  the  rapidly  approaching 
drill.

In  Other  Fields.  Kern  county 
oil  fields  than 
in;the  other  counties  where  oil  wells 
are  being  drilled,  still  there  are 
other  districts  where  the  develop- 
ments n'-,w  being  made  bid  fair  to 
bring  them  up  to  a  place  about 
equal  with  Kern  county  in  point 
of  production. 

This  is  especially  true  of  Iresno 
county.  Already  famous  on  ac- 
count of  its  Coalinga  district  where 
are  the  wells  of  the  Home  Oil  Com- 
pany, Chanslor  &  Canfield,  the 
Coalinga  Oil  Company  and  other 
companies  that  have  just  reached 
the  oil  sand  or  are  in  process  of 
drilling.  Lately  the  strikes  made 
in  this  district  by  the  Caribou,  the 
Oil  City  Petroleum  Co.,  the  Cali- 
fornia Oil  and  Gas,  the  Indepen- 
dence, Phoenix  and  other  com- 
panies prove  that  the  area  of  oil- 
bearing  land  is  much  larger  than 
at  first  supposed.  Already  a  ter- 
ritory has  been  developed  of  suffi- 
cient area  to  accommodate  hun- 
dreds of  wells,  and  as  these  yield 
at  least  an  average  of  100  barrels 
a  day  the  output  of  the  Coalinga 
district  alone  will  soon  equal  the 
present  output  of  the  entire  state. 
It  is  known  that  the  oil  belt  west 
of  Coalinga  is  also  very  prolific, 
and  the  country  along  the  line  of 
San  Benito  and  Fresno  counties 
is  being  watched  with  great  inter- 
est as  the  drills  of  the  Big  Panoche, 


Fresno- Alpha.Dos  Palos  and  other 
companies  are  rapidly  working 
down  toward  the  oil  sand.  If 
these  wells  strike  oil,  an  oil  terri- 
tory will  be  opened  up  as  large  if 
not  larger  than  then  Kern  field  1 
while  the  oil  will  be  of  a  much 
lighter  gravity  than  the  Kern 
county  product  and  more  easily 
handled.

There  is  more 
vim  and  enthusiasm  among  the  oil 
men  of  Los  Angeles  in  a  week  than 
can  be  found  in  San  Francisco  in  a 
month.  There  the  oil  men  pull 
together  —  producers,  consumers 
and  brokers — and  each  one  seems 
interested  in  the  other's  success. 
Here  there  is  too  much  apparent 
jealousy,  and  if  some  one  seems 
likely  to  mate  a  penny  others  are 
ready  to  break  up  the  deal  if  pos- 
sible. 

We  do  not  know  how  just  these 
censures  may  be,  when  applipd  to 
the  oil  men,  but  we  know  that 
there  has  been  too  much  of  this 
spirit  shown  in  the  State.  If  a  man 
comes  to  town  and  looks  at  A's  lot, 
he  finds  B  coming  to  him,  as  owner 
of  the  adjoining  lot,  to  tell  him  that 
he  will  be  cheated  if  he  btrys  A's 
lot.  It  is'the  same  with  a  mine,  an 
oii  well  or  a  store.  B  thinks  that 
he  will  sell  his  own  property  if  he 
can  break  up  the  sale  of  A's  prop- 
erty. Even  long  experience  has 
not  shown  him  that  if  the  sale  is 
broken  up,  the  would-be  purchaser 
does  not  invest  in  another  property 
in  the  same  district,  but  takes  him- 
self and  his  money  elsewhere. 

The  way  to  make  business  is  to 
further  whatever  business  comes 
along.  If  you  see  Smith  likely  to 
make  a  good  trade,  don't  say  to 
yourself:  "If  I  can  spoil  that  trade, 
I  can  get  that  customer  for  myself." 
You  can't  do  it.  You  can  only 
drive  him  away,  and  help  to 
give  your  place  and  yourself  a 
black  eye.  Pull  together,  and  re- 
member that  if  one  man  has  good 
luck,  he  can't  keep  all  the  benefits 
to  himself.  The  prosperity  of  a 
town  or  city  is  only  the  prosperity 
of  the  men  in  it,  and  every  man  who 
betters  himself  helps  all  the  rest. 
Just  remember  that  the  next  time 
you  are  tempted  to  break  up  a  bar- 
gain.— S.  F.  Examiner.

would  have  been  willing  to  sell  at 
a  figure  that  would  not  now  be 
considered  by  them. 

Recent  development  in  the  Oil 
City  fields  seems  to  be  of  a  nature 
that  will  make  those  who  have 
taken  Fresno  money  and  soaked 
it  into  Kern  county  fields,  wonder 
why  they  didn't  stay  at  home  and 
spend  their  coin  where  it  would 
have  stood  a  better  show  of  win- 
ning out  than  they  ever  did  stand 
in  Kern  county.

First — That  in  view  of  tin 
that  the  great  bulk  of  crude  oil 
purchased  between  12  and  1  deg. 
gravity  is  used  as  fuel  oil.  varying 
little  in  character  except  as  to  the 
gravity,  we  recommend  that  the 
classification  of  grades  be  made  to 
refer  only  to  the  cleanliness  of  the 
oils,  or  the  amount  of  water  and 
sediment  contained  therein,  and 
which  can  be  ascertained  by  what 
is  known  as  the  gasoline  test. 

Second — It  is  recommended  that 
all  crude  petroleum  dealt  in  on  or 
off  the  exchange  by  members  shall 
be  graded  into  four  classes,  as  fol- 
lows, ol  any  gravity  between  12 
and  18  deg.  inclusive: 

Grade  No.  1 — Containing  not  to 
exceed  3  per  cent,  water  or  sedi- 
ment. 

Grade  No.  2 — Containing  not  to 
exceed  10  per  cent,  water  or  sedi- 
ment. 

Grade  No.  3 — Containing  not  to 
exceed  20  per  cent,  water  or  sedi- 
ment. 

Any  grade  containing  above  20 
per  cent  of  water  or  sediment  to  be 
graded  as  No.  4.  and  subject  to  a 
special  contract  between  buyer  and 
seller. 

Third — As  to  the  gravity  of  oil, 
your  committee  does  not  consider 
that  there  is  any  great  difference  in 
the  fuel  value  of  petroleum  be- 
tween the  gravities-of  12  and  18 
deg.,  Baume,  inclusive,  of  the  same 
grade.  Experience  seems  to  have 
proven  that  there  is  a  better  fuel  in 
the  heavier  oils,  water  and  sediment 
being  eliminated. 

Fourth — The  gravity  of  oils  is  to 
be  determined  or  ascertained  by  the 
use  of  the  standard  Baume  scale 
for  heavy  liquids,  at  a  temperature 
of  60  deg.  Fah,  proper  allowance  to 
be  made  for  variation  from  this 
temperature. 

Fifth — The  "gasoline  test,"  as 
above  referred  to,  is  the  adoption  of 
the  following  method  of  ascertain- 
ing the  percentage  of  water  or  sed- 
iment contained  in  crude  petroleum, 
namely:  To  50  or  100  partsof  crude 
oil  are  added  50  or  100  parts  of 
gasoline,  for  which  we  recommend 
as  a  covenient  means  of  doing  so 
the  graduated  "centimeter"  tubes 
of  glass  on  which  are  indicateddi- 
visions  into  100  pares.  The  gaso- 
line and  oil  being  well  shaken  to 
combine  them,  and  submitted  to  a 
temperature  not  lower  than  60  deg. 
Fah.,  during  twenty-four  hours  will 
then  show  as  a  precipitation  if  any, 
the  percentage  of  water  and  sedi- 
ment, indicating  the  grade  or  class- 
ification of  the  oil  as  above.

Pacific  Coast  Oil  News 

RECENT  DEVELOPMENTS  IN  OIL  IN  VARIOUS  PARTS 
OF  THE  STATE. 


FRESNO. 

The  Phoenix  Oil  Company,  op- 
erating on  20,  15-10,  in  the  Coalin- 
ga  district  have  struck  black  oil  at 
the  depth  of  534  feet,  and  the 
pump  showed  an  output  of  seven 
barrels  an  hour  for  ten  hours. 

Truman  G.  Hart  received  a  letter 
from  James  A.  McClurg,  Jr.,  who  is 
at  Oil  City,  that   the   Phoenix    Oil 
Company,  which   is   operating   on 
the   south   half  of    the   northwest 
quarter  of  the  southeast  quarter  of 
20,  19-15,  had  struck  the  oil   sand, 
and   that   the  oil   had  risen  in  the 
well    to   the   height   of    200   feet. 
W  rk  was  suspended  and  the  man- 
ager was  wired  for  instructions.  He 
ordered    that    pumping    be    com- 
menced,   which    was    accordingly 
done.     The  sand  is  very  similar  to 
that  found  on    28,  which  is  rather 
sigulai,  and  the  real  meaning  of  it 
has  not  yet  been  determined.     It  is 
a  very  encouraging  strike,  however, 
for  all  the  companies  operating  on 
that   and  adjoining   sections,    and 
particularly  for  the  Crescent  Com- 
pany, which   is  located  just  south. 
Another  strike  was  reported  to  have 
taken  place  at  Oil  City,  but  it  could 
not   be   verified,  as  the  officials  of 
the   company  refused   to   say  any- 
thing about  it.     It  is   said  on  good 
authority,  however,    that    28    Oil 
Company  made  a  big   strike  a  few 
days  ago  in  the  well  which  it   has 
been  putting  down   on  the  north- 
east quarter  of  28,  19-15.     Though 
the    well   is   down   over    100    feet, 
work  on  it  has  not  been  very  long 
in   progress,  as   nothing   has   ever 
happened  to  delay  operations.  This 
strike  was   made  in  the  second  oil 
sand,  and  is  said  to  be  oi  such  mag- 
nitude  that   no   attempt    will    be 
made  to  go  any  deeper  in  this  well, 
but  that  a  new  well  will  be  started 
at  once.     T.  G.  Hart  is  president  of 
this   company  and  Jacob   Clark  is 
secretary. 

HUMBOLDT. 

A  dispatch  from  Ferndale  says: 
The  Mcintosh  Coal  Oil  Company 
has  ordered  lumber  sufficient  to 
make  three  additional  derricks.  It) 
is  said  here  that  another  complete 
apparatus  for  boring  will  be  sent 
here  from  San  Francisco  during 
the  next  few  weeks  to  be  used  in 
operations  at  McNutt's  Gulch.  Mr. 
Mcintosh  will  expend  over  a  quar- 
ter of  a  million  dollars  during  the 
summer  in  his  efforts  to  find  oil,  it 
is  said. 


A  rig  has   arrived    for    the  Mt 
Diablo  company. 

Boring  .will  be  resumed   on  sec- 
30,  29-30  in    a  short  while. 

Canfield  &Chanslor  have  a  good 
showing  of  oil  on  the  SE^    of  29. 


The  Raven  Pass  company  has 
begun  drilling  in  the  Devil's  Den 
district. 

Uncle  Sam  is  nicely  started  on 
35,  28-27.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
oil  lies  at  a  depth  of  800  feet. 

Junction  No.  1,  is  pronounced  to 
be  a  fifty  barrel  well.  The  rig  is 
now  moving  to  No.  2. 

The  Wilson  Oil  company  of  Los 
Angeles  is  soon  to  get  into  the 
business  of  producing  in  the  Kern 
River. 

The  150-barrel  well  of  the  Reed 
company  on  32  is  being  pumped 
night  and  day  and  continues  to 
hold  out  at  the  pace  it  first  set  for 
itself. 

The  five  and  five-eighth  in  the 
Grace  well  is  "froze"  to  the  out- 
side casing  and  all  efforts  to  get  it 
loose  have  so  far  been  unsuccess- 
ful. The  derrick  for  No.  2  has 
been  finished. 

Kern  oil  No.  8  has  been  com- 
pleted and  No.  9  will  be  finished 
in  a  few  days.  As  soon  as  the 
pumping  plant  now  on  the  ground 
has  been  set  up,  production  will 
begin.  The  Water  Supply  com- 
pany's line  will  reach  the  works 
tomorrow. 

The  New  Slocau  company  struck 
oil  last  Friday  afternoon  on  its 
property  on  the  NWJ(  of  29,  28-28, 
at  a  depth  of  490  feet.  The  drill 
was  in  forty  feetof  fine  sand  Friday 
evening.  This  strike  is  significant 
in  being  on  the  extreme  northeast- 
ern edge  of  the  known  oil  territory 
and  adds  a  considerable  amount  of 
land  to  the  belt. 

The  Reed  company  is  now  ship- 
ping a  carload  of  oil  per  day  and 
within  a  week  will  treble  that 
quantity,  new  wells  coming  in. 
The  plant  on  34  is  being  set  up. 
The  company  has  now  ten  tank 
wagons,  four  having  arrived  re- 
cently. Well  No.  1  on  32,  turns 
out  to  be  capable  of  producing 
close  to  [50  barrels,  a  pumping 
test  having  demonstrated  its  capac- 
ity. Three  rigs  are  about  to  be- 
gin additional  wells  on  34. 


The  collapsed  casing  in  Peer- 
less No.  5  is  being  pulled. 

A  second  rig  will  probably  be 
added  soon  by  the  New    Slocan. 

A  well  is  being  bored  at  the 
mouth  of  Salt  Creek  canyon.  It  is 
now  down  400  feet, 

The  derricks  which  blew  down 
Friday  are  being  rebuilt.  The 
damage  was  general  throughout 
the  field. 

According  to  the  terms  of  the 
original  lease  the  Reed  company 
has  absorbed  the  880  acres  of  the 
"34"  company,  pay  therefor  $17,- 
600. 

The  Kern  Oil  Land  Develop- 
ment company  has  succeeded  in 
rescuing  its  tools,  but  the  lower 
joint  of  the  casing  being  twisted 
the  string  is  being  pulled, 

An  analysis  of  the  Sacramento 
company  oil  recently  made  at  the 
State  University  labratory  shows 
it  to  contain  sixty-two  per  cent  of 
lubricants* 

Scrippers  are  becoming  opera- 
tors. A  company  of  them  is 
forming  to  develop  26,  28-27, 
which  land,  however,  they  con- 
trol not  only  through  the  scrip, 
but  also  by  owning  the  mineral 
locations. 

The  Mt.  Diablo  company  will 
soon  be  drilling  on  the  fractional 
strip  lying  on  the  west  of  30,  28-28, 
having  received  its  rig.  The  tract 
is  one  'mile  long  and  contains 
twenty  acres. 

The  Pacific  Consolidated  which 
is  composed  of  the  Kern  River 
company  people  is  sinking  a  well 
between  McKittrick  and  Sunset, 
a  short  distance  over  the  San  Luis 
county  line.

The  Hanford  Drilling  Company 
closed  a  contract  to  drill  a  well  for 
the  Lord  Roberts  Oil  Company 
on  section  2,  township  28,  range 
28,  and  will  begin  work  this  week. 

The  northeast  quarter  of  section 
24,  28-27  was  sold  Friday  by  W.  E. 
Knowles  and  W.  T.  Sesnon  to 
Chanslor  &  Canfield  for  $20,000. 
There  are  no  developments  on  the 
ground  nor  nearer  than  the  Gray 
Eagle's  well  about  one  mile  dis- 
tant, but  the  purchasers  will  sink 
a  well  immediately. 

Chanslor  and  Canfield's  lease  on 
a  forty-acre  strip  adjoining  the 
Central  Point  in  14,  29-28  was 
sold  Fiiday  to  Southern  Califor- 
hia  parties  for  $43,000.

The  other 
eight  are  doing  about  60  barrels 
each.  All  of  the  production  of  this 
company  has  been  contracted  to 
Southern  Pacific  Co.  for  five  years 
J.  J.  Mack  of  Bakersfield  is  at  the 
head  of  the  company.  No  stock  is 
for  sale.  The  company  will  keep 
on  sinking  wells  as  fast  as  possible. 

There     are    indications   that    a 
change  is   pending  in  the  McKit- 
trick company's   well.      For  many 
weeks,  says  the  Californjan,  it  has 
been  flowing  an  immense  quantity 
of  artesian  water  with  a  small  per- 
centage of  oil,  but    recent   visitors 
to  the  well  report  that   there   is   a 
marked  change  in  its  output.      At 
times,  and  for  periods  lasting   sev- 
eral   minutes,     the     water   comes 
black  with  oil,  and  in   the   stream 
that  runs  away  from  the  well,  the 
oil  can  be  seen  on   the   sufrace   of 
the  water.      These    occasions    are 
becoming   more   frequent     in    the 
history  of  the  well,  and  it   is   now 
proposed  to   make   some  arrange- 
ment to  separate  the  oil   from   the 
water,  it  being  claimed  that  a  suffi- 
cient quantity  of  oil  is   flowing  to 
justify  saving  it.     Tim  Spallacy,  a 
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The  Whale  Oil  Co.  arc  again 
boring,  after  delay  of  two  wicks 
due  to  the  11011  arrival  of  casing, 
of  which  2OO0  feet  were  ordered 
from  the  Bast  many  weeks  ago. 
The  casing  came  to  hand  curly 
in  the  week.  A  depth  of  450  feet 
had  been  obtained  prior  to  the  en- 
forced cessation  of  operations,  and 
the  drill  was  then  in  the  hard 
shale  strata  that  overlies  the  oil 
sand  in  that  belt.  The  strata 
pissed  through  are  identical  with 
those  in  the  Coalings  field,  twelve 
miles  distant. 

K.  R.  Bush  came  over  from  the 
oil  fields  Thursday  night,  and  re- 
ports everything  quiet  there  at 
present.  Hesaid  things  were  lively 
there  for  a  little  while  a  few  days 
ago,  when  a  party  went  out  meas- 
uring wells.  Coming  to  one  seem- 
ingly quiet  one,  they  removed  the 
cap,  and  as  everything  seemed  se- 
rene within,  they  proceeded  to  take 
its  depth,  and  during  operations 
she  appeared  to  take  advantage  of 
the  removal  of  the  cap.  and  with 
one  gnsh  oil  spurted  into  the  air 
about  thirty  feet,  completely 
drenching  the  working  party  with 
oil.  It  will  very  likely  prove  to  be 
an  excellent  well. 

LOS  ANGELES. 

The  Pennsylvania  Oil  Company 
is  pumping  eight  wells,  using  nat- 
ural gas  as  power. 

The  Ohio  Oil  Company  is  about 
ready  to  begin  operations  on  its 
property  near  the  northwest  cor- 
ner of  first  street  and  Vernon  ave.

Sargent's  station.  It  is  the  center 
of  a  fine  agricultural  country  that 
produces  wheat  abundantly  when 
there  is  a  sufficient  rainfall.  There 
is  also  quite  a  large  acreage  in  or- 
chards, while  in  late  years  the  beet 
sugarindustry  has  been  engaged  in 
quite  extensively.  There  are  sev- 
eral general  merchandise  stores  and 
considerable  business  is  transacted 
in  the  village.  If  the  opinion  of 
competent  oil  experts  is  correct 
San  Juan  will  soon  be  the  center  of 
a  most  important  oil  district,  not 
important  simply  because  oil  is  ex- 
pected to  be  found  in  large  quanti- 
ties, but  because  the  oil  is  superior 
to  any  thus  far  found  in  the  State 
for  refining  purposes.  Expert  Og- 
den  has  made  a  careful  examination 
of  this  territory,  spending  several 
weeks  in  personal  research,  and  is 
confident  that  this  territory  will 
soon  equal  in  importance  any  oil 
district  thus  far  developed.  If  his 
predictions  prove  true,  and  thus  far 
he  has  not  made  a  mistake,  San 
Juan  will  soon  grow  from  an  unim- 
portant village  to  a  thriving,  bust- 
ling oil  town. 

SAN    LUIS     OBISPO. 

There  are  now  six  companies 
busy  at  work  tripping  the  drill,  and 
there  are  indications  that  this  num- 
ber will  be  increased  soon.

line  oil  sand  has  been  developed. 
The  casing  is  now  down  and  is  fol- 
lowing the  drill.  The  oil  developed 
is  about  the  same  as  that  loi  nd  in 
the  oil  of  the  Oil  City  Petroleum 
Company,  near  by,  and  is  heavier 
than  the  oil  found  by  Chanslo 
Can  field  and  the  Home  Oil  Com- 
pany. It  is  heavier  in  gravity  and 
contains  a  much  greater  per  cent  of 

lubricating  oil.  Experts  say  that 
the  strata  from  which  this  oil  sand  is 

developed  are  not  the  same  as  that 
from  which  the  oil  sand  is  devel- 
oped on  section  20,  where  the  Home 
Oil,  Coalinga  and  other  companies 
are  located. 

It  is  believed  that  when  the 
strata  now  being  pierced  in  the 
Independence  are  entirely  gone 
through  that  after  this  will  be 
found  the  strata  from  which  the 
oil  is  produced  that  is  found  in  the 
Home  Oil  and  Coalinga  Oil  Com- 
panies, although  it  may  be  neces- 
sary to  go  several  hundred  feet 
deeper  than  in  the  last  named 
companies. 

There  are  experts  familar  witli

There  is  no 
doubt  but  that  the  Independence 
people  have  struck  an  exceeding- 
ly valuable  body  of  oil  sand,  and  if 
it  extends  south  and  east.as  there  is 
every  reason  to  believe  it  does  it 
will  open  up  a  new  oil  territory 
which  will  add  greatly  to  the  oil 
output  of  the  state,

PIPE  LINE  AND  STORAGE. 


An  important  development  in 
the  oil  business  has  taken  place 
within  the  last  few  days.  The  re- 
presentative of  the  larger  pro- 
ducers of  petroleum  in  the  person 
of  Edward  Strasburg,  the  manager 
of  the  Oil  Storage  and  Transpor- 
tation Co  of  Los  Angeles,  has  been 
visiting  this  city  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  a  central  station  for 
the  surplus  of  oil  that  is  being  pro- 
duced in  the  interior  of  this  State, 
as,  after  due  consideration  it  was 
deemed  wise  to  make  San  Fran- 
cisco the  principal  and  central 
point  for  this  service.  While  the 
taking  up  of  this  branch  of  the 
business  is  in  a  moderate  way  at 
the  start,  it  may,  from  appearances 
grow  to  extended  proportions  in 
the  creation  of  a  large  storage 
plant  on  the  bay  of  San  Francisco, 
that  the  surplus  oil  product  from 
Los  Angeles  and  along  the  coast 
counties  may  be  delivered  in  San 
Francisco  by  tank  steamers  and  de- 
posited in  storage,  making  it  pos- 
sible to  enter  into  long-time  and 
important  contracts  with  the 
larger  consumers  of  the  fuel. 

Strasburg  says  he  is  meeting 
with  great  encouragement  on  the 
part  of  manufacturers,  and  from 
present  appearances  oil  as  a  fuel 
will  become  an  important  factor  in 
manufacturing  in  this  city  and 
smaller  manufacturers  in  the  in- 
terior will  be  encouraged, if  an  ac- 
cumulation of  oil  can  be  depend- 
ed upon  in  San  Francisco  as  a 
central  point,  to  supply  the  in- 
terior with  regularity.  Strasburg 
says,  he  realizes  the  importance  of 
coming  to  the  metropolis  as  the 
central  point  for  this  purpose  and 
he  feels  satisfied  that  it  must  re- 
sult in  a  great  benefit  to  manu- 
facturing generally. 

The  outlook  is  promising  for  an 
other  important  storage  plant  in 
the  upper    San    Joaquin     valley, 


probably  at  Bakersfield,  where  the 
larger  producers  are  familiar  with 
methods  employed  in  Southern 
California  on  these  same  lines. 
The  important  move  made  by  the 
Santa  Fe  Railway  of  using  oil  on 
its  entire  system  is  promoting  the 
use  of  oil  throughout  the  valley, 
and  with  a  principal  plant  for 
storage  distribution  of  the  fuel  can 
be  made  throughout  the  valle> 
very  systematically.  The  refin- 
ing plant  of  Jewett  &  Blodget  at 
the  Sunset  dtstrict  will  be  enlarg- 
ed very  materially,  owing  to  the 
developments  in  that  section, 
which  promise  a  standard  marked 
price  for  the  entire  output  of  the 
territory. 

There  is  a  company  which  has 
for  twelve  months  been  preparing 
an  elaborate  scheme,  which  will  re- 
sult in  the  thoiough  piping  of  all 
the  large  producing  districts  in  the 
interior  of  the  state.  Surveyors 
have  been  in  the  field  for  the  last 
two  months,  and  are  still  at  work 
gathering  data  of  all  the  producing 
wells,  their  location,  output,  etc 
The  data  thus  obtained  pertains  to 
every  district  where  oil  has  been 
found.  A  force  is  now  at  work  pre; 
paring  elaborate  maps  showing  the 
location  of  the  proposed  pipe  lines- 
storage  tanks,  etc.,  etc.  The  main 
pipe  lines  will  be  laid  at  once,  and 
contracts  are  already  being  let  for 
8f£-inch  mains  through  the  central 
portions  of  the  district,  laterals 
being  run  from  the  mains  to  the 
wells  of  the  different  companies. 

The  company  is  composed  of 
Eastern  oil  men,  who  have  had  vast 
experience  in  the  Pennsylvania 
fields,  and  understand  the  oil  busi- 
ness from  A  to  Z.  They  have 
abundant  capital  at  their  dis- 
posal, and  will  furnish  a  market 
if  need  be  for  the  entire  oil  out- 
put of  the  State. 

The  company  has  the  co  opera- 
tion ot  all  the  leading  producers 
in  the  State,  and  will- be  of  great 
benefit  to  the  oil  industry  in  general 
by  being  able  to  afford  an  ample 
supply  of  oil  to  consumers  in  quan- 
tities ro  suit,  and  of  a  quality  which 
will  meet  the  varying  wants  of  con- 
sumers who  may  require  oil  of  va- 
rious degrees  of  gravity. 

The  plans  of  this  company  are  so 
far  advanced  that  they  will  be  able 
to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  dif- 
ferent fields  in  the  shortest  possi- 
ble time,  the  magnitude  and  im- 
portance of  the  enterprise  being 
such  as  to  necessitate  most  careful 
prreparation. 


Opportunity   of  Petroleum 

Tli e  advocates  o!  liquid  luel  all 
along  contended  that  there  is  prac- 
tically only  one  obstacle  in  the 
way  of  the  more  general  adoption 
of  petroleum  tor  fuel  purposes,  viz: 
its  cost.  The  present  critical  state 
of  the  coal  trade,  not  only  of  this 
country  but  throughout  the  world, 
suggests  it  as  being  a  very  favor- 
able time  for  the  extension  of  the 
use  of  liquid  fuel  in  the  place  of 
solid    fuel.      The  price  of  coal  has 


probably  risen  to  the  highest  fig 
ure  we  may  see  for  some  years, 
which  therefore  means  that  the 
adoption  of  petroleum  for  power 
purposes  might  be  indulged  in 
with  a  chance  of  much  smaller 
monetary  loss  than  in  normal 
times.  Evidence  is  plentiful  that 
the  present  condition  of  affairs  in 
the  coal  trade  will  not  be  of  alvery 
transient  character.  The  engin- 
eering workshops  are  at  the  pres- 
ent time  fully  occupied  with  con- 
tracts a  long  way  ahead,  ivhile 
other  elements  are  apparently  cov- 
ering which  will  make  the  price  of 
fuel  perhaps  even  dearer  than  it 
is.  The  introduction  of  liquid  fuel 
has  usually  made  considerable 
progress  when  similar  economic 
conditions  have  prevailed,  as  in 
Canada,  Russia,  and  other  coun- 
tries. It  would  therefore  seem  to 
be  a  very  opportune  moment  for 
those  who  recognize  its  value  for 
power  porposes  to  put  their  belief 
into  practical  shape. — Petroleum 
Review,  (London.)

J  W.  Churchill  has  taken  a  con- 
tract to  drill  a  prospect  well  for 
one  of  the  numerous. new  oil  com- 
panies that  have  recently  sprung 
into  existence  in  Ventnra  county. 
He  left  Summerland  this  week,  ac- 
companied by  G.  H.  Flick.  He 
returned  Friday  after  setting  Mr. 
Flick  to  building  a  new  .  .rig 
and  will  go  back  next  Tuesday.

Mr.  A  Iiarion,  an  expert  <m  oil 
lands,  who  for  the  past  three

RECENT  DEVELOPMENTS  IN  OIL  IN  VARIOUS  PARTS 
OF  THE  STATE. 


COLUSA. 
R.  H.  Herron  is  again  drilling 
his  oil  well  in  Colusa  county. 
Drilling  operations  were  delayed 
for  a  considerable  period  owing  to 
the  inferior  casing.  The  old  cas- 
ing has  been  pulled  out  and  a  new 
and  substantial  casing  inserted  in 
its  pla'ce.  Drilling  operations  are 
now  progressing  rapidly  and  the 
well  will  be  bored  to  a  great  depth 
in  order  to  prove  the  truth  or  falsity 
of  the  assertion  that  oil  is  to  be 
found  in  Colusa  county. 

FRESNO. 

The  Mutual  No.  i  is  now  down 
one  hundred  and  fifty  feet. 

The  Great  Western  and  Star  will 
soon  begin  spudding. 

The  Investment  No.  i  is  now 
down  over  a  thousand  feet. 

Selrna  No.- 2  is  down  a  thousand 
feet,  with  good  indicatio»s. 

The  Home  No.  5  is  in  the  oil 
sand,  with  600  feet  of  oil  in  the 
hole. 

The  Phoenix  well,  oil  in  which 
was  struck  recently,  is  now  pump- 
ing 125  barrels  of  oil  daily. 

The  Nonpariel  Oil  Company 
commenced  drilling  at  Bitterwater- 
last  Monday. 

Several  ot  the  oil  companies,  op- 
erating in  the  Panoche  section, 
have  lost  their  drills  in  the  wells 
and  are  greatly  delayed  in  conse- 
quence. 

The  Phoenix  Oil  Company  is 
feeling  fine  over  its  recent  strike 
of  a  35  barrel  well  at  380  feet.  The 
company  expects  next  week  to  be- 
gin drilling  another  well. 

The  drill  of  the  Home  oil  com- 
pany in  the  new  well  is  now  down 
in  the  oil  sand  and  the  oil  stands 
500  feet  in  depth  in  the  casing. 
The  engine  has  been  moved  back 
further  from  the  derrick,  for  fear 
of  ah  explosion  when  the  flow 
comes,  resulting  from  the  rush  of 
gases,  and  the  upper  strings  of 
casing  are  being  removed  to  be 
replaced  by  another  string. 

The  sons  of  Judge  Bedford,  the 
Fresno  oil  expert  and  oil  land 
owner,  and  the  sons  of  A.  L.  Kirk- 
patrick,  one  of  the  promoters  of  the 
Fresno-Alpha  and  London  Compa- 
nies, have  secured  a  fine  body  of 
oil  land  nearthe  lands  cf  the  Fresno- 
Alpha  Company,  and  with  other 
young  men  will  soon  launch  anew 
company  on  the  market.  The  boys 
have  not  yet  decided  what  to  name 
the  corporation,  they  having  to 
choOse  among  a  number  of  names 
already  suggested,  such  as  "The 
Girls'  Favorite,"  "Our  Darling's 
Oil  Company,"  "The  Always 
Ready,"  "The   Real  Thing,"    etc., 


etc.  The  boys  have  a  fine  set  of 
drilling  tools,  and  are  ready  for  op- 
erations.

A  letter  received  by  the  Paci- 
fic Oil  Reporter  jrom  Glenn 
county  states  that  drilling  opera- 
tions are  expected  to  commence 
there  within  a  very  few  days.  A 
rig  has  been  purchased  and  will 
be  put  in  operation  probably 
within  thirty  days  at  the  outside. 
The  country  to  be  developed  first 
is  that  which  lies  about  ten  miles 
from  Fruto,  on  a  spur  tract  which 
extends  west  andsouth  of  Willows. 


Uncle  Sam  on  35,  28-27  is  down 
200  feet. 

The  Grace  Oil  company  has  its 
rig  at  work  boring  a  water  well. 

Whittier  &  Green  have  a  fine 
new  well  on  SE  #  ot  the  NE  % 
of  30. 

The  Cresent  company  is  to  be- 
gin drilling  on  the  SW  %  of  the 
S  E  %  of  30  within  less  than  sixty 
days. 

Herron  &  Co.  last  week  received 
two  carloads  of  rigs  and  boilers. 
Three  of  the  rigs  w  re  for  the 
Thirtythree  pompany. 

The  value  of  the  strike  the  New 
Slocan  made  last  Friday  is  confirm- 
ed by  subsequent  drilling.  The 
well  shows  up  fine. 

Little  headway  is  being  made  in 
getting  through  the  artesian  water 
streak  the  Beaver  company  drop- 
ped into  on  36,  28-28. 

The  Independent  began  drilling 
last  week  on  the  W  %  of  the  SE  % 
of  28,  28-28  where  it  has  a  twenty- 
year  lease  on  a   twenty-acre  tract. 

The  Cosmopolitan  on  32,  27-29 
buckled  a  casing  at  500  feet  and 
has  been  delayed  in  consequence. 
The  trouble  is  now  about  ended 
and  drilling  will  soon  be    resumed. 

The  Bonanza  comppny  has  lev- 
ied au  assessment  of  one  cent  per 
share  on  its  capital  stock.  With 
the  money  so  raised  it  intends 
commencing  operations  on  its  land 
in  the  Templor  district. 

The  West  Shore  now  has  four 
wells  and  expects  to  have  three 
others  by  the  end  of  May  at  which 
time  the  railroad  will  probably  be 
in  operation,  The  company  has 
a  pumping  plant  on  the  ground 
and  it  will  be  installed  at  once. 

The  San  Joaquin's  well  No.  4  on 
section  5  has  328  feet  of  oil  sand, 
the  last  stratum  of  sand  being 
eighty  feet  in  thickness.  This  is 
the  greatest  depth  of  sand  yet  re- 
ported in  the  Kern   river   district. 


It  is  said  that  Chansldr  &  Can- 
fidid  are  also  looking  in  that  direc- 
tion. 

Canfield  &  Chanslor  have  pur- 
chased eighty  acres  of  the  Gray 
Eagle   land. 

Hicks  is  ready  to  drill  on  Mam- 
moth ground,  south  half  of  12,  29- 
28. 

The  Sacramento  oil  enmpany 
has  a  new  Standard  to  supplant 
the  portable  rig    recently  burned. 

The  new  Slocan  on  20  is  in  the 
third  sand  at  600  feet. 

The  Cantau  on  14,  28-27  is  now 
down  nearly  500  feet. 

T.  P.  Spiers  will  begin  drilling 
on  20,  28-28  within  a  week. 

Canfield  is  working  on  the 
Bakersfield  company  unfinished 
well  on  12,  29-28. 

H.  H.  Schultz  will  attempt  to 
sink  the  Pioneer,  Barker  Ranch, 
deeper  with  a  hydraulic  rig. 

The  well  being  bored  on  the 
line  of  31  and  32,  28-29  for  the 
Rio  Bravo  and  White  Range  com- 
panies is  down  about  300   feet. 

Last  Wednesday  evening  Ro- 
per, Jewett  &  Blodgett  struck 
oil  on  the  NEX  of  section  34, 
28-28,  near  the  center  of  the 
section. 

The  West  Shore  No.  4  blew  out 
at  least  five  barrels  of  oil  last  Wed- 
nesday when  a  few  perforations 
had  been  made  in  the  casing.  It 
was  the  biggest  belch  yet  reported 
from  the  River  district. 

The  oil  men's  telephone  line  is 
to  be  put  in  as  soon  as  possible.  It 
is  estimated  that  the  system  will 
embrace  '  about  fifteen  miles  of 
wire. 

Newton,  Carman  &  Somes  have 
finished  their  water  well  and  are 
ready  to  start  up  on  No.  2.  They 
are  putting  up  a  big  storage  tank. 

J.  B.  Tread  well  has  made  an  ex- 
cellent road  at  McKittrick  by 
throwing  up  an  embankment  and 
spreading  oil  sand  over  it  to  a 
depth  of  about  three  inches.  The 
material  packs  with  travel  and  be- 
comes like  a  pavement. 

Section  12  is  receiving  atten- 
tion. The  Bakersfield  company 
is  scraping  out  a  foundation  for  a 
derrick  and  Hicks  et  al  are  putting 
a  rig  on  the  south  half  of  the  sec- 
tion on  land  owned  by  the  Mon- 
arch company. 

S.  F.  Lieb,  the  San  Jose  attorney 
who  has  a  lease  on  a  large  tract 
of  land  belonging  to  Miller  &  Lux 
at  Templor,  was  at  Bakersfield 
this  week  to  make  arrangements 
for  drilling.  Mr.  Lieb  is  accom- 
panied by  C.  F.  Singletary  who 
will  have  charge  of  affairs. 

An  offer  of  $180,000  for  a  three 
fifth  interest  in  a  quarter  section 
of  land  in  the  River  district,  was 
refused  a  day  or  two  ago,  says  the 
Bakersfield  Californian.  This  is 
at  the  rate  of  $300,000  for  the  quar- 
ter and  $1,875  per  acre.

28-28. 

The  Brown  is  putting  in  its 
third  string  of  casing.  It  is  down 
950  feet  in  clay. 

The  Enreka  is  down  66b  feet 
and  is  progressing  satis factftfily; 
Oil  is  expected  to  be  found  at  800 
feet. 

Within  the  last  few  days  a  tract 
of  land  in  the  McKittrick  district 
near  the  property  of  the  Diamond 
Oil  company  was  sold  for  $130,060. 

Superintendent  Mannell  of  the 
Sunrise  Oil  and  Development  Co. 
statets  that  he  is  down  sixty  feet 
on  ii,  29*21.  The  site  of  the  well 
is  on  a  pleateau  just  out  of  the 
hills. 

Superintendent  Kerr  6f  the 
Comet  company  is  convinced  that 
he  has  a  200-barrel  well  on  the 
southwest  corner  of  the  SE  %  Of 
28,  28-28.  The  well  was  &  good 
one  when  the  bed  ofelay  in*  which 
casings  are  usually  landed  W  as  met, 
but  the  management  determined  to 
go  still  deeper  and  in  so  doing 
struck  other  sand  that  is  estimated 
to  be  capable  of  yielding  100  bar- 
rels per  day.

PORTION  OF  THE  COALINGA  OIL  FIELDS 
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De  Camp  expects  to  begin  opera, 
tions  within  a  week  or  ten  days, 
two  weeks  at  the  farthest.  The 
road  out  north  of  the  River  district 
will  receive  attention  first. 

The  Monte  Cristo  will  be  ready  to 
perforate  its  well  on  5,  29-28,  in  a 
day  or  two. 

The  Mallory  company  began 
drilling  Saturday  on  2,  28-27.  The 
hole  is  fourteen  inches. 

The  Petroleum  Center  went 
through  125  feet  of  straight  sand 
without  any  clay  on  28,  28-28. 

The  Gray  Eagle  has  purchased 
a  Standard  rig  and  will  begin  op- 
erations on  its  property. 

The  Eureka  at  Templor  is  going 
down  with  reasonable  speed  and 
is  in  sandstone  and  shale  at  about 
500  feet. 

The  Pacific  Consolidated  be- 
tween McKittrick  and  Sunset  is 
down  400  feet,  Oil  shows  slightly 
in  the  sand. 

The  Kern  River  Company  is 
perforating  No.  2,  at  McKittrick 
and  the  driller  says  the  well  is 
twice  as  good  as  No.  1 . 

The  contractors  who  entered 
into  an  agreement  with  Conklin, 
Snook,  et  al.,  to  drill  five  wells  on 
forty  acres  in  30,  28-28  for  half  the 
land,  turn  out  to  be  Chanslor  & 
Canfield. 

The  California  Standard  has  gone 
forty  feet  into  the  sand  in  No.  2, 
which  is  being  bored  between  No. 
1  and  the  Treadwell  land,  and  the 
oil  stands  even  with  the  surface  of 
the  ground.  It  is  of  lighter  gravity 
than  that  found  in  the  first  well, 
which  is  twenty-two  gravity. 

The  Eldorado  on  No.  2  is  down 
now  a  sheer  1000  feet,  and  recently 
a  strong  vein  of  gas  was  tapped, 
and  it  is  believed  that  the  bit  is 
just  above  the  oil  sand.  The  well 
is  above  the  break  and  is  in  un- 
known territory,  so  to  speak.  Well 
No.  1  is  flowing  about  half  the  time 


and  is  being  steadily  bailed.  Con- 
tinuous work  on  it  will  probably 
bring  it  out  all  right.  Secretary 
and  Manager  Bush  set  pumps  at 
work  Saturday  on  two  100-foot 
wells  bored  years  ago  by  the  Italian 
company  then  in  control  and  has 
obtained  oil  at  the  rate  of  fifty  bar- 
rels per  day  from  the  two. 

The  strike  made  on  34,  28-28  by 
Roper,  Jewet  &  Blcdget  is  a  good 
showing  and  was  met  at  508  feet. 
The  rig  is  tied  up  at  present  be- 
cause of  lack  of  tool's,  those  which 
have  been  in  use  belonging  at  Sun- 
set and  now  being  needed  there. 

Five  new  rings  are  going  into 
the  Sunset  district,  two  of  them  be- 
longing to  Jewett  &  Blodget.  De- 
velopments are  to  be  pushed  rap- 
idly. The  gusher,  well  No.  17,  on 
the  property  of  Jewett  &  Blodget 
is  now  old  enough  to  be  rated  as 
a  great  well.  The  oil  from  it  is  be- 
ing run  into  a  large  reservoir 
which  has  been  excavated  with 
scrapers  and  a  1000-barrel  tank  is 
on  the  ground  ready  to  be  set  up. 
This  company  does  not  intend 
producing  to  its  full  capacity  un- 
til the  railroad  has  been  construct- 
ed, but  will  then  begin  pumping 
all  along  the  line. 

In  the  McKittrick  district  the 
El  Modelo  company  made  400  feet 
during  the  first  week's  boring.  Its 
well  is  nn  the  break  just  back  of 
the  Kern  River  property.  The 
California  Standard  has  begun  a 
hole  between  its.  producing  well 
and  Treadwell's  property.  The 
Kern  River  No.  1  is  producing  a 
carload  a  day  for  shipment  and  is 
supplying  fuel  for  five  rigs.  No. 
2  is  in  about  the  same  condition 
as  for  some  days,  the  heavier  sand 
preventing  the  lowering  of  the 
casing.  McKittrick  Central  has 
been  having  a  hard  time  of  it  get- 
ting through  the  formation  en- 
countered. Beds  of  jet  several 
feet  in  thickness  have  been  met 
with.  This  material  is  so  hard 
it  strikes  fire  like  flint  and  going 
through  it  is  slow  work. 


The  Mojave  Oil  and  Pipe  Line 
Company,  which  owns  a  great 
deal  of  land  near  Mojave,  has  a 
derrick  up  and  is  making  arrange- 
ments to  begin  sinking  a  well  at 
once.  This  is  an  entirely  new 
field,  but  is  considered  a  good  ter- 
ritory for  prospecting  and  is  ad- 
vertised merely  as  a  prospect.  An 
eighty  foot  tunnel  gave  such  a 
showing  that  the  promoters  were 
encouraged  to  sink  a  well. — L.  A. 
Times. 

There  is  a  boom  on  at  Sunset, 
The  railroad  is  now  a  certainty, 
Blodgett  &  Jewett  are  getting  in 
new  rigs,  the  Pittsburg  is  at  work, 
the  Western  Minerals  is  boring  at 
the  Sulphur  and  the  crude  Oil 
Company  is  getting  large  quanti- 
ties of  material  on  the  ground. 
This  latter  institution  sent  out"  its 
sixth  ten-mule  load  today  and 
other  freight  is  arriving.  Opera- 
tions will  begin  within  a  mile  of 
Hazelton  where  the  big  well  is 
flowing. 

KINGS. 

The  Iowa  Oil  Company  has  its 
rig  all  ready  to  drill  and  began 
drilling  on  Thursday  of  this  week. 

The  Whale  Oil  Company  is 
drilling  again,  after  a  short  delay 
awaiting  casing,     The  well  is  now 


down  some  500  feet.  The  com-: 
pany  expects  within  a  week  to 
have  some  good  news  to    report. 

The  Consolidated  Oil  and  De- 
velopment Company  has  levied  as- 
sessment No.  2.  •  - 

The  Stainlslaus  Oil  Company 
operating  in  the  Kettleman  hills 
on  the  Fresno  and  Kings  county 
line,  have  their  derrick  in  position 
and  will  begin  at  once  the  instal- 
lation of  their  plant. 

The  Oceanic  Oil  Company  is 
going  right  ahead  with  its  drilling 
operations  in  the  Kettleman  hills, 
A  flow  of  fresh  water  was  struck 
at  400  feet,  a  fact  which  will  be  of 
advantage  in  boring  other  wells 
for  water.  This  flow  was  shut  off 
also  one  of  salt  water  recently  j 
passed  through.  The  well  is  now 
down  610  feet  and  going  through, 
blue  shale.  The  company  feels 
encouraged  at  the  prospect. 

Well  No.  2  of  the  Kreyenhagen. 
Land  and  Oil  Company  was  aband- 
oned because  part  of  two  strings 
of  tools  had  been  lost  in.  the  well 
and  the  casing  became  injured  by 
a  long  job  of  "  fishing  "  for  said 
tools.

About  three 
miles  from  Antioch  were  seen  the 
first  indications  of  oil  in  the  shape 
of  banks  of  sand,  located  in  section 
25.  Here  a  high  bank  has  been 
cut  away  and  exposes  an  abrupt 
face  about  thirty  feet  high.  The 
sand  is  identical  with  that  which 
is  brought  to  the  surface  from  the 
oil  wells  located  in  the  southern 
portion  in  the  San  Joaquin  valley, 
and  on  the  face  of  the  blufl  the  oil 
has  exuded,  and  the  oil-soaked 
sand  rock  can  be  easily  removed 
from  the  face  of  the  bluff.  The 
ocality  known  as  Oil    Canyon  lies 


where  the  sandstone  rock  was 
drilled  in  '64  by  the  first  prospect- 
ors. The  hole  in  the  rock  is  about 
three  inches  in,  diameter  and  en- 
ters the  rock  about  five  feet. 

General  R.  R.  Veale,  the  pres- 
ent sheriff  of  Contra  Costa  county, 
and  who  has  abundant  faith  in  the 
oil  possibilities  of  the  region,  dis- 
covered this  hole  in  his  search  for 
oil  indications  some  months  ago, 
and  had  it  cleaned  out.  The  result 
is  that  it  affords  the  same  proof 
of  the  presence  of  oil,  which 
prompted  the  original  oil  operators 
in  Contra  Costa  to  attempt  to  find 
oil  by  drilling  more  than  thirty 
years  ago.  An  improvised  pump, 
made  of  an  iron  rod  wrapped  with 
cloth  and  pushed    down  this  hole, 


rels  of  "heavy,  greenish  colored 
oil,"  which  the  late  Mr.  Wakelee  of 
San  Francisco,  a  druggist  and  chem- 
ist, pronounced  to  be  the  finest 
quality  of  lubricating  oil.  The 
company  then  abandoned  the  en- 
terprise, expecting  to  resume,  and 
as  an  evidence  they  left  the  pump- 
ing rod  in  the  well,  from  whence  it 
may  be  seen  projecting  to  this  day 
though  forced  to  one  side  by  a  sub- 
sequent landslide  Owing  to  a 
shortness  of  funds,  further  develop- 
ment work  was  suspended  and  has 
not  been  resumed  to  this  day. 

Competent  experts  have  said 
that  the  geological  formation  of  the 
northern  portion  of  the  San  Joa- 
quin Valley,  especially  that  part  of 
it  which  pertains  to  Contra  Costa 


pipe  line  can  easily  be  constructed 
to  Antioch.  Coal  for  fuel  is  offered 
at  cost  of  production,  and  only  two 
miles  away. 

There  is  plenty  of  wood  and 
water  .n  the  vicinity.  The  San 
Francisco  market  is  less  than  fifty 
miles  distant,  and  the  saving  on 
transportation  alone  will  afford  an 
increased  margin  of  profits  of  the 
products.  This  company  has  been 
stocked  for  $500,000 — 500,000  shares 
at  $1  each. 

It  is  proposed  to  commence  act- 
ive development  work  when 
enough  treasury  stock  has  been 
sold  to  secure  in  the  treasury  the 
sum  of  $10,000,  thus  preparing 
abundant  capital  for  developmen 
work  and  making  assessmen  tsun 
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necessary.     The  bulk  of  this  is  al- 
ready secured. 

The  directors  of  the  company 
have  sufficient  faith  in  its  success 
to  back  their  opinion  by  their  own 
coin.  Their  associates,  who  reside 
in  the  vicinity,  have  also  subscribed 
for  stock,  and  enough  is  now  in 
sight  to  guarantee  the  immediate 
commencement  of  drilling  opera- 
operations. 

J.  H.  Cruikshank,  who  was  one 
of  the  original  drillers  of  the  first 
well  in  '64.  says: 

"Ed.  Bartlet  and  myself  took  a 
contract  to  sink  a  six  inch  hole  400 
feet  in  depth  about  75  feet  from 
the'-first  one  further  down  the 
guleh.  At  a  depth  of  150  feet  we 
got  quite  a  flow  of  oil.  We  put  in 
a  pump  and  got  15  barrels  of  oil. 
The  oil  all  comes  out  of  the  sand 
rock  which  pitches  about  45  de- 
grees (to  the  north.)  The  water 
is  brackish.  The  rod  must  be  one 
of  the  pump  rods,  as  they  were 
about  one   inch   square  being   the 


only  ones  we  used.  The  drain 
box  you  speak  of  led  the  water 
from  the  first  well  to  the  creek, 
the  slide  must  have  been  from  the 
hill  on  the  opposite  side  of  the 
gulch  from  the  well.  The  rock  is 
of  a  blue  shale  with  lots  of  cement 
boulders  in  it.  You  can  see 
them  on  the  surface.  We  were  at 
a  depth  of  300  feet  when  the  tools 
got  stuck,  the  rope  broke,  and 
they  are  there  yet.  The  color  of 
the  oil  is  dark  green  and  very 
heavy.  Wakelee,  the  chemist  of 
San  Francisco,  claimed  it  to  be  of 
the  very  best  quality." 

The  testimony  of  Mr.  Cruikshank 
is  corroborated  by  that  of  others 
who  have  personal  knowledge  of 
the  successful  developments  made 
in  this  locality  in  former  years 
Experts  have  examined  Contr 
Costa  county,  and  unanimously  de- 
clare that  this  portion  of  the  state 
will  if  properly  developed  become 
a  great  producer  of  a  superior  qual- 
ity of  oil.

Several  new  wells  have  been  sunk 
and  the  general  tendency  is  to  get 
farther  back  in  the  mountains,  for 
the  strata  dip  northward  toward 
it,  and  although  the  wells  have  to 
be  sunk  deeper,  the  results  justify 
the  work,  for  the  wells  are  better 
producers  and  yield  a  highergrav- 
ity  of  oil.  Going  eastward  tow- 
ards the  famous  Echo  canyon, 
with  its  beautiful  waterfall,  the 
Ferndale  company  is  commencing 
work  on  some  very  promising 
ground  in  the  same  belt.  They 
should  certainly  be  rewarded,  for 
close  to  them  fine  shale,  thorough- 
ly impregnated  with  oil  has  been 
struck,  at  between  600  and  700  feet 
Next  to  the  Ferndale,  the  Aquila 
Oil  and  Mineral  Co.,  of  Los  An- 
geles, has  a  large  block  of  excel- 
lent territory,  on  which  the  man- 
agers are  now  making  arrange- 
ments to  contract  for  sinking  a 
well.  There  are  good  oil  seepages 
in  several  canyons.  In  their 
licho  Canyon  property  is  a  pros- 
pect sunk  60  feet  producing  good 
heavy  oil.  Water  is  always  at 
hand  in  this  country  for   working. 

Coming  southward  over  the  top 
of  Mt.  Cayetana  one  comes  on 
to  the  wells  of  the  Loma  Oil  Com- 
pany, about  three  miles  from 
Santa  Paula.  The  best  producing 
well  is  down  about  1300  feet,  the 
gravity  37,  and  the  production  suf- 
ficient to  lubricate  anybody's  bank 
account.  A  fine  oil  stratum  runs 
eastward  to  Fillmore,  cropping  in 
many  places,  and  westward  across 
the  Mupu  valley  to  Sulphur  Moun- 
tain.

North  of 
and  on  the  other  side  of  Sulphur 
Mountain  are  the  Sespe  Sulphur 
Springs,  and  the  Ojai  Asphaltum 
beds.  These  latter  form  a  val- 
uable deposit  which  will  some  day 
be  utilized.  They  extend  for 
miles  and  in  some  places  are  hun- 
dreds of  feet  thick. 

It  is  reported  that  the  Loma 
Company  on  Mt.  Cayetana,  has 
within  the  last  two  weeks  struck 
a  flowing  well.

Life  of  Wells. 

A  great  many  people  are  asking 
how  long  the  oil  wells  of  California 
will  last.  There  will  be  great  in- 
equality in  this  respect,  but  there  is 
reason  to  believe  that  the  petrol- 
eum industry  will  be  as  great  a 
century  hence  as  at  present,  at 
least,  as  the  field  is  such  that  it  will 
take  many  years  tooutlineit,  while 
the  present  individual  wells  will 
without  question  be  producing 
many  years  from  now.  The  oldest 
wells  in  the  state  are  those  known 
as  No.  6,  in  the  Ojai  valley,  Ven- 
tura county,  they  have  been 
pumped  for  over  twenty  years. 
There  are  other  wells  which  have 
dwindled  down  and  become  practi- 
cally vulueless  in  less  time,  but  they 
have  reached  but  the  first  oil  sand 
generally,  and  there  is  a  chance  to 
renew  their  life  by  deepening  to 
the  second  oil  sand.  In  California 
the  deepest  wells  are  but  about 
1800  feet,  while  those  of  Pennsyl- 
vania usually  range  between  2000 
and  3000  teet.  In  the  latter  State 
there  are  wells  which  have  been 
producing  steadily  for  thirty-five 
years,  and  seme  of  those  in  Cali- 
fornia will  last  even  longer,  for  the 
reason  that  the  oil  sand  is  deeper 
and  the  oil  is  heavier,  thus  making 
its  exit  from  the  rock  in  which  it  is 
imprisoned  more  slowly.  There  are 
fields  like  the  Kern  river,  McKit 
trick  and  Whittier,  Puente  and 
Fullerton,  where  the  oil  sand  ranesg 
above  200  feet  in  thickness  gener-

Any  one  who  may 
be  endeavoring  to  inj  ure  legitimate 
California  oil  propositions  by  assert- 
ing the  Standard  Oil  monopoly  will 
drive  California  oil  producers  out  of 
business,  either  does  not  know 
what  he  is  talking  about,  or  else  is 
influenced  by  some  jealous  motive 
which  prompts  him  to  decry  a  really 
trustworthy  and  financially  sound 
proposition.

No  Danger       cautious  disposi- 
From  the  tion    writes   the 

Standard  Oil.  Pacific  Oil 
Reporter,  ask- 
ing if  there  is  not  great  danger  of 
the  Standard  Oil  monopoly  getting 
control  of  the  California  oil  prod- 
uct and  thus  knocking  all  the  prod- 
uct from  the  producers. 

That  such  a  danger  does  not 
threaten  California  producers  is 
evident  to  any  one  who  will  give 
the  matter  careful  consideration. 

In  the  first  place  the  bulk  of  the 
California  product  is  a  crude  oilfor 
manufacturing  purposes,  and  of 
this  the  supply  does  not  begin  to 
equal  the  demand,  which  as  yet 
has  but  commenced.  Factories  as 
yet  have  hardly  begun  to  use  oil 
instead  of  coal,  for  the  reason  the 
supply  of  oil  is  as  yet  so  limited. 
As  the  Standard  Oil  Company  does 
not  ship  any  crude  oil  for  fuel  pur- 
poses, there  is  no  danger  of  its  try- 
ing to  interfere  in  the  matter  of 
entering  into  competition  with  the 
California  producers  of  crude  oil 
for  fuel  purposes, 

When  it  comes  to  competing 
with  California  illuminating  oil 
here  again  the  Standard  does 
not  threaten  the  California  pro- 
ducer, for  two  reasons:  The  pres- 
ent output  of  California  illuminat- 
ing oil  is  but  a  fractional  part  of 
that  consumed  on  the  Paeific  Coast, 
and  hardly  any  of  it  is  exported, 
Therefore  for  a  long  time  at  least 
the  Standard  Oil  monopoly  need 
not  fear  the  competition  of  the 
California  product. 

If  the  output  of  California  oil  be- 
comes so  large  as  to  meet  the  wants 
of  local  consumption  and  also  that 
of  the  export  trade,  even  then  the 
Standard  Oil  Company  will  be  un- 
able to  successfully  compete  with 
the  California  producers,  on  ac- 
count of  the  extra  expense  entailed 
in  transportation.  It  is  foolish  to 
assume  the  Standard  Oil  Company 
can  bring  oil  from  Pennsylvania, 
Ohio  and  West  Virginia,  and  sell  it 
in  competition  with  the  California 
product. 

If  it  is  argued  the  Standard  Oil 


action  of  some  of  the  "scrippers" 
in  annoying  the  developing  pro- 
gram installed  by  the  company, 
all  active  operations  have  been 
abandoned  for  the  present,  and 
until  the  rights  and  title  to  the  lo 
cations  can  be  determined.  The 
Western  had  begun  great  work  in 
the  direction  of  proving  to  the 
world  the  value  of  that  territory  as 
oil  lands,  and  it  is  to  be  regretted 
that  circumstances  have  arisen 
that  shuts  down  their  works,  as 
they  were  leading  in  a  movement 
to  establish  the  worth  or  un  worth 
of  a  large  range  of  country  as  re- 
gards its  wealth  as  of  oil  bearing 
sand.

The  startling  announcement  is 
made  that  the  world's  oil  produc- 
tion is  materially  decreasing.while, 
as  is  well  known,  the  demand  is 
steadily  increasing.  The  oil  pro- 
ducing territory  of  the  United 
States  has  been  narrowed  down 
until  Ohio,  West  Virginia  and 
Pennsylvania  are  practically  the 
only  producing  states  of  the 
Union,  and  it  is  an  indisputable 
fact  that  the  production  of  these 
states  will  not,  in  fact  cannot, 
meet  the  demand  of  the  whole 
country,  especially  since  there  has 
been  a  decided  falling  of  in  the 
production  of  these  states  recently 
But  few  new  fields  of  importance 
have  been  discovered,  and  there 
is  an  extreme  scarcity  of  pro- 
ductive territory.-  That  ijn  oil 
famine  is  inevitable  unless  new 
fields  are  discovered  soon  is  be- 
ginning to  be  generally  recognized 
True,  good  strikes  are  being  made, 
but  the  great  majority  of  these  are 
being  made  in  extensions  of  old 
producing  fields.  Although  in 
the  southwest  there  is  consider- 
able prospective  territory  to  be 
developed,  yet  the  prospects  for 
material  change  in  the  situation, 
so  far  as  production  is  concerned 
are  not  bright,  much  less  flatter- 
ing. 

The  Independence.

Petroleum  Center.

A  new  derrick  each  day  is 
about  he  average  along  the  divid- 
ing line  between  townships  28  and 
27  east. 

It  being  suspected  that  the  cas. 
ing  in  the  Pioneer  well,"  Barker 
Ranch,  is  so  badly  ruptured  as  to 
be  useless,  a  new  well  will  be  sunk. 

Col.  George  W.  Frame  of  Los 
Angelescommenced  drilling  on  the 
SEX  of  tne  SEK  of  2.

The  Eureka  company  struck  a 
little  more  oil  at  500  feet.  If  drill, 
ing  should  stop  now  the  well  would 
probably  produce  five  barrels  per 
day. 

The  Bakersfield  Crude  Oil  com- 
pany has  leased  from  W.  J.  B.  Lee 
three-fourths  of  a  section  in  11-24.

There  is  now  no 
doubt  that  when  sand  is  pumped 
these  will  be  flowing  wells. 

The  heaving  sand  is  not  looked 
upon  with  so  much  dread  now  as 
formerly.  As  an  operator  express- 
ed it,  "there  are  more  heaving  drill- 
ers than  there  is  heaving  sand."

Dr.  G.  A.  Hare  of  the  Independ- 
ent company  arrived  in  Bakers- 
field  on  Tuesday  morning  and  has 
been  at  the  works  on  the  southeast 
quarter  of  28,  28-28.  This  com- 
pany is  now  under  bond  to  sink 
ten  wells  on  its  twenty-acre  tract 
and  intends  to  double  that  number, 
pursuing  development  work  as 
rapidly  as  possible.  Contracts  for 
three  derricks  have  been  closed. 
The  reeord  on  the  first  well  now 
being  bored  set  the  pace  for  those 
that  are  to  follow.  This  record  was 
400  feet  to  oil  sand  in  84  consecu- 
tive hours.  Not  much  headway  is 
being  made  now,  however,  the 
drillers  being  troubled  with  the 
flow  of  oil. 


According  to  the  terms  of  the 
original  lease,  the  Reed  Company 
has  absorbed  the  880  acres  of  the 
Thirty-four  Company,  paying 
therefor  $17,600. 

Engineer  Binenfield  began  last 
Thursday  morning  to  survey  the 
permanent  line  for  the  branch  line 
of  the  Southern  Pacific  into  the 
oil  fields.  The  road  will  perhaps 
be  completed  by  the  end  of  summer. 

The  Santa  Fe  now  has  twenty 
eight  engines  on  the  Valley  Road 
burning  oil.

Superintendent  J.  Barlowe  of  the 
Diamond  Oil  Company  has  com- 
menced work  on  n,  29-21.  Two 
wells  are  to  be  bored  to  start  with, 
machinery  for  the  purpose  having 
been  ordered. 

The  Black  Mountain  Oil  Com- 
pany has  its  derrick  built  for  well 
No.  2,  and  will  soon  be  drilling. 
Drilling  on  well  No.  1  is  temporar- 
ily suspended,  while  preparations 
for  drilling  well  No.  2  are  being 
made.  The  first  well  will  supply 
fuel  for  the  second,  and  drilling  on 
the  first  well  is  expected  to  be  soon 
resumed. 

Thei  Peerless  Oil  Company  will 
soon  put  in  a  pumping  jack  and 
plant  at  its  wells  in  section  31,  near 
Bakersfield.  Superintendent  Pierce 
has  been  instructed  to  order  the 
material  needed,  and  he  expects  to 
be  pumping  within  a  few  weeks. 
At  present  the  wells  are  being  sand 
pumped  and  are  running  about  40 
barrels  a  day. 

S.  F.  Lieb  is  preparing  to  put 
down  a  prospect  well  within  a 
mile  of  the  Templor  ranch  house. 
The  site  of  this  well  is  on  ground 
set  off  by  four  groups  of  springs 
and  it  is  hardly  to  be  questioned 
that  oil  will  be  struck  in  sufficient 
quantities  to  furnish  fuel  for  the 
Standard  rigs  that  will  soon  be  in 
operation  on  the  ranch.  A  geol- 
ogist from  Stanford  recently  made 
a  thorough  examination  of  the  re- 
gion around  Templor,  and  made  a 
very  favorable  report.  The  dis- 
tance from  these  properties  to  Lo 
Kern,  the  nearest  railroad  point,  is 
eleven  miles,  a  long  haul.  Bnt  as 
the  difference  in  elevation  is  2000 
feet,  it  is  believed  a  that  pipe  line 
can  be  operated  successfully.

A  dispatch  from  Bakersfield, 
dated  Apr  25,  says; 

P.  F.  Adelback,  a  photographer 
who  left  this  city  several  days  ago 
to  take  views  of  the  oil  fields  in 
remote  portions  of  the  county,  re- 
turned last  night  from  the  locality 
known  as  the  Devil's  Den,  with  a 
strange  story  of  the  military  char- 
acter of  the  camps  of  the  Western 
Oil  and  Refining  Company.  Ac- 
cording to  Adelbach,  he  blunder- 
ed into  the  camp  of  the  company 
a  few  nights  ago  and  was  met  by 
a  number  of  armed  men,  who  con- 
ducted him  into  the  center  of  the 
camp,  where  he  was  interviewed 
by  the  Superintendent  and  after 
signing  a  paper  in  which  he  agreed 
not  to   oost  location    notices,    was 


given  food  for  himself  and  team, 
allowed  to  sleep  over  night  with 
an  armed  guard  over  him  and  es- 
corted the  next  morning  to  the 
edge  of  the  land  by  men  with  Win- 
chesters and  warned  not  to  return. 
The  force  at  the  camp  consists  of 
forty  men.  Adelbach  says  that 
this  oil  concern  has  the  country, 
in  which  it  is  located,  completely 
terrorized.  It  has  strung  a  fence 
across  a  road  which  has  been  used 
by  the  public  for  twenty  years  and 
keeps  a  sentry  at  the  gate,  who 
questions  every  one  desiring  to  go 
through.  If  the  sentry  is  satisfied 
that  the  traveler  is  not  after  land, 
he  calls  upon  amounted  employee 
who  conducts  the  stranger  across 
the  compan  y's  domain.

tons,  against  8,801,871  tonsin  1898.

Boring  On  Tulare  Lake. 

T.  Bacigalupi  was  in  Hanferd 
last  week  to  engage  an  artesian 
well  borer  to  sink  a  well,  explor- 
ing for  oil,  down  on  his  ranch 
near  Angiola,  on  what  was  not 
many  years  ago  the  Tulare  Lake 
bed.  The  Hanford  Journal  says 
he  is  forming  a  stock  company  for 
development  work  and  believes 
oil  can  be  struck  down  there.  He 
could  not  secure  a  well  borer  in 
Hanford  and  went  elsewhere  to 
secure  one.

B.  states  that  he  will  have  an  im- 
mense crop  of  grain  on  his  place 
this  year  and  so  will  quite  a  num- 
ber of  his  neighbors.  It  will  seem 
strange  to  see  oil  derricks  and  6il 
wells  down  in  the  wheat  fields 
and  grazing  lands  of  Tulare  Lake, 
but  as  strange  things  as  that  are 
frequent,  we  are  informed,  in 
Pennsylvania. 

There  is  as  yet  no  news  of  any 
oil  strikes  at  Arroyo  Grande,  al- 
though there  are  several  drilling 
rigs  at  work. 
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A  number  of  gentlemen,  promi- 
nent in  the  oil  in- 
An  dustry.both  as  pro 

Oil  Men's  ducers  and  consum- 
AsSOCiaion.  ers  and  promoters 
of  oil  companies 
are  advocating  the  formation 
of  an  association,  the  purpose 
of  which  will  be  to  bring  together 
the  oil  men  of  the  State  in  an  asso- 
cirtion  in  San  Francisco,  which  will 
will  be  absolutely  devoid  of  all  sec- 
tional lines,  and  will  advocate  the 
interests  of  oil  men  of  every  county 
and  every  district.  It  is  proposed 
to  have  an  association  where  prac- 
tical producers  and  consumers  will 
feel  that  they  are  at  home.  As  an 
oil  man  said  :  "This  association,  or 
club  as  it  may  be  called,  will  not  be 
a  Bohemian  club,  for  there  the 
principal  topics  are  wine,  women 
and  song.  It  certainly  will  not  be 
a  Pacific  Union  club,  for  to  it  will 
be  welcomed  those  who  may  not 
happen  to  be  millionaires.  It  will 
not  be  a  Merchants'  club,  for  to  it 
will  belong  men  who  may  not  be 
engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits.  It 
will  not  be  a  Union  League  club, 
for  it  will  not  be  devoted  to  men 
who  are  simply  engaged  in  the  po- 
litical schames  of  any  party;  but  it 
will  be  a  club  to  which  any  man 
will  be  welcomed  who  may  be  en- 
gaged in  the  production  or  I  he  sale 
of  oil,  and  in  the  promotion  of  those 
oil  enterprises  which  are  now  add- 
ing so  materially  to  the  wealth  and 
prosperity  of  California. 

It  is  also  proposed  to  have  a 
committee  appointed  whose  busi- 
ness will  be  to  pass  on  the  stand- 
ing of  different  companies.  It  is 
argued  that  such  a  committee  is 
absolutely  necessary;  that  the  ne- 
cessity of  such  an  organization 
and  such  a  committee  is  made 
manifest  by  the  fact  that  there 
are  companies  advertising  their 
stock  who  do  not  o~wn  a  foot  of 
land,  do  not  control  any  land  un- 
der lease,  do  not  intend  to  buy 
any  machinery,  do  not  intend  to 
develop  a  single  foot  of  oil  ter- 
ritory, but  are  selling  their  stock 
principally  in  the  east  for  what- 
ever it  will  bring  and  are    pocket- 


ing the  proceeds.  It  is  claimed 
that  there  are  several  such  com- 
panies now  operating  and  that 
there  is  no  organization  whose  busi- 
ness it  is  to  bring  such  companies 
to  task  and  expose  their  villanies. 
It  is  also  intended  to  make  this 
organization  comprehensive  and 
to  avoid  so  far  as  possible,  section- 
al jealousies;  that  is  to  say,  it  will 
not  advocate  the  merits  of  any 
one  territory,  but  Bakersfield, 
Fresno,  Los  Angeles,  Kings,  Con- 
tra Costa  and  all  other  sections 
will  be  given  due  credit. 

That  there  is  need  of  such  an 
organization  no  one  can  deny  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  now  the 
suggestion  has  been  made  it  will 
be  followed  out  and  great  results 
may  follow.

BAD  FOR  OIL  MEN. 


Their  Association  Has  Ceased 
Active  Operations. 

The  following  self-explanatory 
letter  has  been  sent  out  by  Secre- 
tary Led  F.  Wincbell  of  the  Petrol- 
eum Miners'  Co-operative  Associa- 
tions 

Fresno,  Cal.,. April  20,.  1900. 

Gentlemen:  Owing  to  the  lack 
of  interest  manifested  by  the  min- 
eral claimants,  induced,  no  doubt, 
by  the  false  and  erroneous  impres- 
sion that,  because  of  the  recent 
temporary  withdrawal  of  the  min- 
eral lands  from  application,  alldan- 
ger.is  passed,  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  Petroleum  Miners'  Co-oper- 
ative Association  deems,  it  inadvis- 
able to  continue  the  expenses 
necessary  to  the  prosecution  of  the 
objects  of  the  association.  At  a 
meeting  of  the  directors  held  April 
18,  1900,  it  was  resolved  to  stop  all 
expenses  after  the  30th  inst.,  and 
all  salaries,  rents,  etc.,  will  there- 
after cease,  as  must  also  any  action 
by  the  association  tending  to  re- 
lieve the  miners,  until  such  time  as. 
the  mineral  claimants  shall  give  the 
association  the  support  that  the 
coniliticns  demand. 

The  organization  will  be  main- 
tained and  will  be  prepared,  when 
proper  support  is  given,  to  assist 
even  those  who  have  so  far,  by  a 
pen-ny  wise  and  pound  foolish  poli- 
cy, refused  to  aid  the  association. 
The  assistance  will  soon  be  sought) 
there  can  be  no  doubt,  and  the  rude 
awakening  to  a  realization  of  the 
quicksand  foundation  surrounding 
the  individual  and  corporate  miners 
who  have  persistently  refused  to 
accept  the  proffered  hand  of  assist- 
ance extended  by  the  association. 
No  one  has  the  hardihood  to  even 
suggest  that  any  individual  or  cor- 
poration can  bring  to  bear  or  have 
an  influence  with  the  department 
or  in  the  halls  of  Congress,  whence 
all  real  and  permanent  relief  must 
emanate,  to  compare  with  that  of 
an  association  such  as  this.  In  fact, 
it  is  the  only  source-through  which 
permanent  relief  can  be  secured; 
yet  from  an  inexplicable  indiffer- 
ence, all  aid  to  this  end  has,  with 
few  exceptions,  been  withheld. 

By  the;  payment  of  the  first 
year's  dues,  as  provided  in  the  by- 
laws of  the  association,  an  ade- 
quate fund  would  be  created  at  a 
nominal  expense  to  each,  and  a 
means  of  defense  would  be  pro- 
vided for  all.  But,  until  such 
time  as  the  mineral  claimants  do 
give  proper  support  and  assist- 
ance, the  association  must,  by 
force  of  circumstances,  withdraw 
from  the  field  of  operations,  there- 
by hazarding  all  interests,  while 
the  wily  foe  is  recruiting  and 
stregthening  his  forces  and  pre- 
paring to  renew  the  attack  from 
behind  his  fortified  positions. 

The  present  members  are  liable 
for  their  pro  rata  of  the  indebted- 
ness;, of  the  association,  which 
should  be  at  once  advanced,  in 
order  that  further  expense  can  be 


stopped.  The  association,  through

The  Consolidated  Oil  company, 
Price,  Doran,  et  al.,  of  Los  Angel- 
es, has  a  rig  at  work  on  the  SE^ 
of  the  WE  >£  of  20. 

The  Grace  company  is  again  at 
work  trying  to  loosen  the  five  and 
five-eighths,  casing  in  No.  1  which 
is  stuck  fast  to  the  seven  and  five- 
eighths. 


The  Gra)  Bagl*  having  sold 
down  to  eighty  tiroes,  the  tract 
will  be  retained  and  completely  de- 
veloped. 

The  Reed  company  reached  the 
oil  in  No.  4  on  section  34.  last 
Thursday.  A  string  of  wells  is 
being  run  along  the  west  line  of 
the  land. 

The  combination  which  bored 
a  dry  hole  on  14.  28-28,  pulled  its 
casing,  sold  it  last  week,  declared 
adivision  of  what  was  left  and 
quit. 

One  company  at  McKittrick  has 
three  strings  of  tools  lost  in  as 
many  wells  which  have  been 
abandoned  because  of  the  impos- 
sibility of  getting  the  steel  out. 

The  Grace  company  has  an 
abundance  of  gas  in  well  No.  1, 
sufficient  it  is  thought,  to  supply 
fuel  for  the  boiler  of  a  pumping 
plant.  Well  No.  2  is  down  over 
100  feet. 

The  California  Standard  is  hold- 
ing down  the  oil  in  No.  2  with  wa- 
ter. It  has  107  feet  of  coarse 
white  sand  that  is  different  from 
any  so  far  found  in  the  district  and 
gives  off  a  kerosene  odor. 

The  Petroleum  Development  Co. 
has  begun  boring  on  the  east  half 
of  section  18,  28  28.  Canfield  & 
Chanslor  &  Spencer  will  begin 
work  on  the  west  half,  early  next 
week. 

The  new  Slocan  has  finished 
perforating  its  first  well  and  is 
bailing.  500  feet  of  oil  stood  in 
the  hole  when  the  perforating  had 
been  made.  A  1200  barrel  tank 
is  being  set  up.  Three  more  rigs 
are  to  at  work  shortly  for  this  com- 
pany. 

The  Sunrise  Oil  and  Develop- 
ment company  struck  a  pocket  of 
gas  at  63  feet.  Its  well  is  down  a 
little  over  100  feet  and  several 
stringers  of  shale  have  been  en- 
countered. The  site  of  this  com- 
pany's well  is  on  a  pleateau  at  the 
base  of  the  foothills,  in  29-21. 

The  Giant  No.  1,  known  as  the 
Redwood  well,  is  still  flowing  at 
intervals.

No.  2  was  about  ready  tc  be  fin- 
ished when  the  tools  were  lost, 
and  before  they  were  rescued  the 
lower  joint  ot  casing -was  so  badly 
battered  that  it  had  to  be  removed.

Two  weeks  ago  the  Petroleum 
Centei  began  tearing  down  its  rig

And  a 
day  was  lost  on  account  of  wel 
weather. 

The  Kern  River  No.  2.  at  Mc- 
Kittrick, quit  Rowing  last  Tuesday 
and  is  now  being  bailed  to  remove 
the  choking  sand.  Well  No.  3  is 
about  finished  and  is  said  to  be 
as  much  better  than  No.  2,  as  No. 
2  is  better  than  No.  1.  This  com- 
pany shipped  six  carloads  of  oil 
one  day  last  week.  The  regular 
shipments  have  been  two  carloads 
per  day. 

Whittier  &  Green  went  through 
the  thick  bed  of  clay  lying  be- 
low the  regulation  200  feet  of  oil 
sand  in  their  well  on  the  NE^  of 
30.  The  casing  was  run  four  feet 
into  the  stratum  beneath  and  then

The  directors  of  the  McKittrick 
Oil  Company  held  ameeting  Wed- 
nesday evening  and  decided  to  re- 
sume work  on  their  well  as  soon 
as  competent  drillers  can  be  se- 
cured. 

At  last  accounts  the  President 
Oil  Company  was  down  over  a 
thousand  feet  and  no  signs  of  oil 
had  yet  been  encountered.  The 
work  will  be  continued  until  some- 
thing is  struck.

A  company,  unnamed  as  yet, 
composed  of  Hanfbrd  people,  is 
down  400  feet  on  the  NE^  of  the 
NWX  of  section  2,  29-28. 

The  Kern  Oil  Company  has  or- 
dered a  spur  built  from  the  South- 
ern Pacific  branch  line  for  loading 
cars  from  wagons  near  its  wells. 

The  Bachelor  Oil  Company  has 
not  made  a  strike  on  Poso  Creek, 
as  was  reported  recently.  The 
derrick  is  being  pulled  down  and 
the  company  announces  that  a 
higher  derrick  will  be  built  for  a 
larger  rig. 

The  sale  of  eighty  acres  of  the 
Kern  Oil  Company's  land,  reported 
as  pending  a  few  days  ago,  is  as 
good  as  an  accomplished  fact,  says 
the  Californian.  Thetract  disposed 
of  consists  of  the  W1/,  of  the  NW% 
of  4.  Of  the  $100,000  obtained  by 
the  sale,  $75,000  will  be  distributed 
to  the  stockholders,  and  $25,000 
will  go  for  further  developments.

Willi  com- 
paratively primitive  tools  the  at- 
tempt was  made  to  drill  a  well  to 
the  oil  sand,  near  where  the  pres- 
ent wells  of  the  Union  Oil  Co. 
were  recently  drilled.  Owing  to 
a  crooked  hole  the  tools  became 
wedged  and  the  well  was  aband- 
oned and  with  it  were  given  up, 
for  a  time  at  least,  all  hope  of 
striking  oil  in  this  portion  of  the 
State.  It  was  not  until  the  pres- : 
ent  movement  in  oil  enterprises 
commenced  that  any  attempt  was 
made  to  again  drill  oil  wells  in 
the  Fresno-San   Benito    district. 

The  best  wells  in  the  State  as 
far  as  the  quality  and  quantity 
of  the  output  is  concerned  are  at 
Coalinga,  located  in  i-resno  county 
to  the  east  of  the  Fresno  and  San 
Benito  county  line. 

Competetent  experts  have  de- 
clared that  the  mother  source  of 
the  Coalinga  oil  lies  in  the  hills 
and  valleys  to  the  west. 

The  oil  indications  characteris- 
tic of  the  Coalinga  district  are 
lound  in  the  Fresno  and  San  Be- 
nito district  in  greater  abundance. 
In  fact  nowhere  can  be  found 
such  exposed  strata  of  sandstone, 
such  oil  sand,  such  oil  seepages, 
such  shale,  such  oil-soaked  sand. 
In  many  localities  it  is  difficult  to 
dig  a  well  for  water,  as  the 
water  obtained  is  so  oily  that 
neithei  man  or  beast  can  drink 
it.  In  many  places  oil  is  found 
in  surface  pools  in  such  abund- 
ance that  it  can  be  dipped 
up  with  a  bucket.  Analysis  of 
this  oil  shows  it  to  be  of  a  high 
gravity.  It  is  light,  flows  freely, 
and  makes  a  superior  fuel  oil. 

The  Fresuo:San  Benito  district 
extends  forty  miles  north  and 
south,  and  more  than  half  that 
distance  east  and  west.  Nearly  if 
not  quite  all  of  this  district  has 
been  purchased  or  leased  by  oil 
companies,  many  of  which  are 
now  drilling  for  oil,  others  are  put- 
ting up  rigs,  and  many  more  are 
contemplating  doing  so  in  a  few 
weeks.  By  July  at  least  twenty- 
five  companies  will  be  in  active 
operation  in  this  district.  Some 
of  these  are  operating  in  localities 
difficult  of  access,  and  like  the 
Fresno-Alpha,  have  been  obliged 
to  build  roads  before  lumber  and 
machinery  could  be  hauled. 

Others  like  the  Big  Panoche 
have  been  delayed  by  the  failure 
of  contractors  to  fulfill  their  prom- 
ises. Others,  like  the  San  Benito, 
have  their  rigs  in  place  and  ma- 
chinery ready  for  operation,  but 
have   failed  to   find  a   competent

THE    DOS    l'AI.OS. 

The  Dos  1  alos  Oil  and  Develop- 
ment Company  are  now  down  over 
200  feet  on  their  first  well.  At  82 
feet  a  strong  seepage  of  high  grade 
oil  was  discovered  as  an  index  of 
the  store  of  oil  that  lies  below. 

The  holders  and  owners  of  the 
oil  lands  of  this  company  were 
farmers  living  in  the  Big  Panoche 
Valley.  They  had  seen  the  oil  on 
these  lands  seeping  from  the  hills 
into  the  ravines  for  many  years, 
and  about  seven  years  ago  some  of 
them  bored  a  well  105  feet  deep 
with  a  small  outfit  as  a  mere  ex- 
periment. Oil  of  an  excellent  qual- 
ity was  obtained,  but  the  prospect- 
ors were  more  intent  on  farming 
than  on  mining  and  the  public  in- 
terest in  oil  was  not  at  that  time 
sufficiently  intense  to  justify  the 
pn  spectors  in  seeking  financial  aid 
for  developing  purposes. 

When  the  surprising  oil  strikes 
of  Los  Angeles,  Kern  county,  Coal- 
inga and  Ponoche  opened  up  ihe 
new  Petroleum  Era  ot  California 
the  farmers  above  alluded  to  at 
once  took  the  legal  steps  necessary 
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amount  not  exceeding  fifty  barrels 
of  oil  per  month,  Heretofore  the 
company  has  used  coke  in  this  pro- 
cess, but  they  find  oil  cheaper  than 
coke,  even  when  coke  can  be  ob- 
tained at  $12  per  ton.  Coke,  how- 
ever, is  now  worth  from  $13  to  $14 
per  ton. 

The  good  results  obtained  from 
burning  oil  in  the  steel  plant  indi- 
cate what  could  be  accomplished  it 
oil  was  used  for  generating  steam. 
It  is  simply  a  question  of  whether 
or  not  an  assured  supply  of  the 
right  kind  of  oil  could  be  obtained. 
This  is  for  the  California  p.oducers 
of  oil  to  determine.

If  a  sufficient  amount  of  first 
quality  oil  could 
be  assured  to  the 
company  there 
,  is  little  doubt 
but  that  the 
Union  Iron  Works  would  soon  be- 
come one  of  the  largest  consumers 
of  fuel  oil  in  the  United States,out- 
side  perhaps,  some  of  the  railroad 
companies  which  would  use  oil  on 
their  engines.  The  Union  Iron 
Works  are  now  using  1000  tons  of 
coal  for  steam  purposes  every 
month.  This  coal  is  obtained 
mostly  from  the  Nanaimo  and 
other  coal  centers  in  the  north, 
and  costs  on  an  average  of  $7.00  a 
ton.  The  company  has  its  own 
bunkers  at  the  Union  Iron  Works 
and  fills  them  as  a  rule  direct 
from  the  ship.  Sometimes,  how- 
ever, through  lack  of  wharfage 
room  the  company  is  forced  to 
lighter  its  coal  from  the  vessel 
lying  in  the  stream  to  the  bunk- 
ers in  small  lots  of  150  tons  each. 
There  has  also  been  mere  or  less 
trouble  in  obtaining  the  coal 
either  in  sufficient  quantities  or  of 
proper  grades  and  the  expense 
entailed  in  handling  is  something 
enormous,  besides  the  original  cost 
of  $  7  per  ton  of  the  coal.  If  the 
company  could  be  assured  that  it 
could  obtain  all  the  oil  it  wanted 
and  that  the  oil  would  be  of  the 
proper  gravity  't  would  change 
its  furnaces  from  coal-burning 
to  oil  burning  immediately. 

At  present  the  demand  for  oil 
of  a  light  gravity  far  exceeds  the 
supply  and  the  Union  Iron  Works 
in  common  with  a  number  of 
other  would-be  large  consumers 
cannot  afford  to  run  the  risk  of  be- 
ing obliged  to  shut  down  their  ex- 
tensive works  for  days  and  per- 
haps weeks  on  account  of  the 
scarcity  ot  fuel. 

The  Union  Iron  Works  is  now 
using  oil  to  a  limited  extent  in  their 
new  steel  plant,  burning  the  oil  for 
melting  the  ore.  The  process  is 
in  its  experimental  stage,  but  thus 
far  has  proved  very  successful. 
Only  a  small  amount  or  oil  is  used 
in    this    process    at    present,   the 


Inactivity  in 
The  Producers' 
Oil  Exchange. 


Instead  of  there  being  an  in- 
crease, there 
seems  to  be  a 
decrease  in 
the  business 
of  the  Pro- 
ducers' Oil  Exchange.  For  the 
week  ending  March  28  the  sales  of 
stock  amounted  to  $12,601.75;  f°r 
the  week  ending  April  4,  $6654.24; 
April  11,  $15,631.50;  April  18, 
$16,468.25;  April  25J  $11,139.33  1-3; 
May  2,  $'^1,438.05;  May  9,  $7,- 
796.60.  Nine-tenths  of  these  sales 
were  of  the  stock  of  the  Home  Oil 
Company.  Last  week  only  2022 
shares  were  sold  on  the  Exchange. 
Of  these  all  were  of  Home  Oil 
stock,  except  100  shares  of  Cari- 
bou, 100  of  Yukon  and  72  of  Pe- 
troleum Center. 

Of  the  twelve  companies  which 
were  taken  from  the  list  of  the  Ex- 
change last  week  because  of  non- 
application  for  membership,  all  but 
one,  the  Yukon,  still  hold  out,  ap- 
parently not  thinking  it  worlh 
while  to  list  their  stock  on  the  Ex- 
change. 

As  a  matter  of  fact,  there  has 
never  been  such  general  activity 
so  far  as  the  sale  of  oil  stocks  is 
concerned  as  at  present.  Confi- 
dence in  oil  stocks  is  increasing  as 
the  opinion  gains  ground  that  Cal- 
ifornia will  soon  be  the  greatest 
oil-producing  State  in  the  Union. 
The  Los  Angeles  Exchange  is  do- 
ing an  incteasing  business,  and  its 
sales  are  not  limited  to  a  fe-v  kinds 
of  stock 

The  lack  of  business  in  the  Pro- 
ducers' Oil  Exchange  must  have 
some  explanation,  which  is  gen- 
erally believed  to  be  a  gen- 
eral lack  of  confidence  in  the 
business  methods  which  char- 
acterize many  of  its  members 
It  is  certainly  to  be  regretted  that 
San  Jrancisco,  the  natural  busi- 
ness center  of  the  oil  industry  of 
of  the  State,  has  no  Oil  Exchange 
which  merits  the  confidence  of  the 
public  and  of  the  oil  companies 
themselves.  The  oil  companies 
generally  regard  the  local  Ex- 
change as  working  more  harm  to 
the  industry  than  anything  else, 
and  this  opinion  is  shared  by  the 
bulk  of  the  stockholders.  All  that 
keeps  the  Exchange  going  is  Home 
oil  stock,  and  if  the  worthy  presi- 
dent of  the  Exchange  should  see 
fit  to  withdraw  this  slock,  the  Ex- 
change would  immediately  become 
a  minus  quantity. 


that  another  organization  is  in  pro- 
cess of  formation,  somewhat  similar 
to  the  Producers'  Oil  Exchange,  but 
which  will  have  the  confidence  of 
oil  men.  One  characteristic  of  the 
new  organization  will  be  the  ab- 
sence of  that  class  of  brokers  who 
have  injured  the  Producers'  Oil 
Exchange  in  the  estimation  of  oil 
men  and  the  general  public.

Here  the 
wells  have  been  drilled  lo  the  oil 
sand,  and  oil  has  been  found  in 
paying  quantities.  The  fact  has 
been  heralded  to  the  world,  and 
consequently  capital  has  invested 
heavily. 

Unless  the  opinions  of  the  best 
oil  experts  are  at  fault,  the  region 
lying  along  the  boundary  lines  of 
Fresno  and  San  Benito  counties 
will  soon  come  into  equal  prom- 
inence with  the  best  districts  in 
the  State.  Surface  and  geological 
indications  all  tell  a  story  of  oil  in 
abundance  beneath  the  surface. 
The  drills  now  working  will  soon 
prove  the  truth  or  falsity  of  the 
opinions  oi  the  experts.  Already 
the  Union  Oil  Company  has  four 
good  wells  capped,  and  two  rigs 
are  hard  at  work  drilling  other 
wells.  Besides  these  a  dozen  more 
are  in  active  operation.

In  the 
t  the  price  of  a  well  is  ascer- 
tained by  multiplying  £400  by  the 
number  of  barrels  yielded  daily 
which  would  make  the  value  of  a 
4ob.irrel  well  $:6,ooo.  Deduct- 
ing the  cost  of  sinking,  52000, 
$14,00  >  remain  as  the  value  of  the 
well,  and  at  the  rate  of  one  to  the 
acre,  a  quarter  section  of  land 
rises  iu  value  to  the  huge  sum  of 
$2,240,000,  plenty  of  margin  to 
provide  for  unexpected  contingen- 
cies. 

The  Los  Angeles  Herald  has 
made  the  following  computations: 
What  is  the  value  of  an  oil 
well?  Is  there  any  basis  by 
which  it  can  be  gauged?  Such 
are  the  questions  which  are  being 
asked  every  day.  A  good  many 
conservative  oil  men  give  as  their 
opinion  the  statement  that  the 
value  of  a  well  is  about  three 
times  its  net  earning  power  in  one 
year.  The  earning  power  of  a 
well  is  about  two  barrels  per  day 
less  than  the  gross  output,  the 
value  of  the  oil  to  be  measured  on 
the  ground.  Thus  the  earning 
power  of  a  five-barrel  well  would 
be  about  i,oSo  barrels  per  year, 
valued  at  the  present  time  at 
about  $972.  making  the  well  worth 
$2916.  A  10-barrel  well  would 
produce,  net,  in  a  year,  2880  barrels, 
worth  $2592,  making  the  wellwoith 
$7776.  A  20-barrel  well  would 
produce,  net,  648  barrels  in  a  year, 
valued  at  $5832,  making  a  well 
worth  $17,496.  A  100-barrel  well 
would  produce  net,  in  a  year,  35,- 
280  barrel-;,  worth  $31,752,  making 
the  well  worth  $95,256.  Of  course 
any  basis  is  not  rigidly  applicable 
to  all  cases.

FORTY  BARRELS  A  DAY. 


This  is  the  Average  of  the   Kern 
County  Wells. 

The  Los  Angeles  Herald's  cil 
writer  continues  to  insist  that  the 
Californian's  estimate  of  forty  bar- 
rels per  day  as  the  average  produc- 
tion of  wells  in  the  Kern  river  dis- 
trict is  twice  as  high  as  it  should  be. 
The  Bakerstield  Californian  sees 
only  harm  in  the  publication  of  in- 
flated assertions,  and  deprecates 
the  practice  of  giving  boom  "infor- 
mation" to  the  public,  and  with  this 
in  view,  has  placed  the  amount  at 
what  it  considers  a  moderate  figure 
safely  within  reasonable  probabili- 
ties. The  extraordinary  thickness 
o.'  the  oil  sand,  its  uniformity  con- 
tinuing throughout  the  entire  dis- 
trict and  its  prolific ness  indicate 
that  the  forty  barrel  estimate  is 
within  the  limits  of  accuracy;  and 
the  output  of  those  wells  which 
have  been  pumped  regularly  for 
months  substantiate  the  claim.  The 
Petroleum  Development  Company 
is  now  pumping  from  nine  wells, 
some  old,  some  new,  and  is  turning 
off  between  400  and  500  barrels 
each  day.  The  Reed  Oil  Company's 
oldest  well,  that  on  28,  is  yielding 
from  sixty-six  to  seventy-five  bar- 
rels day  by  day.  This  well  dates 
back  to  last  December.  The  well 
on  4,  29-17,  Central  Point  Com- 
pany, produced  730  barrels  in  eight 
days. 

These  results  are  the  only  defin- 
ite dat  a  yet  to  be  obtained  in  this 
young  district,  but  wliat  they  show 
seems  to  furnish  enough  margin  to 
make  the  Californian  safe  in  its  es- 
timate of  a  daily  average  produc 
tion  of  forty  barrels  to  the  well. 


attend  a  few  meetings  of  the  Los 
Angeles  Oil  Exchange  and  see  the 
amount  of  business  done.  The 
exhange  handles  the  stock  of  pro- 
ducing companies  only.  But 
while  fortunes  aie  being  made 
and  many  are  getting  rich,  un- 
scrupulous men  are  at  work  form- 
ing wildcat  companies  and  selling 
stock.  As  soon  as  they  sell  all  the 
stock  they  can  in  one  company 
they  drop  the  old  and  form  a  new. 
The  suckers  bite  vigorously. 

Some  of  the  worst  fakers  in  the. 
oil  business  are  those  who  go 
around  trying  to  build  up  their 
integrity  on  the  ground  that  they 
do  not  advertise.  This  "graft" 
wins  with  some  people,  but  the 
sober  thinking  men  who  wants 
to  invest  in  oil  stock  will  thor- 
oughly investigate  before  purchas- 
ing. 

The  Times-Index  advises  the 
people  of  the  city  to  go  slow. 
Don't  put  your  money  into  any 
kind  of  a  company  and  expect  to 
reap  a  fortune;  you  may  be  dis- 
appointed. If  you  have  money 
to  invest,  carefully  inform  your- 
self. Exercise  the  same  business 
foresight  and  caution  that  3'ou 
would  in  any  other  business  en- 
terprise. Don't  lose  your  head 
because  it  is  oil, — San  Bernardino 
Times-Index. 


Summerland    Refinery. 

Eastern  capitalists  have  inter- 
ested the  Summerland  oil  produc- 
ers in  a  project  to  establish  a  re- 
finery in  that  thriving  oil  town, 
and  the  scheme  will  probably  be 
pushed  to  a  successful  consumma- 
tion. Cheap  oil  is  largely  respon- 
sible for  the  movement;  for  if  the 
Sumuierlaud  people  could  get  pay- 
ing prices  for  their  product  they 
would  doubtless  be  content  to  sell 
it  in  its  crude  state.  But  when 
prices  range  at  75  cents  and  less 
per  barrel,  with  a  very  low  grad- 
ing, they  will  not  hesitate  to  en- 
courage the  establishment  of  a 
refinery  that  will  turn  the  petrol- 
eum into  articles  of  commerce 
worth  three  or  four  times  as  much. 
It  is  proposed  to  manufacture  dis- 
tillate and  asphalt,  and  a  plant 
capable  of  handling  500  barrels  a 
day  will  be  built.  Part  of  the 
capital  will  be  advance  1  by  local 
citizens,  but  eastern  men  of  ex- 
perience are  backing  the  enter- 
prise. It  is  pointed  out  that  from 
one  to  two  carloads  of  distilliate 
are  used  every  week  in  this  vicin- 
ity; and  this  market  may  well  be 
supplied  by  Summerland.  It  is 
thought  that  the  proposition  will 
assume  definite  shape  in  a  very 
few  days.

Oil  Tanks  for  Engines 

The  style  of  oil  tanks  being  put 
in  by  the  Southern  Pacific  consists 
of  the  tank  proper,  below  which  is 
a  recept?cle  divided  into  two  com- 
partments, each  holding  as  much 
as  a  tender  will  carry,  says  the 
Bakersfield  Californian.  These 
compartments  are  filled  automatic- 
ally from  the  tank  above  and  are 
built  strong  enough  to  stand  a 
pressure  of  eighty  pounds  to  the 
inch.  When  a  locomotive  desires 
to  take  on  fuel,  it  simply  stops  at 
the  column  and  applies  the  air  to 
the  surface  of  the  oil,  which  is  thus 
forced  into  the  tender. 

Altogether  the  road  now  has  fif- 
teen oil-burning  engines  in  use'  or 
undergoingreconstruction,  but  will 
largely  increase  that  number  when 
the  tanks  are  set  up  at  the  fuel  sta- 
tions.

Formed.  now  operating  in 

different  portions 
of  the  State  met  together  in  the 
Mills  Building  and  took  the  pre- 
liminary steps  for  the  formation  of 
an  Oil  Men's  Association. 

This  action  marks  the  begin- 
ning of  a  new  era  in  the  history 
of  the  oil  industry  of  California. 
At  present  the  only  organization 
of  oil  men  in  San  Francisco  is  the 
Producers'  Oil  Exchange,  an  or- 
ganization composed  of  brokers 
and  which  has  for  its  principal  and 
sole  object  merely  the  selling  of 
stocks,  which  stocks  are  sold  not 
for  the  benefit  of  any  company  bat 
for  the  small  brokerage  obtained 
by  those  who  barter  the  stock. 

The  Producers'  Oil  Exchange  is 
not  regarded  very  favorably  by 
the  majority  of  the  oil  companies 
now  operating,  which  companies 
comprise  the  best  and  strongest 
and  most  productive  of  those  now 
operating  in  the  various  fields. 

The  necessity  has  made  itself 
felt  for  the  formation  of  some  or- 
ganization which  would  not  be  a 
brokers'  organization  but  which 
would  be  composed  of  oil  men  rep- 
resenting the  various  districts  who 
should  in  this  organization  band 
themselves  together  for  mutual 
benefit  and  protection. 

After  considerable  individual 
discussion  a  preliminary  meeting 
was  called,  a  full  account  of  which 
is  published  in  another  column  of 
this  week's  issue.  At  this  meet- 
ing committees  were  appointed  of 
representative  oil  men  who  in  a 
few  days  will  report  on  the  aims 
and  objects  of  the  proposed  asso- 
ciation, the  manner  of  organization, 
the  methods  to  be  employed,  etc., 
etc.  Its  committees  will  report  at 
a  meeting  to  be  held  in  the  assem- 
bly room  of  the  Mills  Building  on 
Wednesday  next  at  2  o'  clock.  All 
those  interested  in  the  oil  industry 
are  invited  to  be  present  and  listen 
to  the  reports  of  the  committees. 

The  oil  industry  of  California  is 


now  assuming  large  proportions, 
yet  its  present  magnitude  is  noth- 
ing to  be  compared  with  the  im- 
portance this  industry  will  assume 
in  the  next  two  years,  by  which 
time  California  will  have  taken  its 
place  in  the  front  rank  of  the  oil 
producing  states  of  the  Union. 

It  is  necessary  that  oil  men 
should  band  themselves  together; 
it  is  right  that  they  should  pro- 
tect themselves  against  the  injuri- 
ous effects  created  by  the  forma- 
tion of  fake  companies,  it  is  but 
right  that  those  who  are  bringing 
the  oil  industry  into  disrepute 
here  and  in  the  east  should  be 
shown  up  in  the  proper  light,  and 
their  villanies  exposed;  is  only 
right  that  the  shareholders  of  s'l 
companies  should  be  protected 
from  the  assaults  of  those  who,  tor 
the  sake  of  a  paltry  commission! 
endeavor  to  disparage  the  worth  of 
oil  stock  in  order  that  they  may 
induce  some  short-sighted  share- 
holder  to  sell  his  stock  at  much 
less  than  its  real  worth. 

Oil  men  need  some  headquarters 
where  they  can  feel  at  home  and 
where  they  can  meet  oil  men 
from  all  over  the  state  and  discuss 
matters  for  mutual  advantage- 
Such  a  home  the  new  organization 
will  shortly  provide.  Club  rooms 
will  be  established,  and  these 
rooms  will  be  open  to  welcome 
representatives  of  the  oil  industry 
from  widely  scattered  sections- 
Here  oil  men  will  feel  that  they 
are  welcome  and  will  plan  and  dis- 
cuss measures  for  their  mutual 
benefit. 


So  far  as  the  San  Francisco  news- 
papers are  con- 
Newspapers  cerned,  with  one 
Versus  ths  or  t w o  excep- 
Oil  Industry,  tions,  nothing  is 
said  about  the  oil 
industry.  The  Chronicle  contains 
one  or  two  articles  each  week  on 
those  companies  in  which  M.  H. 
Young  is  personally  interested,  and 
will  probably  continue  tosing their 
praises  until  its  proprietor  has  un- 
loaded his  stock.  Then  the  Chron- 
icle will  be  dumb  until  Mr.  de  Young 
becomes  a  heavy  stockholder, 
through  advertising,  in  another 
company.  The  Examiner  has  had 
similar  propositions,  but  has  refused 
to  entertain  them.  Perhaps  Mr. 
Spreckels  has  had  the  same  oppor- 
tunity to  obtain  oil  stock. 

At  any  rate,  none  of  the  leading 
dailies  in  San  Francisco  will  say 
anything  about  the  oil  industry, 
either  generally  or  in  regard  to 
part  eular  companies,  unless  they 
are  paid  for  every  article  at  the  rate 
of  so  much  a  line. 

The  oil  industry  of  California  is 
now  assuming  immense  propor- 
tions. Over  325,000  barrels  of  oil 
are  now  being  produced  every 
month  in  this  state,  and  this  amount 
will  be  very  materially  increased 
within  sixty  days.  Thousands  of 
acres  of  land  that  a  year  ago  were 
not  worth  $2.50  an  acre  are  now 
bringi  g  from  $250  to  $1000  an 
acre,  and   millions  of   dollars   have 


been  invested  in  this  land,  machin- 
ery and  in  developments.  Every 
week  sees  the  oil  area  of  the  State 
largely  increased.  The  problem  of 
cheap  fuel  has  been  solved,  and 
manufacturing  industries  already 
have  been  greatly  benefited. 

The  oil  industry  within  a  year 
has  sprung  into  the  front  rank  of 
the  industries  of  the  state,  and  is 
liable  to  outstrip  them  all  in  im- 
portance, and  in  the  coin  it  will  dis- 
tribute among  the  the  rich  and  poor 
alike. 

Yet  the  oil  industry  might  as 
well  not  exist,  so  far  as  the  San 
Francisco    dailies    are   concerned. 

They  will  devote  columns  day 
after  day  over  some  scandal  between 
absolutely  unknown  parties;  will 
go  into  hysterics  if  some  poor 
wretch  is  detected  in  some  small 
peculation;  and  each  day  will  have 
columns  of  news  over  prizefights  or 
coursing  events  that  are  read  by 
only  a  few,  and  have  no  connection 
with  the  progress  or  prosperity  of 
the  state. 

These  papers,  apparently,  have 
no  idea  of  the  number  of  people 
interested  in  oil,  or  of  how  t^ey 
would  increase  their  circulation  by 
giving,  frcm  time  to  time,  the  oil 
news  f~om  the  various  fields — not 
simply  exaggerated  news  from 
these  companies  in  which  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  paper  may  be  inter- 
ested, but  from  all  the  fields. 

Oil  will  soon  cut  a  greater  figure 
in  the  prosperity  of  Californiathan 
gold,  or  wheat,  or  wine,  or  fruit, 
and  it  is  time  our  daily  newspapers 
got  over  their  short-sighted  dollar- 
a-line  policy  and  gave  that  atten- 
tion to  oil  its  importance  deserves- 


A  Los  Angeles  firm  has  issued 
a  neat  prospectus  on 
Striking  the  oil  industry 
Points.  which  among  other 
good  things  contrasts 
the  oil  industry  with  mining  as 
follows:  One  of  the  most  striking 
points  in  the  oil  business  as  com- 
pared with  gold  and  copper  min- 
ing, is  the  fact  that  development 
proceeds  much  more  rapidly  in  the 
former  than  in  the  latter.  The 
average  depth  of  a  California  oil 
well  is  about  one  thousand  feet, 
and  to  reach  that  depth  costs  about 
$6000,  while  to  sink  a  shaft  would 
cost  about  for  times  that  sum  and 
often  more.  The  oil  well  will  be 
down  in  two  months,  the  shaft 
would  take  about  sixteen  months, 
to  finish.  Those  are  some  differ- 
ences as  to  speed  and  cost.  But 
even  when  the  miner  has  sunk  his 
shaft  he  has  then  to  run  drifts  and 
levels  and  sink  winzes;  all  of  which 
costs  additional  money,  while  the 
oil  miner  has  no  such  expense,  for 
the  product  is  a  fluid  and  where 
gravity  fails  him  he  makes  use  of 
a  pump,  and  has  no  expensive 
hoisting  plants,  no  machinery  for 
pumping  water,  etc.  The  third  is 
the  almost  utter  absence  of  phys- 
ical dangers;  there  being  no  shafts 
to  descend,  no  giant  powder  to 
explode,  no  rock  or  earth  to  cave 
in.     Another  fact  that  strikes  one 


is  the  cheapness  of  operating  the 
wells,  for  one  man  can  handle  sev- 
eral pumps,  there  being  nothing 
to  do  but  to  see  that  suction  keeps 
everlastingly  at  it,  and  the  oil  will 
rise  to  the  surface,  run  along  the 
pipe  line  or  into  the  storage  tank 
without  hoisting  cages,  trammers' 
cars,  automatic  bins,  or  any  such 
expense. 

We  are  in  receipt  of  several  let- 
ters from  reliable  oi 
Drillers  companies  asking  either 
Wanted,  for  information  as 
to  where  the  services 
of  reliable  oil  well  contractors  can 
be  obtained,  or  else  asking  for  the 
address  of  some  reliable  driller.  To 
all  such  we  have  to  make  the  same 
reply,  namely:  We  know  of  nocon- 
tractors  who  are  unemployed,  or 
liable  to  be  unemployed  for  some 
time.  Every  contractor  who  owns 
a  Standard  rig  has  probably  con- 
tracted for  work  for  months  ahead. 

Several  companies  have  rigs  cc  111- 
plete  and  ready  for  drilling,  but  the 
rigs  are  standing  idle  for  the  sim- 
ple reason  that  no  competent  and 
trustworthy  driller  can  be  obtained 
except  at  exorbitant  wages. 


CARPENTERIA  OIL. 


Years  oi  Prospecting  I  inal  y  Re- 
sult Successfully. 

At  last  the  long  sought  for  oil 
bed  in  the  Casitas  district  has  been 
tapped.  For  years  various  corpor- 
ations, accepting  the  judgment  of 
competent  experts,  have  sunk 
prospect  wells  and  much  money  in 
searching  for  what  was  supposed 
on  a  theoretical  computation,  to  be 
the  fountain  head  of  the  petroleum 
deposits  of  this  vicinity.  One  com- 
pany of  San  Francisco  capitalists 
spent  about  $ioo,ccoin  wells,  roads 
and  machinery,  and  finally  aban- 
doned the  field. 

But  the  oil  indications  were 
there,  and  at  last  a  new  cempary, 
known  as  the  Ocean  View,  and 
composed  of  Los.  Angeles  people, 
took  hold  of  the  work.  A  few 
weeks  ago  they  began  a  test  hole, 
in  another  part  of  the  district, 
about  one  mile  north  of  the  Shep- 
ard  ranch.  Late  Tuesday  afternoon 
they  entered  the  oil  sand  at  a  depth 
of  about  250  feet.  The  drill  had 
passed  through  fifty  feet  of  blue 
clay,  and  before  drilling  had  stop- 
ped it  had  gone  through  eighteen 
feet  of  oil  sand,  and  had  reached  a 
depth  of  270  feet. 

Col.  Allen  of  Los  Angeles,  presi- 
dent of  the  Army  and  Navy  Repub- 
lican League,  has  charge  of  the 
company's  operations. 

The  well  has  not  yet  been  suffi- 
ciently tested  to  prove  its  produc- 
ing qualities,  but  the  indications 
are  all  right. 

The  strike  will  precipitate  a 
boom  in  that  locality.  The  entire 
country  has  been  staked  out,  as 
those  familiar  with  the  formations 
were  confident  that  petroleum 
would  be  found  sooner  or  later, 
J.  R.  Heath  of  Carpenteria  has 
moved  his  drill'ng  rig  to  the  Rin- 
con  and  will  commence  work  next 
Monday.  Several  other  men 
having  oil  territory  leased  in  the 
valley  will  commence  drilling  in 
the  near  future.— Santa  Barbara 
Press.

Oil    News  From   this  Part  of  San 
Benito  County. 

The  following  letter  from  the 
Vallecitos  valley,  in  the  Fresno^ 
vSan  Benito  district,  was  published 
in  the  Free  Lance: 

The  Union  Oil  Compan>  is  drill- 
ing their  fifth  well,  and  is  down 
some  1400  teet.  Whether  they 
have  any  indications  of  oil  or  not 
is  kept  secret.  They  have  dug  a 
grade  for  another  derrick  and  have 
ordered  a  string  of  casing.  The 
wells  are  situated  on  section  24, 
township  16  south,  range  10  east. 
The  machinery  for  the  first  well 
of  the  Ashurst  Oil  Company,  has 
been  ordered  and  will  be  on  the 
ground  inside  of  sixty  days.  It  is 
the  intention  of  this  company  to 
put  three  rigs  in  Vallecitos.  The 
first  one  will  be  put  on  lot  8,  town- 
ship 17  south,  range  n  east,  about 
two  miles  southeast  of  the  Union  oil 
wells.  The  second  rig  will  be  on 
section  24,  township  17  south, 
range  n  east,  on  land  purchased 
from  T.  Kennard  and  known  as 
the  coal  mine  claim.  This  com- 
pany htis  over  seven  hundred 
acres  of  land. 

The  Vallecitos  Oil  Co.,  Chris 
McCoy,  manager,  has  ordered  their 
machinery.  They  will  operate  on 
section  17,  township  17  south, 
range  n,  east,  near  the  San  Carlos 
oil  well.  The  Flood  Bros,  have 
been  employed  to  construct  the 
short  piece  of  road  necessary  and 
to  dig  a  grade  for  the  derrick. 

D.  L.  Smith  of  Newman,  dealer 
in  oil  land,  recently  visited  Valle- 
citos, and  after  making  a  careful 
examinat'on  of  the  country  invest- 
ed largely  in  the  Ashurst  Co. 
This  gentleman  is  interested  in  oil 
land  at  Coalinga,  and  in  Los  An- 
geles county.  He  says  the  oil  in- 
dications of  Vallecitos  are  far  su- 
perior to  any  section  he  has  visited. 
The  oil  seepages  in  and  around 
Vallecitos  are  far  more  numerous 
than  in  any  other  section  with 
which  I  am  familiar.  On  the  north 
side  of  the  valley,  beginning  on 
Silver  Creek  on  land  owned  by 
Captain  Thomas  Williams  and  ex- 
tending to  Grizzly  Canyon  to  land 
owned  by  the  Union  Oil  Company, 
is  an  extensive  shale  formation, 
and  a  peculiar  whiteish,  coarse- 
grained, soft  sandstone,  and  a  de- 
composed porphyraceous  lime- 
stone. On  Captain  Williams' 
ranch  are  two  oil  seepages,  and 
near  the  Union  works  on  section 
19,  township  16  south,  range 
n  east,  are  two  more.  Along 
the  shale  formation,  between  the 
Union  welts  and  Captain  Williams' 
ranch,  there  are  no  less  than  seven 
oil  seepages.  The  water  in  this 
section  of  country,  where  any  can 
be  found,  is  brackish  and  unfit  for 
stock.  Some  of  the  water  tastes 
of  sulphur  and  alum. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  valley 
the  seepages  are  even  more  num- 
erous than  on  the  north  side. 
There  is  one  on  section  36,  town- 
ship 16  south,  range  10  east,  on 
land  owned  by  N.  C.  Briggs  and 
others;  on  lot  8,  section  31, 
township  16  south,  range  11  east, 
on  land  owned  by  the  Ashurst  Oil 
Co.  The  oil  sand  on  lot  8  shows  a 
thickness  of  thirty  feet,  being  far 
thicker  than  other  on  this  section. 
On  section  6,  township  17  south, 
range  11  east,  there  is  a  large 
seepage,  and  on  lot  3,  section  7 
township  17  s.,  range  n  east,  on 
land  owned  by  Henry  Kleen, 
there  is  a  small  seepage. 

In  the  year  1869  Charles  Holden 


and  George  Ashurst,  while  pros 
pecting  for  coal,  dug  a  tunnel  some 
15  feet  in  the  left  bank  of  the  Slide 
Canyon  and  found  a  rock  of  adeep 
chocolate  color,  strongly  impreg- 
nated with  oil,  This  land  is  now 
owned  by  the  Hollister  Oil  Co. 

From  the  Slide  Canyon  this  rock 
formation  can  be  traced  in  a  south- 
easterly direction  for  several  miles. 
At  a  point  on  section  23,  between 
Wra,  Ashurst's  residence  and  Mrs. 
Larios',  it  widens  out  to  a  quarter 
of  a  mile,  and  smells  strongly  of 
coal  oil,  two  or  three  feet  from  the 
surface. 

On  section  8,  township  i7south, 
range  11  east,  there  is  a  large  seep- 
age. This  is  known  as  the  San 
Carlos  oil  well.  There  is  a  seep- 
age on  Mrs.  Pacheco's  ranch,  and 
one  on  section  24,  township  17 
south,  range  11  east,  on  land  owned 
by  the  Ashurst  Oil  Co.;  also  one 
on  Mrs.  Larios'  land,  owned  bythe 
Union  Oil  Co. 

I  have  been  asked  whether  or 
no  there  is  any  government  land 
in  this  section  to  locate  mining 
claims  on.  To  this  inquiry  I  will 
answer  that  I  know  of  none.  There 
i»  land  that  might  be  leased.  The 
people  of  this  valley  have  been 
treated  in  such  an  unfair  way  by 
those  who  have  secured  leases  that 
it  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  get  a 
lease.  There  is  only  one  object  for 
an  owner  to  lease  his  land,  and 
that  is  to  get  it  developed,  and 
when  a  company  ties  up  by  leas- 
ing, five  or  six  thousand  acres  of 
land,  and  then  begins  operations 
with  old,  worn  out  machinery,  if 
they  begin  at  all,  it  is  not  likely 
the  next  company  that  comes  along 
will  find  it  easy  to  get  a  lease. 

One  hundied  and  sixty  acres  of 
land  is  enough  for  any  one  com- 
pany to  own  if  it  is  true  that  it 
takes  three  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars  to  develop  it,  and 
a  company  that  asks  for  more  mo^t 
likely  wants  it  for  speculative  pur- 
poses and  not  for  development.  I 
think  any  reliable  company  could 
get  land  in  here,  but  not  three  or 
four  thousand  acres,  as  has  been 
done  in  the  past.         Resident. 


IN  SANTA  BARBARA. 


This  County  On  the  Eve  of  a  Big 
Boom  in  Oil. 

Santa  Barbara  county  is  on  the 
verge  of  the  biggest  kind  of  an 
oil  boom,  and  all  that  is  required 
to  start  it  going  full  tilt  is  one  or 
two  strikes  of  productive  oil  sand 
in  the  numerous  sections  now  un- 
der lease.  There  exists  ample  jus- 
tification for  the  belief  that  the 
petroleum  vein  parallels  the  coast 
line  from  San  Luis  Obispo  to  San 
Diego.  Oil  rock  sandstone,  shale 
brea  and  oil  seepages  are  found  in 
the  counties  named  and  those  be- 
tween them,  close  to  the  sea  line, 
while  out  in  the  ocean  surface  oil 
manifests  itself  conspicuously  at 
more  than  one  point.  The  pro- 
duction at  Summerland,  on  the 
southern  Santa  Barbara  coast,  cer- 
tainly confirms  this  contention.  In 
the  vicinity  of  Arroyo  Grande  sev- 
eral rigs  are  at  work  and  the  oil 
resources  of  this  region  will  have 
a  chance  to  show  themselves. 
About  a  month  ago  oil  sand  was 
struck  on  what  is  known  as  the 
Huasna  ranch,  about  15  miles 
east  of  Arroyo  Grande,  but  thus 
far  no  oil  in  substantial  quantity 
has  been  obtained.  If  there  is  oil 
in  the  locality  it  will  be  gotten,

RECENT  DEVELOPMENTS  IN  OIL  IN  VARIOUS  PARTS 
OF  THE  STATE. 


KERN. 

The  Globe  has  received  a  600- 
barrel  tank. 

The  Reed  company  has  187  feet 
of  sand  in  its  wells   on   section  34 

The  Kern  River  Company's  well 
on  4,  29-28  is  now  pumping  200 
barrels  per  day. 

The  Cantua  is  making  slow,  but 
steady  progress  against  the  heav- 
ing water  sand. 

Work  has  been  resumed  on  the 
Barker  Ranch  well.  Th":  drillers 
have  a  hydraulic  rig. 

It  is  learned  on  the  best  of  author- 
ity that  the  Uncle  Sam  on  35,  28-27 
is  down  only  600  feet.  The  hole  is 
still  in  the  water  sand. 

The  Cosmopolitan  on  32,  27729 
has  reached  a  depth  ot  900  feet. 
"We  have  not  struck  oil  yet,  but 
are  liable  to  at  any  minute,"  said 
Superintendent  Hirshfield. 

The  Rio  Bravo  Company,  a  Maine 
corporation,  has  purchased  the 
Henry  Pierce  Ranch  for  the  sum 
of  $13,500.  The  ranch  contains 
8200  acres  and  lies  in  28-29,  29-29 
and  29-30. 

A  derrick  is  up  on  the  land  of 
the  Mohave  and  drilling  in  that 
as  yet  unexplored  field  will  soon 
begin.  The  territory  presenting 
surface  indications  is  three  miles 
wide  and  is  much  longer. 

An  offer  of  thirty-five  per  cent 
royalty  coupled  with  an  agree- 
ment to  put  two  rigs  at  work  im- 
mediately, the  lease  to  cover  but 
10  acres  of  ground  near  McKittrick 
was  refused  lately. 

The  Arroj'O  Corny  any,  which 
owns  one-half  of  section  28,  28-27, 
has  let  a  contract  with  Los  Angeles 
parties  to  sink  a  well  1200  feet  deep 
or  until  oil  is  struck,  work  to  begin 
on  or  before  June  1st.  The  price 
to  be  paid  is  eighty  acres  of  the 
land. 

The  Commonwealth  Oil  Co.  of 
San  Francisco,  having  ordered  a 
high-class  Standard  rig  which  is  to 
be  on  their  land  in  32,  26-2S,  Kern 
county,  in  30  days  are  rapidly 
making  all  necessary  preparations 
to  begin  boring  as  soon  as  the  rig 
arrives.  Latest  reports  from  ex- 
perts who  have  recently  visited 
this  part  of  Kern  county  warrant 
the  statement  that  the  richest  oil 
wells  in  the  state  will  be  found  in 
this  northern  part  of  the  county 
and  there  is  a  surprise  in  store  for 
not  only  the  stockholders  of  this 
company  but  for  all  land  holdeis 
in  this  locality. 

The  Brown  Company  has  sus- 
pended drilling  operations,  is  pull- 
ing up  its  casing  and  has  quit  so 
far  as  its  first  well  is  concerned. 
What  the  compp.ny  will  do  here- 
after has  not  been  determined,  The 
Brown  well  was  bored  in  the  south- 
west corner  of  27,  28-28.  From  the 
surface  to  thebottom,  1225  feet,  not 
a  trace  nor  an  indication  of  oil  was 
found,  although  100  yards  away, 
in  the  southeast  corner  of  28,  the 
Petroleum  Center  has  three  wells 
in  which  the  oil  sand  was  reached 
at  about  400  feet.  Evidently  the 
boundary  line  of  the  oil-bearing 
strata  runsclose  to  the  stake  at  the 
corners  of  27-28,  33  and  34. 

The  rig  that  has  been  boring  on 


the  northwest  quarter  of  30,  28-28 
has  been  moved  to  26.  28-27. 

The  Uncle  Sam  is  down  800 
feet  on  35,  28-27. 

The  Kern  river  oil  district  was 
one  year  old  on  May  3d. 

A.  B.  Canfield  has  contracted  to 
bore  a  well  for  the  Graves  com- 
pany. 

Eldorado  No.  1  ■  doesn't  im- 
prove much.  The  sand  continues 
to  come.     No.  2  has  fine   prspects. 

After  expending  about  $6000  in 
developing  a  dry  hole,,  the  Presi- 
dent Oil  Company  has  quit. 

The  Manhattan  has  received  its 
drilling  machinery  and  will  set  it 
up  on  11,  11-24. 

The  Old  Dominion  people  at 
McKittrick  have  abandoned  well 
No.  1  and  started  on  another  a 
short  distance  away. 

S.  F.  Lieb  began  boring  this 
week  on  Miller  &  Lux  ground 
within  a  mile  of  the  Temblor 
ranch. 

The  Globe  company  has  begun 
to  finish  the  well  already  bored 
on  its  tract  in  30,  when  purchased 
and  will  have  rig  No.  2  at  work 
on  another  hole  by  the  middle  oi 
the  week. 

A  proposition  was  made  .the  El- 
dorado people  a  short  time  ago  to 
bore  twenty  wells  and  equip  the 
works  with  all  the  necessary  pump- 
ing machinery,  tanks,  etc.,  for  ten 
barrels  of  the  product  per  day 
from  each  well,  and  a  $100,000 
bond  to  carry  out  the  desired  con- 
tract was  offered.  The  proposition 
was  refused. 

The  reported  strike  of  a  gusher 
in  the  Sunset  district  by  Jewett& 
Blodget  has  aroused  new  interest 
in  that  promising  field.  The  va- 
rious companies  owning  territory 
in  that  district  are  already  con- 
sidering the  advisability  of  ad- 
vancing the  price  of  their  stock. 
The  oil  districts  of  Kern  county  is 
bound  to  cause  genuine  astonish- 
ment throughout  the  country,  not 
only  because  of  their  product- 
iveness, but  because  of  their 
great  extent.  It  is  said  that  the 
eulire  Los  Angeles  field  could  be 
placed  in  a  field  one  and  one-half 
miles  square,  yet  the  central  Cal- 
ifornia fields  cover  areas  from 
three  to  ten  miles  square. — Ex- 
press. 

Wednesday  evening  the  Cali- 
fornia Mutual,  boring  on  thesouth- 
west  corner  of  the  WJ£  of  the 
NKZ4  of  28,  28-28  struck  the  oil 
which  was  accompanied  by  a  big 
flow  of  gas.  The  works  were  shut 
down,  it  being  to  dangerous  to 
have  lights  about  the  well  on  ac- 
count of  the  quantity  of  gas.  This 
well  moves  the  edge  of  the  dis- 
trict in  that  neighborhood,  half  a 
mile  north.  There  is  already  a 
number  of  wells  in  28,  but  they 
are  all  near  the  southern  bound- 
ary of  the  section.  The  stratum 
seems  to  have  taken  an  upward 
tilt,  as  the  depth  at  which  the  sand 
was  reached  is  528  feet.  As  it  was 
not  expected  at  so  shallow  a  depth 
no  casing  had  been  put  in. 

The  Raven  company  began  bor- 


ing on  6,  28-29  Wednesday  and 
struck  water  at  sixty  feet,  neces- 
sitating casing. 

It  is  believed  that  the  Kern 
oils  No.  8  and  9  will  flow  when 
rand  pumped  another  day  or  two 

A  72-foot  derrick  has  been  fin- 
ished for  the  Arroyo  company  on 
28,  28-27. 

Wellington  Gregg,  Jr.,  will  un- 
dertake to  go  to  a  depth  of  1500 
feet  on  2,  28-28,  the  King  Bee 
land. 

F.  E.Manuel  fiom  11,20-21,  says 
the  Sunrise  Oil  and  Development 
company  has  gone  down  over  300 
feet. 

A  well  is  to  be  bored  shortly  on 
the  SWX  of  the  NWJ|  of  10,  29- 
28,  the  T.  A.  Joy  place  south  of 
the  river. 

The  Gray  Eagle  company  has 
declared  a  dividend  of  fhty-five 
cents  a  share.  So  for  as  we 
know  this  is  the  first  company 
in  the  field  to  make  a  division  of 
profits. 

It  was  reported  Monday  that 
the  Mt.  Diablo  company  had 
struck  the  oil  sand  on  the  ex- 
treme western  edge  of  section  30, 
28-28.  If  so,  the  discovery  ex- 
tends the  oil  field  still  furtner 
west. 

The  McKittrick  company  sent 
two  crews  of  men  and  a  derrick 
out  to  its  well  at  McKittrick  on 
Tuesday.  The  well  will  be 
cleaned  out  and  sunk  deeper.  The 
work  began  Wednesday. 

Whittier  &  Green  are  about  to 
move  two  Standard  rigs  upon  the 
Shamrock,  The  wells  already 
sunk  on  this  land  by  the  company 
are  said  to  have  been  imperfectly 
perforated.  They  demonstrated 
the  presence  of  oil,  but  are  ruins 
virtually. — Californian. 

The  Globe  Company  last  week 
began  finishing  the  well  which  was 
on  its  land  in  30,  28-28  when  the 
tract  was  purchased.  The  hole  is 
700  feet  deep  and  in  the  heart  of 
the  district.  A  contract  has  been 
let  for  ten  derricks,  a  1000  barrel 
storage  tank  has  been  received 
and  two  rigs  are  to  be  put  in. 

Two  strikes  have  been  made  at 
McKittrick  recently,  the  Eldorado 
and  the  McKittrick  Consolidated 
being  the  companies.  In  both 
cases  the  behavior  of  the  well  was 
the  same,  a  blow  up  of  oil  into  the 
derreck,  a  short  flow  and  then  a 
choking  of  sand  in  the  pipe  cutting 
off  further  discharge.  The  Eldo- 
rado well  is  back  of  No.  1  on  higher 
ground  and  is  1000  feet  deep.  It 
was  filled  up  for  300  feet  by  the 
the  force  of  the  upheaval.  The 
oil  discharged  is  of  a  lighter  gravity 
than  that  obtained  generally 
throughout  the  district. 

The  Mt.  Diablo  Oil  Company  has 
struck  the  oil  in  the  extreme  south- 
west corner  of  30,  28-28.  This, 
says  the  Bakersfield  Californian, 
signifies  that  at  least  640  acres  of 
what  was  not  absolutely  known  to 
be  on  the  belt,  are  oil-bearing.  The 
site  or  this  well  is  half  a  mile  from 
Whittier  &  Green's,  is  one  mile  due 
west  of  the  Sterling  and  a  mile  and 
a  quarter  northwest  of  the  Peer- 
less. Assuming  that  the  interven- 
ing ground  is  of  the  same  nature 
as  that  on  each  side,  a  characteristic 
of  the  Kern  River  district  that  har 
never  yet  been  found  lacking,  fully 
a  section  is  added  to  the  territory, 
a  portion  of  30  and  nearly  all  of  31 
being  demonstrated  to  be  all  right. 
Besides  a  part  at  least  of  the  section 


adjoining  on  the  west,  25,  28-27, 
may  be  considered  as  carrying  pe- 
troleum. 

The  Independent  well  was  per- 
forated for  two-thirds  the  distance 
of  the  sand  last  week,  and  the  oil 
stood  200  feet  in  the  casing. 

The  Junction  No.  1  is  being 
pumped  intermittingly,  consider- 
able delay  being  met  with  on  ac- 
count of  sand.  The  longest  run 
without  stopping  was  made  yes- 
terday when  the  production  held 
up  at  the  rate  of  five  barrels  per 
hour  for  five  hours. 

In  treating  the  roads  to  oil,  in 
the  work  now  in  progress,  no  one 
single  application  is  heavy.  After 
the  oil  is  applied  a  cultivator-like 
arrangement  runs  over  the  oiled 
track  and  pulverizes  the  earth. 
Successive  treatments  in  this  man- 
ner will,  it  is  claimed,  make  a  dur- 
able roadway.  Jewett's  Lane  and 
Kern  Island,  in  Kern  county,  are 
now  being  treated. 

One  hundred  and  sixty  barrels 
per  day  for  eight  days  is  the  rec- 
ord of  the  Kern  River  company's 
well  on  section  4,  29-28  in  the 
Kern  River  district.  A  partial 
test  of  the  San  Joaquin's  No.  4, 
on  5,  29-28  has  been  made,  the 
result  being  that  all  tanks  avail- 
able \Vere  filled  in  twenty  hours. 
The  tankage  amounted  to  175  bar- 
rels. 

The  Bakersfield  company  has 
began  work  on  the  unfinished 
well  on  section  12,  20-28.  The 
progress  of  these  operations  will 
be  anxiously  watched  for  the  rea- 
son that  should  oil  in  paying 
quantities  be  found,  values  of  sur- 
rounding lands  will  be  established 
and  the  region  to  the  south  of  the 
river,  at  present  an  unknown 
quantity,  will  be  placed  on  the 
belt,  provisionally. 


The  Waverly  Oil  Company  is 
going  right  along  drilling.  Its 
well  is  now  down  370  feet  and  no 
obtacles  have  yet  been  met  with 
so  the  well  is  going  down  steadily 
and  surely. 

There  has  been  nobody  ambush- 
ed and  surrounded  at  Spreckels' 
kopje  in  the  Devil's  Denje  for  a 
week.  Those  sentinels  must  be 
sleeping  at  the  posts." — Tulare 
Register. 

Petroleum  Center. 

Their  standard  rig  has  been  re- 
moved from  section  28,  28-28  to 
section  24,  28-27,  and  drilling  is  ex- 
pected to  -commence  on  the  latter 
section  tomorrow.  A  new  portable 
rig  has  been  purchased  to  take  the 
place  of  the  standard  rig  removed 
from  28,  28-28. 

The  pumping  plant  for  section 
28,  28-28  is  expected  to  be  in  oper- 
ation by  May  24th  next,  when  the 
three  wells  now  completed  and 
capped  on  that  section  will  be 
pumped.

I     have    seen    them 
Ixitli  used  for  that  purpose,  one  on 
river  steamer,  the  other 
on  the  Kansas  praries  in  1857,  but 
it  i>  an    extravagant  waste  to  use 
valuable  food  products  for  fuel. 

Petroleum  is  worth  at  present 
about 95  cents  per  barrel  for  fuel, 
rrel  of  petroleum  of  average 
quality  will  provide  about  'o  or  12 
gallons  of  kerosene,  worth,  say,  15 
gallon;  also,  about  5  gal- 
lons each  of  e,assolineand  benzine, 
worth  about  16  or  17  cents  per  gal- 
lon. The  kerosene  will  be  worth 
at  present  market  prices  about 
fl.50,  and  the  gasoline  and  benzine 
at  least  $1.75.  Now  we  have  some 
illons  left,  from  which  we  can 
get  'o  gallons  of  lubricating  oil, 
worth  t6centsa  gallon,  andatleast 
50  cents  worth  of  asphaltum  and 
residum.  We  now  have  kerosene 
worth  $1.50;  gasoline  and  benzine 
worth  $1.75;  lubricating  oil  worth 
$1.60;  asphaltum,  etc.,  50  cents;  a 
total  of  S5.35. 

All  this  from  a  barrel  of  crude  oil, 
for  which  only  $1  can  be  obtained 
for  fuel,  and  the  entire  cost  of  this 
reduction  will  not  exceed  $1  per 
barrel;  so  we  have  made  a  net 
profit  of  $4.40  on  a  single  barrel. 
We  can  now  begin  to  understand 
how  it  has  been  possible  for  the 
Standard  Oil  Company  to  make  so 
many  hundreds  of  millions  of  dol- 
lars in  a  single  generation  and  how 
they  we  e  able  to  declare  a  quar- 
terly dividend  of  $20,000,000  on  the 
the  first  day  of  January  last. 

We  are  informed  that  the  pres- 
ent output  of  oil  in  California  is  a 
little  in  excess  of  300,000  barrels  a 
month,  of  which  a  little  over  100,- 
000  barrels  are  used  for  fuel.  Now 
we  all  believe  that  this  great  indus- 
try is  just  in  its  infancy, and  within 
twelve  months  there  will  probably 
be  produced  in  this  state  alone  a 
million  barrels  per  month.  We  are 
therefore  confronted  with  the  grave 
question,  how  to  dispose  of  it  prof- 
itably. 

They  tell  us  that  great  manufact- 
uring establishments  will  be  located 
here  and  consume  it  for  fuel.  But 
cheap  fuel  alone  will  not  bring 
manufactories  to  this  coast.  It 
must  be  remembered  that  agricul- 
tural implements  and  furniture  are 
made  largely  of  hard  wood,  and 
that  there  is  not  a  stick  of  hickory, 
walnut,  oak,  ash,  beech,  maple  or 
elm  on  this  coast,  and  as  the  great 
Eastern  manufactories  "stand  in" 
with  the  transportation  companies, 
it  would  cost  about  as  much  toship 
the  raw  material  in  the  way  of  lum- 
ber here  as  it  would  to  ship  the 
finished  product.  So  that  will 
not  solve  it. 

Hut  they  say  the  railroad  com- 
pany intends  to  use  crude  oil  as 
fuel.  Now,  if  that  should  be  so 
they  would  certainly  burn  up  con- 
siderable oil  as  fuel.  But  let  us

two  and  a  half  barrels  of  crude  oil. 
At  $1  a  barrel  theoil  would  cost  the 
company     (3.50,    and     as     I     have 

Shown  their  coal  costs  them  much 
less.  Crude  oil  was  tried  on  the 
ferry  boats,  but  was  soon  aband- 
oned, as  it  was  discovered  that  it 
was  very  destructive  to  the  fur- 
naces and  boilers.  So  it  is  not 
likely  the  railroad  company  will 
adopt  it  as  fuel.  They  are  in  the 
transportation  business  and  they 
may  pretend  they  are  going  to  use 
it  to  stimulate  production,  so  that 
they  may  profit  by  transportingit. 
So  the  question  remains,  what 
are  we  going  to  do  with  our  oil? 
The  writer  of  the  article  which 
we  are  reviewing  says:  "There  is 
a  great  deal  of  mystery  attached 
to  the  refining  process."  I  do 
not  understand  that  there  is  any- 
thing mysterious  about  the  refin- 
ing of  Eastern  oil,  or  oil  of  para- 
fine  base  On  the  contrary  it  is 
very  simple.  The  kerosene  hav- 
ing been  cut  out  at  the  desired 
gravity  is  treated  with  sulphuric 
acid  which  throws  down  the  tar 
that  is  in  solution.  It  is  then 
followed  with  a  treatment  of  caus- 
tic soda  to  neutralize  the  acid  that 
the  oil  may  have  taken  up.  This 
is  called  bleaching.  Now  wash  it 
with  pure  cold  water'  to  remove 
any  caustic  soda  that  may  have 
been  held  in  solution  and  it  is 
•refined"  and  atter  settling  for  a 
few  days  is  ready  for  the  market 
and  the  camp. 

But  California  oil  is  of  a  different 
nature.  It  contains  asphaltum  in- 
stead of  parafine.  It  is  "refract- 
ory" or  "rebellious,"  and  so  far  it 
has  baffled  all  the  efforts  of  ehem 
i=>ts  and  refiners  to  purify  it.  This 
asphaltum  which  remains  in  the 
oil  is  not  in  suspension,  but  in 
combination,  and  when  used  in 
the  lamp  produces  a  smoke,  an  of- 
fensive odor  and  a  crust  on  the 
wick.  The  only  way  that  Califor- 
nia oil  is  used  or  can  be  used  at 
present  for  illuminating  purposes 
is  by  mixing  it  with  high  grade 
Eastern  oil,  then  selling  the  mix- 
ture as  a  low  grade  oil.  This  is 
being  done  quite  extensively.  It 
is  a  well-known  fact  that  the 
Eastern  oil  fields  are  diminishing 
and  that  of  California  is  rapidly 
increasing,  and  as  coal  oil  is  the 
cottage  light — indeed  the  light  of 
the  world — the  demand  for  it  is 
increasing.  The  man  who  dis- 
covers a  process  for  redeeming 
the  California  oil  by  eliminating 
the  deleterious  ingredients  will 
have  solved  the  great  question  as 
to  what  we  shall  do  with  our  oil 
and  will  be  as  great  a  benefactor 
as  Bessemer,  Howe  or  Edison.  He 
will   come.

The  Oil  Men  of  California  Unite   In  Further- 
ing the  Oil  Industry. 

The  Organization  To  Be  Known  As  The  California   Pe- 
troleum  Miners'  Association. 


On  Wednesday  afternoon  an  en- 
thusiastic meeting  of  oil  men  was 
held  in  the  assembly  rooms  of  the 
Mills  Building.  There  were  pres- 
ent representatives  from  about 
fifty  of  the  leading  oil  companies 
of  the  State  and  the  enthusiasm 
manifested  was  a  good  index  for 
the  success  of  the  cause  which 
called  them  together. 

The  object  of  the  meeting  was 
to  formulate  the  best  plan  for  the 
organization  of  a  State  association 
of  oil  men,  the  object  of  such  an 
association  being  the  general  ben- 
efit of  the  oil  industry  of  Cali- 
fornia. 

The  beginning  of  the  movement 
which  will  result  in  the  formation 
of  this  association  was  made  a 
week  ago  last  Wednesday,  when 
a  few  oilmen  got  together  in  the 
office  of  the  Fresno-Alpha  Oil 
Company  representing  a  dozen 
different  companies  and  appointed 
committees  which  should  formulate 
the  best  plan  for  forming  such  an 
association  as  was  desired  and  re- 
port in  one  week. 

The  meeting  on  Wednesday  was 
called  to  order  by  Chairman  Col- 
onel L.  Perry  Crane,  who  asked 
Secretary  W.  B.  Winn  to  read  the 
minutes  of  the  last  meeting.  This 
having  been  done,  and  the  min- 
utes approved  the  report  of  the 
committees  was  heard. 

The  committee  on  drawing  arti- 
cles of  incorporation  and  organiza- 
tion reported  as  follows: 

First — The  name  of  the  associa- 
tion should  be  The  California  Pe- 
troleum Miners'  Association. 

Second — This  association  should 
be  incorporated  under  the  laws  of 
the  State  of  California. 

Third — The  purposes  of  the  as- 
sociation should  be: 

Section  i.  To  promote  and  en- 
courage the  petroleum  industry  in 
California  to  the  end  that  the  com- 
mercial wealth  of  the  State  may 
be  advanced. 

Sec.  2.  To  create  a  bureau  of 
information  regarding  the  oil  terri- 
tory of  California. 

Sec.  3.  To  disseminate  knowl- 
edge of  the  petroleum  interests 
through  the  press  and  by  public 
meetings  or  literature  of  the  asso- 
ciation. 

Sec.  4.  To  dignify  the  methods 
pursued  by  petroleum  companies. 
Sec.  5.  To  employ  competent 
legal  services,  if  required,  to  pro- 
tect the  oil  industry  of  this  State, 
or    to    maintain    the   lights  of  the 


members  of  this  association. 

Sec.  G  To  give  information  and 
protection  to  proposed  investors, 

Sec.  7.  To  provide  suitable  head- 
quarters for  the  members  of  this 
association  and  their  friends. 

Sec.  8.  To^do  any  and  all  acts 
necessary  Ot  proper  to  carry  out 
the  purposes  aforesaid. 

Fourth— The  length  of  the  pro- 
posed incorporation  should  be  fifty 
years. 

Fifth — The  number  of  directors 
for  the  first  year  should  be  eleven. 

Sixth — As  this  incorporation  is 
not  organized  forpiofit,  but  simply 
as  an  association,  this  incorpora- 
tion will  have  no  capital  stock  and 
therefore  no  capital  stock  will  ap- 
pear on  record. 

The  committee  making  this  're- 
part  consisted  of  Prof.  Heald,  W. 
E.  von  Johannsen  and  B.  Marks. 

The  report  cf  this  committee 
was  received  and  approved  and 
the  committee  discharged  with 
thanks. 

The  report  of  the  committee  ap- 
pointed to  select  proper  quarters 
for  the  organization  and  make  an 
estimate  of  necessary  expendi- 
tures, etc.,  consisted  of  Messrs.  H. 
S.  Field,  J.  B.  Hoss  and  A.  S. 
Stratton.  This  committee  reported 
that  they  had  examined  several 
rooms  in  various  buildings  and 
that  no  trouble  would  be  experi- 
enced in  securing  the  proper  loca- 
tion for  the  proposed  association, 
In  regard  to  finances  the  commit- 
tee reported  as  follows:

Gentlemen:  Your  committee  ap- 
pointed to  procure  estimates  for 
the  establishing  and  maintaining 
of  quarters  for  this  association 
beg  leave  to  present  following  re- 
port: 

For  furnishing  quarters — i.  e., 
desk,  chairs,  carpet,  tables,  hat- 
rack,  bookcase,  visitors'  register, 
etc.,$i75. 

Maintaining  quarters — rent,  sal- 
aries, telephone  ,  and  stationery — 
per  month,  $r50. 

For  devising  ways  and  means  to 
defray  expenses  for  the  maintain- 
ing of  quarters  for  the  association 
we  would  suggest  a  membership 
fee  and  monthly  dues.

This  company  has  succeeded  in 
striking  one  of  the  best  wells  yet 
discovered  in  the  Kern  river  dis- 
trict, in  section  28,  28-28,  this  being 
the  most  northerly  well  put  drilled 
in  the  district. 

The  well  is  down  678  feet,  and 
the  body  of  oil  sand  uncovered  is 
so  rich  that  the  oil  rose  about  the 
pipe  and  flowed  off  into  the  ground, 
so  that  a  tank  had  to  be  obtained 
immediately  to  stop  needless  waste 
of  oil.  The  well  is  not  yet  com- 
pleted and  bailing  out  the  oil  and 
sand  is  still  being  continued.  It  is 
expected  that  the  well  will  be  per- 
forated" this  week  or  the  first  of 
next  week,  and  that  it  will  be 
found  to  yield  at  least  150  barrels 
a  day. 

The  officers  and  directors  of  the 
California  Mutual  are:  J.  H.  Wise, 
president;  W.  H.  Bush,  vice-presi- 
dent; Samuel  Richmond,  W.  H.

Some  o?  the  Reasons  For  Believing  That  this  District 

Will  Soon  Be  One  of  the  Great  Producing  Oil 

Districts  of  California. 


In  Los  Angeles  the.  oil  wells 
are  drilled  on  town  lots,  one  or 
more  to  the  lot.  This  makes  the 
land  expensive  for  oil  purposes, 
and  the  wells,  being  drilled  so 
near  ^together,  drain  from  each 
other's  territory.  This  gives  them 
short  life  as  well  as  lessens  their 
productiveness.  Still  they  pay 
well  for  the  investment,  and  some 
of  the  organized  Los  Angeles 
companies  have  declared  substan- 
tial dividends. 

In  Kern  county  there  are  sev- 
eral large     oil   districts,     notably 


in  abundance  and  at  no  great 
depth.  Oil  seepages  abound. 
Many  water  wells  have  been  dug 
only  to  find  the  water  so  oily  as  to 
be  useless.  There  is  shale,  sand- 
stone, and  all  the  other  geological 
conditions  that  indicate  oil.  There 
is  everything  on  the  surface  so  far 
as  indications  are  concerned  that 
are  to  be  found  in  Los  Angeles, 
Kern  and  McKittrick. 

At  present  the  Fresno-San  Be- 
nito district  has  the  advantage  over 
other  districts  in  that  oil  not 
having   been    yet     developed   by 


and  this  company  has  now  four 
good  wells  completed  and  another 
well  being  drilled.  The  completed 
wells  are  capped  and  are|said  to  be 
big  producers  just  how  big  no  one 
knows,  for  the  Union  Oil  company 
and  its  men  are  very  reticent  on 
this  matter.  But  the  fact  of  the 
company  being  so  well  satisfied 
with  these  wells  as  to  keep  on 
boring  in  the  same  locality  is  a 
fact  which  speaks  volumes  as  to 
the  character  of  the  wells  and  the 
amount  of  the  output.  Another 
thing  that  should  be  borne  in 
mind  about  the  Fresno-San  Benito 
district  is  that  the  oil  found 
there  is  of  a  superior  grade  and 
of  a  higher  gravity  than  that 
found  in  the  more  southern  por- 
tion of  the  state.  In  Kern  and 
Los  Angeles  the  oil  is  thick  and 
heavy — an  excellent  fuel  oil,  but 
some  of  it  is  so  heavy  that  in  cold 
weather  it  is  found  almost  impossi- 
ble to  force  it  through  the  pipes 
from  the  wells  to  the  storage  tanks. 
The  oil  found  in  the  foothills  on 
the  west  side  of  the  San  Joaquin 


where  the  oil  indications  are  ex- 
ceedingly good,  which  are  fifteen 
or  twenty  miles  from  the  nearest 
railroad  or  established  pipe-line, 
yet  this  fact  did  not  deter  the 
Union  Oil  Company  from  drilling 
and  continuing  to  drill  wells  there. 
As  soon  as  this  company  has  a 
sufficient  number  of  wells  drilled  to 
warrant  the  installing  of  a  pump- 
plant,  a  pipe  line  will  be  laid,  suffi- 
cient in  size  to  accommodate  not 
only  the  oil  from  the  Union  Com- 
pany's wells,  but  from  any  other 
wells  which  may  be  producing 
along  the  line  of  the  pipe.  If  the 
Union  Oil  Company  cannot  build  a 
pipe  line  such  as  is  necessa'ry,  out- 
side capital  is  ready  to  build  it  at 
once  just  as  soon  as  enough  oil  is 
developed  to  warrant  its  establish- 
ment. The  same  is  true  of  every 
other  portion  of  the  district.  Let 
the  San  Benito,  the  Fresno-Alpha, 
the  Big  Panoche,  Old  Glory,  World 
Petroleum,  Esmeralda,  London,  or 
in  fact  any  of  these  companies 
strike  a  good  well,  and  how  long 
would  it  be  befcre  tonic  one  would

the  McKittrick  and  Kern  River. 
Here  a  year  ago  land  went  beg- 
ging at  $2.50  an  acre.  Today  it 
sells  from  $250  an  ncre  up  to 
$1000  an  acre  and  more.  It  is  es- 
timated that  a  well  can  be  drilled 
on  about  every  acre  of  oil  land  in 
these  two  districts  w  ithout  draw- 
ing on  each  other's   oil    supply. 

In  the  Fresno  San  Benito  dis- 
trict as  well  as  in  other  districts 
not  yet  as  fully  developed  as  are 
the  Los  Angeles,  Kern  and  Mc- 
Kittrick; land  is  not  held  in  town 
lots,  nor  is  it  worth  such  an  exor- 
bitant price  per  acre.  The  Fresno- 
San  Benito  district  is  as  yet  a  com- 
paratively untried  field. 

The  oil  indications  are  there  in 
abundance.  Geologists  and  oil 
experts  have  traversed  the  dis- 
trict forty  miles  north  and  south 
and  twenty-five  miles  east  and 
west,  and  have  declared  repeated- 
ly that  here  would   be    found   oil 


wells  to  any  great  extent,  the 
price  of  land  has  not  advanced, 
and  large  tracts  have  been  secured 
at  figures  that  in  Los  Angeles  or 
j  Kern  county  would  seem  ridicul- 
ously low.  Theiefor.-  when  a 
company  is  organized  in  this  or 
similarly  situated  districts  the 
price  of  the  land  is  not  so  great  as 
to  swallow  up  most  of  the  cap- 
ital of  an  oil  company  leaving  but 
little  for  development  purposes. 
On  the  other  hand  the  land  is 
still  held  at  a  low  figure  and  the 
main  expense  in  getting  a  com- 
pany ready  for  development  work 
is  not  in  the  purchase  or  lease  of 
land,  but  in  the  cost  of  the  rig  and 
the  expenses  incident  to  the  drill- 
ing of  the  wells. 

At  present  this  entire  district  is 
comparatively  an  unknown  field. 
Only  one  company,  the  Union 
Oil  Company  has  been  in  the  field 
long  enough  to   put  down  a    well, 


valley,  as  for  example  that  found 
at  Coalinga,  is  of  a  higher  gravity, 
runs  freely  and  can  be  emptied  from 
a  tank  car  without  trouble  orloss  of 
time.  The  oil  found  in  the  Fresno- 
San  Benito  district  is  similar  to  the 
Coalinga  oil,  which  is  in  such  de- 
mand that  today  ten  times  the 
output  of  the  Coalinga  field  could 
be  disposed  of,  and  a  dozen  large 
manufacturing  concerns  would  be 
burning  oil  instead  of  coal  if  they 
were  sure  of  obtaining  a  sufficient 
amount  of  the  oil  regularly  to  meet 
their  needs. 

One  word  about  an  objection 
that  has  been  raised  against  the 
Fresno-San  Benito  district,  which 
is  the  lack  of  pipe-lines,  and  the 
difficulty  of  securing  them.  This 
objection  has  deterred  many  from 
investing  in  this  district,  yet  it  is 
an  objection  that  ought  not  to  exist 
either  in  theory  or  practice. 

There   are    parts  of  the   district 


be  building  a   pipe  line   to   their 
lands  in  order  to  secure  the  output? 

The  fact  that  a  pipe  line  is  not 
already  established  cuts  no  figure 
in  the  desirability  of  this  land  as 
an  oil  proposition.  The  only  thing 
to  be  considered  is,  "Is  there  oil 
there?"  and  if  there  is,  then  the 
territory  is  worthy  of  the  attention 
of  capital.

and  professional  world,  not  only  of 
San  Francisco  but  of  every  county 
in  the  slate.  Furthermore,  Eastern 
capital  has  had  its  attention  directed 
hither,  and  frotnChieapo,  St.  Louis, 
New  York,  Pittsburg,  Denver,  Salt

The  result  will  he  that  many  a  man 
six  months  from  now  will  imest  a 
a  thousand  dollars  in  oil  stocks  in 
company  in  the  Fresno-San 
Benito  district  which  tcday  could 
be  l>ought  for  one-cpaarter  of 
that  amount;  and  on  the  other  hand, 
many  a  man  who  today  considers 
himself  poor  will  be  made  rich  be- 
cause of  the  fortunate  investments 
he  made  in  the  shares  of  some 
company  that  are  now  sold  for  a 
few  cents  each,  but  which  in  a 
short  time  will  be  worth  almost  as 
many  dollars  as  they  are  now  worth 
pennies.

The  question  most  frequently 
asked  is:  "When  will  such  and 
such  a  company  commence  pay- 
ing  dividends?" 

Apparently  there  is  consider- 
able need  of  what  Charles  Reade 
called  a  "foolnometer."  Certainly 
all  the  fools  are  not  yet  defunct. 
It  is  only  a  question  which  are  to 
the  greatest  degree  the  possessors 
of  those  attributes  which  go  to 
make  up  a  fool.  Certainly  an 
exceeding  fool  is  he  who  wants  to 
know  when  he  has  invested  in  a 
company  recently  organized  why 
he  does  not  at  once  receive  cash 
dividends. 

If  any  company  just  organized 
has  sold  shares  under  the  repre- 
sentation or  rather  the  misrepre- 
sentation that  said  company 
wou{d*very  soon  commence  paying 
dividends  on  its  stock  .  then  such 
company  is  a  fake,  pure  and  simple, 
and  the  people  who  bought  the 
stock  will  lose  and  deserve  to  lose 
every  dollar  they  invested. 

Perhaps  this  last  clause  is  a  lit- 
tle hard,  for  as  the  story  goes,  one 
oil  sharp  last  month  induced  a 
•  widow  of  no  business  experience 
to  invest  her  all  in  a  company 
that  neither  owns  or  leases  an 
acre  of  oil  land.  Yet  this  widow 
ought  to  know  enough  not  to  in- 
vest largely  in  any  proposition 
without  the  advice  of  trustworthy 
business  friends. 

But  it  is  strange  how  many 
iools  there  are  in  the  world  when 
it  comes  down  to  being  able  to 
withstand  the  temptation  of  mak- 
ng  money  rapidly. 

"When  shall  I  get  my  .  divi- 
dends?" Man  alive!  It  will  be 
months  or  years  before  you  get 
any  dividends.  Don't  you  know 
that  all  the  money  now  subscribed 
in  your  company  will  go  to  buy 
machinery,  and  drill  the  first  well. 
That  then  more  wells  will  have  to 


be  drilled  until  enough  are  com- 
pleted to  warrant  a  pumping 
plant.  That  then  a  pipe  line 
must  be  built  and  storage  tanks 
erected.  That  these  and  other 
necessary  expenses  will  eat  up 
thousands  of  dollars  of  the  working 
capital  of  the  company,  and  that 
it  will  be  months  before  any  com- 
pany produces  enough  oil  steadily 
to  enable  it  to  pay  dividends  to  its 
shareholders. 

It  is  a  favorite  practice  with 
companies  which  are  selling  stock 
to  quote  the  experiences  of  the 
Home  Oil  Company  stockholders. 
This  company  is  now  paying 
about  $10,000  a  month  in  dividends 
but  it  was  years  before  it  was  in 
a  position  to  pay  any  dividends 
The  Home  Oil  Company  was  or- 
ganized in  December,  1896,  but 
did  not  dispose  of  its  output  to 
any  extent  until  early  in  1899. 
In  June  of  last  year  the  company 
began  making  regular  shipments 
and  in  that  month  declared  a  divi- 
dend of  $10,000,  nearly  three 
years  from  the  time  the  company 
was  organized.  It  required  that 
length  of  time  to  fulfill  all  the 
conditions  which  must  be  ful- 
filled before  any  company  can  ex- 
pect to  dispose  of  a  sufficient 
amount  of  oil  to  make  dividends, 
possible.

■  Don't  be  deceived  because  a 
company  has  leased  a  big  acreage. 
Farm  lands  ceu  be  leased  by  the 
mile.  The  ownership  of  a  lease 
always  implies  obligation  to  spend 
money,  and  a  company  that  has 
leased  big  acreage  will  be  put  to 
the  expense  of  spending  much 
money  each  year  to  hold  the  lease 
and  if  this  be  not  done  they  will 
forfeit  it. 

MANAGEMNT. 

The  fact  that  a  man  is  a  promi- 
nent politician,  grocer,  railroad  of- 
ficial, or  the  like  does  not  prove 
that  he  can  manage  a  mining  com- 
pany, or  what  is  equally.dniportant, 
that  he  will  give  any  time  to  its  in- 
terests. He  often  gets  20,000  shares 
or  so  for  the  use  of  his  name  and 
does  nothing  more.  So  it  is  welj 
to  ask  as  to  what  practical  men  are 
at  the  head  of  affairs. 

PRICE    OF    STOCK. 

A  ten-cent  stock  in  a  company 
with  a  capital  of  $500,000  is  no 
cheaper  than  a  fifty-cent  stock  in  a 
company  of  $100,000,  and  the  real 
value  of  a  share  is  always  increased 
by  the  amount  of  stock  in  the 
treasury.  The  worth  of  a  share 
depends  upon  its  djfidend-power, 
the  dividend-power  of  the  unit  de- 
creases as  the  capita)  s'ock  in-

The  best  proof  that  crude  oil  is

The  Venus 
Oil  Company,  a  mile  from  them,  is 
down  700  feet  and  obtained  a  good 
showing  of  oil  when  they  struck 
the  first  sand.  The  Whale  Oil 
Company  is  either  drilling  or  about 
to  drill,  and  to  the  north  are  the 
wells  of  the  Woman's  Independ- 
ent Oil  Companv,  of  which  Mrs.

A  WORD  OF  WARNING 

Foolish  People  Who  Invest  in  Fake 
Oil  Companies 

It  is  about  time  that  another 
word  of  warning  should  lie  uttered 
in  regard  to  the  formation  of  oil 
companies  and  speculation  in  oil 
stocks,  both  in  the  interest  of  the 
legitimate  oil  industry  and  of  some 
foolish  people  who  are  recklessly 
risking  money  which  they  cannot 
afford  to  lose. 

That  the  development  of  petro- 
leum in  California  is  yet  in  its  in- 
fancy, and  is  probably  destined  to 
become  the  most  important  in- 
dustry of  the  State,  enriching  mil- 
lions of  people  during  the  next 
generation,  or  longer,  may  readily 
be  admitted,  without  in  any  way 
invalidating  the  statement  thattht 
present  wild  and  reckless  formation 
of  oil  companies,  if  not  checked  in 
time,  will  involve  thousands  of 
people  infinancialloss  and  serious- 
ly retard  the  legitimate  develop- 
ment of  the  industry. 

Thatone  ormore  petroleum  bear- 
ing formations  extend  in  belts  or 
pools,  with  occasional  breaks, 
through  the  State,  from  the  Mexi- 
can to  the  Oregon  line,  appears 
probable,  but  to  suppose — as  some 
people  appear  to  do— that  the 
greater  part  of  the  land  of  the 
State  contains  oil  is  absurd  and 
contrary  to  facts  and  possibilities, 
geological  and  otherwise.  It  is  safe 
to  say  that  on  nine-tenths  of  the 
land  that  has  been  purchased, 
leased  or  bonded  by  oil  companies 
during  the  last  six  months  there 
is  little  or  ho  chance  of  striking  oil, 

Let  investors  remember  says  the 
Los  Angeles  Times  that  petroleum 
development  is  no  new  thing  in 
California:  The  first  company  in- 
corporated to  bore  for  oil  in  the 
United  States  was  formed  in  Cali- 
fornia over  30  years  ago.  Since 
that  time  there  have  been  several 
oil  booms  in  the  State  and  while 
much  money  has  been  made  in  the 
business  by  a  few,  millions  of  dol- 
lars have  been  sunk  in  unsuccess- 
ful experiments — in  "dry  holes" 
and  "wet  holes"  and  so  forth.  If 
such  has  been  the  case  where 
ample  experience  has  been  backed 
by  unlimited  capital,  what  can  be 
expected  of  enterprises  that  com- 
mand neither? 

Even  here,  in  Los  Angeles  city, 
where  the  oil  belt  is  well  defined, 
we  have  seen  scores  of  failures  in 
striking  oil.  The  risk  and  expense 
are  naturally  very  much  greater  in 
an  untried  field.  When  to  this  is 
added  the  extra  risk  of  incompe- 
tent and  perhaps  dishonest  man, 
agement,  the  result  to  the  investor 
may  be  easily  foreseen. 

As  showing  the  haphazard  and 
wildeyed  manner  in  which  this  oil 
stock  business  is  being  conducted 
just  now,  take  the  classified  adver- 
tisement colums  of  The  Times  of 
Saturday.  In  one  column  1000 
shares  of  a  much-advertised  com- 
pany are  offered  for  sale  at  15  cents 
ashare.andinthe  next  column  1000 


at  20  cents  a  share  and  5000 shares 
at  25  cents— a  difference  of  nearly 
70  per  cent,  between  the  highest 
and  lowest  quotations. 

People  who  "go  it  blind"  in  this 
manner — who  do  not  stop  to  in- 
quire whetherthere  area  thousand 
or  10,000,000  shares  in  a  compan)' 
really  deserve  little  sympathy,  yet 
it  is  the  duty  of  a  respectable  and 
self-respecting  paper  to  point  out 
such  financial  pitfalls  as  are  now 
spread  before  the  credulous  public 
and  the  more  so  because  the  press 
is  just  now  reaping  a  rich  harvest 
from  the  lemarkable  development 
of  a  great  industiy. 


Redwood  Oil  Tanks. 

The  Pacific  Tank  Company 
some  time  ago  introduced  in  the 
oil  field  a  redwood  oil  tank  with 
patent  arrangements  which  pre- 
vent leakage;  there  are  a  num- 
ber of  these  tanks  of  2000 
barrel  capacity  each  in  use  at 
Coalinga  and  Oil  City,  and  about 
ten  carloads  of  these  tanks  rang- 
ing from  400  to  2000  barrels  capa- 
city have  this  season  been  shipped 
to  Bakersfield  and  at  present 
they  have  onhandorde  s  for  about 
.<ix carloads  which  are  to  be  ship- 
ped to  Bakersfield  and  McKittrick. 

Oil  men  seem  to  realize  that 
the  cheap  oil  tank  which  was 
formerly  used  exclusively  is  not  a 
paying  proposition  because  the 
leakage  in  such  tank  amounts  to 
a  snug  little  sum  in  the  course  of 
a  month.  The  patent  redwood 
oil  tank  if  properly  erected  will 
hold  the  oil  as  securely  as  an  iron 
tank  and  is  furnished  for  abour 
one  third  of  the  cost,  of  an  iron 
tank  of  equal  capacity.. 


Deep  Oil  Wells. 

Sinking  oil  wells  in  Cal  fornia 
is  child's  play  compared  with 
some  Eastern  work  in  the  same 
line.  For  instance,  there  is  a  well 
25  miles  from  Pittsburg,'  in  the 
Monongahela  valley,  that  is  down 
5532  feet.  But  even  at  that  depth 
of  more  than  a  mile,  it  is  not  yet 
an  oil  well.  Several  months  ago 
a  drill  with  a  thousand  feet  of  rope 
dropped  into  the  bottom,  and  they 
have  been  fishing  for  thematerials 
ever  since.  The  owners  of  the  well 
expect  to  go  to  a  depth  of  6000 
feet,  if  they  succeed  in  clearing 
the  hole.  That  is  not  the  deepest 
hole  on  record,  however.  The 
German  government  in  testing 
the  coal  formation  in  upper  Sil- 
esia, bored  to  a  depth  of  6570  feet. 
— Los  Angeles  Herald. 


Oil  in  Washington. 

The  attempt  is  being  made  to 
interest  San  Francisco  capital  in 
the  development  of  oil  wells  in  the 
state  of  Washington,  where  oil  in- 
dications are  abundant,  and  where 
the  nearness  of  the  sea  coast  makes 
transportation  cheap  and  easy  to 
obtain.  It  is  said  that  a  tract  of 
10,000  acres  is  offered  for  lease,  and 
that  oil  can  be  struck  at  no  great 
depth. 


OIL  LAND  LOCATIONS. 


An  Individual  Can  Make   As  Many 
As  He  Pleases. 

Mining  Journal:  For  the  pur- 
pose of  determining  if  there  were 
any  limit  to  the  number  of  placer 
locations  an  individual  could  make 
and  hold,  (more  particularly  in  the 
matter  of  oil  lands),  we  addressed 
on  April  2d,  a  letter  to  the  Hon. 
Binger  Hermann,  commissioner  of 
the  General  Land  Office,  Washing- 
ton, as  follows: 

"Can  an  individual  locate  under 
the  regulations  governing  placer  lo 
cations  as  many  as  twenty-acres 
in  as  many  different  sections  as  he 
pleases  and  hold  them_  as  long  as 
he  does  the  assessment  work  upon 
them  that  the  law  requires? 

"This  question  applies  equally 
to  locations  of  mineral  oil  lands 
but  not,  of  course,  to  those  partic 
ular  lands  in  Fresno  and  other 
counties  in  this  State,  temporarily 
suspended  from  location  by  the 
government." 

To  that  letter  we  have  received 
the  following  under  date  of  April 
iS.     -       ■'" 

"Los  Angeles  Mining  Review, 
Los  Angeles,  Cal. — I  am  in.recei.pt 
of  yourietterof  April  2,  1900,  and 
its  contents  have"  been    considered 

"You  propound  the  following 
question: 

"  '  Can,  an  individual  locate  un- 
der the  regulations  governing 
placer  locations  as  many  twenty- 
acres  in  as  many  different  sections 
as  he  pleases  and  hold  them  as 
long  as  he  does  the  assessment 
work  upon  them  that  the  law  re 
quires?" 

"The  ^existing  United  States 
mining  laws  and  the  department 
regulations  thereunder  •  are  con 
contained  in  the  circular  approved 
June  24,  1899,  a  copy  herewith 
enclosed. 

"By  examining  said  laivs  and 
regulations  you  will  observe  that 
they  do  not,  in  express  terms,  lim- 
it the  number  of  mining  locations 
a  duly  qualified  person  may  make 
and  hold.

By  this  it  is  seen  that  there  is 
no  limit  to  the  number  of  locations 
of  twenty  acres  each  of  oil  lands 
an  individual  may  make  and  hold 
provided  that  he  does  not  make 
more  than.,  one  location  in  the 
same  section  of  land  and  per- 
forms upon  each  location  the  year- 
ly work  required  under  the  reg- 
ulations governing  mineral  placer 
locations. 

That  is  an  important  thing  for 
oil  men  to  know.

The  prophets  who  pre- 
dicted that  the  fever  would  quickly 
subside  and  be  followed  by  a  se- 
vere financial  chill  made  a  decided 
mistake  in  their  forecast.  There 
is  doubtless  still  an  element  of  base- 
less speculation,  but  as  a  rule  the 
oil  business  is  now  healthy  and 
substantial.

Another  significant 
indication  of  the  stability  of  the  in- 
dustry is  the  recent  appearance,  as 
investors,  of  experienced  eastern 
oil  men.  The  only  bar  to  the  more 
rapid  development  of  territory 
seems  to  be  the  difficulty  of  procur- 
ing adequate  supplies  of  well-mak- 
ing machinery.  Fresh  orders  are 
constantly  going  to  manufacturers 
of  such  machinery,  but  the  supply 
fails  to  catch  up  with  the  demand. 
It  may  be  truly  said  that  as  an  oil- 
producing  district  we  have  here 
the  promise  of  an  early  output  that 
will  astonish  the  most  sanguine 
oil  optimists.

SHALLOWSAND  GUSHERS 


Stir  up  Considerable       xcitement 
Among  Southwest  Operators. 

The  shallow  sand  gushers  in  the 
Chester  Hill  development,  Morgan 
count}',  southeastern  Ohio,  con- 
tinue to  attract  attention.  The  S. 
B.  Logan  &  Co.  No.  4  on  the  Yar- 
nell  farm  lias  been  packed  and 
tubed  and  is  flowing  at  the  rate  of 
twenty  barrels  an  hour.  The  first 
three  wells  completed  on  this  farm 
are  still  making  200  barrels  a  day. 

The  A.  J.  Lockard  &  Co.  No.  3 
on  the  Murdock  farm  is  holding  up 
at  sixteen  barrels  an  hour;  Nos.  1, 
2,  4  and  5  on  the  same  farm  are 
making  225  barrels  a  day.

It  is  doughnuts  to 
mud  pies  that  the  Arroyo  Grand 
develop?  the  first  genuine  oil  well 
in  this  county. — Herald.

The  Stockton  Oil  Company  be- 
gan drilling  on  its  well  in  the  Ket- 
tlenian  district  this  week. 

There  are  now  six  rigs  drilling 
ing  in  the  Kettleman  district. 

Drilling  operations  are  progress- 
ing smoothly  on  the  Esperanza, 
they  having  attained  a  depth  of over 
a  hundred  feet.  They  have  just 
put  in  a  pipe  system  for  piping 
water  from  the  well  to  the  derrick, 
the  power  for  pumping  being  fur- 
nished by  a  five-horse  power  gaso- 
line engine,  the  fuel  being  crude 
petroleum.     They  have  a  fine  water 

supply  t°r  tneir  own  use'  and  are 
also  furnishing  water  for  other 
companies  drilling  in  that  vicinity, 
there  being  some  seven  rigs  now  in 
operation  in  the  Esperanza  hills 
near  by.  A  night  and  day  shift 
were  put  to  work  on  Monday,  and 
drilling  will  be  prosecuted  vigor- 
ously. 

The  Avenal  Land  and  Oil  Com- 
pany, w.hich  has  been  drilling  fcr 
a  long  time  in  its  well  No.  1,  has 
at  last  gotten  the  drill  down  into 
the  oil  sand,  and  have  settled  the 
question  of  whether  the  oil  sands 
on  its  property  are  "alive."  There 
is  now  oil  in  the  well,  but  whether 
it  will  be  a  2-barrel  well  or  a  200- 
barrel  well,  further  drilling  alone 
can  develop,  but  the  prospects  of  a 
good  big  well  are  very  encourag- 
ing.

Oil  Pipe  In   Russiu. 

Consul  Thomas  Smith  makes 
the  following  report  to  the  State 
Department  under  date  of  Moscow 
April  6,  1900: 

The  first  section  of  the  largest 
oil  pipe  line  in  the  world  for  the 
transportation  of  refined  oil  has 
just  been  completed,  and  its  op- 
eration will  be  started  on  the  7th 
of  April,  1900. 

The  pipe  line  .was  constructed 
by  the  engineers  of  the  Trans- 
Caucasian  Russian  State  Railway. 
The  pipe  runs  parallel  to  the  rail- 
way track,  which  is  560  miles 
long.  It  is  intended  to  run  it  the 
whole  length  of  the  Trans-Cau- 
casian Railway,  from  Baku  to 
Batum,  the  first  section,  just  com- 
pleted, being  145  miles. 

The  pipe  is  wrought  iron,  lap 
welded,  having  an  internal  diam- 
eter of  8  inches,  and  was  made  in 
Russia  from  native    materials. 

The  first  section  has  three 
pumping  stations,  each  station 
having  two  pumping  engines,  one 
for  continuous  working  and  the 
second  for  reserve.  The  pumping 
engines  are  the  largest  and  most 
important  which  have  ever  yet 
been  put  to  work  in  connection 
with  the  transportation  of  petrol- 
eum through  pipe  lines.  There 
are  six  compound  high-duty  pump- 
ing engines  with  condensers  and 
compensating  cylinders,  each  hav- 
ing steam  cylinders  21  and  42  in- 
ches in  diameter,  plungers  of  8j4 
inches,  all  having  an  uniform 
stroke  of  24  inches.  Each  engine 
works  against  a  pressure  in  the 
delivery  pipe  of  650  pounds  to 
the  square  inch,  the  steam  pres- 
sure being  150  pounds  to  the 
square  inch.  Against  this  heavy 
pressure  of  650  pounds  to  the 
square  inch  each  engine  will  be 
required  to  deliver  416,275,200 
gallons  per  year,  this  being  the 
quantity  of  oil  which  will  be 
pumped  through  this  pipe.  The 
contract  for  the  supply  and  erec- 
tion of  the  pumping  engines  was 
awarded  by  the  board  of  the  im- 
perial Russian  State  railways  to 
Mr.  \V.  E.  Smith,  the  Russian  rep- 
resentative of  the  Worthington 
Pumping  lingine  Company,  of 
New  York  and  London. 
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A  distinction  should  be  made 
between  what  is 
Wildcatters  meant  by  the 
and  Fakirs,  terms  wildcatters 
and  fakirs.  Ev- 
ery company  that  is  drilling  in 
new  territory  is  a  wildcat  com- 
pany. After  it  gets  a  good  pro 
ducing  well  it  is  no  longer  a  wild- 
cat company.  A.  so-called  wild-cat 
company  may  develop  into  one  of 
the  best  paying  companies  in  a 
district.  On  the  other  hand  a  wild- 
cat company  may  owu  a  large 
amount  of  land  that  has  been  pro- 
nounced by  experts  to  be  good  oil 
land.  The  company  may  be  of- 
ficered by  the  best  kind  of  people, 
and  the  business  may  be  conducted 
in  the  best  manner,  yet  every  hole 
drilled  may  prove  a  dry  hole,  and 
not  a  barrel  of  oil  may  be  pro- 
duced on  the  entire  tract.  Such 
are  the  risks  run  by  every  wild-cat 
company. 

A  fake  company  is  one  which  is 
organized  simply  and  solely  to 
cheat  the  public.  It  advertises  to 
own  laud  when  it  does  not  own  or 
lease  an  acre.  It  claims  to  be  about 
to  commence  drilling  when  it  has 
no  rig  nor  intends  to  have  one 
either  by  purchase  or  by  contract. 
It  may  claim  to  intend  to  drill  25 
well  to  the  primary  oil  sands  when 
it  will  do  better  than  it  expects  if 
the  first  and  only  well  reaches  a 
depth  ofonehundredfeetorless.  A 
company  such  as  this  is  organ'zed 
simply  to  defraud  and  to  cheat  the 
investing  public.  It  is  a  fake  pure 
and  simple,  and  one  can  no  more 
invest  in  its  stock  profitably  than 
he  can  hope  to  beat  the  pea  and 
shell  game  gamblers  at  the  State 
tair. 

A  wildcat  company  may  be 
honestly  conducted;  a  fake  com- 
pany never  is. 

A  wildcat  company  may  strike 
oilyn  abundance.  A  fake  com- 
pany never  expects  or  intends  to. 

The  directors  of  a  wildcat  com- 
pany may  be  honest  and  straight- 
forward, taking  more  chances  in 
their  own  company  than  those 
who  invest  in  their  stock  on  the 
outside.     The  directors   of  a   fake 


company  are  liars  and  swindlers 
of  the  first  water,  and  deserve 
nothing  but  a  thrashing  first  and 
San  Quentin  after-vard,

Associatlon.  ciation  is  given 
in  another  col- 
umn. If  this  Association  succeeds 
in  doing  what  it  purposes  to  do  it 
will  prove  of  vast  benefit  to  the 
oil  industry.  There  is  no  doubt 
of  the  value  of  the  oil  territory  of 
California,  but  its  value  is  not  yet 
appreciated  either  by  local  or  for- 
eign capital. 

This  is  not  surprising.  There 
are  not  many  companies  in  the 
State  that  are  paying  divi- 
dends. This  is  not  due  to  the 
fact  that  the  business  is  not  profit- 
able, but  to  the  fact  that  few  of 
the  companies  have  been  oper- 
ating long  enough  to  develop  a 
sufficient  number  of  producing 
wells  to  enable  the  company  to 
operate  at  a  profit.  It  does  not 
pay  to  operate  two  or  three  wells, 
but  when  a  company  has  four  or 
more,  all  producing  well,  it  can 
operate  a  dozen  as  cheaply  as  it 
can  one.  Then  the  oil  business 
begins  to    pay   and   to  pay   well. 

Give  California  time  and  it  will 
possess  hundreds  of  companies  any 
one  of  which  will  be  paying  as 
well  as  the    Home  Oil  does  now. 

But  it  will  take  time,  and  much 
education  before  local  and  for- 
eign capital  realize;- the  opportuni- 
ties for  legitimate  investment  pre- 
sented in  the  California  oil  fields. 
Local  capital  is  to  some  extent  in- 
terested, but  not  to  the  extent  it 
might  be,  and  only  hundreds  of 
dollars  are  invested  where  there 
ought  to  be  thousands.  Eastern 
capital  knows  little  about  the  Cali- 
fornia oil  industry,  and  much 
of  that  it  does  know  is 
either  not  true  or  is  not  to 
California's  credit.  Eastern  capi- 
tal seems  to  regard  our  oil  indus- 
try as  something  to  steer  clear  of, 
as  something  founded  on  fraud  and 
deceit,  and  a  scheme  to  catch  suck- 
ers. 

One  of  the  main  purposes  of  the 
California  Petroleum  Miners'  Asso- 
ciation is  to  make  known  themerits 
of  California's  oil  industry  as  fur- 
nishing opportunities  for  legitimate 
investment,  and  to  do  all  it  can  to 
show  local  and  foreign  capital  that 
here  is  presented  an  investment 
field  that  will  as  a  rule  yield  large 
profits,  with  an  exteremely  slight 
margin  for  possible  loss. 

The  association  ought  to  and 
will  have  the  support  and  co-opera- 
tion of  every  oil  man  in  the  state, 
as  well  as  of  every  business  man  in 
all  the  large  cities.

A   Los    Angeles  Rumor 
Contradicted. 

A  short  time  ago  some  Los  An- 
geles brokers  interested  in  bearing 
the  price  of  oil  stock  certificates 
started  the  rumor  that  the  supply 
of  Los  Angeles  oil  exceeded  the 
demand  by  over  fifteen  thousand 
barrels  a  month.  The  Los  An- 
geles Mining  Review,  which  by 
the  way  is  taking  considerable  in- 
terest in  the  oil  industry  contra- 
dicts this  rumor  as  follows: 

The  attempt  therefore  to  im- 
press people  with  the  idea  that 
more  oil  was  being  produced  in 
Southern  California  than  there 
was  a  market  for  cannot  be  too 
severely  condemned,  and  if  al- 
lowed to  go  uncontradicted  would 
work  a  serious  injury  to  the  oil  in- 
dustry of  the  State. 

FACT,    NOT    FICTION, 

The  principal  factor  in  oil  con- 
sumption in  California  during  the 
latter  half  of  each  year  is  the  beet 
sugar  factory  requirement.  The 
six  great  sugar  factories  of  the 
state,  Chino,  Los  Alamitos,  Ox- 
nard,  Salinas,  Watsonville  and  Al- 
varado,  and  one  or  two  of  lesser 
note,  will  require  between  July  1 
and  October  31  of  this  year,  period 
of  four  months  not  less  than  440,- 
000  barrels  of  oil — and  in  this  cal- 
culation Chino  factory  is  omitted, 
the  present  intention  being  not  to 
start  up  the  factory.  All  of  this 
oil  has  been  contracted  for  but  it 
has  still  to  be  delivered.  If,  there- 
fore, the  Los  Argeles  field  were 
producing  15,000  barrels  of  oil  a 
month  in  excess  of  local  consump- 
tion it  would  still  be  away  behind 
immediate  future  requiremets.  In 
order  to  meet  these  requirements 
the  Los  Angeles  field  should  be 
producing  not  less  than  35,000 
barrels  of  oil  a  month  in  excess  of 
present  local  consumption,  The 
figures  on  this  head  alone  are: 
Sugar  factory  requirements  for  the 
season,  440,000  barrels;  quantity 
above  ground  in  the  field  and  in 
the  storage  tanks,  say  300,000 
barrels;  deficiency,  140,000  bar- 
rels To  meet  this  deficiency  it 
would  require  35,000  barrels  a 
month  for  four  months  from  the 
Los  Angeles  field  in  excess  of  its 
present  local  consumption,  and 
even  then  every  barrel  of  oil  now 
above  ground  in  the  field  and  in 
the  storage  tanks  would  be  cleaned 
up,  not  a  barrel  remaining. 

These  figures  are  of  themselves 
sufficient  to  show  how  utterly  un- 
reliable, absolutely  devoid  of  fun- 
damental truth,  is  the  statement 
— and  which  is  intended  to  mean 
— that  production  of  oil  in  South- 
ern California  had  already  reached 
a  quantity  much  greater  than 
was  being  consumed  or  could  be 
disposed  of. 

The  sole  object  in  desiring  to 
have  that  idea  engrafted  upon  the 
public  mind  was  to  temporarily 
break  prices,  so  that  those  who 
have  not  got  enough  oil  yet  on 
hand  to  fill  their  contracts  could 
take  in  what  they  lack  at  lower 
prices.   They  have  not  succeeded. 

What  they  might  have  done, 
though  was  to  work  a  serious 
injury  to  oil  produceis  and  to  oil 
companies  now  engaged  in  de- 
veloping their  properties.  Who 
would  want  to  buy  stock  in  any 
oil  company  when  there  was  al- 
ready more  oil  being  produced 
than  could  be  sold.  That  is  where 
these  "bears"  could  have  done   se- 


rious injury  to  the  oil  industry  of 
Southern  California.  That  they 
have  not  done  so  is  because  the 
statements  they  succeeded  in  giv- 
ing publicity  to  are  so  contrary  to 
the  statistical  situation  that  there 
is  no  difficulty  in  refuting  them 
and  exposing  the  object  they  had 
in  view. 

SOME  CONSUMERS. 

Here,  in  addition  to  the  large 
quantities  of  oil  consumed  by  the 
railway  companies  and  electric 
plants,  are  the  names  of  factories 
in  Los  Angeles  using  oil  fuel,  not 
generally  known  as  oil  consumers: 

Pacific  Pipe  Works,  Globe  Mills 
Los  Angeles  Lithographic  Co.,  Los 
Angeles  Soap  Co.,  Union  Iron 
Works,  W.  H.  Perry  Lumber  Co., 
Thompson  &  Boyle  Co.,  pipe  and 
cyanide  plants,  Maier  &  Zobelein 
Brewery,  Los  Angeles  Metal 
Works,  Southern  California  Pack- 
ing Co.,  Fulton  Engine  Works, 
Llewellyn  Iron  Works,  Lacy  Man- 
ufacturing Co.,  Baker  Iron  Works, 
Ice  Cold  storage  Company,  South- 
ern California  Sewer  Pipe  Com- 
pany, and  others  which  lack  of 
time  has  prevented  finding  out. 

Here  also,  are  the  names  of 
some  of  the  large  consumers  of  oil 
in  San  Francisco,  and  at  other 
points  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
State,  omitting  the  sugar  factories, 
mention  of  which  was  made  in 
another  part  of  this  article.  The 
figures  opposite  the  names  show 
monthly    requirements: 

Selby  Smelting  Company,  6000; 
California  Powder  Works,  7000; 
Giant  Powder  Works  2000;  Jud- 
son  Manufacturing  Company,  3000; 
gas  companies,  15,000; glass  works. 
4000;  Clark  Pottery  Works,  2000: 
Gladding,  McBean  &  Co.,  2000; 
Steiger  Pottery  Works,  1000; 
Western  Meat  Company,  1000; 
Pacific  Borax  Company,  2500: 
Staufler  Chemical  Works,  2000; 
Natural  Ice  Company,  1000. 
These  alone  represent  a  monthly 
consumption  of  48,500  barrels. 

There  isone  firm  in  San  Francisco 
that  wanted  to,  and  still  wants  to 
enter  into  contracts  for  the  delivery 
of  30,000  ba>rels  of  oil  a  month 
and  cannot  find  any  one  to  take 
the  contract.  Why?  Because 
producers  are  not  sure  they  could 
deliver  the  goods.  Yet  we  are 
told  by  interested  parties  that 
there  is  more  oil  being  produced 
now  than  can    be  sold. 


PRODUCTION  TOO  LOW. 

Prior  to  and  for  a  time  subse- 
quent to  June,  1899,  the  produc- 
tion of  the  Los  Angeles  field  was 
2300  barrels  a  day.  During  fiat 
period  production  was  away  be- 
hind consumption.  Since  then 
new  production  is  now  from  1000 
to  1200  barrels  a  day.  That  is 
what  Mr.  A.  W.  Rhodes  puts  it  at, 
in  response  to  a  question  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Mining  Review  rep- 
resentative. "It  is  over  1000  bar- 
rels a  day."  Giving  the  old  field 
credit  today  for  as  much  as  it  was 
producing  a  year  ago  (2300  bar- 
rels) and  adding  the  new  produc- 
tion to  it,  you  still  only  have  a 
present  total  production  of  the 
Los  Angeles  field  of  3500  barrels 
a  day.  There  is  nothing  in  that 
to  cause  alarm;  the  only  cause  for 
alarm  Is  that  it  is  not  enough.  It 
should  be  more  in  order  to  provide 
for  the  next  five  months'  require- 
ments and  maintain  on  hand  a 
safe  surplus  above  ground. 

CLEARLY  STATED 

"  There  are  other  prominent 
consuming  factors  of  which  you 
have  not  made  mention,"  said  Mr. 
Louis    Blankenhorn,   treasurer  of 
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i*:  it  all.  The  Coalinga  field 
is  a  good  producer,  but  it  lias  never 
yet  been  able  to  glut  the  market, 
and  the  time  is  rapidly  approaching 
when  not  a  barrel  of  that  oil  will 
be  u^ed  for  fuel,  it  will  all  be  re- 
lined.  Xor  are  its  shipments  as 
great  as  many  imagine.  The  re 
turns  show  that  during  a  period  of 
live  months  there  were  noo  car- 
loads of  oil  shipped  from  the  Coal- 
inga field.  That  is  an  average  of 
7  t-j  cars  a  day.  or,  say,  1030  bar- 
rels a  day.  equal  to  35,000  barrels 
a  month.  There  isnothing  in  such 
a  production  as  that  to  cause  alarm. 
Ventura  county  has  not  a  surplus 
barrel  of  oil;  the  Union  Oil  Com- 
pany can  be  depended  upon  to  look 
after  that.  That  company  is  now 
making  regular  shipments  of  oil 
by  barge  from  San  Pedro  to  San 
Francisco.  The  production  of 
Santa  Barbara  county,  while  being 
a  satisfactory  one,  is  not  so  great  as 
to  create  any  disturbance  of  the 
laws  of  supply  and  demand.  So, 
then,  it  may  be  asked,  said  Mr. 
Blankenhom  in  conclusion,  "where 
is  this  over-production  that  some 
of  our  newspapers  have  lately  been 
so  strenuously  insisting  upon, 
coming  from?  There  is  not  one 
field  in  all  Southern  California 
except  that  of  Los  Angeles  that 
has  any  oil  to  speak  of  in  storage, 
and  you,  yourself,  have  already 
shown  by  figures  that  when  the 
sugar  factories  are  provided  with 
what  they  want,  there  will  not, 
practically,  be  a  barrel  of  oil  left 
above  ground  in  the  Los  Angeles 
field;  not  enough,  certainly,  to  be 
able  to  quote  it  as  a  guarantee  for 
future  deliveries." 

RECAPITULATION. 

Let  us  go  over  the  figures  again: 
Shipments  to  San  Francisco  from 
Ventura,  San  Pedro,  Los  Angeles 
and  Coalinga,  50,900  barrels  per 
month;  Santa  Fe  railway  consump- 
tion, 30,000  barrels  per  month;  re- 
fineries, 35,000  barrels  per  month; 
Southern  California  consumption, 
comprising  what  is  required  for 
electric  and  local  factories,  but  not 
including  Santa  Fe  railway  require- 
ments, 35,000  barrels  a  month;  av- 
erage monthly  requirements  for 
sugar  factories,  35,000  barrels; 
quantity  used  by  oil  companies  in 
the  field  for  drilling  purposes  in 
the  state,  say  750  barrels  a  day,  or 
12,500  barrels  per  month;  and  that 
would  only  be  five  barrels  of  oil  a 
day  to  150  companies,  while  it  is 
well  known  that  there  are  many 
more  than  that  at  work  These 
figures  show  requirements  of  20S,- 
400  barrels  a  month,  or  2,500,800 
for   the   year.     Nor  do  they  make

SHIPMENTS    PROM    SAW    PHDRO. 

While  speaking  with  President 
Stewart  of  the  Union  oil  Company, 

he  mentioned  that  the  company 
made  its  second  shipment  of  oil  by 
barge  from  San  1  edro  to  San  Fran- 
cisco.  last  Sunday  evening.  He 
spoke  of  the  barge's  first  tiip  some 
ten  diys  ago,  saying  that  the  trip 
fully  demonstrated  the  SUCCI 
their  experiment.  "The  barge, 
which  as  you  know,  is  towed  by  a 
steamer,  encountered  four  days  Ol 
storm."  he  said,  "such  as  she  is 
not  likely  to  ever  encounter  again, 
certainly  nothing  worse,  and  went 
through  it  without  trouble.  Heavy 
weather  is  the  greatest  danger  to 
the  barges  in  tow,  and  the  factthat 
the  barge  with  its  cargo  of  7500 
barrels  of  oilon  boatd  went  through 
the  storm  with  safety,  satisfies  us 
that  our  experiment  of  shipping 
oil  by  barge  to  San  Francisco  is  a 
su  ccess." 

Mr.  Stewart  stated  that  on  its 
second  trip  out  last  Sunday  even- 
ing the  barge  had  to  go  out  a  little 
light  on  account  of  low  tide,  its 
complement  this  time  being  a  little 
under  7000  barrels.  One  great  ad- 
vantage to  the  company  in  the  use 
of  a  barge  is  the  comparative  low 
cost  of  its  construction.  Mr.  Stew- 
art stated  that  a  tank  steamer  large 
enough  to  carry  7500  barrels  of  oi! 
would  cost  from  $150,000  to  $1.75,- 
000,  whereas  the  batge  can  be 
built  for  $40,000^  Then  again  it 
requires  a  smaller  crew,  and,  as 
compared  with  a  steamer,  almost 
nothing  for  repairs.  The  plan  of 
barge  shipments  has  proven  a  suc- 
cess, and  the  company  intends 
making  regular  shipments  of  oil 
from  San  Pedro  to  San  Francisco 
in  that  way.

PETROLEUM   IN    EUROPE. 


It  is  Rapidly  Taking  the  Place  of 
Coal  for  Fuel. 

The  following  is  from  the  Con- 
sular reports,  and  was  written  by 
Richard  Guenther,  Consul-General 
at  Frankfort : 

The  scarcity  and  high  price  of 
coal  have  given  much  impetus  to 
the  construction  of  apparatus  for 
using  liquid  fuel,  petroleum,  ben- 
zine and  gasoline,  and  competent 
authorities  are  sanguine  of  success. 
The  advantages  of  liquid  fuel,  when 
properly  applied,  are  obvious. 
There  is  no  smoke,  no  stoking,  no 
ashes  or  cinders,  no  incomplete 
cohibustion;  the  fire  can  be  started 
or  shut  off  at  a  moment's  notice;  a 
more  even  temperature  can  be 
maintained  than  by  the  use  of  coal 
or  wood,  and  the  fire  can  be  regu- 
lated by  the  mere  turning  of  a  sin- 
gle cock.  There  is  no  dust  or  dirt, 
no  -spacious  coal  sheds  are  re- 
quired, and  there  is  no  danger  of 
combustion,  as  frequently  happens 
with  coal. 

It  is  claimed  that  petroleum  and 
its  manufactures  will  soon  to  a  great 
extent  supercede  the  use  of  coal 
for-  manufacturing  purposes,  and 
therefore  the  supply  of  petroleum 
becomes  of  great  importance.  Stas 
tistics  show"  that  the  United  State- 
and  Russia  are  between  them  pro- 
ducing, in  round  numbers,  120,000,- 
000  barrels  per  year,  and  that  the 
production  of  outside  countries  has 
of  late  increased  so  much  tnat  they 
are  able  to  contribute  enongh  now 
to  bring  the  world's  aggregate  an- 
nual production  to  about  150,000,- 
000  barrels.  It  is  well  known  that 
the.  production  of  Russia  is  'much 
less  now  than  it  might  be,  owingto 
the  lack  of  enterprise  of  the  people 
and  to  inadequate  transportation 
facilities,  which  cause  the  price  to 
be  higher,  even  in  Germany,  ad- 
joining Russia,  than  that  of  Ameri- 
can petroleum,  which  has  to  travel 
thousands  of  miles. 

What  is  true  of  Russia  is  even 
more  true  of  Asiatic  countries,  like 
Persia.  The  increased  demand 
will  stimulate  the  exploitation  of 
oilfieldsin  the  different  lands.  Rail- 
way companies  are  trying  oil-fired 
locomotives ;  one  steamship  line 
has  adopted  oil  for  firing  under  the 
boilers  of  most  of  itsvessels.  When 
oil  was  first  burned  under  the  boil- 
ers, it  was  introduced  through  an 
open  trough  or  gutter,  or  placed  in 
the  furnace  in  bowls.  A  new  sys- 
tem is  now  employed,  and  is  gain- 
ing in  favor,  whereby  the  oil  is 
evaporated  by  being  mixed  with 
hot  air.  This  is  said  to  be  an  im- 
provement on  the  method  of  em- 
ploying a  steam  jet.  Nothing 
seems  to  be  in  the  way  of  a  more 
extensive  use  of  oil  for  fuel  except 
the  price. 

Benzine  and  gasoline  are  used 
to  furnish  motive  power  for  many 
different  purposes,  and  their  use 
is  constantly  increasing.  A  ben- 
zine-worked locomotive,  construct- 
ed at  the  Dentz  Gasmotor  Works, 
near  Cologne,  has  been  running 
in  third  level  of  the  Laurahutte 
Colliery,  in  the  Kattowitz  coal 
district  for  over  a  year.  With  the 
exception  of  a  slight  derange- 
ment, which  was  readily  repaired, 
the  locomotive  has  performed  its 
work  satisfactorily  and  without 
interruption.  The  locomotive 
weighs  4600  pounds;  the  length 
is  9  feet  2  inches;  width,  2  feet  n 
inches;   height   from  rail  level,    1 


foot  4  inches;  and  gauge  1  foot  8 
inches.  It  has  6  horsepower.  The 
actual  work  performed  by  the  lo- 
comotive is  the  hauling  in  one 
trip  of  from  13  to  14  buckets 
loaded  with  ore,  weighing  about 
1375  pounds,  or  about  120  metric 
tons  per  shift.  To  do  this  the 
consumption  of  benzine  is  about 
22  pouuds  and  the  daily  expenses 
including  interests  on  investment 
and  sinking,  fund,  wages  of  en- 
gine driver,  benzine,  and  lubri- 
cants, are  $1.80;  so  that  the  cost  of 
hauling  1  metric  ton  (2200  pounds) 
isi^  cents,  against  25-6  cents 
with  horses.  As  the  engine  is 
closed  on  all  sides,  so  that'  the 
driver  can  only  get  at  the  interior 
by  using  a  key,  danger  of  explo: 
sion  is  obviated.  No  incon- 
veniences from  the  odor  emitted 
has  been  experienced  by  the  min- 
ers working  in  the  level. 


The  Dos  Palos 

Judge  Langford,  who  for  years 
has  been  a  resident  in  the  Panoche 
district  of  San  Benito  county,  and 
who  has  always  been  a  thor- 
ough believer  in  the  future  success 
of  the  oil  industry  of  the  Fresno- 
San  Benito  region,  writes  to  a  local 
paper  as  follows  concerning  the 
Dos  Palos  Oil  Company:

A  few  years 
ago  he  was  engineer  for  a  mine  at 
Randsburg.  He  went  to  work  as  a 
laborer  sinking  wells  and  learned 
the  business.  Then  he  took  in  as 
partner  Joseph  Chanslor,  a  young 
grocery  clerk  of  Los  Angeles.  To- 
gether they  sunk  wells  on  will 
land  in  the  region  of  Hanford 
Tulare  county.  Whether  good 
luck  or  judgmentthat  brought  such 
success  no  one  knows  except  them- 
selves, but  they  have  just  made  a 
contract  with  the  Southern  Pacific 
Company  to  furnish  100,000 barrels 
a  month  for  two  years,  and  have 
refused  an  offer  of  $900,000  fortwo 
wells  at  Coalinga. 

Samuel  W.  Beel  came  to  the  coast 
as  a  commercial  traveler  for  a  fac- 
tory at  Cleveland,. Ohio.  He  had 
been  an  oil  driller  in  Pennsylvania, 
and  he  pricked  up  his  ears  when, 
at  Bakersfield,  they  told  him  that 
crude  oil  oozed  from  the  foothills  a 
few  miles  away.  He  went  to  see 
next  day,  and  as  a  consequence 
gave  up  his  situation  and  raised 
$ 2000  to  sink  wells.  Now  his  com- 
pany pays  him  $30,000  a  year  in 
salary,  and  $6500  a  month  divi- 
dends on  stock.

Letting  Down    the    Bars. 

A  new  enterprise,  the  California 
Oil  Exchange,  has  removed  the 
wholesome  restrictions  heretofore 
imposed  upon  dealings  in  oil  stocks 
and  has  decided  to  have  regular 
calls  of  wildcat  stock.  This  can- 
not but  be  regarded  as  a  retro- 
grade step,  and  one  which  bodes 
no  good  for  the  petroleum  indus- 
try of  California.  The  Los  An- 
geles Oil  Exchange  wisely  refused 
to  let  down  the  bars,  although 
strong  pressure  in  that  direction 
was  brought  to  bear  by  some  of 
its  members.  Not  being  success- 
ful in  attaining  their  ends  through 
that  organization,  the  gamblers 
formed  another  exchange  and 
have  apparently  thrown  discre- 
tion to  the  winds. 

The  present  is  a  time  for  greater 
caution,  not  for  larger  license,  in 
the  oil  business,  or  .the  industry 
may  receive  such  a  setback  as  will 
require  years  to  recover  from.  Of 
the  hundreds  of  oil  companies  that 
have  been  formed  this  year,  it  is 
doubtful  whether  10  per  cent,  own 
or  control  land  that  a  conserva- 
tive and  conscientious  expert 
would  regard  as  offering  a  fair 
prospect  of  producing  oil.  As  the 
Times  recently  mentioned,  this 
is  by  no  means  the  first  time  that 
an  oil  excitement  has  raged  in 
California.  There  have  been  two 
or  three  previous  oil  booms,  dur- 
ing the  past  thirty  years,  and 
much  of  the  mountain  land  of  the 
state  has  been  plastered  over  with 
oil  locations.  People  who  are 
wildly  rushing  in  to  buy  stock  in 
companies  of  which  they  know 
little  or  nothing,  should  remember 
these    facts    and    go    a  little  slow. 

Another  objectionable  feature  is 
the  decision  of  the  exchange  to 
charge  a  flat  commission  of  1  per 
cent  on  the  face  value  of  the  stock 
irrespective  of  the  selling  at  price. 
That  means  10  per  cent  on  dollar 
stock  selling  at   10  cents. 

If  the  oil  business  is  to  be  con- 
verted into  a  gamble  pure  and 
simple,  the  sooner  the  public  un- 
derstand it  the  better,  and  possi- 
bly the  Council  may  be  called 
upon  to  enforce  similar  restrictions 
to  those  which  are  applied  to  pool 
rooms. 

Men  and  brethren  let  us  not  kill 
this  goose  that  is  laying  us  golden 
eggs. — Los  Angeles  Times.

While  it  is  true  there  are  many 
wildcat  concerns  in  the  field  which 
are  not  worth  a  moment's  atten- 
tion by  the  press  except  to  expose 
their  rottenness,  the  oil  industry- 
is  attaining  large  proportions  and 
there  are  thousands  of  people  who 
are  anxious  to  obtain  reliable 
news  about  the  various  districts. 
Such  news  is  hard  to  procure,  but 
if  reporters  and  correspondents 
were  forced  to  confine  their  re- 
ports to  actual  development  work 
they  could  furnish  an  entertaining 
and  valuable  department  of  news. 
Yet  no  enterprise  no  matter  how 
worthy  can  secure  notice  from  the 
San  Francisco  papers  without  pay- 
ing from  one  to  five  dollars  a  line 
for  space  in  the  news  columns.

OF  THE  STATE. 


EKESNO. 

The  Whale  Oil  Company  has 
started  its  second  well  and  are 
close  on  to  a  hundred  feet  down. 

The  New  York  Oil  Company  is 
going  to  sink  another  well  on  its 
property.  The  well  will  be  put 
down  on  section  20,  19-15,  near  the 
south  line.  Carl  W.  Brown  has 
the  contract  for  putting  down  the 
well. 

The  Venus  Oil  Company,  a  San 
Francisco  corporation  of  which 
Scott  Blair  and  A.  E.  Webb  are 
the  organizers,  has  a  well  down 
some  600  feet  on  its  property  near 
Alcalde.  Their  property  is  the 
section  adjoining  that  of  the  Whale 
Oil  Company. 

A  report  from  the  Coalinga  oi! 
field  is  that  the  Oil  City  Petroleum 
Company  is  bringing  in  another 
well  on  section  28,  which  bids  fair 
to  beat  the  Independence  Com- 
pany's well  for  production.  The 
first  sand  was  struck  at  900  feet 
and  considerable  oil  was  produced. 
It  is  expected  that  the  second  sand 
and  a  much  larger  flow  of  oil  will 
be  struck  in  a  few  days. 

C.  C,  Spinks,  who  returned  last 
week  from  the  Caribou  property, 
of  which  he  is  the  superintendent, 
states  that  the  new  well  being  put 
down  on  that  property  is  some  600 
feet  deep,  as  a  result  of  two  weeks' 
work.  The  well  has  progressed 
finely  and  Mr.  Spinks  thinks  that, 
judging  from  the  formations  passed 
through  and  the  oil  strikes  being 
made  near  by,  the  Caribou  will  be 
"in  it"  in  a  few  weeks. — Hanford 
Journal. 

On  Monday  of  last  week  the  bor- 
ing was  commenced  on  the  Whale 
Oil  Company's  land  in  Fresno 
county,  and  oil  was  struck  on 
Thursday  last  at  a  depth  of  fifty 
feet.  This  location  was  selected 
by  the  oil  expert  as  a  point  for 
boring,  and  from  the  results  it  is 
shown  that  he  understood  his  busi- 
nesss.  The  Whale  Oil  Company 
is  owned  almost  exclusively  by 
Modestans  and  none  of  the  stock 
is  on  the  market. — News.

Temblor. 

A.  B.  Canfield  began  spudding 
in  on  the  Globe's  No.  2,  last  Thurs- 
day. 

Kern  Oil's  No.  9  is  doing  r2o 
per  day  steadily  and  is  free  of 
sand. 

The  Century  on  24,  28-27  has 
succeeded  in  pulling  its  casing 
after  a  long  struggls. 

The  Sterling  has  recently  put 
in  a  600  and  1200  barrel  tank,  the 
San  Joaquin  a  600  and  2000. 

The  Monte  Crlsto,  5,    29-28    has 
started  No.  2  with  the  idea  of 
ing  to  the  deeper  strata. 

The  Nevada  at  Temblor  is  down 
900  feet.  Oil  in  any  great  quan- 
tity is  not  expected  short    of  1200. 

The  Beaver  on  36,  28-28,  has 
passed  through  the  water  strata, 
apparently  and  is  in  blue  clay. 

The    Reed   company  last   week 


go- 


finished  a  well  on  28,  and  has 
another  nearly  finished  on  34.  In 
this  locality  200  feet  of  sand  are 
found. 

The  Independent  No.  1  on  28, 
28-28  is  pumping  at  the  rate  of 
fifty  barrels  per  daj',  when  not 
choked  with  sand  which  is  giving 
considerable  trouble. 

In  the  opinion  of  M.  M.  Ogden, 
the  oil  expert,  the  Poso  creek  lo- 
cality is  destined  soon  to  become 
a  great  oil  producer.  Mr.  Ogden 
bases  his  opining  on  a  thorough 
study  of  the  geological  conditions 
prevailing  there. 

The  Sunset  Pacific  has  ordered 
work  to  begin,  the  Sunset  King  is 
putting  up  its  rig  and  the  Petrol- 
eum and  Refining  company's 
machinery  is  on  the  way  to  the 
ground. 

Sacramento  No.  1  has  produed 
$800  worth  of  oil  since  May  1  as 
shown  by  the  books.  This  com- 
pany will  have  twenty  wells  fin- 
ished by  the  first  of  next  January 
if  present  plans  are  carried  out. 

Section  4's  No.  1  is  producing 
between  eighty  and  ninety  bar- 
rels per  day.  Central  Point's  No. 
1  is  going  between  thirty  and 
forty  and  No.  2,  when  not  choked 
with  sand,  yields  close  to  100. 

The  Grace  well  No.  1  flowed 
four  feet  above  the  floor  of  the 
derrick  last  Tuesday  with  300  feet 
of  sand  in  the  hole.  The  flow 
continued  until  the  oil  had  been 
bailed  out. 

Well  No.  12  of  the  Thirty-three 
company  is  now  pumping  at  the 
rate  of  a  little  better  than  ten  bar- 
rels per  hour,  equal  to  250  barrels 
per  day.  How  long  this  will  keep 
up  cannot  be  told,  of  course, as  it  is 
a  young  well  only  eight  days  old 
It  is  less  than  500  feet  deep. 

The  Reed  Company  has  made 
a  discovery  on  the  southeast 
quarter  of  20,  and  apparently  it  is 
as  good  as  any  strike  yet  made  in 
the  district.  As  soon  as  the  well 
on  the  northwest  quarter  of  the 
same  section  reaches  the  oil  or  is 
abandoned,  the  tools  will  be  moved 
back  to  the  first  hole  and  drilling 
resumed. 

Fifty  barrels  per  day  is  what 
the  Sunset  Crude  company's  well 
is  now  doing  although  the  casing 
is  only  ten  feet  in  the  sand. 
Enough  gas  comes  out  of  the  well 
to  furnish  the  boiler  with  fuel 
and  it  is  being  so  utilized.  The 
well  will  not  be  sunk  to  a  greater 
depth  at  present  but  will  be  used 
as  it  is  to  supply  fuel  for  further 
development.  The  gravity  of  the 
oil  is  the  same  as  Jtwett  &  Blod- 
gett's  No.  17,  about  twelve  degrees. 

The  Mt.  Diablo  Company,  drill- 
ing in  the  southwest  corner  of  30, 
28-28,  has  gone  into  the  oil  again, 
and  apparently  has  tapped  themain 
body  of  the  petroleum  bearing 
sand.  This  strike  is  on  the  fron- 
tier, being  the  most  westerly  yet 
made,  and  considerable  interest, 
therefore,  attaches  to  it.  The  drills 
went  into  a  thin  stratum  at  first 
and  then  into  water,  leading  to  the 
fear  that  the  sand  had  pinched  out 
at    that   point,  but   prosecution  of 


the  work  showed  the  anxiety  to  be 
groundless. 

The  Uncle  Sam,  on  35,  28-27  is 
now  800  feet  deep;  the  hole  is  in 
fine  shape  and  will  be  put  down, 
with  continued  good  luck,  to  a 
depth  that  will  make  a  sure 
test  of  this  territory. 

The  prospect  hole  being  sunk 
on  the  Barker  ranch  one  half  mile 
back  from  the  Pioneer  well,  is 
much  deeper  than  the  latter  and 
no  water  whatever  has  been  en- 
countered. Less  than  10  per  cent, 
of  the  distance  gone  through  was 
sand,  the  balance  being  blue  clay 
with  now  and  then  a  hard  floor, 
the  original  formation.  J.  H.  De 
La  Monte,  who  is  sinkingthe  hole 
with  a  rotary  hydraulic  machine 
hat  been  very  successful,  having 
gone  much  faster  than  would  have 
been  possible  with  a  Standard  rig, 
and  at  one  fifth  the  cost. 

LOS   ANGELES. 

The  directors  of  the  Yukon  and

Winn  was  subsequently  added  to 
it,  and  the  committee  was  in- 
structed to  report  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  directors.

Barker  Ranch. 

The  Barker  Ranch  Oil  Com- 
pany's new  well  is  located  about 
half  a  mile  southwest  of  that 
which  was  finally  abandoned  at  a 
shallow  depth  on  account  of  the 
difficulty  of  handling  the  heavy 
gas  and  water  flow  early  encount- 
ered. Strange  to  say  no  water  at 
all  has  been  met,  although  the 
well  is  down  twice  the  depth  at 
which  the  artesian  flow  was  met 
in  the  first,  and  the  hole  stands 
up  without  casing.  The  forma- 
tions passed  through  are  deemed 
very  satisfactory,  blue  clay  and 
hard  floor  of  cemented  sand- 
stone predominating.  Gas  has 
been  showing  freely  for  the  last 
hundred  and  fifty  feet  and  it  is 
quite  likely  that  the  broad  judg- 
ment of  the  directors  in  buying  in 
stock  offered  at  the  highest  price 
for  which  it  ever  sold  on  the 
Exchange,  at  a  time  when  water 
threatened  a  failure,  will  find 
its  reward  in  a  flowing  oil 
well.  The  drill  is  at  present  in 
what  appears  to  be  a  sea  sand 
hundreds  of  feet  below  the  level 
of  Kern  river.  The  Del  Monte 
hydraulic  rig  is  putting  down  the 
hole  in  a  very  satisfactory  manner. 
The  success  of  this  sort  of  rig  in 
the  field  will  insure  the  rapid  de- 
velopment of  new  territory. 


Amount  of  Production. 

The  permanence  of  the  Kern 
river  field  is  a  foregone  conclusion 
and  the  extensiveness,  though  not 
the  extent,  of  the  territory,  has  been 
demonstrated.       The     interesting 


question  still  is  the  capacity  of  the 
wells  and  statistics  thro  winglight  on 
this  point  are  hard  to  obtain  as  yet, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  every  energy 
has  been  and  is  still  principally  di- 
rected to  the  development  of  land 
rather  than  production  of  oil.  Few 
companies  have  their  wells  in  con- 
dition, but  such  as  have  are  show- 
ing clearly  that  the  average  yield 
may  be  expected  to  be  much  higher 
than  wasat  firstsupposed  probable. 
Once  it  was  thought  that  twenty 
barrels  per  day  was  a  fair  average 
estimate,  then  forty  was  the  figure 
settled  upon,  but  in  the  light  of 
recent  records  it  seems  that  an- 
other revision  should  be  made. 
On  the  west,  the  Monte  Cristo's 
well  is  supposed  to  be  doing  100 
barrels/on  the  east,  the  Thirty- 
Three's  No.  12  is  pumping  at  the 
rate  of  240.  Yesterday  stop  watch 
tests  were  made  at  the  Reed  com- 
pany's well  on  28  in  the  north  and 
the  San  Joaquin's  No.  5,  on  5,  in 
the  south.  The  former  is  only 
partly  perforated,  but  it  was 
pumping  at  the  rate  of  150,  and 
the  latter  at  the  rate  of  nearly  240. 
— Bakersfield  Californian. 


BIG  RUSH  OF  WORK. 


Activity  in  the  Shops  of  Kutner- 
Goldstein  Co.  at   Hanford. 

The  past  week  was  an  unusually 
busy  one  at  the  Kutner-Goldstein 
shops.  Rush  orders  for  the  Inde- 
pendence and  Hanford  Companies 
required  the  putting  on  of  an  extra 
force  of  men  to  get  the  work  out 
on  time.  The  Florence  Oil  Co. 
are  also  having  four  big  tanks 
made  for  their  outfit  in  the  Kettle- 
man  district.  Last  week  a  force 
of  men  were  at  work  turning  out 
two  big  orders  for  stovepipe  casing 
for  Bakersfield. 


Oil  Industry  Gaining. 

The  Union  Oil  Company's  barge 
is  now  making  regular  trips  be- 
tween San  Pedro  and  San  Fran- 
cisco, though  its  pipe  line  is  not 
yet  completed  from  the  Whittier 
and  Fullerton  fields  to  the  sea. 
The  several  recent  strikes  of  light 
oil  made  in  the  fields  mentioned 
and  the  prospects  of  others  follow- 
ing is  making  for  these  fields  an 
importance  in  production  distinct 
from  most  of  the  fields  of  the 
State,  while  there  is  a  growing  be- 
lief that  the  Fullerton  field  is  to  be 
extended  far  beyond  its  present 
known  extent,  possibly  reaching 
for  many  miles.  Surely  the  oil 
industry  is  gaining  momentum 
daily  in  California. — Fullerton 
Tribune.

Increasing  Use  oS  Petroleum. 

The  scarcity  and  high  price  of 
coal  in  Iiurope  is  causing  a  great 
deal  of  attention  to  be  given  to 
the  use  of  petroleum  as  fuel.  Rich- 
ard Guenther,  consul-general  of  the 
United  states  at  Frankfort,  Ger- 
many, sends  to  Washington  a  very 
interesting  report  on    this  subject. 

After  stating  the  advantages  in 
the  use  of  petroleum  over  coal  as 
fuel,  Mr.  Guenther  says  it  is  claimed 
that  petroleum  and  its  manufac- 
tures will  soon  supersede  to  a  great 
extent  the  use  of  coal  for  manufac- 
turing purposes,  and  therefore  the 
supply  of  the  oil  becomes  of  much 
importance.  The  United  States 
and  Russia  produce  between  them 
120,000,00c  barrels  a  year,  and 
other  contributions  swell  the  total 
annual  output  to  about  150,000,000 
barrels. 

The  production  of  Russia  is  much 
less  now  than  if  might  be,  owing  to 
lack  of  enterprise  on  the  part  of 
the  people  and  inadequate  trans- 
portation facilities,  These  cause 
the  price  of  its  oil  to  be  higher  in 
Germany,  which  adjoins  Russia, 
than  that  of  the  American  product, 
which  has  to  travel  thousands  of 
miles. 

Mr.  Guenther  declares  that  the 
increased  demand  will  stimulate 
the  exploitation  of  the  oil  fields  in 
the  different  lands.  Railway  com- 
panies are  trying  oil-fired  locomo- 
tives; one  steamship  line  uses  oil  to 
fire  the  boilers  of  its  vessels. 
'•Nothing,"    he     says,    "seems    to 


Stand  in  the  waj  Of  a  more  exten 
sive  use  of  oil  lor  fuel  except 
price."  Benzine  and  gasoline  are 
used  to  furnish  motive  power  for 
different  purposes,  and  their  use 
is  constantly  increasing.  Benzine 
is  used  to  run  an  engine  in  a  col- 
liery in  the  Kattowitz  coal  district 
in  Germany. 

The  interference  of  the  Russian 
government  in  the  operation  of  the 
petroleum  trust  in  that  country 
has  already  been  widely  quoted. 
Mr.  Guenther  says  on    this  point: 

I  notice  in  St.  Petersburg  dis- 
patches that  the  Russian  govern- 
ment is  considering  a  new  mode 
for  leasing  oil  lands  owned  by  the 
crown  in  the  district  of  Baku,  in 
order  to  reduce  the  price  of  coal 
oil,  which  within  the  lastfew  years 
has  been  raised  exorbitantly.  It  is 
proposed  that  after  1900  the  lessees 
shall  pay  to  the  government  40 
per  cent  of  the  oil  produced  "in 
natura,"  so  that  the  government 
can  become  a  competitor  in  the 
sale  of  the  article.  Heretofore  the 
lesses  paid  a  certain  tax  in  cash  on 
every  pound  of  oil. 

All  these  things  are  intensely 
interesting  and  of  vast  importarce 
to  the  people  of  Southern  Califor- 
nia, where  the  development  of  the 
petroleum  industry  has  become 
one  of  the  largest  factors  in  our 
community  welfare  and  material 
progress. — Los  Angeles  Herald.

Impecunious 
Oil  Companies. 


When  a  man  in  business  is  un- 
able to  pay  his 
just  bills,  or 
refuses  to  pay 
t  h  em  until 
considerable  pressure  has  been 
brought  to  bear  upon  him,  the 
conclusion  is  adduced  that  he  is  in 
financial  straits,  or  else  is  of  a  na- 
ture which  makes  it  undesirable 
to  do  business  with  him. 

The  same  is  true  of  oil  compa- 
nies. If  a  company  cannot  pay 
its  just  debts,  and  stands  off  its 
creditors  on  the  plea  that  it  has  no 
money,  it  certainly  is  not  in  a  posi- 
tion to  go  before  the  public  and 
attempt  to  dispose  of  its  stock.  A 
company  that  does  business  on  the 
shoe-string  principle  is  not  worthy 
of  patronage.  There  are  too 
many  of  these  now  in  existence, 
and  they  ought  to  be  squelched. 
Some  of  them  are  capitalized  for 
$500,0000  or  $1,000,000,  and  the 
original  incorporators  could  hardly 
scare  up  money  enough  to  pay  for 
filing  incorporation  papers.  They 
have  leased  land,  some  more,  some 
less  in  amount,  and  now  are  at- 
tempting to  rope  in  the  public  to 
put  up  money  enough  to  enable 
them  to  get  a  rig  and  drill  a  well. 
What  few  debts  they  have  in- 
curred they  cannot  pay.  They 
stand  off  the  printer  for  prospect- 
uses, the  newspapers  for  advertis- 
ing, and  are  unable  to  pay  for 
even  desk  room  or  the  desk  they 
use.  Yet  they  are  trying  to  make 
the  public  believe  they  are  in  a 
position  to  merit  patronage. 

There  are  other  companies  who 
have  money,  or  say  they  have,  and 
yet  are  apparently  unwilling  to 
meet  their  just  debts.  Some  of 
them  have  contracted  debts  for 
preliminary  work  requiring  the 
services  of  laboring  men,  such  as 
carpenters,  teamsters  and  the  like, 
and  now  refuse  to  pay  wages  on 
the  plea  that  they  cannot  get  their 
board  of  directors  together  to  pass 
upon  the  bills. 

Such  excuses  are  unwarranted, 
and  only  go  to  show  that  the  com-

California..  Mining  Bureau, 
Bulletin  No.  17,  in 
the  form  of  a  table,  showing  by 
counties  the  mineral  productions 
of  California  for  the  year  1899. 
The  statistics  were  compiled  by 
CharlesG.  Yale,  and  were  obtained 
from  the  returns  given  by  pro- 
ducers. It  is  safe  to  say  that  the 
actual  production  was  at  least  one- 
third  greater  than  the  present  fig- 
ures show.  It  is  a  well-known 
fact  that  some  of  the  largest  oil 
producers  in  the  state  are  ex- 
tremely reticent  as  to  the  actual 
output  of  their  wells,  and  it  is  safe 
to  say  that  the  figu  'es  given  by 
them  are  no  more  correct  than  the 
figures  of  the  average  property- 
holders  are  correct  when  the  values 
of  property  are  given  to  the  as- 
sessor. Taking  the  figures,  how 
ever,  for  what  they  are  worth,  the 
oil  production  by  counties  is  as 
follows : 


It  is  a  pity  so  much  capital  is 
being  switched  off  to 
Capital  Nome  for  mining  de- 
Switched  velopments  which.

ARTICLE   I 

N  \  M I . 

Tlie  name  of  this  organization  is  the 
California    Petroleum  Miners  tion. 

ARTICLE  II 
OB]  bc  rs. 

The  purposes  for  which  this  Associa- 
tion is  formed  are: 

CTION  :.  To  promote  anil  encourage 
the  petroleum  industry  in  California  to 
the  end  that  the  commercial  wealth  of 
the  Stale  may  be  enhanced. 

Sec.  2.  To  assist  in  securing  such  Na- 
tional and  State  legislation  as  will  best 
protect  the  petroleum  industry  ol  Califor- 
nia. 

SBC.  3.  To  create  a  bureau  of  informa- 
tion regarding  the  oil  territory  of  Califor- 
nia, and  to  furnish  information  and  to 
afford  protection  to  inquiring  investors. 

Sec.  4.  To  disseminate  the  knowledge 
of  the  petroleum  interests  through  the 
press  and  by  public  meetings  or  literature 
of  the  Association. 

Sec.  5.  To  maintain  by  all  proper 
means,  the  dignity  of  the  petroleum  busi- 
ness of  the  State  of  California. 

Sec.  6.  To  discourage  all  resort  to  un- 
business  like  methods  in  the  production 
and  manipulation  of  oil  and  oil  companies' 
stock. 

Sec.  7.  To  employ  competent  legal 
service,  if  required,  to  protect  the  oil  in- 
dustry of  this  State,  or  to  maintain  the 
rights  of  the  members  of   this  Associarion. 

Sec  8.  To  provide  suitable  headquar 
ters  for  the  members  of  this  Association 
and  other  persons  interested  in  the  petro- 
leum interests  of  California. 

Sec.  9.  To  do  any  and  all  acts  neces- 
sary and  proper  to  carry  out  the  purposes 
aforesaid,  and  to  acquire  and  hold  al  prop- 
erty of  every  kind  necessary,  proper  or 
convenienbforany  and  all  of  such  purposes, 
andto  receive  gifts,  donations,  legacies  and 
bequests  of  all  kinds. 

ARTICLE  III. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  i.  Any  person,  corporation  or 
firm  friendly  to  the  oil  industry  of  Califor- 
nia, in  good  business  standing  in  this  State, 
may  become  a  member  by  submitting  their, 
his  or  her  name  to  the  Board  of  Directors, 
and  upon  being  elected,  by  subscribing  to 
the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  pay- 
ing the  entrance  fees  and  regular  dues. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  This  Association  shall,  at 
its  annual  meeting  elect  eleven  of  its  mem- 
bers to  act  as  a  Board  of  Directors,  who 
shall  from  their  number  elect  a  President, 
First  Vice-President,  Second  Vice-Presi- 
dent, Third  Vice-President,  Treasurer  and 
Secretary.

The  annual  membersh  p dues 
for  all  branches  of  this  Association  shall  be 
as  follows:  Meicantile  houses  and  manu- 
facturing concerns  of  San  Francisco  shall 
pay  fifty  dollars  ($50)  per  annum;  oil  com- 
panies shall  pay  twenty-five  dollars  ($25) 
per  annum;  all  individual  members  of  As- 
sociations in  counties  abutting  on  San 
Francisco  bay  twelve  dollars  ($12)  per 
annum,  this  last  to  be  paid  quarterly 
in  advance.  In  all  the  other  counties 
of  the  State  mercantile  houses,  manu- 
facturing concerns,  and  oil  companies 
shall  pay  twenty-five  dollars  ($25)  per 
annum;  all  other  members  six  dollars 
($6)  per  annum  payable  semi-annually  in 
advance.

ARTICLE    l.

SECTION  t.  The  President  shall  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  Association  and  of 
the  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall  have 
the  casting  vote  in  all  cases,  sign  all  war- 
rants on  the  Treasury  fot  the  payment  of 
money,  and  have  general  supervision  over 
all  the  affairs  of  the  Association.

Not  Being   Invested  in  Oil  so  Lib- 
era ly  as  Eastern    Capital. 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  nearly  all 
the  capital  expended  in  developing 
the  oil  fields  or  California  up  to 
date  has  been  supplied  by  Eastern 
investors.  The  monied  people  at 
home  take  a  long  time  to  be  edu- 
cated up  to  the  point  of  appre- 
ciating the  good  things  which  na- 
ture has  distributed  so  lavishly  for 
their  benefit,  but  they  have  always 
been  slow  in  matters  of  the  kind 
which  do  not  suit  a  disposition  to 
gamble.  Considering  the  difficul- 
ties which  have  beset  company 
managers  in  obtaining  the  funds 
necessary  to  develop  their  proper- 
ties, the  showing  made  in  the  way 
of  oil  production  is  certainly  very 
creditable.     A  great  deal  ot  money 


which  prevailed  all  through  the 
East  at  that  time  was  only  paral- 
lelled by  the  bonanza  times  in 
this  city,  when  fortunes  could  be 
made  or  lost  in  a  day  and  from 
the  way  strikes  are  now  being  re 
ported  all  over  California,  there 
was  not  as  good  a  showing  in  oil 
there  as  we  can  make  ourselves.

Too  Many  Wells. 

It  will  probably  be  of  interest 
to  those  pessimistic  persons  who 
are  afraid  that  California  will  have 
"too  many  oil  wells,"  every  time 
the  news  goes  out  of  the  com- 
pletion of  a  new  well,  to  know 
that  during  the  month  of  April, 
797  new  wells  were  completed  in 
Pennsylvania,  405  in  Ohio  and  148 
in  Indiana.  Of  these  183  were 
dry  holes  in  Pennsylvania,  42  in 
Ohio,  and  20  in  Indiana.  On  the 
last  day  of  April  there  were  702 
wells  drilling  in  Pennsylvania,  383 
in  Ohio,  86  in  Indiana.

f  late  the 
Times  h.is  referred  to  reports  that 
have  been  circulated  by  intei 

.  ir-anxious  persons  regarding 
an  actual  <>r  pending  surplus  of 
fuel  oil  in  California.  There 
OS  ti>  have  been  of  late  some- 
thing like  a  campaign — a  quiet 
but  persistent  campaign — on  the 
part  of  some  of  the  big  oil  consum 
to  create  the  impression  that 
there  is  or  soon  will  be  an  over- 
production, for  the  purpose  of 
bearing  the  price  of  the  product 
which  they  purchase.  Some  of 
these  consumers  remember  when 
oil  was  selling  in  Los  Angeles  at 
30  cents  a  barrel,  and  do  not  relish 
the  idea  of  paying  three  times 
that  price.  However,  we  much 
fearthat  thev  will  have  to  continue 
to  do  so,  if  they  do  not  even  have 
to  pay  more. 

As  the  Times  has  shown,  on 
several  occasions  of  late,  there  is 
little  fear  of  the  overproduction  of 
fuel  oil  in  California  in  the  near 
future,  if  ever.  It  is  a  well-known 
fact  in  the  commercial  world  that 
there  may  be  a  glut  of  a  product 
when  the  output  is  very  small, 
while  a  greatly  increased  pro- 
duction will  create  a  demand  for 
that  product  at  good  prices.  For 
instance,  when  the  production  of 
oranges  in  Southern  California 
were  fifteen  carloads  more  than 
the  local  consumption,  there  was  a 
glut,  because  no  provision  had 
been  made  for  marketing  the  sur- 
plus; but  today  we  easily  dispose 
of  15,000  carloads  more  than  we 
consume,  and  buyers  come  all  the 
way  from  the  Atlantic  Coast  to 
compete  for  them. 

A  local  publication,  the  Mining 
Review,  which  has  been  making 
an  investigation  of  this  subject, 
arrives  at  a  similar  conclusion, 
namely,  that  there  is  no  excess 
of  production  nor  is  there  likely 
to  be.  The  six  great  sugar  fac- 
toeies  of  the  State  alone  require 
nearly  500,000  barrels  for  their 
four  months'  campaign.  The  to- 
tal requirements  of  concerns  that 
now  use  oil  is  estimated  at  2,500,- 
000  barrels  a  year,  whereas  the 
total  production  of  the  State  for 
last  year,  as  estimated  by  the 
State  Mining  Bureau,  was  only 
*>237i7°3  barrels, 

This,  however,  is  by  no  means 
all,  It  is  is  a  well-known  fact  that 
there  are  many  large  consumers 
of  fuel  which  have  been  holding 
ofl  until  they  could  be  assured  of 
a  steady  and  permanent  supply 
of  oil.  For  instance,  the  Union 
Iron  Works  of  San  Francisco  is 
still  burning  coal,  because  it  has 
not  yet  been  able  to  secure  a  con- 
tract for  the  delivery  of  30,000 
barrels  of  oil  a  month  for  a  period 
of  five  years.  That  is  nearly  one- 
sixth  of  the  total  output  of  the 
state  last  year.  Then,  there  are

Angela  alone.  Should  there  be 
any  prospect  of  a  surplus  of  oil 
and  a  drop  in  prices,  this  con- 
sumption would,  undoubtedly,  be 
greatly  increased. 

A- showing  the  lack  of  founda- 
tion for  the  cry  of  overproduction 
it  is  stated  that  a  company  which 
recently  commenced  drilling  for 
oil  in  Ventura  county  had  made 
no  arrangements  to  obtain  oil  for 
the  engine  from  its  neighbors,  an- 
ticipating no  trouble  in  that  di- 
rection. After  making  applica- 
tion to  four  companies,  however, 
they  found  that  each  was  under 
contract  for  all  the  od  produced, 
and  it  was  some  time  before  a 
supply  could  be  obtained. 

We  would  further  draw  atten- 
tion to  one  phase  of  this  question, 
regarding  which  little  has  been 
said.  This  is  the  prospective  use 
of  crude  petroleum  for  domestic 
purposes.  Our  housewives  have 
become  accustomed  to  cooking 
with  kerosene  and  gasoline  and 
gas,  and  electircity  and  for  sever- 
al years  there  has  been  on  the 
market  a  cooking  stove  which  con- 
sumes distillate.  In  one  of  the 
leading  hotels  of  Los  Angeles 
crude  petroleum  in  ordinary  cook- 
ing stoves  will  be  devised.  Then 
— unless  the  Standard  Company 
should  gobble  up  the  patent  and 
put  it  away  "on  ice" — we  shall  be 
able  in  this  way  alone  to  consume 
all  the  product  of  the  state  for 
years  to  come.  And  even  the 
Standard  cannot  very  well  keep 
such  a  much-called-for  invention 
out  of  the  market  for  a  great 
length  of  time. 

The  Times  believes  that  there  is 
more  probability  of  a  rise  in  the 
value  of  petrolemm  during  the 
next  few  years  than  of  a   decline.

It  is  learned  from  O.  W.  Peer  of  the 
Southern  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  who 
has  oil  interests  in  different  parts  of  the 
State  and  who  has  just  returned  from  an 
inspection!  trip  of  the  variour,  fields,  that

RECENT  DEVELOPMENTS  IN  OIL  IN  VARIOUS  PARTS 
OF  THE  STATE. 


Mr.  R.  W.  Gorrell  informs  the 
Colnsa  Sim  that  the  machinery  for 
boring  an  oil  well  will  arrive  at 
Artmckle  next  Sunday,  ami  that 
it  will  be  moved  immediately  to 
section  7,  township  13  north. 
range  3  west,  which  belongs  to 
the  Colusa  County  Bank,  and  is 
ten  miles  from  Arbuckle  and  a  lit- 
tle SOUtb  of  west  from  there.  The 
well  will  be  near  the  Hannum 
barn.  Mr.  Gorrell  has  spent  sev- 
eral months  in  the  foothill  region, 
and  has  secured  leases  on  quite  a 
large  area  of  land  on  which  he 
found  indications  of  oil.  The 
work  will  be  done  as  rapidly  as 
the  most  approved  machinery  will 
carry  it,  which  will  probably  be 
at  the  rate  of  about  50  feet  a  day. 
There  are  only  two  men  interest- 
ed in  the  work — aside  from  the 
lessors  of  the  land — Mr.  Gorrell 
and  Mr.  Smith.  The  last  name  is 
a  very  uncommon  one,  but  the 
man  will  be  recognized  when  the 
prefix  "Borax"  is  added.  The 
work  of  boring  for  oil  may  now  be 
said  to  have  started  in  this  northern 
country  in  good  earnest.  There  are 
others  who  haveclaims  and  money. 
Still  the  Sun  has  its  former  advice 
to  men  of  small  means — don't  get 
into  fake  companies.  Oil  is  going 
to  be  a  mighty  big  thing  up  this 
way,  but  it  is  not  everyone  who  is 
going  to  strike  it,  and  the  man 
with  small  means  had  better  look 
wice  before  he  invests  once — at 
east  be  sure  of  a  square  deal. 

CONTRA   COSTA. 

The  Contra  Costa  Oil  and  Pe- 
troleum Company  have  sold  a  great 
deal  of  stock  in  the  last  few  days, 
and  will  commence  the  work  of 
boring  as  soon  as  a  derrick  can  be 
secured  and  placed  in  position  on 
the  grounds.

The  New  York  Oil  Company  is 
going  to  sink  another  well  on  its 
property.  The  well  will  be  put 
down  on  section  20,  19-15,  near 
the   south    line.     Karl  W.  Brown 


has  the  contract  fur    putting  down 
the  well. 

An  important  oil  strike  has  just 
been  made  by  the  Oil  City  Petrol- 
eum Company  at  Coalings, on  >cc 
tii'ii  2S,  which  corners  the  famous 
section  20  on  the  southeast.  The 
depth  of  the  new  well  is  about  Boo 
feet,  and  it  is  estimated  that  it  will 
produce  150  barrels  a  day.  The 
strike  is  within  1000  feet  of  the 
Independence  Oil  Company's  well 
on  the  same  section,  which  is  now 
producing  100  barrels  a  day.  The 
Oil  City  Petroleum  Company  con- 
trols 320  acres  of  land  in  this 
county,  and  it  is  now  considered 
by  experts  that  No.  28  is  likely  to 
be  the  best  oil  producing  section 
in  the  Coalinga  district.  The  stock 
has  taken  a  jump  of  $5  per  share 
as  a  result  ol  the  strike.  Of  the 
5000  shares  a  large  number  are 
held  by  San  Francisco  and  Fresno 
parties.  It  would  be  difficult  to 
over-estimate  the  importance  of 
this  strike.  This  importance  is  not 
due  to  any  marvelous  flow,  for  it 
is  a  pumping  well  and  one  that 
will  probably  produce  100  barrels 
a  day.  The  importance  arises  out 
of  the  fact  that  more  was  learned 
by  this  strike  regarding  the  trend 
of  the  oil  sand  tnan  fromany  other 
strike  made  in  that  oil  district.

The  Climax,  operating  near  the 
Temblor  ranch,  struck  the  oil  sand 
at  250  feet  and  now  has  seventy 
feet  of  good  sand,  but  how  prolific 

it  is,  i^.  not  known. 

John  Moss  operating  on  the 
northwest  quarter  of  26,  27 
tor  C.  P.Gardiner,  is  down  460 
feet  with  eleven  and  five-eighths 
casing.  Another  rig  is  to  lie  put 
at  work  on  the  southeast  quarter 
of  the  same  section. 

Trumbell  &  Beebe's  drillers  oj 
24,  28,  27  near  the  center  of  the 
section  are  about  to  strike 
oil,  according  to  an  operator 
familiar  with  the  territory  on  the 
west.  They  are  identically  the 
same  formation  as  was  found  on 
section  30,  28-28,  which  corners  24 
ou  the  southeast. 

The  Kern  river  field  embraces 
between  7000  and  8000  acres  of 
land  known  to  contain  oil,  and  is 
not  yet  two  years  old.  It  is  located 
about  three  miles  north  of  Kern. 
The  oil  is  15  and  15J4  gravity,  and 
carries  a  large  percent  o,  lubri- 
cant. 

The  Kern  River's  big  330-barrel 
well  near  the  center  of  Section  4 
is  holding  up  to  its  record.  The 
three-inch  tubing  now  in  the 
hole  is  not  sufficient  to  lower  the 
oil,  which  stands  steadily  at  about 
80  feet  from  the  surface.

The  Bay  City  has  its  timbers  at 
the  site  selected  for  its  well  on  22, 
32,  23.  This  is  an  absolutely  new 
territory. 

The  Century  has  decided  to  pur- 
chase a  hea  y  rig  and  begin  work 
on  well  No.  2  immediately.  The 
trouble  met  in  drilling  No.  1  is 
what  induced  this  action. 

The  Hercules  Oil  Producing 
Company  will  erect  a  refinery  at 
Bakersfield  and  will  also  begin 
drilling  on  its  land  in  Kern  county 
at  once. 

The  district  lying  between  Sun- 
set and  McKittrick  districts  has 
been  termed  the  Midway.  It  bids 
fair  to  to  equal  the  best  of  Kern 
Count}  lands. 

The  Central  :  oint  No.  2  is  yield 
ing  125  barrels  per  day  withoul 
crowding.  No.  1  is  much  shallower, 
not  having  been  put  down  into 
the  deeper  sand,  is  producing  be- 
tween thirty  and  forty.  No.  3  has 
been  tied  up  for  several  days. 

It  is  learned  that  the  lands  held 
by  the  Tehachapi  Oil  and  Devel- 
opment Company  are  not  in  Sand 
Canyon,  but  are  out  on  the  desert 
four  miles  from  Mojave.  This  com- 
pany is  the  one  the  Californian 
recently  accused  of  using  facts 
which  are  true  when  applied  to  the 
Kern  River  fields  to  boom  the  sale 
of  its  stock  when  its  holdings  are 
nearly  seventy-five  miles  away  and 
on  the  opposite  side  of  the  Teha- 
chapi mountains.

The  Grace  company  has  finished 
well  No.  2  and  the  derrick  is  up 
for  No.  3.  The  rig  will  be  moved 
at  once.  In  No.  1  the  casing  stands 
three  feet  above  the  floor  of  the 
derrick,  and  the  oil  a  few  days  ago 
ran  over  the  top  of  it,  notwithstand- 
ing the  fact  that  the  sand  stood 
fifteen  feet  above  the  perforations. 
This  well  when  not  sanded  up 
pumps  at  the  rate  of  about  140  bar- 
rels. The  casing  has  not  been 
landed  and  it  may  possibly  be  left 
as  it  is,  with  sixty  feet  of  the  oil 
sand  beneath.  No.  2  has  227  feet 
of  oil  sand.

A  well  is  to  be  drilled  on  19. 
27-29. 

Frank  Pitney  is  to  put  a  rig  in 
on  the  west  half  of  27,  28-27. 

Grade  stakes  and  otheret  ceteras 
are  arriving  for  the  oil  field's  spur. 

Prof.  Martin  is  down  400  feet  in 
the  Four  Company's  No.  1  and  is 
building  the  derrick  for  No.  2. 

The  Thirty-Three's  No.  12  is 
holding  up  at  ninety  barrels  per 
day.  No.  13,  just  finished,  is  going 
fifty. 

The  Hercules  has  begun  level- 
ling a  place  for  a  rig  on  the  SE^ 
of  the  SEX  of  2>  29-28.  This  is 
south  of  the  river. 

The  Graves  Company,  on  29,  28- 
28,  is  ready  to  pump  No.  1,  is  100 
feet  in  the  last  sand  in  No.  2,  and 
has  reached  the  oil  sand  in  No.  3. 

J.  J.  O'Brien  of  the  Uncle  Sam 
Company  is  so  well  pleased  with 
the  prospects  on  35,  28-27, tna'  ne 
has  wired  his  associates  to  take  all 
the  stock  offered.  The  well  is 
down  815  feet  and  Mr.  O'Brien  be- 
lieves that  oil  will  be  found  just 
b  low  the  water  sand  that  the  drill 
is  now  in. 

The  Peerless  will  have  its  pump- 
ing plant  in  operation  within  a 
week.  No.  2  is  ready  to  produce, 
and  Nos.  3  and  4  will  be  in  condi- 
tion at  the  end  of  twenty  days. 
No.  5,  which  was  the  scene  of  much 
hard  luck,  will  be  abandoned  and 
a  new  hole  will  be  begun  immed- 
iately. 

The  Reed  Company's  No.  2  on 
28  28-28,  has  turned  out  to  be  a 
big  one.  During  the  first  three 
days  it  pumped  312  barrels,  and 
Saturday  and  Sunday  it  produced

The 
San  Pedro  oil  excitement  is  said  to 
be  growing  daily. 


.     -       ORANGE. 

Well  No.  2  of  the  Brea  Canyon 
Company  gave  another  pyrotech- 
nic exhibition  last  Saturday.  For 
thirty  minutes  the  oil  was  thrown 
to  the  top  of  the  derrick  and  by  a 
measurement  of  what  was  saved, 
in  comparison  with  what  was  lost, 
it  was  estimated  that  nearly  two 
hundred  barrels  of  oil  spouted  out 
of  the  well.  The  flow  of  gas  is  so 
strong  that  it  has  been  impossible, 
dp  to  the  present  time,  to  put  the 
well  on  the  pump.  Well  No.  4  of 
this  company  has  struck  the  oil 
sand.  This  well  is  located  higher 
up  the  hill  than  the  previous  wells 
drilled  by  the  company.  No.  3  is 
still  sinking  to  find  the  second  oil 
sand. 

The  Fullerton  Tribune  says: 
Two  new  wells  now  being  drilled 
by  the  Columbia  Oil  Company  are 
both  coming  into  the  oil  sand,  and 
it  is  expected  thatthey  will  develop 
into  large  producers,  demonstrating 
the  fact  that  the  Fullerton  oil  field, 
with  its  32  gravity  oil,  is  one  of  the 
most  valuable  in  Southern  Califor- 
nia. 

Word  was  received  Monday  that 
the  Columbia  Company's  well  No. 
7  is  producing  at  the  rate  of  one 
barrel  an  hour,  and  that  the  drill 
is  being  sunk  steadily  deeper,  the 
oil  being  bailed  out.  Well  No.  6 
is  getting  more  oil  each  day,  but 
the  well  will  be  put  down  until 
stopped  by  the  great  flow  of  oil.  It 
is  expected  that  both  wells  will  be 
good  producers  when  finished. 

SAN    DIEGO. 

The  San  Diego  Union  reports 
considerable  oil  excitement  in  dif- 
ferent sections  of  that  county  and 
man}'  locations  are  being  made, 
notably  at  Del  Mar  and  Moreno. 
The  Monarch  Oil  Company  has 
machinery  on  the  ground  to  begin 
work  at  the  latter  place-  Los  An- 
geles parties  will  have  charge  of 
the  work. 

An  oil  company  with  offices  in 
Los  Angeles,  London  and  En- 
cinitas,  San  Diego  county,  has 
been  organized  to  sink  for  oil  on 
750  acres  of  territory  northeast  of 
Encinitas.  The  company  has 
been  named  the  Victoria,  in  honor 
of  the  good  queen  of  England, 
some  of  the  promoters  being  resi- 
dents of  the  British  -Isles.  The 
land  has  been  thoroughly  ex- 
perted  and  the  results  declared 
very  satisfactory.  The  first  indi- 
cations of  oil  were  found  in  a  well 
which  had  been  sunk  for  water, 
but  at  a  depth  of  a  little  les9  than 
100  feet  the  water  was  so  strongly 
Impregnated  with  oil  as  to  make  it 
unfit  for  use.  Oil  sand  has  been 
found  and  other  Indications  give 
excellent  promise  of  a  new  oil  dis' 
trict  being  opened.  Work  is  to 
begin  within  60  days. 
SHASTA. 

Oil  fever  in  Shasta  county  is  fast 
growing  contagious,  says  the  Red- 
ding Searchlight.  In  proof  of  this 
assertion  we  cite  the  following: 
Eight  20-acre  claims  on  what  is 
supposed   to   be    oil-bearing   land 


have  been  located  in  section  28, 
township  33  north,  range  3  west, 
and  the  locations  were  made  of 
record  Tuesday  morning. 

SAN   LUIS   OBISPO. 

Oil  was  struck  May  26th  on  the 
property  of  P.  Olohon  and:  Adam 
Brown,  half  a  mile  from  Arroyo 
Grande.  It  is  the  genuine  stuff, 
and  all  doubt  as  to  the  existence  of 
the  valuable  fluid  in  this  vicinity 
has  been  cleared  away.  It  was 
found  at  7  o'clock  in  the  morning 
by  the  men  running  the  boring  out- 
fit, and  before  9  o'clock  the  greate  r 
part  of  the  town  had  assembled  a1 
the  well.  For  ten  days  previous 
traces  of  oil  had  been  disrovejed 
in  the  soil  ejected  by  the 
sand  pump.  Each  day  brought 
more  positive  results  until  at  a 
depth  of  600  feet  a  quantity  was 
struck.  It  was  found  just  below 
strata  of  bitumen  and  slate  sand 
and  a  barrel  and  a  half  collected. 
A  casing  was  immediately  sunk 
and  the  boring  continued.  The 
subsequent  moves  of  the  company 
are  watched  with  interest.  The 
Union  Oil  Company,  represented 
by  Field  Superintendent  Irwin, 
located  the  well. 

The  strike  of  oil  in  the  Union 
Oil  Company's  well  on  last  Satur- 
day morning  created  quite  a  stir 
all  over  the  county.  Within  an 
hour  after  the  strike  the  casing 
was  shoved  down  and  the  oil  flow 
shut  off.  Drilling  continued  slowly 
owing  to  the  fact  that  the  walls 
caved  badly.  Tuesday  another 
seepage  was  passed  through. 
They  are  now  reaming  out  the 
hole  to  sink  the  casing  deeper. 
Both  seepages  were  struck  in 
strata  of  shale  and  the  oil  sands 
have  not  been  reached.  About 
the  well  everything  is  resonant 
with  the  expectation  of  very  soon 
striking  a  good  flow  of  oil.  The 
strike  of  oil  last  Saturday  has 
settled  the  question  of  the  pres- 
ence of  oil  in  San  Luis  Obispo 
county.  Nature  doesn't  put  down 
a  bucketful  and  then  quit  work. 
That  there  is  a  big  body  of  oil  in 
this  locality  no  one  now  doubts. 
The  oil  encountered  was  of  high 
grade,  equal  to  any  of  the  Ventura 
product.  When  the  oil  sand  is 
reached  a  strong  flow  will  be 
found  is  not  doubted  in  the  least. 
This  expected  event  may  happen 
at  any  moment.

It  is  the  privilege  of  each  and 
all  of  US  to  proffer  our  advice  upon 
any  and  every  subject,  but  they 
who  throw  ridicule  upon  prospect 
oil  stocks—and  prospect  stocks 
mean  in  this  case  undeveloped  oil 
ground — are  not  very  wise  in  their 
generation,  even  if  their  sincerity 
be  admitted,  nor  do  they  look 
back  to  learn  what  oil  companies 
with  their  prospect  stocks  did  for 
the  development  of  oil  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio,  West  Virginia  and 
Indiana.  A  few  figures  concern- 
ing these  latter  will  best  illustrate 
what  is  meant. 

First  of  all  it  may  be  assumed 
that  the  production  of  oil  in  the 
fields  mentioned  was  the  immedi- 
ate means  of  the  creation  of  enor- 
mous additional  wealth — a  wealth 
far  greater  than  that  represented 
in  the  value  of  the  oil  itself  pro- 
duced. But  let  us  get  into  figures. 
The  first  oil  produced  in  the 
I'nited  States  was  in  Pennsylvania 
in  1859,  "nd  'he  quantity  as  stated 
in  the  United  States  reports  was 
2000  barrels.  The  discovery  set  a 
good  many  people  thinking,  with 
the  result  that  500,000  barrels  of 
oil  were  produced  the  following 
year.  That  started  what  is  usually 
called  a  "craze,"  similar  in  every 
respect  to  that  which  we  are  now 
undergoing  in  California.  The  re- 
sult of  Pennsylvania's  craze  was 
the  production  in  1861  of  2,113,- 
609  barrels  of  oil,  nearly  as  much 
as  was  produced  in  California  last 
year.  The  craze  continued,  in- 
numerable companies  were  formed, 
prospect  stocks  were  offered  and 
sold  there  just  as  they  are  being 
offered  and  sold  here,  with  the  re- 
sult that  3,056,690  barrels  of  oil 
were  produced  in  Pennsylvania  in 
1862.  That  is  what  may  be  called 
good  business — from  2000  in  1859 
to  3,056,690  barrels  in  1862. 

It  was  then  that  some  of  the 
newspapers  took  a  hand  in  the 
affair  and  began  prophesying  all 
sorts  of  dire  calamities  to  those 
people  so'devoid  of  common  sense 
as  to  invest  their  money  in  pros- 
pect oil  stocks.  The  newspapers 
succeeded  in  getting  in  their  work. 
They  frightened  people.  Those 
who  would  have  put  some  money 
into  new  oil  stocks  kept  the  money 
in  their  pockets.  Fewer  com- 
panies were  formed,  less  search 
for  oil  was  made,  and  the  result 
was  that  production  fell  off  the 
following  year  (1863)  to  2,611,309 
barrels.

There  are  several  oil  companies 
mm  operatingin  this  district  which 
is  familiarly  known  as  the  War- 
than  Canyon  district.

Mr.  Fox  states  that  he  has  given 
a  great  deal  of  attention  to  the 
country  which  lies  between  Mc- 
Kittrick and  Krayenhagen  dis- 
tricts, especially  that  part  located 
in  township  25,  R.  20,  and  town- 
ship 26.  R.  21.  The  Avenal  Com- 
pany, in  this  district,  is  now  down 
about  950  feet  and  have  struck  a 
fine  stratum  of  oil  sand  sufficient 
to  fill  the  tanks  so  as  to  furnish 
the  company  with  fuel  for  future 
operations.

true  not  only  financially  but  geo- 
graphically. 

The  bulk  of  the  money  that  has 
been  invested  in  the  oil  industry 
in  Los  Angeles,  Kern  and  Fresno 
counties  has  come  from  San  Fran- 
cisco. The  money  that  has  bought 
the  land  has  come  from  here.  The 
money  that  has  been  paid  for  ma- 
chinery has  come  from  here — not 
entirely  of  course,  but  most  of  it. 
San  Francisco  is  the  financial  cen- 
ter of  the  oil  industry  of  the  state. 
Here  is  where  the  bulk  of  the 
money  has  been  raised  for  devel- 
opment purposes,  and  here  is  where 
the  most  of  the  oil  now  produced 
is  consumed.  Not  only  this,  San 
Francisco  is  becoming  the  geo- 
graphical center  of  the  oil  indus- 
try. 

Not  long  ago  about  all  the  oil 
produced  in  the  state  came  from 
Los  Angeles  and  Ventura  coun- 
ties. Then  Kern  county  began 
coming  to  the  front  as  an  oil  pro- 
ducer. Now  Fresno  county  has 
its  Coalinga  oil  fields,  and  soon 
there  will  be  a  large  number  of 
big  wells  in  San  Benito,  Santa 
Clara  and  other  counties  as  far 
north  as  Mendocino  and  Humboldt. 

Within  two  months  Contra  Costa 
county  will  have  a  number  of  pro- 
ducing wells.  Glenn  and  Co- 
lusa counties  are  rapidly  com- 
ing to  the  front  as  possible  oil 
producers.  R.  H.  Herron,  one  of 
the  most  successful  oil  operators 
and  producers  in  the  state,  is  now 
drilling  a  well  near  Colusa  that 
he  believes  will  prove  that  oil  ex- 
ists in  that  county  in  great  quan- 
tities and  of  a  superior  quality. 

In  Mendocino  county  Mr.  Jo- 
seph Chanslor,  whose  success  in  the 
oil  industry  is  well  known,  is  drill- 
ing a  well  between  Ukiah  and  the 
ocean  that  it  is  believed  will  prove 
that  the  oil  belt  extends  into  the 
northern  portion  of  the  state;  and 


in  Humboldt  county  wells  are 
being  drilled  that  will  soon  prove 
if  the  Mattole  district  contains  oil. 

A  year  ago  it  was  almost  im- 
possible to  obtain  oil-well  supplies 
in  San  Francisco.  Now  there  are 
several  firms  that  are  making  a 
specialty  of  oil-well  machinery, 
and  San  Francisco  is  becoming  the 
base  of  supplies  of  the  oil  business 
of  the  State.  Immense  ware- 
houses are  being  filled  with  the 
machines  used  in  the  oil  industr}', 
and  the  various  fields  north  and 
south  are  being  supplied  from  San 
Francisco  as  the  natural  base. 

Until  recently  it  was  almost  im- 
possible to  obtain  oil-well  supplies 
in  San  Francisco,  and  it  was  not 
until  the  permanence  and  extent 
of  the  oil  industry  of  the  State  had 
been  established  that  p-eparations 
were  made  by  which  all  the  ma- 
chinery necessary  for  use  in  the 
oil  fields  could  be  obtained  in  San 
Francisco.  This  city  will  soon  be 
profiting  from  the  oil  industry  to 
the  amount  of  hundreds  of  thou- 
sands of  dollars  a  month  for  ma- 
chinery alone,  and  while  much  of 
this  will  be  of  Eastern  importation 
a  large  percentage  will  be  of  Cali- 
fornia manufacture  and  will  rep- 
resent California  capital  and  Cali- 
fornia labor. 


Although  the  coal  fields  in  the 
United  States  are 
Petroleum  apparently  inex- 
the  Fuel  of  haustible,  the  ne 
the  Future,  cessity  for  substi- 
tuting a  cheaper 
fuel,  even  in  this  country,  is  not 
such  a  remote  possibility  as  peoele 
imagine.  Indeed,  if  the  scientists 
and  geologists  are  to  be  believed, 
this  nee  ssity  may  not  be  deferred 
many  years  beyond  the  present 
generation.  Interest  in  the  fuel 
problem  of  the  future  is  also  inten- 
sified by  the  gradual  and  very  per- 
ceptible exhaustion  of  the  natural 
gas  fields  of  Indiana  and  Ohio. 
Whether  this  is  due  to  wanton 
waste  or  to  failure  of  nature  to  re- 
plenish the  supply  is  a  matter  of 
unsettled  ccntroversy  among  geol- 
ogists, but  it  is  not  denied  that  the 
gas  wells  are  gradually  giving  out. 

In  Europe  the  problem  is  already 
at  hand,  and,  according  to  recent 
consular  reports  to  our  State  De- 
partment, petroleum  and  its  manu- 
factures are  certain  to  supply  the 
fuel  of  the  future.  The  report  of 
Richard  Guenther,  our  Consul  at 
Frankfort,  Germany,  which  was 
sent  under  date  of  March  23,  gives 
important  disclosures  regarding 
the  impetus  that  has  been  given 
to  the  construction  of  appa.atus 
for  using  liquid  fuel,  petroleum, 
benzine  and  gasoline  by  the  pres- 
ent scarcity  and  high  price  of  coal. 
It  is  claimed  that  petroleum  will 
soon  to  a  great  extent  supersede 
the  use  of  coal  for  manufacturing 
purposes  in  Europe.  In  view  of 
this  fact,  the  possible  production 
of  petroleum  in  Europe  and  Amer- 
ica becomes  a  matter  of  great  con- 
cern to  industrial  interests.  Sta- 
tistics show  that  the  United  States 


and  Russia  are  together  producing, 
in  round  numbers,  120,000,000  bar- 
rels per  year,  and  that  other  coun- 
tries will  bring  the  aggregate  an- 
nual output  to  about  150,000,000 
barrels. 


The  Largest  Well. 

The  largest  well  at  the  present 
time  in  the  country  is  the  property 
of  the  South  Penn  Oil  Company  on 
the  Whiteman  farm,  near  Wallace, 
Harrison  county,  West  Virginia. 
It  came  in  several  months  ago  and 
for  a  long  time  was  credited  with 
a  daily  production  of  400  barrels. 
In  the  March  oil  report  it  was 
rated  at  480  barrels.  A  few  days 
ago  it  was  drilled  deeper  and  im- 
mediately began  to  increase  its 
output,  and  at  the  present  writing 
is  holding  up  at  about  800  barrels 
a  day.— Oil  City  (Pa.)  Derrick. 


Petroleum  Center. 

Yesterday  the  95^-iiich  casing  in 
this  company's  well  No.  5  on  sec- 
tion 24,  28-27,  was  down  650  feet. 
The  last  four  days  they  have  been 
fighting  heaving  sand,  and  drilling 
has  been  short.  The  drill,  how- 
ever, passed  successfully  through 
this  formation  and  is  now  in  a 
strata  of  blue  clay  with  seepages 
of  oil.  Judging  from  the  dip  and 
strata  in  adjacent  wells  it  is  ex- 
pected that  the  oil  sand  will  be 
reached  within  the  next   150   feet.

As  soon  as  it  is  delivered  it  will 
start  drilling  well  No.  6,  on  section 
28,  28-28,  and  will  continue  to  push 
the  development  work  on  this  sec- 
tion as  fast  as  possible,  where  this 
company  has  located  twenty-three 
wells,  three  of  them  already  fin- 
ished and  awaiting  the  completion 
of  the  pumping  plant.

R.  H.  Herron  of  the  R.  H.  Her- 
ron Company  is  in  the  city.  Mr. 
Herron  states  that  he  will  soon 
have  in  his  new  San  Francisco 
warehouse  forty  carloads  of  oil  well 
machinery  and  supplies.

I  have  just  returned  from  a 
short  trip  throughout  the  oil  fields 
and  thought  I  would  drop  you  a 
line  as  to  the  development  wik 
now  going  on. 

I  found  the   Dos    Palos   and    In- 
dian   Valley    companies     working 
dily,    and    from    an   observer's 
standpoint  they    both  si.-i.-iii  to  be 
!  propositions. 
The    Dos    Palos    Company    are 
changing  their  machinery  and  in- 
tend   to    work    a    diamond  drill  in 
connection    with    their    hydraulic 
rig. 

The  Vallecitos  district,  where 
the  Union,  Ashurst,  San  Carlos 
and  many  other  companies  are  lo- 
cated is  somewhat  broken,  and 
there  are  very  many  good  oil  seep- 
ages in  evidence,  which  is  a  sure- 
sign  of  oil,  as  is  proven  by  the  de- 
velopment work  already  accom- 
plished by  the  companies  now 
working  in  this  district.  The 
country  generally  resembles  that 
about  the  Coalinga  district  and  is 
on  the  same  belt.  Experts  say  the 
Oil  City  country  is  only  a  big 
pool  for  oil,  but  if  they  are  right, 
the  Vallecitos  country  will  fur- 
nish equally  as  good  a  pool.

LIFE  OF  AN  OIL  WELL. 


How  Lon£  Do  Producers  Produce 
in  Los  Angeles? 

The  life  of  an  oil  well  in  Los 
Angeles  is  like  nearly  everything 
else  pertaining  to  the  industry  in 
the  city,  rather  variable.  Some 
wells  which  were  good  producers 
when  first  opened  were  exhausted 
in  two  or  three  years,  while  others 
have  been  stead}'  and  reliable 
yielders  for  six  years,  and  give 
evidence  of  pumping  for  several 
years  to  come. 

The  first  wells  to  be  exhausted 
were  situated  in  the  eastern  field, 
or  in  that  territory  lying  between 
the  Catholic  Cemetery  and  the 
Sisters'  Hospital.  This  field  was 
opened  in  1897  an&  already  many 
of  the  wells  have  been  abandoned. 
Of  course  the  territory  it  not  yet 
played  out,  but  w  .11-informed  oil 
men  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that 
another  year  will  practically  ex- 
haust the  field. 

The  Second  Street  Park  was  the 
first  section  opened,  and  as  pre- 
viously stated  has  been  a  com- 
paratively long-lived  field.  In 
this  section  and  extending  as  far 
west  as  Coronado  street,  at  the 
foot  of  Nob  Hill,  a  second  oil  sand 
of  great  richness  is  found,  and  to 
this  fact  is  due  the  permaneucy  of 
the  wells  and  their  large  produc- 
tion. By  comparison,  however, 
with  the  life  of  wells  in  other 
California  fields,  it  will  be  found 
that  the  wells  in  this  section  of  the 
city  have  not  held  up  their  flow  so 
well  as  the  producers  in  Puente, 
Pico,  Newhall  and  other  regions. 

The  Western  or  Baptist  College 
field,  by  which  is  meant  all  the 
wells  between  Coronado  street  and 
Vermont  avenue,  north  of  Sixth, 
is  really  a  new  proposition,  having 
been  developed  almost  entirely 
within  the  last  year.  This  field  is 
slightly  wider  than  in  other  por- 
tions of  the  city,  and  the  wells  are 
very  shallow,  ranging  from  250  to 
500  feet.  No  second  oil  sand  has 
yet  been  found,  and  the  fear  of 
water  has  deterred  the  drillers 
from  going  through  the  first  sand, 
which  was  of  proven  richness. 
The  wells  in  this  section  have  been 
very  rich  when  first  opened,  some 
starting  to  pump  as  much  as  100 
barrels  daily.  The  falling  off  has 
been  very  rapid,  and  but  few  have 
shown  a  production  of  more  than 
twenty  barrels  per  day,  after  work- 
ing one  month. 

Several  causes  contribute  to  the 
shortness  in  the  life  of  the  wells, 
and  to  the  rapid  decrease  in  pro- 
duction, but  by  far  the  greatest 
reason  is  the  fact  of  the  wells  be- 
ing placed  so  closely  together. 
One  well  to  an  acre  is  usually  con- 
sidered enough,  but  in  this  city  it 
is  not  unusual  to  see  two  wells  on 
one  small  city  lot.  On  one  block 
just  south  of  the  Baptist  College 
there  are  twenty-eight  wells,  and 
it  is  not  surprising  that  a  few 
months'  pumping  is  sufficient  to 
greatly  diminish  the  supply  of  oil. 
The  daily  production  of  oil  in 
this  city  is  estimated  b\  those  best 
informed  to  be  about  3500  barrels, 
production    has  remained  at 


The 


about  this  figure  during  the  year, 
up  to  the  present  time.  There  has 
been  but  little  change  one  way  or 
the  other.  During  this  period  131 
new  wells  have  been  completed, 
and  many  more  deepened  and 
cleaned.  There  have  been  wells 
abandoned  during  the  same  time 
showing  a  net  increase  in  the 
number  of  wells  in  the  city  of  ior. 


These  new  wells  have  had  on  the 
start,  a  production  of  from  25  to 
100  barrels  daily,  and  yet  the  net 
amount  of  oil  produced  has  re- 
mained the  same.  It  is  therefore 
plain  that  the  falling  off  in  old 
wells  has  just  about  kept  pace 
with  the  new  production. 

The  decrease  in  output  is  well 
illustrated  by  dividing  the  daily 
production  by  the  the  total  num- 
ber of  wells.  Thus  3500  barrels 
divided  by  762,  the  present  num- 
ber of  producing  wells,  gives  about 
4  1-3  barrels  as  the  average  pro- 
duction per  well  each  da}'. 

The  deduction  from  the  figures 
already  given  is  plain.  The  output 
of  but  little  more  than  four  barrels 
daily  means  that  a  great  many 
wells  are  producing  about  one 
barrel  a  day  or  less.  And  it  is 
seen  that  the  wells  which  in  the 
western  field  siart  off  with  100 
barrels  daily  quickly  drop  to  a 
yield  of  one-fifth  of  that  amount. 


VISITED  OIL  DISTRICT. 


Engineer  Compton   Impressed 
With  the  Big  Wells. 

H.  T.  Compton,  the  civil  en- 
gineer, is  home  from  the  Coalinga 
oil  fields,  and  says  that  he  is  very 
much  impressed  with  the  property 
of  the  Gibbs  Oil  Company.  He 
found  everything  going  along  in  a 
very  satisfactory  manner.  He  re- 
ports that  a  small  seepage  had 
been  struck  in  the  first  sand,  but 
no  large  amount  of  oil  was  ex- 
pected before  a  depth  of  900  feet. 
The  well  is  down  Over  400  feet  and 
715  feet  of  additional  casing  is  on 
the  grounds.  The  superintendent 
expects  to  put  on  a  night  force 
soon. 

There  are  six  other  wells  going 
down  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
the  Gibbs  property.  The  wells 
near  the  Miocene  oil  property  are 
turning  out  large  quantities  of  oil. 
The  Independence  Oil  Company, 
which  a  short  time  since  secured  a 
100-barrel  well,  confidently  ex- 
pects to  equal  or  better  the  results 
in  the  second  well.  The  Star  Oil 
Company  is  drilling  in  the  same 
belt  as  that  which  runs  through 
the  Miocene  company  property 
and  is  making  good  progress. — 
Stockton  Independent. 


Royalty  of  30  Per  Cent. 

James  B.  Dabney,  heading  an 
association  of  British  Columbia 
capitalists,  recently  took  a  twenty- 
year  lease  of  the  east  eighty  acres 
of  the  Eldorado's  quarter  section 
at  McKittrick,  says  the  California. 
By  the  terms  of  the  contract  Mr. 
Dabney  agrees  to  pay  a  royalty  Of 
30  per  cent  of  the  gross  yield,  and 
binds  himself  to  sink  25,000  feet  of 
holes,  5000  before  next  February 
and  10,000  in  each  of  the  two  suc- 
ceeding years.  Two  Standard  rigs 
are  to  be  at  work  within  sixty 
days. 

Contracts  have  been  let  for  the 
drilling  of  ten  wells  on  the  re- 
maining eighty. 


Eastern  Oil  Record. 

The  May  record  of  the  Pennsyl- 
vania, Buckeye  and  Hoosier  oil 
districts  shows  ato'alof  1489  wells 
completed,  including  305  dry  holes 
and  a  total  new  production  of 
22,071  barrels.  This  is  an  all  round 
increase  over  April  of  139  wells 
completed,  974  barrels  new  produc- 
tion and  60  dry  holes.

The  Investment  Company,  lo- 
cated on  16,  19-15,  are  working 
away  at  their  well,  which  is  now 
down  1200  feet.  This  well  is  near 
the  wells  of  the  Home  Oil  Com- 
pany and  several  of  the  officials  of 
the  Bank  of  California  are  heavy 
stockholders.  The  company  has 
an  excellent  location  and  expects 
to  get  a  first-class  well  at  a  depth 
of  1500  feet.  Lately  a  number  of 
caves  have  interfered  with  the 
work  and  but  little  progr.ss  has 
been  made.  It  is  now  thought 
that  this  difficulty  has  been  over- 
come and  that  more  progress  will 
be  made.

Guesses  as  tothe  number  of  der- 
ricks in  the  River  and  Poso  dis- 
tricts range  all  the  way  from  150 
to  500. 

The  Reed  Company's  No.  2  on 
28  is  keeping  up  to  the  figure  it 
started  out  with,  aTeraging  144 
barrels  per  day. 

The  value  of  the  Reed  Com- 
pany's 1600  acres  of  land  is  said  to 
be  rated  at  $2,000,000  in  the  trade 
now  being  negotiated. 

More  new  supplies  are  being 
ordered  now  than  three  months 
ago,  when  it  looked  as  though  a 
temporary  spurt  had  occurred.

The  Kem  River  began  spudding 
in  a  new  well  on  4.  29-28  to-day. 
Derricks  for  No.'s  |  and  =,  at  Mr 
Kittrick  arc  being  built. 

The  El  Dorado  is  doing  fairly 
well  now  with  their  new  wells 
and  they  will  soon  begin  opera- 
tions on  a  number  of  new  ones. 

Twelve  or  fifteen  new  rigs  are 
being  put  up  in  the  McKittrick 
district  this  week  and  more  will 
be  built  as  fast  as  material  can  lie 
secured. 

The  Colorado  Pacific,  on  10,  28- 
28,  which  was  caused  to  loose  its 
tools  in  the  well  at  1000  feet  by 
drurkenness  of  workmen,  has 
placed    Al.   Graham   in    charge. 

The  Hercules  Company  is  pre- 
paring to  sink  a  well  on  the  face 
of  the  bluffs  south  of  the  river.  A 
place  large  enough  to  set  a  rig  is 
being  cut  out  and  a  road  is  being 
built  to  the  site. 

No.  17,  jewett  &  Blodgett's  big 
well  at  Hazelton  continues  to  flow 
steadily  with  an  occasional  gush 
that  sends  the  oil  up  into  the  der- 
rick. Big  steel  tanks  are  being 
erected  to  hold  the  product,  and 
as  soon  as  a  delayed  shipment  of 
machinery  arrives  the  well  will  be 
pumped. 

On  January  1,  1900,  any  amount 
of  land  could  be  bought  in  the 
Kern  river  district  at  $2.50  per 
acre.  Now  $1000  is  deemed  a  low 
price  and  the  fignre  is  rapidly  Hear- 
ing $1500.  One  holder  who  has  a 
half  section  or  more  rates  his  prop- 
erty at  $2500  per  acre,  and  the  pre- 
diction is  frequently  made  that  the 
market  value  will  go  to  $5000 
within  a  year. 

It  looks  like  business  to  see  a 
four  and  one-half-inch  pipe  dis- 
charging a  solid  stream  of  oil. 
That  is  the  sight  presented  by  the 
Central  Point  and  the  Section  Four 
companies  which  have  a  joint  line 
from  their  wells  to  a  big  tank  three- 
quarters  of  a  mile  away  on  the 
route  of  the  Kern  river  branch. 
These  two  companies  are  now  pro- 
ducing 200  barrels  per  day,  and 
ship  a  carload  of  that  amount  daily 
leaving  an  accumulation  of  fifty- 
barrels. 

The  sale  ot  a  lease  of  forty  acres 
in  the  southern  portion  of  4,  26-28 
held  by  the  Kern  River  company 
is  being  negotiated.  The  terms  of 
the  lease  call  for  a  twenty-year's 
possession  and  a  delivery  of  one- 
seventh  of  the  yield  to  the  Elwood 
Oil  company  which  owns  the  field.

Chansloi  &  Canfield  have  lately 
acquired  a  half  interest  in  the  Na- 
tional, Marietta,  Ninety  Xine  aud 
Commonwealth  companies  at  Mc- 
Kittrick. 

The  Senator's  well  at  the  centre 
of  31,  28-28.  the  western  edge  as 
so  far  determined  is  showing  up 
in  good  shape.  The  drills  went 
through  eighty-seven  feet  of  oil 
sand,  twenty-six  feet  of  clay  aud 
are  now-  in  the  second  sand.  The 
oil  stands  about  seventy  feet  in 
the  casing. 

The  Monte  Cristo  well  is  now 
pumping  fully  fifty  barrels  a  day 
with  the  tubing  down  only  to  the 
upDer  perforations  and  the  easing 
is  filled  with  sand  up  to  within 
thirty  feet  of  that  point.  The  sand 
is  slowly  being  drawn  out  and  the 
well  is  gradually  improving. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  directors  of 
the  McKittrick  Oil  company,  it  was 
decided  to  levy  an  assessment  of 
one  cent  per  share  on  the  stock  of 
the  corporation  to  raise  funds  to 
further  prosecute  the  work  of  de- 
velopmeut  on  its  holdings  at  Mc- 
Kittrick. An  effort  is  to  be  made 
to  sink  the  present  well  fifty  feet 
deeper,  and  if  the  result  is  nothing, 
the  casing  will  be  pulled  and  the 
standard  'rig  moved  onto  section 
i8vone  mile  nearer  to  the  station. 

The  Mt.  Diablo  at  the  southwest 
corner  of  30,  28-28,  has  had  an  in- 
teresting if  short  career.  It  first 
sprang  into  prominence  by  getting 
into  oil  sand  and  again  by  getting 
into  water  below  that  stratum 
which  proved  thin,  and  for  a  while 
its  future  was  despaired  of  in  some 
quarters.  Then  it  was  reported 
that  the  true  sand  was  struck  and 
the  question  was  supposed  to  be 
settled,  but  the  strike  turned  out 
to  be  dry.  It  is  now  said  that  the 
drill  went  through  fifty  feet  of  the 
dry  sand  and  a  thick  bed  of  clay 
and  is  now  in  a  stratum  that  is  pro- 
lific of  petroleum. 

Interest  is  growing  in  the  "south 
of  the  river"  country,  and  it  is 
now  impossible  almost  to  get  hold 
of  land  there.  It  has  all  been  tied 
up  recentlv.  The  Bakerslield 
company  on  12  is  still  working 
away,  but  no  one  in  a  position  to 
know  what  success  has  beeu  met 
will  talk. 

The  Beaver  Company  on  36, 
whose  well  was  started  with  the 
expectation  of  going  deep,  is  sub- 
stituting casing,  that  originally  put 
down  having  collapsed.  There  is 
hi-  money  behind  this  enterprise. 
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on  the  Barkei    ranch    has  su> 
fully   gone    through    a    series  <>t 
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No  watei  has  been  found. 

A.  surveying  party  for  the  rail- 
road have  been  here  surveying  a 
new  line  from  AsphaltO  running 
west  and  north  of  McKittrick 
about  :i  half  mile.  It  is  rumored 
that  a  new    town    will    be  la  d  out 

on   an   eight-acre    tracl    which   is 

owned    by    the    railroad   company 
near  here.      The    road    will  be 
tinned  along    the    foothills    to   Mc- 
Phersons  Camp. 

The  facts  in  the  rumored  sale  of 
the  plant  of  the  Reed  Oil  Com- 
pany in  the  Kern  River  field  are 
still  elusive,  but  there  appears  to 
be  little  room  to  doubt  that  such  a 
sale  is  being  closed  up,  if  in  fact 
the  papers  have  not  already 
passed.  It  is  claimed  by  those 
who  profess  to  know  that  the  sell- 
ing price  is  $1,000,000  and  that  it 
does  not  include  the  entire  prop- 
erty of  the  Reed  Company, 
though  the  contrary  has  been 
stated  by  members  of  the  com- 
pany. The  names  of  the  pur 
chasers  have  not  been  made  pub- 
lic and  are  only  matters  of  surmise 
as  yet.  It  was  stated  yesterday 
that  announcement  of  the  sale  is 
still  premature,  but  that  the  facts 
would  be  given  out  in  due  time. 

The  Caspian  is  about  to  resurn- 
on  15,  money  for  the  purpose  have 
ing  been  raised. 

A  pump  is  being  put  in  the 
Grace  No.  2.  No.  r  is  not  yet 
clear  of  sand. 

The  warring  factions  of  the 
Aztec  Company  have  each  estab- 
lished offices,  one  in  the  Land 
Company  building,  the  other  in 
the  Southern  Hotel  block, 

The  Monarch  Oil  Company  of 
Arizona  is  down  150  feet  on  Sec- 
tion 2,  11-24.  The  work  is  under 
the  direction  of  W.  E.  Youle  and 
is  moving  along  satisfactorily. 

The  Bakersfield  Hardware  Com- 
pany has  begun  an  action  against 
the  27-27  Oil  Company  to  recover 
$453.54.  This  amount,  it  is  al- 
leged, is  due  for  merchandise  pur- 
chased from  the  complainant.  The 
27-27  Oil  Company  is  regularly  in- 
corporated, but  no  articles  of  in- 
corporation have  been  filed  in  this 
county. 

ORANGE. 

Part  of  the  tools  have  been  lost 
in  Soquel  Canyon  Co.'s  first  well. 

Olinda  Co.'s  well  2  is  down  1100 
feet,  with  good  indications  for  oil. 

The  Crown  Valley  Co.  is  getting 
along  very  well  with  its  first  drill- 
ing. 

The    Union  iOil    Co.    will  begin 
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two  new  wells  in  Brea  canyon  at 
an  early  date. 

Brea  Canyon  Oil  Co.  is  building 
a  derrick  and  rig  for  well  5.  Num- 
ber 4  is  now  drilling. 

Fisher  Bros,  are  going  ahead 
with  their  first  well.  M.  Good  is 
in  charge  of  the  work. 

Columbia  Co.'s  well  6  is  down 
1080  feet,  and  7  is  750  feet.  Both 
show  good  indications  of  oil. 

Fullerton  Oil  Co.'s  well  4  is  down 
900  feet  and  is  in  good  oil  sand. 
In  number  1  the  oil  is  1000  feet 
deep,  the  well  being  down  1200 
feet. 

The  Orange  County  Oil  Com- 
pany is  now  down  about  600  feet 
in  its  well  on  the  Bixby  ranch,  near 
Villa  Park,  and  is  working  in  oil 
Mnd. 

A  joint  of  casing  broke  in  the 
bottom  of  the  Puente  Crude  Co.'s 
well  a  few  days  ago,  delaying  the 
work.  It  is  expected  drilling  will 
be  under  way  again  in  a  few  days. 
This  well  is  down  770  feet. 

Fullerton  Consolidated  Co.'s 
well  4  is  down  970  feet  and  oil  and 
gas  have  been  struck  a  second 
time.  The  derrick  for  well  5  has 
been  completed,  the  engine  is  in 
place,  and  drilling  will  begin  at 
once.  Well  2  is  pumping  100  bar- 
rels daily.  This  company  is  build- 
ing a  new  boiler  house. 

Yorba,  east  of  Fullerton,  gives 
promise  of  becoming  an  oil  center. 
It  lies  about  four  miles  south  of 
the  hills  and  the  intervening  space 
is  mesa  land  with  a  few  detached 
hills.  The  formation  is  said  by  oil 
experts  who  have  examined  it  to 
be  the  same  as  in  the  Fullerton 
district,  and  that  an  oil  anticlinal 
runs  in  a  southeasterly  direction 
from  the  Fullerton  hills  to  the  San- 
tiago canyon  in  the  Santa  Ana 
mountains  southeast  of  Yorba. 
Preparations  are  being  made  to 
test  the  truth  of  these  theories  by 
drilling.  To  the  northeast  of  this 
several  companies  have  secured 
oil  leases,  and  work  on  the  Scully 
ranch  north  of  the  Santa  Ana  river, 
has  already  begun.  The  anticlinal 
for  the  latter  district  is  supposed 
to  come  from  the  Fullerton  field, 
and  there  are  indications  that  the 
anticlinal  that  is  supposed  to  run 
due  east  from  the  mouth  of  So- 
quel  canj'on,  bends  to  the  north- 
east from  this  point  for  some  dis- 
tance. While  the  anticlinals  in 
this  section  are  easy  to  follow,  the 
formation  is  so  broken  that  they 
are  somewhat  fragmentary  and  ec- 
centric in  their  trend,  says  the 
Western  Graphic,  Los  Angeles. 

RIVERSIDE. 

The  San  Jacinto  Oil  Company, 
whose  lands  are  located  about  ten 
miles  west  of  the  town  of  San  Ja- 
cinto, has  purchased  a  full  stand- 
ard rig  in  Los  Angeles,  which  will 
be  shipped  to  the  scene  of  the  ter- 
ritory to  be  developed  at  once.  A 
force  of  men  are  at  work  preparing 
the  ground  for  the  reception  of 
the  rig,  and  work  will  be  started 
at  once.  The  officers  of  the  com- 
pany are  A.  W.  Wright,  president; 
P.  L.  Griffen,  vice-president,  and 
Arthur  G.  Munu,  secretary. 

The  Calabasas  Oil  Company  is  a 
recent  organization  in  the  oil 
fields.  The  company  controls  1280 
acres  of  territory  in  the  Calabasas 
district,  adjoining  the  territory  of 
the  Erie,  American  Girl  and  Pa- 
cific Crude  Oil  companies.  The 
officers  of  the  company  are  Dr.  F. 
R.  Frost,  president;  H.  C.  Lichten- 
berger,  vice-president;  E.  C.Schna- 


bel,  secretary,  and  W.  H.  Cramer, 
treasurer.  Some  well-known  busi- 
ness men  of  the  city  are  members 
of  the  directorate. 

SAN  LUIS   OBISPO. 

The  maehinery  for  the  Arroyo 
Grande  Oil  Compony's  plant  is  all 
on  the  ground  at  T,  J.  Steele's 
place,  and  the  work  of  setting  it 
up  is  actively  going  on.  A  big 
well  is  being  sunk  to  supply  water 
to  the  engine. 

At  the  Tar  Springs  and  on  the 
Huasna  drilling  is  actively  going 
on,  but  nothing  worthy  of  note  has 
happened  in  either  locality. 

The  Union  Oil  Company  has 
been  forced  to  abandon  the  well 
in  which  the}'  struck  oil  three 
weeks  ago.  When  they  struck  oil 
it  was  decided  to  put  down  a  pros- 
pect hole  2000  feet  or  more,  and 
the  drillers  were  ordered  to  ream 
out  the  hole  and  put  in  casing. 
This  was  much  easier  said  than 
done.  After  working  a  week  or 
more  in  a  vain  effort  to  enlarge 
and  straighten  the  hole  they  have 
abandoned  it  and  moved  the  der- 
rick about  ten  feet  west  and  s\ill 
drill  a  new  hole.  The  machinery 
has  all  been  shifted  and  drilling 
commenced  a  week  ago  Monday. 

SANTA   BARBARA. 

The  Summerland  Advance  Cou- 
rier says:  Harmon  Packard  has 
sold  his  nine  wells  in  block  43 
to  the  Pacific  Mineral  Oil  Com- 
pany. 

Thursday  last  Hickey  &  Robin- 
son, drilling  for  the  Santa  Barbara 
and  Naples  Oil  Company,  at 
Naples,  struck  a  heavy  flow  of  gas 
at  a  depts  of  250  feet. 

The  engine  and  boiler  for  the 
Success  Oil  Company  arrived  this 
week  and  are  being  placed  in  po- 
sition. The  tools  and  the  balance 
of  the  outfit  are  expected  next 
week. 

A  slight  seepage  of  oil  was 
struck  in  the  well  of  the  Naples 
Oil  Company  last  week  at  a  depth 
of  400  feet.  The  indications  for  a 
strike  are  reported  to  be  good. 

Oil  mixed  with  water  was  struck 
in  the  well  of  the  Illinois  Oil  Com- 
pany at  Miramar  at  a  depth  of  205 
feet.  It  was  cased  off  and  drilling 
is  proceeding. 

SAN  BENITO. 

Messrs.  R.  P.  Lathrop  and  A. 
Onn,  a  well-known  mineralogist, 
returned  Saturday  from  a  visit  to 
different  parts  of  this  county. 
Leaving  Hollister  some  days  ago 
they  went  to  San  Benito,  thence 
across  the  hills  to  Big  and  Little 
Panoche  valleys.  They  we-^t  a 
short  distance  into  Merced  and 
Fresno  counties.  The  gentlemen 
visited  Vallecitos,  where  they  saw 
the  operations  of  the  Union  Oil 
Company.  They  were  at  the  der- 
rick of  the  Old  Glory  Company. 
From  different  points  on  their 
travels  they  could  see  the  derricks 
of  several  companies.  Mr.  Onn  is 
surprised  that  there  is  not  more 
excitement  among  the  people  of 
this  county  over  the  resources. 
He  is  confident  of  a  great  future 
in  oil  and  other  minerals.  Prof. 
Onn  and  Colonel  Beane  have  lo- 
cated the  spot  on  the  Kehl  ranch 
where  the  San  Benito  County  Oil 
Company  will  drill  for  oil.  Mr. 
Lathrop  says  a  complete  outfit, 
engine,  boiler,  lumber  for  derrick 
and  a  standard  rig,  has  been  con- 
tracted for.  If  all  goes  as  is  calcu- 
lated drilling  for  oil  will  commence 
in  less  than  two  weeks,  the  Hol- 
lister Bee  says.     The  directors  of1 


the  company  fully  expect  a  good 
well.  Mr.  Onn  hopes  to  interest 
the  people  lie  represents  in  this 
county.  Capital  is  what  San  Be- 
nito needs,  and  we  hope  that  the 
gentleman  will  have  his  parties  in- 
vest as  near  Hollister  as  possible. 
Prof.  Onn,  in  reply  to  a  qnestion, 
said  that  the  Union  Oil  Company 
have  oil  with  a  parafine  base — a 
very  fine  grade  oil  that  can  be  re- 
fined for  illuminating  purposes.

A  BUREAU  OF  INFORMATION. 

Another  object  of  this  associa- 
tion is  to  act  as  an  authoritative 
bureau  of  information.  Up  to  the 
present  time  there  has  been  no 
one  authorized  to  answer  the 
questions  of  investors  or  would-be 
investors. 

The  editor  of  the  Pacieic  Oil 
Reporter  has  been  in  daily 
receipt  of  letters  from  every  por- 
tion of  the  United  States  asking 
for  information  about  different 
companies  and  different  fields. 

Rumors  of  fake  companies  of 
fields  absolutely  with  no  prospect 
of  oil  are  rife,  and  no  man  or  no 
organization  has  been  found  which 


different  oil  fields  in  the  state.

to  cope  with  the  oil  well  drilling 
difficulties  of  California.

Another   object   the  Association 


The  oil  industry  of  the  state  has 
reached  sufficient  proportions  to 
make  it  an  absolute  necessity  that 
its  importance  be  properly  set  forth 
at  the  Paris  Exposition.  Data  from 
all  the  fields  should  be  gathered. 
Samples  of  the  different  oils  should 
be  properly  collected  and  labeled, 
and  such  a  showing  be  made  as  will 
adequately  prove  the  extent  and 
value  of  California  as  an  oil-pro- 
ducing state. 

Few  people  outside  of  California 
realize  the  magnitude  of  our  oil 
fields,  or  have  any  idea  that  Cali- 
fornia will  soon  be  the  greatest 
oil-producing  state  in  the  Union. 
To  aid  in  showing  what  our  oil 
fields  really  are,  and  their  value,  a 
proper  display  should  be  made  at 
the  Paris  Exposition. 

There  are  many  other  objects  the 
Association  has  in  mind  for  the 
benefit  of  the  oil  industry  of  Cali- 
fornia. 

All  this  means  considerable  ef- 
fort on  the  part  of  the  individual 
members  of  the  association,  and  an 
expenditure  of  considerable  money. 
To  accomplish  what  it  has  in 
view  the  California  Petroleum 
Miners'  Association  should  have 
the  upport  of  all  the  leading  oil 
men  in  the  state,  all  the  oil  com- 
panies that  are  now  operating.and 
all  the  leading  business  houses 
who  are  directly  or  indirectly  ben- 
efited by  the  success  of  the  oil  in- 
dustry. 

The  Association  is  now  com- 
fortably located  in  its  quarters, 
room,  33,  2d  floor  Mills  Building, 
where  the  president,  secretary  or 
some  other  of  the  officers  and  di- 
rectors can  always  be   found. 

COUNTY  branches. 

Although  the  Association  or- 
iginated in  San  Francisco  it  is  not 
by  any  means  a  San  Francisco  or- 
ganization, inasmuch  as  it  provides 
for  the  establishment  of  branches 
in  every  connty  where  there  are 
oil  developments,  each  branch  to 
have  its  own  independent  organi- 
zation and  method  of  work,  and 
each  member  of  a  county  branch 
being  a  member  of  the  state  or- 
ganization. This  method  of  or- 
ganization is  the  same  as  that 
which  was  adopted  by  the  Cali- 
fornia Miners'  Association,  and 
which  made  possible  the  success 
which  has     attended   that    body,

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OUR  OIL  INTERESTS. 


How  this   City  is  Giving  the  Industry   Men, 
Money  and  Markets. 


The  Future  Presents  No  Danger  of  Overproduction  But 

the  Metropolis  Needs  a  Large  Storage 

Enterprise  says  R.  H.  Herron. 


One  of  tlie  important  features 
of  the  development  of  the  Cali- 
fornia oil  industry  in  the  past 
twelve  months  has  been  the  posi- 
tion assumed  by  San  Francisco  as 
a  center  of  the  industry.  This  is 
not  readily  measured  or  realized 
but  it  is  a  large  and  significant 
fact,  not  only  to  San  Francisco  it- 
self but  to  the  oil  inierest  of  the 
whole  state  from  Los  Angeles 
north. 

This  metropolis  is  now  sending 
out  into  the.  widly  scattered  oil 
fields  of  California  money,  men 
and  supplies  on  an  extensive 
scale,  for  the  development  of  the 
oil  resources  of  these  fields,  and 
it  is  receiving  back  from  these 
fields  a  great  and  steadily  increas- 
ing proportion  of  the  oil  produced. 
It  is  rapidly  increasing  both  pro- 
duction and  consumption  to 
the  vast  benefit  of  the  industry 
and  it  is  doing  both  without  tak- 
ing business  from  any  other  bus- 
iness center  through  inj  urious  com- 
petition. The  stimulus  afforded 
the  industry  by  the  chief  finan- 
cial, manufacturing  and  commer- 
cial center  of  the  Pacific  Coast,  is 
the  feature  which  looms  up  the 
largest  in  a  general  view  of  the 
petroleum  interests.  This  city  is 
chiefly  giving  the  industry  the 
two  things  it  needs  most — money 
and  energy  for  development  and  a 
large,  permanent  and  expanding 
market  in  the  future  of  which 
oil  men  may  find  the  hope  and 
faith  they  need. 

The  other  day  Mr.  R.  H.  Her- 
ron reviewed  this  field  and  told 
the  Pacific  Oii.  Reporter  some- 
thing of  what  he  saw.  As  this 
gentleman  is  universally  known  in 
the  state  as  one  of  the  largest  oil 
operators  and  as  the  head  of  the 
chief  supply  house  of  the  coast 
with  six  years  of  experience  here 
and  with  oil  interests  extending 
from  Colusa  to  Los  Angeles,  what 
he  said  in  his  characteristic,  con- 
servati  e  way  will  be  of  general 
interest. 

"The  new  and  large  interest  in 
oil  that  San  Francisco  has  ex- 
hibited in  the  past  twelve  months 
has  chiefly  resulted  from  the  de- 
velopments north  of  Tehachipi," 
remarked  Mr.  Herron.  "While 
production  and  exploration  were 
mainly  confined  to  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, Los  Angeles  naturally  re- 
mained the  chief  and  practically 
the  only  center  of  the  industry. 
San  Francisco  was  a  large  con- 
sumer of  fuel  oil,  but  it  received  it 
somewhat  as  it  did  coffee  or  any 
other  foreign  commodity,  without 
being  otherwise  much   interested 


in  the  industry.  When  the  possi- 
bilities of  the  Central  California 
field  were  demonstrated  it  quickly 
acquired  a  larger  interest  from  the 
producers'  point  of  view.  Now 
more  moneyed  men  of  San  Fran- 
cisco are  interested  as  producers 
than  in  Los  Angeles,  and  large 
amounts  of  San  Francisco  capital 
are  being  invested  in  the  Los 
Angeles"  and  other  southern  fields, 
as  well  as  in  those  further  north. 
Men  of  means  here  are  more  ready 
to  take  hold  of  oil  propositions 
than  in  the  south. 

"The  business  of  supplying  ma- 
chinery and  oil-well  supplies  has- 
quickly  grown  to  large  propor- 
tions here,  while  previous  to  a 
year  ago  the  business  did  not  ex- 
ist. Los  Angeles  had  the  whole 
trade.  That  was  because  activity 
in  the  oil  fields  was  confined  to 
Southern  California,  of  which  Los 
Angeles  is  the  natural  commercial 
center.  San  Francisco  could  not 
enter  that  field  because  of  exorbi- 
tant freight  rates.  Los  Angeles 
enjoyed  the  same  rates  from  the 
East  that  San  Francisco  did,  and 
naturally  monopolized  the  trade  in, 
its  own  field.  When  develop  , 
ments  increased  in  the  San  Joaquin 
Valley  San  Francisco's  oppor- 
tunity came,  and  now  it  sends 
supplies  south  to  Bakersfield. 
During  the  past  few  months  I 
have  filled  more  orders  for  sup- 
plies for  Central  California  as  far 
south  as'-.'Sjakersfield,  from  San 
Francisco,  "thin  I  have  from  Los 
Angeles.  .-..Another  reason  for  this 
is  that  San  Francisco  men  are  so 
largely  the  purchasers,  and  they 
naturally^ojder  from  here.  This 
business  'lis  .new  here  and  is  yet 
naturallyW  considerably  smaller 
than  in  Los  Angeles,  which  has  a 
larger  producing  territory,  but  it  is 
growing  fast  and  will  soon  be  as 
large  h'ere  as  in  the  southern  city. 

"I  naturally  anticipate  an  exten- 
sive future  development  in  cen- 
tral and  northern  California,  on 
which  San  Francisco  has  the  call. 
North  of  here  the  indications  are 
as  promising  as  in  any  part  of  the 
state.  The  thing  is  to  get  people 
at  those  northern  fields.  They 
have  yet  one  drawback  in  the  lack 
of  cheap  transportation.  They  are 
not  convenient  to  railroads,  and 
oils  out  here  are  so  heavy  thetthey 
are  harder  to  pipe  than  the  East- 
ern oils." 

Mr.  Herron  is  not  one  of  the  oil 
men  a  bit  afraid  of  over-produc- 
tion. He  is  an  expansionist  here 
and  believes  in  a  larger  future  for 
the  oil  market  of  the  busy  re- 
gion, as   does   everybody  who  has 


given  this  topic   intelligent  study. 

"San  Francisco  now  consumes 
most  of  the  oil  produced  in  the 
state,  outside  of  that  consumed  by 
the  railroads,  as  it  is  the  manufac- 
turing center  of  the  state,"  he  said, 
"and  as  production  increases,  and 
there  is  aguarameeof  an  adequate 
supply,  more  and  more  manufac- 
turers will  remodel  their  plant  for 
the  use  of  fuel  oil  instead  of  coal. 
They  cannot  afford  to  do  that  with- 
out a  reasonable  guarantee  ot  sup 
ply  and  price,  though  they  may 
realize  the  greater  economy  of  oil. 

"Right  there  we  run  against  the 
chief  need  of  the  industry,  and 
that  is  a  larger,  stronger  company 
here,  that  would  be  able  to  enter 
into  contracts  running  from  one  to 
three  years.  No  one  company 
with  a  few  wells  can  contract  to  fur- 
nish a  large  supply  at  a  stipulated 
price  for  a  long  time.  Here  is  the 
Union  Works  looking  for  a  30,000- 
barrel  supply.  To  secure  it  would 
require  running  around  and 
making  contracts  with  perhaps  a 
dozen  companies.  Such  a  supply 
can  be  best  furnished  on  the 
wholesale  plan  by  a  company 
which  has  its  own  contracts  with 
producers  and  which  is  thus 
enabled  to  figure  safely  on  a  long 
term  contract.  There  are  all  sorts 
of  prices  today  because  producers 
are  supplying  consumers  at  what- 
ever terms,  they  are  able  or  they 
choose  to  make.  What  San  Fran- 
cisco needs  is  a  storage  plant  of 
latge  capacity,  in  the  hands  of  a 
company  that  .can  give  stability 
and  confidence  to  the  business. 
There  is  where  money  can  be 
•made  ;and -the  industry  greatly 
helped.  When  this  is  brought 
about  there  will  be  a  large  increase 
of  consumption.  The  increase 
would  come  from  large  establish- 
ments which  would  use  ,oil  under 
those  conditions,  from  many  small 
plants  and  also  from  the  railroads 
which  would  furtherincrease  their 
consumption.   ,, 

"This  would  tend  to  give  stabil- 
ity to  prices.  If  prices  go  down 
development  and:  production  al- 
ways slacken,  and  when  prices  are 
good  there  is  a  great  deal  of  op- 
erating. California's  fuel  oil  is  a 
great  thing  for  it,  and  the  future 
of  it  is  bright.  While  in  the  East, 
where  fuel  is  cheaper,  it  would  not 
be  worth  as  much  as  the  paraffine 
oil,  out  here  it  is  worth  more  than 
an  oil  with  a  paraffine  base.  One 
can  look  far  away  from  San  Fran- 
cisco and  find  promises  of  en- 
larged markets.  The  whole  coast 
is  its  field  and  it  can  be  shipped 
by  rail  and  sea.  There  are  the 
Keswick  smelters,  which  are  using 
fuel  oil  hauled  by  rail  clear  to 
Shasta  county,  and  they  are  even 
making  arrangements  in  Arizona 
for  its  use.  No,  I  have  no  fear  of 
over-production." 

R.  H.  Herron  &  Co.  are  rapidly 
expanding  their  San  Francisco 
business.  Forty  carloads  of  ma- 
chinery and  supplies  are  en  route 
from  the  East  to  a  new  warehouse 
here,  the  fifth  opened  by  this  firm 


in  this  state.  As  an  operator  Mr. 
Herron  is  doing  his  full  share  to 
increase  production,  with  wells 
drilling  or  pumping  in  several  oil 
fields — Colusa,  Kreyenhagen,  Sun- 
set, Los  Angeles,  Fullerton  and 
Summerland.  He  controls  or 
wholly  owns  all  those  interests, 
and  his  Summerland  wells  number 
twenty-three. 


McKittrick  News. 

A  Seltna  Irrigator  representative 
paid  a  visit  to  the  McKittrick  oil 
fields  on  Tuesday  of  last  week, 
going  on  the  S.  P.  road  via  Bakers- 
field.  Bakersfield  and  Kern  City 
are  both  very  lively  towns  now, ow- 
ing to  the  immense  amount  of  busi- 
ness attracted  by  the  oil  excite- 
ment. The  daily  train  to  McKit- 
trick is  well  patronized,  as  many 
of  the  oil  men  go  out  to  the  field 
in  the  morning  and  return  to  Ba- 
kersfield in  the  evening.  The 
company  is  laying  another  switch 
at  McKittrick. 

Oil  development  is  booming  and 
shipments  are  increasing  every 
week.  Tuesday's  train  brought  in 
nine  carloads,  but  that  is  above  the 
average  daily  shipment. 

The  California  Standard's  new 
well  is  said  to  be  pumping  200  bar- 
rels a  day. 

The  El  Dorado  people  are  pre- 
paring to  put  another  casing  inside 
the  old  casing  of  No.  1  and  perfor- 
ate it  before  putting  it  in.  They 
hope  to  be  able  to  shut  the  sand 
out  this  way.  They  were  drilling 
the  sand  out  Tuesday  and  the  oil 
was  flowing  over  the  casing.  They 
are  getting  from  thirty  to  forty 
barrels  a  day  from  it  right  along, 
and  the  general  opinion  is  that  it 
will  do  much  better  when  the  sand 
is  disposed  of. 

Their  No.  2  is  down  over  a  thou- 
sand feet  and  has  a  heavy  flow  of 
gas  and  some  water. 

The  National  people  survived 
their  recent  discouragement  about 
water  and  struck  a  good  well.  It 
is  estimated  at  fifty  barrels  as  soon 
as  water  can  be  cased  off  and  the 
casing  perforated  in  the  oil  sand. 

The  Sequoia  company  has  a  nice 
straight  hole  in  the  ground  about 
1000  feet,  and  hasn't  punctured  the 
ceiling  of  hades,  as  Bro.  Pillsbury 
insinuated  they  might  do,  although 
the  gas  makes  a  rumbling  and  bub- 
bling sound  that  is  a  little  startling. 

Manager  Dameron  of  the  Shale 
Basin  company  had  his  derrick  up 
but  the  tools  had  not  arrived. 

The  El  Dorado  company  has  con- 
tracted with  T.  Spellacy  to  have 
five  wells  drilled,  and  Mr.  Spellacy 
will  build  two  new  rigs  on  their 
land  and  start  them  working  as 
soon  as  possible. 

The  British  Columbia  men  who 
have  leased  the  east  half  of  the  El 
Dorado  quarter  will  also  start  two 
rigs  as  soon  as  they  can  be  built. 
Two  other  rigs  will  be  placed  in 
the  field  soon  by  a  company  whose 
name  we  are  not  yet  permitted  to 
mention,  because  all  the  details  of 
their  arrangements  are  not  com- 
pleted. 

These  six  rigs  will  all  be  operat- 
ing on  section  29  probably  within 
90  days,  and  it  is  presumable  that 
if  Bro.  Pillsbury's  health  resort  is 
in  that  neighborhod  they  won't  be 
long  in  finding  it.

GOOD   FOR  DRILLERS. 


The  Sudden  and  Welcome  Decline 
In  Price  of  Caning. 

The  sharp  and  sudden  decline 
ol" twenty  percent,  in  the  pr 
oil-well  casing  will  have  an 
cellent  effect  on  the  oil  industry 
in  California  It  will  stimulate 
drilling,  encouraging  many  to 
bore  for  oil  who  have  not  done  so 
owing  to  the  enormous  increase 
in  the  price  of  casing  during  the 
last  twelve  months.  Whether, 
says  the  Los  Angeles  Mining  Re- 
view there  will  be  any  further 
decline  on  the  present  one  of  20 
per  cent  no  one  seems  to  know  or 
feels  qualified  to  speak  of,  but  a 
slump  of  twenty  per  cent  will  do 
for  a  starter. 

A  careful  reading  of  reports  as 
far  back  as  June  1,  on  the  condi- 
tion of  the  iron  market  in  the  east 
and  abroad  would  have  suggested 
some  such  decline  in  price  as  has 
just  been  announced.  Iron  and 
Steele,  the  organ  of  the  Western 
iron  trade,  in  its  issue  of  June  2d, 
said:  "The  iron  and  steel  trades 
may  be  said  to  have  emerged  from 
the  eraof  depression  into  which 
for  many  weeks  they  have  been 
cast." 

The  Daily  Metal  Market  Report 
of  New  York,  speaking  of  the  con- 
dition vi  Philadelphia  said:  Prac- 
tically the  situation  is  just  about 
as  it  was  a  week  ago,  but  as  re- 
gards the  outlook  the  chances  fa- 
vor getting  away  from  the  recent 
deadlock.  It  may  be  for  the  ad- 
justment of  price  on  a  lower  ba- 
sis, or  it  may  be  for  a  renewal  of 
activity  at  the  extremely  low  fig- 
ures established  during  the  past 
week  or  ten  days,  and  from  that 
to  better,  but  whichever  it  may 
te  there  is  a  feeling  that  business 
is  likely  to  be  more  widely  dis- 
tributed, and  on  a  larger  scale." 
Concerning  the  Pittsburg  iron 
market  the  same  paper  says: 
"The  most  notable  feature  of  the 
iron  market  of  today  (June  4)  in 
this  section  is  the  entire  change  in 
tone. 

Two  weeks  even  ten  days  ago, 
those  who  are  now  talking  of  de- 
pression and  discussing  remedial 
measures  for  over-production  were 
protesting  that  the  market  was  all 
right,  that  Bessemer  iron  was  a 
fixture  for  the  year  at  $24  Valley 
Furnace,  that  billets  could  not  go 
below  $30  and  would  probably  sell 
much  higher.  Today  we  hear 
much  of  the  necessity  of  restric- 
ting production,  but  in  pig  iron  as 
yet  no  action  has  been  taken  al- 
though in  more  highly  finished 
products  the  steps  toward  that 
end  are  many  and  the  result  al- 
ready noticeable  in  prices  of  Bes- 
semer iron,  foundry  iron  and  forge 
iron." 

What  is  probably  the  chief  rea- 
son for  the  present  low  prices  is 
the  great  increase  in  the  imports 
of  iron  ore.  High  prices  of  iron 
and  steel  in  this  and  other  coun- 
tries stimulated  a  search  for  iron 
ores  and,  as  is  usually  the  case  un- 
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164.077  tons  111  is.,s.  This  ! 
increase  has  been  maint.. 
throughout  the  present  year  and 
the  result  is  that  production  of 
iron  in  the  United  States  has 
caught  op  with  demand  and  is 
now  surpassing  it. 

That  is  all  right,  nothing  couid 
be  better  in  the  interest  of  oil 
production  in  California,  and 
should  prices  of  casing  continue 
dropping  it  will  be  still  better. 


Deep  Wells. 

A  Philadelphia  paper  attempts 
the  compilation  of  the  deepest 
wells  in  the  world.  It  says:  "In 
Europe,  one  at  Passy,  France, 
depth,  2000 feet:  at  La  Cliapelle, 
Paris, depth,  2950  feet;  at  Crenelle, 
Paris,  depth,  1798  feet;  at  Neusal- 
werk,  near  Miuden,  depth,  2288 
feet;  at  Kissengen,  Bavaria,  depth, 
1787  feet;  at  Sperenberg,  near  Ber- 
lin, depth,  4190  feet,  which  is  said 
to  be  the  deepest  in  the  world;  at 
Pesth,  Hungary,  depth,  3182  feet- 
In  the  United  States  there  are 
wells  located  at  St.  Louis,  depth, 
3843  feet;  at  Louisville, depth,  2086 
feet;  at  Columbus,  S.  C,  depth, 
1250  feet." 

It  might  have  added,  says  the 
Derrick,  that  many  of  the  deep  sand 
oil  wells  of  West  Virginia  areclose 
upon  4000  feet  deep,  and  that  from 
3500  to  3800  feet  is  no  uncommon 
depth.  A  well  in  Washington 
county,  Pennsylvania,  was  drilled 
to  a  depth  of  over  4000  feet  a  num- 
ber of  years  ago.  There  is  a  well 
near  Ketschau,  Germany,  which 
was  drilled  to  a  depth  of  5735  feet 
for  geological  purposes  and  aband- 
oned, but  it  is  not  the  deepest  ever 
drilled.  The  Forest  OilCompany's 
test  well  within  a  few  miles  of 
Pittsburg,  is  nearly  5900  feet  deep, 
and  is  without  doubt  the  deepest 
hole  in  the  world.

To  Compute  Values. 

In  a  circular  letter  to  stock- 
holders the  president  of  one  of  the 
Kern  River  companies  says,  refer- 
ring to  the  value  of  an  oil  well: 

"For  business  purposes  I  make 
all  calculations  on  the  basis  of  ten 
years  full  production,  so  as  to  be 
safely  within  the  limit. 

"For  instance,  in  calculating  the 
value  of  this  (as  of  other  kinds  of 
mining  property)  I  multiply  the 
yearly  net  income  by  five.  This 
allows  ten  per  cent  interest  for  ten 
yeats  and  a  ten  per  cent  sinking 
fund.     It  is  a  safe  basis. 

"Take  our  well  No.  2  as  a  sam- 
ple. It  is  now  bailing  at  the  rate 
of  thirtj-five  barrels  per  day, 
which  means  13,000  barrels  (or 
dollars)  per  year.  Multiply  this 
by  five  and  we  have  a  valuation 
of  $63,000   for  the   well.     Should 


Prooving  Oil  Land. 

A  late  despatch  from  Washing- 
ton states  that  Representative 
Needham  called  upon  the  commis- 
sioner of  the  general  land  office  in 
regard  to  the  controversy  which 
has  arisen  in  regard  to  the 
oil  lands  in  California.  It  has  been 
reported  that  the  commissioner  of 
the  general  land  office  intended  to 
withdraw  the  men  who,  as  special 
agents,  have  been  engaged  in  classi- 
fying alleged  oil  or  mineral  lands 
in  California.  There  is  notruth  in 
this  report,  said  the  secretary.  The 
secretary  stated  to  Mr.  Needham 
that  he  would  probably  have  to 
revoke  some  of  the  orders  hereto- 
fore made  withdrawing  from  entry 
and  sale  large  sections  of  land  in 
this  region,  but  he  stated  thatthose 
who  had  gone  on  land  and  actually 
developed  oil,  or  those  who  had 
entered  upon  the  land  in  good 
faith  to  exploit  soil  for  oil  would  be 
given  full  opportunity  to  prove 
that  such  land  is  mineral  and  non- 
agricultural.

We  all  know  how  mining 
experts  stumbled  for  30  years  over 
the  gold  deposits  at  Cripple  Creek 
without   suspecting    the    treasure 
beneath  their  feet.     And  the  most 
prolific  oil  wells  in    the    world  are 
today  spouting    in    a   locality  that 
oil  men  have  tramped  over  at  times 
ever  since   the   discovery  of  oil  in 
Western  Pennsylvania.     The  wells 
alluded  to  are    in  Tioga  county  in 
that   state,  in    a    locality  that    was 
not    until    recently    suspected    of 
being    an    oil     field.     Sinking    oil 
wells  is  a  costly  business,  and  there 
is    a    consequent    preference    for 
sticking  to  well  defined  limits.  But 
there  is  good  reason  for   the  belief 
that  we  are  only  at   the  beginning 
of  development  in  this  region;  and 
it  will  not  be   surprising,  any  day, 
to  hear  that  a  record-breaking  strike 
has  been  made    in    an  unexpected 
locality.

Whether  it  does  so  or  not  de- 
pends on  two  things— the  way  the 
Association  conducts  itself  and  the 
support  it  receives.

Its  ob- 
jects, as  stated  in  a  preceding 
article,  are: 

First— To  show  the  extent  and 
importance  of  the  oil  industry. 

Secondly — To  attract  the  atten- 
tion of  eastern  and  foreign  capital 
to  the  opportunities  for  invest- 
ment presented  in  the  California 
oil  fields. 

Third — To  supply  reliable  in- 
formation concerning  the  various 
fields.  As  the  oil  industry  be- 
comes known  the  number  of  in- 
quiries from  abroad  increases,  and 
up  to  the  present  there  has  been 
no  bureau  of  information  which 
was  in  a  position  to  answer  the 
questions  asked. 

Fourth— To  supply  the  different 
fields  with  skilled  and  trustworthy 
labor.  A  great  lack  at  present  is 
skilled  and  trustworthy  labor — 
men  who  know  how  to  handle  oil- 
well  machinery,  whose  habits  are 
good  and  whose  integrity  is  un- 
questioned. Such  men  can  ob- 
tain ready  and  lasting  employ- 
ment in  the  oil  fields,  and  it  is  the 
purpose  of  the  Association  to  in- 
vite them  here  and  secure  them 
positions. 

Fifth — To  aid  in  the  establish- 
ment of  pipe  line  systems  in  the 
various  districts  where  oil  is  pro- 
duced in  sufficient  abundance,  and 
to  assist  in  the  securing  to  San 
Francisco  of  an  oil  storage  system, 
where  oil  of  different  grades  can 
be  properly  handled  and  its  grav- 
ity made  uniform  if  desired,  and 
where  a  sufficient  amount  can  be 
stored  to  obviate  the  possibility  of 
any  shortage  for  consumers,  large 
or  small.  Thus  not  only  a  market 
would   be  afforded  for  producers 


all  over  the  State,  but  the  foolish 
competition  now  existing  in  cer- 
tain districts  would  be  abolished, 
and  consumers  would  have  faith 
enough  in  an  assured  supply  of 
oil  to  warrant  changing  their  fur-, 
naces  from  coal  to  oil  burning. 
In  speaking  on  this  subject  re- 
cently the  News  Letter  said: 

Now  that  the  output  of  oil  is  beginning 
to  assume  large  proportions,  it  is  high 
time  that  steps  were  inaugurated  to  han- 
dle the  product  in  such  a  manner  as  to 
place  it  upon  a  proper  commercial  foot- 
ing. As  a  competitive  factor  in  the  field 
with  coal  as  an  agency  for  the  generation 
of  power,  the  consumer,  who  will  have  to 
make  sweeping  changes  in  his  furnaces, 
is  entitled  to  some  assurance  that  a  cer- 
tain and  continuous  supply  will  be  avail- 
able, graded  to  suit  his  requirements. 
This  will  involve  the  erection  of  storage 
tanks  and  plants  for  placing  the  oil  itself 
in  a  condition  for  use,  together  with 
necessary  pipe  line  communication  with 
the  several  producing  districts.  This  is 
a  matter  which  demands  the  immediate 
and  serious  attention  of  the  owners  of  oil 
wells.  The  subj  ect  is  one  which  requires 
no  debate,  the  necessity  for  these  adjuncts 
of  the  industry  will  be  recognized  at  once. 
There  is  much  more  in  the  industry 
when  its  varied  collateral  branches  are 
taken  up  than  the  mere  development  of 
the  oil  itself.  The  question  of  supply  fcr 
all  purposes  from  the  fields  of  California 
can  now  be  accepted  as  fully  settled  be- 
yond peradventure  of  doubt.  It  remains 
now  to  develop  the  practical  utility  of  the 
product  to  the  utmost  limit . 

It  is  one  of  the  main  purposes 
of  the  California  Petroleum  Min- 
ers' Association  to  urge  the  early 
establishment  of  adequate  pipe 
lines  and  storage  systems,so  that 
the  products  of  the  different  fields 
may  be  supplied  in  the  best  man- 
ner to  the  consumer  from  the  pro- 
ducer in  a  manner  to  serve  the 
best  interests  of  both. 

Sixth — The  oil  industry  is  of 
sufficient  importance  to  warrant 
its  being  represented  at  the  Paris 
Exposition  as  one  of  the  leading 
industries  of  the  State.  Our 
mines,  our  fruits,  our  wines,  our 
cereals  and  in  fact  all  our  pro- 
ducts will  be  well  illustrated  at 
the  Exposition  except  our  oil, 
which  in  fact  was  not  a  distinct- 
ively State  industry  until  six 
months  ago,  but  which  is  now  in 
the  front  rank  of  those  industries 
which  have  made  California  rich 
and  prosperous. 

Proper  data  should  be  collected 
showing  the  extent  of  the  oil  in- 
dustry, and  samples  of  the  oil  of 
every  district,  with  the  proper 
analyses,  should  be  given,  and 
every  effort  made  to  attract  the 
attention  of  foreign  capital  to  the 
opportunities  presented  by  the  oil 
fields  of  California. 

Men  should  be  selected  who  can 
and  will  at  the  Exposition  fitly  set 
forth  this  branch  of  California's 
prosperity.  At  present  the  State 
is  represented  at  the  Paris  Exposi- 
tion by  two  men  who  are  in  every 
way  fitted  to  make  known  its  re- 
sources and  vast  wealth,  and  who, 
if  furnished  the  data  and  the 
samples,  would  show  California  to 
be  one  of  the  great  oil-producing 
sections  of  the  world.  These  men 
are  M.  H.  de  Young  and  W.  H. 
Mills,  and  the  suggestion  has  been 


made  and  received  with  great 
favor  that  the  California  Petro- 
leum Miners'  Association  use  its 
utmost  endeavor  to  secure  the 
funds  to  properly  illustrate  the 
extent  of  the  oil  business  in  this 
State  and  furnish  such  gentlemen 
as  the  above  named  with  the 
means  of  proving  its  wealth  of  de- 
veloped and  undeveloped  prop- 
erties.

A  NEW  DRILL. 


A  Los  Angeles  View  of  the  Santa 
Barbara  Field. 

"Who  is  John  T.  Gaffey  ?  "  is  a 
question  that  is  being  asked  up  in 
Santa  Barbara  and  Ventura  coun- 
ties, away  from  the  beaten  track  of 
tourist  travel.  Every  man  from 
Los  Angeles  is  asked  that  question! 
Some  people  will  refuse  to  believe 
hat  anybody  in  the  southern  coun- 
ties would  need  to  ask  so  foolish  a 
question  as  "Who  is  John  T.  Gaf- 
fey?" but  in  the  back  districts,  far 
from  the  railroads,  there  may  be  a 
lack  of  information  on  this  point. 
It  seems  that  John  T.  Gaffey  of  Los 
Angeles,  San  Pedro  and  Santa 
Monica,  has  been  going  through 
Ventura  and  Santa  Barbara  coun- 
ties, taking  up  leases  on  all  the 
lands  that  could  afford  a  location 
for  an  oil  derrick,  Mr.  Gaffey  is 
interested  in  some  ambitious  com- 
panies that  are  spreading  out  in 
various  directions. 

John  C.  Wray,  deputy  internal 
revenue  collector,  who  has  just  ar- 
rived from  a  tour  of  the  northern 
part  of  the  district,  says  that  the 
oil  excitement  in  Ventura  and 
Santa  Barbara  counties  is  quite 
indescribable.  Oil  locations  are 
being  made  as  far  as  forty  miles 
from  the  railroad  in  Santa  Barbara 
county.  Farmers  are  making 
money  by  teaming,  to  furnish 
transportation  for  the  great  quanti- 
ties of  oil  well  supplies  that  are 
required  in  the  various  districts. 
There  are  not  enough  teams  avail- 
able for  the  traffic  that  is  offered. 
— Los  Angeles  Record.

Thirteen    Wells   Each  IOOO   Feet 
Deep  in  Thirteen  Weeks. 

J.  E.  Breitwiser  recently  gave 
the  Fresno  Democrat  an  account 
of  a  new  drilling  rig  which  he 
claims  will  work  wonders  in  drill- 
ing oil  wells.  There  is  no  similar- 
larity  between  his  rig  and  that 
commonly  used. 

The  principle  of  his  system  is 
that  of  a  drill  attached  to  the  end 
of  a  4-inch  pipe,  the  latter  being 
used  as  a  shaft  with-which'  to  turn 
the  drill.  As  fast  as  the  depth  is 
increased  new  lengths  of  pipe  are 
added,  the  weight  resting  upon 
the  drill  being  regulated  by  the 
machinery  on  the  surface.  Into 
the  top  of  the  string  of  pipe  is 
continually  pumped  a  stream  of 
water,  whicn  under  pressure  goes 
down  through  the  pipe,  and  escap- 
ing through  holes  in  the  sides  of 
the  lower  end  of  the  pipe,  comes 
up  on  the  outside,  thus  serving 
the  double  purpose  of  bringing  to 
the  surface  the  drillings  and  keep- 
ing the  walls  from  caving  in.    • 

Remarkably  rapid  progress  can 
be  made  with  this  outfit,  according 
to  Mr.  Breitwiser's  statements. 
He  has  been  drilling  on  the  Flor- 
ence property  in  the  Kettleman 
hills  and  went  down  680  feet  in 
forty-three  hours,  not  counting 
five  hours  spent  in  changing  five 
drills.  Of  this,  80  feet  was  through 
a  sUicious  formation  struck  at  470 
feet,  at  the  bottom  of  which  was 
about  three  feet  of  gold-bearing 
quartz.  The  cost  of  the  labor  in 
the  drilling  of  this  well  with  this 
machine  was  about  $370, 

Mr.  Breitwiser  says  that  the 
most  rapid  work  that  he  ever  did 
with  one  of  these  rigs,  which 
works  on  the  principle  of  a  twist 
drill,  was  to  put  down  thirteen 
wells,  each  over  1000  feet  deep,  in 
the  short  space  of  thirteen  weeks. 

The  forty-fifth  monthly  divi- 
dend oi  the  Puente  Oil.  Company 
was  declared  last  week  at  the  rate 
of  50  cents  a  share.  The  Puente 
is  practically  a  close  corporation 
and  few  persons  share  in  the  pro- 
fits.

COALINGA  LETTER. 


Interesting    News   I  rom  This 
Prosperous  Oil  Field. 

The  Independence  Oil  Company 
completed  their  pumping  plant  on 
well  No.  i  last  Tuesday,  since 
which  time  the  well  has  been 
pumped  continuously  day  and 
night.  The  plant  is  first-class  in 
every  particular;  the  engine,  a  20- 
horse.  will  furnish  sufficient  power 
to  pump  five  or  six  wells,  and  the 
Independence  Company  are  to 
have  four  wells  completed  by  Jan- 
uary 1st,  1 90 1,  hence  the  wisdom 
of  constructinsthe  plant  as  power- 
ful and  substantial  as  it  is. 

I  have  read  so  many  conflicting 
statements  in  reference  to  the  his 
tory  of  this  well  that  I  am  con 
strained  to  give  you  the  facts. 

The  Independence  well  is  situ- 
ated on  the  SW  of  NEX  °f  section 
29,  township  19  S.,  range  rs  E. 
The  contract  for  drilling  was  let  to 
Mr.  James  E.  Galbraith,  one  of  the 
most  experienced  drillers  in  this 
field.  He  went  down  with  a  14- 
inch  bit  735  feet  in  thirty  days' 
time,  working  day-light  only.  He 
reached  that  depth  without  casing, 
at  which  point  the  first  oil  sand 
was  experienced.  We  found  this 
sand  to  contain  quite  a  large  quan- 
tity of  thick,  black  oil. 

Knowing,  however,  that  it  was 
not  the  Oil  City  petroleum  sand 
found  on  Oil  City  Petroleum  No.  1, 
situated  on  the  NW^  of  the  sec 
tion,  we  deemed  it  wise  to  continue 
drilling,  reducing  the  size  of  the 
hole  to  ys/s.  Just  100  feet  beyond 
that  point  we  encountered  thesand 
from  which  the  oil  is  now  being 
produced,  and,  by  the  way,  a  hith- 
erto unknown  sand. 

We  know  the  Oil  City  petrcleum 
sand  in  all  its  richness  lies  below 
us.  Our  oil  is  of  the  best  quality 
so  far  produced  in  this  field,  and  I 
think  will  compare  most  favorably 
for  fuel  purposes  with  any  oil  pro- 
duced in  the  state. 

The  Independence  No.  2  is  situ- 
ated about  250  feet  from  No.  1.  It 
is  also  being  drilled  by  Mr.  Gal 
braith,  and  in  all  probability  will 
be  a  producer  in  ten  days'  time.

No.  2. 

The  Rock  Oil  Company,  favor- 
ably situated  on  the   SW^  of  the 


section,  have  a  first-class  Standard 
rig  completed,  with  the  exception 
of  boiler  and  tools,  and  they  are 
now  at  Coalinga,  and  will  be  hauled 
to  the  ground  immediately,  and  the 
work  of  drilling  will  begin  at  the 
earliest  possible  moment  and  con- 
tinue until  the  oil-bearing  sand  is 
reached.  Mr.  Galbraith  has  the 
contract  for  the  company's  wellS, 
which  is  an  assurance  that  no  time 
will  be  lost  in  its  successful  prose- 
cution. 

And  now  a  few  words  in  ref- 
erence to  section  28.  Not  many 
months  ago  the  general  lesson  in- 
tended to  be  inculcated  upon  the 
mind  of  the  novitiate  seeking  oil 
interests  was  the  old  song,  there  is 
nothingoutsideof  section  20;  there 
has  been  a  great  change,  however, 
within  the  last  few  months.  Sec- 
tion 28  is  now  known  to  be  first- 
class  oil  territory;  in  fact,  I  think 
I  can  truthfully  say  that  the  con- 
census of  opinion  now  is  that  it 
will  prove  to  be  the  best  oil  terri- 
tory in  the  field.  It  has  passed  the 
experimental  period,  and  its  oil- 
producing  ability  is  now  an  estab- 
lished fact.

The  National  Authorities  will 
Soon  Appoint  a  Geologist. 

On  May  31  representative  Wa- 
ters sent  the  following  letter  to 
Charles  D.  Walcott,  director  of  the 
geological  survey  at  Washington : 
"As  you  are  aware  oil  has  been 
found  in  large  quantities  through- 
out the  southern  partcf  California, 
and  the  proper  sectior  should  re- 
ceive the  benefit  of  special  exami- 
nation of  the  geological  formation, 
indications,  drilling,  etc.,  of  the  oil 
fields.  There  has  been  no  such 
examination  made  by  the  depart- 
ment, and  I  would  respectfully  call 
your  attention  to  the  necessity  of 
the  same  in  the  interest  of  the 
proper  development  of  these  rich 
and  indefinite  resources  and  urge 
immediate  action  by  the  depart 
ment  to  such  an  end." 

Mr.  Walcott  replied  as  follows  : 
"In  reply  to  your  favor  of  May  31, 
calling  attention  to  the  finding  of 
large  quantities  of  oil  in  the  south- 
ern part  of  California,  and  request- 
ing that  an  examination  shall  b. 
made  by  the  geological  survey,  I 
beg  that  every  effort  will  be  made 
by  this  office  to  put  a  party  into 
this  field  during  the  coming  au- 
tumn. One  of  our  geologists,  Geo. 
H,  Eldridge,  recently  returned 
from  an  examination  of  the  asphalt 
districts  of  your  state,  and  it  is 
probable  that  the  work  of  investi- 
gating the  petroleum  fields  will  be 
turned  over  to  him."

Summcrlond    ProduccrK    in    Need 
of  an  Oil  Tank  Steamer. 

At  the  present  time  lb 
little  dull    in   the    Sumiiierland  oil 
fields.     The  cause   is  the  lack  of  ;i 
market. 

Formerly  the  Southern  Pacific 
and  the  Oxoard  Sn^.ir  Company 
were  the  principal  consumi 
Sumiiierland  oil.  Now  the  rail- 
road company  have  wells  of  their 
own,  and  at  the  Oxnard  factory 
their  storage  capacity  is  full,  and 
they  will  use  no  oil  for  several 
weeks  to  come.  They  are  still 
taking  what  their  contract  calls 
for,  but  no  more.  So  the  Summer- 
land  people  are  looking  for  a  mar- 
ket. Most  of  the  tanks  are  full, 
and  in  some  instances  it  has  been 
necessary  to  discontinue  pumping. 
How  long  this  condition  will  last 
no  one  seems  to  be  able  to  tell,  but 
it  is  more  than  probable  that  some 
decisive  steps  will  be  taken  by 
the  producers  to  relieve  the  glut. 
The  tank  steamer  has  been  sug- 
gested as  one  means  to  this  end. 
This  provides  an  easy  and  cheap 
mode  of  transportation,  the  freight 
to  San  Francisco  rmounting  to  15 
or  20  cents  per  barrel.  Tank 
steamers  have  been  running  from 
Ventura  for  several  years,  carry- 
sng  the  product  of  the  Santa  Paula 
field,  and  recently  a  line  was 
established  between  San  Pedro 
and  San  Francisco.  California's 
great  metropolis  will  afford  an  im- 
mense and  growing  market  for 
petroleum  as  soon  as  it  is  certain 
that  the  supply  may  be  depended 
upon. 

Summerlaud  already  has  several 
wharves,  and  the  oil  being  right  at 
hand  the  expense  of  loading  would 
be  nominal.  In  this  way  the  coast 
fields  have  a  decided  advantage 
over  interior,  the  railroads  charg- 
ing 50  cents  per  barrel  for  trans- 
portation of  oil  from  Bakersfield 
to  San  Francisco. — Santa  Barbara 
Press. 


Will  Resume    Operations. 

It  is  reported  that  the  Western  Oil 
and  Refining  Company  (promoted 
by  theSpreckels)  will  soon  resume 
boring  operations  on  their  claims 
in  the  Devil's  Den  District.  They 
have  been  engaged  in  a  legal  con- 
troversy with  the  Visalia  Oil  Com- 
pany, but  the  differences  have 
been  amicably  adjusted  and  de- 
velopment work  will  soon  be  re- 
sumed. The  company  already  has 
a  derrick  on  its  land  and  has  gone 
down  quite  a  distance. 


Little  has  been  said  about  the 
strike  made  recently  by  the  Na- 
tional at  McKittrick,  but  it  now 
appears  that  oil  was  found  in 
abundant  quantity  and  that  it  is  of 
light  gravity,  probably  30  degrees, 
possibly  35.  The  National  has 
reached  a  body  of  oil  tapped  no- 
where else  in  the  district.  The 
well  is  situated  back  from  the  El- 
dorado and  the  Treadwell  prop- 
erties.

The  apparatus  is 
shaped  similar  to  a  forked  stick, 
with  an  electric  battery  located  in 
the  crotch  thereof.  A  vi:d  .011 
taining  crude  oil,  taken  from  an 
oil  well  in  the  Kreycnhagcn  dis- 
trict, was  placed  in  the  center  of 
the  room,  and  the  forked  apparatus 
was  firmly  held  in  an  upright  po- 
sition in  the  outstretched  hands  of 
Mr.  Jones,  who  proceeded  to  wan- 
der about  the  room  without  any 
visible  effect  upon  the  apparatus 
until  it  reached  a  point  either  on 
a  line  with  or  directly  over  the 
receptacle  containing  the  oil,  when 
it  would,  despite  the  efforts  of  Mr. 
Jones  to  keep  it  in  an  upright  po- 
sition, begin  to  lean  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  vial  containing  the  oil, 
and  continue  to  bend  downward 
till  the  battery  occupied  a  position 
directly  over  the  receptacle  con- 
taining the  oil.  The  same  effect 
was  also  produced  upon  the 
mechanism  when  the  oil  was  hid- 
den from  view  b)'  a  box  placed 
over  it.  The  secret  involved  in 
the  apparatus  is  contained  in  the 
electric  battery  and  in  the  charg- 
ing of  the  same.  As  Mr.  Jones 
evidently  forgot  to  extend  an  in- 
vitation to  the  writer  to  break  the 
lock  on  the  battery  and  see  what 
it  contained  we  are  unable  to  "give 
away"  to  our  readers  the  secrets 
contained  therein;  but  suffice  it  to 
say  we  have  seen  nothing  like  it 
before  and  were  much  interested 
iu  its  workings.  Mr.  Jones  in- 
formed us  that  he  could,  by  the 
use  of  his  electrical  appliance,  lo- 
eate  oil  at  a  depth  of  several  thou- 
sand feet  just  as  accurately  as 
when  placed  in  a  receptacle  above 
ground.  He  says  that  it  will  also 
locate  gold  or  water  at  a  like  depth 
when  the  battery  is  charged  for 
that  particular  purpose,  but  will 
hunt  for  but  one  thing  at  a  time. 
When  not  in  actual  use  the  device 
is  placed  in  a  leather  pouch  made 
especially  for  it  and  provided  with 
padlock  and  key,  so  that  to  "break 
in"  would    be  termed   "burglary."

S.  E.  Short-,  superintendent  at 
the  Esperanza  oil  well,  --ays  the 
Esperanza  is  now  down  500  feet, 
and  a  day  and  a  night  shift  is  kept 
at  work.  The  prospects  are  ex- 
cellent. 

The  Central  Point  and  the  Sec- 
tion Pour  companies,  it  is  stated, 
could  turn  off  300  barrels  per  day 
if  the  railroad  were  completed 
now.  The  yield  will  be  doubled 
at  least  within  sixty  days. 

Well  No.  5  of  the  Howe  Oil 
Company  is  now  producing  375 
barrels  per  day.  Last  month  the 
company  shipped  out  10,500  bar- 
rels. This  month  it  will  ship 
25,000  barrels.  A  larger  body  of 
oil  sand  was  struck  in  well  No.  5 
than  in  any  of  the  others,  the 
stratum  being  drilled  into  73  feet. 
As  there  is  now  plenty  of  water 
the  company  can  for  the  first  time 
drill  two  wells  at  once.  Well  No. 
1  is  now  down  nearly  500  feet  and 
the  rig  from  No.  5  will  soon  be  at 
work  on  No.  8. 

KERN; 

The  Grace  No.  2  is  now  pump 
ing  steadily,  the  sand  giving  no 
trouble. 

The  Century  began  work  on 
24,  28-27  with  its  heavy  new  rig 
last  week. 

The  Golden  Gate  on  13,  n-24  is 
proceeding  slowly  in  hard  forma- 
tion. The  hole  is  nearly  400  feet 
deep. 

The  Senator  on  31,  28-28  has 
finished  well  No.  1  in  87  feet 
of  sand.  No.  2  will  be  put  down 
through  the  lower  strata. 

Spellacy,  Woods  &  Co.  have  a 
rig  at  work  on  the  northwest  quar- 
ter of  30.  A  well  already  bored 
when  the  land  was  purchased  is 
to  be  perforated  at  once. 

Jewett  &  Blodget's  rig  drilling 
an  section  2,  11-24  *°r  General 
Barrett  struck  the  oil  sand  last 
week.  Eight  barrels  were  baled 
out  in  one  hour. 

It  is  now  asserted  that  the 
Southern  Pacific  will  begin  grad- 
ing the  oil  spur  embankment  this 
week.  The  cross  sectioning  has 
been  finished  and  the  surveyors 
are  now  camped  at  the  Keiley 
ranch  awaiting  the  constructors. 

The  largest  trainload  of  oil  to  be 
shipped  irom  McKittrick  arrived 
at  Kern  last  Tuesday  evening.  It 
consisted  of  nine  cars,  one  from 
Treadwell,  one  from  Kern  River 
and  seven  from  the  California 
Standard. 


It  is  freely  predicted  that  with- 
in ninety  days  the  McKittrick  nut 

put  will  exceed  that  of  Coalinga. 

The  Hartford,  which  has  four 
sections  in  31-21,  is  about  ready 
to  begin  work  within  3'.  miles  ol 
McKittrick, 

Peerless    No'    5    was    completed 
last    Monday    and   turned    over   to 
the   company   by   Ott  &   Stephen 
son.     This  completes  their  present 
contract. 

The  Pacific  Consolidated  on  2, 
32-22  has  some  oil  and  consid- 
erable gas.  The  formation  is 
identical  with  that  of  Sunset.  It 
is  on  the  Sunset  strike. 

The  latest  well  to  be  bored  by 
the  California  Standard  is  re- 
ported to  be  as  good  as  any  other 
in  the  McKittrick  district. 

The  Giant's  new  well  at  Mc- 
Kittrick ran  over  the  casing  and 
filled  a  twelve  inch  trough  to  over- 
flowing at  the  first  blow  of  the 
perforator. 

L.  H.  Sloan  and  associates  of 
Los  Angeles  have  secured  a  lease 
of  forty  acres  between  the  Eldo- 
rado and  the  McKittrick  depot 
and  will  begin  drilling  at  once. 
The  rig  timbers  are  already  on  the 
ground. 

The  Grace  Company's  No.  2  be- 
gan flowing  again  yesterday  and 
kept  it  up  all  day,  a  stream  the 
size  of  a  man's  finger  running 
over  the  casing.  The  pump  was 
shut  down  in  the  morning,  the  rig 
being  move.d  to  No.  3,  but  the  well 
staid  in  business  regardless. 

While  being  sand  pumped  dur- 
ing the  month  of  May  one  of  the 
Kern  River  district  wells  pro- 
duced 592  barrels  of  oil,  of  which 
96  barrels  were  used  by  the  com- 
pany and  496  barrels  were  sold, 
bringing  $535.  BY  adding  the 
saving  in  hauling  this  well  was 
worth  during  May  $733-35- 

The  fate  of  the  Cosmopolitan  on 
32,  27-29  was  settled  last  week  in 
San  Francisco  by  the  payment  of 
fio.ooo  into  the  treasury  by  C.  F. 
Gardner.  A  portion  of  this  money 
goes  to  square  up  indebtedness 
and  the  balance  will  be  expended 
in  development  work.  William 
Gregg,  Jr.,  was  elected  president 
of  the  company  and  Mr.  Cameron 
superintendent.  Directions  have 
been  given  to  begin  work  at  once. 

The  Monte  Cristo  people  have 
never  lost  faith  in  Poso  Creek  and 
in  due  time  they  will  put  a  rig  in 
on    6,    28-28,    where   they   ceased

The    succ. -s   of    the   San    Fran 

cisco  McKittrick  company    which 

has  been  boring  back  of  McKit- 
trick district  strike,  proves  that 
territory  to  be  more  than  half  a 
mile  wide. 

The  California  Standard's  big 
new  well  continues  to  keep  up  to 
something  like  300  barrels  per 
day.  A  test  was  made  a  short 
time  ago  and  the  pump  filled  a 
barrel  in  two  minutes  and  ten  sec- 
onds— a  664  barrel  rate. 

The  Atlas  Company  has  a  good 
well  on  20,  28-28,  about  1000  feet 
north  and  east  of  the  center.  The 
strike  demonstrates  that  nearly 
the  whole  of  that  section  is  petro- 
leum bearing. 

The  San  Joaquin  well  No.  5  on 
section  5,  29-28  appears  so  big  that 
no  member  of  the  company  will 
place  an  estimate  on  its  capacity 
for  fear  of  being  wrong.  They  do 
state,  though,  that  it  is  producing 
all  that  a  3-inch  tubing  will  carry 
and  that  is  supposed  to  be  more 
than  300  barrels.  This  well  has 
more  oil  sand  than  any  other  in 
the  district  so  far  as  heard  from, 
containing  something  like  450  feet. 
It  has  an  abundance  of  gas  and 
was  the  first  to  flow  over  the 
casing. 

A  lease  was  given  last  week 
that  will  result  in  testing  at  an 
early  day  the  south  side  of  the 
river  as  an  oil  territory,  the  Cali- 
fornian  says.  T.  E.  Harding  and 
H.  A.  Blodget  own  one-half  of 
section  17,  29-28,  and  they  have 
given  a  lease  of  80  acres  (S,  l/i  of 
NE.  lA)  to  Tim  Spellacy,  S.  Breck- 
enrldge,  James  H,  Wood,  A,  G. 
Newton  and  H.  B.  Chaney.  The 
lessees  have  ample  means  and  will 
proceed  at  once  to  explore  the 
land.  Under  the  lease  they  have 
sixty  days  in  which  to  begin  work, 
but  a  standard  rig  will  be  put  on 
the  land  without  loss  of  time.  The 
territory  is  on  what  is  known  as 
Panorama  Heights  and  faces  the 
river  at  the  big  bend  in  the  bluff. 
Drilling  there  will  be  watched 
with  much  interest,  not  only  by 
adjacent  land-owners  but  by  the 
general  community,  as  a  strike 
south  of  the  river  would  largely 
extend  the  oil  district.  The  point 
of  operation  will  be  but  a  mile 
from  the  Newton  well  across  the 
river. 

The  Reed  Crude  Company's  No. 
2  on  28  still  holds  up   to   an  aver-

It  is  reported  that  tin  Pacific 
Consolidated  has  made  a  stirkc  on 
32,  31-22  in  the  ncwh  named 
"Midway"  district. 

The  Mallory  on  2,  2N-27  has  suc- 
ceeded in  fishin;  most  of  its  toils 
out  of  the  hole.  A  wrench  or  two 
are  there  yet. 

The  latest  story  regarding  the 
California  Standard's  new  well  at 
McKittrick  is  to  the  effect  that  it 
is  pumping  300  barrels  per  day. 

D.  G,  Holt  has  taken  a  lease  on 
200  acres  in  4,  28-28  and  will  begin 
operations  in  the  near  future. 
Santa  Monica  capital  is  backing 
the  enterprise. 

The  California  Standard's  No.  1 
is  remarkable  as  appearing  to  be 
the  greatest  well  in  the  McKit- 
trick district.  It  is  now  about  two 
months  old,  is  only  364  feet  deep, 
contains  104  feet  of  sand,  and  is 
doing  better  than  200  barrels  per 
day.  The  yield  is  increasing 
steadily  as  the  sand  is  removed  by 
pumping.  Well  No.  1  is  much 
smaller. 

J.  A.  Patten  of  Los  Angeles  has 
just  closed  a  lease  of  600  acres  in 
the  McKittrick  district  which  he 
secured  from  the  Kern  Valley 
Bank  through  the  agency  of 
Campbell  &  Grimes,  who  are 
handling  the  bank's  property. 
This  lease  is  for  the  purpose  of 
immediate  development  and  will 
open  up  a  new  extension  of  Mc- 
Kittrick district. 

The  Peerless  plant  consists  of  a 
pumping  "jack,"  a  20  horsepower 
engine  and  a  30  horsepower  boiler. 
It  is  capable  of  pumping  thirty 
wells.  Well  No.  1  has  been  fitted 
up  for  use  as  a  water  well.  A 
power  wire  runs  to  it  from  the 
pumping  plant,  and  from  it  a 
water  pipe  runs  to  the  water  tank, 
located  a  short  distance  northwest 
of  well  No.  5.  This  will  constitute 
the  water  plant  until  it  becomes 
convenient  to  sink  a  water  well 
nearer  the  water  tank.  Well  No. 
1  will  be  completed  as  an  oil  well. 
Baginning  with  well  No.  6  th: 
Peerless  wells  will  be  drilled  to 
the  deeper  levels. 

C.    F.   Gardiner   has   agreed    to 
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begin  drilling  with  standard  rigs 
within  120  days  on  sections  20 
and  28,  iu  27-29. 

OKANGE. 

Columbia  Co's.  well  6  flowed  50 
barrels  one  day  last  week. 

Graybam  &  Loftus  completed 
a  rig  last  week  for  a  new  well. 

A  company  will  soon  begin 
driling  east  of  the  Puente  Crude 
Co.'s.  well. 

The  Union  Oil  Co.  completed 
three  rigs  last  week  for  new  wells 
in  Brea  Car  yon.  This  company 
is  also  grading  for  five  wells  on 
its   Killerman  lease. 

One  (hundred  business  men  of 
Santa  Ana  have  leased  640  acres 
of  land  on  the  San  Joaquin  ranch 
a  short  distance  west  of  Laguna 
Canyon  for  the  purpose  of  oil  de- 
velopment. 

Last  Wednesday  afternoon  word 
was  received  that  well  No.  7  of 
the  Columbia  Oil  Producing  Co. 
had  made  a  great  strike  and  that 
oil  was  flowing  from  it  at  the  rate 
of  150  barrels  per  day. 

The  forty-fifth  monthly  divi- 
dend ot  the  Puente  Oil  Company 
was  declared  last  week  at  the  rate 
of  50  cents  a  share.  The  Puente 
is  practically  a  close  corporation 
and  few  persons  share  in  the  pro- 
fits. 

The  Puente  Crude  Oil  Com- 
pany, which  has  been  experi- 
encing a  vexatious  delay  in  its 
first  well  in  Brea  Canyon  on  ac- 
count of  a  collapsed  casing,  an- 
nounces that  the  work  of  repair- 
ing the  same  is  progressing  very 
rapiply  and  it  is  fully  expected 
that  drilling  will  begin  again  in  a 
few  days  and  continue  to  a  depth 
sufficient  to  demonstrate  this  por- 
tion of  the  company's   property. 

The  Fullerton  Oil  Company  is 
now  down  1200  feet  in  its  first 
well  at  the  mouth  of  Soquel  Can- 
yon and  has  a  thousand  feet  of  oil 
in  the  hole.  Well  No.  2  is  down 
about  800  feet,  with  "ji/t,  casing, 
and  the'  oil  is  flowing  over  the 
top  of  the  casing,  with  occasional 
spasmodic  gushing,  which  throws 
the  oil  to  the  roof  of  the  derrick, 
A  single  foot  of  additional  drill- 
ing is  liable  to  produce  a  gusher 
in  either  or  both  of  these   wells. 

Another  excellent  strike,  was 
made  in  the  Fullerton  district 
Monday.  Well  No.  2  was  flow- 
ing over  the  top  of  the  casing. 
The  well  is  down  1050  feet,  but  is 
not  yet  finished,  and  will  be  sunk 
at  leas  500  feet  more.  This  strike 
shows  the  great  possibilities  in  the 
Fullerton  district.  Both  the  Ful- 
lerton Oil  and  the  Columbia  com- 
panies ar:  on  the  same  oil  strike 
as  the  Fullerton  Consolidated.  It 
indicates  a  southward  trend  of  the 
Fullerton  oil     fields. 

SAN   BENITO. 

P.  P.  Lathrop,  manager  of  the 
San  Benito  County  Oil  Company, 


states  that  the  lumber,  tools,  en- 
gine, etc.,  for  the  company  have 
been  shipped  from  San  Francisco. 
Wood  is  now  being  hauled  to  the 
Kehl  ranch.  The  work  of  con- 
struction will  be  rushed  and  drill 
ing  will  commence  just  as  soon  as 
the  derrick  is  erected. 

SANTA    BARBARA. 

Tha  Summerland  Advance  Cou 
rier  has  the  following  concerning 
oil  developments  at  that  place  : 

The  Knapp  lease  of  the  Hollis- 
ter  estate  covers  20,000  acres;  roy- 
alty one-tenth  gross. 

Last  week  Samuel  Wakeham 
erected  a  new  200-barrel  storage 
tank  on  his  property  above  the 
track. 

There  is  a  temporary  glut  in  the 
local  oil  market  at  present  and  low 
gravity  oil  is  selling  as  low  as  72 
cents  f.  o.  b. 

The  hole  being  bored  for  the 
Naples  Oil  Company  shows  good 
seepages  and  a  heavy  flow  of  gas 
at  a  depth  of  400  feet. 

A  drilling  rig  has  been  set  to 
work  at  the  west  entrance  to  Gavi- 
ota  Pass,  near  the  ocean.  Oil  in- 
dications are  plentiful  in  the 
vicinity. 

Saturday  night  the  work  of 
putting  a  string  of  4^-inch  casing 
into  the  new  well  on  the  Tread- 
well  wharf  was  accomplished,  and 
drilling  recommenced  Monday. 

Graham,  Loftus  &  Stewart  of 
Ventura  have  purchased  the  min- 
eral right  to  250  ocres  of  land  be- 
low Rincon  Hill,  on  .the  beach, 
paying  for  the  same  the  sum  of 
$20  an  acre.. 

Within  three  months  an  oil  re- 
finery will  be  established  at  Sum- 
merland. That  a  company  had 
proposed  such  an  improvement 
was  announced  in  the  Press  some 
weeks  ago,  and  last  week  one  of 
the  leading  oil  men  of  the  city 
ventured  the  statement  that  the 
refinery  would  be  under  way  with- 
in three  months.  The  prevailing 
16  iv  prices  for  oil  have  made  the 
Summerland  producers  cnly  more 
determined  to  improve  their  con- 
dition, and  when  the  by-products 
can  be  sold  for  $4  to  $4.50  per 
barrel  there  is  little  reason  in  sell- 
ing the  unrefined  for  70  or  75 
cents.  The  suggestion  to  put  on 
a  tank  steamer  to  ply  between 
Summerland  and  San  Francisco  is 
also  meeting  with  favor. 


Chino  Refinery  Output. 

The  present  output  of  the  Pu. 
ente  Oil  Company's  refinery  at 
Chino,  whence  the  oil  is  piped 
from  Puente,  is  about  150,000  gal- 
lons per  month  of  distilled  pro- 
duct. Of  this  quantity  75,000  gal- 
lons are  engine  and  stove  distillate, 
50,000  illuminating  oils  and  25,000 
gasoline.  The  three  stills  are 
working.  The  residuum  at  this 
refinery  is  used  for  fuel  -by  the 
American  Sugar  Beet  Company  at 
its  Chino  factory.

Few  remember  much  about  those 
oil  times,  and  to  most  oil  men  of 
this  generation  the  oil  items  of 
those  days  are  just  like  news. 

The  great  oil  excitement  that 
followed  the  discovery  at  Oil  City> 
Pa.,  and  the  ones  that  followed  in 
that  Eastern  region  naturally  soon 
drew  attention  to  the  many  oil  in- 
dications in  California,  and  as  nat- 
urally set  fire  to  every  seepage 
from  Santa  Barbara  to  Humbcldt 
The  crazy  exploitation  of  oil  com- 
panies in  the  East  was  quickly  at- 
tended by  similar  operations  here. 
Little  was  known  about  petroleum 
then,  and  the  speculations  of  intel- 
ligent people,  and  even  the  theo- 
ries of  scientists,  sound  strangely 
[absurd  now.  The  most  extrava- 
gant ideas  about  oil  attended  the 
host  extravagant  financial  opera- 
ions  in  a  time  when  fortunes  were 
•  eing   made    and    lost  by  Coal  Cil 


delphia  Railroad  and  Mining  Reg- 
ister of  December  3,  1864,  as  fol- 
lows : 

"California  oil  land  shares,  sub- 
scribed for  in  this  city  at  $1  000  per 
share,  payable  in  gold  or  its  equiv- 
alent, advanced  $500  per  share  in 
gold  two  days  after  the  subscrip- 
tion list  was  filled.  Theseoil  lands 
are  in  the  Los  Angeles  district,  in 
the  Southern  portion  of  California. 
A  letter  describing  these  lands 
says:  'The  rancheros  have  always 
looked  upon  them  as  objectionable 
on  account  of  their  losing  many 
cattle  by  their  becoming  mired  in 
the  oil  that  overflows  hundreds  of 
acres  around  the  mouths  of  the 
wells.'" 

It  may  be  cruel  to  certain  strug- 
gling promoters  of  today  to  rake 
that  out  of  a  dead  past,  but  some 
people  would  be  better  for  a  few 
groans.  So  let  them  have  this 
brief  tale  of  the  California  Petrol- 


timated  to  contain  144,500,500  gal- 
lons of  oil  "actually  in  sight."  If 
onlv  ten  successful  wells  were  de- 
veloped the  yield  in  twelvemonths 
would  be  of  the  value  of  $5,460,- 
000,  while  the  company  actually 
had  twenty  flowing  wells.  One- 
tenth  the  capital  stock  was  reserved 
as  a  working  capital,  and  one-half 
of  this  was  offered  at  $35  per  share, 
par  value  being  $100. 

New  York  correspondence  tells 
that  "Professor  J.  T.  Hodges,  with 
a  full  corps  of  assistants,  machinery, 
etc.,  is  to  leave  New  York  soon  for 
the  California  oil  fields.  Thecom- 
pany  expects  to  place  cargoes  of 
oil  in  New  York  in  a  few  months." 

Many  companies  with  millions  of 
capital  stock  were  exploited  in  the 
Ea.t,  and  vast  tracts  were  bought 
or  bonded. 

All  over  the  state  the  smallest 
seepages  indicating  oil  precipitated 
rushes.     Napa  county  joined  in  the 


from;  one  end  of  the   valley  to  the 
other  are  searching  for  oil." 

All  the  New  York  papers  glowed 
with  accounts  of  wonderful  Cali- 
fornia oil  discoveries,  and  the  state 
local  papers  had  plenty  of  oil  news 
and  confidence.  A  common  item 
was:  "The  rush  to  the  oil  regions 
continues."  The  Fresno  Times  of 
Millerton  put  it:  "Our  last  advices 
from  the  oil  region  of  this  county 
are  very  encouraging.  The  excite- 
ment remains  at  fever  heat." 

Alas!  they  ran  all  over  the  Coal- 
inga  district,  too.  A  previous  item 
in  the  Fresno  Times  says:  "Oil 
wells  have  lately  been  discovered 
on  the  eastern  slope  of  the  Coast 
Range,  in  Fresno  county,  near  Val- 
lecito  canyon  and  about  two  miles 
south  of  the  ranch  of  Griswold  and 
Anderson,  Frank  Dusy  and  John 
Clark  of  Bear  Valley  are  the'origi- 
nal  discoverers  of  the  oil  springs  in 
Fresno,  and    each  of  them  has  se- 
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cured  160  acres  under  the  act  regu- 
lating possessory  claims.  These 
claims  were  taken   up'  Dember  21, 

1864." 

The  exact  location  of  these  orig- 
inal claims  is  unknown  to  the 
writer  but  the  story  is  interesting 
in  view  of  what  happened  on  that 
eastern  slope  in  Fresno  county 
thirty  odd  years  later.  That  oil 
had  to  wait  all  that  time  for  Chan- 
slor  and  Canfield,  who  were  prob- 
ably innocent  little  cherubs  some- 
where and  had  never  smelled  ker- 
osene or  dreamed  of  a  Blue  Goose 
strike  that  fate  had  put  awayo  n 
the  shelf  for  them.  There  ought 
to  be  a  "Dusy"  and  a  "John  Clark" 
well  down  there  somewhere  in 
honor  of  the  pioneer  prospectors  of 
the  Fresno  oil  fields. 

The  Bulletin  of  March  25,  1R64 
tells  that  "a  company  has  just  be- 
gun operations  on  a  mountain  of 
sand  and  petroleum  in  Santa  Cruz 
county."  Operations  were  num- 
erous in  all  the  coast  and  valley 
counties.  A  Humboldt  corres- 
pondent writes:  "Humboldt  county 
is  evidently  destined  to  be  one  of 
the  greatest  oil  producing  regions 
of  the  world."  May  be  it  is. 
Early  in  1865  seventeen  wells 
were  going  down  in  the  Matthole 
district  in  Humboldt  county  and 
the  Irwin  Davis  well  was  down 
310  feet.  A  few  months  ago 
rushers  were  again  locating  hun- 
dreds of  claims  in  that  district  and 
wells  are  going  down  again  as 
elsewhere  in  that  northern  coast 
region. 

"The  oil  countryi  is  still  full  of 
people  locating  claims"  said  the 
Marysville  Appeal  in  April,  1P65, 
referring  to  Colusa  county  where 
operators  are  now  putting  down 
prospect  wells. 

In  Contra  Costa  county  the 
Seaver  farm  of  200  acres  on  San 
Pablo  creek  sold  for  $ io,8ooto  an 
oil  company  and  many  similar  in- 
vestments were  made  in  the 
Mount  Diablo  region.  Many 
shafts  and  wells  were  sunk  short 
distances. 

The  San  Mateo  Gazette  of  April. 
1865  describes  the  oilifutureofthat 
county  with  the  evidence  of  the 
real  thing  before  it  to  justify  the 
predictions.  It  said:  "San  Mateo 
county  will  make  as  good  if  not 
better  show  of  coal  oil  than  any 
other  county  in  the  State.  We 
have  some  samples  of  rock  in  our 
office  from  the  bed  of  Purissima 
creek  near  B.  G.  Lathrop's  sul- 
phur springs  that  is  so  completely- 
saturated  with  coal  oil  that  it  will 
burn  almost  equal  to  a  kerosene 
lamp.  With  such  evidence  why 
may  we  not  rival  oil  creeks  in 
PennsylvaniaV 

What  is  now  the  Sunset  field 
in  Kern  county  drew  one  of  the 
rushes.  It  was  long  years  before 
oil  was  produced  there  and  then 
on  a  small  scale,  until  the  deeper 
wells  of  a  few  months  ago  revealed 
for  the  first  time  the  bituminous 
wealth  near  Buena  Vista  lake.  As 
it  has  happened  there  and  in 
Fresno     county     oil     in     paying 


quantities  will  undoubtedly  be 
found  in  many  fields  fruitlessly 
exploited  in  the  sixties  and  again 
during  that  second  oil  boom  in 
the  seventies.  These  few  brief 
glimpses  at  the  earliest  oil  boom 
are  not  discouraging  evidence  for 
enterprising  and  intelligent  oil 
operators  of  to-day  who  have  ex- 
perience, judgment  and  knowledge 
possessed  by  nobody  then. 

The  reaction  came  during  1865 
and  then  people  found  "thatthere 
is  no  oil  in  California."  One  value 
of  these  recollections  is  their  dem- 
onstration of  the  legitimacy  of  the 
oil  operations  of  the  present  day 
with  few  exceptions. 

Professor  B.  Silliman,  Jr.,  of 
Yale,  was  the  big  scientific  author- 
ity on  California  petroleum  in 
those  days.  The  then  young  man 
visited  the  California  fields  and  his 
testimony  of  their  richness  boomed 
many  a  wild  stock-jobbing  oper 
ation  and  reads  oddly  in  tne  light 
of  later  progress  in  knowledge. 
Before  that  petroleum  had  been 
mainly  a  liniment  since  the  dawn 
of  history  the  world  over,  and 
men  had  to  learn  about  it  and 
what  to  do  with  it  when  it  was 
discovered  in  wholesale  quantities 
for  the  first  time.  For  instance  it 
sounds  odd  to  read  under  date  of 
1864  that  "  A  coal  oil  stove  is 
among  the  latest  productions  of 
the  inventive  genius  of  the  east- 
ern states." 

Professor  Brewer  of  Harvard, 
"jumped  onto"  Silliman  and  his  Cal- 
ifornia petroleum  and  there  was  a 
hot  and  very  funny  controversy 
during  which  the  learned  Profes- 
sor Brewer  asserted  with  sundry 
sniffs  that  Sillirnan's  California  dis 
coveries  were  nothing  but  asphal- 
tum  and  that  gobd  illuminating 
and  lubricating  oils  could  not  be 
refined  from  the  stuff. 

There  is  much  else  of  historical 
interest  in  the  oil  story  of  that  day 
but  this  cursory  sketch  will  not  in- 
clude it. 


OIL  IN  THE    ISLANDS. 


Ventura  People   Expect    to   Find 
An  Abundance  of  Oil. 


Oil  Exchange   Rivalry. 

The  following  interesting  gossip 
about  the  Los  Angeles  Oil  Ex- 
change is  from  the  Los  Angeles 
Times  of  the  26th  inst : 

Therf  was  a  meeting  of  the  mem- 
bers  of  the   Los  Angeles   Oil  Ex- 
change yesterday    after   the    call, 
which  lasted  for  nearly  two  hours, 
and  judging  by  the  loud  talking  by 
some  of  the  members,  the  discussion 
must   have    been    somewhat    ani- 
mated.    At  the  conclusion  of   the 
meeting   the   members    refused  to 
discuss  what  was   done,  saying   it 
would  all  come  out   at  the   proper 
time.     It  is   understood,    and    not 
denied,  that  che  subject  under  dis- 
sion    was   that   of  increasing    the 
membership  of  the  exchange.     It 
is  nosecret  that  the  rivalry  between 
the  two  exchanges  has  become    so 
intense  that  they  are  now  engaged 
practically    in   a   cut-throat    game 
with   reference   to  each  other.     If 
the  Los  Angeles   Exchange  could 
secure   the    active    and    exclusive 
support  of  some  of  the  leaders  of 
the  other  exchange  it  would  weak- 
en  the   competition  considerably. 
It  is  not  asserted  that  yesterday's 
meeting  was  for  any  such  purpose, 
but  from  hints  dropped  by  members 
it  appears  that  some  of  them  are  of 
the  opinion  thatsuch  a  result  would 
follow  an  increase  of  membership. 
Whether   or  not   the   membership 
will  rem? in  at  fifty  was  not  defin- 
itely determined,  and  the  question 
of  opening  the  books  to  new  mem- 
bers  was   not   settled.     It  will  be 
considered  at  another  meeting  soon 
to  be  held,  perhaps  today. 


The  wonder  it  was  not  thought 
of  before." 

That  was  the  remark  heard  in 
every  direction  when  the  party  of 
oil  land  hunters  returned  from  An- 
acapa  island  last  week. 

Messrs.  Barry,  Barnard,  Hall 
Eastin  and  Sheridan  sailed  for  the 
island  resolved  to  locate  the  land 
for  oil.  They  did  so,  and  brought 
back  specimens  of  oil  rock,  oil  sand 
asphaltum  and  gilsonite  of  a  high 
quality.  Their  specimens  are  con- 
vincing enough,  but  their  reports 
are  clinching  to  the  most  skeptical. 
The  whole  island  of  n  40  acres 
shows  itself  underlaid  in  every 
quarter  with  the  precious  fluid  for 
which  fortunes  are  now  being  ex- 
pended. At  low  tide  oil  is  seen  to 
be  oozing  from  the  crevices  and 
the  I  rocks  on  both  sides,  at  the 
ends  of  the  islands  and  all  about 
it  the  rocks  are  coated  with  as- 
phaltum. 

This  is  one  of  the  big  oil  finds  of 
the  season,  and  created  more  ex- 
citement in  oil  and  other  circles 
than  anything  that  has  happened 
in  many  years  in  this  little  town. 
Everybody  was  anxious  to  get 
"next"  with  the  lucky  prospectors, 
for  there  is  every  evidence  that 
the  find  will  pan  out  big  when  a 
hole  is  put  down  or  a  tunnel  run 
into  the  island. 

Surveyor  Barry,  who  is  one  of 
the  lucky  men,  and  who  has  been 
all  over  the  county  running  lines 
for  oil  men,  says  the  outlook  is 
ahead  of  anything  he  has  seen  on 
tne  mainland,  and  the  specimens 
brought  back  bear  out  the  survey- 
or's statement. 

The  party  found  evidence  of  oil 
all  about  the  island.  On  this  side 
five  miles,  in  a  direct  line  with 
Summerland  and  out  in  the  chan- 
nel, the  party  sailed  through  a 
fine  oil  spring,  bubbling  up  from 
the  bottom  and  which  makes  the 
surface  smooth  for  acres  around, 
It  is  thought  that  plenty  of  oil 
can  be  found  on  the  island  at  a 
depth  of  200  to  300  feet. 

On  Monday  morning  Messrs. 
Barry,  Ed  Barnard  and  Sol  Sher- 
idan left  for  San  Nicolas  island 
for  the  purpose  of  locating  it  for 
the  oil  thereon.  But  little  is 
know  of  San  Nicolas,  as  it  but 
little  visited.  It  is  sixty  miles 
due  south  of  Ventura  and  con- 
tains five  times  the  acreage.  It  is 
said  to  show  evidences  of  oil.  The 
oil  hunters  are  wished  as  much 
success  at  San  Nicolas  as  they  had 
at  Anacapa.  They  expect  to  be 
absent  ten   days. 

Mr.  Wm.  Vardy,  who  was  a  seal 
hunter  among  the  Channel  islands 
for  a  long  time,  has  been  on  San 
Nicolas  many  times.  He  reports 
the  island  as  being  low,  with  a  few 
rocky  bluffs,  and  being  nearly 
round  in  shape.  It  is  five  or  six 
miles  across  and  contains  several 
thousand  acres.  He  says  there 
are  excellent  oil  indications  there 
and  tells  of  one  spring  of  water 
whose  surface  is  always  covered 
with  oil. — Ventura  Signal. 


Development  of  Central  Oil  Fields 

The   way  oil  is  being  developed 
in    different    districts    of  Central 
California  is  surprising.     The  pub- 
lic in  this  portion  of  the  state  know 
little  or  nothing  about  what  is  being 
done  in  this  respect,  as  the  news  is 
curtailed  in  a  large  degree.     Few 
of  the  companies  in    active  opera- 
tion  have    been    disappointed  in 
their   search    for  oil,  and   the  lag- 
gards  in    the   business,  who  have 
been  hanging  back,  dependent  for 
success  upon  the  efforts  of  others, 
find   themselves   in  a   position   to 
whoop  up  their  stocks  as  an  invest- 
ment, and   the   selfish  individuals, 
born  for  sure-thing   gamblers,  will 
undoubtedly  profit  in  the  long  run. 
Investors  should  give   this  gang  a 
wide  berth,  and   lend  their  gener- 
ous support  to  the  men  who  have 
risked  their  private   means  to  es- 
tablish a  money-maki  ng  enterprise . . 
As   a  rule,  the  individual  who  de- 
clines to  spend  a  dollar  of  his  own 
to    prove    a   proposition,    waiting 
for  someone    endowed  with  liberal 
ideas  to  place   him  where  there  is 
no  chance  for   loss,  is  not   safe  to 
trust.     He  will   hog  the  game  and 
use  his  shareholders  simply  to  fur- 
ther   his    own    end?.     There    are 
enough    companies    now   offering 
stock  with  someting  to  show  in  the 
way  of  a  prospect  to  afford  an  op- 
portunity for  investment  with  some 
guarantee  that  it  will  prove  profit- 
able  in   the  long  run.     These  are 
the  companies  to  patronize.     It  is 
more  than   likely  that   in   a  short 
time   a   Government   expert    will 
review  the  oil  fields   of  California, 
the  Director  of  the  Geological  Sur- 
vey  having    already  as   good    as 
promised  that  one  of  the  staff  will 
be  sent  out  to  investigate  their  ex- 
tent and  value.     This   will   be    a 
benefit   to   all  concerned,  and     do 
much   to   establish     pubiic    confi- 
dence in  the  future  of  the  industry 
by  putting  an  official  stamp  upon 
its  merits.     There  is  no  doubt  about 
the  result  of  such  an  investigation, 
and  the  sooner  it  is   made  the  bet- 
ter.    The  Petroleum  Miners'  Asso- 
ciation  will   do   well   to   urge  the 
Government  to  take  speedy  action 
in  this  matter,  which  is  of  vital  im- 
portance  to   the  future  of  the  in- 
try. — News  Letter.

Prices,  ply-  Coalinga  oil  for 
fuel  purposes  is  nearly 
all  engaged  on  long  term  con- 
tracts which  average  about  $1.25 
a  barrel,  in  San  Francisco  in  car- 
load lots.  When  these  contracts 
expire  unless  the  supply  keeps 
pace  with  the  increasing  demand 
the  price  will  probably  advance. 
For  gas-making  purposes  Coalinga 
oil  is  worth  $1.65  in  carload  lots  in 
San  Francisco  or  other  terminal 
points. 

Kern  county  oil  is  quoted  at  all 
sorts  of  prices,  depending  on  the 
quality  of  the  oil  and  on  the)  in- 
tensity of  the  desire  to  sell.  In 
carload  lots  in  San  Francisco  good 
Bakersfield  oil  ought  to  be  worth 
$1.45,  though  some  of  it  is  selling 
at  les>s. 

Ventura  oil  is  in  demand  at 
$1.60,  and  but  little  of  it  is  to  be 
had  except  for  gas. 

Everyone  in  the  oil  business, 
both  producer  and  consumer,  is 
waiting  for  some  company  to  be 
organized,  strong  enough  to  control 
the  market  of  the  state,  build  pipe 
lines  where  needed,  erect  storage 
plants  where  the  oil  can  be  graded, 
and  in  a  word  place  the  oil  busi- 
ness of  the  state  on  a  sound  finan- 
cial basis. 

In  Los  Angeles,  according  to 
the  Express,  oil  is  up  to  $1.25,  the 
highest  price    for   nearly  a   year. 

The  tendency  has  been  mani- 
festly upward  for  some  time,  and 
all  of  the  movement  has  been  in 
that  direction. 

The  Los  Angeles  market  has 
recently  been  ruling  strong  at  $1, 
at  which  figure  nearly  all  of  the 
long-time  contracts  for  large 
amounts  of  fuel  now  in  existence 
were  written.  The  indications  are 
that  new  contracts  will  not  be 
signed  at  less  than  $1.25,  the  new 
price. 

The  increase  in  price,  was 
brought  about  largely  by  the  Los 
Angeles  Oil  Storage  Transporta- 
tion company,  the  majority  of  the 
stock  of  which  corporation  has  re- 
cently exchanged  hands  going  to 


New  York  parties.  The  stock 
was  quietly  gathered  in  by  the 
new  owners  at  private  sale,  where 
it  could  be  snapped  up.  When 
enough  had  been  corralled  to 
give  the  new  owners  the  control 
of  the  property,  no  more  was  pur- 
chased. Edward  Strasburg  is  to 
continue  as  the  active  head  of  the 
company. 

The  Los  Angeles  Oil  Storage 
Transportation  Company  on  Sat- 
urday purchased  two  cars  of  fuel 
oil,  for  which  $1.25  a  barrel  was 
paid. 

The  Fullerton  Oil  Company  has 
just  contracted  its  output  at  $1.80 
a  barrel. 


Under  the  heading,  "Some 
Weak  Sisters,"  the  Los 
Name  Angeles  Daily  Oil  News 
Them,  prints  the  following  par- 
agraph: "It  is  claimed 
the  postal  authorities  have  several 
alleged  oil  companies  under  super- 
vision and  that  something  w'll  be 
heard  to  fall  soon.  *  *  *  In 
some  cases,  it  is  claimed,  com- 
panies are  pretending  to  have  been 
incorporated,  when,  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  they  have  not  tak.n  out  in- 
corporation papers,  while  in  other 
cases  the  companies  are  advertis- 
ing to  have  lands  which  they  do 
not  possess.  In  either  case  it  is 
believed  that  such  claims  consti- 
tute fraud  in  the  sight  of  the  law, 
and  if  advertising  matter  is  sent 
through  the  mails  they  are  amen- 
able to  the  federal  law." 

It  is  safe  to  say  that  when  the 
Los  Angeles  branch  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Petroleum  Miners'  Associa- 
tion is  established  that  none  of 
these  "weak  sisters"  will  dare  ap- 
ply for  membership.  No  company 
which  is  afraid  of  being  investi- 
gated seeks  entrance  to  this  or- 
ganization.

Pouring  in.  from  investors  or 
would-be  investors

From  Mr.  H.  C.  H<'\\  rj 
dent  of  the  Tide  Water  Oil  Syndi- 
eate,  it  is  learned  that  actual  devel 
opment  work  in  Contra 
county  will  commence  within  thirty 
days.  The  Tide  Water  Oil  Com-

RESIGNATION  TENDERED 


R.    H.    Herron    Resigns   as    Vice- 
President  of    the  Los  Angeles 
[Oil  Exchange. 

R.  H.  Herron   has   tendered  his 
resignation   as   first  vice-president 
of  the  Los  Angeles  Oil  Exchange, 
and,  although  it   has  not  been  ac- 
cepted, and  there  is  a  dispositon  on 
the  part  of  the   members  to  make 
an  effort  to  induce   Mr.  Herron  to 
retain  the  position,  he   may  insist 
upon   retiring,    although    he   will 
continue   to   hold  his  membership 
in   the   exchange.     Mr.  Herron  is 
one  of  the   best-known   and  best- 
liked  oil   men   in    the   state,   and 
in    oil  business    his  name   carries 
much  weight.     He  is  at  the  head  of 
a  supply  company,  which  is  among 
the  leaders  in  that  business,  and  to 
ook  after  his   private  interests  re- 
quires so  much  ot  his  time  that  he 
cannot  make  it  convenient  to  attend 
special  meetings,  which  are  called 
from  time  to  time  at  frequent  inter- 
vals. Mr.  Herron  has  been  a  leader 
of  the  conservative  element  in  the 
exchange,  his  policy  being  to  estab- 
lish the  business  of  the   exchange 
upon   a  basis   that   can   be   relied 
upon,  instead  of  giving   it  over  to 
the  gambling  element  and  allowing 
them  to  run  it  to  the  detriment  of 
the  oil  industry.     He  knew  the  oil 
business  before  some  of  the  brokers 

in  this  city  knew  what  oil  was,  for 
be  was  engaged  in  the  business  m 
Pennsylvaniabefore  coming  to  this 
part  of  the  country,  and  still  re- 
tains  extensive  properties  in  that 

«I  am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that 
if  the  so-called  brokers  are  given  a 
free  hand,  they  will  ruin  the  indus- 
try in  this  city  for  those  for  those 
who  are  legitimate  producers,'  said 


Mr.  Herron. 


The  San  Francisco 
exchange  is  doing  little  for  its 
members,  or  little  business  of  any 
kind,  for  that  matter.  The  reason 
for  it  is  that  stocks  were  inflated 
to  a  degree  that  was  unreasonaole, 
and  there  are  now  stocks  on  that 
•market  which  sold  for  as  high  as 
%2  c0  a  share  which  can  now  be 
bought  for  10  cents.  If  a  man  is 
in  the  grocery  business  he  must 
have  groceries  on  his  shelves  before 
he  can  hope  to  do  legitimate  trad- 
ing If  a  man  is  in  the  oil  busi- 
ness he  should  have  oil  on  hand 
and  not  lead  the  people  into  a  wild 
chase  for  something  which  is  only 
a  possibility.  I  know  of  brokers 
todav  who  have  sold  stocks  without 
knowing  where  the  lands  of  the 
company  are  located,  or  whether 
such  companies  have  any  lands. 
This  wildcat  style  will  injure  the 
business,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
business  man  who  cares  to  perpet- 
uate the  industry  to  rebuke  the 
element  which  would  make  out  of 
it  a  gambling  proposition  pure  and 
simple."— Los  Angeles  Times.

Systematic  Market  Needed 

Wendell  Easton,  the  well-known 
real   estate   dealer  and  successful 
promoter   of  oil    propositions,    re- 
turned from  Bakersfield   on   Mon- 
day morning.     Mr.   Easton  is   en- 
thusiastic over  the  outlook   of  the 
Central  California    oil   fields   but 
believes  that  something  should  be 
done  immediately  and  in    a  syste- 
matic way  in  order  to    straigthen 
out  the   existing   affairs   which  as 
they  now  exist,  can  by   no   means 
be  satisfactory  either   to   the   pro- 
ducer or  the  consumer.     "At  pres- 
ent," said   Mr.   Easton,  "there  are 
all  sorts  of  prices,  particularly  in 
lower  fields  there  seems   to  be   no 
settled  standard   for  the    price  01 
oil,   neither   are   there  proper   ac- 
commodations   for     handling     the 
product,  especially   in   the  way  of 
pipe  line,  storage  tanks,  etc.     The 
oil   should    be  so    that  consumers 
can   always  depend   upon    secur- 
ing  oil   of  a  certain    gravity   and 
which  can  also  be  depended   upon 
giving   out    a   certain    amount   of 
heat  and  flowing  in  a  certain   way. 
It  is  also  absolutely  necessary  that 
there  should  be  organized   immed- 
iately in  San  Francisco  a  company 
which  would  handle  the  oil  of  dif- 
ferent sections,  establish  a   certain 
market   price    so  that  competition 
should  be  avoided  and  a  sufficient 
amount   of   a    certain  kind   of  oil 
should  always  be  kept  on  hand  so 
that  large  consumers  need   not  be 
afraid  of  not  being  able   to   obtain 
oil   when  it   is   needed.       Such  a 
company,  I  believe,   could   be   or- 
ganized   with   a   capital   of  half  a 
million    and  I   also     believe   that 
such  a  company   would   from   the 
start  transact    a   most   satisfactory 
business,     satisfactory    not     only 
to  themselves  but  also  to  the  pro- 
ducers and  consumers.     The  state- 
ment that  such  a   company  would 
require  a  capitalization  of  $2,000,- 
000, 1  believe,  is  not  true.  It  might 
be    necessary     to     expend     that 
amount  of  money  in  the   future  as 
the  oil    business    increases     and 
larger  storage  tanks   and   refiner- 
ies become  necessary,  but  for  the 
present  I  am  confident  that  $500,- 
000  would   be  amply  sufficient  to 
meet  all  requirements  in  the  case." 

Oil  Not  Effective  on  Sand  Roads 

Supervisors  Cressey  and  Barnes, 
as  a  duly  authorized  committee, 
last  week  visited  Bakersfield  and 
Los  Angeles,  and  investigated  the 
merits  of  oil  in  road-making,  as 
demonstrated  in  those  localities. 
Mr.  Cressy  tells  us  they  found  that 
oil  is  not  effective  on  sand,  failing 
to  bind  it.  The  oil  lays  dust  by 
rendering  it  too  heavy  to  rise,  ef- 
fecting no  other  purpose  in  sand.

It  is  interrupted 
in  one  place  by  a  depression,  but 
otherwise  the  formation  is  so  dis- 
tinct that  it  may  be  followed  with- 
out difficulty  in  the  moonlight 
Near  the  point  where  the  Pacific 
Consolidated  is  drilling  there  is  a 
bulge  in  the  general  trend  of  the 
mountain  range,  and  it  there 
swings  north  to  Mckittrick.  Ap- 
parently the  ground  between  these 
two  points  is  virtually  established 
also. 

The  Pacific  Consolidated  started 
a  thirteen-inch  hole,  expecting  to 
go  to  a  depth  of  1500  feet,  and 
carried  it  down  without  casing  to 
620.  At  that  depth  the  drill  pene- 
trated the  sand  and  boring  has 
been  suspended  awaiting  the  ar- 
rival of  casing,  only  500  feet  being 
on  hand. — Bakersfield  Californian.

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Magnetism  In  Oil  Wells. 

A  curious  state  of  affairs  is  said 
to  exist  in  the  Orange  County 
Oil  Company's  well  on  the  Bixby 
ranch,  which  has  caused  some  an- 
noyance to  the  men  in  charge  of 
the  work  and  has  puzzled  the 
heads  of  a  number  of  local  oil  en- 
thusiasts who  are  deeply  inter- 
ested in  anything  connected  with 
the  development  of  the  precious 
fluid.  The  well  in  question  has 
attracted  some  attention,  and  this 
condition  of  affairs  has  naturally 
caused  much  comment. 

The  company  in  boring  the 
well  put  in  a  12-inch  iron  casing 
and  this  they  had  lowered  about 
400  feet  when  it  was  found  neces- 
sary to  drill  a  smaller  hole  and 
sink  an  8-inch  steel  .pipe..  This 
was  put  down  over  100  feet  fur- 
ther, till  now  the  total  depth  of 
the  well  is  between  600  and  700 
feet.  At  this  depth  some  obstruc- 
tion was  encountered  and  an  at- 
tempt was  made  to  raise  the  8- 
inch  pipe.  It  was  rather  heavy 
and  refused  to  be  moved,  till  as  a 
last  resort  a  hoisting  apparatus 
capable  of  lifting  ninety  tons  was 
attached,  and  even  this  failed  to 
do  the  work.  The  pipe  was  not 
tightly  wedged  as  it  could  be 
moved  from  side  to  side  in  the 
larger  casing,  and  even  if  it  had 
become  wedged,  it  could  scarcely 
withstand  the  strain  put  upon  it. 
An  explanation  of  the  situation 
was  not  forthcoming  until  it  was 
noticed  that  some  of  the  tools 
seemed    magnitized,    and  the   dis

What  the  result 
of  this  will  be  on  the  continua- 
tion of  the  work  is  not  known, 
but  while  it  will  probably  be  no 
slight  source  of  annoyance  to  the 
work,  it  is  not  thought  that  the 
well  will  have  to  be  abandoned. —

Oil  for  Fuel  at  Water  Works. 

The  City  Trustees  in  regular 
session  Monday  evening  received 
the  report  of  their  committee  ap- 
pointed to  investigate  the  merits 
of  oil  as  fuel,  with  a  view  to  its 
use  at  the  water  works,  coal  rang- 
ing high  and  the  wood  supply  in- 
adequate. The  committee  report- 
ed that  they  had  visited  the  Bald 
Eagle  ranch,  where  oil  is  used, 
and  found  that  a  saving  of  $9  per 
per  day — 37  J4  per  cent — is  effeet- 
ected  compared  with  wood  at  $3 
per  cord — the  city  pays  $3  25  and 
$3  30.  Recommendation  was 
made  that  oil  be  used  by  the  city. 
In  this  connection  a  communica- 
tion was  received  from  the  boiler 
insurance  company  to  the  effect 
that  the  use  of  oil  would  not  in- 
validate the  insurance  on  the 
boilers,  provided  the  proper  burn- 
ers were  properly  used. 

The  City  Clerk  was  instructed 
to  correspond  with  oil  companies 
with  a  view  to  obtaining  terms 
and  a  long-time  contracts  for  oil, 
and  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
City  Engineer  to  prepare  plans 
and  specifications  for  underground 
storage  tanks,  and  feed  tanks, 
burners,  etc.,  to  be  submitted  at  a 
special  meeting  to  beheld  Monday 
evening  next.  The  improvements 
will  cost  approximately  $600,  it  is 
estimated,  but  the  saving  in  fuel 
will  soon  make  good  the  outlay. 
The  underground  (outside  the 
building)  storage  tanks  are  to  be 
two  in  number  and  of  7000  gallons 
capacity  each,  a  pump  supplying 
two  50-gallon  feed  tanks,  also  to 
be  located  outside  the  building. — 
Modesto  Herald.

Vie  Roberts  ami  I-'red  Josling  are 
down  in  the  oil  sand  on  their  prop- 
erty, next  to  the  Whale  Oil  Com- 
pany's property,  in  the-  Wartham 
district.  An  enterprising  individ- 
ual scripped  their  land  and  they 
are  securing  abundant  evidence 
that  there  is  oil  on  their  property 
by  going  right  down  on  the  oil 
seepages,  with  a  hard  drilling  rig, 
in  two  different  places.  They  are 
already  down  over  sixty  feet  in  the 
last  hole.  They  call  their  claim 
The  Pup." 

A  telegram  from  Coalinga  on 
Saturday  stated  that  the  second 
well  of  the  Independence  Oil 
Company,  located  on  section  28, 
19-15,  is  now  well  down  in  the  sec- 
ond oil  sand  and  that  the  second 
well  is  much  better  than  the  first. 
The  rig  is  up  on  well  No.  3  and 
this  well  will  soon  be  commenced. 
Well  Xo.  2  was  drilled  in  sixteen 
days,  which  is  said  to  beat  the 
record  or  report  over  in  this  or  any 
othsr  district  in  California.  The 
Independence  will  soon  have  a 
group  of  five  wells  and  will  soon 
be  producing  at  least  500  barrels  a 
day  of  superior  quality  of  oil.  A 
complete  pumping  plant  is  now 
installed. 

Section  28  is  fast  becoming  a 
banner  oil  district.  There  is  a 
pumping  well  on  the  northwest 
quarter,  two  producing  wells  on 
the  northeast  quarter.  The  Twen- 
ty-eight Company  has  a  rig  on  the 
northeast  quarter,  four  or  five 
hundred  feet  from  Independence 
No.  :.  It  started  in  to  drill  this 
week.  On  the  southeast  quarter 
the  Oil  City  Petroleum  Company 
has  a  fine  well,  about  1000  teet 
from  Independence  No.  1.  What 
is  most  needed  now  is  a  pipe  line. 
Connection  can  be  easily  and 
cheaply  made  with  the  Union  line 
but  the  toll  is  high,  and  the  oper- 
ators on  28  are  figuring  on  building 
a  pipe  line  of  their  own  at  a  cost 
of  $25,000.  The  hamlet  that  has 
sprung  up  in  28  has  been  named 
Independence  City,  and  it  prom- 
ises to  rival  Oil  City. 

SAN    BENITO. 

C.  J,  Tallon  of  308  Market  street 
has  the  greatest  confidence  in  the 
future  of  the  oil  industry  of  San 
Benito  county.  He  has  already 
something  like  80,000  acres  near 
Hollister  under  his  control  and  is 
anxiously  waiting  the  develop- 
ments shortly  to  be  expected  from 
the  San  Benito  Oil  Company, 
which  is  drilling  on  the  Kehl 
ranch  about  four  miles  south  of 
Hollister.  Competent  experts  who 
have  examined  this  property  near 
Hollister  all  agree  in  saying  that 
no  better  indications  for  oil  can  be 


found  in  the  state.  It  oil  is  struck 
on  the  Kehl  ranch,  Mr.  Tallon  will 

soon  have  three  rigs  at  work  .md 
expects  to  sec  within  six  months 
at  least  100  derricks  erected  in  the 
neighborhood  of   Hollister.

The  Gibbs  (iii  Company  is  still 
drilling. 

The  Stockton  Oil  Company  is 
drilling  and  is  down  over  400  feet. 

The  Stanislaus  Oil  Company  is 
still  drilling,  and  is  down  between 
400  and  500  feet. 

The  Iowa  Oil  Company  has  shut 
down  for  a  few  days  on  account  of 
a  scarcity  of  water,  teams  for  haul- 
ing being  minus. 

The  Florence  Oil  Company  has 
moved  its  derrick  to  start  well  No. 
2.  They  have  secured  a  double 
crew  and  will  work  a  day  and 
night  shift. 

It  is  reported,  on  what  is  said  to 
be  good  authority,  that  the  Oceanic 
Oil  Company,  in  which  a  large 
number  of  Lemore  people  are  in- 
terested, hasstruck  the  first  oil  sand 
and  a  little  oil  at  about  1000  feet. 
The  oil  is  of  a  light  quality,  like 
that  at  Oil  City. 

Surveyor  P.  M.  Norboe  has  re- 
turned from  White  City,  where  he 
has  been  doing  some  surveying. 
Mr.  Norboe  says  that  the  well  of 
the  Western  Oil  and  Refining  Com- 
pany, which  was  started  a  week 
ago  Monday,  was  down  156  feet 
last  Monday  night.

The  southern  quarter  of  20,  19-15 
is  the  scene  of  nearly  as  much  ac- 
tivity at  the  present  time  as  any  of 
the  oil  fields  in  the  central  part  of 
the  state.

In  the  Still  Oil  district,  sometimes 
misnamed  the  Devil's  Den,  the  Im- 
perial Oil  and  Development  Com- 
pany of  San  Francisco  has  shipped 
in  a  drilling  rig  to  be  placed  on  the 
northwest  quarter  of  section  27, 
26-17.  The  rig  is  a  standard,  and 
drillers  will  be  at  work  with  it  in  a 
few  days.  The  Devil's  Den  dis- 
trict is  opposite  the  Still  district  on 
the  other  side  of  Antelope  valley 
— Hanford  Daily  Journal.

The  Iiaiker  ranch  is  in  a  thick 
Hoor  of  rock  as  hard  as  Hint  and 
progress  necessarily  slow.  In,t  the 
hydraulic  prospecting  rig  which 
is  being  used  to  sink  the  hole  lias 
gone  thirteen  and  one-half  feet 
into  the  stratum  and  is  still  at  it. 

When  the  Peerless  No.  3  had 
had  only  twenty  holes  punched  in 
it,  the  oil  rose  350  feet  during  the 
night.  The  well  has  since  been 
completely  perforated  and  the  oil 
now  stands  in  the  casing  over  500 
feet. 

The  east  half  of  section  6  is  half 
a  mile  south  of  the  Senator's  well, 
the  same  distance  west  of  the 
Monte  Cristo's,  and  its  southern 
extremity  is  a  mile  west  of  the 
Grace.  There  has  been  no  drilling 
to  the  west  of  it  except  Newton's 
operations  on  1,  29-27,  which  were 
suspended,  it  is  believed,  because 
oftrouble  with  the  casing. 

Canfield,  Doney  and  others  have 
made  a  most  important  strike  in 
18,  28-28,  their  well  being  on  the 
outskirts  of  the  oil  district,  and 
being  more  than  a  mile  from  the 
most  northerly  well  on  section  20 
and  from  the  Reed  Crude  Oil  Com- 
pany's well  near  the  center  of  20. 
The  discovery  of  oil  in  this  section 
has  added  over  a  thousand  acres  to 
the  new  boundaries  of  the  oil  dis- 
trict. 

The  Californian  says  that  John 
Enis,  who  owns  section  6,  29-28, 
has  been  offered  $100,000  for  the 
east  half,  in  time  payment,  and 
$50,000  spot  cash  for  the  northeast 
quarter.  As  this  land  is  outside, 
the  demonstrative  oil  belt  being 
half  a  mile  from  the  nearest  wells, 
an  attempt  to  buy  at  the  figure 
named  shows  that  some  one  holds 
faith  in  the  proposition  that  the 
Kern  River  district  extends  west 
considerable  distance  from  its 
known  confines. 

No  one  who  was  familiar  with 
the  Kern  River  district  a  year  ago 
would  recognize  the  picture  on  the 
third  page  of  this  issue.  The  pic- 
ture is  a  view  of  a  region  that  a 
few  months  ago  contained  no 
vestige  of  life,  and  oil  wells  were 
unheard  of.  The  view  in  question 
is  one  obtained  from  a  derrick,  and 
looks  east  from  section  5,  township 
29,  range  28.  The  wells  of  the 
San  Joaquin  Company  are  in  the 
foreground,  and  back  of  them  can 
be  counted  over  fifty  derricks. 
This,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind,  is 
but  a  fractional  part  of  the  pro- 
ducing wells  of  Kern  county. 

The  well  of  the  Giant  Co.  at 
McKittrick  is  flowing  a  solid   two- 
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ineb    stream,    there     are    only    16 
holes  punched  in  the  casing. 

The  Treadwell  well  on  3,  29-28 
still  continues  flowing  and  is 
yielding  at  least  120  barrels  a  day. 

There  is  over  150  feet  of  oil  sand 
in  the  Mt.  Diablo  well,  and  the 
drill  is  still  going  down,  the  sand 
getting  richer  everyday. 

The  Four  company  is  building 
a  concrete  reservoir  sixty  feet  in 
diameter  and  sixteen  feet  deep 
and  cf  a  capacity  of  nearly  3500 
barrels.  The  reservoir  will  cost 
about  half  the  price  of  wooden 
tanks  of  the  same  volume. 

The  work  of  filling  the  big 
Southern  Pacific  tanks  at  Bakers- 
field  with  oil  from  the  McKittrick 
fields  has  been  begun,  and  will  be 
continued  until  the  tanks  are  full. 
They  have  a  capacity  of  200,000 
barrels,  thirty  carloads.  The  com- 
pany is  rapidly  converting  all  of 
its  locomotives  on  the  divisions 
entertng  this  city  and  Bakersfield 
into  oil  burners. 

The  Barker  ranch  rig  is  en- 
countering formation  altogether 
different  from  anything  else  yet 
found  in  or  about  the  Kern  River 
district,  says  the  Californian.  The 
formation  consists  of  hard  floors  of 
cemented  shells,  randstone  and 
blue  rock,  alternating  with  beds 
of  blue  and  yellow  clay.  There 
has  been  a  slight  showing  only  of 
oil,  and  no  water.  Asked  this 
morning  if  he  had  met  anything 
similar  to  jthis,  C.  A.  Canfield 
stated  that  the  description  tallied 
with  that  of  Coalinga.  The  pres- 
ence of  these  hard  strata  does  not 
indicate  that  there  is  oil  to  be 
found  beneath  nor  does  it  indicate 
the  contrary ;  but  it  is  very  prob- 
able that  if  oil  is  found  there.it 
will  be  of  lighter  gravity,  the 
compact  and  light  formation  hav- 
ing served  to  retain  the  volatile 
substances  which  in  the  heavier 
oils  have  slowly  escaped." 

F.  W.  Weed,  secretary  of  the 
Lion  Oil  Company,  was  in  Bakers- 
field  last  Friday.  This  company 
has  been  annoyed  by  the  non-arri- 
valof  some  tools,  and  the  work  of 
drilling  has  thus  been  delayed. 
The  missing  apparatus  arrived  last 
week,  and  was  taken  to  Sunset 
Saturday,  and  work  has  now 
begun.  The  Lion  has  some  of  the 
most  promising  land  in  the  Sunset 
district.

The  Pennsylvania  Oil  Company 

has  located  a  site  for  the  first  well 

in  the  Fullerton  fi  -Id. 

Well  No.  7  of  the  Columbia 
Company  has  been  spouting  and 
gushing  oil  at  intervals  for  several 
days.  It  was  the  intention  of  the 
company  to  bore  through  the  oil 
sand  or  to  the  bottom  of  it,  but  the 
rush  of  oil  prevented  it.  Well  No. 
6  of  that  company  is  almost  as  good 
and  is  a  steady  producer.  The  oil 
from  these  wells  is  said  to  be  35 
gravity. 


It  is  reported  that  Newmark  & 
Co.  of  Los  Angeles  have  closed  an 
oil  lease  on  all  that  part  of  the 
Moulton  ranch  lying  north  of  the 
Santa  Fe  railroad.  It  is  believed 
that  good  indicationsr  of  oil  exist 
on  this  ranch. 

That  there  are  several  wells  in 
the  Fullerton  field  which  run  above 
200  barrels  per  day  is  certain  ,  and 
it  is  equally  certain  that  there  are 
several  others  which  promise  to 
excel  anything  yet  known.  The 
light  oil  of  the  Fullerton  field  is 
worth  in  the  neighborhood  of  $r. 75 
per  barrel  in  the  field,  and  a  well 
which  would  produce  1000  barrels 
of  oil  per  day  for  a  year  would  in 
that  time  produce  oil  to  the  value 
of  $638,750.  Whethersuch  a  well 
will  ever  be  seen  in  California  no 
man  can  state,  but  it  is  certainly 
among  the  possibilities,  and  many 
a  person  is  watching  the  Fullerton 
field  to  see  how  large  a  produc- 
tion can  come  from  one  well. 

Well  No.  2  of  the  Fullerton  Oil 
Company  is  flowing  over  the  cas- 
ing head  and  across  the  road  six 
inches  deep.  Permission  was 
asked  to  construct  a  dam  across 
a  small  creek,  which  runs  past  the 
well,  to  save  the  oil.  Mr.  Hughes 
at  once  ordered  scrapers  and  teams 
put  to  work  to  construct  the  dam. 
He  was  informed  that  the  oil 
flowed  from  the  well  steadily  and 
not  by  gushes,  and  that  the  out- 
put without  a  pump  is  about  fifty 
barrels  per  day.  This  oil  is  34 
gravity  and  the  company  has  a 
contiact  to  sell  all  it  can  produce 
at  $i.?o  per  barrel.  The  land  of 
this  company  adjoins  that  of  the 
Columbia  on  which  well  No.  7  has 
been  gushing  for  more  than  a 
week. 

SAN  DIEGO. 

The  oil  excitement  in  and 
around  San  Diego  has  not  in  the 
least  abated,  and  the  Recorder  of 
that  connty  has  had  all  he  can  do 
to  record  all  the  oil  claims  which 
have  been  filed.  The  presence 
of  oil  in  the  Encinitas  district  has 
been  known  for  a  long  time,  but 
until  now  it  was  not  thought  to 
exist  in  paying  quantities.  Of 
it  the  San  Diego  Union  says: 
"Two  years  and  a  half  ago  two 
ranchers  sunk  a  well  where  there 
ranches  joined,  and  at  a  depth  of 
ninety-one  feet  passed  through 
a  four-inch  stratum  of  oil  sand 
containing  oil.'  After  passing 
through  the  oil  sand  they  struck 
blue  soapstone,  which  filled  up 
the  hole  for  about  twelve  feet,and 
made  it  necessary  to  suspend  op 
erations  for  their  was  no  casing 
in  the  well  and  the  men  did  not 
have  the  money  with  which  to 
buy  it.  It  is  also  claimed  that  the 
water  in  the  wells  of  that  section 
is  so  strongly  impregnated  with 
oil  that  the  cattle  won't  drink  it. 
One  expert  from  Los  Angeles  said 
the  Encinitas  district  contained 
the  largest  deposit  of  oil'  sand  he 
had  ever  seen.  Another  expert 
who  spent  six  weeks  in  the  district 
said  the  surface  indications  prove 
conclusively  that  oil  exists  at  a 
shallow  depth."

VICTORY  FOR  THE  SCRIPPERS  '  v 
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Federal   Decision  That  Will  Affect  Titles  to 
Thousands  of  Acres. 


Judge    Ross  of  Los    Angeles  Completely  Upholds  ths 
Claims  of  Lieu  Land  Locators  Where  No  "Dis- 
covery" Had  Preceded  Scrip  Location. 


On  Monday  last  1'nited  States 
Circuit  Court  Judge  Ross  handed 
down  from  the  bench  of  the  Ninth 
Circuit  at  Los  Angeles  the  most 
important  decision  yet  rendered 
by  any  Court  concerning  the  is 
sues  involved  in  the  contest  be- 
tween the  "scrippers"  and  the  oil 
men.  In  upholding  the  "scrip" 
claimant  in  the  case  of  the  Olive 
Land  and  Development  Company 
vs.  William  H.  Olmstead  et  al.  the 
Court  gives  a  clear  and  quite  ex- 
haustive exposition  of  the  legal 
principles  involved  in  this  and 
many  other  issues   that  are  like  it, 


itable  quantities"  at  the  very  first 

of  the  issue. audit  is  furthcrclearlv 
set  forth  that  the  required  discov 

ery  must  have  been  made  at  the 
time  the  agricultural  claimant  has 
filed  upon  the  land.  The  decision 
is  a  very  lengthy  exposition  of  the 
views  of  the  court,  which  recog- 
nizes the  importance  of  the  issue 
in  the  following  language;

The 
issue  was  thus  a  typical  one  and 
its  result  will  be  a  guide  to  a  great 
number  of  conflicting  claimants 
elsewhere. 

Rarly  in  the  opinion  the  Court 
reviews  and  reiterates  the  law  and 
decisions  requiring  an  actual  dis- 
covery of  mineral  as  a  precedent 
to  a  valid  mineral  location,  ami 
says  that  "mere  surface  indica-

and  the  decision  may  be  taken  by 
the  oil  men  to  be  one  that  settles 
some  of  the  vital  legal  questions 
that  have  arisen  in  this  issue  over 
the  title  to  public  lands. 

The  decision  is  a  complete  vic- 
tory for  such  scrippers  as,  prior  to 
the  withdrawal  from  entry  in  March 
of  about  1,7000,000  acres  of  public 
land  in  the  oil  belt,  had  filed  lieu 
land  selections  on  vacant  tracts  in 
which  no  legal  "discovery"  of  oil 
had  been  made  at  the  time  of  selec- 
tion, and  it  will  affect  the  titles  to 
a  very  great  acreage  of  lands 
claimed  under  both  placer  mining 
locations  and  scrip  selections.  The 
battle  waged  by  the  scrippers  of 
which  this  suit  is  a  feature  has 
been  conducted  mainly  by  Jeffer- 
son Chandlcrand  Shirley  C.Ward. 

The  decision  for  the  first  time 
clearly  defines  the  rights  of  the 
"scripper"  as  they  are  recognized 
in  this  court,  and  may  probably  be 
taken  as  a  final  one  on  the  points 
involved,  as  it  follows  well-known 
rules  and  decisions,  and  leading 
attorneys  are  not  inclined  to  ex- 
pect a  different  view-  of  the  law  to 
be  taken  by  an  appellate  court. 

In  this  case  we  find  the  familiar 
requirement  of  a  "discovery"  of  oil 
or  other  valuable  minerals  in  "prof-" 


that  the  present  suit  will  serve  as 
a  precedent  for  others  now  pend- 
ing, has  induced  the  Court  to  take 
the  case  up  out  of  its  order  and  to 
give  to  the  questions  presented 
careful  consideration,  to  the  end 
that  the  law  upon  the  subject  may 
be  speedily  settled  and  the  way 
indicated  by  which  the  title  to 
such  lands  may  be  acquired  and 
ths  important  industry  referred  to 
encouraged  and  developed." 

The  land  in  the  case  at  issue  was 
was  public  land  in  Ventura  count} 
which  one  J.  R.  Johnston  selected 
in  May,  1900,  in  lieu  of  a  similar 
amount  of  land  in  a  forest  reserve, 
patented  to  him  and  relinquished 
to  the  Government  in  accordance 
with  the  act  of  June  4,  1897,  the 
law  under  which  most  of  the  so- 
called  "scrip"  locations  have  been 
made.  His  rights  were  immed- 
iately conveyey  to  the  plaintiff. 
Before  this  time,  in  October,  1899, 
the  land  in  question  had  been  lo- 
cated as  a  placer  petroleum  mining 
claim,  called  the  La  Bonita  oil  claim, 
and  had  been  conveyed  to  the  de- 
fendants. The  oil  locator  was  the 
first  011  the  ground.  The  answer 
alleged  that  the  land  had  no  agri- 
cultural value, and  but  little,  if  any, 
for  grazing  ;  that  it  was  in  a  recog- 


of  the  statute." 

'j(ln  this  connection  the  Court  ob- 
serves: "It  is  matter  of  common 
knowledge  that,  in  consequence  of 
the  decision  in  the  case  of  Nevada- 
Sierra  Oil  Company  vs.  Home  Oil 
Company,  strenuous  efforts  were 
made  by  strong  and  influential  or- 
ganizations to  induce  Cougress  at 
its  last  session  to  dispense  with  the 
necessity  of  an  actual  discovery  of 
oil  as  a  basis  of  acquiring  such 
lauds  under  the  placer  mining 
laws  *  *  *  but  these  efforts 
were  unsuccessful." 

"Applying  the  law  to  the  facts 
as  made  to  appear  in  the  plead- 
ings," says  the  Court,  "it  is  clear 
that  the  location  of  the  lands  in 
coctrovesy  in  October,  1899, 
amounted  to  nothing,  for  the  rea- 
son that  no  discovery  of  oil  had 
been  made,"  and  it  is  further  de- 
clared that  it  is  not  pretended  that 
the  defendants  remained  in  actual 
possession  of  the  premises, 
"and  if  they  had,  the  law  is  well 
settled  that  mere  occupancy  of  the 
public  lands  and  improvements 
thereon  give  no  vested  right 
therein  as  against  the  United 
States,"  or  a  purchaser  from  them. 
In  this  manner  the  "discovery" 
requirement  and    also  the   futility 


rights  are  complete,  "The  ques- 
tion that  remains  open  to  inquiry 
by  the  Land  Department  up  to 
the  issuance  of  patent  is,  whether 
or  not  the  selected  land  was  vacant 
and  open  to  settlement  at  the  time 
of  its  selection.  Vacant  public 
land  is  open  to  settlement  under 
the  laws  relating  to  that  subject 
when  they  contain  no  'known 
salines  or  mines.'  "  They  must  be 
'known  mines,'  and  mere  indica- 
tions are  not  sufficient. 

"It  is  quite  possible  that  lands 
settled  upon  as  suitable  only  for 
agricultural  purposes,  entered  by 
the  settler  and  patented  by  the 
Government  under  the  presump- 
tion laws,  may  be  found,  years 
after  patent  has  issued,  to  contain 
minable  minerals." but  title  cannot 
then  be  assailed,  ,cays  the  Court. 

The  argument  that  the  scripper 
selects  land  as  agricultural  merely 
to  search  for  oil,  and  so  acts  in  bad 
faith,  is  knocked  completely  into 
irrelevancy  by  the  Court  as  fol- 
lows: 

"Nor  is  it  of  any  importance,  in 
view  of  the  provisions  of  the  stat- 
ute under  consideration,  that  the 
selection  here  in  question  may 
have   been   made   in  the  hope   of

tion has  already  well  demonstrated 
its  value  to  the  industry.  That  is 
the  sort  of  work  that  this  associa- 
tion will  do,  working  on  broad  and 
general  lines,  and  that  is  the  sort 
of  work  that  is  bringing  to  it  the 
cooperation  of  the  leading  oil 
men  of  California. 

President  L.  P.  Crane  will  be 
the  active  executive  force  in  car- 
rying out  this  programme  and  he 
is  already  busily  at  work  on  it. 

"California  people  do  not  realize 
the  interest  that  the  outside  world 
is  taking  in  the  California  oil 
field,"  Mr.  Crane  said  the  other 
day,  sitting  at  his  desk, 
such  an  interest  is  being 
shown  net  only  in  the  East 
but  in  Europe.  The  London 
branch  of  the  International  Asso- 
ciation has  urged  that  California 
send  such  an  exhibit,  because  it  is 
regarded  by  European  oil  men  of 
general  knowledge  of  the  world's 
fields  as  one  of  the  important  and 
interesting  petroleum  oil  dis- 
tricts of  the  world,  with  a  great 
future  before  it.  Foreign  and 
Eastern  scientific  experts  who 
have  investigated  the  petroleum 
resources  of  the  State  fully  realize 
the  great  future  in  store  for  the 
industry  here. 

"One  of  these  men  was  the  emi- 
nent L.  P.  Holman,  who  was  here 
about  four  months  ago.  He  is  now 
in  London  and  for  years  has 
worked  in  the  Russian  oil  fields. 
When  he  was  here  he  declared  to 
me,  after  studying  the  field,  that 
in  a  few  years  California's  oil 
product  would  rival  its  output  of 
gold.  'It's  here,'  he  said,  'it's 
here.  What  is  the  matter  with 
your  people  that  they  do  not  go  to 
work  more  energetically  and  take 
this  enormous  volume  of  oil  from 
the  ground  ?' 

"Now  this  exhibit  and  the  infor- 
mation that  will  be  prepared  will 
make  the  whole  world  acquainted 
with  the  petroleum  resources  of 
California,  the  condition  and  his- 
tory of  the  industry  and  the  op- 
portunities awaiting  the  future. 
Our  products  will  be  studied  with 
much  interest  by  leaders  of  the 
industry  from  all  the  oil  fields  of 
the  world,  as  will  all  the  features 
of  the  industry  here.  It  will  draw 
such  men  here  for  investigation 
and  it  will  unquestionably  draw 
foreign  capital  here. 

"Our  exhibit  will  be  a  very  in- 
teresting one,  comprising  varieties 
of  the  fourteen  different  specific 
petroleum  products  of  commercial 
value  produced  here.  There  will 
be  a   variety  of  oils   refined    and 


crude  and  each  specimen  will  be 
analyzed  in  the  chemical  depart- 
ment of  the  University  of  Califor- 
nia, sealed  there  and  will  bear  the 
analysis  on  the  outside  of  the  bot- 
tle. In  chemical  composition, 
gravity,  etc.,  these  oils  will  present 
a  wide  and  interesting  range  of 
variety.  This  will  present  the 
first  comprehensive  exposition  of 
this  range  of  variety  ever  made. 
Asphaltum  in  its  different  forms 
will  make  another  interesting  fea- 
ture, The  benzines,  napthas,  par- 
affines  and  so  on  refined  from  the 
crude  product  will  extend  the  list. 
Fuel  and  other  tests  will  be  gi  en 
in  variety  and  many  fine  photo- 
graphs will  illustrate  the  exhibit. 
You  can  rely  on  it  that  California 
will  not  be  ashamed  of  her  petrol 
eum  exhibit  in  Paris  if  the  co-op- 
eration promised  and  expected  is 
received." 


MORE   ENGINES    TO   BURN   OIL. 

Engines  1301  and  1198,  running 
between  Portefville  and  Mendota 
via  Fresno,  are  in  the  machine 
shops  here  being  overhauled  and 
changed  to  oil-burners. 
Notwithstanding  the  report  that 
the  Southern  Pacific  management 
had  given  orders  not  to  equip  any 
more  engines  with  oil-burning  ap- 
paratu  ,  the  fact  has  just  leaked 
out  that  the  company  has  issued  a 
new  order  instructing  the  master 
mechanic  to  change  all  the  en- 
gines in  this  division  just  as  rap- 
idly as  possible. 

The  company's  four  new  50,000- 
gallon  wooden  storage  tanks  have 
just  been  installed  and  connected 
with  pipes.  Two  of  these  tanks 
have  been  filled  and  a  few  thous- 
and gallons  run  into  the  others. 
Even  greater  storage  capacity  is 
being  planned,  which  provides  for 
two  more  wooden  tanks  of  50,000 
gallons  capacity  each,  and  one  im- 
mense steel  tank  of  35,000  barrels. 

A  big  receiver  has  just  been  put 
in  successful  operation.  It  has 
two  compartments  of  3,200  gallons 
each.  It  is  operated  by  air  and 
fills  automatically.  When  oil  is 
being  taken  out  of  .one  compart- 
ment the  other  is  feeling.  Or,  the 
arrangement  is  such  that  both 
compartments  may  be  filled  at  the 
same  time. 

An  engine's  tanks  can  easily  be 
filled  in  from  seven  to  ten  min- 
utes.— Bakersfield  Echo. 


Usin£  Oil  in  the  Sierras. 

The  Amador  County  Democrat 
of  Sutter  Creek,  Cal.,  says:  "The 
successful  use  of  crude  petroleum 
for  fuel  by  the  Sierra  Railway 
Company,  as  demonstrated  by  the 
Sierra  locomotives  hauling  the 
Carters  excursion  trains  was  an 
eye-opener  to  local  mining  men. 
The  management  of  two  companies 
— the  Black  Oak  on  the  eastern 
belt  and  the  Harvard  on  themother 
lode — propose  making  further  in- 
vestigation in  the  matter  with  the 
ultimate  object  in  view  of  using 
petroleum  instead  of  wood  at  their 
respective  mines.  The  Sierra 
people  state  they  will  effect  a  sav- 
ing of  fifty  per  cent  over  any  other 
fuel  ured  by  burning  crude  oil." 


TRANSPORTATION  TAX.

What    Carload     Rates    Mean 
Producers  and  Consumers. 

The  transportation  problem  of 
the  California  oil  industry  is  a  big 
and  important  one.  Forty-two 
cents  a  barrel  to  San  Francisco 
from  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  fields, 
and  fifty  cents  from  Los  Angeles  is 
an  enormous  tax  on  the  industry, 
and  that  is  what  it  costs  to  ship  oil 
by  carloads  to  the  big  city  that  the 
industry  must  regard  as  its  chief 
market  now  and  in  the  future. 

The  Southern  Pacific  quotes  oil 
rates  to  this  city  at  t  cent  a  gallon 
in  carload  quantities  from  Bakers- 
field,  Coalinga  and  other  valley 
points,  and  1.2  cents  from  Los  An- 
geles. Oil  is  now  going  from  the 
San  Joaquin  Valley  to  Keswick, 
Shasta  county,  where  the  Moun- 
tain Copper  Company  is  making 
an  extensive  use  of  it  at  itssmelter, 
and  the  rate  to  Keswick  is  given 
at  2.6  cents  per  gallon.  That  is 
$1.09  per  barrel  for  transportation 
alone,  or  approximately  what  the 
the  oil  is  worth  in  the  field.  Yet 
at  that  high  price  it  supplants  coal 
at  Keswick  for  certain  fuel  uses. 

This  heavy  transportation  tax 
means  a  good  deal  less  profit  for  the 
producer  and  a  good  deal  more  cost 
to  the  consumer.  It  means  a  cir- 
cumscribed field  of  consumption 
in  which  the  oil  product  can  be 
distributed. 

Pipe  lines  and  sea  transporta- 
tion, with  adequate  storage  plants 
at  proper  points  are  among  the 
things  that  need  to  be  encouraged, 
for  every  cent  per  barrel  by  which 
the  cost  at  the  point  of  consump- 
tion can  be  reduced  means  added 
prosperity  to  the  industry. 

Perhaps  sea  transportation  avail- 
aDle  to  producers  generally  from 
Southern  California  to  the  bay  re- 
gion will  not  be  very  long  coming. 
Tank  steamers  efficiently  plan- 
ned and  operated,  should  be  able 
to  place  Southern  California  oil  at 
San  Francisco  at  a  much  reduced 
rate,  and  more  than  that,  they 
should  open  new  markets  at  other 
coast  points  reachable  by  water. 
Probably  such  steamers  will  not  be 
profitably  operated  merely  as  com. 
mon  carriers,  but  they  should  be 
part  of  the  equipment  of  a  large 
and  strong  company  or  association 
which  should  and  doubtless  will 
be  formed  to  handle  a  large  part  of 
the  oil  product  in  a  wholesale  way, 
with  big  storage  facilities  at  San 
Francisco,  and  with  contracts  with 
producers  and  consumers  that 
guarantee  it  a  supply  and  a  control 
of  prices  and  enable  it  to  guarantee 
supply  and  prices  for  long  terms  to 
large  consumers. 

There  is,  of  course,  sea  transpor- 
tation to  the  bay  now,  but  the  ves- 
sel operated  is  in  the  exclusive 
service  of  a  close  corporation,  the 
Union  Oil  Company,  which  handles 
merely  its  own  oil  and  does  not 
act  a  common  carrier.  Every  ex- 
periment with  tank  steamers  in  the 
past  has,  by  the  way,  been  made 
by  this  company,  whether  ostensi- 


bly so  or  not.  The  Union  Oil  Co. 
is  now  planning  a  new  tank 
steamer  of  10.000  gallons  capacity 
and  it  is  expected  to  be  ready  in 
about  fifteen  months.  It  will 
handle  only  this  company's  oil  and 
has  no  direct  significance  to  the 
industry  at  large. 

This  big  and  old  corporation, 
by  the  way,  does  not  tell  its  busi- 
ness and  plans  to  the  public.  It 
never  advertises  itself  or  its  prod- 
ucts, and  quietly  goes  along  doing 
the  biggest  oil  business  of  the  state, 
selling  crude  oils  and  the  products 
of  its  refinery  to  a  few  large  cus- 
tomers, and  keeping  out  of  the  pa- 
pers. One  doesn't  hear  of  what 
and  how  much  it  is  doing  or  going 
to  do,  and  what  it  learns  by  expe- 
rience it  keeps  to  itself.  It  would 
be  of  interest  and  value,  for  in- 
stance, to  know  what  it  costs  the 
Union  to  get  its  oil  to  the  bay  in 
tank  steamers,  but  the  public  is  not 
likely  to  find  out,  and  if  people 
wantto  start  tank  steamers  of  their 
ownthev  may  learn  things  as  the 
Union  did — by  experience. 


Another  Railroad. 

The  Californian  says:  "The 
Fountain  Head  Oil  Company  has 
asked  the  supervisors  for  a  fran- 
chise to  build  a  railroad  from  Bak- 
ersfield to  its  claims  in  township 
27"33-  The  petition  is  signed  by 
C.  A.  Lee,  P.  L.  Budinger,  I.  L. 
Miller  and  R.  H.  Stevens.  They 
state  that  without  the  railroad 
they  will  be  unable  to  develop 
their  property  which  is  valuable 
but  remote. 

The  route  along  which  it  is  pro- 
posed the  road  shall  run  is  the 
most  feasible  one  from  Bakersfield 
to  Basin  Creek,  thence  to  Walker's 
Basin,  thence  to  Havilan,  thence 
to  Hot  Springs,  thence  to 
Kernville,  thence  Weldon  and 
through  the  South  Fork  valley  to 
the  oil  territory.  The  road  if 
built  will  fill  a  long  felt  want  even 
if  the  oil  fields  should  turn  out  to 
be  worthless." 


A  New  Association. 

The  Petroleum  Miners'  Associa- 
tion is  a  new  organization  started 
at  San  Francisco,  on  the  plan  of  the 
California  Miners'  Association.  It 
will  stand  in  the  same  relation  to 
the  oil  producers  as  the  Miners' 
Association  bears  to  the  miners  of 
the  state.  Of  this  association  L. 
P.  Crane  is  president  and  W.  B. 
Winn  is  secretary. 

The  prospect  of  finding  oil  in 
paying  quantities  in  Humboldt 
county  is  bright,  and,  should  a 
great  oil  field  be  developed  in  this 
county,  we  shall  have  dealings 
with  this  new  association,  which 
will  be  a  valuable  medium  through 
which  to  transact  business  in  oil 
stocks,  lands  and  other  property. 
— Eureka  Standard.

WHEN   COAL  GIVES   OUT. 


What  the   World    Will   do  When 
Ordinary  Fuel  Gets  Scarce. 

.im  time  to  time  there  have 
been  published  during  the  past 
few  years  some  pessimistic  outgiv- 
ings as  to  the  fate  in  store  for  the 
world  when  the  coal  supply  gives 
out.  The  coal  famine  which  now 
prevails  in  Kngland  has  added  re- 
newed interest  to  this  discussion, 
To  judge  from  the  gloomy  pictures 
drawn  by  some  of  these  prophets 
of  disaster,  the  inhabitants  of  the 
earth  may,  before  very  many  years, 
be  literally  frozen  out  for  want  of 
fuel. 

Such  ideas  as  these  will,  how- 
ever, not  bear  the  light  of  serious 
investigation.  A  writer  in  Gun- 
ton's  Magazine,  while  admitting 
that  at  the  present  rate  of  increase 
in  consumption  the  coal  supply  of 
of  the  world  cannot  last  many  cen- 
turies,shows  that  the  coal  fields  of 
China,  Japan,  Great  Britain,  Ger- 
many, Russia  and  India  contain 
more  than  three  hundred  billion 
tons  of  coal,  which  at  the  present 
rate  of  consumption  would  last  the 
world  for  seven  hundred  years. 
This  is  to  say  nothing  of  the  North 
Americail  supplies.  The  workable 
coal  fields  of  the  United  States 
cover  more  than  one-fourth  the 
total  coal  area  of  the  world.  If  the 
present  rate  of  consumption  were 
not  to  increase,  therefore,  there 
ought  to  be  enough  coal  in  the 
world  to  last  about  one  thousand 
years;  but,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
with  the  expansion  of  industry 
going  on  in  all  civilized  countries. 
and  the  industrial  awakening  and 
expansion  that  are  to  come  to  thf 
vast  empires  of  China,  Russia,  In- 
dia, Australia  and  large  portions  of 
Africa  and  South  America,  together 
with  the  growing  demand  for  fuel 
in  the  temperate  and  colder  coun- 
tries as  the  standard  of  living  rises, 
the  coal  supply  may  be  exhausted 
in  half  that  time. 

The  writer  of  the  article  referred 
to  takes  no  note  of  the  substitution 
of  fuel  oil  for  coal,  which  is  now 
hardly  commencing.  From  now 
on  we  may  expect  to  see  a 
rapid  increase  made  in  the  use  of 
this  clean  and  economical  fuel. 
Another  feature  to  which  the 
writer  of  the  article  gives  due  im- 
portance is  the  rapidly-growing 
substitution  of  electrical  energy, 
developed  by  water  power,  in  place 
of  coal.  On  this  subjeet  he  says  : 
"Electrical  energy,  developed  by 
water  power,  will  run  the  world's 
industries,  furnish  its  light  and 
heat,  and  be  the  universal  substi- 
tute for  all  forms  of  combustion 
methods.  Water  power  is  practi- 
cally unlimited,  and  it  will  be  util- 
ized more  and  more  in  proportion 
as  the  need  f  >r  it  arises  and  as  its 
use  becom  s,  at  different  places 
and  at  successive  periods,  cheaper 
than  coal.  The  substitution  will 
proceed  gradually,  until,  when  the 
coal  supply  finally  is  exhausted 
nobody  will    have   anything  more 
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Italy  is  an  example  of  what  the 
world  might  cine  to  when  coal 
gives  out,  provided  water  power 
was  not  developed.  There  is  no 
coal  at  all  in  Italy,  but  there  is  im- 
mense undeveloped  water  power 
The  Apennines,  which  run  the 
length  of  the  country  from  the 
northwest  to  the  southeast,  form 
the  watersheds  of  hundreds  of  im- 
portant streams  and  s?ores  of 
watefalls.  It  is  estimated  that 
from  the  rapid  falls  of  the  Italian 
rivers  not  less  than  five  millions  of 
horse  power  can  be  developed 
whichis  thirty  times  as  much  as 
the  steam  power  now  used  in  all 
the  factories  of  Italy,  and  is  more 
than  double  what  Italy  would  be 
using  if  she  occupied  a  rank  pro- 
portionately equal  industrially  to 
other  modern  countries.  Already 
a  number  of  companies  have  en- 
tered the  field  and  commenced 
utilizing  the  water  supply  for  the 
development  of  electrical  energy 
until  now  about  three  hundred 
thousand  horse  power  is  being 
regularly  produced. 

In  this  respect  says  the  Los  An- 
geles Times,  there  is  some  simil- 
arity between  Italy  and  California 
while  this  state  has  little  coal.it  has 
an  immense  supply  of  fuel  oil,  and, 
therefore,  is  not  necessarily  com- 
pelled to  fall  back  upon  electrical 
energy,  yet.  if  the  latter  form  of 
power  proves  to  be  cheaper  than 
any  other,  it  will  undoubtedly 
be  largely  utilized.  Along  the 
entire  eastern  boundary  of  the 
state,  within  easy  distance  of  the 
great  manufacturing  centers,  un- 
der modern  methods  of  electrical 
transportation,  there  is  a  range  of 
mountains  which  contains  vast 
possibilities  in  the  line  of  develop- 
ing electrical  eneigy.  It  is  true 
that  the  water  in  these  mountains 
is  not  very  great  in  volume  as 
compared  with  mountain  ranges  in 
more  humid  countries,  but  the  im- 
mense fall  within  a  few  miles  ena- 
bles skillful  engineers  tomake  that 
water  do  an  immense  amount  of 
work.  Already  several  systems 
have  been  inaugurated  in  South- 
ern California.  Owing  to  the  ab- 
normally light  rainfail  of  the  past 
three  years  they  have  met  with 
some  discouragement  at  the  start, 
but  it  is  not  probable  that  the 
present  generation  will  live  to 
see  again  three  successive  dry- 
seasons.      Another  important    pro- 
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However,  it  may  be  w'th  the 
rest  of  the  world,  California  need 
not  worry  about  a  possibility  that 
our  descendants  may  be  left  out 
in  the  cold,  even  if  the  climate 
should  change. 

Foreign    Investors    in    California 
Oil  Fields. 

The  California  petroleum  indus- 
try is  interesting  investors  in  the 
East  and  in  Europe  to  a  greater 
extent  than  is  generally  known 
here.  Several  Eos  Angeles  com- 
panies have  established  agencies 
in  the  principal  cities  of  the  East 
and  Europe,  and  some  companies, 
for  various  reasons,  are  confining 
their  operations  entirely  to  the 
outside,  not  making  any  attempt 
to  dispose  ot  stock  at  home. 

Tbe  London  Financial  News  of 
recent  date  contained  the  follow- 
ing communication  from  a  special 
correspondent  of  the  journal  in  Los 
Angeles  : 

"Very  large  bodies  of  petroleum 
have  been  discovered  in  thisvicin 
ity,  and  some  of  the  wells  are  pro- 
ducing 300  barrels  and  over  per 
day.  The  resnlt  has  been  that 
companies  for  the  development  of 
the  oil  fields  are  being  formed  at 
the  rate  of  two  or  three  per  day, 
and  there  is  wild  speculation  in 
the  shares  of  these  companies. 

"Most  of  these  companies  have 
lands  outside  of  the  oil  belt,  and 
their  shares  are  absolutely  value- 
less. I  am  informed  that  one  of 
the  promoters  here  has  opened  an 
office  in  London  for  the  sale  of 
shares  in  a  number  of  oil  compan- 
ies; but  prospective  investors  will 
be  much  safer  to  buy  oil  stocks 
through  one  of  the  Los  Angeles 
banks,  if  they  buy  them  at  all. 
Four  or  five  of  the  banks  here  have 
agents  in  London." 

The  facts  as  stated  are  true,  says 
the  Los  Angeles  Times,  with  the 
qualification  to  the  statement  in 
regard  to  a  production  of  300  bar- 
rels and  over  may  lead  to  some 
misapprehension  and  disappoint- 
ment   among     outsiders.       While 
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given  by  the  correspondent  al 
quoted,  for  investors  to  buy  stocks 
through  one  ot  the  banks,  if  1 
buy  at  all,  is  a  good  one,  and 
Would  snve  much  loss  and  heart 
burning  if  it  were  followed  out 
There  arc  some  companies  which 
are  operating  exclusively  on 
outside  because  they  know  that 
the  claims  which  they  make  would 
not  bear  the  light  of  investigation 
among  the  people  who  know 
something  about  the  industry  and 
the  conditions  which  surround  it. 
There  is  room  for  the  investment 
of  many  millions  of  good  British 
sovereigns  in  the  oil  fields  of  Cali- 
fornia. It  is  to  our  interests  as 
well  as  to  that  of  our  British  friends 
that  they  should  make  wise  in- 
vestments in  that  line,  as  if  the 
pioneers  in  this  direction  are  suc- 
cessful, there  is  practically  no 
limit  to  the  amount  of  capital  that 
may  come  to  us  from  beyond  the 
ocean  to  aid  in  the  development 
of  this  great  industry. 

In  this  connection  it  should  be 
noted  that  the  laws  of  the  state 
furnish  a  safeguard  to  investors 
in  corporations  against  misrepre- 
sentation of  fraud  on  part  of  the 
directors.  A  local  publication,  the 
Mining  Review,  pertinently  called 
attention  to  the  following  section 
564,  of  the  Penal  Code  of  the  Stat 
of  California: 

"Every  director,  officer,  or  agent 
of  any  corporation  or  joint  stock 
association,  who  knowingly  con- 
curs in  making,  publishing,  or 
posting  any  written  report,  ex- 
hibit or  statement  of  its  affairs  or 
pecuniary  condition  or  book,  or 
notice  containing  any  material 
statement  which  is  false,  or  refuses 
to  make  any  book  or  post  any 
notice  required  by  law  other  than 
such  as  are  mentioned  in  this 
chapter,  is  guilty  of  a  felony." 

The  language  of  this  statue  is 
clear,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that 
under  it  stockholders  in  some  com- 
panies would  be  able  to  secure  the 
return  of  their  investments  or 
make  it  uncomfortable  for  the  di- 
rectors and  officers.

The  decision  rendered  last  Mon- 
day by  Judge 
The  Scrippers'  Ross  in  the 
Victory.  U.  S.    Circuit 

Court  at  Los 
Angeles  in  the  long-standing  issue 
between  mineral  and  "scrip"  claim- 
ants to  oil  lands  has  been  the  event 
of  the  week  to  the  oil  industry, 
and  has  awakened  deep  and  wide- 
spread interest  among  all  oil  men 
and  consternation  among  some. 
The  conflict  has  been  very  unfor- 
tunate and  has  done  much  to  re- 
tard the  industry.  Vast  private 
interests  are  affected  comprising  a 
large  part  of  the  oil  lands  of  the 
San  Joaquin  Valley  located  by  both 
scrippers  and  oil  miners  before  the 
withdrawal  from  entry  in  March  of 
about  1,635,840  acresof  publicland 
in  the  oil  belt,  and  but  for  this 
withdrawal  the  interests  affected 
would  have  been  vastly  greater. 
Hundreds  of  thousands  of  acres 
have  been  located  as  placer  mining 
claims,  and  by  this  decision  if  such 
lands  were  later  selected  in  lieu  of 
forest  reserve  lands,  the  agricul- 
tural claimant  will  hold  the  land  if 
no  actual  legal  "discovery"  of  oil 
had  been  made  at  the  time  of  se 
lection. 

The  decision  'n  the  main  ex- 
pounds familiar  legal  doctrine,  but 
has  many  interesting  features,  and 
for  the  first  time  definitely  settles 
the  status  of  the  rival  classes  of 
claimants.  This  decision  brings  to 
the  front  the  necessity  for  an  oil 
location  law  such  as  was  urged  in 
the  last  session  of  Congress,  and 
strenuous  efforts  to  secure  such  a 
law  should  be  made  in  December 
next.  Under  present  law  and  de- 
cisions the  oil  locator  has  no  pro- 
tection whatever  until  his  drill  act- 
ually develops  a  valuable  supply 
of  oil,  and  a  law  giving  him  a  pos- 
sessory right  while  drilling  in  good 
faith  on  land  fairly  presumed  to 
contain  petroleum  is  an  equitable 
necessity  of  the  conditions  sur- 
rounding the  industry. 


Victory  For  Scrippers. 
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finding  oil  in  the  land.  The  stat- 
ute conferring  the  right  of  selec- 
tion does  not  make  that  right  in 
any  way  depend  upon  the  intent 
with  which  it  is  made." 

The  recent  withdrawal  from  en- 
try of  large  tracts  of  possible  oil 
lands  is  upheld  as  follows: 

'Should  doubt  exist  as  to  the 
character  of  any  of  the  public 
lands  standing  upon  the  books  of 
the  local  land  offices  as  open  to 
settlement,  to  which  no  valid  right 
has  attached,  it  is  undoubtedly 
within  the  power  of  the  officers  of 
the  general  land  office  to  with- 
draw them  from  settlement  or  sale 
pending  an  inquiry  as  to  their 
true  character,  and  such  action 
it  is  understood,  has  recently  been 
taken  by  the  land  department  in 
respect  to  some  of  the  public  lands 
in  California  whose  surface  indi- 
cations and  the  character  of  adja- 
cent lands  tended  to  show  oillands. 
Lands  so  withdrawn  are,  of  course, 
not  open  to  selection  under  the  act 
of  June  4, 1897.  But  they  continue 
open  to  exploration  for  minerals, 
and  whenmineralis  found  thereon, 
to  location  under  the  mining  laws, 
if  the  land  be  at  the  time  unappro- 
priated. " 

In  concluding  the  long  and  in- 
teresting decision  the   court  says  : 

"  It  results  from  what  has  been 
said  that  until  it  shall  be  determ- 
ined by  the  Land  Department  that 
the  tract  of  land  in  controversy  was 
not  vacant  and  open  to  settlement 
at  the  time  of  its  selection  by  the 
predecessor  in  in  interest  of  the 
complainant,  an  equity  in  the 
tract  exists  in  the  complainant 
which  a  court  of  equity  should 
protect  against  such  acts  as  here 
threatened  and  complained  of.  " 

J.  M.  Wright,  chairman  of  the 
mineral  lands  committee  of  the 
California  Miners'  Association, 
which  mainly  urged  in  the  last 
Congress  the  defeated  bill  giving 
oil  miners  possessory  rights  similar 
to  those  given  under  the  tunnel 
site  law,  is  one  of  the  many  attor- 
neys much  interested  in  this  im- 
portant decision.  After  reading 
the  full  decision,  Mr.  Wright  said : 

•'  It  is  a  very  valuable  decision 
in  that  it  is  the  first  clear  defini- 
tion of  the  rights  of  the  scripper, 
though  in  general  it  follows  well- 
known  rules  and  decisions.  The 
gist  of  the  whole  decision  isthatthe 
scripper  by  his  own  act  of  selec- 
tion can  acquire  an  equitable  title 
or  interest  superior  to  any  interest 
that  can  be  acquired  afterwardsby 
an  oil  locator,  provided  only  that 
the  land  is  vacant  and  open  to  set- 
tlement at  the  time  of  selection, 
The  decision  follows  an  un- 
broken line  of  decisions  by 
the  state  and  Federal  courts 
to  the  effect  that  no  title  can 
be  acquired  cby  a  mineral  claimant 
until  adiscovery  of  mineralis  made. 
The  time  when  the  right  of  the 
scripper   vests  is  when   he  makes  I 


his  selection,  and  no  discovery  of 
mineral  later  can  oust  his  title. 
The  court  holds  that  it  would  be 
unreasonable  that  his  selection 
should  depend  on  conditions  to  be 
made  known  in  the  future.  The 
court  holds  that  neither  the  act  of 
the  selector  in  making  his  selec- 
tion nor  that  of  the  land  office  in 
classifying  the  land  is  conclusive  of 
the  then  condition  of  the  land,  and 
that  the  right  of  making  inquiry  as 
to  the  characterof  the  land  extends 
to  the  time  of  issuance  of  the  patent 
contemplated,  but  this  inquiry  is 
limited  to  the  character  of  the  land 
at  the  time  of  making  the  selec- 
tion. 

"  One  feature  of  the  decision  that 
seems  peculiar  is  the  remarkable 
right  it  ascribes  to  the  Land  Depart- 
ment of  withholding  land  from  set- 
tlement, while  the  oil  miner  is  ex- 
ploring for  oil  and  locating  a  min- 
eral claim — suspending  it  from 
agricultural  acquirement,  but  not 
for  exploration  for  mineral. 

If  the  Land  Department  really 
has  this  remarkable  power,  then  it 
would  appear  that  the  Commis- 
sioner can,  without  further  legisla- 
tion, give  the  oil  locators  substan- 
tially the  same  privileges  given  to 
the  quartz  locator  by  the  tunnel 
site  law. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Hyde's  views  of  the 
decision  may  be  taken  as  repre- 
sentative.    He  said: 

"The  decision  of  Judge  Ross 
was  not  unexpected  to  those  who 
are  familiar  with  the  Public  Land 
laws,  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  how 
it  could  have  been  different.  Un- 
der the  Placer  Mining  laws  a  dis- 
covery is  an  essential  pre-requisite 
to  a  valid  mineral  location,  and 
until  there  is  such  a  discovery 
there  is  no  reason  in  law  or  equity 
why  the  land  should  not  be  open 
to  the  first  valid  selection. 

Question:  "What  effect  will  this 
decision  have  in  cases  where  par- 
ties are  actually  engaged  in  drill- 
ing for  oil  and  have  made  no  dis- 
covery?" 

"If  the  so-called  scrip  locations 
were  made  before  the  drillers  com- 
menced operations  or  took  posses- 
sion.of  the  ground,  then  of  course 
they  are  trespassers,  but  where  the 
drillers  have  prior  possession,  it  is 
my  opinion  that  they  can  maintain 
the  same;  at  least  for  the  forty-acre 
tract  on  which  the  well  is  situ- 
ated. 

"This  decision  will  undoubtedly 
create  a  good  deal  of  consterna- 
tion among  those  who  have  been 
speculating  in  oil  lands.  Under 
the  practice  that  has  prevailed  for 
some  time  one  person  assumed  to 
control  any  quantity  of  supposed 
oil  lands  by  filing  mineral  claims. 
I  have  had  people  come  to  me  with 
offers  of  ten,  twenty,  forty  and 
fifty  thousand  acres  of  supposed 
oil  lands,  which  they  had  located 
in  this  way  and  were  holding  for 
speculation.  It  seems  to  me  that 
any  decision  or  practice  which  re- 
quires a  man  to  pay  something  for 
property  of  this  kind  is  desirable, 
and  as  between  the  man  who  pur- 


chases scrip  and  the  other  who 
merely  posts  a  notice  on  the  ground 
and  files  same  with  the  County 
Recorder,  the  former  would  seem 
to  have  the  most  equities. 

"As  to  the  future  effect  of  the 
decision,  it  must  be  borne  in  mind 
that  all  of  the  townships  now  sup- 
posed to  contain  oil  deposits  have 
been  suspended  by  the  General 
Land  Office  and  no  additional  scrip 
locations  can  be  made  therein."

An  Important  Movement  of  Lead- 
ing Kern  County  Companies.

thus  eliminate  the  middle  men." 

"It  is  certain,1'  says  the  call, 
"that  without  organization  and 
centralized  management  of  pro- 
duction and  distribution  prices  will 
be  demoralized,  and  this  without 
reference  to  actual  conditions  of 
supply  and  demand.  It  is  feasible 
and  practicable  for  the  producers 
to  co-operate  and  organize  their 
interest  to  these  ends  and  reap  the 
benefits  of  our  immense  and  grow- 
ing industry  to  the  exclusion  of 
outsiders.  If  the  producers  sit 
supinely  and  do  not  take  the  steps 
here  suggested,  the.  industry  will 
be  demoralized  sooner  ot  later, 
rendering  it  probable  that  during 
periods  of  depression  the  proper- 
ties of  many  of  the  present  own- 
ers will  change  to  hands  -of  those 
who  will  co-operate  and  organize 
the  business.  We  should  not  wait 
until  these  conditions  are  upon  us, 
but  forestall  them.  It  is  earnestly 
desired  that  every  producer  of  pe- 
troleum in  the  county  have  an 
able  and  energetic  representative 
at  this  meeting.  It  is  a  matter  of 
vital  importance.  This  organiza- 
will  be  effected.  No  producer  can 
afford  not  to  be  in."

The  present  amount 
is  in  round  figures  about  30,000  bar- 
rels a  month.  When  the  engines 
between  Barstow  and  Needles  are 
burning  oil  the  amount  used  is  ex- 
pected not  to  fall  short  of  60,000 
barrels  a  month. 


Eastern    June  Oil    Report 

According  to  the  Derrick  for 
June  proved  the  banner  month  of 
the  year  so  far  as  wells  completed 
and  new  production  are  concerned 
but  recorded  a  small  decline  in 
active  operations,  The  increase 
over  May  in  completed  work  is  not 
so  large  as  to  have  been  expected 
and  the  gain  in  new  production  is 
less  than  1000  barrels.  The  big- 
gest increase  for  the  month  was 
witnessed  in  the  deep  sand  terri 
toryofthe  southwest,  while  the 
greatest  decline  was  recorded  in 
the  various  sections  of  Southeast 
ern  Ohio.  The  new  development 
at  Gaines  helps  swell  the  totals  of 
the  Alleghany  district  while  Brad- 
ford shows  a  considerable  decline 
in  wells  completed  from  the  month 
preceding.  The  gusher  strikes 
during  June  were  confined  almost 
entirely  to  the  West  Virginia  sec- 
tions and  nothing  out  of  the  or- 
dinary was  noted  in  the  other  di- 
visions of  the  oil  region. 

In  the  fields  producing  Pennsyl- 
vania oil  877  wells  were  completed 
during  June,  including  233  non- 
producers,  while  the  new  produc- 
tion was  rated  at  12,792  barrels. 
Compared  with  May  there  was  an 
all  round  decrease  of  81  wells 
completed,  950  barrels  production 
and  13  dry  holes. 

On  the  last  day  of  June  there 
were  411  rigs  and  754  drilling 
wells  under  way  in  the  Pennsyl- 
vania oil  fields.  This  was  a  de- 
crease of  42  rigs  accompanied  by 
a  gain  of  33  wells  drilling  making 
a  net  decline  of  nine  from  the  fig- 
ures  of  May  31. 


Oil  to  be  Used  as  Fuel. 

The  city  trustees  of  Modesto, 
have  adopted  plans  for  two  oil- 
storage  tanks  of  7000  gallons'  ca- 
pacity each,  and  for  two  feed  tanks 
of  100  gallons'  capacity  each.  Bids 
for  the  tank,  etc.,  will  be  received 
up  to  8  o'clock  p.  m.,  Monday,  July 
23d.  Specifications  are  on  file  at 
the  office  of  the  city  clerk. 

The  Kern  River  Oil  Company 
agrees  to  furnish  oil  at  the  rate  of 
$i  per  barrel  of  42  gallons,  fob, 
in  carload  lots,  and  to  shade  the 
price  somewhat  if  two  or  more  car- 
loads are  used  monthly.  The 
freight  will  be  42  cents  a  barrel 
making  the  cost  $1.42  per  42  gal- 
lons. The  company  added  that 
three  barrels  of  oil  equal  a  ton  of 
good  coal,  which  ranges  in  price 
from  $7.50  t<5  $10,  $12  and  $15.

Pacific  Coast  Oil  News 

RECENT  DEVELOPMENTS  IN  OIL  IN  VARIOUS  PARTS 
OF  THE  STATE. 


URN. 

The  Hercules  Company  began 
drilling  on  the  southeast  corner  of 
2,  54-;  ■  on  Wednesday. 

The  Grace  No.  i  is  going  about 
100 barrels  per  day,  and  No.  2  be- 
tween forty-five  and  fifty. 

There  are  a  couple  of  good  arte- 
sian sulphur  water  wells  of  recent 
creation  at  Sunset. 

The  well  on  the  Barker  ranch 
is  being  drilled  through  the  hard 
rock  by  means  of  steel  shots  at  the 
rate  of  4  feet  a  day. 

Louis  Hardison,  field  superin- 
tendent of  the  Uncle  Sam  Com- 
pany, arrived  from  Santa  Paula 
this  week. 

The  California  Oil  and  Gas  De- 
velopment Company  owning  12 
acres  in  McKittrick  will  commence 
drilling  before  August  1st. 

The  Barker  Ranch  went  through 
the  eighteen  and  one-half  feet  of 
rock  which  had  caused  so  much 
delay,  cut  through  the  seven  feet 
of  black  shale  and  re-entered  rock 

J.  B.  Treadwell  has  three  wells 
at  McKittrick  which  are  now  being 
pumped  at  the  average  rate  of  300 
barrels  a  day.  In  the  Keru  River 
district  Mr.  Treadwell  has  thirteen 
wells  completed  and  three  under 
way.  Those  finished  yield  about 
1000  barrels  a  day. 

Jewett  &  Blodgett's  well  num- 
ber 17  continues  to  be  a  good  pro- 
ducer, it  being  impossible  to  lower 
the  oil  in  the  casing  with  3-inch 
tubing.  But  only  a  few  hours 
pumping  is  possible  because  of  the 
pipe  getting  choked  up  with 
sand. 

The  Whittier&  Kern  Company's 
queer  map  spoken  of  a  few  days 
ago  was  the  one  printed  in  its  ad- 
vertisements. The  map  in  the 
prospectus  issued  by  the  company 
is  nearly  correct.  The  rapid  devel- 
opment in  the  Kern  River  fields 
and  the  constant  exchanges  of  land 
cause  the  making  of  an  accurate 
map  almost  an  impossibility.  — 
Californian. 

Contrary  to  usual  experience, 
the  wells  of  the  Kern  River  district 
are  getting  better  with  age.  Gen- 
erally a  few  weeks  of  pumping  re 
duces  the  "head"  of  a  well,  and 
its  yield  falls  off  materially,  but  in 
this  territory,  the  opposite  effect 
is  noticed.  This  fact  is  explained 
on  the  theory  that  the  beginning 
sand  obstructs  the  entrance  of  the 
oil  into  the  casing,  but  as  pump- 
ing continues,  channels  form  in 
the  sand  beds,  permitting  the 
freer  flow  of  the  pure  oil  — Cali- 
fornian. 

The  well  which   is  being  sunk 


on  the  Bixley  ranch  in  search  of 
oil  is  said  to  possess  decided  mag 
netic  qualities.    The  men  first  do 

Heed  that  when  the  drill  was  taken 
from  the  well  the  other  tools 
showed  a  strong  tendency  to  ad- 
here to  it.  A  nail  in  contact  with 
it  had  enough  magnetism  to  sup- 
port other  nai.s.  as  an  ordinary 
magnet  w  ill  do.      It  was  afterward 

rtained  that  the  pipe  in  the 
well  had  the  same  property.  A 
good  many  people  have  visited 
the  well  to  observe  this  curious 
phenomenon. — Citrograph. 

A  second  spur  from  the  Kern 
River  branch  of  the  Southern  Pa- 
cific is  imperatively  needed,  and 
according  to  the  representative  of 
one  of  the  companies  effected,  it 
wil[  be  built,  even  if  the  oil  men 
have  to  put  up  the  money,  says 
the  Bakersfield  Californian.  This 
spur  should  extend  up  the  canyon 
which  runs  along  the  west  line  of 
32,  28-28, and  should  go  a  consider- 
able distance  into  29.  It  would 
thus  reach  a  locality  in  which  sev- 
enteen companies,  with  from  one 
to  six  wells,  are  at  present  operat- 
ing. Among  them  are  the  Monte 
Cristo,  Peerless,  Reed  Crude,  Ster- 
ling, Senator,  Gray  Eagle,  Corn- 
stock,  Whittier  &  Green,  Gem,  Mt. 
Diablo,  Globe,  Black  Goose,  Sacra- 
mento, three  of  the  Canfield,  Chan- 
slor  and  Doheny  combinations  and 
an  organization  on  section  30  as 
yet  unnamed. 

William  Kusta,  who  lives  in  the 
edge  of  Kern  county,  just  across 
the  line  from  San  Luis  Obispo 
county,  was  in  San  Luis  Obispo 
last  week,  says  the  San  Luis  Obis- 
po Breeze.  He  reported  oil  opera- 
tions in  thp  vicinity  of  his  home  as 
very  active.  The  first  well  to  be 
sunk  there  was  just  below  Templor, 
and  in  it  oil  was  found  at  a 
depth  of  800  feet.  The  strike  was 
made  two  weeks  ago,  and  since 
that  time  a  large  number  of  new 
derricks  have  been  sent  to  the  lo- 
cality. The  flow  found  in  the  well 
below  Templor  was  not  of  suffi- 
cient quantity  to  stand  pumping 
and  the  drilling  is  progressing, 
The  excitement  amongland  owners 
in  that  section  is  intense,  and  op- 
erations of  boring  in  new  places 
are  being  hastened  with  all  possi- 
ble speed.

AT    BAKERSF1BLD. 


Gossip   About  the  Rapid  Progress 
Bei  ng  Made  by  the  Kern  River. 

The  situation  at  Bakersfield 
has  been  changing  repeatedly,  the 
times  have  passed  when  promises 
unaccompanied  by  money  could 
tie  up  promising  properties. 

The    recent   sales  whereby    the 
Reed  Crude  Oil  Company  obtained 
one-half   a    million     in   coin    and 
twice   that   sum   in    stock   of  the 
corporations   owning   heavy     pro- 
ducers, and  a  group  of  other  sales 
including    upwards     of   one    hun- 
hundred  thousand    dollars  apiece 
have  given  a  spot  cash  value  to  in- 
side  lands,  and   have    placed  at  a 
premium  leases  upon  out-lying  ter- 
ritory.    While  no  oil  has  yet  been 
struck  west  of  range  28,  a  numberof 
wells  are  now  down  to  a  depth  at 
which  oil  could  reasonably  be  ex- 
pected, in   view   of  the   formation 
encountered.     A  strong  movement 
has  sprung  up  south  of  Kern  river. 
The  theory  that  the  river  consti- 
tutes   the     southern      barrier    no 
longer    meets    with    general    cre- 
dence.     Mr.   Spellacy    and    some 
other   Eastern   oil     men    propose 
to  put  down  a  deep  well   on  the 
heights    known    as  Panorama,  in 
section     17,     29-28.        A    contract 
has   already  been    closed  for   im- 
mediate work  on  section  10   in  the 
same  township   and  range   and    a 
strike  is  daily  expected.      On    the 
Barker  ranch,  in  section  5,  the  for- 
mations encountered  in  the  Barker 
Ranch  company's  new  well  have 
awakened  great  interest.     It  is  lo- 
cated about  one-half  a  mile    south 
of  the   great  artesian  well   which 
is    flowing   about    100  miners'  in- 
ches of  hot  mineral  water  heavily 
charged   with   gas.      In    the   new 
well  no  water  at  all  has   been   en- 
countered.    The  depth  greatly  ex- 
ceeds that  of  the  water  well  and 
and  no  water  is  expected.  The  for- 
mations  differed    materially  from 
those  of  the  west.     Blue  clay   has 
been  predominating  as  in  the  pro- 
ducing wells,  but  at  least   30  hard 
shales  have  been  encountered,  ac- 
cording to  Mr.   Chas.    Canfield  an 
interview    with    whom    was   pub- 
lished   in    the     Californian,     the 
Standard  formations  closely  resem- 
ble those  of  Coalinga.      The   last 
shale  was  18  feet  thick   and   hard 
as  emery.     A   strike  on   the   Bar- 
ker ranch  opens  up  one   thousand 
acres  on  Kern  River  in  a  territory 
where   titles  are   mostly  patented. 
Development  on  the    Poso    Creek 
are  very  premising.     The  Crocker- 
VVolworth  people   have   taken  an 
interest  in   the     nortnern   part    of 
the  Kern  River  district  and  heavy 
capital  is  supposed    to   be   behind 
one  of  the  Poso    wells.      The   old 
idea  that  oil   should   be   found   at 
600  feet,  if  at  all,    has   rapidly  ex- 
pired and  Kern  River  will  now  be 
prospected  like   other  parts  of  the 
state.      In    2S-28    new  confidence 
has  arisen    and   early     predictions 
are    quite    likely     to    prove   true. 
Oil   has   been  found  in  section  20, 


which  thus  far  is  the  most  north 
erly  of  the  producing  sections,  al- 
though repeated  rumors  have  been 
circulated  regarding  a  strike  on  18. 
At  least  three  strikes  have  been 
made  in  section  20.  The  Petroleum 
Center  wells  on  28  will  be  carried 
down  deeper,  for  work  quit  with 
promising  formations;  it  is  gener- 
ally believed  that  they  will  get  oil. 
The  new  railroad  spur  track  to 
the  field  is  almost  completed  and 
the  telephone  line  which  the  Sun- 
set Company  was  compelled  to  rush 
through  to  avoid  the  competition 
of  private  lines,  the  erection  of 
which  was  threatened  by  the  oi] 
men,  is  in  constant  use.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  when  the  new  railroad 
opens  up,  August  1st,  over  2000 
barrels  a  day  can  be  shipped.  The 
field  is  now  on  a  productive  basis 
but  speculation  is  more  rife  than 
any  in  the  outlying  lands.  It  is 
generally  believed  that  the  source 
of  the  tremendous  basin  of  oil  on 
28,  28  28  and  the  northern  part  of 
29-28  has  yet  to  be  discovered. 
Many  think  at  present  that  flow- 
ing wells  may  be  opened  if  the 
feeding  body  of  oil  can  be  discov- 
ered. Mr.  Canfield,  whose  Coal- 
inga experience  and  reputation 
has  given  him  splendid  prestige,  is 
putting  a  great  deal  of  money  into 
the  field  and  a  great  deal  of  East- 
ern capital  is  entering.  The  Stan- 
dard, however,  has  apparently  not 
a  temper  to  put  in  any  appear- 
ance. It  is  generally  recognized 
that  it  is  a  fuel  product  which  is 
being  developed,  although  a  refin- 
ery is  about  to  be  started  in 
Bakersfield.  The  field  has  already 
developed  almost  over  14  sections 
with  practically  no  dry  holes 
within  the  recognized  limit,  There 
are  afetv  failures  almost  in  a  line 
and  this  is  accounted  for  on  a  the- 
ory of  a  great  break  traversing  the 
country  in  a  generally  northwest- 
erly and  southeasterly  line.  In  a 
short  time,  however,  it  is  believed 
that  its  width  will  be  determined 
and  on  the  northeast  will  open 
up  a  second  field.  If  developments 
continue  for  another  year  of  the 
same  character  as  those  made  in 
1899  tne  Kern  River  field  will  be 
one  of  the  heaviest  producers  in 
the  State,   if  not    the   greatest. 

Sterling  Well  No   3  in  Oil. 

Success  seems  to  follow  success 
with  that  solid  corporation,  the 
Sterling  Oil  and  Development  Co. 
Oil  was  struck  in  well  No.  3  on  the 
12th  inst.  Well  No.  2  now  con- 
tains 352  feet  of  rich  oil  sand,  and 
will  beshortly  finished,  afcerMhich 
No.  4  will  be  commenced.

The  leading  features  of  the 
paper  of  general  interest  to  intelli- 
gent oil  men  are  here  given,  the 
necessary  elisions  on  account  of 
space  consisting  of  the  discussion 
of  distillation  etc.  from  the  stand- 
point of  the  gas  manufacturer. 
The  author's  reasonable  proph- 
ecies of  an  enormous  future  pro- 
duction of  petroleum  in  California, 
the  elementary  scientific  facts 
given,  his  discussion  of  fuel  values, 
his  advice  on  oil  storage  etc.  make 
the  paper  of  general  value  to  the 
industry.     It  was  as  follows  : 

Petroleum  oils  from  different  oil 
fields  of  California  differ  widely 
in  physical  characteristics  and 
chemical  composition.  They  may 
contain  chemically  combined  one, 
two  or  three  of  the  following  ele- 
ments— sulphur,  oxygen  and  nitro- 
gen, and  in  widely  varying 
amounts,  while  in  some  rare  in- 
stances these  elements  may  be 
absent. 

Oils  in  the  same  stratum  and  a 
short    distance    apart    may    vary 

greatly.  Frequently  a  well  when  '  of  a  large  number  of  hydro-carbons, 
it  first  yields  will  give  an  oil  of  a '  and  a  large  number  of  compounds

number  of  hydro-carbons  and 
hydro-carbon  derivatives.  When 
the  sulphur,  oxygen,  nitrogen  and 
other  elements  are  removed  a  num- 
ber of  the  remaining  hydrocarbons 
must  be  unsaturated,  and  unless 
these  substances  be  removed  from 
the  crude  oil  before  distillation, 
fractional  distillation  does  not 
give  a  true   index  to   the   compo- 

sition  of  the    oil.     Ultimate 

analysis  is  worthless  to  show 
the  character  of  the  oil. 

All  the  hydrocarbons  and 
theircompounds  with  other 
elements  in  California  crude 
petroleum  are  volatile.  Some 
such  as  benzine, are  extreru- 
ly  volatile  whereas  asphal- 
tum  volatilizes  with  great 
slowness.  Natural  gas  is 
a  volatile  part  of  petroleum 
Like  coal  the  bitumens, 
oils  and  asphaltum,  through 
decomposition,  are  con- 
stantly givingoffcarburated 
hydrogen.         *     *     *

When  California  petroleum  is 
evaporated  by  atmospheric  iutlu- 
the  sulphur,  oxogen  and 
nitrogen  compounds  remain  and 
are  concentrated,  and  ifthe  process 
is  continued  long  enough,  solid  as- 
phaltum is  formed.  After  asphal- 
tum is  formed  evaparation  pro- 
ceeds with  exceeding  slowness. 
Heat  accelerates  evaporation. 
The  evaporation  from  an  oil  tank 
built  underground  and  kept  at  a 
temperature  ot  6o°  Fahr.isfarless 
than  from  a  tank  built  above  the 
ground  and  exposed  to  the  sun's 
rays  which  may  often  reach  a 
temperature  of  1300  Fahr. 

If  a  petroleum  oil  having 
a  specific  gravity  of  400 
Beaum  be  exposed  to  the 
heat  of  the  sun  in  a  shal- 
low pan  it  will  decrease  20 
per  cent  in  volume  in  a 
short  time;  the  portion  of 
oil  evaporated  being  better 
for  the  manufacture  ot  gas 
than  the  part  remaining  in 
the  pan.  This  experiment 
is  easily  tried  and  very  con- 
vincing. 

Notw  thstanding  the  loss 
by  evaporation  caused  by 
high  atmospheric  ternper- 
atu  re  the  oil  producer 
stores  his  oil  in  dark-colored 
tanks  which  are  exposed  to 
the  blistering  heat  of  the 
sun,  and  it  is  to  be  re- 
gretted that  his  example  in 
many  instances  is  followed 
by  the  gas  manufacturer 
Ifthe  tank-De  not  placed  under- 
ground where  the  temperature  is 
low  and  fairly  constant,  it  should 
at  least  be  shaded  from  the  sun 
and  whitewashed  to  decrease  ab- 
sorption of  heat. 

When  a  fresh  supply  of  oil  is 
emptied  into  a  tank  which  con- 
tains oil  which  has  been  stored  for 
some  time,  it  should  be  introduced 
into  the  bottom  of  the  tank;  the 
tresh  oil  being  lighter  than  the 
oil  already  in  the  tank  has  a  ten- 
dency to  ascend  and  in  doing  so  it 
dissolves  the  heavy  oil  and  will 
not  evaporate  so  readily  as  it 
would  do  if  it  was  placed  on  the 
surface  of  the  heavy  oil. 

Advantage  is  taken  of  the  fact 
that  asphaltum  is  nearly  an  un- 
alterable gum  to  make  many  con- 
structions in  which  a  plastic  and 
unalterable  cement  is  required. 
Usually  California  asphaltum  con- 
tains from  five  to  nine  per  cent 
of  sulphur. 

Some  wells  in  California  pro- 
duce oils  containing  parfEne  but 
they'are  so  valuable  for  producing

illuminating  oil  that  their  use    for 
gas-making  is  prohibited. 

At  Baku  in  Russia  atractof  laud 
less  than  twenty  acres  in  area  has 
produced  in  twelve  years  35,000,- 
000  barrels  of  oil  and  is  still  pro- 
ducing about  12,000  barrels  per 
day. 

On  the  Laguna  Extension, 
or  Zaca  rancho,  in  Santa  Barbara 
county,  California,  there  are  large 
deposits  of  bituminized  sand  ex- 
posed upon  the  surface.  On  any 
one  of  several  twenty-acre  tracts 
at  this  place  the  dimensions  of  the 
exposures  of  the  bituminized  sand 
would  show  that  it  contains  eight 
millions  of  barrels  of  heavy  petrol- 
eum of  the  consistency  of  molasses. 

To  make  one  barrel  of  that  mate- 
rial must  have  taken  eight  barrels 
of  ordinary  petroleum  before  evap- 
oration, so  that  on  each  twenty- 
acre  tract  is -now  the  remains  of 
64,000,0000  barrels  of  petroleum 
oil.  The  astonishing  part  of  this 
is  that  it  is  seen  upon  the  suface 
and  is  not  hidden  beneath.  There- 
fore, in  California,  as  well  as  in 
Russia,  there  are  probabilities  of  a 
very  small  territory  producing  im- 
mense quantities  of  petroleum  oils. 
The  case  cited  shows  one,  at  least, 
of  such  places,  and  there  may  be, 
and  doubtless  are,  many  others  of 
similar  character,  where  the  oils 
are  still  hidden. 

Unaltered  rocks  of  California 
cover  an  area  of  over  forty  thousand 
square  miles.  Bitumens  occur  in 
all  geological  formations,  from  the 
plutonic,  metamorphic,  or  igneous 
rocks,  up  to  and  including  the 
quartenary.  It  is  found  saturating 
strata  of  sand  and  seamed  shale, 
and  as  many  as  ten  beds  of  shale 
can  be  seen  on  the  eroded  sides  of 
some  of  the  anticlinal  ridges  of  the 
Coast  Range. 

These  sand  beds  are  very  irregu- 
lar as  regards  their  thickness  and 
the  distance  intervening  between 
them.  Some  are  a  few  feet  in 
thickness,  while  others  exceed  four 
hundred  feet,  and  the  shales  are 
from  a  few  feet  to  over  five  hun- 
dred feet  in  thickness. 

When  several  sands  are  to  be 
seen  on  the  side  of  a  mountain,  or 
when  they  can  be  traced  upon  the 
surface  of  the  earth  by  their  out- 
crop, if  bituminized  at  all,  the  bitu 
men  will  generally  be  in  the  geo 
logically  lower  beds,  and  when 
a  sand  contains  bitumen  the  under 
lying  sand  beds  are  also  liable  to 
contain  bitumen. 

At  the  present  time  nearly  all 
the  wells  that  are  being  bored  are 
in  the  vicinity  of  surface  indica 
tions,  to  wit :  oil  seepages,  out 
crops  of  bituminous  rock  and  gas 
blow-holes,  all  of  which  are  signs 
that  the  reservoirs  of  petroleum  are 
leaking,  owingto  insufficient  cover. 
At  present  the  wells  aie  generally 
shallow,  but  they  will  increase  in 
depth  in  time  as  they  have  done  in 
other  fields. 

The  day  is  not  far  distant  when 
oil  territory  will  be  selected  by 
geologists  on  account  of  favorable 
structure  and  position,  irrespective 
of  surface  bitumens.  The  wells 
in  this  territory  will  have  to  be 
drilled  to  a  greater  depth,  but 
when  productive  will  yield  light 
oil. 

Owing  to  the  large  area  and  the 
thickness  of  the   unaltered  rocks 


and  the  great  thickness  and  the 
number  ot  the  oil  sands  in  Califor- 
nia, the  yield  of  oil  in  California  in 
future  years  will  be  enormous. 

A  comparison  of  the  consumption 
of  fuel  oil  with  that  of  coal  shows 
3.33  barrels  of  fuel  oil  to  be  equiva- 
lent to  one  ton  of  good  imported 
coal.  Figuring  oil  at  $1.40  per 
barrel  and  coal  at  $7.50  per  ton  in 
San  Francisco,  it  shows  the  cost  of 
oil  to  be  $4.66  as  against  $7.50  for 
its  equivalent  in  coal.  Moreover, 
the  labor  required  to  operate  with 
coal  is  far  greater  than  with  oil,  in 
most  instances  being  nearly  double. 

The  perfect  cleanliness  of  fuel  oil 
and  the  ease  and  simplicity  of  sup- 
ply and  regulation, makes  it  a  most 
desirable  substitute  for  coal.  As 
long  as  coal  remains  at  $7.50  per 
ton  in  California,  it  cannot  be  ex- 
pected that  oil  will  fall  below  its 
present  price;  not,  at  least,  forsome 
some  time  to  come. 

In  the  year  1899  there  were 
1,740,027  tons  of  coal  imported 
into  the  State  of  California;  to  sup- 
plant this  5,792,278  baTrels  of  oil 
will  be  required.  As  the  supply 
becomes  more  permanent  the  uses 
of  fuel  oil  will  multiply. 

The  removal  of  the  gasoline, 
benzine  and  illuminating  oil, 
leaves]  an  oil  with  a  high  flash- 
ing point  which  would  be  less 
dangerous  to  use  in  a  locomotive 
and  otherwise  than  afueloilof  low 
flashing  point.  The  removal  of 
the  water  also  improves  the  oil  for 
fuel  purposes  as  it  does  not  have 
to  be  evaporated  by  the  fire. 

The  asphalts  in  the  crude  oil 
are  objectionable  for  the  manu- 
facture of  gas.  When  the  asph- 
alts are  subjected  to  the  temper- 
ature necessary  to  gassify  the 
oil,  sulphurous  gases  are  formed 
(principally  sulphurated  hydro- 
gen) and  as  the  asphalts  contain 
a  large  percentage  of  sulphur, 
and  these  gasses  are  formed  in 
quantities  and  require  a  large 
amount  of  a  purifier  for  their  re- 
moval. The  presence  of  asphaltum 
also  fouls  the  chequer  bricksin  the 
superheater  and  carbuereter  in 
making  water  gas,  and  the  retorts 
in  making  oil  gas. 

At  present  the  market  value  of 
asphaltum  is  too  high  for  it  to  be 
economically  used  for  either  the 
manufacture  of  gas  or  for  fuel  pur- 
poses. 

The  large  percentage  of  sul- 
phur in  natural  asphaltum  or  in 
that  obtained  as  a  residue  in  the 
distillation  of  crude  petroleum, 
make  them  an  undesirable  fuel. 
During  combustion  with  oxygen 
the  sulphur  combines  with  the 
oxygen  to  form  sulphur  dioxide. 

Sulphur  dioxide  in  absorbing 
water  or  the  vapor  of  water, 
changes  to  sulphurous  acid.  By 
oxidation  the  sulphurous  acid  is 
changed  to  sulphuric  acid  which 
may  lodge  on  the  surface  of  the 
boiler  and  attack  the  iron,  form- 
ing sulphate  of  iron.  Through 
this  action  the  sulphur  contained 
in  the  asphalt  is  a  cause  of  corros- 
ion in  boilers. 

Owing  to  the  presence  of  sul- 
phur the  fuel  value  of  asphaltum 
is  small  when  compared  with  the 
other  hydrocarbons  contained  in 
crude  petroleum. 

The  laboratory  and  practice  show 
that  the  distilling,  manipulating 
and  purifiyingof  crude  California 
oil  must  be  totally  dissim  lar  and 
different  from  the  methods  in  use 
in  Pennsylvania,  Canada  and  else- 
where. Most  of  the  crude  Cali- 
fornia oil  should  be  distilled  twice. 
From  experiments  made  it  would 
appear  that  the  vapors  of  the  lower 
hydrocarbons   during     distillation  I 


are  contaminated  by  the  decompo- 
sition of  the  sulphur  compounds 
contained  in  the  higher  hydrocar- 
bons, such  decompositions  being 
caused  by  heat. 

The  asphalts  obtained  by  the 
distillation  of  California  petroleum 
contain  from  4  to  7  per  cent  of  sul- 
phur. 

As  has  been  above  stated,  Cal- 
ifornia crude  petroleum  is  com- 
posed of  a  number  of  hydro- 
carbons and  hydrocarbon  com 
pounds  mutually  dissolved  one 
within  the  other,  and  having  dif- 
ferent boiling  points.  Owing  to 
this  they  can  be  fractionally  dis- 
tilled so  as  to  separate  them  into 
fractions  having  the  followingcom- 
mercial  names  and  physical  char- 
teristics :

The  Grand  Pacific. 

A  new  company  has  just  been 
organized,  with  offices  in  the  Par- 
rott  Building,  called  the  Grand 
Pacific  Oil  Company.  It  will  op- 
erate on  160  acres  of  land  in  Kern 
county,  in  the  Sunset  district,  on 
160  acres  in  Kern  county  in  the 
McKittrick  district,  near  the  land 
of  the  Diamond  Oil  Company  and 
the  Sunrise  Oil  Company,  which 
are  now  rapidly  drilling  their  well; 
also  on  80  acres  in  Contra  Costa 
county,  on  what  is  known  as 
the  Hodges'  ranch,  about  three 
miles  east  of  the  Miner  ranch;  on 
1280  acres  in  Fresno,  in  the  Coal- 
inga  district,  and  on  640  acres  in 
Kings  connty,  in  the  Kettleman 
hills;  in  all  the  Grand  Pacific  Oil 
Company  controls  2320  acres  of  as 
valuable  oil  land  as  can  be  found 
in  the  state.  It  has  not  been  de- 
cided where  to  commence  opera- 
tions at  first,  though  probably  the 
choice  lies  between  Contra  Costa 
county  and  the  Sunset  district,  as 
in  the  Sunset  district  the  company 
owns  land  near  where  the  Monarch 
Oil  Company  has  drilled  the  well 
which  is  now  pumping  500  barrels 
a  day.

Expressions    of  Opinion   Regard- 
ing   Judge  Ross'  Decision. 

SCRIP    LAND    TAKES   PRECEDENCE. 

A  decree  was  entered  in  favor  of 
the  complainant,  with  a  provision, 
however,  to  the  effect  that  should 
the  land  department  of  the  govern- 
ment at  any  time  prior  to  the  is- 
suance of  a  patent  for  the  selected 
tract  determine  that  the  land  was 
not  vacant  and  open  to  settlement 
at  the  time  of  its  selectio,n  the  op- 
eration of  the  decree  shall  there- 
upon cease. 

This  will  effect  thousands  of 
acres  of  land  in  Central  and  South- 
ern California,  which  was  located 
as  agricultural  land,  through  the 
use  of  scrip  obtained  from  the  orig- 
inal settlers  on  land  afterwards  de- 
clared by  the  courts  to  belong  to 
the  railroads,  and  for  which  scrip 
was  given  in  lieu  of  the  land.  The 
most  valuable  land  in  controversy 
which  will  be  affected  by  this  de- 
dision  is  in  the  Keru  rivercountry. 
This  virtually  declares  that  scrip 
land  claims  take  precedence  over 
mineral  claims,  as  all  of  the  oil 
lands  are  claimed  as  mineral  lands. 
— Los  Angeles  Express. 

NOT  SETTLED   YET. 

Hon.  C.  C.  Wright,  who  is  attor- 
ney for  the  Reed  Oil  Company, 
and,  perhaps,  some  others,  says, 
with  reference  to  the  decision  of 
Judge  Ross,  quoted  elsewhere  in 
this  issue,  that  "the  matter  is  not 
settled  yet  by  a  long  ways.  There 
will  be  an  appeal,  of  course.  The 
land  department  has  not  yet  made 
a  ruling  on  the  subject  of  the  lands 
and  the  decision  may  be  in  favor 
of  the  oil  men." 


Oil  in  Alameda. 

Louis  H.  Eddy,  Field  Assistant 
to  Prof.  Watts,  State  Examiner  of 
Mines,  was  in  Livermore  on  Mon- 
day of  last  week.  In  company 
with  John  Aylwardhe  visited  what 
is  believed  to  be  the  oil  belt  of  this 
section,  in  the  northeastern  part  of 
the  valley.  Mr.  Eddy  made  a  care- 
ful examination  of  the  locality  in 
which  the  Alameda  Oil  Company 
is  boring,  andgave  it  ashis  opinion 
that  oil  in  quantity  will  be  found 
in  the  neighborhood.  He  does  not 
claim  to  be  an  expert,  but  he  has 
lived  much  in  oil  districts,  and  is 
familiar  with  formations  and  sur- 
face indications  of  all  kinds,  all  of 
which,  in  his  opinion,  shows  a  de- 
posit of  oil.  He  was  so  favorably 
impressed  that  he  made  copious 
notes,  and  this  district  will  be  given 
a  prominent  place  in  his  report.

The 

The  great  number  of  oil  companies 

which    have    been     incorporated 

during     tile      past    ciglit      months 

have  effected    a    sensible    ini 

in  the    production    of    oil.      While 

all     the     companies     have     not 

been  successful  in  theit  search 
after  petroleum,  yet  the  majority 
of  them  have  been.  Those  who 
have  not  been  successful  have 
performed  their  part  in  ascertain- 
ing where  the  oil  territory  does  in 
fact  lie,  ami  also  ill  benefitting  the 
county  by  giving  employment  to 
many  thousands  of  men.  Land 
values  have  been  appreciably 
raised  by  the  further  discovery 
and  the  development  of  oil  in 
Southern  California.  Although 
this  year  the  production  of  petrol- 
eum in  California  will  reach  a 
value  between  $4,000,000  and 
$5,000,000,  yet  the  enhanced  value 
of  land  will  reach  a  sum  many 
times  greater  than  this.  Eastern 
capital  has  invested  largely  in  our 
great  and  coming  industry,  a  great 
deal  of  money  has  been  invested 
in  oil  storage  tanks,  pipe 
lines,  roads,  derricks,  etc.  In 
etc.  In  fact  it  may  be  said  that 
every  branch  of  business  has  been 
remarkably  stimulated  by  the  de- 
velopment and  increased  discov- 
ery of  petroleum.  The  fact  that 
the  petroleum  bed  is  practically 
inexhaustible  is  proved  by  the 
rich  seepage  throughout  the 
country,  and  which  even  escapes 
into  the  Pacific  ocean,  for  at  Surn- 
merland  and  coast  potnts  oil  wells 
have  been  profitably  sunk  into 
the  bed  of  the  ocean.  Noth  with- 
standing the  present  remarkable 
increase  of  production  it  is  certain 
that  the  demand  will  continue  to 
be  greater  than  the  supply,  and 
hence  the  price  of  petroleum  will 
be  maintained,  or  even  raised,  by 
the  increased  use  which  its  great 
utility  will  have  demanded  for  it. 
In  this  western  country  fuel  is  so 
scarce  and  its  price  consequently 
so  high  that  with  the  introduction 
and  use  of  oil,  appliances  for  con- 
sumption of  other  fuel  will  have 
disappeared.  California's  indus- 
tries and  our  oil  fields  should 
exploited  throughout  the  east. 
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A  conference  was  held  in  Fres 
no  last  week  between  the  owners 
and  lessees  of  section  28  of  the 
Coalinga  district  and  the  directors 
ofthe  Union  Pipe  Line  Company, 
with  a  view  of  having  a  pipe  line

principles,    one   soluble    in     ether 

the  other  insoluble  in  ether, 

The  sands  usually  contain  from 
ten     to   eighteen      per    cent  of    as- 

phaltum.  This  difference  in  amount 
depends  upon  the  variable  vol- 
ume interspaces  in  the  sand  caused 
by  the  degree  of  fineness,  coarse- 
ness or  the  form  ofthe  grains  of 
sand.  The  part  soluble  in  ether 
is  called  petrolene,  a  glutenous 
viscous,  jelly-like  mass.  The  part 
insoluble  in  ether,  called  asphal- 
tene,  is  solid,  hard  and  fragile;  a 
brilliant  black  substance  breaking 
with    a  concoidal  fracture. 

"Varying  proportions  of  petrol- 
ene and  asphaltene  give  the  dif- 
ferent consistencies  to  asphaltums 
an  increase  of  petrolene  softens 
whereas  an  increase  of  asphal- 
tene hardens  the  asphaltum. 
When  free  of  impurities  the  as- 
phaltums extracted  from  the  sand 
when  heated  to  a  temperature  of 
2120  Fahr.  have  a  specific  gravity- 
less  than  water. 

"Besides  the  separation  of  petrol- 
ene and  asphaltene  by  solvents 
the  petrolene  can  be  driven  from 
the  asphaltene  by  maintaining  the 
asphaltums  at  a  temperature  of 
3000  or  3500  Fanr.  for  a  number  of 
hours. 

"All  hydrocarbons  are  volatile; 
petrolene  to  a  certain  extent  is 
evaporated  when  exposed  to  the 
atmosphere  for  a    very  long   time. 

"Usually  on  the  surface  and  ex- 
tending two  or  three  feet  below 
the  surface  into  the  deposit,  the 
bitumen  impregnating  the  sand  is 
brown  and  friable,  containing 
about  65  per  cent  of  asphaltene 
and  35  p  r  cent  of  petrolene.  The 
hardness  of  the  brown  friable  bi- 
tumen is  1  whereas  the  hardness 
of  the  grains  of  sand  is  7. 
The  specific  gravity  of  the  brown, 
friable  bitumen  is  less  than  1.00 
and  that  of  the  sand  2.65.  Advan- 
tage is  taken  of  the  difference  in 
the  hardness  and  gravity  of  the  bi- 
tumen and  sand  to  separate  them. 
This  is  accomplished  by  first  sub- 
jecting them  to  attrition  in  a  suit- 
able mill  and  then  rem  wing  the 
bitumen  by  currents  of  air. 

"  A  short  distance  below  the 
brown,  friable  bitumen  and  in  some 
instances  extending  below  the  sur- 
face for  several  hundred  feet,  the 
interspaces  in  the  sand  are  filled 
with  a  plastic,  vicious  and  tena- 
cious bitumen,  containing  about  30 
per  cent  of  asphaltene  and  70  per 
cent  of  petrolene.     When    heated

the  suit  being  decided  in  favor  ..I 
the  latter,  are  as  follows  : 

The  great  tracts  set  apart  by  the 
government  as  forest  reservations 
included  much  land  taken  up  by 
individuals  as  agricultural  hold- 
ings. To  compensate  these  per- 
sons they  were  given  government 
"scrip"  which  enabled  them  to  file 
on  any  lands  not  previously  taken 
up. 

There  being  no  specific  law 
under  which  oil  lauds  in  the  pub- 
lic domain  may  be  filed  upon  as 
such,  it  has  been  the  custom  to 
take  up  such  lands  under  the 
placer  mining  law. 

This  law  makes  proof  of  the 
presence  of  mineral  a  requisite  to 
holding  the  land.  With  a  good 
placer  claim  this  is  very  easily 
done;  but  the  only  way  to  prove 
absolutely  the  presence  of  oil  is  to 
bore  for  it;  and  this  is  an  expen- 
sive and  tpdious  process.  Title 
cannot  be  secured  until  the  pres- 
ence of  oil  is  determined. 

The  scrippers — men  who  hold 
scrip  for  agricultural  lands,  to  be 
taken  up  in  lieu  of  lands  reverting 
to  the  government,  in  forest  reser- 
vations— have  taken  advantage  of 
this  situation  to  file  agricultural 
claims  on  lands  already  filed  on 
under  the  placer  mining  law,  but 
on  which  oil  has  not  yet  been  dis- 
covered. They  held  that  a  placer 
petroleum  claim  not  based  on  the 
actual  discovery  of  oil,  is  void. 
The  mineral  claimants  contended, 
on  the  other  hand,  that  the  scrip- 
per's  title  is  invalid  until  approved 
by  the  commissioner  of  the  general 
and  office,  or  until  a  patent  has 
been  issued. 

In  the  care  in  question,  Judge 
Ross,  decided,  as  he  had  done 
once  before,  that  there  could  be 
no  valid  petroleum  placer  claim 
not  based  upon  the  actual  dis- 
covery of  oil;  that  until  such  dis- 
covery was  made  the  land  was 
vacant  and  open  to  settlement, 
and  hence  open  to  selection  by 
the  scrippers  under  the  forest 
reservation  lieu  land  act.  Further- 
more, that  no  subsequent  dis- 
covery of  oil  or  mineral  upon  such 
premises  could  impair  the  title  of 
the  scripper.

A  meeting  is  called  for  today  in 
in  Bakers- 
Strong  Company  field  of  all 
Greatly  Needed,  the  oil  pro- 
ducers of 
Kern  county  for  the  purpose  of 
forming  an  organization,  the  object 
of  which  is  to  sustain  prices  and 
market  the  oil  product  by  means  of 
co-operation.  While  the  object  of 
this  organization  is  good,  and  while 
its  influence,  if  organized,  will  be 
excellent,  still  it  will  not  begin  to 
solve  the  problem  which  confronts 
the  oil  producers  of  California. 

An  organization  of  this  sort 
should  be  a  state  organization,  and 
should  not  be  confined  to  any  one 
district  or  county.  Its  seat  should 
naturally  be  in  San  Francisco, 
which  is  financially  the  seat  of  the 
oil  industry.  If  a  company  should 
be  organized,  for  example,  in 
Bakersfield,  there  is  but  little  doubt 
that  another  company  would  be 
organized,  perhaps  on  the  same 
line,  in  Fresno  county  ;  in  time 
another  in  Contra  Costa  county, 
and  still  another  in  Mendocino  and 
Colusa  counties.  While  these  or- 
ganizations woulddogoodin  them- 
selves individually,  collectively 
they  would  not  have  the  effect  of 
centralizing  the  oil  industry  in 
such  a  way  as  to  market  the  entire 
output  of  the  state  so  as  to  avoid 
unnecessary  and  ruinous  competi- 
tion, or  satisfy  the  consumers. 

Such  a  central  organization,  how- 
ever, must  be  effected,  and  the 
people  to  effect  it  must  be  men  of 
means,  of  wide  business  expe- 
rience, not  necessarily  engaged  in 
producing,  themselves,  but  settling 
all  their  energies  on  furnishing 
the  widest  possible  market  for  the 
product  of  the  state,  establishing 
refineries  and  sub-markets  in  the 
different  districts  where  ample 
tankage  could  be  afforded  and 
selling  the  fuel  oil  and  the  dis- 
tillate wherever  a  market  is  of- 
fered. Such  an  organization  would 


require  at  least  $1,000,000  back  of 
of  it.  It  should  build  pipe  lines 
wherever  they  are  needed.  It 
should  grade  the  oil  so  that  a 
would-be  consumer  would  not  be 
in  doubt  as  to  what  kind  of  oil  he 
would  be  apt  to  get  when  the 
same  had  been  ordered. 

It  may  be  urged  that  such  an 
organization  would  be  practically 
a  monopoly,  or  at  any  rate  would 
endeavor  to  monopolize  the  oil  in- 
dustry of  the  State.  Such  is  not 
the  case.  If  the  oil  industry  is  to 
succeed  in  California  it  must  have 
some  market  always  on  hand 
where  the  producer  can  always 
dispose  of  the  product  at  a  cer- 
tain price,  knowing  that  his  pro- 
duct is  always  in  demand  and  that 
he  will  not  have  to  wait  for  his 
pay.  Such  an  organization  would 
not  necessarily  conflict  with  any 
county  or  district  co  operative 
organization,  such  as  is  purposed 
in  Bakersfield.  On  the  other 
hand  such  a  county  organization 
would  be  greatly  benefitted  by  a 
central  organization  which,  natur- 
ally, we  believe  would  be  in  San 
Francisco.  On  the  other  hand, 
without  such  a  central  organiza- 
tion the  different  county  organ- 
izations would  be  more  or  less  in 
conflict  and  their  influence  would 
be  greatly  impaired  on  account  of 
the  competition  which  would 
naturally  rise  between  them. 
Therefore  we  say,  form  your 
county  organizations  as  fast  as 
possible,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
some  company  will  be  formed  of 
sufficient  cppital,  backed  by  men 
of  influence  and  knowledge  in  the 
oil  world,  which  company  will  be 
strong  enough  to  furnish  a  market 
for  the  entire  oil  output  of  the 
State  and  handle  it  for  the  best 
interests  of  both  producer  and 
consumer. 


-  We  desire  to  call   the  attention 
of   practical    oil 
Lessons  for     producers    to    a 
Oil  Men.  few  points  in  the 

article  of  State 
Mineralogist  Cooper  which  ap- 
pears on  the  third  and  fourth 
pages  of  this  issue. 

The  first  point  is  in  regard  to 
what  he  says  with  reference  to 
where  tanks  should  be  located. 
He  says  the  evaporation  from  an 
oil  tank  which  is  under  ground 
and  kept  at  a  temperature  of  6o° 
Fahr.  is  far  less  than  from  a  tank 
built  above  the  ground  and  ex 
posed  to  the  sun's  rays  which  may 
often  reach  a  temperature  of  130° 
Fahr. 

"  If  a  petroleum  oil  having  a 
specific  gravity  of  40°  Beaume  be 
exposed  to  the  he  at  of  the  sun  in 
a  shallow  pan  it  will  decrease  20 
per  cent  in  volume  in  a  short 
time;  the  portion  of  oil  evaporated 
being  better  for  the  manufacture 
of  gas  than  the  part  remaining  in 
the  pan.  This  experiment  is  easily 
tried  and  very  convincing.  Not 
withstanding  the  loss  by  evapora- 
tion caused  by  high  atmospheric 
temperature,  the  oil  producer 
stores  his  oil  in  dark -colored  tanks 


which  are  exposed  to  the  blistering 
heat  of  the  sun,  and  it  is  to  be  re- 
greted  his  example  in  many  in- 
stances is  followed  by  the 
gas  manufacturer.  If  the  oil  tank 
be  not  placed  underground  where 
the  temperature  is  low  and  fairly 
constant,  it  should  at  least  be 
shaded  from  the  sun  and  white- 
washed to  decrease  absorption  of 
heat," 

In  other  words  the  oil  producer 
who  does  not  store  his  oil  in  tanks 
placed  under  ground  loses  20  per 
cent  of  the  volume  of  the  gas  and 
the  part  which  he  loses  is  the 
most  valuable  portion  of  the  oil 

Another  thing  which  we  desire 
to  call  the  attention  of  oil  pro- 
ducers to  is  this. 

"  When  a  fresh  supply  of  oil  is 
emptied  into  a  tank  which  con 
tains  oil  which  has  been  stored 
for  som  -  time,  it  should  be  intro 
duced  into  the  bottom  of  the  tank; 
the  fresh  oil  being  lighter  than 
the  oil  already  in  the  tank  has  a 
tendency  to  ascend  and  in  doing 
so  it  dissolves  the  heavy  oil  and 
will  not  evaporate  so  rapidly  as  it 
would  do  if  it  was  placed  on  the 
surface  of  the  heavy  oil." 

Fully  90  per  cent  of  the  oil  pro 
ducers  fill  their  oil  tanks  from  the 
top  instead  of  from  the  bottom  and 
thus  lose  by  evaporation,  not 
only  a  large  per  cent  of  the  oil 
but  the  best  quality  of  the  oil. 

These  are  the  simplest  and  most 
easily  learned  lessons  from  the 
article.  There  are  others  equally 
as  valuable  and  we  trust  the  article 
will  be  read  by  every  oil  man  in 
the  state. 


One  of  the  most  important  state 
ments  in  the  arti- 
Selection  of     cle  of  State  Min 
Oil  Land.  eralogist  Cooper 

is  that  in  which 
he  declares  that  nearly  all  the 
wells  that  are  being  bored  are  in 
the  vicinity  of  surface  indications, 
but  that  the  day  is  not  far  distant 
when  oil  territory  will  be  selected 
by  geologists  on  account  of  favor 
able  structure  and  position,  irre- 
spective of  surface  bitumens.  The 
wells  of  this  territory  willrhave  to 
be  drilled  to  a  great  depth,  but 
when  productive  will  yield  light 
oil. 

In  other  words,  he  practically 
advises  oil  producers,  if  they  de- 
sire to  find  a  high  grade  of  oil,  to 
drill  not  in  localities  where  seep 
ages  are  abundant,  but  where  the 
general  formation  is  such  as  to 
warrant  a  belief  that  oil  can  be 
found  below  the  surface.  At  pres 
ent  if  a  California  well  is  drilled  to 
a  depth  of  1000  feet  it  is  regarded 
as  a  deep  well,  but  with  proper 
machinery  handled  skillfully  a 
2000-foot  well  can  be  drilled  just 
as  successfully  and  with  but  little 
more  trouble  than  a.  700-foot  well, 
with  this  difference,  that  while  the 
700-foot  well  will  yield  a  heavy  oil, 
of  which  the  most  valuable  portion 
has  been  evaporated,  the  2000-foot 
well  will  yield  an  oil  of  far  greater 
commercial  value,  easier  to  handle 


and  adapted  to  more  uses. 

At  present  Californians  go  wild 
over  places  where  oil  seeps  abound 
and  oil  can  be  dipped  up  by  the 
cupful,  but  Mr.  Cooper's  idea  is 
that  such  localities  are  not  so  valu- 
able for  oil  purposes  as  those  in 
which  there  are  no  seepages  but  a 
geological  formation.

Spreading.  few  localities.the 
most  of  the  pro- 
duction coming  from  Ventura, 
and  Los  Angeles  counties.  Then 
came  the  discovery  of  oil  in  Coal- 
inga,  and  since  then  not  a  month 
has  gone  by  but  what  some  new 
field  has  been  exploited  and  oil 
struck  in  abundant  quantities. 
Orange  count}'  and  Kern  are  the 
counties  that  have  made  the 
strides  in  the  march  of  oil  devel- 
opment, but  there  are  other  coun- 
ties where  drills  are  now  at 
work  which  in  one  year  will  have 
made  vast  progress  and  be  able  to 
show  almost  as  much  if  not  fully 
as  much  production  as  those 
counties  where  the  oil  industry 
is  well  established. 

Among  these  new  counties  are 
Kings,  Fresno,  San  Benito,  San 
Mateo,  while  in  the  north  are 
Tehama,  Shasta, Mendocino, Colusa 
and  Glenn. 

In  each  of  these  the  drills  are 
at  work,  and  the  capital  behind 
the  drills  is  sufficient  to  make  a 
thorough  trial   of  the  fields. 

What  the  future  of  the  oil  in- 
dustry is  in  California  no  one  can 
predict  except  to  say  that  it  will 
probably  bring  more  money  into 
the  state  and  be  the  cause  of  more 
prosperity  than  any  other  indus- 
try on  which  our  well  being  is 
now  dependent. 


The  Daily  Oil  News,  a  Los  An-

In  suspend- 
ing publication  it  simply  met  the 
fate  of  the  Record  and  the  Journal, 
two  daily  oil  papers  which  made 
a  brave  fight  for  patronage,  and 
were  forced  successively  to  sus- 
pend owing  to  the  impossibility 
of  securing  sufficient  patronage 
to  enable  them  to  continue  in  San 
Francisco. 

The  Los  Angeles  daily  has 
turned  over  its  subscription  list  to 
the  weekly  Oil  Era  which  is  do- 
ing a  great  deal  to  advance  the 
interests  of  the  southern  oil 
fields.  This  as  a  weekly  ought  to 
succeed.

The  first  flow  of  gas  in  this  com- 
pany's well  No.  5,  on  section  24, 
28-27,  was  struck  Wednesday  at 
775  feet,  which  filled  up  the  casing 
with  sand.

OIL  EXCHANGE   ROBBERS 


Same  Methods   Used   in  Los  An- 
geles as  in  San  Francisco. 

This  paper  has  frequently  ex- 
pressed its  disapproval  of  the  meth- 
ods used  by  some  or  the  brokers  in 
their  manipulation  of  oil  stock. 

It  would  seem  that  the  same  un- 
satisfactory state  of  affairs  exists 
in  .Los  Angeles,  and  that  there  is 
a  growing  dissatisfaction  over  the 
way  oil  stocks  are   being  handled. 

The  Los  Angeles  Mining  Review 
thus  unburdens  itself : 

If  things  continue  on  the  oil 
exchanges  as  they  are  now  going 
no  reputaDle  company  will  desire 
to  list  its  stock   on  the  exchanges. 

There  are  a  number  of  1  rokers 
whose  sole  object  is  to  hammer 
down  prices  of  producing  stocks. 
Their  reason  for  this  is  to  create 
alarm  among  the  holders  of  pro- 
ducing stocks,  so  as  to  make  them 
"let  go,"  because,  as  these  brokers 
inform  them  through  the  agency 
of  the  transactions  on  the  ex- 
changes, "prices  are  bound  to 
go  lower,  and  when  you  want 
to  sell  you  will  not  get  as 
much  for  your  stock  as  you  can 
get  now."  They  are  lying,  and 
they  know  it,  but  if  they  did  not 
lie  they  would  not  succeed  in 
frightening  weak  holders  to  let  go 
their  stock.  That  is  the  way  these 
brokers  do  business. 

If  the  sales  made  were  actual 
sales  there  would  be  less  cause  to 
growl.  The  owner  of  stock  has 
the  right  to  sell  it  whenever  and 
at  whatever  price  he  pleases.  But 
the  vast  majority  of  these  sales  re- 
ported each  day  are  not  legitimate; 
they  are  "wash"  sales,  jobs  put  up 
between  brokers — the  particular 
brand  of  brokers  to  whom  refer- 
ence is  here  made.  Take  for  in- 
stance "Uncle  William,"  or  what- 
ever the  stock  to  be  impounded  is, 
the  market  value  of  which  is,  let 
us  say,  socents  ashare.  One  wash 
broker  says  to  another  washer: 
,  "  You  offer  today  a  thousand 
shares  of  'Uncle  William'  at  35 
cents  and  I  will  take  it  in."  The 
transaction  takes  place  and  goes 
on  record  as  one  thousand  shares 
of  Uncle  William  sold  at  35. 

In  the  face   of  such  "evidence' 
it  is  little  wonder  that  weak  hold 
erslof  "Uncle  William"  "view  with 
alarm"  the  break  in   the  prices  of 
that  stock  and    rujh  into  the  arms 
of  the  brokers   to   close   out  their 
holdings  in  it  at  the  best  price  ob 
tainable. 

This  is  no  fairly  tale.  Such 
transactions  are  now  of  daily  oc 
currence.  Here  are  some  instances 
'■  quoted  from  the  Times  and  which 
we  cite  in  corroboration  of  what 
we  have  said : 

"There  has  been  a  feeling  of 
unrest  among  small  investors  re- 
cently because  of  the  persistent 
decline  of  well-knotvn  stocks.  For 
no  apparent  reason  prices  have 
been  pounded  until  those  not  fa- 
miliar with  the  ways  of  the  bulls 
and  bears  have   lost  faith  in  what 

}       considered  good    property. 


In  many  instances  such  investors 
have  unloaded  stock  of  good  re- 
liable properties  at  less  than  the 
purchase  price,  because  of  the  be- 
lief that  it  would  go  down  further. 

"On  one  exchange  yesterday 
(July  n)  Fullerton  Oil  sold  at  24 
cents,  yet  the  office  price  is  now  2  5 
cents.  When  this  company  was  a 
'wild-cat'  in  the  sense  thatitowned 
no  producing  property,  the  stock 
advanced  to  33  cents  and  better. 
Now  that  the  company  has  two 
producing  wells,  stock  sells  at  less 
than  the  office  price. 

"Another  example  of  the  incon 
sistency  of  the  local  market  was 
seen  in  yesterday's  transaction  in 
Uncle  Sam,  on  the  floor  of  the 
California  Oil  and  Stock  Exchange 
Two  months  ago,  when  the  com- 
pany owned  nine  producing  wells, 
the  stock  sold  on  the  local  exchange 
for  85  cents  a  share.  Thecompany 
now  owns  eleven  wells  and  prop- 
erty in  the  Bakersfield  field  on 
which  it  is  now  -drilling,  and  the 
stock  until  recently  sold  in  the 
neighborhood  of  50  cents  a  share. 
Yesterday  without  warningitfellto 
34  cents  on  the  California  Ex- 
change. Ten  shares  sold  at  that 
price,  610  shares  at  onecent  better, 
and  200  at  36  cents.  The  highest 
point  reached  was  45  cents,  1040 
shares  selling  at  that  figure. 

"  When  asked  for  the  reason  of 
the  marked  depreciation  in  this 
stock,  Monroe  Markham,  secretary 
of  the  Uncle  Sam  Company,  de- 
clared that  yesterday's  transac- 
tions in  Uncle  Sam  furnished 
another  example  of  '  washing' 
stock  by  brokers.  He  declared 
that  in  his  opinion  no  legimate 
sale  of  the  stock  was  made  on  the 
California  Exchange  yesterday. 
'  Brokers  who  are  in  the  scalping 
business'  said  he,  '  are  making  it 
a  point  to  pound  stock  and  have 
succeeded  in  bringing  the  market 
to  its  present  condition.  Opera- 
tions yesterday  in  Uncle  Sam  were 
confined  to  four  brokers,  who, 
with  but  one  exception,  bought 
and  sold.  In  one  case  a  broker 
bought  at  38  cents,  and  sold  at 
34  cents.  So  long  as  such  busi- 
ness is  allowed  on  the  floor  of  the 
local  exchanges,  the  condition  of 
the  market  will  not  improve." 

Life  on  the  exchange  may  not 
be  a  happy  one,  but  it  is  the 
duty  of  their  governing  boards 
to  put  a  stop  to  these  dishonest 
transactions. 


Petroleum  Industry  in  Japan. 

Vice-Consul  General  McLean 
sends  from  Yokohama  a  clipping 
from  the  Japan  Times,  of  even 
date,  giving  information  concern- 
ing the  rapidly  developing  indus- 
try in  the  district  of  Echigo,  Japan, 
as  follows: 

There  are  at  present  over  thirty 
petroleum  companies  in  the  old 
district  in  Echigo.  Some  of  these 
possess  a  capital  of  over  1,000,000 
yen  ($498,000),  the  aggregate  cap- 
ital amounting  to  12,000,000  yen 
($5,966,000). 

In  consequence   of  the   increas 


ing  activity  of  the  industry  the 
inadequacy  of  banking  facilities  is 
now  being  felt  by  th«  merchants 
in  the  locality  and  by  those  hav- 
ing business  connections  with  the 
place.  With  the  object  of  afford- 
ing better  facilities  in  this  direc- 
tion, the  First  and  Yasuda  Bank, 
in  Tokyo,  and  the  Sumitomo  Bank, 
in  Osaka,  have  under  considera- 
tion the  establishment  of  branches 
either  in  Nagaoka  orKashiwazaki. 
The  proposed  scheme  to  con- 
struct a  pipe  line  from  the  seat  of 
the  petroleum  wells  in  Echigo 
to  Tokyo  for  the  rapid  and  con- 
venient transportion  of  kero- 
sene is  now  assuming  a  practical 
shape.  The  promoters  of  the  en- 
terprise have  decided  to  entrust 
the  Nakai  engineering  office  with 
the  business  of  making  a  prelimi- 
nary survey  for  the  projected 
work.  Mr.  Miyagi,  graduate  of 
the  engineering  college  of  the 
Tokyo  Imperial  University,  will 
act  as  advisory  engineer  in  the 
survey,  which  is  to  be  begun  at  no 
distant  date. 


Indiana  Oil   Developments. 

Indiana  completed  164  wells  in 
June,  with  21  of  them  dry  and  the 
new  production  amounting  to  2,- 
765  barrels.  This  was  a  decrease 
of  a  single  well  from  May,  but  the 
drop  in  new  production  was  393 
barrels  and  there  were  six  fewer 
dry  holes.  Ten  wells  were  aban- 
doned in  the  Indiana  oil  districts 
iu  June  as  compared  with  19  in 
May  and  15  in  April. 

During  May,  says  the  Derrick, 
165  wells  were  completed  in  the 
oil  producing  counties  of  Indiana, 
27  were  dry  and  the  new  produc- 
tion was  estimated  at  3,158  barrels. 
Compared  with  April  there  was 
an  increase  of  17  wells,  468  barrels 
new  production  and  seven  dry 
holes.  There  were  148  wells  com- 
pleted in  the  Hoosier  oil  districts 
in  April,  20  of  them  were  dry  and 
the  new  production  was  2,000 
barrels  March  completed  98  wells 
with  16  of  them  dry  and  the  new 
production  was  1,935  barrels.  In- 
diana completed  only  67  wells  in 
February,  with  six  dry  holes,  and 
the  new  production  was  1,1 15  bar- 
rels. In  January  113  wells  were 
completed,  including  11  dry  holes, 
and  the  new  production  amounted 
to  1,595  barrels. 

On  June  30  the  count  of  new 
operations  showed  53  rigs  and  108 
wells  drilling  in  the  Indiana  oil 
district,  a  gain  of  five  rigs  and 
twelve  wells  drilling  over  the  re- 
port for  the  month,  preceding.  At 
the  close  of  May  there  were  48 
rigs  and  96  wells  drilling  under 
way  in  the  Hoosier  oil  fields,  a  de- 
crease of  22  rigs  and  an  increase 
of  ten  wells  drilling  as  compared 
with  the  figures  at  the  close  of 
April.  On  April  30  the  Indiana 
oil  districts  contained  70  rigs  and 
86  wells  drilling,  which  was  six 
fewer  rigs  and  seven  mere  drilling 
wells  than  at  the  close  of  March. 
There  were  64  rigs  and  93  drill- 
ing wells  on  March  31,  which   was 


an  increase  of  22  rigs  and  three 
wells  drilling  over  the  figures  at 
the  close  of  February. 

A  Queer  Well. 

The  Santa  Barbara  Herald  thus 
describes  a  phenomenon  at  Sum- 
merland  :  "  The  poeple  of  Oxnard 
Oil  Co.  at  Summerland  have  one 
of  the  queerest  oil  wells  in  the 
country.  It  has  behaved  in  the 
oddest  manner  for  the  past  month 
and  is  the  envy  of  the  whole 
Summerland  field.  The  well  was 
completed  for  the  pump  last  De- 
cember. Up  to  a  month  ago  it 
pumped  well.  At  that  time  it  was 
sand  pumped  but  when  there  was 
an  attempt  made  to  pump  again  it 
was  found  that  the  well  had  com- 
menced to  flow  and  that  the  pro- 
duction by  the  natural  method 
was  greater  than  by  the  pump. 
But  the  strangest  thing  in  the  . 
matter  was  the  curious  way  the 
well  flowed.  The  oil  does  not 
run  out  of  the  casing  in  a  steady 
stream  but  comes  in  jerks  just 
like  the  flows  of  a  pumped  well. 
The  tide  of  the  oil  ebbs  and  flows 
with  the  same  rythm  as  the  tides 
of  the  pumped  wells  near  by  and 
the  owners  have  the  theory  that 
the  well  formed  the  habit  of  flow- 
ing rhy  thmatically  while  the  pump 
was  on  it  and  that  it  is  only  doing 
what  it   learned  in    its   childhood. 


Visitation    of     Providence. 

Now  some  of  the  wise  news- 
papers are  pointing  out  that  the 
fire  at  Bayonne  was  a  visitation  of 
Providence  to  punish  the  Stand- 
ard people.  In  this  skeptical  age 
it  is  difficult  at  times  to  see  that 
Providence  is  always  on  the  right 
side,  and  when  thunderbolts  are 
sent  flying  about,  devastating 
churches  and  demoralizing  tract 
societies,  even  the  devout  get  con- 
fused in  their  reasoning  and  find 
their  conclusions  based  upon  some- 
what shaky  premises.  But  when 
the  operation  is  reversed  and  it  is 
the  Standard  Oil  Company  or 
some  other  monopolistic  organiza- 
tion that  suffers,  even  the  small 
boy,  unacquainted  with  church 
dogma,  can  readily  understand 
why  the  disaster  occurred  —  Oil 
City  Pa.  Blizzard. 

Oil  Blockade. 

A  blockade  in  oil  transportation  is 
liable  to  be  upon  the  state  at  no 
far  distant  date.  Already  Sum- 
merland is  complaining  bitterly 
that  the  oil  being  produced  there 
cannot  be  moved  fast  enough.  If 
such  trouble  is  encountered  now 
it  is  safe  to  say  that  in  the  course 
of  a  few  weeks  when  the  railroad 
spur  is  built  into  th  j  Kern  River 
field  and  the  pumps  are  set  to 
work,  there  will  be  a  very  com- 
plete blockade,  unless  the  road 
has  a  big  lot  of  cars  in  near  view. 
—Herald.

The  Buckeye  runs 
averaged  nearly  54,000  barrels, 
while  the  shipments  were  close 
to  37,000.  The  increase  in  the 
net  stocks  amounted  to  over  785,- 
000  barrels  in  June  and  o  er  800,- 
000  barrels  in  May.  The  total 
run  of  the  Eastern  and  Western 
oil  fields  averaged  153,720  barrels 
in  June  and  the  shipments  133,- 
1S4  barrels.  For  May  the  total 
runs  were  151,373  barrels  and  the 
shipments  130,386  barrels  a  day.

Scrippers  Not   Numerous. 

The  recent  decision  of  United 
States  Circuit  Judge  Ross  to  the 
effect  that  government  scrip  might 
be  used  to  at  least  cloud  the  title 
of  much  valuable  nil  land,  or  even 
secure  to  holders  of  scrip  a  title  to 
such  land,  has  given  rise  to  all 
manner  of  wild  rumors  as  to  the 
possible  effect  upon  oi.  lands  that 
decision  will  have.  It  has  been 
reported  that  this  company  or  that 
is  in  danger  of  losing  its  holdings, 
or  some  of  them,  for  the  reascn 
that  they  have  not  actully  struck 
oil.  Such  rumors  are  absurd  and 
a  little  investigation  will  show  that 
there  is  very  little  if  any  danger 
to  to  oil-land  owners  from  owners 
of  scrip. 

The  truth  of  the  matter   is   that 
there  is  comparatively    little  scrip 
outstanding.     When    the    govern- 
ment,  desiring   to   secure   certain 
lands   to    include   them  in     forest 
reservations,  offered  scrip    for    the 
lands,     all     or    almost   all   of  the 
smaller  owners  accepted  the  offers 
and  have  placed  their  scrip  on  new 
locations.      In    the    reserves    now 
there  remains  only  a  few  privately- 
owned  tracts  and    the  owners   of 
these  would    not    exchange    their 
holdings  for  land  outside  the  reser- 
vations unless   they   could  secure 
unusually  good  oil  properties,  and 
as  they  do  not  have   to  move   out 
of  the  reservation,  they    are   hold- 
ing    their    lands   and   cultivating 
them.      The   reason    they    do   not 
desire  to  trade  their  possessions  is 
that  there  are  few  tracts   of   open 
and  unoccupied  government    land 
which  are   as  good    as  what    they 
possess.      By     the     use   of   scrip 
some  few  oil   companies   may    be, 
in     a    slight     measure    inconveni- 
enced, but   the  use   of    scrip    will 
have  little  effect  upon  the  oil  busi- 
ness     generally.  —  Los     Angeles 
Times.

OF  THE  STATE. 


COI.' 

It  is  the  persistent  opinion  of 
many  of  the  residents  n'  the  lower 
end  of  the  county,  says  the  Sun, 
that  Mr.  Gorrell  has  struck  oil" 
in  the  well  he  is  boring  wi 
Arbuckle,  but  we  saw  him  Tues- 
day and  he  says  he  has  not 
reached  the  depth  where  he  ex- 
pected to  strike  it.  He  says  if 
the  ground  had  not  been  so  soft  as 
to  cause  caves  he  would  have  had 
the  matter  pretty  well  tested  by 
this  time  as  to  the  existence  of 
oil  at  that  particular  spot.  He 
thinks  there  is  oil  in  the  country 
and  he  will  make  several  trials  be- 
fore giving  it  up. 

CONTRA  COSTA. 

A  close  corporation  consisting 
of  J.  Downey  Harvey,  Judge  \V. 
L.  Pierce,  Paul  H.  Blades  and  \V. 
J.  Dingee  have  leased  80  acres  in 
Contra  Costa  county  from  the 
Tide  Water  Oil  Syndicate,  after 
havingthe  land  carefully  experted. 
The  result  of  the  experting  on 
the  land  was  a  concensus  of 
opinion  that  no  better  oil  land 
could  be  found  in  the  state  so  far 
as  geological  indications  were 
concerned.  The  company  has 
bought  its  machinery  some  of 
which  is  already  on  the  ground, 
and  on  Tuesday  a  crew  of  men 
went  to  the  land  to  erect  the  der- 
ricks and  commence  actual  devel- 
opment work.

FRESNO. 

The  Oil  City  Petroleum  Com- 
pany is  putting  in  a  thousand 
gallon  tank  for   storage    purposes. 

About  half  the  drilling  outfit  for 
the  Devil's  Den  Consolidated  Oil 
Company  has  beon  shipped  from 
Hanford  by  E.  G.  Fox,  agent  for 
Herron  &  Co.  The  whole  outfit 
will  soon  be  on  the  ground  and 
ready  for  operations. 

The  Hanford  Journal  says:  The 
pipe  line  from  Coalinga  to  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Hanford  Oil  Company, 
which  is  proposed  to  be  put  in  by 
the  Union  Pipe  Line  Company, 
will  be  settled  Friday  night  of  this 
week.  The  length  of  the  line  will 
be  about  eight  miles.  It  is  the 
intention  of  the  Union  Company 
to  purchase  all  the  oil  on  the 
ground  and  then  pipe  it  to  Coal 
inga. 

Discouraging  news  comes  from 
section  17,  Coalinga  field.  The 
Independent  Oil  Company's  No  1 
encountered  a  strong  vein  of  wa- 
terat  a  depth  of  about  1600  feet, 
and  it  will  be  necessary  to  aban- 
don the  well.     The  flow  of  water

Union  Oil  Company  drilled  a 
well  in  this  vicinity  with  n  It k 
perience.  At  about  1 700  feet  water 
was  found  and  the  well  had  to  be 
abandoned.  A  member  of  the  In- 
dependent Oil  Company  stated 
last  night  that  the  company  had 
not  yet  decided  whether  to  make 
another  location. 

E.  Kaunt/e  has  just  returned 
from  a  trip  to  the  oil  fields.  Mr 
Kauntze  states  that  the  great 
drawback  to  development  ever 
there  is  the  lack  of  water.  There 
are  at  at  present  seventeen  com 
panics  taking  water  from  the  Me 
Clurg  Water  Company  and  they 
each  pay  $200  a  month  for  water 
besides  having  to  sign  a  contract 
for  a  year,  and  pay  for  the  water 
whether  they  use  it  or  not.  There 
has'  been  no  new  strikes  lately 
though  the  Independence  com 
pany  expects  to  strike  a  good  well 
any  day.  The  Confidence  Oi! 
Company,  which  has  been  drilling 
on  section  30,  have  moved  their 
tig  to  section  31,  and  will  bore 
there.  The  land  has  been  leased 
from  the  railroad  company.  Sec- 
tion 36  has  been  sold  to  Los  An- 
geles parties,  who  will  immediate- 
ly put  a  well  down. 

The  southeast  corner  of  famous 
section  20,  at  Coalinga  has  failed 
to  meet  the  expectations  ofthe  op 
erators,  as  several  wells  which 
were  expected  to  make  good  pro- 
ducers came  in  dry.  The  question 
is  whether  it  is  too  deep  to  be 
reached.  A  feeling  prevails 
among  oil  men  familiar  with  the 
field  that  the  immense  production 
of  the  Home  Oil  Company  and 
the  Coalinga  Oil  Company's  prop- 
erty has  been  from  a  pool.  The 
largest  producing  wells  are  near 
the  dividing  line  of  section  20,  be 
tween  the  Home  and  the  Coalinga 
properties.  The  pool,  is  defined, 
is  not  over  1000  feet  wide  and  half 
a  mile  long.  The  well  now  being 
drilled  by  the  Blue  Goose  Oil 
Company  is  located  directly  east 
of  the  Home  Oil  Company's  best 
producers,  and  is  a  promising  lo- 
cation. If  it  comes  in  dry,  the 
limits  of  the  pool  will  have  been 
practically  defined. 

Chanslor  &  Canfield.so  says  the 
Hanford  Journal,  have  just  re- 
newed a  contract  with  Claus 
Spreckels  for  furnishing  the  latter 
at  his  sugar  refinery  oil  for  fuel 
purposes  to  the  amount  of  21,000 
barrels  per  month.  The  price  to 
be  paid  will  be  $1  a  barrel. 

The  Whale  Oil  Company,  on  4, 
22-14,  was  down  Soo  feet  when 
their  casing  caved  in.  They  put 
in  a  blast  and  got  a  big  seepage  of 
of  oil,  but  spoiled  their  well.  Some 
of  the  oil  was  shown  in  this  office 
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The  Bsperanza  people  seem  to 
be  in  trouble  again  as  it  is  feared 

now  thai  their  water  well  is  caving 
and  in  and  that  the  water  supply 
will  be  cut 

The  Stockton  oil  Company   has 

suspended  work  as  they  were  en- 
tirely out  of  casing.  The  Flor- 
ence people  are  just  about  ready 
to  begin  their  third  hole.  They 
are  drilling  by  the  hydraulic  sys- 
tem which  proves  to  be  a  great 
success.  The  other  two  holes  had 
to  be  abandoned  on  account  of  the 
casing  getting  stuck  in  the  well  at 
a  depth  of  about  80  feet.  The 
prospects  for  the  Florence  region 
is  the  very  best  as  numerous  gas 
beds  have  been  struck,  one  of 
which  was  so  strong  to  blow  the 
water  and  mud  to  the  top  of  the 
derrick.

district  on  the  loth  on  section  22, 
32-23.  The  drill  hasbeen  dropping 
regularly  and  good  progress  is  re- 
ported, with  excellent  indications 
for  oil. 

A  new  county  road  will  shortly 
be  built  through  the  McKittrick 
oil  district  which  will  prove  of 
great  value  to  oil  producers  and 
freighters  in  that  district.  It  will 
begin  at  McKittrick  station  and 
extend  through  the  heart  of  the 
district  over  the  range  of  hills  to 
the  Santa  Maria  Valley. 

Well  No.  4  of  the  Grant  Com- 
pany in  McKittrick  has  been  per- 
forated and  yielded  80  barrels  in 
one  hour  after  the  perforation. 
In  a  day  or  two  No.  5  is  to  be 
perforated,  and  it  is  believed  will 
prove  the  best  well  in  the   bunch. 

The  Golden  Gate  Company,  op- 
erating on  33,  12-24,  have  struck 
an  artesian  flow  of  water  at  a 
depth  of  800  feet,  forcing  them  to 
quit  work  and  move  their  rig  on  to 
section  2,  where  they  are  now 
drilling.  The  new  well  is  600  feet 
from  the  big  strike  of  the  Monarch 
of  Arizona.

TheLion, 
on  12,  11-24,  also  bids  fair  to  be  as 
good  a  producer  as  the  Monarch. 
Yesterday  Mr.  Mershon  received  a 
telegram  from  Jewett  &  Blodgett 
stating  that  at  650  feet  the  Monarch 
was  25  feet  in  the  second  sand,  and 
that  it  was  very  difficult  to  push  the 
casing  farther  on  account  of  the 
pressure  of  the  oil  and  gas.  This 
well  was  finished  in  three  weeks. 
The  Lion,  on  12, 1 1-24,  is  now  down 
250  feet  in  a  stratum  of  oil  sand 
similar  to  that  found  in  the  Mon- 
arch. 

The   Senator   Oil  Company  has 
nearly   finished  its   derrick   on  31, 
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28-28,  and  expect  to  have  a  finished 
well  within  forty  days.  Its  lease 
necessitates  drilling  six  wells  per 
year. 

Drilling  on  the  property  owned 
by  the  Lion  Oil  Company  in  the 
Sunset  district  will  be  begun  soon 

The  McKittrick  Consolidated 
Company,  after  having  pulled  out 
their  casing  with  a  view  to  enlarg- 
ing their  hole,  has  lost  its  tools  in 
the  well  and  the  bull-wheel  is  out 
of  place  in  the  effort  to  start  the 
tools. 

The  well  of  the  Mt.  Diablo  Com- 
pany in  the  Kern  distrct  is  said 
to  be  one  of  the  best  in  this  part 
of  the  state. 

LOS    ANGELES. 

A  flow  of  gas  is  all  the  Interna- 
tional Company  has  found  on  the 
Bastancliura  ranch,  as  yet.  Indi- 
cations are  said  to  be  good. 

The  Cosmopolitan  Company  has 
its  well  down  a  little  over  900  feet 
near  Paso  Crrek  and  has  not 
yet  struck  oil.  Indications  are 
favorable,  however,  and  those  on 
the  ground  are  looking  for  a  strike 
almost  any  day. 

Another  strike  in  the  western 
district  was  made  on  the  Plummer 
property  near  Western  avenue 
and  Third  street.  A  test  well  was 
sunk  recently,  resulting  in  the 
discovery  of  light  oil  at  a 
depth  of  830  feet.  The  oil  is 
said  to  be  a  light  green,  of  a  grade 
that  excels  anything  found  in  this 
locality.

The  Fresno- Alpha  are  now  drill- 
through  oil  sand  and  have  struck 
a  fine  seepage. 

The  Union  Oil  Company  will 
commence  building  derrick  No.  6 
in  a  few  days  in  the  Vallecitos 
section. 

The  San  Jose  Petroleum  Co. 
will  soon  rush  operations  on  their 
territory  in    the  Panoche   district. 

The  Union  Oil  Company  has 
not  only  demonstrated  the  pres- 
ence of  paraffie  by  analysis,  but 
it  has  had  a  considerable  quantity 
paraffine  wax  made  from  the  pro- 
ducts of  the  Panoche  wells. 

When  a  pipe  line  is  put  in  to 
the  Panoche  field  the  oil  of  that 
field  will  undoubtedly  be  sent  to 
the  refinery  of  the  company  and 
its  practical  test  wtll  be  watched 
with  great  interest. 

Meanwhile  there  is  a  great  dis- 
trict lying  in  San  Benito,  Monter- 
ey and  Fresno  counties  in  which 
there  is  all  the  evidence  of  the 
presence  of  oil  except  the  asphal- 
tum seepages  which  are  found  in 
most  of  the  fields  as  yet  develop- 
ed. There  are  those  who  believe 
that  the  absence  of  asphaltum  on 
the  surface  implies  that  the  oil 
which  they  believe  to  exist  there 
will  be  free  from  asphaltum  and 
will  consequently  be  well  adapted 
to  refining.  There  is  a  great  deal 
to  learn  about  the  industry  in  Cal- 
ifornia and  the  analysis  of  the 
Panoche  oils  helps  matters  along 
very  considerably. — Los  Angeles 
Oil  Notes. 

The  San  Benito  Oil  Company 
has  now  finished  its  74-fcot  derrick 
and  by  the  last  of  this  week  will 
have  all  the  machinery  in  place 
and  the  drill  dropped.  The  loca- 
tion of  the  company's  well  is  only 
about  five  miles  south  of  Hollister, 
but  the  oil  indications  are  such  as 
to  make  those  most  competent  of 
judges  expect  to  strike  an  abund- 
ant supply  of  oil  at  no  great  depth. 
The  regularity  of  the  formation  is 
striking.  Shale  and  oil  sand  occur 
at  regular  intervals.  Here  are 
seven  anticlines  which  can  be 
clearly  defined  on  all  sides.  The 
dip  is  very  regular,  having  an 
angle  of  about  30  degrees.  For 
years  we  have  heard  of  indications 
of  coal  in  this  section.  About 
twenty  years  ago  it  will  be  remem- 
bered, some  parties  seeing  this 
black  shale  pronounced  it  coal  and 
at  once  began  to  develop  a  coal 
mine.  A  tunnel  was  run,  a  shaft 
was  sunk  and  drifting  was  contin- 
ued until  gas  and  the  odor  from  the 
oil  forced  them  to  abandon  the 
work.  A  sample  of  this  shale  was 
shown  to  Prof.  Hilgardof  the  Uni- 
versity, who  quickly  pronounced 
it   bituminous   shale  and  declared 


oil  should  be  found  in  the  vicinity. 
And  his  opinion  has  been  borne 
out' by  that  of  practical  oil  experts. 

The   Free  Lance  says:  The  Dos  wells  are  pumping  once  more 


Palos  Oil  Company's  well,  which 
is  now  down  about  200  feet,  is  pro- 
ceeding slowly,  owing  to  the  drills 
striking  a  species  of  rock  that 
quickly  wears  them  out.  A  change 
in  the  machinery  is  mooted.  Oil 
indications,  it  is  said,  are  very  good. 

SAN  LUIS   OBISPO. 

K.  W.  Brown,  secretary  of  the 
Cholame  Valley  Oil  Company, 
says  this  company  has  excellent 
prospects  for  a  well  in  the  one 
now  going  down. 

The  Huasna  Development  Co. 
has  been  having  the  usual  diffi- 
culty in  drilling  their  well  and 
concluded  to  "shoot"  it.  Tues- 
day morning  they  lowered  a  zinc 
tube  the  size  of  the  hole  filled 
with  one  hundred  pounds  of  giant 
powder.  When  it  touched  the 
bottom  there  was  a  gentle  trem- 
ble of  the  earth  for  miles  around 
and  a  minature  Vesuvius  shot 
skyward  carrying  about  a  third  of 
the  derrick  with  it.  They  are  now 
preparing  damages  and  wonder- 
ing if  Prince  Tuan  and  the  rest  of 
the  boxes  are  still  alive  in  Pekin. 
Just  what  effect  the  "shoot"  had 
on  the  bottom  of  the  hole  has  not 
been  demonstrated,  but  if  it  was 
in  direct  ratio  to  the  upward  de- 
velopment, says  the  Herald,  it 
may  have  driven  all  of  the  oil  out 
of  the  neighborhood. 

The  Union  Company's  rig  is 
tied  up  and  it  is  announced  that 
they  will  do  no  more  work  at 
Airoyo  Grande.  The  real  secret 
of  the  stoppage  lies  in  the  fact 
that  there  was  a  disagreement 
among  the  drillers.  They  kept 
the  telephone  busy  with  their 
troubles  for  a  couple  of  days  and 
the  head  men  at  Ventura  got  dis- 
gusted and  told  them  to  shutdown 
the  machine.  It  was  very  unfor- 
tunate for  Arroyo  Grande  that 
this  state  of  affairs  should  exist. 

SANTA    BABBAEA. 

The  price  of  casing  is  gradually 
dropping  back  to  a  normal  figure 
and  now  hoves  around  the  80  cent 
mark  for  7f6-inchin   carload   lots.

Good    Words     From    the     Mining 
and  Engineering  Review. 


This  is  an  organization  which 
starts  off -under  bright  auspices. 
Col.  L.  P.  Crane,  the  president, 
was  for  many  years  a  leading  im- 
porter in  New  York  city,  and  has 
had  much  experience  in  the  oil 
fields  of  the  East.  The  secretary 
is  W.  B.  Winn,  puplisher  of  the 
Pacific  Oil  Reporter,  an  able 
paper  which  has  aided  materially 
in  fostering  the  interests  of  oil  pro- 
duction and  utilization  on  the 
Coast. 

In  an  interview  with  Col. 
Crane  at  the  office  of  the  Associ- 
ation in  the  Mills  building,  e 
stated  its  objects  and  purposes  in 
such  a  terse  and  forcible  manner 
that  his  statements  are  well 
worthy  of  reproduction.  He 
spoke  substantially  as  follows  : 

''A  Petroleum  Congress  will  be 
held  in  Paris  from  the  16th  to  26th 
of  August  next,  and  the  California 
Petroleum  Miners'  Association  has 
been  asked  to  send  two  delegates 
to  represent  California  on  that  oc- 
casion. The  Association  on  July 
9th  appointed  General  M.  H.  De 
Young  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Mills  as 
such  delegates,  gentlemen  who 
will  worthily  and  well  fill  the  po- 
sition. To  aid  them  in  present- 
ing the  matter  in  the  best  man- 
ner the  Association  will  collect  oil 
samples  from  the  different  districts 
ot  the  state,  have  it  analyzed  by 
the  state  chemist  and  send  it  to 
the  representatives  at  Paris 
At  the  same  time  the  Association 
will  gather  and  send  to  them  all 
the  reliable  general  statistics 
availabe. 

"  The  Association  has  sectional  - 
ized  the  state  and  instituted  a  com- 
plete examination  of  measured 
territories,  and  while  we  are 
aware  that  no  man  can  tell  the 
amount  of  oil  underlying  these  dis- 
tricts, yet,  from  what  has  been 
demonstrated  and  the  general 
geological  formation  of  the  land, 
which  in  California  is  more  favor- 
able for  the  deposition  and  hold- 
ing of  oil  than  any  part  of  Penn- 
sylvania, we  have  come  to  the  hon- 
est conclusion,  so  far  as  actual  ter- 
ritory has  been  opened  up,  and 
examination  of  adjacent  territory, 
with  exactly  similar  surface  con- 
formation, that  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia will  within  five  years  be  a 
greater  producer  of  oil  than  Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio  or  West  Virginia. 
We  have  had  all  the  experts  of 
known  ability  that  have  examined 
the  properties  now  producing  oil 
give  us  the  result  of  their  experi- 
ence and  tests,  and  their  conclu- 
sions, which  coincide  with  what  I 
have  just  said. 

Already  Eastern  capital  is  look- 
ing for  a  locationfor  a  large  stor- 
age plant  on  San  Francisco  bay, 
convenient  to  shipping  £of  deep 
water  draft.  Already  there  are 
three  men  here  from  Penn- 
sylvania        representing        large 


capital  looking  over  the  oil  fields 
in  general  with  a  view  of  estab- 
lishing pipe  lines  tributary  to  the 
railways  and  tide  water.  The  ex- 
periment has  been  made  in  New 
York  harbor  of  using  oil  as  a  steam 
producer  in  a  steamship  of  some 
considerable  size,  and  the  report 
is  that  the  fuel  cost,  even  with  the 
price  of  cheap  coal  prevailing 
there,  is  reduced  28  per  cent,  and 
the  cost  as  between  handling  the 
two  is  58  per  cent  in  favor  of  oil. 
These  are  arguments  that  do  not 
admit  of  debate. 

"In  regard  to  the  Association,  the 
legitimate  mining  corporations  are 
fast  subscribing  to  membership, 
realizing  that  it  is  an  entirely  inde- 
pendent organization,  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  which  is  to  be  a  bureau  of 
information,  collecting  statistics  es- 
pecially valuable  to  investors,  and 
getting  from  day  to  day  reports 
from  the  different  districts,  tabulat- 
ing them  into  a  general  truthful 
report  for  the  press  of  the  nation, 
ascertaining  the  most  improved 
methods  of  producing  oil,  which 
means  machinery,  skilled  labor  and 
all  that  pertains  thereto,  encour- 
aging manufacturers  to  introduce 
the  use  of  oil  for  steam  and  other 
purposes,  thus  bringing  petroleum 
into  large  use  as  a  fuel,  and  in  a 
general  way  assisting  and  promot- 
ing the  experimental  feature  of 
prospecting  for  oil. 

"  There  are  over  360  companies 
now  doing  experimental  work  on 
new  fields.  Such  people  should 
be  encouraged  by  honest  advice 
and  guidance. 

"There  is  a  feeling  that  the 
daily  press  of  San  Francisco  dis- 
plays a  good  deal  of  apathy  re- 
garding this  industry,  so  import- 
ant to  the  State,  and  it  may  be 
from  a  want  of  appreciation  of  the 
magnitude,  of  the  industry  and 
what  it  promises  for  Cali- 
fornia. It  will  not  only  be  a 
direct  source  of  revenue  to  the 
state,  but  an  abundance  of  cheap 
fuel  oil  will  make  manufacturing 
at  a  profit  possible  on  this  coast, — 
Mining  and  Engineering  Review. 

R.  H.   Herron  Co- 

R.  H.  Herron  came  to  the  city 
on  Tuesday  night  and  found 
awaiting  him  a  large  amount  of 
machinery  in  his  new  warehouse.

A  TALK  ABOUT  RIGS. 

State  Mineralogist  Cooper  Gives    Valuable 
Suggestions. 


California  Drilling  Conditions  Contrasted  With   Those 

of  the  Eastern  Fields— Prospect  Rigs 

Greatly  Needed 


Is  the  regulation  "Standard"  rig 
as  developed  in  the  Pennsylvania 
6eld  really  the  rig  for  the  Califor- 
nia oil  field?  Are  the  present 
methods  of  the  industry  generally 
those  most  perfectly  adapted  to 
the  conditions  in  California?  How 
much  money  is  being  wasted  by 
putting  down  complete  wells  at 
hazard  without  first  drilling 
cheaper  prospect  wells? 

These  are  certainly  large,  prac- 
tical and  important  questions. 
They  are  raised  by  State  Mineral- 
ogist A.S.Cooper  who  has  for  many 
years  made  petroleum  his  special 
field  of  study  and  who  has  ex- 
pressed his  ideas  in  these  points 
to  a  representative  of  the  Pacific 
Oil  Rf.porter. 

"The  Standard  rig  should  not, 
as  a  rule,  be  used  in  California," 
says  Mr.  Cooper. 

This  idea  will  awaken  surprise 
and  probably  opposition  among 
practical  oil  drillers  of  California 
but  Mr.  Cooper  backs  his  declar- 
ation with  plausible  argument. 

As  is  well  known  the  so-called 
Standard  rig  was  evolved  in  Penn- 
sylvania and  other  parts  of  the 
Appalacian  field.  When  people 
began  drilling  for  oil  there  in  1859 
it  was  the  beginning  of  the  petrol- 
eum industry.  Nowhere  in  the 
world  had  petroleum  been  pro- 
duced in  any  quantity  or  by  other 
than  the  most  primitive  methods 
and  there  was  no  practice  to  fol- 
low. The  Pennsylvanians  simply 
went  to  making  holes  in  the 
ground  the  best  way  they  could 
and  naturally  the  methods  used  in 
sinking  artesian  wells  were  at  once 
adopted.  The  conditions  of  the 
industry  rapidly  resulted  in  im- 
proved devices  and  the  rig  and  all 
the  various  tools  and  methods  of 
operation  were  evolved  by  exper- 
ience. They  were  those  found 
best  adapted  to  the  field.  As  the 
industry  spread  to  Canada,  the 
Caspian  region,  Galacia  and  other 
fields  of  the  world  the  Pennsyl- 
vania methods  were  naturally 
taken  as  the  pattern,  but  every- 
where changes  were  introduced 
and  each  of  the  great  petroleum 
regions  has  its  own  peculiar 
methods.  When  the  development 
of  the  California  field  began  the 
Eastern  tools  and  practices  were 
naturally  adopted  here    and    they 


have  beei.  maintained  without 
change.  Drilling  supplies  in  use 
here  have  practically  all  been 
manufactured  in  the  Bast  and 
leading  drillers  have  been  men  ol 
Eastern  experience. 

Now  it  is  Mr.  Cooper's  theory 
that,  the  conditions  being  differ- 
ent here,  changes  in  methods 
could  be  made  that  would  better 
adapt  them  to  the  California  field. 
One  main  point  is  that  the  rock 
strata  to  be  penetrated  here  are 
softer  than  in  the  East. 

"You  can  bore  into  most  of 
them  with  a  post  auger,"  he  says. 
"Yet  you  see  the  drillers  dropping 
drills  weighing  a  ton  onto  soft 
shale  that  is  little  more  than  hard 
mud.  Through  hard  rock  such  a 
drill  will  make  a  clean  hole  but 
shales  it  cracks  and  breaks  in 
every  direction.  Often  a  nine- 
inch  drill  will  make  a  fourteen- 
inch  hole.  A  bored  hole  in  such 
material  will  stand  but  the  sides 
of  a  drilled  hole  fall  in.  When  1 
tell  these  Pennsylvania  drillers 
that  it  is  brutal  to  drop  a  ton  drill 
onto  soft  shale  they  admit  it  but 
keep  on  doing  it.  Their  preju- 
dices are  all  in  favor  of  Pennsyl- 
vania rigs,  tools  and  practices 
which  are  not  the  best  adapted  to 
the  conditions  here.  In  Canada  a 
pole  is  used  instead  of  a  rope,  and 
probably  that  method  would  be 
the  best  here. 

"California  is  the  most  peculiar 
oil  field  in  the  world,  that  is,  there 
are  more  differences  between  it 
and  others  than  among  all  the 
other  great  petroleum  regions. 
The  geological  structure  of  our 
oil-yielding  formations  is  peculiar 
to  this  State.  In  the  eastern  fields 
these  formations  lie  nearly  flat 
and  seldom  outcrop.  Here  they 
lie  tilted  at  high  angles  except 
under  the  floor  of  the  San  Joaquin 
valley.  The  composition  of  our 
oil  is  radically  different  from  that 
in  the  East  requiring  different 
refining  methods.  The  conditions 
of  transportation,  market  and  con- 
sumption are  different.  In  many 
ways  operations  should  be  differ- 
ently conducted  and  they  will  be 
with  the  progress  of  the  industry." 

And  the  State  mineralogist  says 
that  what  is  especially  needed  in 
California  is  cheap  portable  pros- 
pecting rigs  and    the    free    use  of

caped, or  the  bitumen  may  not 
be  Liquid  enough  1. 1  tlow,  or  the 
rock  maybe  calcified  or  the  stra- 
tum may  yield  only  water,"  said 
Mr.  Cooper.  "Now  if  a  prospect 
well  that  would  strike  the  stratum 
at  30oor  500  feet  were  sunk  these 
conditions  would  be  discovered. 
It  is  better  to  lose  money  on  a 
cheap  hole  than  on  a  costly  one. 
In  many  cases  two  or  three  pros- 
pect wells  would  be  advisable,  fol- 
lowing the  stratum  outward  and 
downward.  The  oil  man  should 
feel  his  way  out  from  such  surface 
indications  somewhat  as  a  mari- 
ner feels  his  was  near  shore  with 
his  line  and  lead.  He  can  thus 
guide  himself  in  sinking  his  more 
costly  well.  A  standard  rig  costs 
from  f4,ooo  to  $5,000.  A  first- 
class  prospecting  rig  would  cost 
perhaps  three-fifths  as  much  or 
less.  To  move  a  standard  rig  a 
short  distance  costs  about  $200. 
A  prospecting  rig  can  be  moved 
for  almost  nothing  and  can  be 
taken  anywhere  or  sold  when  not 
wanted  -longer.  A  standard  rig 
costs  time,  labor  and  preparation. 
A  prospect  well  is  smaller  and  costs 
less  for  casing.  This  argument 
for  economical  prospecting  does 
not  particularly  apply  to  the  Kern 
river  field  but  it  applies  to  most 
of  the  other  fields  of  the  State. 
It  does  not  apply  to  the  Eastern 
fields  because  one  must  go  so  deep 
for  any  indications.  But  here  the 
strata  are  steeply  tilled,  exhibit 
plain  surface  indications  and  are 
of  uncertain  position  and  condi- 
tion at  depth.  No  two  fields, 
sands  or  wells  a  short  distance 
apart  are  the  same  in  California 
and  for  many  reasons  careful  pros- 
pecting is  wise.  A  great  deal  of 
money  has  been  lost  here  by  being 
too  ambitious  at  the  ;,tart. 

"In  gold  mining  it  would  be 
considered  the  height  of  foolish- 
ness to  sink  a  deep  working  shaft 
or  put  up  a  mill  on  the  strength 
of  surface  indications  only.  Pros- 
pect shafts,  often  several  of  them 
are  the  first  things  and  when  the 
minp  is  developed  at  depth    prep-

The  Scope  of  the  Ross  Dccittlon— 
How  It  Afield  Oil  Clniinunts. 

Judge  Gibson  of  I.,,s  Angeles 
has      given      to      the       I'.al-etstield 

Echo  these  points  on  the  Ross  de- 
cision that  appeared  in  < lie  tele- 
graphic report,  which  that  paper 
gives  out: 

The  facts  of  the  case  were  these: 
Some  months  ago  a  quarter  sec- 
tion of  land  in  Ventura  county 
was  located  as  a  placer  claim 
The  "discovery"  was  an  outcrop- 
ping of  a  body  of  sandstone 
which  showed  where  the  country 
was  cut  by  a  gulch.  The  stratum 
was  stained  with  oil  and  the  rock 
had  an  odor  of  petroleum.  No  oil 
otherwise  was  found. 

Some  weeks  later  a  script  appli- 
cation was  made  for  the  land,  and 
then  the  latter  brought  suit  to 
quiet  title.  The  defendant  set  up 
its  location  and  the  nature  of  its 
discovery  for  its  defense,  where- 
upon the  plaintiff  moved  for  judg- 
ment on  the  pleadings,  contending 
that  the  answer  did  not  state  facts 
sufficient  to  deny  plaintiff  the 
relief  asked  for. 

The  case  was  not  argued  by  any 
of  the  many  lawyers  at  the  Los 
Angeles  bar,  but  because  of  the 
importance  if  the  result,  Judge 
Ross  devoted  much  time  to  pre- 
paring his  opinion,  examining 
over  one  hundred  decisions  of  the 
courts.  His  conclusion  was  that 
when  land  had  been  graded  or 
classified  by  the  Interior  Depart- 
ment as  agricultural  or  grazing 
that  the  scripper  takes  the  right 
of  title  from  the  moment  of  appli- 
cation. He  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  the  scripper  does  not 
have,  under  the  law,  to  make  any 
proofs,  but  he  is  entitled  to  patent 
upon  his  application,  coupled  with 
a  return  to  the  government  of  an 
equal  acerage  within  the  forest 
reserve.  Nor  does  his  application 
have  to  be  "approved"  by  the 
department,  as  was  the  case  with 
railroad  grant  selections. 

He  also  held  that  the  discovery 
was  not  sufficient  to  sustain  a 
mineral  clairii  and  hence  that  no 
title  had  vested  in  the  mineral 
claimant  at  the  time  of  the  scrip 
location. 

"The  logic  of  the  decision  is 
this,"  said  Judge  Gibson,  "that 
though  the  mineral  claimant  may 
locate  the  land  first,  if  he  does  not 
make  a  good  'discovery'  until  after 
the  scripper  has  selected  the  land, 
the  latter  will  take  title.  Sinking 
a  successful  oil  well  after  the  scrip 
selection  will  not  save  the  miner."

EASTERN  COMMENT. 


An  Editorial   Opinion    About    the 
Value  oS  California  Oil  Fields. 

John  P.  Herrick,  editor  of  the 
Bolivar  Breeze,  recently  made 
a  journey  to  California,  and  writ- 
ing on  the  subject  of  petroleum, 
upou  which  he  is  a  recognized  au- 
thority, he  says  : 

The  visitor  from  the  east  to  Cali- 
fornia this  year  hears  more  of  oil 
than  of  oranges  and  irrigation,  for 
California  has  a  genuine  oil  boom. 
And  there  is  substantial  foundation 
for  it.  The  oil  producing  territory 
of  the  state  embraces  a  strip  of  ter- 
ritory 400  miles  long  and  50  miles 
wide.  Oil  is  not  found  under  all 
this  vast  area  but  within  the  limits 
of  it  are  more  than  a  dozen  pro- 
ductive fields  and  hundreds  of  test 
wellf  are  drilling  that  promise  to 
extend  the  present  limits  of  the 
producing  territory,  and  possibly 
in  time  to  connect  up  all  the  pools 
in  one  great  belt.  It  is  only  within 
seven  years  that  oil  has  been  pro- 
duced in  any  quantity  in  Califor- 
nia. In  1893  there  were  112  oil 
wells  in  the  state  and  that  year  the 
total  oil  production  only  amounted 
to  300,000  barrels.  Last  year  the 
oil  production  amounted  to  4,500,- 
000  barrels,  valued  at  more  than 
$6,000,000,  and  1200  new  wells 
were  drilled.  The  production  of 
1899  was  double  that  of  1898,  and 
this  year  will  show  a  big  increase 
over  last.  Of  the  $io,ooo,ooocapi- 
tal  invested  in  the  oil  business  in 
California,  about  one-half  has  been 
put  in  during  the  last  12  months. 
Eastern  capital  has  been  flowing 
in  in  a  steady  stream  during  the 
last  six  months,  and  eastern  pluck 
and  brains  is  helping  to  turn  miles 
of  barren  foothills  into  an  Eldorado 
as  rich  as  that  which  lured  the 
49ers  across  the  plains  a  generation 
ago. 

While  there  is  a  slight  difference 
in  the  formation  of  the  different 
pools  of  California,  it  is  practically 
all  alikct.  By  some  strange  freak 
of  nature  the  oil  sands  of  Califor- 
nia do  not  lie  horizontal  as  do  the 
oil  rocks  of  Pennsylvania,  but  are 
tilted  up  on  edge.  Some  of  the 
fields  show  that  the  oil  sand  tilts  at 
an  angle  of  45  degrees.  For  in- 
stance, in  a  field  two  miles  long  the 
well  will  be  500  feet  deep  at  one 
end  and  900  feet  at  the  other,  owing 
to  the  sharp  dip  of  the  oil  produc- 
ing sands.  In  Pennsylvania  the 
oil  rock  is  hard  aud  must  be  shat- 
tered with  nitro  glycerine  to  let  in 
the  oil  and  clear  away  the  paraffine, 
but  in  California  the  formation  that 
produces  the  oil  is  simply  a  sand 
bank  such  as  is  blown  up  by  the 
winds  along  the  seashore.  All 
that  a  nitro  glycerine  torpedo  would 
do  if  exploded  in  it  would  be  to 
cause  it  to  cave  and  bother  the 
pumper  without  in  any  way  in- 
creasing the  flow  of  oil.  Another 
remarkable  difference  noticed  in 
the  California  oil  fields  is  the  forma- 
tion through  which  the  drill  passes 
from  the  surface   to   the  oil  sand. 


In  Pennsylvania  after  the  thin 
covering  of  earth  is  pierced  the 
drill  pounds  away  through  the 
rock,  a  long,  slow  and  laborious 
work,  with  frequent  stops  to  "dress" 
the  steel  "fits"  that  force  passage 
through  the  rock.  In  some  of  the 
California  fields  no  hard  formation 
will  be  encountered,  and  awell  800 
feet  deep  will  be  drilled  to  the  oil 
sand  in  four  days.  This  would  not 
be  considered  fast  time  in  the  east, 
but  it  must  be  remembered  that 
cave  ins  give  the  drillers  in  Cali- 
fornia more  bother  than  rock,  and 
that  the  casing  follows  the  drilh 
With  one  or  two  exceptions  the 
oil  pools  in  this  state  are  located 
among  the  foothills  where  water  is 
scarce  and  expensive,  on  land  that 
would  not  have  brought  a  shilling 
an  acre  before  oil  was  struck.  In 
the  Kern  river  district  last  fall 
water  had  to  be  hauled  several 
miles  in  tank  wagons  and  cost  30 
cents   a   barrel   delivered    at    the 

wells. 

*  *  * 

The  oil  produced  in  California  is 
jet  black  and  looks  like  tar.  Stick 
a  lighted  match  in  it.  and  the  match 
will  go  out.  It  is  as  thick  and 
heavy  as  the  old-fashioned  "black 
strap"  molasses.  In  some  districts 
it  is  too  heavy  to  be  piped.  It  is 
about  16  gravity  with  an  asphaltum 
base  instead  of  paraffine,  which  is 
the  base  of  Pennsylvania  oil. 
There  are  eight  refineries  in  the 
state,  four  of  them  in  Los  Angeles, 
but  only  a  small  portion  of  the  oil 
produced  is  refined.  The  product 
of  the  refineries  is  illuminating  and 
lubricating  oils,  gasoline  and  dis- 
tillates. In  the  wells  at  Puente, 
Fullerton  and  Coalinga,  a  lighter 
oil  is  found  than  in  the  other  pools 
and  it  can  be  refined  at  a  profit 
into  illuminating  oil,  but  in  the 
main  the  oil  produced  in  California 
is  purely  a  fuel  oil  and  90  per  cent 
of  it  goes  to  the  fuel  market. 

*  *  * 

The  oil  wells  in  California  are  a 
blessing  to  the  state,  for  they  sup- 
ply just  the  cheap  fuel  needed  by 
the  railroads  and  factories.  Cali- 
fornia has  no  coal  deposits  of  any 
extent  and  wood  is  expensive.  All 
the  coal  used  in  the  state  comes 
from  British  Columbia  and  Austra- 
lia. It  retails  on  the  coast  at  $10  a 
ton  and  in  shiploads  costs  the  rail- 
roads and  factories  over  $7.50  a 
ton.  Three  and  a  half  barrels  of 
c  ude  oil  will  funish  the  same 
number  of  heat  units  that  a  ton  of 
coal  will  at  a  saving  of  about  50 
per  cent  in  the  fuel  bill.  The,Santa 
Fe  has  80  engines  equipped  with 
oil  burners,  the  Southern  Pacific 
has  nearly  the  same  number,  the 
Calfornia  Beet  Sugar  company 
uses  15,000  barrels  a  month,  the 
Western  Sugar  Refining  company 
uses  36,000  barrels  a  month,  the 
California  powder  works  7000  bar- 
rels a  month,  and  hundreds  of 
small  factories,  hotels  and  other 
fuel  consumers  use  large  quantities. 
The  Union  Iron  Works  at  San 
Francisco  has  recently  contracted 
for  30,000  barrels  a  month.     In  the 


furnaces  the  oi  is  broken  into  par- 
ticles by  a  spray  of  steam,  and  is 
really  burned  as  a  liquid  gas.  It 
is  an  ideal  fuel. 

For  a  long  time  it  was  difficult 
to  get  manufacturers  to  give  fuel 
oil  a  trial,  for  the  first  appliances 
for  burning  it  were  crude  and  un- 
satisfactory. The  result  was  that 
many  who  were  induced  to  try 
it  five  or  six  years  ago  gave  up 
in  despair  because  they  could  save 
nothing  by  the  change. 

Even  the  Santa  Fe  railroad  got 
disgusted  with  oil  burners  and 
was  ready  at  and  time  to  go  back 
to  coal.  At  the  critical  time  an 
old  operator  from  the  Pennsyl- 
vania oil  fields  introduced  the  lat- 
est improved  oil  burning  devices 
from  the  East  and  fuel  oil  took  a 
big  leap  into  popular  favor.  From 
that  day  it  has  made  steady  head- 
way and  from  one  end  of  Califor- 
nia to  the  other  it  has  the  call, 
The  only  trouble  now  is  to  supply 
the  demand.  The  advantage  that 
a  saving  of  50  per  cent  in  fuel 
bills  will  give  the  manufacturers 
of  the  Coast  over  those  of  the  East 
can  be  readily  seen  and  the  result 
is  a  boom  in  manufacturing  in  the 
Coast  cities.  A  San  Francisco  in- 
ventor has  perfected  a  burcer  for 
ordinary  cooking  and  heating 
stoves  which  he  asserts  can  be 
applied  to  any  stove  and  a  perfect 
and  intensely  hot  fire  maintained 
at  a  cost  not  to  exceed  $1.50  a 
month  with  crude  oil  at  $2  a  bar- 
rel. If  the  claims  of  the  inventor 
prove  true,  a  wide  market  for  the 
product  of  the  California  wells 
will  open  in  a  new  direction. 


Will  Burn  Oil. 

W.  T.  Bowers,  of  the  Bowers 
Rubber  company  in  this  city,  says 
his  factory  at  42  Sacramento  street 
is  getting  ready  to  employ  fuel  oil 
instead  of  coal.  "We  are  now," 
said  he,  "about  ready  to  make  the 
change.  We  have  had  it  under 
contemplation  for  some  time,  but 
wanted  to  be  sure  of  a  constant 
supply  of  oil.  Our  coal  has  been 
costing  us  about  $6  a  ton,  but  the 
price  fluctuates  very  much  and 
that  is  one  reason  why  we  want 
to  change  to  oil.  Our  coal  bill 
runs  from  $400  to  $600  a  month. 
They  are  liable  to  advance  the 
price  on  us  at  any  time  and  now 
that  government  is  taking  all  the 
ships  it  can  find  to  carry  troops 
and  stores  to  China,  coal  is  sure  to 
be  higher.  Of  course  the  coal 
men  do  not  like  to  see  us  put  in 
oil.  They  tell  us  our  flues  will  be 
burned  out,  our  factory  blown  up 
and  all  that,  but  we  have  con- 
cluded to  take  the  chances.  Oil 
will  cost  us  $1.43  per  barrel,  deliv- 
ered in  our  tanks  at  the  factory, 
but  even  at  $2  a  barrell  it  would 
be  as  cheap  or  cheaper  than  coal. 
There  is  a  general  disposition 
among  factory  owners  in  San 
Francisco  to  introduce  fuel  oil  and 
I  think  it  will  be  done  as  soon  as 
there  is  assurance  of  a  regular 
supply," 


NOT  MUCH  LAND. 


The  Scrippers  Will   Not  Secure 

Over  a  Section  and  a   Half 

In  Kern  County. 

Giving  them  all  the  best  of  it 
for  the  sake  of  the  argument,  the 
scrippers  have  not  secured  as 
much  territory  in  the  Kern  River 
district  as  is  generally  supposed, 
says  the    Bakersfield   Californian 

Assuming  that  their  victory  in 
Judge  Ross'  court  was  complete 
and  assuming,  further,  that  the 
Interior  department  will  follow  up 
the  course  there  laid  down  and 
finally  grant  to  the  agricultural- 
ists all  the  land  selected  by  them 
previous  to  discoveries  of  oil,  the 
amount  they  will  secure  will  not 
exceed  a  section  and  a  half  of  the 
territory  so  far  demonstrated  to  be 
within  the  petroleum  belt. 

It  should  be  remembered  that 
every  odd  section  was  already 
patented  to  the  railroad  and  that 
a  portion  of  the  remainder  had 
been  taken  up  under  the  home- 
stead laws   by   bona  fide   settlers. 

Again,  the  cupidity  of  the  scrip- 
pers had  not  been  excited  until  the 
showing  of  extensive  mineral 
wealth  brought  them  to  a  realiza- 
tion of  the  vast  possibilities  of 
that  locality  for  farming  purposes. 
All  such  ground,  therefore,  is  in 
the  safe  column. 

What  is  left  after  these  de- 
ductions have  been  made,  a  more 
or  less  complete  inquiry  shows  to 
be  somewhat  less  than  1000  acres 
not  much  comparatively,  but, 
measured  in  money,  considerable. 
Its  value  is  fully  $1,000,000  and 
is  as  well  worth  a  struggle  to  the 
locator  as  to  the  scripper,  and  the 
former  will  put  up  a  pretty  fight 
for  what  the  latter  is  attempting 
to  wrest  from  him. 

On  outside  territory  where  every- 
thing is  chance  the  scripper  will 
doubtless  be  able  to  force  many 
compromises  before  the  contest 
is  finally  determined  one  way  or 
the  territory,  and  to  his  great  ad- 
vantage in  the  event  that  the  oil 
deposit  is  found  to  extend  be- 
yond its  present  known  limits. 


Oil  in  Arizona. 

The  Salt  river  valley  is  antici- 
pating an  oil  excitement.  A  few 
days  ago  indications  were  dis- 
covered near  Temple  and  some 
rock  from  the  croppings  was  sent 
to  Jerome  and  assayed  A  favor- 
able report  was  made  and  the 
owners  of  the  ground  have  set  to 
work  to  make  a  careful  examin- 
ation of  it.  All  the  territory  cov- 
ered by  oil  indications  has  been 
located.  A  week  ago  there  was  a 
report  that  oil  sand  had  been  en- 
countered a  few  miles  north  of 
rhcenix.  A  Los  Angeles  man  is 
supposed  to  have  made  the  discov- 
ery, but  the  rumor  cannot  be  veri- 
fied. Other  places  in  Arizona 
where  mineral  oil  is  believed  to 
exist  are  at  Yuma  and  near  King- 
man, in  Mohave  county. 
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GEOLOGICAL   HISTORY. 

Where   Petroleum    Can  Be   Found 
In  California

California  mineral  wealth  con- 
not  only  in  those  minerals 
from  which  metals  arc  obtained 
but  also  in  the  numerous  other 
mineral  substances  which  becomes 
in  greater  demand  as  our  manu- 
facturing interest.-  expand,  and  a.s 
our  civilization  advances. 

The  mo.-t  important  of  the  latter 
class  of  minerals,  which,  in  a  com 
mercial  sense,  may  be  regarded  as 
non-metallic,  are  the  hydro  carbons, 
and  of  these,  petroleum  in  the 
form  of  asphaltum  and  oil  and 
natural  gas,  is  of  the  greatest 
value.  This  paper  is  confined  to 
the  last  two  of  these  items. 

In  California  the  question  of 
petroleum  as  fuel  assumes  a 
special  importance,  owing  to  the 
fact  that  the  deposits  of  coal, 
which  have  thus  far  been  dis- 
covered iu  our  state,  are  inade- 
quate to  the  steadily  increasing 
demand  for  fuel. 

The  object  of  this  paper  is  to 
summarize  the  leading  facts  con- 
cerning the  occurence  of  petroleum 
in  California.  This  mineral  in 
the  form  of  natural  gas,  oil  and  as- 
phaltum, is  found  at  various 
places  in  the  Coast  Range.  The 
greatest  showing  of  petroleum, 
and  the  greatest  development  of 
the  petroleum  industry  are  south 
of  San  Francisco.  Oil  and  gas  are 
found  in  the  foothillsof  the  Sierras 
and  natural  gas  is  obtained  in  val- 
uable quantities  from  wells  drilled 
in  the  great  central  valley  of  Cali- 
fornia. It  is  said  that  this  gas  has 
also  been  observed  in  other  coun- 
ties, including  the  foothills  of  the 
Sierras. 

The  geological  formations  yield- 
ing petroleum  in  California  range 
from  the  lower   cretaceous   to   the 
quaternary;     and,     in      different 
localities,  the  geological  horizon  of 
the    productive   strata    differs    in 
1  point   of  vertical    range.     In    the 
Puente  hills,  and  at  Los   Angeles, 
the  oil-yielding  rocks  are   of  Neo- 
I  cene  age;   these    formations   were 
I  first   classed    as    Pliocene,   on    ac- 
j  count  of  the   numerous    Pliocene 
fossils  found  in  them. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  valley 
of  the  Santa  Clara  river,  in  Ven- 
tura and  Los  Angeles  counties, 
|the  principal  oil-yielding  forma- 
jtions  probably  range  from  the 
Neocene  to  the  Miocene.  The 
writer  has  not  yet  made  a  detailed 
examination  of  these  oil  fields. 

On  the  north  side  of  the  valley 
of  the  Santa  Clara  river,  in  Ven- 
tura county,  there  is  evidence  of 
petroleum  in  rocks  ranging  from 
the  upper  Neocene  to  the  lower 
Eocene  formations;  the  productive 
formation  ranging  from  the  Mio- 
pene  to  the  upper  portion  of  the 
Eocene. 

I    In  the  foothills  west  of   Bakers- 
ield,  in   Kern    county,    petroleum 
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In  Fresno  county  and  Kings 
county  there  arc  exudations  of 
petroleum  from  rocks  of  Miocene 
age;  but  the  petroleum  yielding 
formation  near  Coalinga,  in  Fresno 

county,      which       have       recently 

proved  very  remunerative,  appear 
to  be  of  Eocene  age,  formerly 
called  cretaceous  B. 

The  geological  horizon  of  the 
oil-yielding  rocks  at  Moody  Gulch, 
Santa  Clara  county,  has  never 
been  determined. 

Some  oil  has  been  obtained  on 
the  Tunitas  and  the  Purissima 
creeks,  in  San  Mateo  county,  from 
wells  which  penetrate  strata  which 
are,  probably,  of  Eocene  age. 

North  of  San  Francisco,  petrol- 
eum-yielding formations  crop  out 
along  the  coast  at  Bolinas  Bay 
and  at  Point  Arena;  at  these 
places  the  exposed  rocks  are 
either  of  Pliocene  or  Neocene  age. 

In  Humboldt  county,  several 
wells  have  been  drilled,  from 
which  some  oil  has  been  obtained, 
the  rocks  penetrated  being  either 
of  Pliocene  or  of  Neocene  age. 

On  Bear  Creek,  in  Colusa 
county,  gas  and  oil  are  found  in 
rocks  of  cretaceous  age. 

It  is  reported  that  in  some 
places  petroleum  is  found  per 
meating  eruptive  or  other  crystal- 
line rocks. 

At  Stockton,  in  San  Joaquin 
county,  natural  gas  is  obtained  in 
remunerative  quantities,  from 
wells  permeating  strata  of  quater- 
nary age. 

At  Marysville  Buttes,  in  the 
Sacramento  valley,  natural  gas  is 
found  in  the  rocks  of  Eocene  age, 
formerly  called  Cretaceous  B. 
There  are  several  places  in  Sacra- 
mento and  San  Joaquin  valleys 
where  wells  are  yielding  sufficient 
natural  gas  to  be  of  local  value. 

The  relative  position  in  point  of 
vertical  range  of  the  formations, 
wherein  remunerative  oil  wells 
have  been  obtained,  in  Ventura 
and  Los  Angeles  counties,  is  dem- 
onstrated by  an  investigation  of 
the  country  between  the  Piru  and 
and  Sespe  creeks,  in  Ventura 
county,  where  the  following  se- 
quence of  formations  can  be  seen: 
At  the  Piru  creek,  a  conglomerate 
formation  is  seen  containing  Neo- 
cene fossils,  Pliocene  forms  being 
the  most  numerous.  In  some 
places  the  conglomerate  is  impreg- 
nated vuth  petroleum;  it  rests  on 
a  shale  formation,  containing  Neo- 
cene fossils.  The  lower  por- 
tion of  the  shale  is  iuterstrati- 
fied  with  sandstone,  which,  in 
many  places,  is  impregnated  with 
petroleum,    forming    an    oil   sand. 
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in  the  Puente  lulls  in  Los  An. 
county.    These  formations  proba- 
ably  form  a   large  portion   of  the 
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geles  and  Ventura  counties,  and. 
in  both  of  these  counties,  these 
formations  arc  of  sirailai  ■ 

and  contain  fossils  of  similar    age. 
As  observed  in  the   Puente  hills, 

in  Los  Angeles  county,  these  whit 

isli  sandstones,  shalcsaucl  conglom- 
erates rest  on  one  another  in  the 
order  here  named.  The  principal 
oil-yielding  formations  found  in 
these  hills,  and  in  the  city  of  Los 
Angeles,  arecertain  oil  sands  which 
interstratify  the  lower  portion 
of  the  shale  formation,  and,  prob- 
ably, constitute  the  uppermost 
strata  of  the  underlying  sand- 
stones. 

The  whitish  sandstone  formation 
extends  westward  from  the  Piru 
creek,  in  Ventura  county,  to  the 
Sespe  oil  district,  also  in  Ventura 
county,  the  distance  between  the 
two  places  being  about  eight  miles. 

At  the  Sespe  oil  district,  the 
whitish  sandstone  rests  on  a  shale 
formation,  whitish  and  grayish  at 
the  top,  but  passing  inK,  a  dark- 
colored  shale,  which  isinterbedded 
with  numerous  thin  strata,  or  nod- 
ular masses  of  hard  bituminous 
limestone.  These  shales  contain 
Miocene  and  Eocene  fossils,  and 
rest  on  a  drab-colored  sand- 
stone, of  no  great  thickness  The 
drab-colored  sandstone  rests  on  a 
brown  sandstone,  locally  known  as 
the  Sespe  brown  stone.  This  brown 
stone  rests  on  whitesandstone.and 
the  latter  on  a  buff-colored  sand- 
stone. The  Sespe  brown  stone,  the 
white  sandstone  and  the  buff-col- 
ored sandstone  all  contain  typical 
Eocene  fossils.  All  these  sand- 
stones are  more  or  less  interbed- 
den  with  shale.  The  principal  oil- 
yielding  formations  in  the  Sespe 
district  are  the  lowermost  portion 
of  the  dark-colored  shales,  the  drab 
sandstone,  and  the  uppermost  por- 
tion of  the  Sespe  brown  stone. 

There  are  numerous  seepages  of 
petroleum  in  the  hard,  buff-colored 
Eocene  sandstones;  but  no  remun- 
erative oil  wells  have  as  yet  been 
obtained  by  drilling  in  these  rocks. 

Between  the  Piru  creek  and  the 
Sespe  district  no  marked  non-con- 
formity was  observed  by  the  writer, 
the  variations  of  the  dip  being  re- 
ferable to  local  geological  disturb- 
ance than  to  non-conformability. 
Still,  it  by  no  means  follows  that 
the  formations  actually  rest  com- 
fortably on  one  another.  Itis  gen- 
erally believed  that  in  California 
the  Miocene   formations   rest  nor,- 
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disturbances  continue  to  this  day. 

It  appeals  that  in    man)   instances 

these  disturbances  were  of  a  local 
character. 

The  formations  penetrated  byre- 

munerativ  >>il  wells,  in  such  por- 
tions,,)' Los  Angeles,  Orange  and 
Ventura  counties  as  have  been  ex- 
amined by  the  writer  are  as  fol- 
lows: 

In  the  territory  extending  be- 
tween the  Santa  Ana  river,  in 
Orange  county,  and  the  ocean,  at 
Santa  .Monica,  in  Los  Angeles 
county,  remunerative  oil  sands 
have  been  found  in  the  lower  por- 
tion of  the  Neocene  shales,  and 
probably  in  the  upper  portion  of 
the  Miocene  sandstone.  In  one 
instance  oil  was  found  in  the  over- 
lying conglomerate. 

At  the  Modello  oil  wells,  near 
Piru,  in  Ventura  county,  remuner- 
ative oil  sands  have  been  found  in 
the  whitish  sandstone  of  Miocene 
age. 

In  the  Sespe  district  remunera- 
oil  sands  have  been  found  in  the 
upper  portion  of  the  Eocene  sand- 
stones and  in  shales,  which  appear 
to  occupy  a  position  between  the 
Miocene  and  Eocene  formations. 

It  is  probable  that  these  oil-yield- 
ing localities  have  their  counter- 
part in  many  other  places  in  Cali- 
fornia besides  these  which  have 
been  mentioned,  for  the  geological 
formations  constituting  these  oil 
measures  extend  along  the  Coast 
Range  from  San  Diego  county  to 
Humboldt  county.  We  have  not 
yet  obtained  sufficient  geological 
evidence  to  warrant  the  expression 
of  anything  more  than  a  tentative 
opinion  concerning  the  actual  geo- 
logical horizon  of  the  petroleum 
formations  in  the  following  oil 
fields:  The  oil  fields  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Santa  Clara  river.those 
north  of  the  Santa  Paula,  in  Ven- 
tura county,  and  those  of  Santa 
Barbara,  Ke.n,  Santa  Clara  and  San 
Mateo  counties.  But  the  data  al- 
ready accumulated  warrant  the  as- 
sertion that  the  oil  measures,  in  the 
localities  referred  to,  are  of  tertia  , 
age. 

From  the  description  of  the  o 
yielding  formations,  the  geologi 
position  of   which  has  been  defi 
itely   determined,  it   appears,  that 
the    productive    strata    are   sand- 
stones, underlying  or  interstratify 
ing  bodies  of  shale.     It  may   bear 
gued  that  these  conditions  indicate 
natural    distillation    as   the   chief

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One  of  the  many  peculiarities  of 
the  California  pe- 
Suppressed  troleum  field  is 
Information,  the  almost  total 
absence  of  pub- 
lished reports  on  drilling,  pump- 
ing and  other  operations.  Even 
the  "logs"  of  wells  drilled,  showing 
exactly  the  successive  formations 
penetrated,  are  seldom  seen. 

In  other  oil  fields  complete  de- 
tailed reports  of  the  progress  and 
cost  of  wells  are  commonly  avail- 
able and  are  valuable  aids  to  the 
industry.  In  metal  mining  super- 
intendents of  mines  and  wells  con- 
stantly allow  free  publication  of 
minutely  itemized  records  of  tun- 
nel driving,  shaft  sinking,  mining 
and  milling  operations,  etc.,  with 
description  and  cost  of  plant,  and 
so  on.  These  arejread  with  much 
interest  by  mining  superintend- 
ents, and  from  the  start  have  been 
great  aids  to  the  rapid  progrese  of 
the  industry  toward  greater  effi- 
ciency and  economy.  Mostintelli- 
gent  mining  men  give  freely  of 
their  industrial  experiences  for  the 
benefit  of  others. 

In  the  oil  field  similar  itemized 
reports  of  the  cost  and  operation 
of  well  drilling  and  pumping  plants 
would  be  of  great  interest  and 
value.  But  companies  and  super- 
intendents in  California  almost 
unanimously  decline  to  furnish 
such  information.  There  is  a  va- 
riety of  reasons  for  this,  but  the 
fact  is  the  main  thing  it  is  at- 
tempted to  note  here. 

One  reason  why  many  companies 
refuse  to  make  such  statements  is 
that  so  much  of  the  cost  represents 
foolish  or  inefficient  expenditure, 
and  they  would  well  be  ashamed 
of  the  record.  Many  companies 
are  buying  or  erecting  rattletrap 
rigs  and  inefficient  pumping  plants 
that  are  no  credit  to  the  industry. 
This  is  just  the  sort  of  thing  that 
an  abundance  of  detailed  records 
of  economical  operations  would  do 
a  great  deal  to  correct. 


The  people  of  Hollister  are  tak- 
ing considerable  in- 
The  Same  terest  in  the  oil  in- 
Everywhere  dustry.  For  a  long 
time  much  indif- 
ferenee  was  shown.  Now  that 
the  San  Benito  County  Oil  Co.  is 
drilling  the  majority  of  our  citi- 
zens realize  what  the  success  of 
this  company  means  to  the  town. 
Men  with  money  will  come  here 
and  business  in  every  line  will  im- 
prove. The  wheels  of  commerce 
in  Hollister  need  greasing  and  oil 
will  do  the  work  effectually. — 
Hollister  Bee. 

The  same  result  will  happen  in 
every  locality  where  the  oilindus' 
try  is  engaged  in  with  any  degree 
of  success. 

Bakersfield  a  year  ago  was  a 
typical  San  Joaquin  agricultural 
town,  enjoying  a  lazy  though 
prosperous  career  on  account  of 
the  irrigation  systems  which  has 
changed  thousands  of  acres  sur- 
rounding the  town  from  a  barren 
desert  to  green  alphalfa  fields  and 
prolific  orchards. 

But  the  good  results  obtained 
from  irrigation  is  nothing  com- 
pared with  the  financial  prosper- 
ity that  has  overtaken  the  town 
since  the  oil  industry  began  to  de- 
velop. Bakersfield  has  changed 
from  a  sleepy  agricultural  town  to 
one  of  the  liveliest  commercial 
centers  in  the  interior,  the  volume 
of  business  transacted  placing  it 
in  the  front  rank  of  the  cities  of 
California. 

What  has  happened  to  Bakers- 
field is  liable  to  happen  to  Hol- 
lister if  the  prediction  of  the  oil 
experts  is  fulfilled,  and  instead  of 
being  a  sleepy  little  town  of  1500 
people,  all  dependent  on  a  good 
rainfall  to  make  crops  mature, 
Hollister  is  liable  to  be  a  bustling 
thriving  commercial  city,  and  all 
through  oil.  The  same  thing  is 
liable  to  happen  in  a  dozen  other 
cities  where  the  drills  of  the  pros- 
pectors are  fast  nearing  the  ex- 
pected oil  sands. 


Geological  History. 
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Watts  In  the  Valley. 

W.  L.  Watts,  field  assistant  of 
the  State  Mining  Bureau,  who 
has  been  for  several  months  work- 
ing in  the  Southern  California  oil 
fields,  has  gone  to  the  Kern  river 
field  for  its  study  and  will  be  in 
the  valley  for  some  time.  The  re- 
sults of  his  observation  will  be  in- 
cluded in  a  bulletin  to  be  pub- 
lished sometime  during   the  fall. 

"This  bulletin,"  says  Mr.  Watts, 
"will  be  a  continuation  of  the  one 
heretofore  published  in  the  oil 
yielding  formations  of  Southern 
California,  and  will  contain  a  geo- 
logical description  of  several 
fields,  showing  the  relation  of  the 
oil  yielding  formations  to  the  en- 
closing rocks,  the  structural  con- 
ditions under  which  oil  occurs  and 
giving  historical  and  statistical 
information  brought  down  to  date. 

"The  greater  part  of  my  work 
has  been  the  supplying  of  informa- 
tion in  Southern  California  on  oil 
fields,  and  oil  matters  generally. 
There  is  a  great  demand  for  infor- 
mation of  all  sorts,  and  since  the 
new  oil  excitement  began  the  in- 
quiries by  person  and  by  man 
have  been  enough  to  keep  one 
man  busy. 


cause  of  the  accumulation, of  petrol- 
eum in  the  oil  measures. 

In  many  parts  of  California  we 
find  petroleum-yielding  formations 
associated  with  shales,  which  show 
signs  of  having  been  subjected  to 
metamorphic  action.  It  is  reason- 
able to  infer  that  the  petroleum, 
having  been  elaborated  in  the 
shale,  may  have  been  driven  outof 
it  by  natural  distillation  into  in- 
closing or  interstratifying  beds  of 
sandstone. 

It  must  also  be  borne  in  mind 
that,  in  other  instances,  petroleum 
may  have  been  collected,  by  up- 
ward distillation,  from  sedimentary 
strata  underlying  the  shale. 

A  very  small  percentage  of  pe- 
troleum, originally  distributed 
through  a  great  thickness  of  strata, 
might  be  driven  into  different  zones 
by  natural  distillation;  and,  at  cer- 
tain temperature  and  pressure,  it 
would  pass  readily  through  sand- 
stone. The  upward  course  of  the 
petroleum  might  be  impeded  by 
strata  of  shale,  and  when  the  tem- 
perature decreased,  the  petroleum 
might  condense  in  any  rocks  suffi- 
ciently porous  to  afford  it  storage, 
if  the  shale  were  only  partially  im- 
pervious to  the  petroleum,  the 
former  would  be,  more  or  less,  per- 
meated by  the  latter,  and  fractures 
in  the  shale  would  give  the  petrol- 
eum access  tooverlying  formations. 
A  modification  of  such  processes, 
by  gas  or  hydrostatic  pressure, 
would  be  quite  sufficient  to  bring 
about  a  re-distribution  ot  the  pe- 
troleum and  the  formation  of  sec- 
ondary deposits  of  that  mineral. 

The  oil-yielding  formations  of 
California,  in  common  with  the 
other  rocks  of  the  Coast  Range, 
show  great  geological  disturbance; 
and  the  complex  structure  result- 
ing therefrom  has  given  rise  to 
somewhat  difficult  geological  prob- 
lems in  regard  to  the  oil  fields  ol 
this  state. 

In  a  general  way,  it  may  be  said 
that  the  oil  lines,  or  lines  along 
which  remunerative  wells  may  be 
found,  follow  the  strike  ol  the  axes 
of  folds  in  the  rocks,  or  the  course 
of  faults  which  have  isolated  blocks 
of  strata  inclosing  the  oil  >ielding 
rocks.  The  tracing  of  oil  lines  in 
this  state,  and  the  development  ot 
oil  fields,  necessitate  a  competent 
knowledge  of  structural  geology; 
without  which  the  risks  of  oil 
mining  would  be  greatly  increased 
The  type  of  folds  most  likely  to 
be  met  with  in  the  oil  fields  ol 
California,  and  the  effect  of  such 
folds  on  oil  land,  have  been  dis- 
cussed in  a  paper  by  the  writer  in 
the  Mining  and  Scientific  Press  of 
August  5,  1898.

These  figures  represent  the 
amount  of  oil  shipped.  To  obtain 
the  gross  production  about  6  per 
cent,  should  be  added  for  oil  used 
in  drilling.

The  depth  of  oil  wells  depends 
on  the  angle  at  which  the  oil  sand 
dips  and  the  distance  the  wells  are 
from  the  outcrop  of  the  oil  sand,  or 
from  the  axis  of  the  fold  on  which 
the  wells  are  situated. 

As  a  general  statement  it  may  be 
said  that  the  most  productive  wells 
are  about  1000  feet  in  depth,  some 
being  much  deeper. 

The  "life"  and  yield  of  such  wells 
are  naturally  varied.  In  some  in- 
stances they  "started  off'  with  a 
yield  of  100  barrels,  ormore,  a  day; 
but  in  the  course  of  five  or  six 
years,  the  yield  diminished  to  ten 
barrels  or  less  a  day.  In  other  in- 
stances the  yield  was  less  than  100 
barrels  a  day,  but  the  rate  of  pro- 
duction was  better  sustained  during 
the  "life"  of  the  well.

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An   Enthusiastic     Meeting    Under 
the  Auspices  of  the  California 
Petroleum  Miners'  Asso- 
ciation. 


A  most  important  meeting,  so  far 
as  the  oil  industry  of  California  is 
concerned,  was  held  in  the  assem- 
bly room  of  the  Mills  Building  on 
Wednesday  afternoon  The  meet- 
ing was  held  under  the  an 
of  the  California  Petroleum 
Miners'  Association.  The  Asso- 
ciation had  sent  out  notices  to  all 
the  large  oil  companies  which 
have  headquarters  in  San  Fran- 
cisco and  as  a  result  the  assembly 
room  was  filled  with  a  large  num- 
ber of  gentlemen  representing 
some  of  the  largest  oil  companies 
in  California. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order 
by  President  L.  P.  Crane,  of  the 
California  Petroleum  Miners'  As 
sociation,  who  stated  the  object  of 
the  meeting  to  be  mainly  to  con- 
sider what  should  be  done  at  this 
time  to  protect  the  interests  of  the 
oil  men  and  oil  locators  against 
the  scrippers  who  were  attempting 
to  disposess  them  of  their  land. 

In  a  short    address   he   empha- 
sized   the   importance   of  the   oil 
industry  and  showed  how  oil    was 
rapidly  taking  a  front  rank  among 
the   most  important    industries  of 
the  State.      He    also   showed    the 
danger  which    threatened   the   in- 
dustry, in  that    men   who  had    no 
intention  of  developing  oil,  never- 
theless,   from  motives  of  blackmail 
and  otherwise  were  attempting  to 
dispossess  the   oil   men    from   the 
land  which   was   rightfully    theirs 
and  were   attempting   thereby    to 
make  of  no  avail  the  efforts  of  the 
oil  men  who  in  many   cases   have 
expended   thousands  of  dollars  in 
the  development  of  oil  properties 
only  to  meet  the  danger  of  having 
all  their  efforts  and    their   proper- 
ties swept  away    and   the   title  of 
their     lands     destroyed     by     the 
underhand  methods   of  scrippers. 
He  urged  the  Association  and  the 
representatives    of    the    oil    com- 
panies to  take  some   action    which 
would  bring  the  importance  of  the 
present  crisis   vividly   before   the 
attention  of  the  proper  authorities 
at    Washington,    and   to   institute 
the  measures  which  would  tend  to 
relieve  the  situation  as  far  as    the 
oil  men  were  concerned  and  would 
at  any  rate  settle  the   question    ss 
to  the  title  of  oil  land. 

In  order  to  bring  the  matter 
tangibly  before  the  meeting,  Secre- 
tary W.JB.  Winn  of  the  Association 
read  a  preamble  and  resolution  to 
be  sent  to  the  United  States  Land 
Commissioner,  showing  the  attitude 
of  the  Association  in  regard  to  the 
situation,  and  emphasizing  the  im- 
portance of  the  present  crisis,  not 
only  to  the  oil  men  themselves,  but 
to  the  state  as  a  whole.  On  motion 
a  committee  of  five  was  appointed 
by  the  chair  to  draw  up  a  memorial 
embodying  a  preamble  and  resolu- 
tion as  read  by  the  secretary, 
which  resolution  or  memorial 
should  be  sent  at  once  to  the 
United  States  Land  Commissioner. 
This  committee  consisted  of  J.  M. 
Wright  of  the  Peerless  Oil  Com- 
pany, M.  V.Samuels  of  the  Barker 
Ranch,  E.  P.  Heald  of  the  Palace, 
T.  W.  Baker,  representing  six  dif- 
ferent companies,  and  E.  C.  Kalben 
of  the  Imperial.  This  committee 
was  instructed  to  meet  as  soon  as 
possible  to  prepare  such  a  memo- 
rial and  resolution  as  they  might 
deem  best  and  forward  it  to  the 
commisioner.

ASPHALT  PRODUCTION 


Great  Prospects  for  this  Feature 
of  the  Petroleum  Industry. 

In  one  feature  of  the  petroleum 
industry,  California  not  only  leads 
in  the  United  States,  but  is  pretty 
nearly  the  whole  thing;  that  fea- 
ture is  the  production  of  asphal- 
tum  and  bituminous  rock.  About 
ninety  per  cent  of  the  American 
product  is  afforded  by  California 
and  of  bituminous  rock  this  State 
produces  about  95  per  cent.  Bi- 
tuminous rock,  or  saud  and  lime- 
stone formation,  saturated  with  bi- 
tumen, is  mainly  used  for  paving, 
but  the  industry  of  refining  the 
bitumen  from  the  sands  and  rocks 
has  assumed  importance  and  in  the 
comparatively  near  future  Califor- 
nia will  display  this  industry  on  a 
vastly  increased  scale. 

The  production  of  the  purer 
forms  of  asphaltum  such  as  brea 
and  maltha,  the  gilsonite  of  Colo- 
rado and  Utah,  etc.  will  increase 
gradually  in  the  seven  states  and 
territories  which  produce  asphal- 
tum on  a  commercial  scale,  but 
nowhere  is  there  so  great  a  prom- 
ise of  increased  production  as  in 
California.  Our  liquid  asphaltums, 
brea  and  maltha,  are  produced  in 
Kern  and  Santa  Barbara  counties, 
hard  asphaltum  in  Santa  Barbara 
and  Ventura  and  bituminous  rock 
in  San  Luis  Obispo,  Monterey  and 
Santa  Cruz  counties. 

In  Southern  California  the  re- 
fining of  asphalt  from  the  vast  and 
rich  deposits  of  bituminous  sand 
which  hold  the  residues  of  hun- 
dreds of  millions  of  barrels  of 
petroleum  from  which  the  volatile 
elements  have  escaped  will  un- 
doubtedly see  a  great  development 
in  the  near  future,  as  new  capital, 
expanding  markets,  more  efficient 
processes,  cheaper  transportation, 
etc.,  have  their  progressive  effects. 
There  seems  no  reason  why  such 
refining  plants  should  not  in  time 
be  in  operation  at  some  of  the  big 
deposits  in  San  Luis  Obispo,  Mon-

According   to    the 
United    States    Geological    survey 
in  [888  the  total  asphalt  and  bitu- 
minous rock  product  of  the  United 
States  was  76,337   short   tons,  val- 
ued at  $675,649  and    of  this    Cali- 
fornia supplied  71,086  tons  valued 
at    $605,451.      The    State    Mining 
Bureau  placed  the  product  at  72,- 
526  tons  and    5619,750.       In    1899 
California    produced     15,060    tons 
of   asphaltum  valued    at    $308,130 
and  40,321  tons  of  bituminous  rock 
valued  at   $116,097   or   a   total   ot 
55,381    tons    valued     at    $424,227. 
This  decrease  was   due  mainly    to 
the  asphalt  trust  which  limited  Cal- 
ifornia production  and  to  an   acci- 
dental lessened  amount   of  street 
paving     using     bituminous    rock. 
Present    high  freight    rates   work 
against  the  industry.     These  un- 
favorable conditions  are    transient 
and    do    not    carry    far   into    the 
future. 

The  asphalt  resources  of  Cali- 
fornia are  enormous  and  will  in 
time  be  developed  on  a  large  scale. 
The  product  will  naturally  in- 
crease with  the  increase  of  petrol- 
eum refining,  asphalt  being  the 
last  product  of  the  process.

that  the  loss  has   not  been    exces- 
sive.   On  the  other    hand   the   re- 
ward    which    usually  accompanies 
the  tapping   of  a    productive   res- 
ervoir  in   such    ample   compensa- 
tion for  the  outlay   that    interest 
in   the    industry  is  not   liable    to 
flag.      California    oil  fields  have 
long  since  passed  through  the  ex- 
perimental stage.     It  is   an   estab- 
lished fact  that  abundance   of  the 
valuable  fluid  exists  in   the   state. 
The    chief    concern  of  producers 
has  been  to  make  and  maintain  a 
market    for    the     product.      Now 
that   manufactories   and   railroads 
are  using    it   as   fuel,    there   is  a 
prospect  that  that   steamship   fur- 
naces will  also   be    adapted   to  its 
use  which    when  it   happens  will 
broaden    the    market    immensely 
and  make  the  future  of  the  oil  in- 
dustry here  brighter  than  it  really 
is.— S.  F.  Chronicle. 


Oil  For  Stem  Power. 

The  latest  incident  affecting  the 
mineral  oil  interests  of  California 
is  the  arrangement  which  the 
Santa  Fe  Company  is  making  for 
the  use  of  liquid  fuel  on  the  loco- 
motives operated  on  its  lines  be- 
tween San  Francisco  and  the 
Needles.  Of  course  firing  loco- 
motives with  oil  instead  of  coal  or 
wood  is  not  new  in  railroading  in 
thisstate.  The  Santa  Fe  and  the 
Southern  Pacific  Company  have 
been  using  it  for  a  long  time  past 
on  the  engines  employed  on  their 
lines  in  the  southern  counties. 
And  many  manufactories  at  va- 
rious places  in  California  have 
been  consuming  nothing  else  but 
oil  as  fuel  for  the  generation  of 
stem  to  operate  their  stationary 
engines  for  many  years  past.    The

JAVA  PETROLEUM. 


Liquid   Fuel    Being    Used   in    Ever 
Increasing  Quantities. 

The  figures  given  show  that 
there  has  been  a  slight  increase 
in  the  consumption  of  petroleum 
during  1899.  The  importation 
from  the  United  States  shows  a 
decrease,  that  is  to  say,  that 
whilst  the  "Devoes"  brand  has 
been  imported  to  the  extent  of 
200,000  cases  more,  the  "Tiger" 
brand  shows  a  more  than  equiv- 
alent decrease. 

The  quality  of  Russian  oil 
shipped  to  Java  during  1899  was 
about  double  that  of  the  previous 
year,  and  whilst  Langkat  s\ows  a 
large  decrease  Java  oil  shows  a 
good  increase. 

Boring  still  continues  in  Java 
and  the  Isle  of  Madura,  and  1 
understand  one  company  in  the 
latter  place  has  been  successful  in 
finding  oil  in  paying  quantities; 
and  in  the  course  of  a  month  or 
so  when  new  tank  lighters  are 
ready,  the  raw  product  will  be 
brought  to  their  refinery  near 
Sourabaya. 

Whilst  the  cost  of  fuel  generally 
is  advancing,  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  a  new  source  of  supply 
will  shortly  be  put  on  the  market 
here  by  the  agents  of  the  Snell 
Transport  &  Trading  company,  of 
Loudon,  in  the  shape  of  liquid 
fuel.  This  fuel  is  the  residue  left 
after  refining  the  crude  petroleum 
left  obtained  from  the  above  com- 
pany's oil  fields  in  Koetei,  on  the 
east  coast  of  Borneo,  and  it  has 
been  proved  from  experience  ob- 
tained from  its  use  on  board  the 
steamers  of  the  Royal  Packet  and 
other  companies  to  be  in  many  re- 
spects superior  to  coal.  It  is 
maintained  by  the  sellers  that  one 
ton  of  this  liquid  fuel  is  equiva- 
lent in  steam-producing  power  to 
two  tons  of  the  best  Japanese  coal. 
It  has  possibly  also  a  future  be- 
fore it  as  a  fuel  for  industrial  un- 
dertakings, railways,  etc.,  some  of 
which  are  already  using  the  Dor- 
drecht Petroleum  company's  re- 
fuse. 

A  large  tank  has  been  con- 
structed near  Tanjong  Priok  (the 
harbor  of  Batavia)  capable  of  con- 
taining about  4000  tons  of  liquid 
fuel,  and  as  the  supply  at  Koetei 
is  said  to  be  practically  inexhaust 
ible,  while  the  distance  from  the 
source  of  supply  is  comparatively 
short,  it  will  be  possible  to  re 
plenish  the  stock  at  short  inter 
vals,  so  that  the  tank  should 
prove  sufficient  to  supply  all  the 
fuel  required  at  this  port  in  the 
event  of  owners  of  steamers  trad- 
ing here  deciding  to  adopt  its  use. 
— British  Consular  Report.

There  is  something  more  than 
smoke  bnck  of  tin-  constant 
here  of  many  oil  men.  Big  tiling 
are  in  the  future  for  the  local  oil 
fiel  I,  and  while  all  glowing  prom- 
■iay  not  l>e  fulfilled,  there  is 
no  doubt  much  development  to 
come.  W.  I..  Hardison,  who  has 
been  a  large  operator  in  Southern 
California  for  many  years,  recently 
made  a  quiet  inspection  of  some  of 
the  new  territory  in  this  vicinity, 
and  now  it  is  stated  that  Senator 
Bard  is  interested  in  a  mammoth 
deal  abont  to  be  consummated  in 
this  county.

PUBS 

The  Rock  Oil  company  subli 

80  acres  from  the  Oil  City    Petrol- 
eum Company. 

The  Rock  Oil  company  is  drill- 
ing its  first  well  which  is  now- 
down  300  feet. 

The  Twenty-Eight  Oil  company 
has  started  its  first  well  which  has 
reached  a  depth  of  200  feet. 

The  Oil  City  Petroleum  com- 
pany has  320  acres  with  a  privi- 
lege of  purchasing  by  October 
first  for  $80. 

The  Twenty-Eight  Oil  Company 
leased  the  XK  '4  from  the  Hanford 
Oil  Company,  and  of  that  sub-leased 
forty  acres  to  the  Independence 
Oil  Company. 

The  Independence  Oil  Company 
has  two  producing  wells  on  the 
section  each  better  than  50  barrels 
a  day.  The  rig  is  up  for  well 
No.  3. 

The  Independence  Company  is 
now  drilling  on  well  No.  3,  having 
already  completed  two  wells,  and 
soon  expects  to  strike  a  good  flow 
of  oil.

By  reference  to  above  figures,  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  total  oil  ex- 
ported in  the  last  year  exceeds  the 
year  previous  by  18693.385  gal- 
lons, and  the  value  by  the  enor- 
mous sum  of$io,o87,566  ;  it  would 
be  interesting  to  know  how  much 
of  these  millions  of  dollars  the  oil 
producer  was  allowed  to  have 
The  amount  received  for  the  oil 
exported  in  the  last  twelve  months 
exceeded  any- previous  year  in  the 
business. 

Of  the  expoits  during  the  past 
year  3,159,277  barrelsof  42  gallons 
was  crude  oil,  an  increase  over  the 
previous  year  of  nearly  600,000 
barrels;  the  average  price  per  bar- 
rel received  for  the  year's  exports 
of  crude  oil  was  $2.32. 

The  exports  of  crude  oil  this 
year  exceed  June  one  year  ago  by 
some  78,ooobarrels,  the  value  being 
for  the  last  month  25  cents  per 
barrel  higher,  but  the  oil  producer 
will  notice  that  he  is  receiving  but 
12  cents  per  barrel  more  this  June 
than  in  June  one  year  ago 

It  seems  the  world  pays  the  price, 
but  a  large  amount  has  to  be  "be- 
nevolently assimilated"  to  divide 
up  in  fabulous  dividends." 

The  amount  of  petroleum  and  its 
products  exported  in  June  this 
year  is  78,762,434  gallons,  valued 
at  $5,739,942,  which  is  a  reduction 
over  Junelast  year  of  7,442,315  gal- 
lons, but  an  increase  in  value,  not- 
withstanding the  fewer  gallons,  of 
$257,443- 

The  oil  producer  would  be  re- 
ceiving much  higher  prices  for  his 
product  if  the  manufacturer's  profit 
was  a  reasonable  amount,  but  it  is 
not;  the  consumers  are  paying 
enough  to  give  the  producer  more 
than  present  prices  if  there  was 
some  limit  to  voracity. — Sistersville 
(W.  Va.)  Oil  Review.

nency  of  an  adequate  supply  An 
old  and  experienced  oil  expert  has 
estimated  the  amount  of  oil  already 
developed    in  the  Kern  river  field 

I  at  300,000,000  barrels.  He  has 
made  this  estimate  by  comparison 
on  an  average  basis  with  the  actual 
production  per  acre  of  the  I.os  An 

igeles  field,  and  without  adding 
anything  on  accountof  the  greater 
thickness  of  the  Ketn  oil  sands.  If 
this  were  done  the  estimate  would 
be  greatly  increased. 

"Several  important  firms  arc  now 
figuring  on  fuel  oil.  as  are  a  num- 
ber of  probable  small  consumers, 
and  the  number  will  steadly  in- 
crease. 

"One  ton  of  oil  can  be  generally 
taken  to  be  worth  two  tons  of  coal 
for  fuel.  Of  course  the  number  of 
barrels  of  oil  per  ton  depends  on 
the  specific  gravity.  Coalinga  oil

)f  oil.  They  have  never  carefully 
studied  the  problem.  We  have  a 
Competent  engineer,  Mr.  R.  G.  Pad- 
lock ,  who  gives  his  entire  attention 
o  demonstrating  to  possible  con- 
tainers the  superior  efficiency  of 
)il,  providing  them  with  all  the 
detailed  practical  information  they 
■nay  want.  It  is  easily  shown  that 
it  the  present  prices  of  oil  in  this 
ield,  about  $1,35,  a  constant  saving 
:an  be  effected. 

"The  developments  of  the  Kern 
'ounty  fields  have  already  served 
0  remove  doubts  about  the  perma- 


Kern  oils  vary  a  good  deal.  The 
heavier  the  oil  the  more  it  is  worth 
per  barrel. 

"At  present  there  exist  practi- 
cally no  differences  in  price  among 
the'different  fuel  oils,  because  the 
differences  'in  fuel  value  tiave  not- 
become  generallv  and  definitely 
recognized.

One  of  the  new  large  consumers 
of  fuel  oil  about  the  bay  is  the 
Oakland  and  Haywards  Electric 
Railway  company,  which  has 
effected  satisfactory  contracts  for 
a  supply  of  about  50  barrels  a  day 
and  which  begins  the  use  of  the 
new  fuel  in  place  of  coal  this 
week.  The  oil  is  stored  in  large 
tanks  wbich  the  company  has 
built  at  its  electric  generating 
plant  at  San  Lorenzo  a  little  east 
of  Oakland.

was  collected  which  has  a  paraf- 
fine  base.

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ESTIMATING  RESERVES. 

How  W.    L.    Watts   Figured    the 
Capacity  of  Los  Angeles  Sands. 

Recently  oil  experts  estimated 
the  indicated  amount  of  oil  in  the 
developed  area  of  the  Kern  river 
field  at  over  300,000,000  barrels, 
basing  his  estimate  on  the  past 
production  of  the  Los  Angeles 
field  per  acre.  It  is  not  here  at- 
tempted to  either  support  or  cor- 
rect this  estimate  but  to  inciden- 
tally recall  an  early  estimate  of 
the  contents  of  the  Los  Angeles 
oil  sands  and  especially  the  meth- 
ods by  which  it  was  arrived  it. 

Such  an  estimate  was  attempted 
in  1895  by  W.  L.  Watts,  of  the 
State  Mining  Bureau  and  pub- 
lished in  his  bulletin  No.  n, 
issued  in  1896.  The  figures  of 
production,  etc.,  of  the  Los  Ange- 
les field  have  changed  much  since 
then  but  the  method  of  estimate 
is  as  valuable.  ,'aSL  fiyer.  In  that 
report  Mr.  Watts  said: 

"The  operators  in  the  Los  Ange- 
les oil-fields  agree  that  the  main 
stratum  of  oil-sand  thus  far  ex- 
plored is  from  100'  to  150'  thick, 
but  that,  as  a  rule,  is  not  product- 
ive all  the  way  through.  The 
general  opinion  of  well-drillers 
appears  to  be  that  on  an  average 
at  least  40'  of  oil-sand  may  be  put 
down  as  "pay  dirt." 

"Experiments  have  been  made 
by  Mr.  Hawley,  a  civil  engineer, 
an  to  the  absorbent  powers  of  this 
oil-sand,  and  he  states  that  he 
found  that  it  would  absorb  about 
10  per  cent  of  oil  of  140  B.  These 
figures  agree  very  closely  with 
experiments  made  in  Eastern 
States  on  the  absorbent  powers  of 
sand.  Mr.  Doheny  also  made 
some  experiments  on  oil-sand  from 
the  Maltman  tract,  and  obtained 
higher  results. 

"For  the  purpose  of  obtaining  a 
concrete  idea  of  the  situation 
which  is  within  the  range  of  prob- 
ability, it  may  be  tentatively  ad- 
mitted as  follows:  That  the  Los 
Angeles  oil-field,  as  far  as  devel- 
opments have  shown,  derives  its 
oil  from  a  stratum  of  sand  carry- 
ing about  10  per  cent  of  oil;  that 
the  said  stratum  is  about  40'  thick, 
and  has  an  area  of  about  4,000,000 
sq.  ft.  Such  a  stratum  would  con- 
tain, in  round  numbers,  about 
2,850,000  bbls.  of  oil.  A  careful 
canvass  of  all  the  oil-producers 
shows  that  in  1894  no  inconsider- 
able amount  was  produced,  while 
in  1895  the  Los  Angeles  oil  fields 
produced  729,695  bbls.,  or  about 
one  fourth  of  our  theoretical  total 
contents  of  the  sand. 

"  The  question  that  naturally 
arises  is,  how  much  of  the  remain- 
ing 2,000,000  bbls.  of  oilcan  be  ob- 
tained by  pumping?  There  do 
not  appear  to  be  many  factors  on 
which  to  base  an  estimate.  It 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  it  is  a 
heavy  oil;  that  the  gas  pressure 
in  the  Los  Angeles  wells  was 
never  very  great.  Therefore,  the 
probabilities  are  that,  even  after  a 
well  has  ceased  to  yield   enough 


oil  to  pay  for  pumping  every  day, 
providing  the  wells  do  not  become 
filled  with  water  or  choked  with 
sand,  small  quantities  of  oil  might 
be  pumped  from  them  for  quite  a 
long  period.  Moreover,  although 
there  is  such  a  forest  of  derricks 
at  Second-Street  Park,  they  are  by 
no  means  uniformly  distributed 
over  the  4,000,000  sq,  ft.  which  we, 
by  way  of  a  rough  estimate,  put 
down  as  the  area  of  the  oil-sand."

General  Notes. 

Vice  Consul  General  McLean 
writes  from  Yokohama  that  there 
are  at  Present  over  thirty  petrol- 
eum companies  in  the  oil  district 
in  Echigo,  Japan,  the  aggregate 
capital  amounting  to  $5,966,000. 
The  activity  of  the  industry  has 
so  increased  as  to  make  the  bank- 
ing facilities  inadequate.  A  pipe 
line  from  the  wells  to  Tokio  is 
being  planned. 

Eastern  crude  oils  were  quoted 
in  Pittsburg  last  week  as  follows: 
Tiona  oil,  $1.40;  Pennsylvania  oil, 
$1.25;  Barnesville  oil,  $1.25;  Corn- 
ing oil,  $1.08;  New  Castle  oil. 
$1.00;  North  Lima  oil,  $.95;  South 
Lima  oil,  $.90;  Indiana  oil,  $.90. 

In  his  annual   report    President 
Tuttle  of  the    Boston    and    Maine 
railroad   says:      "We   are   paying 
particular   attention   this   year   to 
the    comfort    of    our    passengers. 
We  have  had   great   success   with 
the  use  of  oil  or  residuum   in  our 
roadbed  and  have  contracted   for 
1,000,000  gallons   for   use   on   the 
road  this  year.      This   material   is 
not  inflammable  and  in  connection 
with  the  burning  of  coke   in   our 
passenger  engines  instead   of  soft 
coal   makes    traveling     conditions 
almost  perfect.     Under  our  system 
of  oiling  the  roadbed  we   have   to 
go  over  the  road    once  a    year   for 
three  years  after  which   the    road- 
bed is  in  perfect  condition   so   far 
as  dust  and   overgrowth    are   con- 
cerned,   and    requires   no   further 
attention.     It  costs  us  $200  a  mile 
of  double  track  for  each  oiling  but 
I  believe  the  expenditure  is   more 
than    offset   by    the    lack    of  hot 
boxes  caused  by  sand  getting  into 
the  bearings,  the  labor   of  remov- 
ing weeds,  etc." 

Scrippers  After  Land. 

A  recent  Associated  Press  report 
from  Los  Angeles  says:  "Scrip- 
pers are  crowding  the  land  office 
in  this  city,  filing  upon  oil  lands 
located  as  placer  claims.  The  ter 
ritory  most  affected  comprises 
lands  in  Ventura  and  Los  Angeles 
counties,  in  the  Sespe,  Santa 
Paula  and  Newhall  districts.  All 
of  the  filings  made  are  sent  under 
the  recent  decision  of  Circuit 
Judge  E-  M.  Ross  to  the  land  office 
at  Washington  without  recom- 
mendations. 


The  Aztec  Oil  company  has  sold 
the  south  forty  acres  of  its  land  in 
the  Kern  river  district  for  the  re- 
ported price  of  $100,000.  There 
is  no  well  on  the  piece  sold  but  it 
is  in  the  midst  of  producing  prop- 
erty. 


ecent  Troubles,    New  Pros- 
perity and  Future  Hopes. 

The  Advance  Courier  of  Sum- 
merland  gives  this  interesting  re- 
view of  how  the  boom  hit  that  dis- 
trict and  of  how  it  stands  to-day: 
"During  the  first  wild  frenzy  in- 
cident to  the  oil  boom,  develop- 
ment work  in  the  Summerland 
field  came  to  a  standstill.  One 
after  another  drilling  rigs  and 
crews  were  pulled  out  and  put  to 
work  in  other  fields  where  big 
bonuses  and  fancy  prices  were 
offered.  Every  man  who  had  the 
price  of  carfare  was  off  for  the 
Kern  fields,  rainbow-chasing,  and 
Summerland,  to  an  outside  ob- 
server, was  dead.  Our  local  oil 
men  said  nothing,  but  just  pumped 
their  wells  and  waited  for  the 
boom  to  roll  by.  The  price  of 
casing  had  doubled  and  all  ma- 
terial had  increased  proportion- 
ately, and  it  was  not  a  good  time 
to  develop  anyhow. 

"  Later  there  was  a  sudden  in- 
flux of  cheap  oil  promoters,  who 
talked  big  and  did  little — in  fact, 
did  nothing  but  lease  small  hold- 
ings of  land  here  and  there  for 
advertising  purposes.  They  have 
all  passed  away,  leaving  nothing 
behind  them  but  a  stench  in  the 
air  and  a  few  alluring  pros- 
pectuses. 

"  The  oil  fever  is  dying  out  now. 
The  price  of  material  has  gone 
back  to  its  normal  figure  and  de- 
velopment work  is  commencing 
all  along  the  line.  Two  drilling 
rigs  are  now  at  work  in  the  field 
and  in  less  than  a  month  there 
will  be  work  for  two  more.  A 
new  500-foot  oil  wharf  was  com- 
pleted this  week  and  the  pile 
driving  contractor  has  orders 
ahead  for  another  one  and  for  a 
platform  for  a  new  pumping 
plant.  A  gang  of  fifteen  work- 
men arrived  this  week  and  com- 
menced work  on  the  big  30,000- 
barrel  storage  tank.  Before  fall, 
we  are  assured,  arrangements  will 
be  completed  to  ship  our  petro- 
leum by  water,  thereby  assuring 
us  of  cheap  transportation  and  a 
profitable  market. 

"  In  the  way  of  manufacturing 
industries,  we'  have  the  promise  of 
an  oil  refinery  in  the  near  future 
and  with  the  increasing  demand 
for  California  asphalt,  the  higher 
grades  of  which  are  in  great  re 
quest,  it  is  safe  to  say  it  will  not 
be  long  before  the  mines  at  Car 
pinteria  are  once  more  in  opera 
tion," 

Several  oil  experts  from  Los 
Angeles  were  engaged  yesterday 
in  examining  the  country  border- 
ing on  the  line  of  the  Corial  de 
Piedra  and  Oak  Park  school  dis 
tricts,  which  constitutes  the  bitu 
minous  belt  of  the  county,  says 
the  Tribune.  They  felt  much  en- 
couraged by  the  discoveries  which 
they  made  and  asserted  that  the 
character  of  the  country  is  almost 
exactly  the  same  as  that  of  the 
McKittrick  district  in  Kern  county, 
which  is  now  celebrated  all  over 
the  state.    ■   ■ 


T-ale  of  a  Riverside  Oil  Company 
and  Agricultural  Titles. 

Does  it  pay  to  be  a  scrip  per? 

That  depends  somewhat  upon 
circumstances,  says  the  Bakersfield 
Californian. 

The  history  of  the  Aetna  Oil  Com- 
pany of  Riverside  is  instructive. 
This  is  the  concern  which  sold  oil 
shares  based  on  prospective  agri- 
cultural titles,  occupying  the  not 
particularly  enviable  attitude  from 
the  standpoint  of  honor,  of  claim- 
ing mineral  wealth  which  was  to 
be  secured  by  affidavits  that  the 
land  "possessed"  was  of  most 
value  for  farming  purposes.  The 
members  of  this  company  also  ex- 
pressed great  glee  because,  as  the 
Riverside  correspondent  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Times  wrote  it,  "they 
had  been  given  the  property  of 
the  Central  Point  and  Aztec  .Oil 
companies"  by  Judge  Ross. 

The  Riverside  public  bought 
shares  in  the  Aetna  and  thus  be- 
came aligned  with  the  scrippine 
fraternity.  They  put  up  their 
good  money  for  oil  land  to  be  ob- 
tained by  perjury  and  fraud,  and 
though  $15,000  of  their  good 
money  has  been  spent,  they  seem 
to  be  little  nearer  to  the  consumma- 
tion of  the  great  theft  than  when 
they  started  out. 

But  while  scrippers  have  paid 
out  the  money,  it  has  not  left 
their  ranks.  Shirley  Ward  has 
been  paid  that  $15,000  for  legal 
services  rendered  the  company, 
and  as  the  battle  has  only  begun 
he  will  want  more  which  the 
other  fellows  will  have  to  produce 
or  surely  lose  all  they  have  al- 
ready put  in.  Does  it  pay  to  be 
a  scripper?     Well,  no  and  yes. 


OIL  ON  STREETS. 


Redlands     Has     Oiled      Thirteen 
Miles  of  Its  Thoroughfares. 

Redlands  is  making  an  interest- 
ing experiment  in  the  use  of  oil 
for  sprinkling  its  streets.  A  news 
dispatch  from  that  place  says: 
Redlands  is  going  into  street  oil- 
ing quite  extensively  this  season. 
Over  sixteen  miles  of  streets  have 
already  received  one  application  of 
oil.  Upon  about  three  miles  of 
this  a  second  application  of  oil  is  to 
be  made.  The  streets  oiled  em- 
brace nearly  all  the  leading 
thoroughfares  in  the  city  not 
paved.  The  city  pays  half  the  ex- 
pense of  applying  the  oil,  and  the 
other  half  is  borne  by  the  owners 
of  abutting  property.  The  direct 
tax  upon  the  citizens  is  about  2 
cents  per  front  foot,  where  the 
street  is  oiled  for  a  width  of  eigh- 
teen feet.  Upon  the  less  promi- 
nent streets,  the  city  will  bear  the 
expense  of  applying  the  oil,  if  the 
property  owners  will  purchase  and 
deliver  the  oil  to  the  heaters  in 
the  city. 

Section  31  is  showing  the  pos- 
session of  oil  sand  as  deep  as  any 
in  the  Kern  river  district,  one  well 
on  it  having  397  feet.

Editor  F .  V.  Dewey  of  the  Han- 
ford  Journal  has  made  the  follow- 
ing careful  statements  about  the 
Coalinga  field: 

■'I  do  not  think  the  output  is  dem- 
ising but  is  just  about  "holding 
its  own."  The  output  from  the  dis- 
trict last  year  was  3149  carloads, 
the  output  each  month  being  as 
follows 

"January.  87;  February.  136; 
March,  194;  April,  163;  May,  271; 
June,  402:  July,  306;  August,  381; 
September,  367;  October,  296; 
November,  275;  December,  271. 
Total.  3194. 

This  is  an  average  of  262  '_•  car- 
loads per  month. 

"For  the  first  six  months  of  last 
year  the  shipments  were  1559  car- 
loads, whereas  this  year  up  to  July 
1st,  six  months,  the  shipments 
were  1457  car-loads,  or  102  less 
than  in  the  first  half  of  last  year. 
This  would  apparently  show  that 
102  car-loads  less  were  produced 
the  first  half  of  last  year.  But 
this  is  more  apparent  than  real, 
owing  to  the  following  fact,  which 
we  ascertained,  that  the  big  tank- 
age of  the  Coalinga  Oil  Company 
( which  company  handles  also  the 
output  of  the  Home  Oil  Company) 
is  full  almost  to  overflowing.  The 
reason  given  for  so  much  oil  being 


in  storage  is  that  the  Southern 
Pacific  Company  does  not  furnish 
sufficient  cars  to  transport  the  oil. 
Whether  this  is  the  actual  reason 
or  the  Coalinga  Oil  Company  has 
reasons  for  holding  back  the  ship- 
ments, I  do  not  know.  The  oil 
shipments  for  the  first  six  months 
of  1900  were  as  follows:

The  Union 
Oil  Company,  which  is  the  largest 
producer  of  crude  petroleum  in 
California,  is  doing  an  immense 
amount  of  active  and  quick  work 
in  this  district.  The  Union  Oil 
Company  will  be  probably  the 
first  to  put  in  pipe  lines  and  thus 
solve  the  problem  of  cheap  trans- 
portation for  oil.  It  is  said  that 
the  richest  oil  sands  in  this  district 
lie  about  1000  feet  below  the  sur- 
face and  in  the  shale  and  sandstone. 
The  seepage  in  the  Fresno-San 
Benito  District  is  very  noticeable, 
and  the  oil  can  be  seen  seeping 
from  the  hills  into  the  vallevs.

This  is  substan 
tially  n  stand-Off  all  around  with 
the  record  for  the  previous  mouth, 
which  represented  1  1 N 1  >  Com- 
pleted wells,  305  dry  holes  and 
about  22,000  barrels  of  new  pro- 
duction. In  June  of  last  year 
there  were  about  225  fewer  wells 
completed,  yet  the  new  production 
was  but  3,000  barrels  less  than 
that  of  last  month.  It  appears  to 
be  forgotten  in  the  writing  of 
some  of  the  reports  that  last  year 
was  in  it  at  all  and  this  year's 
developments  are  treated  as  if 
they  represented  an  astonishing 
increase  in  operations  and  new 
production. 

Of  the  wells  completed  last 
month  the  Pennsylvania  fields 
furnished  877,  Ohio  435  and  Ind- 
iana 1,364.  Of  the  new  produc- 
tion the  Pennsylvania  fields  are 
credited  with  12,792  barrels,  Ohio 
with  7,049  barrels  and  Indiana 
with  2,765.  Of  the  dry  holes 
there  were  233  in  Pennsylvania, 
50  in  Ohio  and  21  in  Indiana.  In 
new  work  for  June  there  were  in 
the  Pennsylvania  fields  745  wells 
drilling  and  411  rigs.

bay  will  be  more  than  doubled 
within  six  months. 

This  is  the  first  time  that  an  ag- 
gressive and  systematic  effort  has 
ever  been  made  in  and  about  San 
Francisco  to  stimulate  the  use  of 
oil,  and  these  results  illustrate  the 
need  and  the  possibilities  of  such 
efforts.  To  actual  ignorance  of  the 
economic  superiority  of  oil  as  fuel 
among  a  great  number  of  power 
users  Mr.  Blake  attributes  the  con- 
tinuous use  of  coal  in  the  past  in 
many  cases.  This  is  unquestion- 
ably one  of  the  secrets  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  industry.  Something 
of  the  efficiency  of  fuel  oil  could 
long  have  been  learned  by  one 
who  started  out  to  look  up  the 
matter,   but   even    when   one  has 


gone  on  a  hunt  for  this  informa- 
tion he  has  found  the  data  meagre 
and  scattered,  when  it  should  be 
available  in  abundance.  A  few 
reports  on  laboratory  tests  and 
fewer  reports  in  actual  use  have 
been  published  in  California.  Why 
does  not  the  State  Mining  Bureau 
make  a  thorough  study  of  the  use 
of  fuel  oil  in  California  and  pub- 
lish an  extensive  bulletin  there- 
on? The  geological  study  of  the 
oil  fields  to  which  the  bureau 
mainly  confines  its  work  in  this 
line  is  highly  important,  but  the 
practical  side  of  the  industry 
needs  aid  as  much,  and  this  is  one 
of  the  many  ways  in  which  the 
State  Mining  Bureau  could  give 
practical  aid  that  would  be  widely 
appreciated. 

This  work,  however,  will  soon 
be  done  by  the  California  Petro- 
leum Miner's  Association,  and  will 
be  one  of  the  ways  by  which  the 
growing  organization  will  prove 
itself  a  power  for  good  in  the 
petroleum  industry  of  the  state. 


A  number  of  oil  companies  now 
operating,  or 
Penny  Wise  rather,    try- 

Pound  Foolish,  ing  to  oper- 
ate in  Cali- 
fornia started  out  on  the  wrong 
principle  of  economy,  and  are  now 
reaping  the  result. 

Instead  of  pnrchasing  first-class 
machinery  they  bought  up  a  lot  of 
second-hand  material  and  under- 
took to  drill  to  the  oil  sands  with 
it.  In  a  few  cases,  after  a  number 
of  break-downs,  the  old  machinery 
was  repaired,  or  certain  of  its  parts 
replaced  with  new,  so  that  drilling 
has  been  continued  with  seme 
prospect  of  success.  In  most  cases, 
however,  after  successive  repairs, 
necessitating  a  large  expenditure 
of  money  and  days  and  weeks  of 
delay,  the  officers  of  the  oil  com 
panies  have  decided  that  the  best 
and  cheapest  thing  to  do  is  to  dis 
card  the  old  rattle-trap  rig,  and 
buy  a  new  one,  which  they  ought 
to  have  done  in  the  first  place.  As 
a  rule  an  old  second-hand  rig  is  no 
good,  and  has  been  discarded  as 
such.  The  use  of  such  a  rig  in  sev- 
eral cases  has  cost  a  company 
as  much  as  a  new  one  would  have 
cost  in  the  first  place,  and  the 
ultimate  result  has  been  that  it 
has  been  finally  discarded  and 
a  new  rig  purchased,  the  company 
in  fact  paying  twice  as  much  for 
its  new  machinery  as  it  would 
have  paid  had  it  been  purchased 
at  the  start. 


John  A.  Bunting  and  other  lead- 
ing movers  in  the  attempt  to  or- 
ganize an  association  of  Kern 
river  producers  which  shall  re- 
ceive and  market  the  output  say 
that  they  are  confident  that  the 
movement  will  be  a'success.

CAPITAL    IS    FEARLESS- 


What    the   "Chronicle"   Says    of 
the  Oil  Industry. 

It  is  refreshing  to  see  one  of  the 
leading  dailies  of  the  metropolis 
give  belated  recognition  to  the  oil 
industry,  as  the  San  Francisco 
Chronicle  does  in  the  following 
judicious  editorial: 

'A  tract  of  land  comprising  14, 
000  acres  located  on  the  boundary 
line  of  Los  Angeles  and  Ventura 
counties  has  just  changed  hands 
for  a  price  approximating  $1,500,- 
000.  Some  parts  of  the  tract  are 
highly  improved,  but  that  was  not 
the  controlling  feature  in  the 
trade.  The  land  is  supposed  to 
be  oil-bearing,  a?  it  lies  within  a 
well-known  and  clearly  defined 
belt  from  which  petroleum  has 
been  drawn  for  over  thirty  years 
past. 

"The  syndicate  purchasing  the 
tract  includes  some  Chicago  cap- 
italists and  several  well-known 
wealthy  Californians.  The  trans- 
action indicates  clearly  that  the 
mineral  oil  industry  in  this  state 
has  reached  that  stage  in  its  his- 
tory when  capital  is  willing  to 
embark  fearlessly  in  it.  Every 
development  made  in  the  industry 
during  the  past  year  or  two  has 
inspired  confidence  among  mon- 
eyed men  in  its  permanency  and 
profitableness.  Few  other  indus- 
tries established  in  the  state  have 
reached  that  point  where  capital- 
ists will  risk  so  large  a  sum  in  the 
initial  investment  as  was  repre- 
sented in  this  oil-land  transaction. 
It  will  be  followed,  no  doubt,  by 
others  of  a  similar  character,  as 
the  oil  fields  of  the  state  are  ex- 
tensive and  the  promise  of  their 
great  productiveness  exception 
ally  good." 

Petroleum  Center 

This  company  struck  oil  in  their 
well  No.  5  on  section  24,  28-27 
last  Saturday,  July  28th,  at  780 
feet,  and  are  now  pushing  the  cas- 
ing throngh  the  oil  sand.  Judg- 
ing from  the  adjoining  well  the 
Petroleum  Center  people  expect 
to  get  about  300  feet  of  oil  sand  in 
this  well. 

Well  No.  6  on  section  28,  28-28 
was  down  100  feet  August  1st. 

Wells  Nos.  3  and  4  on  section 
28,  28-28  are  pumping  ninety  bar- 
rels each  per  day. 

Several  of  the  oil-producing 
counties  are  in  great  fruit  regions, 
and  the  public-spirited  people  of 
these  have  long  and  wisely  been 
ready  to  install  fine  exhibits  of 
their  horticultural  products  here 
and  there,  at  home  and  abroad,  and 
to  otherwise  advertise  their  re- 
sources. Neither  the  state  nor  any 
county  in  it  has  ever  prepared  a 
comprehensive  and  striking  exhibit 
of  petroleum  and  its  products.  Such 
an  exhibit  would  attract  wide  atten- 
tion anywhere,  and  petroleum 
people  might  well  turn  more  act- 
ive attention  to  oil  exhibits  wher- 
ever circumstances  make  them 
appropriate. 


Approaching      Convention. 

The  committee  appointed  at  the 
recent  meeting  of  the  California 
Petroleum  Miners'  Association  con- 
sisted of  J.  M.  Wright,  G.  W. 
Baker,  M.  V.  Samuels,  E.  C.  Kal- 
ben  and  Prof.  E.  P.  Heald,  this 
committee  has  arranged  for  a 
memorial  and  resolution  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  United  States  Land 
Commissioner,  who  will  arrive  in 
this  city  in  a  few  days  on  a  visit 
which  will  comprise  pleasure  and 
business.  The  presentation  will 
be  made  at  a  convention,  to  be 
called  of  all  the  oil  men  of  the 
state,  at  which  convention  the  side 
of  the  oil  men  in  their  contest  with 
the  scrippers  will  be  presented  most 
thoroughly  and  forcibly. 

It  is  impossible  at  this  time  to 
set  the  day  at  which  this  conven- 
tion is  to  be  held,  as  the  exact 
date  of  the  commissioner's  arrival 
is  not  yet  known.  Due  notice, 
however,  will  be  given.

The  Almota. 

The  Almota  is  the  name  of  a  new 
company  recently  organized  and 
having  160  acres  of  valuable  oil 
land  in  the  McKittrick  district. 
The  company  has  just  issued  a 
neat  prospectus.

Electric  Recovery. 

An  exchange  thus  tells  of  a  well 
in  Germany  from  which  the  hard- 
ened end  of  a  steel  drill  was  re- 
covered, which  had  broken  off  at  a 
depth  of  1000  feet:  "A  soft  iron  bar, 
five  feet  long  and  two  and  one-half 
inches  in  diameter  was  wrapped 
with  a  single  layer  of  India  rubber 
covered  wire,  thus  making  it  an 
electromagnet.  The  bar,  with 
wires  leading  to  it,  was  lowered 
into  the  hole,  and  a  current  from  a 
small  dynamo  turned  on.  This 
magnetized  the  bar,  which  was 
then  carefully  drawn  up  to  the 
surface,  bringing  the  steel  drill 
point  with  it." 


A  Big  Pipe  Line. 

United  States  Consul  Smith  re- 
ports from  Moscow  that  the  first 
section  of  Russia's  big  pipe  line 
was  put  into  operation  the  7th  of 
April  last.     He  says: 

"The  first  section  of  the  largest 
oil  pipe  line  in  the  world  for  the 
transportation  of  refined  oil  has 
just  been  completed,  and  its  ope- 
ration will  be  started  on  the  7th 
of  April.  The  pipe  line  was  con- 
structed by  the  engineers  01  the 
Transcaucasian  Russian  State  rail- 
way. The  pipe  runs  parallel  to 
the  railway  track,  which  is  500 
miles  long.  It  is  intended  to  run 
it  the  whole  length  of  the 
Transcaucasian  railway,  from 
Baku  to  Batum,  the  first  section, 
just  completed  being  145  miles. 

The  Superior  Oil  company, 
which  has  over  40,000  acres  of 
land  in  Converse  county,  Wyo.,  is 
proceeding  to  its  development. 
The  Wyoming  product  is  a  fine 
lubricant.

Oil  Becomes  Scarce  and  Prices 
Are  Rising. 

The  present  condition  of  the 
Los  Angeles  oil  market  is  reviewed 
by  the  Times  as  foil. 

There  is  a  scarcity  of  oil  in  the 
local  field,  owing  to  a  demand  tor 
the  product  which  is  much  greater 
than  the  supply.  l;or  several  days 
buyers  representing  large  oil  cor- 
porations have  been  over  the 
local  field  offering  from  $1.15  to 
$1.25  for  first-class  oil,  in  from  100 
to  ^ooo-barrel  lots.  Although 
every  nook  and  corner  of  the  field 
has  been  canvassed,  there  are 
many  orders  they  have  been  un- 
able to  fill.  In  some  instances,  it 
is  reported,  more  than  $1.25  a 
barrel  was  offered. 

From  several  sources  the  de- 
mand has  increased,  and  contracts 
have  been  made  with  several  of 
the  largest  producers  to  take  their 
entire  output  at  $2.25  a  barrel  for 
several  months  to  come. 

As  has  been  announced  through 
this  column,  over  1400  barrels  of 
oil  were  shipped  during  the  month 
of  June  to  ranchers  in  the  foot- 
hill districts  by  two  local  producers 
alone.  The  oil  is  used  to  manu- 
facture power  to  develop  water 
for  irrigation.  How  much  of  the 
local  output  is  used  in  this  way  is 
not  known,  but  producers  say  the 
demand  is  increasing  every  month. 

Local  manufacturers  are  now 
consuming  a  large  share  of  the 
local  product,  and  their  demands 
are  growing. 

Another  factor  directly  respon- 
sible for  the  shortage  of  local  oil  is 
the  enlarged  demand  for  the 
product  of  the  Ventura  and  Kern 
fields.  A  prominent  local  pro- 
ducer who  returned  from  Ventura 
yesterday  stated  that  the  supply 
of  fuel  oil  was  very  short  there. 
The  price  of  coal  in  San  Francisco 
has  increased  materially,  and 
people  are  now  using  oil  instead. 
The  oil  costs  the  consumer  in  San 
Francisco  about  $1.50. 

Thousands  of  barrels  have  been 
shipped  to  San  Francisco  during 
the  month  of  July,  and  contracts 
for  several  thousand  more  have 
been  made.  With  such  a  market 
to  fill  northern  producers  have 
stopped  sending  oil  down  here,  so 
that  manufactu.ers  and  others  are 
now  looking  more  closely  to  the 
local  field  for  their  supply. 


•The  Tide  Water 

The  Tide  Water  Oil  Syndicate, 
which  recently  leased  a  large  tract 
of  land  in  Contra  Costa  county  to  a 
company  composed  of  such  cap- 
italists as  J.  Downy  Harvey,  Attor- 
ney Pierce,  Wm.  J.  Dingee  and 
Paul  Blades,  has  leased  another 
eighty  acres  to  another  oil  com- 
pany which  will  commence  drill- 
ing immediately.  The  Harvey  Co. 
have  their  machinery  all  pur- 
chased and  most  of  it  in  position, 
and  will  commence  drilling  in  a 
very  short  time. 


The  Plans   of   the    New    Oruiini/n- 
tlon   Htivc    Been   Formulntctl. 

At  Mun  on  of  the  K<-n- 

eral  committee  appointed  last  week 
by  the  mass-meeting  of  oil  men,  it 
was  decided  to  submit  n  proposition 
to  a  second  mass  meeting  to  be 
called  at  the  earliest  possible  mo- 
ment. The  Bakerstield  California!] 
Bays  B.  F.  Brooks,  H.  A.  Blodget 
and  O.  Scribnei  were  delegated  to 
employ  an  attorney  to  prepare  ar- 
ticles of  incorporation  and  by-laws 
by  which  an  association  should  be 
governed  whose  scope  should  be 
to  handle  the  oil  produced  in  the 
various  fields  of  Kern  county. 

These  documents  are  to  be 
printed  and  forwarded  to  every 
company  owning  a  producing  well, 
in  order  to  enable  all  concerned  to 
become  familiar  with  the  project 
and  be  able  to  act  intelligently 
upon  it  at  the  coming  meeting. 

Briefly,  the  object  of  the  associa- 
tion will  be  to  market  the  entire 
output  of  the  county,  and  that  it 
may  succeed  in  so  doing,  each 
member  will  give  toit  the  exclusive 
right  to  dispose  of  his  oil. 

The  right  to  gain  membership 
will  he  based  upon  the  possession 
of  producing  wells,  and  for  each 
producing  well  100  shares  of  stock 
at  $1  par  value  must  be  taken.  En- 
terprises desiring  to  be  allied  with 
the  association  after  it  has  been 
formed  will  be  permitted  to  join  on 
the  same  terms  as  these  who  go  in 
at  first. 

The  fact  that  membership  will 
depend  upon  the  possession  of  at 
least  one  prducing  well  will  effect- 
ually debar  wildcats,  however 
bright  their  prospects ;  and  the 
further  fact  that  no  dividends  will 
be  paid  on  the  capital  stock,  the 
profits,  if  any,  during  one  year 
going  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the 
next,  will  prevent  the  stock  from 
going  into  the  hands  of  speulators. 

These  two  features  are  designed 
to  keep  the  corporation  under  the 
control  of  the  very  men  for  whose 
benefit  it  is  being  organized.

Robber  Promoters 

Speaking  of  felonies,  what  sort 
of  a  law  fits  the  crime  of  getting 
out  a  lot  of  blanks,  calling  the 
paper  "stock"  and  sending  it 
broadcast  among  the  people  with 
the  name  of  some  well  known  per 
son  to  give  it  respectability  and 
serve  as  the  bait  to  catch  the  sav- 
ings of  credulous  people?  Is  it  a 
felony?  Or  is  it  merely  "shrewd 
business  practice?"  Is  the  pro- 
moter of  such  wildcat  schemes  a 
confidence  man — as  much  so  as 
the  shell-game  or  the  green-goods 
man,  or  is  he  only  a  "promoter,' 
who  is  not  to  be  blamed  if  many 
people  are  to  be  found  who  are 
willing  to  part  with  their  good 
money  for  reams  of  waste  paper 
which  sounds  important  as 
"stock?" 

These  villainous  practices  work 
a  two-fold  injury.  They  rob  peo- 
ple who  usually  need  badly  the 
money  which  their  lack  of  busi- 
ness experience  induces  them  to 
let  go,  and  it  destroys  confidence 
in  legitimate  concerns  which,  if 
invested  in,  would  bring  legiti- 
mate returns.  Thus,  the  wildcat 
institution  is  a  deadly  enemy  of 
the  commercial  world,  and  should 
be  put  down  hard,  as  something 
which  threatens  the  very  life  of 
the  mineral  development  of  Cali- 
fornia. 

Mining  (oil  development  is  in- 
cluded) is  one  of  the  most  profit- 
able industries  of  the  world;  and 
California  cannot  afford  to  allow 
her  wonderful  resources  in  this 
direction  to  be  given  a  black  eye 
by  unscrupulous  flim-flammers 
who  tear  down  the  industry  to 
build  up  their  own  ill-gotten  for- 
tunes.— Los  Angeles  Times. 

Oil  at  Union  Iron  Works. 

The  Union  Iron  Works  is  still 
figuring  on  substituting  oil  for  coal 
and  will  probably  do  so.  A  little 
time  ago  it  was  reported  that  this 
big  establishment  would  use  30,- 
000  barrels  a  month,  but  this  re- 
port is  understood  to  be  absurdly 
exaggerated.  Its  consumption 
would  be  between  40  and  50 
barrels  a  day.  At  the  latter  figure 
it  would  amount  to  r,ooo  barrels  a 
month  or  18,000  barrels  a  year. 


A  NEW  COMPANY. 


Will    Develop    the  Rich  Oil  Lands 
of  Mendocino  County. 

The  llopland  Oil  and  Develop- 
ment company  is  the  name  of  a 
new  company  which  has  just  been 
organized  to  develop  1200  acres  of 
superior  oil  land  near  Hcpland  in 
Mendocino  county.  The  company 
has  been  formed  with  a  capital 
stock  of  $100,000.  It  is  divided 
into  too.ooo  shares  at  a  par  value 
of  $1.00  each,  30,000  of  these 
shares  being  reserved  for  treasury 
stock  to  be  disposed  of  rX  reduced 
rates  for  development  purposes 
only.  The  bulk  of  the  land  lies 
three  miles  from  Hopland  which 
is  located  on  the  main  line  of  the 
California  Northwestern    railroad.

A  pros- 
pect hole  was  bored  with  a  hand 
rig  to  a  depth  of  28  feet  where  oil 
having  a  paraffine  base  was  dis- 
covered which  tested  12°  specific 
gravity  and  63  degrees  illuminat- 
ing oil.  One  of  the  main  promot- 
ers is  Alexander  Zenger,  formerly 
an  oil  expert  connected  with  the 
Russian  government;  with  him  are 
associated  Mr.  Henry  B.  Russ,  F. 
J.  Castelun,  the  attorney;  C. 
Schulz,  manager  for  Wieland 
Bros.;  Joseph  A.  Stultz,  grocer; 
Eniil  Schlett,  butcher;  A.  Kahn, 
dry  goods;  E.  E.  Gesil  and  John 
Rothchild.  The  promoters  of  this 
company  are  very  enthusiastic, 
and  have  about  $3,000.  The  com- 
pany was  formally  organized 
Thursday  night. 

Among  the  steadily  increasing 
and  multiplying  demands  for  fuel 
oil  is  that  created  by  agriculturists 
in  the  semi-arid  region  of  Southern 
California  who  use  it  for  power  in 
pumping  water  for  irrigation.  It 
is  reported  that  ranchers  are  thus 
consuming  monthly  1,400  barrels 
of  Los  Angeles  oil.

HE  ADVANCING  DEMAND 


A  General  Glance  at  the  Progress 
of  the  Industry. 

The  world's  demand  lor  mineral 
oil  is  in  a  continuous  state  of  ad- 
vance. The  production  and  ap- 
plication of  mineral  oil  throughout 
the  world  is,  like  that  of  all  other 
natural  supplies  which  are  < 
vice  to  the  masses,  in  a  state  of 
constant  advance.  The  manner  of 
currence  and  production  has 
no  more  romance  ab  >ut  it  than  the 
variety  which  has  entered  into  its 
uses.  Nature  may  have  a  tedious 
method  of  unveiling  her  secrets, 
and  only  draws  the  curtain  aside 
inch  by  inch,  brooking  no  haste  or 
impatience  on  the  part  of  seeking 
mortals.  Thus  it  conies  about  that 
only  at  the  dawn  of  the  twentieth 
century  are  the  social  and  in- 
dustrial possibilities  of  petroleum 
being  brought  to  light  It  is  a 
question  of  vital  interest  as  to 
which  producing  country  will 
benefit  most  by  this  coming  ex- 
pansion, The  question  is  capable 
of  being  dealt  with  in  two  ways — 
one  in  the  light  of  the  description 
and  quality  of  the  oil,  the  other 
iu  that  of  the  quantitative  ability 
of  [he  various  producing  fields. 
At  the  present  time,  it  is  only 
necessary  to  take  into  considera- 
tion American  and  Russian  possi- 
bilities, although  great  progress  is 
being  made  in  other  directions. 
The  character  of  the  oils  differs 
essentially,  in  that  the  American 
product,  under  existing  methods 
of  manufacture,  is  capable  of 
yielding  a  larger  quantity  of  re- 
fined products.  It  is  unnecessary 
here  to  go  into  the  chemical  differ- 
ences of  the  two  oils,' though  these 
have  a  distinct  influence  in  fixing 
their  limitations  and  possibilities. 
As  we  have  frequently  pointed 
out  before,  it  depends  almost 
svholly  on  the  appliances  in  which 
the  oil  is  used,  more  than  on  the 
oil  itself,  that  the  product  of  one 
country  has  gone  so  much  ahead 
of  the  other.  The  oil  having  a 
lighter  specific  gravity  can  neces- 
sarily rise  through,  say,  a  cotton 
wick  with  greater  facility  than 
one  with  a  heavier  specific  gravity. 
Thus  the  latter  naturally  requires 
somewhat  different  appliances 
than  the  former.  There  is  no 
reason,  therefore,  why  the  two 
oils  should  not  each  serve  their 
own  special   purposes. 

At  the   same  time,  it  would  be

domestic  and  industrial  pur; 
as  the  lighter,  and  once  such  a 
trend  is  given  to  the  application 
-.  natural  product,  ns  a  rule, 
it    "leads   on  to    fortuoi 

there  are  Othei  wa\s  in 
which  the  heavier  oil  can  tx 
plied,  and  Russian  oil  will  gain 
from  the  very  fact  that  a  vast 
amount  of  waste  has  been  incurred, 
in  that  the  oil  has  been  used  for 
fuel  purposes  instead  of  being 
passed  through  the  refinery.  Prom 
this  waste  has  arisen  an  applica- 
tion which  is  growing  into  a  vast 
industry,  not  only  in  Russia,  but 
also  in  connection  with  oils  of 
other  countries,  but  of  a  similar 
character. 

Eurther  than  this,  another  waste 
product  known  as  solar  oil,  not 
obtainable  from  the  lighter  oil,  and 
which  was  a  source  of  great  in- 
convenience to  the  refiners,  is  now 
largely  employed  in  the  gas  in- 
dustry for  the  purposes  of  enrich- 
ment, and  will,  according  to  all 
accounts,  be  increasingly  used  in 
this  direction.  Surely  these  are 
two  instances  which  verify  the 
saying  that  "out  of  evil,  good  may 
come,"  and  the  good  that  has  re- 
sulted in  this  instance  is  as  incal- 
culable as  it  was  unexpected  in 
the  earlier  days  of  the  industry. — 
London  Petroleum  Review.

RECENT  DEVELOPMENTS  IN  OIL  IN  VARIOUS  PARTS 
OF  THE  STATE. 


DKVII.  S    DBN     DISTRICT. 

Of  the  Devil's  Den  district. 
located  largely  in  Kern  county, 
correspondence   of    the     Hanford 

Journal  says: 

"A  dozen  six-mule  teams  arc 
now  employed  in  hauling  out 
casing  fiom  Huron  for  the  West 
ern  Oil  and  Refinery  company,  lor 
the  company's  well  now  being 
drilled.  There  are  about  150  tons 
of  casing  altogether  to  be  hauled. 
Their  well  is  now  some  300  feet 
with  14  inch  stovepipe  casing.  It 
is  expected  that  another  string  of 
casing,  this  one  n-;8,  will  be 
started  next  week.  The  company 
is  also  puttiug  up  some  twenty-six 
miles  of  wire  fencing. 

"The  Oriental  Oil  company  is 
now  hauling  material  onto  its  ter- 
ritory in  this  district,  and  drilling 
is  likely  to  be  progressing  before 
long,  it  is  reported. 

"The  Devil's  Den  Development 
compauy  has  its  material  all  on 
the  ground  for  drilling  operations, 
the  last  load  being  delivered  on 
Friday.  This  development  com- 
pany is  working  under  a  lease 
from  the  Devil's  Den  Consoli 
dated  company,  which  is  a  con- 
solidation of  many  companies." 

The  Eldorado  company  struck 
oil  at  140  feet  in  No.  3,  near  No.  i, 
and  now  has  112  feet  of  oil  sand. 
The  showing  is   remarkably   good. 

FRESNO. 

The  Investment  Oil  company, 
operating  west  of  Oil  City,  in  the 
Coalinga  district,  is  now  down 
1450  feet  and  progressing  well. 
Traces  of  oil  have  been  found  in 
this  well  recently. 

The  Merced  Oil  company  has 
shut  down  for  thirty  days.  The 
company  intends  taking  up  its 
9-inch  casing  and  put  down  n  5/& 
casing. 

R.  J.  King,  the  superintendent 
of  the  Whale  Oil  company,  which 
is  drilling  near  Alcalde,  says  their 
well  is  going  down  rapidly,  and 
though  the  oil  has  not  yet  been 
struck  the  prospects  are  good. 
Plenty  of  water  is  secured  from 
the  first  well  bored. 

The  directors  of  the  McCoy  Oil 
company  held  a  meeting  in  this 
city  Saturday  night,  and  a  com- 
mittee consisting  of  D.  L.  Phillipr, 
and  W.  M.  Thomas  was  appointed 
to  make  all  the  necessary  arrange- 
ments for  the  purchase  of  a  drill- 
ing outfit. — Hanford  Journal. 


Over  350  oil  companies  have 
filed  articles  of  incorporation  in 
Kern  county  and  the  number  in- 
creases steadily. 

The  Petroleum  Center  has 
struck  oil  on  section  24,  28-27. 
This  is  the  first  discovery  in  that 
township  although  drilling  has 
been  prosecuted  there  for  months. 

The  Peerless  Oil  company  has 
ordered  a  new  rig  which  will  be 
the  heaviest  yet  installed  in  the 
Kern  river  district.  This  rig  will 
begin  about  August  6  to  drill  well 
No.  6  for  this  company  which 
plans  to  go  at  least  1,200  feet  with 
this  well 


The  Sacramento  ami  West 
Shore  oil  companies  have  built  a 
number  of  the  strongest  rigl 
the  Kern  river  district  and  it  it 
the  intention  of  the  managemens 
of  these  kindred  concerns  to  sink 
deep  wells.  The  ground  will  be 
thoroughly  prospected  and  the 
holes  will  be  driven  as  deep  as  the 
casing  can  DC  forced  regardless  ol 
what  is  encountered.  The  first  of 
these  deep  wells  has  been  started 
on  the   West    Shore. — California  11. 

A  rig  has  been  ordered  for  drill- 
ing a  well  in  San  canyon  near 
Tehachipi.  There  are  fine  surface 
indications  for  oil. 

The  McKittriek  company  on 
Monday  commenced  drilling  a 
new  well.  It  is  located  near  the 
producing  wells  of  the  Kern  river 
company. 

The  well  of  the  Pittsburg  com- 
pany is  now  down  over  700  feet 
with  no  oil  as  yet.  If  this  well 
proves  a  failure  another  well  will 
be  drilled  immediately  on  the  land 
owned  by  the  company  in  the 
Sunset  district. 

As  soon  as  the  Kern  Riverbranch 
is  completed  and  so  reported  to  the 
local  office,  trains  will  begin  run- 
ning upon  it,  says  the  Californian. 
The  report  that  no  business  will  be 
transacted  unttl  a  depot  is  erected 
is  not  true.  A  boxcar  will  serve 
temporarily  if  necessary  for  that 
purpose. 

The  report  is  out  that  the  South- 
ern Pacific  will  at  an  early  date 
construct  another  spur  track  from 
the  Kern  river  branch  northward 
up  the  arroyo  which  traverses  sec- 
tion 32  close  to  its  western  bound- 
ary, extending  to  the  rich  territory 
beyond.  Short  pipe  lines  to  this 
track  will  reduce  the  cost  of  trans- 
portation from  wells  to  cars  to 
practically  nothing. — Oil  Era. 

The  Southern  Pacific  company 
could  not  acquire  an  absolute  right 
of  way  up  the  Arroyo  which  ex- 
tends across  32  and  28  and,  there- 
fore, would  not  consent  to  lay  a 
track,  says  the  Californian.  Con- 
sequently, the  oil  companies  inter- 
ested are  putting  up  the  money 
necessary  to  construct  it.  The 
reason  given  for  refusing  to  deed 
a  right  of  way  is  said  to  be  the 
fear  that  the  railroad  would  bore 
a  string  of  wells  along  the  narrow 
strip  beside  the  track  and  thus 
draw    from  continguous   territory. 

It  is  reported  that  the  contract- 
ors will  begin  work  on  the  new 
road  from  Gusford  to  Sunset  as 
soon  as  they  have  completed  the 
Kern  river  branch.  A  large 
amount  of  mate  ial  is  already  on 
hand.  All  the  tanks  in  the  Kern 
river  district  are  full  of  oil  waiting 
for  the  completion  of  the  Kern 
river  railroad  branch. 

The  Globe  company  which  has 
been  drilling  in  30,  28-28  has  two 
completed  wells  yielding  40  and 
100  barrels  respectively  and  the 
third  well  is  down  615  feet  with 
130  feet  of  oil  sand.  This  com- 
pany has  disposed  of  the  south  }£

Three  expert  drillers  arrived 
from  Findlay,  Ohio,  yesterday  to 
find  work  in  the  oil  fields  of  this 
section.  Others  they  report  are 
making  arrangements  to  come  to 
the  Coast. — Times. 

Fire  in  the  Fullerton  oil  field 
destroyed  two  whole  rigs  and  one 
derrick  of  the  Columbia  Oil  com- 
pany. Henry  Jeffs,  an  employe 
of  the  company,  was  severely 
though  not  dangerously  burned.

Drilling  has  been  sus- 
pended since  the  completion  of 
well  No.  17,  which  is  looked  on  as 
one  of  the  finest  in  the  section. 

After  going  a  depth  of  1050  feet 
and  getting  no  oil  but  lots  of 
water,  which  it  seemed  impossible 
to  shut  off,  the  Bradley  company 
operating  in  Hopper  Canyon  has 
abandoned  its  No.  1  well  and  will 
start  another  hole  a  little  to  the 
north  of  the  abandoned  one  and 
about  half  a  mile  southwest  01"  the 
Fortuna  well. 

The  oil  producers  of  Ventura 
county  are  preparing  to  organize 
for  the  purpose  of  effective  co- 
operation. It  is  not  unlikely  the 
oil  men  of  Southern  California, 
will  at  no  distant  day,  unite  for 
the  purpose  of  regulating  prices, 
extending  transportation  and  stor- 
age facilities,  and  reaching  out  for 
new  markets. —  Capital.

Company  Reports. 

Under  date  of  July  23d,  President 
John  M.  Wright,  of  the  Peerless 
Oil  company  issues  the  following 
report. 

Our  pumping  plant  is  completed 
and  works  to  our  entire  satisfac 
tion.  The  six  hundred  barrel  oil 
tank  referred  to  on  page  one  of 
my  general  letter  under  date  of 
June  12th,  has  been  set  up  and 
covered  by  a  tank  house.  At  the 
present  time  it  is  full  of  oil. 

After  much  difficulty  in  pulling 
the  collapsed  casing,  contractors 
Ott  &  Stephenson  succeeded  in 
drilling  well  No.  5  to  the  depth  of 
708  feet,  passing  through  204  feet 
of  oil  sand.  At  the  depth  of  708 
feet,  they  found  difficulty  in  driv- 
ing the  casing  further  and  the 
well  was  therefore  completed  at 
that  depth. 

Wells  No.  3,  4  and  5  have  been 
perforated,  sand  pumped  and  con- 
nected with  the  pumping  plant. 
"They  are  being  pumped  regularly 
and  at  present  their  production 
aggregates  about  100  barrels  per 
day.  These  wells  will  be  steady 
producers. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  well  No. 
2  was  not  plugged  on  completion, 
and  the  further  fact  that  the  cas- 
ing was  improperly  perforated, 
this  well  has  never  yet  been  very 
satisfactory;  and  shortly  after  be- 
ing connected  with  the  pumping 
plant,  it  became  clogged  with 
sand,  since  which  time  nothing 
has  been  done  with  it.  Superin- 
tendent Pierce  will  now  proceed 
to  clear  and  plug  it  and  otherwise 
to  improve  it.  Our  former  experi- 
ence with  it  makes  it  certain  that 
when  it  is  brought  into  condition 
it  will  be  as  good  a  producer  as 
either  3,  4  or  5.  [During  the  past 
week  well  No.  2  has  been  plugged 
and  sand  pumped.  Ed.] 

As  yet  it  is  impossible  to  state 
definitely  what  will  be  the  aggre- 
gate production  of  wells  2,  3,  4  and 
5;  but  we  are  confident  it  will  be 
at  least  a  carload  a  day. 

Our  treasury  shares  have  been 
sold  down  to  8,000,  and  all  sales  of 
treasury  shares  have  been  sus- 
pended. The  proceeds  of  our 
stock  sales  are  sufficient  to  meet 
all  our  obligations  falling  due  on 
or  before  July  10th.  We  expect 
to  meet  all  furthei  obligations  from 
the  proceeds  of  our  oil  sales. 

On  July  10th  we  made  an  agree- 
ment for  disposing  of  all  our 
product,  at  good  figures,  for  sev- 
eral months  to  come,  and  on  July 
16th  we  began  shipping  at  the 
rate  of  100  barrels  per  day.  Our 
present  stock  at  the  surface  aggre- 
gates about  1200  barrels,  which 
will  be  sufficient  to  prevent  fluc- 
tuation in  delivery,  as  our  daily 
product  is  fully  100  barrels. 

We  shall  begin  the  drilling  of 
new  and  deeper  wells  at  a  very 
early  day  and  it  is  certain  that  the 
product  and  sale  of  our  oil  will  in- 
crease very  rapidly. 

We  are  frequently  asked  when 
this  company  will  begin  to  pay 
dividends.  Of  course  we  cannot 
answer  positively;  but  if  we  suc- 
ceed in  working  out  our  plans  in 
the  future  as  accurately  as  we 
have  in  the  past,  our  first  dividend 
will  be  paid  from  the  product  of 
January  next. 

The  branch  railroad  from  the 
Southern  Pacific  main  line  into 
Kern  river  oil  field,  w  11  certainly 
be  completed  at  some  time  between 
July  25th  and  August  1st.  After 
August  1st,  the  hauling  of  oil  from 
our  present  wells  to  the  branch 
road  will  cost  us  but  a  few  cents 
per  barrel. 

At  present  the  demand  for  oil  is 


great  and  it  is  apparently  increas- 
ing. As  above  stated,  we  have 
arranged  for  the  sale  of  all  we 
can  produce  for  some  time  to 
come,  and  the  indications  are  that 
we  will  have  no  difficulty  in  dis- 
posing of  our  production,  however 
great.  We  have  planned  to  keep 
our  production  a  little  in  advance 
of  our  contracts  of  sale.

Appearances  at  Oil  City. 

And  now  we  come  to  Oil  City. 
This  prosperous  little  village  pre- 
sented its  usual  appearance  of 
thrift  and  Enterprise.  The  num- 
erous smaller  wells  down  in  the 
ravines  were  being  pumped,  with 
the  usual  sharp  explosions  of 
steam  and  groaning  of  cordage 
and  squeaking  of  pumps.  The 
pumps  keep  going,  despite  the 
fact  that  the  tankage  of  Chanslor 
&  Canfield  (the  Coalinga  Oil  Com- 
pany) has  about  reached  its  fullest 
capacity.  The  output  from  these 
pump  wells  remains  about  the 
same,  month  in  and  month  out. 

The  big  gushers  up  on  the  hill 
are  still  groaning  and  spurting 
forth  at  intervals  their  effluvium 
of  the  brown  oily  liquid.  As  was 
to  be  expected,  the  immense  vol- 
ume of  oil  which  came  from  these 
wells  when  first  opened  up  could 
not  continue.  There  is  a  decrease 
in  flow  as  time  rolls  on,  but  there 
is  in  all  these  gushers  a  daily  pro- 
duction which  makes  each  well 
worth  well  up  into  the  thousands 
of  dollars  and  the  bringing  in  of 
an  occasional  big  new  well  keeps 
up  the  oil  output. — Cor.  Hanford 
Journal. 

Kaseman's  Excitement. 

There  is  considerable  excite- 
m.nt  in  the  peatlands  over  the 
discovery  of  oil  in  a  well  sunk  on 
the  Kaseman's  ranch  near  Santa 
Ana  for  water  with  which  to  irri- 
gate a  large  field  of  celery, 
says  the  I.os  Angeles  Times. 
Usually  plenty  of  artesian  water 
is  obtained  in  this  section  of  the 
county  at  from  60  to  100  feet,  but 
it  has  not  been  so  in  this  well  on 
the  Kaseman  ranch.  The  hole  is 
already  320  feet  deep,  and  yet  no 
flow  of  water  has  been  found,  al- 
though there  is  a  very  free  seep- 
age. A  few  days  ago  it  was  dis- 
covered that  oil  floated  on  top  of 
water  that  had  collected  in  the 
bottom  of  the  well.  Mr.  Kaseman 
will  go  deeper,  ii.  the  hope  of  get 
ting  either  water  or  oil.

of  the  county  roads  of  the  State, 
and  opens  up  one  of  the  largest  oil 
districts  in  the  State.  This  road 
will  undoubtedly  ultimately  he 
purchased  by  Fresno  County. 

The  next  difficulty  experienced 
after  the  machinery  was  in  place 
was  in  the  water,  of  which  there 
was  an  abundance,  but  of  a  qual- 
ity that  made  it  impossible  to  use 
in  the  boiler  of  the  engine,  as  it 
destroyed  the  tubes.  No  other 
water  was  to  be  had  in  sufficient 
abundance,  consequently  after  ex- 
perimenting in  order  to  avoid 
further  delay  the  engine  and 
boiler  were  set  one  side  and  a 
gasoline  engine  purchased  of  22 
horse  power   capacity   and  which 


It  is  believed  that  now  the 
difficulties  that  have  latterly  de- 
layed operations  in  the  Fresno- 
Alpha  have  been  surmounted  and 
that  from  this  time  on  the  the  well 
will  be  drilled  to  the  oil  sand  with- 
out any  further  delay  or  hind- 
rance. 

The  indications  of  gas  and  oil 
and  rock  formations  thus  far  ob- 
tained in  the  drilling  warrant  the 
company  in  believing  that  the  de- 
lay and  expense  thus  far  entailed 
will  be  amply  repaid  by  the  quan- 
tity and  quality  of  the  oil  which 
will  be  surely  found  later  on. 

Furthermore,  the  experiments 
thus  far  made  will  prove  of  great 
value  not  only  to  the  Fresno- 
Alpha  company,  but  to  all  other 
companies,  if  the  new  rotary  ma- 
chine now  working  at  the  well 
proves  to  be  the  success  antici- 
pated. 


A  Territorial  Oil  I  \siicmcnt  Mow 
Fairly  On 

Arizona  has  the  oil  fever  and 
the   temperature   is   rapidly   going 

up.  So  far  "indications"  are  the 
'.ims  of  the  l«Kini  and  of 
'•oursc  rhej  are  basis  enough.  In 
fact,  the  only  nourishment  really 
necessary  for  an  oil  excitement 
when  it  gets  started  is  itself.  The 
great  laws  of  nature  that  govern 
oil  excitements  are  operating 
in  the  usual  way  regarding  oil 
rushes, locations,  investments,  com- 
panies and  newspaper  reports  and 
predictions. 

Little  is  known  about  Arizona's 
petroleum  resources  and  no  one 
may  say  that  this  rich  mineral 
territory  will  not  develop  rich  oil 
fields  in  time.  It  is  odd  and  yet 
perfectly  natural  that  "a  mell  of 
petroleum"  in  one  district  should 
have  caused  the  location  of  30,000 
acres  of  petroleum  claims. 

A  news  dispatch  from  Phoenix 
says: 

"There  is  an  oil  excitement 
near  Jerome.  A.  T.  Less  than 
twenty  miles  from  that  camp,  on 
the  United  Verde  and  Pacific 
railroad,  in  the  Mineral  Point  dis- 
trict, where  a  strike  of  rich  gold 
quartz  was  made  recently,  there 
is  a  smell  of  petroleum  sufficient 
to  have  attracted  a  throng  of  pros- 
pectors and  some  experienced  oil 
men,  who  have  located  more  than 
30,000  acres.  The  locations  have 
been  made  on  what  are  known  as 
Petroleum  Hill  and  Petroleum 
Flat,  so  named  on  account  of  the 
strong  odor  of  petroleum  emitted 
from  a  multitude  of  crevices.  The 
oil  belt  thus  far  examined  is  about 
five  miles  in  length,  and  from  a 
half-mile  to  a  mile  in  with.  The 
formation  is  sandstone,  capped 
with  lime,  the  lime  plugging  the 
sandstone,  which  creates  a  forma- 
tion locally  known  as  conglo- 
merate. 

"  The  success  of  the  oil  industry 
of  California  has  stimulated  a 
search  for  mineral  oil  in  many 
parts  of  Arizona.  Ground  east  of 
Phoenix  and  north  of  Tempe, 
which  has  been  gone  over  for 
years  and  was  regarded  as  a  desert 
waste,  is  now  the  scene  of  an  oil 
excitement.  Several  hundred 
claims  have  been  staked  and  prep- 
rations  are.  already  being  made 
tor  boring.  Several  holes  have 
been  put  down  thirty  feet  and  no 
oil  has  been  encountered,  but 
there  is  a  suggestive  odor,  and 
assays  of  various  strata  penetrated 
show  a  limited  percentage  of 
petroleum." 

The  Yuma  Sun  reports  a  big  oil 
excitement  in  the  Potholes  dis- 
trict, fifteen  miles  north  of  Yuma 
in  the  eastern  part  of  Yuma 
county.

THE  PARIS  EXHIBIT. 


Notes  on  the  Regular  Petroleum 
Display  at    Paris. 

An  interesting  general  descrip- 
tion of  the  petroleum  exhibit  at  the 
Paris  Exposition  is  given  in  a  let 
ter  to  the  Bradford  (Pa.)  Era,  by 
D.  A.  Dennison,  who  is  well  known 
in  the  Eastern  circles  of  the  indus- 
try. The  exhibit  thus  described  is 
the  regular  one  in  the  appropriate 
department  of  the  exposition,  and 
not  the  special  exhibit  prepared  in 
connection  with  the  International 
Petroleum  Congess  to  convene  in 
Paris  this  month,  and  to  which  ex 
hibit  a  collection  of  California  crude 
oils  has  been  forwarded  by  the  Call 
fornia  Petroleum  Miners'  Associa- 
tion. A  collection  of  California 
crude  oils  is  noted.  The  letter 
illustrates  the  possibilities  of  a 
petroleum  exhibit.  The  following 
is  an  abridgement  of  the  cor- 
respondence : 

The  oil  industry  is  prominently 
represented  at  the  Paris  Exposi- 
tion. The  Exposition  authorities 
have  an  exhibit  of  that  kind  on 
quite  an  elaborate  scale  and  a  Rus- 
sian oil  exhibit  is  also  duly  dis- 
played. But  it  remains  for  Ameri- 
cans to  give  the  patrons  of  the 
great  show  a  true  idea  regarding 
the  production,  treatment  and  de- 
velopment of  petroleum  and  the 
uses  to  which  the  oleaginous  fluid 
is  devoted. 

The  Standard  Oil  Company's  pe- 
troleum exhibit,  which  is  in  the 
United  States  section  of  Mines  and 
Metallurgy,  on  the  Champs  de 
Mars,  is  composed  of  two  rooms 
handsomely  decorated  in  light 
green  and  gold  with  rows  of  col- 
umns forming  a  succession  of  al- 
coves and  the  walls  thickly  set 
with  mirrors. 

Entering  the  large  rooms  we 
have  before  us  three  cases  running 
down  the  center,  the  first  contain- 
ing crude  petroleum  from  every 
important  district  in  the  United 
States;  the  second  quantative  rela- 
tions of  the  products  obtained 
from  15  gallons  of  Pennsylvania 
petroleum;  and  the  third,  speci- 
mens of  oil-bearing  rocks  and 
sands.  Against  the  wall  facing 
the  door  is  the  geological  section 
mentioned  below. 

On  the  right  hand  as  one  enters, 
is,  first,  a  row  of  jars  containing 
sands  taken  every  30  feet  from  a 
well  in  Pennsylvania.  After  these 
are  illuminating  oils. 

Further  on  we  find  a  collection 
of  California  crudes  of  very  low 
gravity. 

On  the  left  hand  side  of  the  room 
are  the  lubricating  oils,  represented 
by  over  seventy-five  different  oils. 
Further  on  we  come  to  the  side 
products  and  residues,  such  as 
pitch,  paraffine,  coke,  wax  tailings, 
etc.  Every  kind  of  vaseline  is 
shown  from  the  crude  product  to 
the  finest  perfumed  or  medicated 
white  as  well  as  vaseline  oils,  and 
there  is  a  collection  of  variegated 
cans  of    axle   grease.     Petroleum 


even  furnishes  marking  crayons,  a 
supply  of  which  is  also  included. 

Extending  entirely  around  the 
top  of  this  room  is  a  panoramic 
painting  giving  the  history  of  oil 
from  the  well  to  the  consumer,  and 
over  the  geological  section  is  the 
picture  representing  the  discovery 
of  petroleum  in  America  by  white 
missionaries  through  its  worship 
by  the  Indians  who  thought  it  a 
special  kind  of  water  that  would 
burn.  On  either  side  of  this  is  a 
handsome  bracket  lamp.  Going 
from  this  room  into  the  smaller  one 
we  see  first,  a  pair  of  bronze  and 
crystal  banquet  lamps  and  then  a 
pair  of  nymphs  cast  from  paraffine. 
In  the  room  itself  is  a  large  assort- 
ment of  fancy  and  plain  paraffine 
candles,  some  of  which  are  in 
bronze  candelabra,  a  dozen  or  more 
Chinese  candles  just  to  show  the 
difference,  and  a  collection  of  crude 
and  refined  or  semi-refined  cakes 
of  paraffine  wax.  Above  are  mod- 
els of  a  tank  steamer,  tank  car  and 
tank  wagon. 

In  the  effort  to  collect  the  least 
known  features  of  the  petroleum 
industry,  advantage  has  been  taken 
of  the  experience  of  other  exposi- 
tions, from  which  it  has  become 
evident  that  exceptionally  few 
persons  have  ever  seen  petroleum 
in  the  condition  in  which  it  comes 
from  the  earth.  Consequently  an 
effort  has  been  made  to  gather  pe- 
troleum from  all  the  great  districts 
in  the  United  States  and  to  show 
the  great  variety  which  exists  in 
the  oil  from  different  wells,  and 
these  are  left  so  accessible  to 
those  interested  that  they  may  be- 
come familiar  with  the  odor,  color 
and  other  characteristics,  and  com- 
plete information  is  given  on  the 
labels  concerning  the  source  of 
each  specimen. 

This  exhibit  of  petroleum  is  de- 
signed simply  to  afford  optical  il- 
lustration of  all  phases  of  the  pe- 
troleum industry  as  it  exists  today. 
Present  conditions  only  are  shown. 
For  example,  the  huge  collection 
of  well  records  of  the  Standard  Oil 
company  have  been  correlated  with 
much  greater  care  than  ever  before, 
so  as  to  produce  a  geological  sec- 
tion from  Oil  City  to  McDonald, 
Pa. 

It  is  evident  that  methods  of  re- 
fining must  be  very  elastic  in  order 
to  obtain  from  any  and  all  a  mix- 
ture of  these  crudes,  products  of 
identically  the  same  quality  in 
every  case.  That  this  is  actually 
accomplished  is  shown  by  the  lamp 
oils,  obtained  in  one  case  from 
Pennsylvania  crude  and  another 
fnmsulphur  bearing  Ohio  oil.  The 
other  lamp  oils  show  all  the  grades 
which  it  is  practically  possible  to 
extract  from  petroleum.  Follow- 
ing this  is  the  series  of  lubricating 
oils  obtained  by  redistillation  from 
residiumand  every  other  product 
which  these  heavy  distillates  yield. 

The  last  residue  is  petroleum 
coke.  This  has  as  definite  special 
uses  as  any  other  petroleum  pro- 
duct. On  account  of  its  very  small 
percentage  of  ash  it  is  valuable  in 


making  electric  light  carbons  and 
for  many  other  uses. 

The  exhibit  illustrates  by  speci- 
mens, more  simply  than  can  be 
done  in  words,  the  variation  in 
products  which  are  obtained  by 
modifying  the  original  distillation 
process  when  products  other  than 
burning  oils  are  the  principal  ob- 
jects sought.  Thus  it  is  evident 
from  the  proportions  derived  from 
crude  petroleum  that  when  burn- 
ing oils  make  up  about  75  percent, 
more  or  less,  of  the  total  products. 
In  many  cases,  however,  the  pro- 
cess varies  radically,  so  that  only 
small  amounts  of  burning  oils 
are  produced  and  the  greatest  pos- 
sible yield  is  obtained  of  residual 
oils  left  undistilled  in  the  still. 

The  lubricating  process  is  one 
requiring  such  skill  as  to  make  it 
an  entirely  different  branch  of  the 
industry.  More  than  a  score  of 
lubricating  oil  products  are  shown, 
obtained  by  different  kinds  of  dis- 
tillation of  this  residiumand  re-dis- 
tillation of  the  products.  And 
from  these  distillates  are  also  ob- 
tained the  various  grades  of  paraf- 
fine wax,  which  now  makes  up  a 
very  important  branch  of  the  in- 
dustry and  includes  a  numerous 
product  of  paraffine  candles  and 
compound  candles,  containing  par- 
affine mixed  with  animal  fats. 

It  is  worth  while  to  know  that 
the  exhibit  is  lighted  by  kerosene 
burned  under  such  conditions  as 
to  give  from  a  single  lamp  illumina- 
tions much  greater  than  would  be 
obtained  from  an  electric  arc  of 
average  power. 

Also  shown  is  an  album  of  ac- 
curate photographs  which  are 
designed  to  answer  many  ques- 
tions as  to  the  natural  history,  the 
historical  developments  and  the 
technology  of  the  petroleum  in- 
dustry. The  natural  history  feat- 
ure is  also  developed  by  copies  of 
a  map  of  the  United  States  show- 
ing the  distribution  of  petroleum 
localities;  these  maps  are  designed 
for  free  distribution  to  those  inter- 
ested in  this  line  of  investigation. 
There  is  also  presented  an  ample 
supply  of  petroleum  literature 
which  gives  a  clear  history  of  the 
industry. 

in  order  to  show  the  character 
of  the  individual  hydro-carbons 
contained  in  crude  petroleum  from 
various  sources,  a  large  number  of 
these  have  been  collected  from  the 
results  of  scientific  research  in  the 
United  States  and  are  shown  with 
many  other  interesting  features  in 
Group  XIV,  Section  of  Chemical 
Industries.  This  is  a  part  of  the 
general  exhibit. 


HUMBOLDT'S  BOOM. 


McKittrick  Production. 

The  actual  shipments  of  oii 
from  the  McKittrick  field  show 
the  rapid  progress  toward  great- 
ness being  made  by  that  district. 
In  May  there  were  shipped  41 
carloads  of  oil,  in  June  61,  and  in 
July  140.  The  August  shipments 
promise  a  much  larger  ratio  of  in- 
crease. During  the  first  few  days 
of  this  month  shipments  have 
averaged  about  ten   cars  per   day 


Oil   is  Developed  and  Operations 
are  Lively. 

Recent  events  indicate  the  prob- 
ability of  a  profitable  oil  field  being 
developed  in  the  Mattole  district 
of  Humboldt  county  at  last.  Oil 
indications  have  made  that  region 
,well  known  as  a  possible  oil  field 
for  fifty  years,  and  some  boring 
has  been  done  in  the  past,  but  a 
profitable  yield  has  never  been 
struck.  However,  the  present  oil 
boom  is  being  attended  by  more 
determined  and  hopeful  operations, 
and  reports  state  that  oil  has  been 
found. 

A  news  correspondent  describes 
the  present  situation  as  follows : 

"At  the  Mcintosh  well  on  the 
Domino-Zenoni  farm,  near  Petrolia, 
oil  was  struck  on  August  4  at  a 
depth  of  about  1300  feet.  They 
are  now  pumping  sand  and  oil  on 
the  Goucher  ranch,  about  one  mile 
from  the  Mcintosh  well.  Dr.  Dow 
of  Oakland,  Cal.,  erected  a  derrick 
and  machinery  for  boring.  The 
Reed  Oil  Company  is  about  to  drill 
in  the  vicinity  of  Joel's  fiat.  There 
is  a  general  stir  in  the  Mattole  dis- 
trict. Orders  for  building  seven 
derricks  have  been  recently  made. 
John  W.  McGowan  and  George  T 
Rolley  have  secured  a  large  tract 
of  land  for  a  Pittsburgh  company, 
and  their  representative  is  ex- 
pected to  arrive  in  Eureka  within 
a  short  time. 

'  "The  fact  that  the  oil  from  Mat- 
tole has  a  paraffine  base  has  cre- 
ated excitement  throughout  the 
country,  and  the  belief  is  general 
here  that  within  a  short  time  Hum- 
boldt county  will  be  the  leading 
county  in  the  state  for  the  produc- 
tion of  oil.  All  the  land  in  the 
Mattole  and  Petrolia  district,  com- 
prising 40,000  or  50,000  acres,  has 
been  scripped  or  located.  Repre- 
sentatives of  oil  companies  are 
pouring  in,  and  the  excitement 
caused  by  the  first  strikeisintense. 
Four  companies  are  now  boring 
and  many  more  are  expected.  The 
price  for  leases  of  lands  in  the  dis- 
tricts named  has  jumped  high. " 


Municipal    Fuel. 

The  city  cf  Modesto  has  de- 
cided to  try  oil  for  fuel  at  its  cen- 
tral lighting  and  pumping  station 
says  an  exchange.  The  oil  costs 
delivered  at  the  station  $1.42  per 
barrel  of  forty-two  gallons.  The 
parties  selling  the  oil  claim  that 
in  making  steam,  three  barrels  of 
oil  are  equal  to  one  ton  of  good 
coal.  In  other  words,  where  a 
good  quality  of  coal  exceeds  $4.26 
per  ton,  oil  is  the  cheaper  fuel. 
Furthermore,  in  using  oil  for  fuel 
the  services  of  a  fireman  can  fre- 
quently be  dispensed  with.

OIL  IN  RUSSIA 


These  Fields  are  Practically  Inex- 
haustible.   Oil    in    Roumania. 


Mr.  A.  L.  Ronaldson,  chief  en- 
gineer of  the  Calyx  Drill  and  Bor- 
ing Company,  of  London,  recently 
returned  from  an  extended  tour 
through  the  oil  fields  of  Russia  and 
Roumania,  and  furnishes  au  Eng- 
lish contemporary  with  the  follow- 
ing opinion  of  the  petroleum  out- 
look : 

"One  hasonly  to  see  the  variety 
and  extent  of  the  Russian  fields  to 
be  convinced  of  their  practically 
inexhaustible  proportions  and  un- 
limited scope  for  exploiting  and 
development.  The  geological  oc- 
currence of  the  oil-bearing  strata 
in  Baku  is  such  that  the  whole  re- 
gion of  the  Caspian  may  be  consid- 
ered capable  of  producing  numer- 
ous equally  remunerative  oil  cen- 
ters, and  that  before  many  years 
the  boring  and  testing  in  this  re- 
gion, together  with  what  is  already 
in  course  of  development,  will 
make  the  Caspian  basin  the  great- 
est and  most  wonderful  oil  region 
the  world  has  seen  or  is  likely  to 
see.  Although  there  may  be  par- 
ticular zones  and  tavored  localities 
where  sensational  discharges  will 
occur,  still,  it  cannot  be  said  of 
Baku  that  they  are  narrow,  erratic 
or  capricious  in  nature,  as  has  so 
frequently  proved  the  case  on  older 
fields.  " 

"  To  what  natural  causes  do  you 
think  these  greater  deposits  are 
due?" 

"  The  more  general  distribution 
is  due  to  the  soft  and  porous  nature 
of  the  containing  strata  and  low 
altitude  of  the  anti  and  synclinal 
folding  of  the  strata;  probably 
where  the  strata  is  more  dense  and 
subjected  to  less  volcanic  action  it 
may  be  difficult  to  locate  the  richest 
deposits,  or  they  may  be  lower 
down,  but  of  this  I  am  convinced 
— the  possibilities  of  the  region  to 
jthe  north  and  east  of  the  Caucasus 

Iare  worthy  ot  more  investigation 
and  development,  and  should  prove 
in  the  main  more  profitable  specu- 
lations than  many  a  gold  field  pre- 
sents. There  must  however,  be 
more  scientific  and  practical  judg- 
ment brought  to  bear  in  conduct- 
ing borings  and  other  development 
work  which  calls  for  great  ex- 
penditure, even  under  the  most 
[favorable  conditions." 

"And  the  Roumanian   fields?" 
"The     Roumanian     fields    may 
fairly  be  clas'ed   as   belonging   to 
jthe  same  geological  era  as  those  of 
[the  Caspian,  but    have  been   sub- 
jected    to    more    volcanic    move- 
ments and  distortion  of  strata,  with 
j:he    result   that     the     oil-bearing 
'.ones  appear  comparatively  narrow 
Und  erratic;  where  superficial  indi- 
cations and  hand-dug  wells  abound, 
.  t  may  be  reasonably  assumed  that 
iislocated  strata  have  allowed  these 
Indications  and  deposits  to  be  made 
ripparent.     I  found,  however,  sev- 
eral instances  of  these  indications 
ather  more  due  to    erosions  than 
dislocation.     Apart  from  this,  some

No  Overproduction. 

The  probability  of  a  local  over- 
production of  oil  being  caused  by 
Ihe  recent  impetus  of  operations 
in  California,  having  been  prophe- 
sied, it  is  alleged,  by  large  con- 
sumers, for  the  purpose  of  bearing 
the  market,  and  heralded  to  an 
extent  which  might  curtail  the 
investment  of  outsiders,  the  mat- 
ter is  given  some  verv  forcible 
consideration  by  the  press  of  that 
region,  and  it  is  shown  that  there 
is  no  glut  or  possible  prospect  of 
one.  The  Los  Angeles  Times 
presents  a  telling  little  object  les- 
son, which  illustrates  what  The 
Petroleum  Gazette  has  all  along 
contended,  that,  given  a  fair 
chance  to  expand,  the  production 
of  oil  cannot  keep  pace  with  the 
growth  of  demand.  The  Times 
says: 

"It  is  a  well-known  fact  in  the 
commercial  world  that  there  may 
be  a  glut  of  a  product  when  the 
output  is  very  small,  while  a 
greatly  increased  production  will 
create  a  demand  for  that  product 
at '  good  prices.  For  instance, 
when  the  production  of  oranges 
in  Southern  California  was  fifteen 
carloads  more  than  the  local  con- 
sumption, there  was  a  glut,  be- 
cause no  provision  had  been  made 
for  marketing  the  surplus;  but 
today  we  easily  dispose  of  15,000 
carloads  more  than  we  consume, 
and  buyers  came  all  the  way  from 
the  Atlantic  coast  to  compete 
them."— Petroleum  Gazette.

Oil  in  Warships. 

An  oil  burner  to  supply  fuel  to 
warships  was  tested  at  the  Brook- 
lyn navy  yards  recently,  and  is 
said  to  have  been  a  success.  The 
patentee  will  try  to  sell  the  burner 
to  the  United  States  Government. 
The  new  arrangement  is  said  to 
generate  steam  quicker  than  with 
coal  and  there  is  no  dirt  in  its  use. 
Moreover,  little  space  is  required 
for  the  storing  of  oil,  and  there  is 
thus  more  room  on  board  the  ves- 
sel. If  the  tests  yet  to  be  made 
as  to  the  durability  of  the  burner 
are  favorable,  it  is  likely  that  oil 
will  eventually  be  used  for  fuel  on 
all  the  torpedos  and  warships  in 
the  United  States  navy. 


The   Superior  Court  Dooldoa  that 
They   Belong  to  tin-   State. 

A  dispatch  from  Santa  Barbara 
stated  that  on  Friday  last  Judge 
W.  S.  D.iynf   the  Superioi   Cr.urt 

handed  down  his  decision  in  the 
suit  of  the  Acme  Oil  and  Mining 
company  against  H.  I..  Williams 
and  others.  K'v;"g  judgment  for 
the  defendants.  About  four  years 
ago  Williams  leased  to  the  Acme 
company  certain  beach  claims  at 
Sunimerland  below  the  high-water 
mark.  The  company  developed 
the  claims,  sank  two  wells  and 
operated  them,  but  it  went  into 
debt,  and  the  property  was  sold  to 
W.  W.  Burton.  The  latter  con- 
structed a  wharf  and  sank  addi- 
tional wells. 

Just  before  the  time  allowed  by 
law  to  redeem  property  sold  under 
execution  had  elapsed  the  Acme 
company  tendered  Burton  the 
amount  for  which  the  execution 
was  made.  The  latter  refused, 
and  shortly  sold  the  property  to 
Titus  Duncan.  About  foui  months 
ago  the  Acme  company  brought 
suit  against  Williams,  et  al,  to 
recover  $13,000  damages,  being 
the  amount  received  from  the  sale 
of  the  oil  during  that  time  and  for 
ejectment  of  the  present  holder. 

After  a  long  and  bitter  fight 
Judge  Day  took  the  case  under 
advisement  and  gave  his  decision 
last  Friday.  He  commenced  by 
stating  that  the  property  in  ques- 
tion is  what  is  known  as  tide  lands 
and  belonged  to  the  State  of  Cal- 
ifornia, and  held  that  Williams 
had  no  right  to  lease  that  which 
belonged  to  the  plaintiff,  defend- 
ants and  every  one  else;  therefore 
the  lease  was  invalid  in  the  first 
place. 

Japan  Pipe  Line. 

A  new  pipe  line  is  shortly  to  be 
opened  by  the  Nippon  company 
of  Japan.  The  transportation  of 
oil  to  Tokio  has  hitherto  been 
almost  exclusively  by  rai',  the 
charge  being  at  the  rate  of  iyi  sen 
but  lately  this  charge  has  been 
increased  to  2j4  sen,  and  in  conse 
quence  a  scheme  is  now  under 
consideration  for  a  pipe  line  230 
miles  in  length,  to  take  oil  to 
Tokio.  This  undertaking,  says 
Commercial  Intelligence,  if  carried 
out,  will  also  create  a  demand  for 
pumps,  fittings  and  various  other 
lines  of  manufactured  iron.

The  chain  of  producing 
wells  is  not  yet  continuous,  it  is 
true;  but  the  oil-bearing  formation 
is  traceable  over  the  whole  length 
of  this  strip,  and  enterprise,  capi- 
tal and  good  judgment  are  all  that 
is  needed  probably  to  develop  it. 
The  discovery  of  oil  in  Humboldt 
county  may  lead  up  to  others  of 
equal  importance  and  value.  That 
section  has  not  been  very  at- 
tractive to  the  miner  heretofore; 
but  the  finding  of  one  mineral 
there  will  doubtless  encourage  the 
search  for  others.  Coal  indications 
have  been  long  known  to  exist 
there,  and  the  finding  of  mineral 
oil  may  lead  to  the  uncovering 
later  of  productive  coal  measures. 
— S.  F.  Chronicle.

An  Interesting   Review    h.v  an 

American    Consul 
An    interesting    review    of    the 
-ent  condition  of  the  oil  indus- 
try in  Ki:  onlained  in  a  re- 
I    by  the    American  Consul  at 
Batum,  published    in  the  consular 
reports.     Russia   is  the   on< 
competitor  of  the  United  States  in 
the    petroleum    industry,    and   the 
progress  in  the  great   oil  fields  by 
the  Caspian    sea    is  carefully  kept 
track  of  by  the  Eastern  leaders  of 
the  industry. 

The  Baku  oils  lind  their  most 
important  use  in  serving  for  fuel, 
and  this  fact  adds  to  the  interest 
which  the  field  affords  to  Califor- 
nia oil  men.  The  report  is  a 
lengthy  one  and  from  it  the  follow- 
ing information    is  extracted  ; 

The  statistics  show  much  more 
work  done  in  1899  than  in  1898, 
with,  however,  less  satisfactory  re- 
sults, as  in  1S98  the  average  daily 
production  per  well  was  199  bar- 
rels, while  in  1899  it  was  only  174 
barrels.  In  1899  there  were  212 
more  producing  wells  than  in  1898 
and  an  increased  average  daily- 
production  of  i3,coo  barrels.  In 
1899  598  wells  were  begun  and  370 
completed,  but  the  total  number  of 
producing  wells  was  increased  by 
only  223.  The  total  number  of 
producing  wells  was  1015,  and  the 
gross  production  63,021,392  barrels. 
There  are  now  no  great  flowing 
wells  as  there  have  been  in  past 
years.  In  1899  the  average  depth 
of  completed  wells  was  911  feet, 
against  937  feet  in  1898.  Condi- 
tions do  not  point  to  much  increase 
of  production. 

The  percentage  of  the  gross  prod- 
uct consumed  for  fuel  at  the  wells 
and  lost  in  piping  rose  to  1 1  per 
cent  in  1899,  and  with  the  increased 
number  of  wells  the  percentage  is 
likely  to  further  increase. 

The  cost  of  producing  oil  in  the 
Baku  region  increases  steadily,  due 
to  the  increased  depth  from  which 
the  oil  is  raised  and  the  increasing 
amount  of  water  in  the  wells. 

"  It  has  been  explained  in  pre- 
vious reports,"  says  the  consul, 
"that  the  Baku  wells  are  not 
pumped  in  the  same  manner  as  in 
the  United  States  ;  that,  owing  to 
the  great  amount  of  sand,  always 
combined  with  the  oil,  the  Ameri- 
can system  of  pumping  is  impossi- 
ble ;  that     the     Baku    wells     are 
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worked  with  the  bailer,  which  is 
made  as  large  as  possible.  If  the 
well  is  finished  with  16-inch  pipe, 
which  is  very  commonly  the  case, 
the  bailer  will  be  as  great  in  diam- 
eter as  is  possible  to  run  inside  that 
pipe,  andgenerally  about  forty  feet 
long,  so  that  it  will  bring  up  not 
much  less  than  a  couple  of  barrels 
at  a  run.  The  deeper  the  well  the 
fewer  are  the  runs  of  the  bailer,  and 
with  water  in  the  wells  less  oil  will 
be  brought  up.  Some  wells  have 
so  much  water  in  them  that  it  has 
been  found  impossible  to  work 
them.  Others,  having  less  water 
in  them,  are    worked  by   taking  a 


bailer  full  of  oil  from  the  top,  an- 
other full  of  oil  and  water  mixed 
from  the  middle,  and  a  third  full  of 
water  from  the  bottom  of  the  well, 
making  three  runsof  the  bailer  for 
not  much  more  than  one  bailer  full 
of  oil." 

"The     technical    talent    of  the

1  am  aware    that    this  slate- 
may  surprise  American   producers 

with  their  many  successful  methods 
of  packing  off  the  water,  but  it 
must  not  be  overlooked  that  the 
soil  at  Baku  differs  materially  from 
the  generality  of  soil  in  the  United 
States,  being  loose  and  sandy  from 
the  top  to  tin  bottom  of  the  well, 
and  consequently  affording  no 
solid  basis  for  packing,  Even  if 
an  American  packer  could  be  in- 
serted, the  water  would  not  be  long 
in  working  around  it.  Attempts 
have  been  made  to  shut  the  water 
off  by  pouring  into  the  hole  outside 
thp  pipe  as  much  liquid  cement  as 
possible,  which,  when  hardened, 
answered  the  purpose  for  a  time, 
but  the  water  eventually  found  its 
way  around  the  cement." 

Increase  in  the  royalties  to  be 
paid  the  government  adds  to  the 
cost  of  production.  Much  of  the 
drilling  is  being  done  on  govern- 
ment land.  Royalties  are  so  much 
per  pood  (36  pounds),  instead  of  a 
percentage  of  the  oil,  as  in  America. 
Royalties  are  from  2  to  n  kopecks 
(8  to  46  cents),  per  barrel.  Much 
of  the  territory  is  leased  to  the 
highest  bidders,  and  the  royalties 
run  with  the  probable  value  of  the 
territory.  Varying  success,  in- 
cluding expensive  failures,  attend 
the  exploitation  of  new  territory. 
Speaking  of  one  successful  well 
the  consul  makes  the  interesting 
statement  :  "  It  may  seeman  exag- 
geration to  call  a  half  mile  an  im- 
mense area  of  territory,  but  when 
it  is  explained  that  the  tract  near- 
est this  well  has  produced  more 
than  35,000,000  barrels  of  oil  from 
an  area  of  not  more  than  twenty 
acres  in  the  last  twelve  years,  and 
is  still  producing  abe,ut  12,000  bar- 
rels a  day,  the  significance  of  a  big 
well  a  half  mile  in  advance  can  be 
better  understood. " 

"  Many  ivells  have  been  drilled 
at  various  distances  from  Baku  on 
all  sides  in  the  last  two  or  three 
years,  but,  with  one  possible  ex- 
ception, wholly  without  success." 
The  price  of  crude  oil  at  the 
wells  advanced  during  the  last 
half  of  1899  from  70  to  80  cents 
to  $1.05  per  barrel  of  42  gallons. 

State  Mineralogist  A.  S.  Cooper 
has  read  this  report  with  interest, 
and  in  commenting  upon  the  prev- 
alent use  of  the  bailer  instead  of 
the  pump  in  the  Baku  region,  says:

The  decline  of  the  industry  In 
lie  Pennsylvania  and  adjacent 
elds  is  indicated  by  the  following 
utracts  from  the  following  ex- 
acts from  the  July  review  given 
•  the  Oil  City  Derrick: 
July  was  remarkable  for  the 
large  number  of  gusher  strikes  in 
the  southwest  district  and  in  new- 
production  ranks  thus  far  the 
heaviest  month  of  the  year.  In 
new  operations,  however,  a  large 
decline  was  recorded.  The  biggest 
drop  in  this  respect  was  in  the 
various  districts  of  southeastern 
Ohio,  in  some  of  which  the  drill 
has  come  almost  to  a  total  stop. 

The  southwest,  with  less  than 
half  the  entire  number  of  new 
wells  completed,  supplied  nearly 
80  per  cent  of  the  new  production. 
In  the  deep  sand  territory  in  West 
Virginia,  operations  are  very 
active,  but  the  big  wells  speedily 
settle  to  hundred  barrel  producers 
and  can  not  be  completed  fast 
enough  to  exercise  a  depressing 
influence  upon  values.

RECENT  DEVELOPMENTS  IN  OIL  IN  VARIOUS  PARTS 
OF  THE  STATE. 
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The  Investment  Oil  company  is 
down  1650  feet. 

It  is  reported  that  the  Waverly 
has  struck  oil. 

The  Gibbs  company  is  pulliug 
up  500  feet  of  casing  which  be- 
came stuck. 

The  Bonanza  King  Oil  company, 
operating  in  the  Coalinga  field  is 
down  1,125  feet  with  expectations 
of  striking  oil  at  1,500  feet. 

The  Florence  Oil  company  has 
begun  its  well  No.  3.  It  is  re 
ported  that  this  company  has  been 
using  a  rotary  rig  with  much  suc- 
cess. The  company  has  given  up 
its  old  well  ou  account  of  failure 
to  recover  lost  tools. 

The  Investment  Oil  company,  a 
close  corporation  composed  mainly 
of  officers  of  the  Bank  of  Califor 
nia  had  its  well  down  1,520  feet  a 
week  ago  with  remarkably  good 
indications.  Its  property  is  Section 
16  in  the  Coalinga  district  adjoin- 
ing the  famous  Section  20  and  the 
Blue  Goose  property.  The  com- 
pany does  not  expect  to  make  a 
strike  short  of  1700  to   1,800  feet. 

During  the  month  of  July  556 
carloads  of  oil  were  shipped  out 
of  Coalinga. 

KERN. 

The  Grace  well  No.  3  pumps  at 
the  rate  of  75  barrels  a  day  when 
filled  with  80  feet  of  sand. 

The  Occidental  company  has  on 
ground  in  the  Sunset  district  mate- 
rial for  its  first  rig. 

The  San  Joaquin  company  is 
erecting  four  more  derricks  on  ten 
acres  of  the  Means'  ranch,  which  it 
holds  a  lease  upon. 

Section  2,  28-27  *s  still  uncertain 
territory,  in  that  no  definite  devel- 
opments have  occurred  to  determ- 
ine the  existence  or  nonexistence 
of  oil.  The  Malloy  company  is 
own  800  feet  in  this  section,  and 
is  in  alternating  blue  clay  and  sand. 
A  good  strike  may  be  made  at  any 
time. 

One  of  the  Kern  River's  wells  at 
McKittrick  is  producing  at  a  great 
rate  whilebeingsand pumped,  says 
the  Californian.  The  oil  shoots  up 
several  feet  whenever  the  pump  is 
drawn  up  and  continues  to  flow  for 
several  minutes.  Eight  hundred 
barrels  were  thus  obtained  in  a  few 
days. 

The  Monarch  was  compelled  to 
call  its  first  well  finished  when  its 
casing  had  gone  but  fifty  feet  into 
the  sand,  the  pressure  from  beneath 
preventing  further  progress.  The 
well  is  believed  to  be  good  for  200 
barrels  or  better,  and  the  second, 
which  is  soon  to  be  drilled  by 
Blodget  &  Jewett,  is  expected  to 
exceed  No.  1.— Californian. 


The  Kern  river  district  is  short 

of  water. 

The  Globe  company  is  hauling 
150  barrels  a  day  from  two  wells. 

The  Globe  Oil  company  1ms  let 
a  contract  for  six  new  wells.  It  is 
now  producing  So  barrels  a  day. 

The  new  Jewett-Blodgett-Beal 

company    is  drilling,    in    35,    12-24 
near  the  Monarch  strike. 

-  The  Aztec  is  building  a  concrete 
and  brick  storage  reservoir  with  a 
volume  of  10,000  barrels.  It  is 
located  close  to  the   railroad  track. 

Productive  wells  are  steadily 
being  developed  in  the  McKittrick 
district.  Well  No.  3  of  the  HI 
Dorado  company  is  reported  at 
250  barrels. 

In  well  No.  15  the  Thirty-three 
company  has  struck  at  550  feet  a 
fine  stratum  of  oil  sand  from  which 
comes  a  large  volume  of  gas. 

President  Beal  of  the  Sunset 
railroad  states  that  material  for 
construction  has  been  ordered. 
The  date  for  beginning  work  has 
not  been  set  but  the  line  will  be  in 
operation  within  a  few  months. 

Canfield,  Doheny  et  al.  will  re- 
sume work  on  the  southeast 
quarter  of  18,  28-28,  where  they 
recently  made  a  strike.  This  is 
the  most  northerly  point  at  which 
oil  has  been  found  in  the  Kern 
river  district. 

A  number  of  the  companies 
operating  south  of  the  break  at 
McKittrick  have  encountered  water 
instead  of  oil  and  the  outlook  in 
that  locality  is  very  poor,  says  the 
Californian.  It  is  reported  that 
the  El  Modello  has  thrown  up  the 
sponge  and  that  the  Sequoia  is 
offering  its  rig  for  sale. 

The  San  Joaquin's  No.  4  misbe- 
haved yesterday  afternoon  and 
shot  up  a  thin  stream  of  oil  from 
between  the  clamps  to  a  height  of 
thirty  feet  and  continued  to  act  in 
that  manner  for  nearly  half  an 
hour.  The  pump  was  running  at 
the  time. — Californian. 

The  first  oil  burning  engine  to 
haul  a  train  on  the  Southern  Pa- 
cific's main  line  went  out  this 
morning.  Other  oil  burners  have 
been  running  on  branch  lines,  but 
until  the  present  the  main  line 
has  not  been  fitted  up  with  supply 
tanks.  It  will  not  be  long  now 
until  a  coal  burner  will  be  a 
curiosity. — Californian. 

In  the  Devil's  Den  district  in 
the  northwestern  corner  of  Kern 
county  operations  are  becoming 
active.  The  Spreckels  well  is 
down  300  feet  and  among  other 
companies  preparing  to  drill  are 
the  Oriental  and  Devil's  Den  De- 
velopment company.

The  Uncle  Sam  company  is 
pressing  operations  in  the  kern 
river  field.  A  rig  is  placed  011  27, 
jS-27,  and  another  is  going  up  on 
1,  29-17,  while  the  well  on  35,  28- 
27  is  down  1000  feet,  and  is  in 
water  sand. 

The  Monarch  succeeded  in  low- 
ering the  sand  in  its  casing  to  four- 
teen feet,  says  an  exchange.  It 
was  originally  filled  to  a  distance 
of  forty.  One  day's  bailing  yielded 
seventy  barrels  of  oil,  and  in  addi- 
tion to  this  tne  oil  flowed  out  be- 
tween the  two  casings  in  a  steady 
stream. 

A  number  of  compauies  in 
Fresno  county  have  entered  into 
a  contract  with  the  Urn'on  Oil 
company,  whereby  that  company 
by  running  a  special  line  into  the 
territory  will  take  all  the  oil  pro- 
duced at  a  good  figure  up  to  1,000 
barrels  a  day. 

The  Diamond  well  in  McKit- 
trick is  now  down  500  feet,  and 
the  drill  is  working  like  a  charm. 
The  Sunrise  Company's  well  No. 
1  proved  to  be  a  crooked  hole  and 
was  abandoned,  but  as  the  well 
has  turned  out  to  be  a  fine  water 
well,  yielding  enough  water  for 
both  the  Sunrise  and  the  Diamond 
Company,  the  well  is  pronounced 
to  be  anything  but  a  failure.  Well 
No.  2  of  the  Sunrise  is  now  being 
drilled  as  rapidly  as  possible.

Tehama  county  is 
down  250  feet. 

The  Pacific  Oil  company,  located 
in  Merced  county,  just  across  the 
Fresno  line,  in  15,  13-10,  struck  oil 
on  Friday  of  last  week  at  a  depth 
of  264  feet.  The  oil  was  abundant 
and  of  a  fine  quality,  and  a  sample 
will  be  on  exhibit  at  the  rooms  of 
the  Calitornia  Petroleum  Miners' 
Association,  second  floor  of  the 
Mills  building.

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the  beach  seem  promising.  The 
first  well  of  this  company  found 
no  oil  at  1,000  feet. 

The  Central  Oil  company  of  the 
Whittier  field  reports  a  production 
of  over  11,500  barrels  of  oil  per 
month.  The  company  completed 
two  wells  last  week  and  will  be- 
gin drilling  two  more. 

The  Warner  oil  company, 
operating  in  the  Whittier  field  is 
in  the  oil  sand  about  seventy-five 
feet  and  has  about  eight  hundred 
feet  of  oil  in  its  well.  It  is  the  in- 
tention to  drill  another  hundred 
feet. 

In  the  Puente  field  is  the 
Puente  Oil  company.  It  is  credited 
with  pumping  fifty  wells  at  pres- 
ent and  is  boring  new  ones  con- 
tinually. One  well  finished  a  few 
days  ago  is  producing  100  barrels 
of  oil  a  day. 

Derricks  continue  to  spring  up 
like  mushrooms  in  the  fields  east 
of  the  city,  says  the  Times.  In 
the  Puente,  Fullerton  and  Fill- 
more districts  there  is  considerable 
activity  just  now.  and  many  im- 
provements are  in  contemplation. 

A  good  strike  was  made  in  the 
local  field  yesterday  by  the 
Oceanic  Oil  company.

The 
Fullerton  Home  Oil  Company, 
the  Rimpau  Oil  Company,  the 
Globe  and  two  Pasadena  com- 
panies will  begin  operations  in 
this  section. 

SANTA  BARBARA. 

The  Northern  Consolidated  com- 
pany has  leased  the  Fithian  ranch 
at  Carpinteria,  comprising  about 
3000  acres. 

The  Santa  Barbara  and  Naples 
Oil  and  Land  company  is  operat- 
ing on  the  Routherford  place  near 
Napks,  and  has  sent  a  drill  down 
600  feet.  At  present  there  is  a 
large  quantity  of  gas  coming  from 
the  well;  also  about  one  barrel  of 
light  oil  a  day.  It  is  expected, 
however,  that  a  much  larger 
stratum  will  be  tapped  soon.

The  San  Jose  Petroleum  com- 
pany  of   Panoche,   capitalized   at 


$500,000  has  640  acres  of  good  oil 
land  in  the  Panoche  district.  The 
company  is  well  officered  and 
managed  and  its  stock  is  selling 
rapidly. 

C.  J.  Tallon  has  two  companies 
underway,  which  will  soon  be 
operating  near  Hollister. 

The  Nonpariel  Oil  company, 
operating  on  Bitter  Water  creek, 
are  down  900  feet  and  have  struck 
a  large  flow  of  gas,  which  is  an 
encouraging  indication  of  oil  be- 
low.

The  Banner  Month  Sor  the  Puente 
Oil  Company. 

The  following  interesting  re- 
view of  the  July  business  of  the 
Puente  Oil  Company's  flourishing 
refinery  at  Chino  is  given  by  the 
Chino  Valley  Champion: 

"  The  month  of  July  just  closed 
has  beeu  the  banner  month  for 
the  Puente  Oil  Company's  refinery 
in  Chino,  the  output  in  refined 
products,  illuminating  oils,  gasoline 
and  engine  distillate,  being  about 
150,000  gallons,  or  an  average  of 
5000  gallons  per  day.  The  biggest 
day's  shipment  was  on  Tuesday  of 
this  week,  when  twenty-two  car- 
loads of  refined  oils  were  shipped 
out  by  rail  besides  a  large  amount 
by  teams. 

"Nearly  all  the  pumping  plants 
in  this  section  of  the  state  are  sup- 
plied with  fuel  oil  from  here,  and 
it  is  hauled  by  team  a  long  dis- 
tance, most  of  that  used  from  San 
Jacinto  and  Temescal  to  Lords- 
burg  and  Azusa  going  out  that 
way,  andj  there  is  hardly  a  day 
that  wagons  loaded  with  oil  drums 
going  to  and  from  the  refinery  can- 
not be  seen. 

"  During  the  past  month  a  con- 
siderable amount  of  residuum  oils 
has  also  been  shipped  out  on  ac- 
count of  the  sugar  factory  here 
not  operating,  so  not  being  able 
to  use  the  usual  amount  of  this 
oil.  Part  of  this  residuum  goes 
via   San  Pedro   and   boat  to   San 


Francisco,  where  it  is  used  for 
fuel.  Some  of  it  is  used  by  the 
pumping  plants  throughout  the 
count  1  y  and  a  considerable  quan- 
tity is  used  in  this  county  in  mak- 
ing the  best  roads  in   California." 


WATER  FAMINE

Scarcity  of  water  is  a  serious 
trouble  to  many  operators  in  the 
foothill  districts  on  the  west  side 
of  the  San  Joaquin  Valley,  and  it 
will  remain  a  difficulty  for  a  good 
while  and  until  systematic  water 
supplies  are  arranged.  Water 
wells,  artesian  or  pumping,  are 
likely  to  best  afford  relief  and  as 
boring  operations  are  extended 
such  water  supplies  will  be  de- 
veloped. In  most  parts  of  the 
valley  a  driller  has  a  double 
chance  for  success,  for  a  flowing 
artesian  well  would  be  a  rich 
strike  for  any  company. 

In  the  Kettleman  district  water 
is  reported  to  have  advanced 
from  $3  to  $6  per  wagon  tankful 
and  the  Stanislaus  company  has 
temporarily  shut  down  therefore. 
Here  the  water  has  to  be  hauled 
nine  miles. 

In  the  McKittrick  district  the 
water  famine  is  seriously  retarding 
development  and  increasing  the 
cost  of  operations.  To  some  wells 
water  is  hauled  sixteen  miles, a  sup- 
ply of  25  barrels  a  day  requiring  a 
six    horse   team.

HUMBOLDT'S  BOOM. 


SAX  IK  a..FRii  Igoo 


Points    on    a    New    Region    of 
Promise. 

The  Humboldt  county  oil  field  is 
an  interesting  one,  full  of  possibili- 
3  :t   nut  promise,  and  one  worth 
watching.     The    present    oil  boom 
has  caused    determined   efforts    to 
find  what  there  is  up  there,  espe- 
cially   in     fie    Matthole    district 
which  presents  a  strip  of  seepages' 
and    oil-yielding  formations   miles 
long,  but   which  has  so  far  baffled 
the  occasional    attempts  to  find  oil 
in    paying  quantities  in  compara- 
tively shallow    wells.     This   oil  is 
very    light   and    is   understood    to 
have  a  paraffiue  base,   which  adds 
to   its    interest.     The    region     has 
never  been  scientifically  explored 
as  far    as  the    public  is  concerned! 
what  expert    knowledge    that   has 
been    gained    by    anyone    having 
been  paid  for  by  private  enterprise. 
Now  competent  oil  men,  backed 
by  sufficient   capital    are   sinking 
wells,  and  are  prepared  to  go  deep 
in  this  field.     One   of  them  is  Mr. 
A.    F.    Coffin,   a    well-Known    i-an 
Francisco  stock    broker,  who  is  a 
leading  member  and  officer  of  the 
rlumboldt  Oil  Company  andoflhe 
U  ild  Goose  Oil  Company.  Mr.  Cof- 
fin returned  from  (here  a  few  days 
ago,  just   before   the    reported  oil 
strike  near  Petrolia,  and  his  obser- 
vations given  to   the  Pacific  On. 
Rhporter  are  of  interest. 

"  That  region  has  not  been 
proved,"  he  said,  "but  it  has  the 
finest  surface  indications  in  the 
state,  with  strong  seepages  and 
extensive  and  promising  oil  yield 
ing  formatir  ns.  A  sandstone  out- 
cropping can  be  traced  for  fifteen 
mdes  or  more.  The  oil.  as  collected 
trom  seepages  and  from  oil  wells, 
is  of  a  very  light,  gravity,  black 
but  thin,  and  has  a  paraffiue  base. 
I  have  met  a  number  of  people  up 
there  who  have  been  in  the  habit 
of  collecting  it  from  seepages  and 
using  it  in  lamps  for  years.  In  its 
crude  state  it  burns  all  right  in  an 
ordinary  lamp,  though  it  smokes 
and  smells  some,  of  course.  It 
compares  favorably  with  the  best 
Eastern  oils.  A  number  of  expert 
oil  men  have  been  up  there  and  all 
make  favorable  reports. 

"At  the   Mcintosh   well,  where 
the  strike  has  been  reported,  they 
are   down    1200   feet.     Two  other 
wells  aiebeingdrilled  and  five  more 
are   getting   ready    for  operation. 
The  Humboldt  Company  has  just 
started  drilling  with    a   full  equip- 
ment, and  the  Wild    Goose  has  or- 
dered machinery,  etc.     Others  are 
getting   ready  to   develop  and,  by 
fall  ten  or  more  rigs  will  be  at  work 
along    the      fifteen-mile    oil    line. 
Many  more  are  holding  claims  and 
leases  and  are  waiting  for  others  to 
prove   the   ground.     In    my  judg- 
ment  there  is   bound    to   be  a  big 
volume  of    oil   there  somewhere.  " 
The  oil    strike     near     Petrolia, 
Humboldt  county,  which  was  her- 
alded last   week   by  the    press,  is 
confirmed,  but   later  accounts  are 
more  conservative,  as   they  gener- 
ally are  in  such  cases.     When  the 
newsof  the    "strike"  reached    Eu- 
reka  one    evening  an    excitement 
followed  and  several  business  men 
hustled    off  to  the    scene    at  once. 
Just  after  they  had  gone  Mr.  R.  B. 
Butler,  the    Fresno   oil  man,    who 
was   visiting   that  region,  arrived 


and    cooled    things   down   a 
U  hen    asked    as  to    the 
pectsofa  paying  strike-.   Mr.  Hut 
lei  said       I  consider  them    . 
Most  discoveries  are  made  at  the 
third  strata 

"  Twice  before  has  oil  been 
struck  in  the  Mcintosh  well 
at  a  depth  of  300  feet  and  later  on 
at  a  much  lower  level.  It  is  now 
through  the  third  strata  of  sand 
and  oil  that  operations  are  being 
carried. 

"The  history  of  oil  boring  opera- 
tions in  this  county  is  a  record  of 
disappointment  and  failure.  Sev- 
eral years  ago  a  stock  company 
expended  about  $20,000  in  the 
Mattole  section  but  no  pheno- 
mena] strikes  were  recorded,  and 
with  its  capital  expended  and  its 
stockholders  disappointed,  the  com 

panj  finally  abandoned  the  enter- 
prise. Numerous  private  en- 
deavors in  the  same  direction  were 
also  unsuccessful  and  for  some 
years  but  little  interest  was  taken 
in  the  oil  fields.  A  short  time 
ago,  however,  another  boom  was 
started  and  oil  locations  by  the 
hundreds  have  since  been  filed. 
"There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the 
richest  oil  fields  in  the  world  aro

It  would  be  strange  if  the  pres- 
ent oil  boom  did   not  bring    to  the 
front    conscienceless  promotors  of 
fake    oil   schemes    seeking   to    get 
rich  out  ofagulible  public  instead 
of   legitimate  production.      There 
1  are  several    kinds    and  grades  of 
these  stock   fakirs.      Most  of  them 
tried    to   sell    at    home    to 
friends   and   others,   stock    in  oil 
companies  whose  assets  consisted 
of  a  patch    of  sage   brush    in    the 
same  county  with  an  oil  well,  but 
it  could  not  be  expected   that  the 
Napoleons  of  the  fake  oil  business

in  the  Mattole  country.  The  testi- 
mony of  experts  has  always  been 
of  a  most  glowing  nature  and  but 
for  a  lack  of  capital  development 
of  these  fields  would  have  been 
much  farther  advanced  many  years 
ago." 

"J.  W.  McGowan,  who  repre- 
sents a  Pittsburg  firm  which  has 
leased  oil  lands  in  the  Mattole  dis- 
trict of  Humboldt  county  tells  the 
following  to  the  Humboldt  Times: 
"  1  have  examined  the  ccuuty 
from  Bear  river  to  Briceland  and 
find  two  different  formations.  One 
of  sand  stone  running  in  a  south- 
easterly and  northwesterly  direc- 
tion and  the  other  of  shale  extend- 
ing from  a  few  miles  this  side  of 
Petrolia  and  along  the  coast  to  the 
Kooskie  mountains.  An  examina- 
tion of  strata  at  Pt.  Arena  dis- 
closed oil  seepage  which  demon- 
strates that  the  belt  runs  along  the 
'  coast. 


the  formal  expression  of  the  opin- 
ion and  attitude  of  the  California 
Petroleum  Miners'  Association  re- 
garding the  oil  companies  specifi- 
cally mentioned  therein,  and  ind- 
rectly  of  all  other  fake  companies 
that  may  be  operating  in  Cali- 
fornia.

Ther,e  companies  have  been  for 
some  time  flooding  the  East  with 
costly  advertisements,  promising 
wonderful  returns  to  gullible  buy- 
ers of  stock,  while  the  basis  of  the 
promised  early  dividends  has  re- 
mained principally  the  imagination 
of  the  enterprising  promoters. 

In  investigating  and  condemn- 
ing these  fake  operations  the  Cali- 
fornia Petroleum  Miners'  Associa- 
tion is  simply  fulfilling  one  of  the 
purposes  for    which  it  was   organ- 


would  call  the  home  field  big 
enough.  These  Napoleons  of  fake 
mining  schemes,  whether  oil, 
quartz,  placer,  copper,  or  what 
not,  always  go  East  or  "  across  the 
pond"  to  blow  their  horns  and 
boom  their  stocks. 

So  it  is  only  to  be  expected  that 
the  Eastern  press  shall  flame  now 
and  then  with  big  and  costly  ad- 
vertisements of  great  companies 
and  great  properties  that  will 
surely  afford  startling  dividends  a 
week  or  two  from  next  Tuesday 
and  that  glowing  prospectuses  of 
the  same  sort  shall  be  widely 
scattered  there. 

One  such  enterprise  appears  to 
be  that  of  the  Big  Panoche  Oil 
company,  and  regarding  this  com- 
pany and  its  stock  operations  this

HOW  KERN  BOOMS. 


Interesting    Observations    By   a 
Leading  Oil  Man, 

H.  C.  Park,  secretary  of  the 
Peerless  Oil  Company,  returned 
during  the  week  from  the  Kern 
river  field  and  gave  some  interest- 
ing observations  to  the  Pacific 
Oil  RePORTER. 

"The  most  conservative  man 
competent  to  form  judgments  who 
visits  and  investigates  the  Kern 
river  field  must  come  away  im- 
pressed with  the  fact  of  the  im- 
mensity of  its  resources  and  the 
greatness  of  its  future,"  declared 
Mr.  Park.  "I  would  hazard  no 
guess  as  to  the  amount  of  oil  that 
waits  to  be  pumped  from  those 
remarkable  sands,  but  it  will  as- 
tonish the  public  when  it  is  made 
apparent.  The  productive  area 
developed  is  now  about  three  by 
three  and  one-half  miles  in  size 
or  about  ten  square  miles.  The 
logs  of  the  Peerless  wells  show 
200  feet  of  productive  oil  sand 
in  747  feet.  Deeper  wells  have 
shown  that  at  1000  feet  there 
is  to  be  added  200  feet  of  still 
more  productive  strata.  It  has 
been  shown  that  the  lower  the 
strata  the  more  productive  they 
are.  The  capacity  of  a  body  of 
oil  sand  400  feet  by  ten  square 
miles,  has  not  been  figured  out  by 
me.  The  deepest  well  in  the  pro- 
ductive area  is  now  1060  feet 
deep  I  believe.  What  lies  below 
that  is  absolutely  unknown.  Any 
sane  man  can  conservatively  fig- 
ure from  this  showing  of  sand  an 
astonishing  reserve  of  oil. 

"  I  could  not  tell  with  accuracy 
the  total  present  output  nor  the 
capacity  of  the  completed  wells. 
The  output  has  heretofore  been 
greatly  limited  by  the  cost  and 
difficulty  of  getting  out  the  oil. 
The  haulage  of  about  five  miles  to 
Bakersfield  at  a  cost  of  about  18 
cents  a  barrel  has  been  a  serious 
matter  and  many  of  the  completed 
wells  have  remained  plugged  and 
unperforated.  I  should  say  that 
there  are  now  fifty  completed 
wells  with  drilling  rigs  being  op- 
erated all  over  the  field.  Devel- 
opments are  now  so  rapid  that  we 
don't  pretend  to  keep  close  track 
of  the  field  any  longer. 

"  The  shallow  wells,  which  are 
those  first  driven,  give  the  small- 
est yield  and  the  most  productive 
are  the  deeper  ones.  One  well  is 
reported  to  yield  200  barrels  a 
day  and  several  will  yield  over 
100.  Perhaps  the  average  capac- 
ity of  the  fifty  wells  would  be  40 
bairels.  If  so  that  would  be  2000 
barrels  a  day,  60,000  a  month  and 
720,000  a  year.  Some  leading  op- 
erators estimate  the  present  possi- 
ble capacity  of  producing  wells 
at  from  2500  to  3000  barrels.  The 
capacity  of  the  field  will  of  course, 
be  greatly  increased  by  the  wells 
now  being  drilled. 

"  The  new  branch  railroad  will  at 
once  increase  production.  When 
I  left  Tuesday  evening  it  was  com- 
pleted and  operating.  It  starts 
from  Jewett  on  the  main  line  a 
little  north  of  Bakersfield  and  runs 
seven  miles  up  the  river  to  section 
3,  29-28.  A  spur  from  the  branch 
has  been  started  to  run  along  the 
east  side  of  4,  29-28  and  3,28-28 
and  3,  28-28  up  "  28  Gulch"  about 
2j^  miles.  There  is  talk  of  an- 
other spur  across  5,29-28  and 
32,  28-28  and  perhaps  into  29,  28- 
28.  The  railroad  charges  are  the 
same  as  from  Bakersfield  and  the 
producers  now  will  save  the  cost 
of  haulage  to  Bakersfield  minus 
small  cost  of  reaching  the  branch 


road.     The  idle  wells  will  now  be 
perforated  and  pumped. 

"  The  yield  of  the  wells  varies 
with  the  sand  pumping  done. 
The  sand  about  the  bottom  clogs 
up  the  perforations  and  fills  the 
bottoms  of  the  wells,  lessening  the 
flow.  Each  sand  pumping  natu- 
rally makes  the  yield  better  by 
increasing  the  cavity  about  the 
bottom  of  the  well  and  the  loose- 
ness of  the  ground.  Some  wells 
are  kept  in  good  condition  in  this 
respect  and  some  are  not.  The 
field  requires  a  good  deal  of  sand 
pumping,  but  still  the  trouble  is 
not  relatively  a  serious  matter. 

"The  field  has  its  peculiarities 
which  will  become  better  under- 
stood and  handled.  No  such 
depths  of  productive  oil  sand's 
have  ever  been  known  before.  In 
most  of  the  field  the  water  problem 
has  been  solved  by  water  wells. 
Except  in  one  part  of  the  field 
where  strangely  no  water  has 
been  found  the  well  supply  is 
abundant.  In  some  cases  a  water 
well  has  been  driven  close  to  the 
oil  well  under  the  same  derrick. 
No,  the  bailer  is  used  for  sand 
pumping  only  in  the  Kern  river 
field.  Over  in  the  Sunset  field 
which  I  visited,  the  bailer  is  used 
for  taking  out  the  oil.  The  sand 
there  is  fine  and  interferes  with 
the  pumps,  and  the  bailer  is  also 
more  economical  because  the  yield 
is  rather  small  and  it  is  cheaper  to 
bail  wells  in  turn  than  to  put  up 
expensive  pumping  plants. 

"  Yes,  its  a  lively  region  now. 
Bakersfield  itself  does  not  appear 
so  lively  since  the  branch  road  be- 
gan operating  because  the  strings 
of  teams  hauling  in  oil  and  haul- 
ing out  machinery  and  supplies 
are  missed  from  the  streets  but 
the  business  is  being  done  and  in 
increasing  volume.  At  night  the 
oil  men  fill  the  hotels  in  town, 
handing  gold  bricks  to  each  other 
and  dreaming  pipe  dreams  to  beat 
the  band. 

"As  to  the  future  of  the  market 
— I  know  by  talking  with  large 
consumers  that  the  economy  of 
fuel  oil  is  being  widely  realized 
and  all  concede  that  the  consump- 
tion will  be  vastly  increased.  I 
know  that  large  consumers  are 
willing  to  make  long-term  con- 
tracts now,  which  shows  confi- 
dence that  prices  will  not  break. 
The  market  can  be  greatly  en- 
larged by  cultivation.  We  have 
the  coal  man  to  compete  with  and 
know  that  we  can  do  better  for 
the  power  user  than  the  coal  man 
with  little  or  no  reduction  of  cur 
rent  prices.  There  may  possibly 
be  a  slight  slump  if  increased  pro- 
duction overtakes  consumption  be- 
fore new  consumers  are  ready  to 
care  for  the  product,  but  the  mar- 
ket will  greatly  expand  and  take 
care  of  all  the  output.  There  is  a 
great  deal  of  drilling  going  on  in 
many  districts  and  a  great  deal  of 
talk  and  prophecy  about  what 
they  will  do,  and  if  every  new 
well  being  drilled  in  the  state  be- 
came a  producer  there  would  be 
overproduction.  If  all  the  wells 
should  spout  like  the  mouths  of 
promoters,  the  state  would  be 
flooded  with  oil.  But  there  will 
be  more  dry  wells  than  producing 
wells,  and  I  have  no  fear  whatever 
of  overproduction.  In  the  Kern 
field  oil  nets  the  producer  about 
90  cents  now  and  that  is  a  reason- 
able return  that  will  be  reduced 
little  if  any." 


OIL  AND  WATER. 


How  They  Are  Mixing  in  the  Pres- 
ent Development. 

That  the  oil  industry  will  in- 
directly prove  a  blessing  to 
extensive  rich,  but  now  arid 
and  barren  regions  of  the  San 
Joaquin  valley  by  developing 
water  supplies  which  will  in  time 
make  gardens  of  sage  brush  wastes 
is  one  of  the  interesting  features 
of  the  oil  industry  at  this  early 
stage.  The  following  from  the 
Los  Angeles  Herald  on  such  re 
suits  in  Southern  California  illus 
strates  this  point  with  reference  to 
the  valley: 

"  From  many  portions  of  South 
efn  California  reports  are  being 
received  from  time  to  time  that 
the  drilling  for  oil  is  resulting  in 
the  location  of  water  which  may 
prove  to  be  of  great  value.  It  is 
not  necessary  to  go  away  from 
home  to  find  this  condition,  for  on 
the  outskirts  of  the  oil  belt  through 
the  local  field,  especially  in  the 
western  extension,  there  has  been 
developed  a  considerable  supply 
of  water,  though  it  is  not  known 
that  any  serious  effort  is  being 
made  to  utilize  it.  In  that  section 
there  is  a  large  body  of  land  on 
which  the  water  would  be  highly 
beneficial,  and  there  can  be  little 
doubt  that  the  land  and  water  will 
be  brought  together. 

"  One  of  the  best  finds  yet  made 
in  this  line,  so  far  as  can  be  judged 
by  rather  meagre  reports  at  hand, 
is  that  of  the  San  Jacinto  Oil  com 
pany,  near  Moreno.  There  is  a 
sort  of  reciprocity  in  thin.  A  few 
months  since  a  well  was  sunk  600 
feet  for  water  in  that  section,  and 
evidences  of  oil  were  found, 
prompting  the  sinking  of  the  well 
now  being  drilled,  while  in  sinking 
for  oil,  water  is  found  in  good 
quantity  at  a  depth  of  200  feet. 
Moreno  is  badly  in  need  of  water. 
The  town  was  brought  into  exist 
fence  by  the  Bear  Valley  com- 
pany, and  then  collapsed  because 
that  company  was  not  able  to  keep 
its  pie  dges  to  supply  water.  Since 
then  much  of  the  town  has  blown 
away,  and  what  has  remained  has 
been  about  as  forlorn  a  spot  as  any 
place  could  be.  The  land  lies  too 
high  to  get  a  water  supply  from 
the  same  source  as  Perris,  and  its 
case  has  seemed  almost  hopeless 
but  the  recent  find  may  prove  its 
salvation. 

"  From  San  Diego  county  comes 
the  report  that  considerable  water 
is  being  developed  in  the  same 
way,  and  in  other  places  where 
water  is  badly  needed  the  same 
experience  may  be  repeated, 

"It  is,  of  course,  true  that  in  many 
cases  the  water  is  at  too  low  a 
level  to  make  profitable  pumping 
possible,  but  out  of  it  all  there 
should  come  considerable  benefit. 


It  is  reported  that  a  400-barrel 
flow  has  been  struck  in  well  No.  2 
of  the  Kern  river  company  in  the 
McKittrick  district. 


Rise  of    the  Petroleum  Industry. 

Mr.  George  Partridge  of  123  Cal- 
ifornia street,  well  known  for  his 
connection  with  the  petroleum 
trade  here  and  in  the  East,  deliv- 
ered an  interesting  lecture  on  Mon- 
day evening  before  the  Academy 
of  SciencesJ  giving  a  complete  his- 
tory of  the  petroleum  industry  in 
the  United  States.  He  began  with 
the  first  well  on  Oil  Creek,  produc- 
ing but  five  barrels  daily,  and  fol- 
lowed the  growth  of  the  industry — 
the  successive  discoveries  of  the 
great  pools,  the  "Barjing  well," 
gushing  a  thousand  barrels,  the 
Phillips,  flowing  4000  barrels  per 
day  and  realizing  its  owners  $3,- 
000,000,  the  depression  that  fol- 
lowed such  success  with  no  market 


made,  reducing  price  to  ten  cents 
per  barrel,  the  recovery  and  ad- 
vance to  $10  per  barrel,  the  wild 
excitement  of  1864,  the  era  of 
stock  companies,  the  collapse  in 
1865,  the  refining  and  utilization  of 
the  crude,  theri?e  of  the  Standard 
Oil  company,  and  the  grand  total 
product  of  one  thousand  million 
barrels,  rising  gradually  from  200 
barrels  in  i860,  to  60,000,000  in 
1899,  pouring  into  the  lap  of  com- 
merce at  an  average  of  $1,  the 
grand  sum  of  $1,000,000,000  for  the 
crude  alone,  and  more  than  twice 
that  for  the  refined  product-  Such 
a  harvest  the  East  had  reaped  from 
the  narrow  Apallachian  belt. 

It  stands  a  great  object  lesson 
to  California,  and  the  small  devel- 
opment of  our  coast  oil  belt,  gives 
every  encouragement  to  expect 
here  the  production  of  vast 
wealth  in  the  next  forty  years. 
Capital  is  surer  of  reward  than 
in  gold  mining,  and  there  is 
every  incentive  to  unearth  this 
logical  substitute  for  coal.  Yet 
our  press  hardly  notices  this  in-  • 
dustry.  The  southern  part  of  the 
state  is  seething  with  activity  and 
making  new  discoveries  of  oil,  ad- 
ding hundreds  of  thousands  al- 
most daily  to  the  wealth  of  Cali- 
fornia. A  column  over  a  nugget 
in  Nome  and  pages  of  wisdom 
on  the  Belgian  hare! 

The  lecture  was  pronounced  one 
of  the  most  interesting  of  the 
Academy  series  and  was  frequent- 
ly   applauded. 


Gas  Possibilities. 

In  nearly  every  portion  of  the 
Kern  River  field  gas  has  been 
struck  in  considerable  quantities. 
If  it  has  not  been  cased  off  it  has 
generally  been  allowed  to  go  to 
waste,  only  one  attempt  having 
been  made  to  utilize  it  as  fuel  and 
this  was  abandoned  because  of  an 
explosion  which  came  near  costing 
a  workman's  life.  The  most  re- 
cent discovery  of  gas  is  in  the 
Grace  No.  3,  and  the  pressure  was 
so  great  as  to  lift  700  feet  of  water 
out  of  the  hole  and  blow  out 
cobblestones  some  of  which  were 
as  large  as  turkey  eggs.  This 
great  pressure  naturally  leads  to 
the  conclusion  that  gas  may  ex- 
ist in  commercial  quantities.  In 
case  the  strikes  have  not  been 
mere  pockets,  there  may  come  a 
time  when  it  will  be  put  to  use 
and  conducted  to  Bakersfield, 
either  in  its  natural  state  or  in  the 
form  of  electricity  developed  by 
gas   fed   machinery. — Californian. 


Kreyenhagen's      Promise. 

Reports  from  the  Kreyen- 
hagen  district  are  that  the  wells 
now  being  drilled  on  the  Black 
Mountain  and  Kreyenhagen  prop- 
erties are  likely  to  bring  in  oil  at 
any  time  now,  the  indications  be- 
ing very  favorable,  says  the  Han- 
ford  Journal.  In  fact,  on  Tuesday, 
at  a  depth  of  1160  feet  the  Black 
Mountain  had  15  feet  of  oil  in  the 
well  from  the  first  sand  and  drill- 
ing has  since  been  going  on  for 
the  second  s?.nd.  The  Kreyen- 
hagen well  was  down  1280  feet  on 
Tuesday,  and  as  both  the  wells 
mentioned  are  close  together,  if 
one  brings  oil  the  other  is  likely 
to. 


The  Fulton  Iron  Works  of  San 
Francisco  is  now  constructing  a 
drilling  rig,  or  rather  double  drill- 
ing rig,  which  can  be  converted  in 
a  few  minutes  time  from  a  Stand- 
ard to  a  Rotary  drilling  outfit. 
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OCEAN  OIL  WELLS. 


Interesting    Legal  Problems  of  a 
Novel  Field. 

One  of  the  interesting  features 
of  the  petroleum  industry  in  Cali- 
fornia is  the  pumping  of  oil  from 
wells  sunk  oft  the  coast  shore  line 
from  wharves  crossing  the  belt  of 
tide  land  between  high  and  low- 
water  mark  and  extending  beyond 
low  water  mark  into  the  ocean. 

At  Sumnierland  oil  yielding 
formations  are  found  to  pitch  out 
under  the  sea.  and  the  gradually 
shelving  ocean  floor  makes  it  pos- 
sible to  thus  build  wharves  a 
thousand  feet  or  more  into  the 
ocean.  Well  casing  is  dropped  to 
the  sandy  bottom  and  then  driven 
downward  w  ith  the  drilling  to  the 
underlying  oil  sands  from  which 
the  oil  is  pumped.  Nowhere  else 
in  the  world  is  mining  conducted 
vnder  the  sea.  The  most  active 
and  valuable  part  of  the  Summer 
land  field  is  now  this  watery  area 
and  wharves  and  wells  are  rapidly 
multiplying.  The  property  rights 
are  thus  extensive.  Elsewhere 
along  the  coast  there  are  indica- 
tions of  similar  submarine  oil 
fields  and  operations  may  be  pro- 
fitably conducted  elsewhere  along 
the  coast. 

The  problem  of  how  minirjg 
rights  may  be  acquired  and  main- 
tained under  these  conditions  is 
interesting  and  important.  Exist- 
ing laws  were  made  for  conditions 
that  required  them.  Oceanic  min- 
ing never  before  demanded  legis- 
lation and  judicial  consideration. 
Existing  laws  attend  the  oil  miner 
across  both  private  and  govern- 
ment property  to  the  highwater 
mark  and  there  leave  him  "all  at 
sea." 

The  land  between  high  and  low 
water  mark  is  exclusively  under 
state  jurisdiction  except  for  the 
Federal  right  to  regulate  naviga- 
tion. Beyond  low  water  mark  the 
ocean  floor  to  the  three-mile  limit 
belongs  to  the  state  in  the  case  of 
California,  but  its  control  is  more 
fully  in  the  hands  of  the  govern- 
ment. The  state  could  by  legisla- 
tion bestow  rights  to  mine  on  its 
tide  lands  but  it  has  never  done 
so.  The  same  is  to  be  said  of  the 
Federal  government.  The  miner 
is  thus  now  a  trespasser,  mining 
by  suffrance  only.  The  oil  miner 
on  his  wharf  is  like  the  fisherman 
in  his  boat.  Each  may  preserve 
his  wharf  and  boat  as  personal 
property  and  keep  his  oil  or  fish 
until  the  sovereign  tells  him  to 
movi  on,  but  neither  may  eject 
another  or  sell  any  title  to  the 
spot  where  he  labors. 

For  a  good  while  there  has  been 
much  controversy  at  Summerland 
over  rights  to  bore  from  wharves. 
Once  a  mob  tore  down  derricks  on 
tide  lands.  One  company  tried  to 
enclose  a  large  area  with  a  quad- 
rangular wharf.  Other  disputes 
have  arisen. 

The  question  of  these  rights  has 
for  the  first  time  been  judicially 
passed  upon  in  the  case  of  the 
Acme  Oil  and  Mining  Co.  vs.  H. 
L.  Williams  by  Superior  Judge 
Day  of  Santa  Barbara  county  as 
noted  by  the  Pacific  Oii,  Re- 
porter last  week.  Williams,  four 
years  ago,  leased  an  "oil  claim', 
below  high  water  mark  to  plain- 
tiff and  finally  a  suit.involving  the 
property  rights  arose.  The  court 
held  that  the  lands  could  not  be 
leased,  except  by  the  state;  that 
•'  whatever  title  there  is  belongs  to 
the  state  for  the  use  of  all  its  in- 
habitants";that  "thesovereign  may 
rant  rights  and  privileges  and 
ven  title  but  it  is  not  its  policy  to 


so";  that  "there  can  lie  no  ex

A.  11.  Ricketts.  the    well  ki 
mining  attorney,   ha*  given  some 
special    studv  to    this  novel   prob- 
lem  and   sum.-,   up   his  opinion    ,  I 
the  law  involved  as  follows 

"  The  territorial  boundary  of 
this  State,  by  its  constitution  and 
the  conditions  of  its  admission  into 
the  union  extends  three  English 
miles  from  the  low  water  line  into 
the  ocean,  the  bed  of  which  to 
that  distance  is  the  property  of 
the  state,  but  the  United  States 
exercises  dominion  for  the  pur- 
poses of  navigation,  etc.  as  it  does 
over  the  navigable  rivers  of  the 
state,  its  beds  of  which  are  the 
property  of  the  state.  All  nations 
have  a  common  right  to  use  such 
waters  for  the  purposes  of  com- 
merce, notwithstanding  the  state's 
ownership.  The  state  is  thus  the 
absolute  owner  of  the  ocean  bed 
described,  subject  to  the  para- 
mount right  of  navigation  regu- 
lated by  the  Federal  government. 
In  my  opinion  the  state  has  the 
right  to  regulate  the  mining  of  the 
beds  of  all  navigable  waters  within 
its  territorial  limits,  but  it  has  not 
done  so.  No  person  can  legally 
acquire  any  rights  to  mine  the 
same  without  the  consent  of  the 
state  and  if  such  consent  be 
granted  by  the  state  it  must  be 
subject  to  the  paramount  right  of 
the  navigator. 

"In  the  absence  of  permission  by 
the  state  to  mine,  an  action  in 
ejectment  in  the  name  of  the  state 
could  be  maintained  or  the  miner 
may  be  enjoined  from  proceeding 
to  mire.  Mining  plants  might  be 
condemned  as  public  nuisances. 
The  miner  is  here  technically  a 
trespasser.  But  as  against  every- 
one but  the  state  the  appropriator 
is  the  owner  of  minerals  he  ex- 
tracts from  such  soils.  Like  the 
fish  in  the  water  they  are  the 
property  of  him  who  takes  them. 
Until  the  state  ejects  him  the  oil 
miner  has  simply  the  protection  of 
the  laws  governing  the  public 
peace  for  another  could  not  legally 
tear  down  his  wharf  by  force.  No 
mining  location  can  be  made  be- 
cause the  Federal  mining  laws 
apply  only  to  public  lands  of  the 
United  States  and  the  ground  in 
question  is  the  property  of  the 
state." 

The  oceanic  oil  fields  of  Califor- 
nia are  thus  simply  open  to  those 
who  can  get  oil  out  of  them  while 
no  government  interferes,  but  his 
"  mine"  is  not  property  and  one 
man  may  run  a  wharf  or  sink  a 
well  as  close  to  his  neighbor's  as 
he  can  get  without  getting  arrested 
for  participating  in  a  public  dis- 
turbance. It  would  seem  that  it 
would  be  judicious  for  the  legis- 
lature to  pass  laws  regulating  the 
mining  of  its  tide  lands  and  the 
beds  of  its  navigable  waters  and 
protecting  the  enterprising  in- 
vestor of  capital  in  a  valuable  in- 
dustry. The  beach  miners  who 
work  beach  sands  below  high 
water  mark  have  always  so  mined 
by  suffrance,  but  these  operations 
have  never  been  extensive  enough 
to  cause  trouble.  A  gold  dredge 
working  the  bed  of  a  navigable 
stream  is  in  a  similar  position.

Hard  Luck  Stories. 

The  valley  oil  lands,  which  so 
long  went  begging  at  $2.50  an 
acre  and  which  now  command 
hundreds  or  thousands  per  acre, 
have,  of  course  started  ,  a  good 
many  hard  luck  stories  by  people 
who  could  or  might  but  didn't. 
One  sample  is  given  by  the 
Bakersfield  Californian  as  follows: 

"  An  association  of  Tulareans 
are  bewailing  their  hard  luck.  A 
number  of  years  ago  they  con- 
tracted to  buy  every  odd  section 
in  28-28  and  they  kept  up  their 
payments  for  a  long  time,  but 
finally  when  the  sheep  business 
had  run  down,  the  land  would  not 
yield  interest  and  was  turned 
back.  The  railroad  offered  all 
sorts  of  concessions  to  induce  them 
to  stay  with  their  proposition,  but 
they  were  determined  to  get  out 
of  it  and  they  did,  thus  letting  at 
least  $5,000,000  slip  through  their 
fingers." 


A  Santa   Barbara. 

There  has  been  some  wavering 
in  the  interest  in  oil  during  the 
past  few  weeks,  so  far  as  the  gen- 
eral public  is  concerned.  Three 
months  ago  the  interest  was  at  its 
height,  but  this  seemed  to  grad- 
ually die  down  for  a  time,  with 
the  advent  of  warm  weather  and 
the  disposition  of  the  people  to 
run  away  from  business.  But 
again  a  change  appears  to  have 
come  over  the  people,  and  today 
plans  are  being  laid  on  a  greater 
basis  than  ever  before,  while 
scores  of  capitalists  at  home  and 
abroad  are  taking  fiinancial  inter- 
est in  the  work  of  developing  the 
industry.  There  appears  to  be 
considerably  less  disposion  to  try 
to  get  something  for  nothing,  and 
the  companies  now  being  brought 
to  the  front  appear  to  be  adopting 
a  more  conservative  method  than 
some  of  the  companies  organized 
a  few  months  since. — Santa  Bar- 
bara Independent. 

False  Prospectuses. 

There  is  no  excuse  for  such  de- 
liberate misstatements  as  this  from 
a  prospectus  recently  issued: 
"The  lands  are  situated  between 
the  famous  Sunset  and  McKittrick 
districts,  in  neither  of  which  has 
a  dry  well  been  bored."  To 
state  what  is  known  to  be  untrue 
for  the  purpose  of  selling  stock  to 
the  public,  may  not  be  defined  as 
a  crime  by  statute,  but  there  is  no 
way  of  evading  the  conclusion 
that  it  is  an  attempt  to  obtain 
money  by  false  and  fraudulent 
pretenses — -Bakersfield  Californian 

Closing  a  Gap. 

The  belt  of  territory  between 
the  Sunset  and  McKittrick  dis- 
tricts is  b.-ing  actively  prospected 
with  encouraging  results  and  there 
s  every  possibility  that  the  two 
districts  may  become  united  by  a 
string  of  producing  wells.  The 
anticlines  which  hold  the  de- 
veloped oil  of  the  two  districts  are 
in  line  and  it  is  quite  possible  that 
each  will  be  found  to  be  a  con- 
tinuation of  the  other  though  it 
has  not  yet  been  traced  through 
the  intervening  territory. 

The  Globe  company,  Kern 
county,  hasT*succeeded  in  casing 
off  the  water  from  the  first  thirty 
feet  of  sand  in  its  third  well. 
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There  is  no  need  of  the  use  of 
fraudulent  meth- 
Fraudulent  ods  in  connec- 
Methods.  tion  with  the  oil 

industry  of  Cali- 
fornia, either  in  selling  stock  or 
otherwise.  A  few  months  will 
place  California  at  the  head  of 
the  oil  producing  states,  and  thou- 
sands of  acres  that  a  year  ago 
were  worthless  will  be  valued  at 
thousands  of  dollars  an  acre  on  ac- 
count of  their  proved  oil  producing 
capabilities.  Those  who  invest  in 
the  stock  of  wisely  managed  and 
successful  oil  companies  will  reap 
rich  financial  rewards.  To  sell 
the  stock  of  these  companies  it  is 
not  necessary  to  use  misrepresen- 
tations and  misleading  advertise- 
ments. The  companies  repre- 
sented by  the  California  Oil  De- 
velopment Co.,  viz:  The  Big 
Panoche,  Old  Glory  and  Hawkeye 
State  companies,  have  advertised 
in  the  Eastern  papers  and  made 
statements  which  are  absolutely 
false  but  these  have  attracted  at- 
tention and  have  been  the  means 
of  selling  much  stock. 

The  California  Petroleum  Min- 
ers' Association  has  passed  a  res- 
olution condemning  the  methods 
of  these  companies,  and  warning 
possible  investors  to  examine  care- 
fully into  the  affairs  of  these  com- 
panies before  investing.  It  is  to 
be  hoped,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
these  companies  are  located  on 
land  said  to  have  great  possibili- 
ties of  oil,  that  these  companies 
will  see  fit  to  expend  in  develop- 
ment some  of  the  money  they  are 
now  spending  for  eastern  adver- 
tising, and  rent  of  luxurious  east- 
ern offices.

The  Big  Panoche  company  has 
opened  palatial  offices  in  Chicago 
and   has   also   opened  offices,   we 

understand,  in  St.  Louis  and  Pitts- 
burg. 

A  recent  issue  of  a  Chicago  paper 
contains  a  column  advertisement, 
of  which  the  following  are  ex- 
tracts : 

"  Last  chance  to  purchase  Cali- 
fornia oil  stock  at  $4  per  share." 

"These  three  companies  are  now 
sinking  wells  in  the  choicest  sec- 
tion of  California  oil  fields,  controll- 
ing 4000  acres.  Oil  has  been  struck 
in  the  Big  Panoche  and  Old  Glory 
wells  number  1,  and  is  expected 
almost  daily  in  the  Hawkeye  State. 
It  can  safely  be  predicted  that  two 
out  of  the  three  mentioned  compa- 
nies will  pay  DIVIDENDS  OF  FROM 
2  TO  5  PER  CENT.  PER  MONTH  IN- 
SIDE OF  SIXTY  DAYS." 

"The  leading  investors  of  both 
the  east  and  west  are  putting  their 
money  into  our  three  leading  com- 
panies." 

The  rest  of  the  column  adver- 
tisement contains  similar  exagger- 
ated statements  tending  to  mislead 
the  public  as  to  the  value  of  the 
shares- 

This  advertisement  was  signed, 
"  California  Oil  Development  com- 
pany, 703  Chicago  Stock  Exchange 
building,  corner  La  Salle  and 
Washington  streets,  Chicago.  Of- 
fice open  evenings  to    9  o'clock." 

In  regard  to  the  question,  "  who 
is  the  or  what  is  the  California  Oil 
Development  company,"  the  Los 
Angeles  Times  has  the  following: 

A  MAN  AND  A    NAME. 

"The  California  Oil  Development  Com- 
pany, Chicago  office,  seventh  floor  Chi- 
cago Stock  Exchange  building;  St.  Louis 
office,  sixteenth  floor  Chemical  building; 
Pittsburgh  office,  third  floor  Marine  Bank 
building;  Los  Angeles  office,  fifth  floor 
JLaughlin  building;  San  Francisco  office, 
fourth  flocr  Adams,  building"— all  the 
above  is  the  signature  of  the  concern  that 
is  accomplishing  the  paradoxical  feat  of 
selling  stock  in  the  Old  Glory  Oil  Com- 
pany to  easterners  for  75  cents  per  share 
when  the  stock  is  sold  on  the  floors  of  the 
Los  Angeles  Exchanges  at  4  and  4K 
cents. 

The  California  Oil  Development  Com- 
pany is  not  a  corporation;  it  is  not  a 
stock  company;  it  is  simply  a  name 
chosen  by  oil  promoters  under  which  to 
sell  their  stock  10  gullible  easterners.  Ac- 
cording 10  statements  made  by  a  leading 
spirit  in  the  Old  Glory  Company,  C.  C. 
Morrison,  who  also  acts  as  treasurer  of 
the  Old  Glory  Company,  is  the  whole 
California   Oil    Development  Company. 


"C.  C.  Morrison"  looks  little,  but  the  long 
name  and  many  addresses  above  given 
appear  "hefty";  yet  C.  C.  Morrison  and 
the  California  Oil  Development  Com- 
pany of  Chicago,  St.  Louis,  Pittsburgh 
and  divers  other  places  are  one  and  the 
same. 

Tali*  ADVERTISING. 

It  will  be  notic£d  that  the  many  offices 
of  Mr.  "California  Oil  and  Development 
Co.,"  alias  Morrison,  are  located  on  high 
floors  of  lofty  buildings,  but  the  altitude 
is  small  when  compared  with  the  sky- 
scraping  statements  foisted  upon  an 
open-mouthed  public  in  the  advertise- 
ments of  the  "company. " 

On  Sunday,  July  8,  1900,  a  full  page  of 
the  Chicago  Times-Herald  was  occupied 
with  a  flam bouyant  announcement  made 
by  the  California  Oil  Development  Com- 
pany. The  same  advertisement  was 
piiutedin  other  Chicago  dailies,  taking 
up  full  pages  in  many  and  only  a  column 
in  some  of  the  newspapers.  "Fields  of 
Fortune!"  is  the  alliter.  tive  wording  of 
the  leading  line.  Then  follows  a  picture 
of  a  "California  well  spouting  1200  bar- 
rels of  oil  per  diem,"  (name  of  the  well 
not  given,)  and  other  alluring  cuts.

All  advertisements  of  the  Old  Glory 
and  collateral  companies  slate  that  all 
funds  taken  in  are  to  go  for  development 
The  following  extracts  from  the  "general 
expense  account"  in  the  ledger  of  the  Old 
Glory  Company  show  where  some  of  the 
local  money  that  was  supposed  to  sink 
wells  went  to: 

Item :  "March  26,  1900 — Eastern  ( rip, 
C.  C.  Morrison,  $1500." 

Item:  "April  12,  1900 — Eastern  trip, 
$500." 

Item:  "April  19,  1900 — Eastern  trip 
J5oo. 

Item:  "May  4,  1900 — Western  Union 
telegrams,  to  C.  C.  Morrison,  Jioo." 

STOCKHOLDERS    AROUSED 

The  above  figure  was  secured  by  a 
stockholder  in  the  company  while  mak- 
ing a  casual  glance  at  the  concern's 
books.  Shareholders  have  repeatedly 
asked  to  be  allowed  to  inspect  the  books 
of  the  co  mpany  as  was  their  legal  right, 
and  so  far  as  could  be  determined  the 
above-described  glance  is  the  only  view 
that  any  stockholder  ontside  of  those 
"on  the  inside"  has  been  allowed  to  have 
of  the  corporation  records.  In  c  ne  case 
a  stockholder  made  a  demand  through 
an  attorney  for  a  look  at  the  books,  and 
a  director  in  the  company  is  reported  to 
have  said  :  "I  will  not  allow  it.  I  will  go 
behind  prison  bars  before  you  shall  see 

those  books."

Three  thousand  shares  of  Old  Glory 
stock  sold  July  23,  on  the  floor  of  the  Cal- 
ifornia Oil  and  Stock  Exchange  in  this 
city  at  4  cents  per  share.  Another  lot 
sold  later  at  4^  c  nts  per  share. 

The  Chicago  prices  were:  Big  Panoche, 
$3  per  share;  Old  Glory,  75  cents  per 
share ;  and  Hawkeye  State,  25  cents  per 
share. 

A  gentleman  officially  connected 
with  the  Sonthern  Pacific  Company 
this  week  received  a  letter  from  a 
reliable  party  in  Chicago  to  the 
effect  that  the  Big  Panoche  Com- 
pany is  credited  with  selling  many 
thousands  of  dollars  wortnof  stock 
in  Chicago.  The  assertion  is  made 
that  within  the  last  two  months 
this  company,  through  its  Eastern 
agents,  has  sold  $100,000  worth  of 
stock.  Week  before  last  the  man- 
ager of  one  of  the  leading  compa- 
nies in  the  Panoche  district,  a 
company  which  is  drilling  a  well 
not  very  far  from  where  the  rig  of 
the  Big  Panoche  Company  is  lo- 
cated, stated  to  the  editor  of  the 
Paific  Oil  Reporter  that  the 
Big  Panoche  Company  was  only 
down  a  few  feet  in  its  well;  that 
its  machinery  was  entirely  inade- 
quate to  drill  a  well  to  any  consid- 
erable depth,  and  that  as  a  matter 
of  fact,  for  nearly  a  month  no  work 


of  any  kind  has  been  done  at  the 
well  of  the  Big  Panoche  Oil  Com- 
pany, and  that  a  small  iorcfwasat 
work  on  the  well  of  the  Old  Glory 
Company. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  statements 
of  the  Big  Panoche  Company  as 
contained  in  the  Chicago  advertise- 
ment are  absolute  falsehoods  tend- 
ing to  mislead  the  public.

days  is  another  falsehood  as  ob- 
vious as  it  is  rank. 

Some  time  ago  the  Pacific  Oil 
Reporter  did  some  advertising 
for  the  Big  Panoche  company,  be- 
lieving at  that  time  the  company 
was  acting  in  good  faith  and  was 
operating  machinery  sufficient  in 
power  to  drill  a  well  to  the  oil 
sand.  The  advertisement  of  the 
Big  Panoche  company  is  taken 
from  this  issue  of  the  Oil  Re- 
porter, as  it  is  the  rule  of  this 
paper  to  allow  no  company  to  use 
its  space  for  advertising  purposes 
in  which  it  does  not  have  the  full- 
est confidence.  The  Big  Panoche 
company  has  forfeited  all  claims  in 
the  estimation  of  this  paper  for 
further  patronage  from  the  invest- 
ing public  on  account  of  its  willful 
misrepresentation,  especially  in 
the  East.  No  advertising  of  any 
matter  from  this  company  will  be 
allowed  in  these  columns. 

The  worst  feature  of  the  misrep- 
resentations of  the  Big  Panoche 
and  its  associated  companies  Is 
that  it  casts  a  reflection  upon  other 
companies  who  are  honest  both  in 
their  work  and  their  methods  of 
advertising.  There  is  no  doubt  but 
that  Fresno-San  Benito  district  is 
one  of  the  coming  oil  districts  of 
California.  Geologists  unite  in 
pronouncing  that  the  geological 
formations  of  this  district  give 
promise  of  abundant  oil  to  be  found 
at  no  great  depth.  Several  com- 
panies are  now  drilling  with  the 
latest  and  most  powerful  machinery 
manned  by  competent  gangs  of 
workmen.  Neverthe'ess,  when  it 
becomes  generally  known  that  the 
Big  Panoche  and  its  associated 
companies  have  obtained  thous- 
ands of  dollars  from  Eastern  invest- 
ors through  misrepresentations, 
the  odium  which  will  naturally 
fall  upon  the  Big  Panoche  com- 
pany is  liable  to  extend  to  the 
companies  operating  in  the  same 
district.  Such  should  not  be  the 
case,  as  many  if  not  all  the  com- 
panies now  formed  in  the  Fresno-

MINERS  AND  SCRIPPERS, 


Reserved  Public  Lands  Must  Soon 
Be  Proved  Mineral. 

The  conflict  between  the  scrip- 
pers  and  the  oil  miners  over  their 
respective  rights  to  oil  lands  in 
the  public  domain  has  attracted 
less  public  notice  since  the  tem- 
porary withdrawal  from  entry  by 
the  Land  Department  of  a  large 
area  of  these  lands  in  the  oil  belt 
of  the  San  Joaquin  valley,  and 
since  the  recent  decision  of  Judge 
Ross  at  Los  Angeles,  but  the  issue 
remains  a  very  live  one  and  will 
develop  a  good  deal  of  activity  be- 
fore it  is  settled. 

For  one  thing,  the  legal  issues 
involved  in  the  injunction  suit  de- 
cided by  Judge  Ross  as  well  as 
any  other  issues  involved  in  the 
situation  will  be  thoroughly  gone 
over  again  in  a  suit  instituted  be- 
fore Judge  Ross  and  in  which  the 
side  of  the  oil  miners  will  be  more 
strongly  presented  This  case  is 
that  of  Thomas  vs.  the  El  wood 
Oil  company  et  al.,  including  four 
companies  which  leased  land  from 
the  ivhvood  company.  The  action 
involves  the  title  to  oil  lands  in 
section  4,  29-28  and  a  receiver  to 
take  possession  of  the  property 
pending  adjudication  of  the  issue 
is  asked  for.  The  suit  will  de- 
termine the  title  to  all  lands  simi- 
larly claimed  by  both  scrippers 
and  miners,  and  so  indirectly  in- 
volves millions.  The  side  of  the 
oil  miners  is  represented  by  At- 
torney George  W.  Baker  and 
others.  On  the  27th  inst.  there 
will  be  a  first  hearing  in  an  order 
to  show  cause. 

The  case  is  quite  similar  to  the 
one  in  which  Judge  Ross  gave  his 
celebrated  decision,  involving 
mainly  the  issues  of  the  character 
of  the  land  and  the  facts  of  mineral 
"discovery"  and  Judge  Ross  will 
practically  be  asked  to  reverse 
himself  in  some  points.  The 
miners  regard  the  former  case  as  a 
moot  one  in  which  but  one  side 
was  really  represented.  In  the 
present  case  the  side  of  the  miners 
will  be  ably  and  strongly  pre- 
sented, as  the  issue  is  now  re- 
opened. 

Meantime,  the  Land  Department 
has  extended  the  time  during 
which  certain  public  lands  in  the 
San  Joaquin  valley  are  suspended 
from  agricultural  entry  and  an  in- 
vestigation of  their  character  is  be- 
ing made  by  a  representative  of 
the  department.  When  the  com- 
missioner of  the  General  Land 
Office  decides  whether  these  lands 
are  agricultural  or  mineral,  as  will 
be  done  in  the  not  distant  future, 
a  large  territory  may  be  reopened 
to  the  scrippers.  In  the  interim, 
however,  these  lands  are  neces- 
sarily open  to  exploration  and 
entry  as  mineral  lands,  as  the  right 
to  so  explore  and  take  up  mineral 
lands  on  the  public  domain  is 
guaranteed  by  the  law. 

The  status  of  this  matter  of  the 
suspension  of  these  lands  from 
agricultural  entry  and  the  attitude 
of  the  Land  Department  has  been 
clearly  set  forth  in  certain  recent 
correspondence  from  government 
officials  in  Washington  to  leading 

I  representatives  of  the  California 
Petroleum  Miners'  Association, 
which  originally  urged  the  step  on 
the  Land  Department  and  secured 
the  withdrawal,  thus  saving  many 
thousands  of  acres  to  the  oil 
miners. 

This  [correspondence   sets  forth 

some     facts     and     considerations, 

which  it  behooves  the  miners   to 

I'heed   at  once.     The  Pacific  Oil 

Reporter  is  able  to  state  that  the 


attitude  of  the  General  Land  Office 
is  favorable  to  the  mine] 
while  being  fair  to  all  interests  in- 
volved, but  the  miners  b 
thin>;  and 

must  do  it.  Commissioner  Her 
matin  has  justly  osed  the  discretion 
visited  in  him  to  suspend 
cultural  entries  on  lands  alleged 
by  the  miners  to  be  oil  lands 
pending  an  investigation  a?,  to 
whether  they  are  agricultural  or 
mineral. 

Special  agents  of  the  depart- 
ment have  been  and  are  still  in- 
vestigating these  lands  under  the 
direction  of  special  agent  Ryan  of 
Los  Angeles,  and  official  reports 
on  the  character  of  the  lands  are 
now  accumulating  at  Washington, 
Mineral  ami  agricultural  claimants 
are  also  piling  up  written  and 
photographic  evidence  there.  The 
California  Petroleum  Miners'  As- 
sociation is  making  a  prima  facie 
showing  as  to  the  mineral  char- 
acter of  the  lands.  Special  agent 
Ryan  has  been  directed  to  give 
the  Association  such  information 
as  he  has  gained  for  its  guidance 
and  assistance. 

On  the  evidence  thus  accumu- 
lated the  department  will  in  its 
good  time  seggregate  the  lands, 
declaring  some  agricultural  and 
some  mineral  and  then  agricultural 
lauds  will  be  open  to  any  form  of 
agricultural  entry.  The  suspen- 
sion is  simply  for  the  purpose  of 
making  this  determination.  The 
department  has  been  both  just  and 
liberal  in  giving  the  miners  this 
opportunity  to  prove  and  protect 
their  rights.  The  suspension  will 
be  prolonged  for  a  reasonable  time 
only.  Agricultural  claimants  are 
given  full  opportunity  to  present 
their  claims  in  the  local  and  gen- 
eral land  offices.  The  miners  are 
justly  expected  to  use  reasonable 
diligence  to  prove  the  mineral 
character  of  the  lands  they  claim. 
If  lands  claimed  as  mineral  are  re- 
ported as  agricultural  they  will  be 
opened  to  the  scripper  or  home- 
steader unless  the  miner  is  able  to 
prove  them  mineral.  The  sus- 
pension will  be  continued  until 
the  investigation  proceeds  further 
and  further.  Suspensions  will  de- 
pend largely  on  the  diligence  of 
the  miners'  efforts  to  develop  min- 
eral— in  this  case  petroleum.  Oil 
men  claiming  lands  in  the  territory 
covered  by  the  suspension  are 
thus  warned  that  they  should  im- 
prove their  day  of  grace.  If  they 
do  not  make  a  legal  "discovery" 
of  oil  the  time  may  net  be  far  dis- 
tant when  the  scripper  will  be 
along  with  some  rights  of  his  own.

The  Shamrock  and  California 
Standard  companies  have  been 
trying  so  far  unsuccessfully,  to 
develop  water  by  tunnelling  into  a 
hill  and  sinking  at  the  end  of  the 
tunnel. 

The  San  Jacinto  Register  wants 
oil  used  at  the  local  water  works 
instead  of  coal  and  figures  it  out 
that  the  saving  would  be  nineteen 
cents  per  hour. 

The  Redlands  Citograph  kicks 
because  teamsters  hauling  gasoline 
and  distillate  use  the  new  asphalt 
pavement  on  Orange  street  and 
the  drippings  are  damaging  it.

The  laying  of  the  Union  Com- 
pany's 4-inch  pipe  line  from  the 
Coalinga  oil  station  to  section  28, 
near  Oil  City,  has  begun. 

The  Investment  Oil  Company  is 
down  over  1650  feet  on  its  prop- 
erty in  section  16  in  the  Coalinga 
district,  and  expects  to  strike  oil  at 
between  1750  and  1800  feet. 

The  Bonanza  King  Oil  Company 
of   which    Supervisor  HotaliiiK  of 
San  Francisco  is  manager  and  chief 
stockholder,  is   down    1200  feet  in 
section  10  in   the  Coalinga  district. 

The  Echo  Oil  Company  has 
organized  and  has  160  acres  of  what 
is  known  as  the  Trophy  oil  prop- 
erty, in  the  Greve  oil  district,  west 
of  Coalinga. 

Five  car-loads  of  4-inch  pipe  are 
at  Coalinga  for  the  pipe  line  which 
the  Union  Oil  company  is  to  lay 
from  that  town  up  to  the  produc- 
ing wells  on  Section  28.  Pipe 
laying  will  begin  this  week. — Han- 
ford  Journal.

The  Shasta,  on  14,  28-27,  is  put- 
ting in  hydraulic  jacks  to  beat  the 
heaving  sand.  This  company  has 
gone  through  a  stratum  of  oil  sand 
and  confidently  expects  to  reach 
the  pay  gravel. 

Chanslor  &  Canfield  and  the  Pe- 
troleum Development  Company, 
whose  properties  are  contiguous  in 
Kern  River  district,  are  going  to 
unite  in  supplying  storage.

The  Comet  on  29,  28-28  has  de- 
clared a  big  dividend  and  has  $30,- 
000  in  bank  all  of  which  has  been 
earned  by  the  works,  Two  comet 
wells  average  over  100  barrels 
each. 

The  Sunset  Petroleum  Refining 
Company,  which  recently  struck  a 
good  flow  of  oil  at  Soo  feet  in  the 
Sunset  district,  has  decided  to  go 
deeper  in  search  of  a  gusher,  if 
one  is  to  be  found. 

The  Barker  Ranch  has  given  up 
their  second  well  at  976  feet.  The 
pipe  twisted  off  80  feet  from  bot- 
tom of  hole.  The  indications  were 
good  for  striking  oil  sand  in  a  few 
more  feet. 

The  Climax  Company  at  Temb- 
lor has  gone  into  oil  sand  in  No.  3, 
and  indications  are  favorable  for 
another  flowing  well.  The  depth 
at  which  the  sand  was  reached  was 
275  feet. 

The  Dabney  &  Miley  flowing 
well  on  Eldorado  ground  is  yield- 
ing about  fifty  barrels.  It  has  185 
feet  of  sand  and  is  not  yet  finished. 
Well  No.  2  could  be  forced  no  fur- 
ther than  150  feet  into  the  sand 
and  was  plugged — Californian. 

For  some  reason  or  other  the 
Pittsburgh,  on  section  1,  11-24, 
Sunset  district,  is  experiencing  a 
hard  time  to  get  a  well  down,  says 
an  exchange.

PIPE  LINE  DREAMS. 


Speculative  Points  on  a  Possible 
Valley  Line. 

Competent  oil  men  estimate  the 
present  capacity  of  the  completed 
wells  in  the  Kern  River  oil  field  at 
from  750,000  to  1,000,000  barrels  a 
year,  the  actual  output  being  at  a 
much  lower  present  rate  on  account 
of  lack  of  transportation  facilities 
The  knowledge  of  the  phenomenal 
extent  of  the  productive  sands  and 
the  number  of  new  wells  now 
being  drilled  promise  that  before 
long  this  field  will  exhibit  a  greatly 
enlarged  capacity.  The  Sunset, 
McKittrick,  Coalinga  and  other 
foot-hill  fields  promise  a  rapidly 
growing  production. 

All  this  oil  is  far  from  its  great- 
est natural  market  about  San  Fran- 
cisco bay,  railroad  rates  at  42  cents 
a  barrel  from  Bakersfield  are  op- 
pressive, and  so  a  big  pipe  line  is 
naturally  anticipated  by  many  for 
the  future  without  anything  defin- 
ite in  that  direction  being  planned 
or  said. 

Such  an  enterprise  would  be  a 
natural  and  legitimate  one  result- 
ing from  the  development  of  a  sup- 
ply of  oil  reaching  intothe  millions 
of  barrels  per  year  and  the  pres- 
ence of  a  great  market  to  which  it 
must  be  transported.  It  is  no  pipe 
dream  to  predict  a  early  consump- 
tion of  a  million  barrels  of  fuel  oil 
per  year  in  and  about  San  Fran- 
cisco, or  to  predict  that  such  con- 
sumption will  be  steadily  enlarged. 
At  present  carload  rates  it  would 
cost  $420,000  to  get  1,000,000  bar- 
rels of  oil  out  to  the  bay.  In  Rus- 
sia an  oil  pipe  line  500  miles  long 
is  being  laid. 

It  may  be  anticipated  that  if  a 
pipe  line  is  ever  laid  down  the  San 
Joaquin  valley  it  will  run  to  the 
neighborhood  of  Stockton,  and 
that  from  the  terminus  the  oil 
would  be  shipped  to  the  consumers 
about  the  bay  in  barges.  Difficul- 
ties quickly  present  themselves, 
however,  in  a  vague,  speculative 
glance  at  such  a  scheme.  The 
Coalinga  oils  are  light  and  could 
be  easily  piped.  The  Kern  River 
oil  is  so  heavy  that  the  process 
would  be  difficult.  The  same  is  to 
be  said  of  other  valley  oils.  Then 
the  oils  from  the  different  districts 
vary  in  gravity,  composition  and 
value,  and  if  it  were  attempted  to 
transport  them  all  by  one  trunk 
pipe  line  they  would  necessarily 
be  mingled.  The  grading  of  oils 
by  established  standards  and  tests 
is  bound  to  become  a  necessary 
feature  of  their  marketing. 

One  advantage  to  be  enjoyed  by 
an  oil  pipe  line  in  the  San  Joaqum 
valley  as  elsewhere  in  California, 
is  that  our  glorious  climate,  and  in 
the  summer  especially,  the  said 
climate  will  keep  the  heaviest  pe- 
troleum on  its  way  to  the  fire  box. 

Los  Angeles  Exchange. 

The  proposed  consolidation  of 
the  two  oil  Stock  Exchanges  in  Los 
Angeles  has  failed  but  yet  has 
practically  succeeded,  by  fifty  of 
the  leading  members  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Exchange  leaving  that 
body  and  joining  the  Los  Angeles 
Exchange,  which  now  has  a  mem- 
bership of  about  120  and  has  be- 
come the  important  one.  The  Ex- 
change will  enlarge  its  quarters. 
Trading  is  now  auite  active. 


COLUSA   OIL- 

Encouraging     Indications     of     a 
Good  New  Field. 

Colusa  county  developments 
promise  well  for  the  discovery  of 
a  profitable  oil  field  in  Colusa 
county  which  is  one  of  the  north- 
ern fields  long  looked  on  as  a 
probable  field  for  production  both 
in  oil  and  gas.  For  a  great  many 
years  the  strong  indications  in  the 
foothills  on  the  west  side  of  the 
valley  have  attracte  d  oil  pros- 
pectors during  periods  of  oil  act- 
ivity but  the  present  boom  has 
brought  the  first  adequate  efforts 
to  test  the  region  with  sufficiently 
deep^;  wells.  Such  experienced 
oil  men  as  C.  A.  Canfield,  R.  H. 
Herron  and  Richard  Gorrill  are 
putting  thousands  of  dollars  in 
deep  wells  in  that  region. 

Mr.  Gorrill  is  individually  sup- 
erintending his  operations  a  few 
miles  west  of  Arbuckle,  and  his 
well  isj;  now  down  over  300  feet. 
A  troublesome  artesian  flow  of 
salt  water  has  been  struck  and 
there  has  been  developed  a  strong 
flow  of  gas  which  is  a  highly  fav- 
orable indication  of  oil.  When 
the  gas  is  lighted  at  the  mouth  of 
the  well  there  is  a  loud  report  and 
a  flame  four  feet  high.  If  a  good 
oil  well  is  developed  by  any  of 
the  current  operations  a  big  Colusa 
county  oil  boom  will  follow. 


OIL   LAND    PRICES. 


Current  Stories  of  Big  Offers  For 
Kern  Properties- 
Some  big  stories  of  oil  fortunes 
are  floating  about  the  state  in  con- 
nection with  the  Kern  and  other 
rich  new  fields.  One  exchange 
says:  "  Mr.  C.  A.  Canfield  just  re- 
fused $4000  an  acre  for  400  acres 
in  section  29,  28-28.  It  is  reported 
that  the  property  cost  him  $2.50 
an  acre  a  year  ago." 

"  Another  item  reads:  "  An 
offer  was  lately  made  to  one  of 
the  big  companies  in  the  Kern 
river  field  which  appears  stupend- 
ous, but  nevertheless  it  was 
promptly  refused.  The  offer  was 
$5000  per  acre  for  the  company's 
entire  holdings  and  the  amount 
the  wells  and  improvements  cost, 
dollar  for  dollar.  The  proposition 
was  spot  cash." 

Recently  the  president  of  a 
Kern  river  oil  company  made  an 
off  hand  bluff  at  $250  an  acre  for 
the  company's  producing  field  and 
on  a  few  minute's  reflection  tele- 
phoned notice  that  the  offer  did 
not  go.  Two  years  ago  these 
lands  could  not  be  sold  at  $2.50  an 
acre. 


There  is  a  good  demand  for 
drillers,  says  the  Los  Angeles 
Mining  Review.  "They  are,"  as 
Mr.  Charles  Stilson  observed,  "as 
scarce  as  French  chefs,  when  3'ou 
see  one  you  involuntarily  take  off 
your  hat  to  him." 


A  Kern  Gusher. 

The  Grace  Oil  company  which 
owns  320  acres  in  the  Kern  field 
has  struck  a  gusher  in  its  third 
well  after  penetrating  eight  feet 
of  clay  overlying  the  fifth  oilsand. 

The  gas  threw  the  oil  and  oil 
sand  and  gravel  stones  over  the 
top  of  the  derrick  striking  the 
scaffolding  in  the  top  of  the  der- 
rick (this  is  the  Canadian  pole 
tool  rig)  so  hard  that  the  rattle 
was  heard  nearly  half  a  mile 
away,  reports  the  Californian. 
The  well  flowed  all  night.  The 
drillers  put  jthe  fire  out  under  the 
boiler  and  were  forced  to  wait  un- 
til daylight,  no  lights  being  al- 
lowed in  the  derrick. 

Night  before  last  when  the  drill 
penetrated  the  fourth  oil  sand 
the  well  flowed  for  over  an  hour 
and  again  it  drove  the  drillers 
from  the  derrick  and  fire  under 
the  boiler  had  to  be  extinguished. 


RETICENT    DRILLERS 


The  Oil  News  That   Doesn't    Be- 
come News. 

The  news  of  what  the  many 
companies  and  operators  are  do- 
ing in  the  oil  fields  that  reaches 
the  public  is  not  by  any  means 
all  the  news  nor  is  it  by  any 
means  all  reliable.  The  published 
news  is  necessarily  either  that 
which  it  pleases  the  people  con- 
cerned to  give  out  or  the  gossip 
which  finds  it  way  to  the  news- 
papers of  the  oil  regions.  Much 
or  most  of  it  is  reliable  as  far  as  it 
goes,  but  few  operators  are  willing 
to  give  out  the  details  of  their  pro- 
gress in  drilling,  primping,  finan- 
ciering etc.  This  is  naturally 
characteristic  of  the  pioneers  in 
any  field  or  those  working  in  ex- 
tensions of  known  oil  territory  for 
if  such  a  company  strikes  oil  it 
wants  to  be  in  a  position  to  gobble 
up  adjoining  territory  and  so   on. 

But  in  the  midst  of  developed 
districts  it  is  difficult  to  see  the 
reason  for  reticence  concerning 
information  which  would  inter- 
est and  benefit  the  industry  gen- 
erally. However,  such  reticence 
is  characteristic  of  oil  men  in  Cal- 
ifornia just  now.  It  will  largely 
disappear  in  time.  The  other  day 
a  well-known  oil  man  of  the  Kern 
river  field  said: 

"Down  in  that  field  some  will 
refuse  to  tell  anything  at  all,  some 
will  promptly  lie  to  every  ques- 
tion and  others  will  give  some  in- 
formation and  stop  when  they  get 
ready.  The  other  day  an  old 
Pennsylvania  operator  was  telling 
of  an  old  Scotch  driller  who  never 


gave  anything  away.  People  al- 
ways asked  certain  questions  and 
he  always  gave  the  same  an- 
swer. When  a  fellow  came  along 
and  asked  '  How  deep  are  you 
down  ? '  he  always  would  say,  'Oh, 
we  ain't  down  so  very— — deep;' 
and  then  shut  up.  When  the  vis- 
itor would  muster  up  courage  to 
ask.  'How  far  can  you  drill  in  a 
day?'  he  would  answer,  -Oh,  we 
can't  drill  so  verv far.'  " 


New  Methods. 

The  Pelroleum  Review  of  Lon- 
don says:  "Evidence  is  not  want- 
ing that  a  new  era  is  opening  out 
in  the  methods  of  producing  oil 
from  the  bored  well.  We  have 
followed  up  this  subject  from  time 
to  time  in  these  pages,  and  there 
appears  now  to  be  a  very  definite 
movement  in  the  Russian  field 
towards  introducing  the  air  com- 
pressor for   producing  purposes." 


Glass  Pipe  Lines. 

An  oilpipe  line  in  Kern  county, 
Cal.,  or  elsewhere,  made  of  glass, 
might  be  practicable.  There  is  a 
concern  at  Port  Allegheny,  near 
Crawford,  Pa.,  that  claims  to  be 
able  to  make  glass  tubes  that  will 
carry  oil,  and  a  100-mile  pipe  line 
made  of  glass  is  said  to  be  in  suc- 
cessful operation  in  southeastern 
Ohio. — Mining  and  Scientific  Press.

given  the  Pacific  Oil  Reporter 
by  Secretary  W.F.  Carpenter,  who 
was  himself  recently  in  the  field. 
President  E.  H.  Aigeltinger  and 
Vice-President  Charles  F.  Kapp 
had  just  •  returned  from  a  visit  to 
the  well,  familiar  with  the  situa- 
tion, and  the  Monarch  is  one  of  the 
few  companies  with  no  objection  to 
publicity  regarding  its  affairs. 

This  well  is  on  a  quarter  of  sec- 
tion 2,  11-24,  which  is  part  of  the 
12S0  acres  in  ten  widely  scattered 
tracts  held  by  the  company.  The 
selection  was  made  on  recommenda- 
tion of  Expert  Alfred  Onn.  Drill- 
ing began  in  February,  At  that 
time  five  or  six  wells  were  being 
drilled  in  that  general  territory, 
the  nearest  one  being  three-quart- 
ers of  a  mile  away.  The  Pittsburg 
wa?  down  500  feet  in  the  adjoining 
section  1,  the  Bear  was  down  500 
feet  nearly  a  mile  away,and  others 
were  boring,  but  the  Monarch  hap- 
pened to  win  the  first  play.  The 
Monarch  supplied  the  rig,  etc., 
and  Jewett  and  Blodgett  did  the 
drilling  on  contract. 

A  little  water  was  found  at  about 
200  feet  and  cased  off.  At  about 
300   feet  sixty   feet  of  oil-bearing 


that  extension  of  the  Sunset  dis- 
trict. The  Pittsburg,  to  the  east, 
is  down  about  1,000  feet,  but  have 
not  struck  oil.  The  Monarch  well 
was  continued  to  489^  feet,  when 
it  was  considered  completed.  The 
oil  has  since  steadily  overflowed 
the  casing  in  the  manner  depicted 
in  the  accompanying  illustration. 
The  capacity  of  the  well  Mr.  Car- 
penter says  has  been  estimated  at 
100  barrels  a  day,  by  judging  the 
flow  and  from  the  results  of  bail- 
ing. On  several  days  100  barrels 
were  taken  out  without  appre- 
ciably lowering  the  oil  and  200 
bprrels  ha^e  been  taken  out  with- 
out lowering  it  over  100  feet. 

"  The  oil  is  of  16  degrees  grav- 
ity and  can  be  easily  piped,"  said 
Mr.  Carpenter.  "  Analysis  shows 
61  per  cent  of  lubricating  oil,  it 
carries  a  little  paraffine  and  is  a 
fine  fuel  oil.  We  have  contracted 
with  Jewett  and  Blodgett  to  sell 
them  the  oil  from  this  and  our  sec- 
ond well  until  the  branch  railroad 
is  completed  when  we  will  market 
it  elsewhere.  Our  contract  price 
is  90  cents  in  the  well,  they  to 
take  out  the  oil  with  our  ma- 
chinery.   We  will   have    ready    a 


and  refining  their  own. 

"We  will  be  drilling  our  second 
well  250  feet  from  No.  1  in  two 
weeks,  and  propose  to  put  down  10 
wells  at  the  rate  of  one  every  six 
weeks  or  so.  We  are  now  putting 
up  buildings  for  a  permanent  camp. 
We  can  develop  enough  water  for 
use  at  200  feet  and  will  put  down 
a  water  well.  Water  for  men  and 
horses  will  now  be  distilled.  We 
now  get  our  water  from  Jewett  & 
Blodgett, piped  part  of  the  distance 
from  their  well  supplies,  and  buy 
distilled  water  for  drinking.  There 
is  not  a  drop  of  water  in  our  well 
below  the  first  shale. 

"No,  we  do  not  plan  now  to  go 
deeper  in  search  of  lower  sands. 
No  one  in  the  district  has  done  so, 
and  what  lies  below  the  second 
oil  stratum  is  unknown.  Surface 
and  other  indications  show  that  the 
oil  strata  pitch  to  the  northeast  at 
about  45  degrees. 

"How  deep  they  lie  and  whether 
they  flatten  out  under  the  valley 
at  a  distance  no  one  knows.  Since 
our  strike  eight  new  rigs  have  been 
installed  within  two  and  one-half 
miles." 


equipped  Standard  rig,  which  was 
ready  to  begin  spudding  on  Sat- 
urday. The  leading  officials  of 
the  company  and  a  party  of  in- 
vited friends  took  the  train  to 
Antioch  on  Friday  evening  and  on 
Saturday  morning  all  drove  to  the 
scene  of  operations. 

The  people  of  Antioch,  with 
faith  in  the  oil  fields  near  them 
and  in  the  boom  that  will  come  to 
their  town  when  oil  is  developed 
were  intensely  interested  in  the 
event  and  made  the  day  a  holiday 
for  the  town.

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WATTS  ON  THE  KERN. 


California's  Largest  Field  May  Be 
Extended. 

Prof.  W.  L.  Watts,  of  the  State 
Mining  Bureau  has  written  for 
the  Bakersfield  Californian  his 
first  public  expression  of  opinion 
on  the  Kern  river  field,  based  on 
observations  he  has  made  during  a 
few  days  spent  in  the  field.  He 
calls  the  field  the  largest  developed 
one  in  California,  and  says  that 
there  is  a  reasonable  probability 
of  oil  being  found  south  of  the 
river,  which  would  mean  a  large 
extension  of  the  field.  His  com- 
munication to  the  Californian  is  as 
follows: 

As  recorded  in  Bulletin  No.  3,  of 
the  California  State  Mining  Bu- 
reau, petroleum  and  gas  yielding 
formations  are  found  oa  both  sides 
of  the  San  Joaquin  valley  in  Kern 
county.  On  the  eastern  side  of  the 
valley,  however,  the  showing  of 
hydro-carbon,  as  indicated  by  the 
out  cropping  rocks,  is  insignificant 
compared  with  that  on  the  western 
side  of  the  valley.  This  may  be 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  on 
the  western  side  of  the  valley  the 
tertiary  rocks  are  much  disturbed, 
while  on  the  eastern  side  the  geo- 
logical disturbance  is  very  slight. 
As  shown  in  the  Bulletin  referred 
to,  the  geological  formations  in  the 
foothills  of  the  Sierras  at  Kern 
river,  are  of  similar  age  to  the 
rocks  forming  the  first  bench  of 
foothills  of  the  Coast  Range  at 
Mud  creek,  on  the  western  side  of 
the  San  Joaquin  valley. 

It  is  not  surprising  that  evi- 
dences of  petroleum  should  be 
found  in  the  out  cropping  rocks  of 
both  localities,  and  that  the  dis- 
coveries of  petroleum,  at  Sunset 
and  McKittrick,  were  a  prelude  to 
the  development  of  the  Kern  river 
oil  field. 

The  Kern  river  oil  field,  as  far 
as  it  has  been  developed,  com- 
prises an  area  of  about  twelve 
square  miles.  Within  this  area 
about  130  wells  have  been  drilled, 
and  many  others  have  been  com 
menced.  These  wells  have  been 
drilled  in  groups,  and  some  of  the 
groups  are  nearly  a  mile  apart. 
The  depths  of  these  wells  vary 
from  450  to  more  than  1000  feet. 
The  formation  penetrated  is,  first 
alluvium  or  drift,  which  in  a  few 
places  exceeds  fifty  feet  in  thick 
ness,  then  a  stratum  of  blue  clay 
from  twenty-five  to  350  feet  thick 
beneath  the  blue  clay  is  a  water 
sand  from  ten  to  100  feet  in  thick 
ness,  beneath  the  water  sand  the 
formation  consists  of  alternate 
strata  of  clay  and  sand.  |The  well 
records  show  that  most  of  these 
sands  contain  oil,  and  that  in  the 
same  instances  they  aggregate  a 
thickness  of  more  than  300  feet 
The  following  records  give  an  idea 
of  the  formation  penetrated  in  the 
Kern  river  oil  field: 

Well  record  No.  1:  Drift  to  214 
feet,  blue  clay  to  259,  water  sand 
to  264,  blue  clay  to  272,  water  sand 
to  314,  blue  clay  to  329,  oil  sand  to 
354,  blue  clay  to  374,  oil  sand  to 
443,  blue  clay  to  457,  oil  sand  to 
472,  blue  clay  to  492,  oil  sand  to 
512,  blue  clay  to  524,  oil  sand  to 
538,  blue  clay  to  544,  oil  sand  to 
677,  blue  clay  to  716,  oil  sand  to 
768. 

Well  record  No.  2:  Drift  to  75 
ieet,  blue  clay  to  100,  sand  and 
some  oil  to  105,  clay  with  streaks 
of  sand  to  165,  sand  with  thick  oil 
to  175,  blue  clay  and  sand  to  225, 
blue  shale  to  267,  sand  and  heavy 
to  110  300,  blue  clay  to  350,  oil  sand 
to  440,  clay  and  oil  sand  in  streaks 


to  448,  shale  to  610,  water. 

Well  record  No.  3:  Drift  and 
clay  to  380  feet,  dry  oil  sand  to 
450,  oil  sand  to  500,  clay  and  shale 
to  570,  oil  sand  to  620,  clay  and 
shale  to  627,  oil  sand  to  710,  clay 
and  conglomerates  to  714. 

It  is  unlikely  that  the  oil  sands 
in  the  Kern  river  oil  field  will 
prove  of  uniform  thickness  or  uni- 
formly saturated  with  petroleum, 
but  the  development  at  this  date 
indicates  that  the  Kern  river  oil 
field  is  the  largest  developed  oil 
field  in  California. 

The  owners  of  the  wells  in  the 
Kern  River  oil  fields  state  that 
their  wells  will  produce  from  forty 
barrels  to  more  than  100  barrels  a 
day.  Owing  to  lack  of  transporta 
tion,  for  until  recently  there  has 
been  no  railroad  connection  with 
the  oil  fields,  there  has  not  been  a 
sufficiently  continuous  production 
to  warrant  the  writer  in  making  a 
definite  statement  as  to  the  yield 
of  the  wells  in  this  field. 

The  oil  is  a  black  oil  and  is  said 
to  have  a  gravity  of  from  14  to  17 
B.  Much  sand  accompanies  the 
oil.  The  sand  is  separated  from 
the  oil  by  running  the  sand  and  oil 
into  sump  holes,  where  the  sand 
settles,  or  by  running  the  sand  and 
oil  through  flumes  which  are  fur- 
nished with  riffles. 

There  are  few  rock  exposures  in 
the  Kern  River  oil  field.  The  few 
there  are  show  strata  of  clay  and 
soft  sandstone.  The  sandstone  is 
light  colored  and  formed  princi- 
pally of  granite  material.  These 
rocks  resemble  the  formations 
which  can  be  seen  resting  on  the 
granite  a  few  miles  northeast  of 
the  oil  field.  Between  the  oil  field 
and  the  granite  the  sandstone  con- 
tains fossils  of  the  Neocene  age. 
The  best  rock  exposures  seen  in 
the  oil  fields  are  on  the  bank  of  the 
Kern  River,  in  section  2,  29-28.  At 
this  point  strata  of  sandstone,  some- 
what impregnated  with  petroleum, 
dip  to  the  west  of  north  at  an  angle 
of  less  than  ten  degrees.  It  is  dif- 
ficult to  estimate  the  direction  of 
the  dip  and  strike  of  the  oil  sand, 
even  when  the  depth,  at  which  the 
oil  sand  has  been  struck,  is  given. 
The  reason  of  this  difficulty  is,  first, 
it  is  impossible  to  tell  whether  or 
not  the  first  oil-yielding  stratum 
referred  to,  in  the  different  well 
records,  is  the  same  stratum;  sec- 
ond, it  is  evident  that  the  strata 
vary  in  thickness  within  a  short 
distance;  third,  the  angle  of  the 
dip  is  so  slight  that  it  is  necessary 
to  use  the  records  of  wells  which 
are  far  apart  for  purposes  of  calcu- 
lation. There  is  every  reason  to 
believe  that  the  strata  penetrated 
in  the  Kern  river  field  undulate. 
Notwithstanding  the  difficulties 
referred  to,  the  writer  collated  the 
ivell  records  kindly  furnished  him 
by  the  well  owners  in  this  oilfield. 
From  these  records  it  appears  that 
in  the  northern  portion  of  the  field 
the  strike  of  the  oil  sand  is  about 
north  300  west,  the  dip  being  south 
6o°  west,  at  an  angle  of  less  than 
10°,  and  in  the  south  portion  of  the 
field  about  north  700  west,  the  dip 
being  south  20°  west,  at  an  angle 
of  less  than  io°. 

The  Kern  river  may  be  said  to 
bound  the  developed  portion  of  the 
Kern  river  oil  field  on  the  south 
and  east.  The  rock  exposures  on 
the  banks  of  the  river  show  no 
evidence  of  any  fault  or  line  of 
geological  disturbance,  to  which  the 
course  of  the  channel  of  the  Kern 
rivei  might  be  attributed,  and  the 
terraced  banks  of  the  river  indicate 
a  long  period   of  gradual   erosion. 

There  is  a  reasonable  probability, 
therefore,    that  remunerative    oil- 


yielding  formations  will  be  dis- 
covered on  the  south  side  of  the 
Kern  river. 


New    Oil   Refinery. 

An  up-to-date  oil  refining  plant 
is  to  be  erected  near  the  intersection 
of  the  Santa  Fe  tracks  and  Faith 
street,  two  and  one-half  miles  south 
of  the  Arcade  depot.  Yesterday 
the  Hercules  Oil  Producing  Com- 
pany closed  ?.  deal  that  has  been 
hanging  fire  for  several  weeks,  and 
became  the  purchaser  of  five  acres 
of  land  near  the  point  named.  As 
has  been  announced, this  company 
intends  to  erect  a  first-class  refin- 
ing plant,  which  will  cost  when 
completed  over  $30,000.  A  con- 
tract has  been  let  for  300,000  brick, 
and  the  agreement  signed  specifies 
that  hauling  must  be  begun  Mon- 
day next.  The  Lacy  Manufactur- 
ing Company  of  this  city  has  been 
awarded  the  contract  to  furnish 
two  of  the  smaller  stills  to  be  used 
in  the  plant,  and  the  larger  ones 
will  be  sent  out  from  Pennsylva- 
nia. The  stills  ordered  in  the  East 
will  be  23^  feet  long,  with  a  diam- 
eter of  10%  feet.  When  put  in 
place  they  will  be  the  largest  in 
the  state — Los  Angeles  Times. 


OIL  TANK  FIRES. 


Lightning     Causes    Many     in    the 
Eastern  Fields. 

One  of  several  ways  in  which 
California's  climat  e  is  kind  to  the 
oil  industry  is  the  safety  from  oil 
tank  fires  caused  by  lightning,  the 
source  of  practically  all  the  oil 
tank  fires  which  cause  such  grfat 
losses  in  the  Eastern  fields.  Con- 
cerning them  an  Oil  City,  Pa., 
correspondent,  writes  to  the  Los 
Angeles  Herald  in  part  as  follows; 

"  One  of  the  grandest  and  most 
impressive  spectacles  to  be  wit- 
nessed in  the  oil  country  is  that  of 
a  burning  oil  tank.  The  manner 
in  which  a  tank  of  oil  becomes 
fired  by  a  stroke  of  lightning  has 
never  been  satisfactorily  explained. 

The  burning  of  a  large  oil  tank 
at  night  is  a  sight  never  to  be  for- 
gotten. Once  fairly  on  fire,  one 
of  these  blazing  monsters  will 
burn  from  24  to  36  hours  before 
the  oil  is  entirely  consumed 
When  a  tank  is  fired  by  lightning 
the  roof  is  generally  blown  off 
especially  is  this  the  case  if  there 
are  several  feet  of  gas  space  be 
tween  the  surface  of  the  oil  and 
the  roof  of  the  tank.  If  the  tank 
is  practically  full,  the  force  of  the 
explosion  may  only  start  the  roof, 
and  the  fire  may  often  be  extin 
guished  by  covering  the  vents 
with  wet  blankets  or  smothering 
the  flames  by  the  introduction  of 
steam.  Generally,  however,  when 
once  well  started,  the  tank  has  to 
burn  and  attention  is  directed  to 
saving  as  much  of  the  contents  of 
the  tank  as  possible,  by  pumping 
the  oil  from  the  bottom,  and  tak 
ing  proper  precautions  for  the 
protection  of  adjacent  property. 

"  As  the  flames  from  the  burn 
ing  tank  grow  hotter  and  fiercer 
and  the  oil  burns  down  lower  in 
the  tank,  a  curious  phenomenon 
takes  place.  The  oil,  without  any 
previous  warning,  suddenly  boils 
over  and  from  8,000  to  12  000  bar- 
rels of  the  burning  fluid  rush  over 
the  sides  of  the  tank.  Ditches  are 
dug  and  every  preparation  made 
to  care  for  these  sudden  overflows 
so  that  the  flaming  liquid  may  not 
set  fire  to  other  tanks  in  close 
proximity  or  consume  other  prop- 
erty in  the  immediate  vicinity. 

"  To  prevent  these  overflows 
pumps  are  put  in  operation  to 
draw    the   oil   from    the   tank   as 


rapidly  as  possible.  Before  it  was 
the  practice  to  have  the  tanks  so 
constructed  that  the  oil  could  be 
pumped  out  readily,  it  was  the 
practice  to  shoot  holes  in  the 
burning  tank  with  a  small  cannon 
and  allow  the  oil  to  run  out  upon 
the  ground. 

"  Thus  far  no  adequate  means 
have  been  devised  to  render  the 
great  iron  reservoirs  of  petroleum 
secure  from  lightning.  Many  tanks 
throughout  the  region  have  been 
equipped  with  lightning  rods,  but 
they  fail  to  answer  the  purpose. 
The  oil  country  has  suffered  enor- 
mous losses  from  iron  tank  fires 
and  hardly  a  single  place  of  any 
note  in  the  region  has  escaped 
them. 

"  The  greatest  oil  fire  on  record 
in  the  oil  region  was  that  at  Titus- 
ville,  which  occuned  on  June  n. 
1880.  It  continued  for  three  days 
and  was  caused  by  lightning  strik- 
ing a  large  iron  tank,  filled  with 
crude  oil,  which  was  located  on  a 
hill  south  of  the  city,  from  which 
the  blazing  fluid  rolled  down,  con- 
suming tanks,  refineries,  dwellings, 
stables,  barns  and  bridges,  destroy- 
ing ten  tanks  of  crude  oil  and  dis- 
tillate, two  refineries,  two  bridges, 
twenty  or  thirty  houses  and  every- 
thing else  that   could  be   burned.

Possibilities  of  a  Large  Extension 
of  the  Field. 

The  opinion  of  Professor  Watts, 
printed  in  last  evening's  paper  to 
the  effect  that  there  is  reasonable 
prospect  of  remunerative  oil  forma- 
tions being  discovered  south  of 
the  river  gives  hope  to  those  who 
hold  property  in  that  locality. 
This  is  the  first  time  a  g.ologist 
with  a  wide  reputation  as  such 
has  passed  upon  the  south  of  the 
river  district  and  the  opinion  of 
many  of  le?s  scientific  knowledge 
is  confirmed  by  his.  The  fact  that 
a  stream  of  water  runs  over  the 
surface  of  the  ground  a  thousand 
feet  o  rso  above  the  strata  where 
the  oil,  if  it  exists,  may  be  found, 
never  has  seemed  a  weighty  rea- 
son for  believing  that  the  Kern 
river  distict  is  bounded  by  the 
river  bank.  A  plan  to  put  down 
a  well  south  of  the  river  to  a  depth 
which  will  decide  whether  that 
region  is  within  the  limits  of  the  oil- 
bearing  strata,  is  being  formed  and 
there  is  prospect  of  its  being 
adopted.  The  scheme  is  to  set  aside 
forty  acres,  form  a  company  uponit 
and  dispose  of  the  stock  to  holders 
of  land  in  the  immediate,  vicinity. 
A  discovery  would  benefit  all  con- 
cerned and  the  expense  incurred 
would  fall  upon  all  alike. — Bakers- 
field  Californian.

What     the     State     Mineralogist 
Writes  About  It. 

Perhaps  the  most  valuable  single 
scientific  paper  on  California  oils, 
that  has  been  published  in  the  one 
on  "Genesis  of  Oil  and  Asphaltum 
in  California,"  by  State  Mineralo- 
gist A.  S.  Cooper,  recently  issued 
as  a  State  Mining  Bureau  bulletin. 
The  fo'lowing  are  extracts  from  it: 
It  can  be  tentatively  stated  that 
fossil  bitumens  are  principally  de- 
rived from  terrestrial  and  marine 
vegetation,  deposited  in  sedimen- 
tary matter,  then  changed  to  car- 
bsnaceous  matter,  and  afterwards 
distilled  by  the  heat  of  metaruor- 
phism. 

In  other  words,  the  bitumens  are 
Nature's  coal  oils  and  tars  distilled 
in  nature's  still,  generally  with 
infinite  slowness  when  compared 
with  modern  tar  still  or  retort. 

Although  some  of  the  hydro- 
carbons can  be  produced  synthe- 
tically in  the  laboratory,  still  it  is 
to  be  believed  that  nearly  all,  if 
not  all,  of  the  accumulation  of 
fossil  hydrocarbons  owe  their  ex- 
istence to  the  vital  principle  that 
they  are  derived  directly  or  in- 
directly from  organized  beings — 
animal  or  vegetable — probably  the 
latter — for  reasonsgiven  hereafter. 
In  the  decomposition  of  vege- 
table tissue,  when  air  is  wholly  or 
partially  excluded  from  it,  as,  for 
example,  when  buried  in  the 
ground,  the  constituent  elements 
of  vegetable  tissue  re-arrange  them- 
selves mutually  into  new  products, 
either  with  or  without  the  co-oper- 
ation of  the  elements  of  water,  the 
oxygen  gradually  uniting  with  the 
carbon  to  form  carbonic  acid,  which 
separates  and  leaves  as  a  residue 
substances  rich  in  carbon  and  hy- 
drogen. It  is  in  this  way  that 
bituminous  coal,  peat,  and  brown 
coal  (lignite)  have  been  formed 
from  vegetable  matter. 

With  carbonaceous  material  in 
the  same  deposit,  the  same  series 
of  strata,  or  in  the  same  stratum, 
there  are  differences  of  composi- 
tion. The  varieties  of  carbona- 
ceous materials  may  have  been 
produced  from  different  kinds  of 
plant  form,  from  which  coal  has 
been  derived,  and  the  peculiar 
conditions  of  the  districts  where 
plants  flourished  before  their  down- 
fall and  inhumation  or  submersion. 
The  changes  that  have  taken  place 
in  the  original  plants,  during  their 
passage  from  woody  fibre  into  coal, 
are  ascribed  to  evolution  of  a  part 
of  their  hydrogen  and  oxyen,  as 
there  are  less  of  these  elements  in 
coal  than  in  wood. 
*  #  * 

Bitumens  are  found  in  the  un- 
altered sedimentary  rocks  of  Cali- 
fornia sandstones,  shales,  lime- 
stones, etc.  There  is  no  bitumen 
in  the  metaniorphic  rocks.  The 
only  substances  originally  con- 
tained in  these  rocks,  that  could 
and  can  be  converted  into  bitumen, 
are  organic  vegetable  remains  in 
the  form  of  coal,  lignite,  and  car- 
bonaceous shales.  These  carbon- 
aceous substances  are  not  changed 
to  bituminous  unless  distilled  by 
heat. 

Most  all  of  the  known  beds  of 
coal,  lignite,  and  carbonaceous 
shale  belong  to  the  cretaceous  or 
tertiary  formation.  If  bitumens 
exist  in  them  at  all,  the  surround- 
ing and  accompanying  phenomena 
show  that  these  accumulations  of 
bitumen  are  secondary.

but  may  exist  in  any  of  the  - 
mentary    rocks   1\  ing    above    the 
altered   rocks;  therefore,    palaeon- 
tology is  of  but  little   value  in  de- 
termining its  location. 

The  chief  guide  to  the  discovery 
of  bituminous  accumulations  is 
the  character  of  the  rocks  consti- 
tuting the  formation,  and  their 
structure  and  position.  There  is 
no  evidence  tending  to  show  that 
the  accumulations  or  deposits  are 
primary;  and,  if  secondary,  they 
may  occur  in  any  porous  or 
seamed  sedimentary  strata  of  any 
age  lying 'above  the  altered  rocks.

Editor  W.  S.  Green  of  the  Colusa 
Sun  thus  describes  the  significant 
oil  strike  made  in  Colusa  county 
by  Richard  W.  Gorrill,  who  has 
been  driving  a  test  well  in  that 
belt: 

"  R.  W.  Gorrill  located  a  place  to 
bore  for  oil  where  there  were  no 
surface  indications  whatever,  but 
he  had  studied  the  geology  of  oil, 
and  concluded  that  the  forma- 
tion was  the  most  favorable  of  any 
he  had  seen,  so  he  secured  a  lease 
on  the  land  and  began  to  go  down. 
He  told  us  at  the  time  that  he 
thought  he  had  about  one  chance 
in  ten.  Every  foot  of  depth  has 
added  to  the  chance  in  his  favor, 
and  now  he  thinks  the  chances  in 
his  favor  are  equal  to  the  chances 
against  him  at  the  start. 

"  He  has  some  little  oil,  and  the 
other  day  the  gas  threw  the  water 
out  twenty  feet  high,  bringing  up 
rock  as  large  as  a  goose  egg.  While 
the  flow  of  gas  continues  all  the 
the  time  the  great  puffsof  it  comes 
at  intervals. 

"We  took  him  to  be  a  very  cool 
man  when  he  started  in,  but  he 
cannot  helpshowirg  excitement  at 
the  present  stage  of  the  proceed- 
ings. The  men  at  work  there  are 
all  excited,  and  if  there  is  not  a 
flowing  well  in  a  short  time  there 
will  be  a  set  of  badly  disappointed 
men. 

"Mr.  Gorrill  thinks  there  is  a  ton 
of  salt  flowing  out  of  the  wellevery 
hour,  and  salt  is  not  the  only  min- 
eral the  water  contains — it  has  al- 
most everything  the  ground 
holds."

Growing  Los  Angeles   Field. 

The  western  extension  of  the 
local  field  continues  to  grow  daily, 
and  many  new  companies  are 
jumping  into  prominence,  saysthe 
Los  Angeles  Times.  One  of  the 
latest  companies  to  make  a  good 
strike  is  the  California  Crude, 
which  reports  a  twenty-barrel  well 
as  the  result  of  its  first  dip  into  the 
earth.  Encouraged  by  its  success 
the  company  has  begun  spudding 
in  for  two  more  wells. 

Hardison  &  Hardison  have  had 
good  luck  with  their  wells  near 
the  corner  of  Hoover  and  Sixth 
streets.  Well  No.  i  is  said  to  be 
doing  about  125  barrels,  while  well 
No,  2  is  down  in  the  oil  sand. 

Land  in  this  section  is  hard  to 
obtain,  as  as  almost  every  tract 
where  there  are  oil  indications  to 
be  found  has  been  leased  as  far  out 


Oil  Operations  Lively  Throughout 
the  County. 

Ventura  county  is  full  of  oil, 
writes  in  part  a  correspondent  of 
the  Los  Angeles  Herald.  The 
problem  is  how  and  where  to  get 
it.  Any  number  of  men  seem 
willing  to  try  for  it.  Operations 
are  going  on  the  entire  length  of 
the  county  from  west  to  east. 
From  Sea  Cliff  to  Piru  the  country 
is  dotted  with  derricks.  Some  of 
these  would  unfold  a  sad  tale  could 
they  but  speak.  Others  could  tell 
and  do  tell  by  their  daily  output,  a 
different  story — a  story  to  make 
glad  the  hearts  of  the  men  who 
own  them.  And  men  here  who 
ought  to  know  by  reason  of  their 
experience  in  the  business,  say 
that  this  county  will  be  a  wonder 
some  day.  They  say,  as  does 
everybody  all  over  the  state,  that 
the  oil  business  at  present  amounts 
to  nothing  compared  with  what  it 
will  be.  Ventura  county,  be  it 
understood,  has  been  exploited  in 
days  gone  by.  In  the  oil  business, 
Ventura  is  no  spring  chicken. 
Away  back  in  1875,  W.  S.  Adams, 
an  old  resident  here,  in  what  is 
known  as  Adams  canyon,  about 
seven  miles  from  Santa  Paula, 
drilled  several  wells  and  struck  oil 
in  all  of  them. 

The  city-  of  Ventura  doesn't 
take  much  interest  in  oil  affairs. 
The  nearest  operations  arc  about 
four  miles  from  the  place  and — 
well,  just  now  the  people  are  all 
talking  street  fair. 

As  to  oil.  If  it  is  found  here, 
well  and  good.  If  it  is  not,  the 
people  will  probably  worry  along 
as  best  they  can.  The  most  active 
and  successful  operations  are  in 
the  eastern  part  of  the  county. 
Near  Fillmore  and  Piru,  a  score  or 
more  new  wells  are  under  way. 
In  the  west,  at  Rincon  Point, 
Heath  &  Sons  No.  1,  is  in  and  will 
make  a  six-barrel  producer.

300  feet  a  heavy  artesian  How  of 
hot  mineral  water,  which  proved 
incapable  of  being  controlled,  and 
which  still  pours  out  in  torrents. 

The  new  hole,  half  a  mile  south, 
met  with  no  water-bearing  strata 
at  all,  and  when  a  depth  of  976 
feet  was  reached  the  directors  had 
just  ceased  to  believe  that  beneath 
the  hard,  blue,  shale-like  formation, 
in  which  the  drill  was  down  about 
eleven  feet,  the  oil  sands  would  be 
reached.  A  Rotary  hydraulic  out- 
fit was  used.  On  August  14th  the 
pipe  suddenly  twisted  off  about 
eighty  feet  from  the  bottom  of  the 
hole.  The  pump  failed  to  work, 
and  sediment  at  once  caught  the 
detached  portion  so  tightly  that 
part  of  the  fishing  tool,  which  had 
made  a  successful  catch,  was  de- 
tached when  power  was  applied. 
Hope  of  saving  the  hole  has  been 
abandoned. 

The  hole  represents  a  total  loss, 
which  falls  entirely  upon  the  di- 
rectors, who,  rather  than  levy  an 
assessment  for  this  second  trial,  ad- 
vanced all  of  the  funds  themselves. 
Through  their  courtesy  the  log, 
which  would  in  all  probability 
have  ended  up  with  "oil  sands"  had 
it  represented  a  few  feet  more,  is 
published. 

It  is  interesting,  because  it  rep- 
resents the  formations  of  the  east 
on  the  south  side  of  Kern  river 
and  is  wholly  without  parallel  in 
this  field,  although  closely  resem- 
bling that  of  other  fields  in  the 
state. 

The  hard  shale  suggests  the  pos- 
sibility of  light  grade  oil  below.

ed with  the  present  activity  in 
the  California  Petroleum  industry, 
its  rapid  expansion  and  its  great 
future.  A  comprehensive  glance 
at  the  pages  of  this  week's  issue, 
for  instance.affords  a  great  variety 
of  interesting  information  which 
no  progressive  oil  man  can  afford 
to  miss  if  he  wants  to  know  what 
is  going  on  in  the  great  field  of 
his  own  industry. 

But  few  features  can  be  men- 
tioned here.  Professor  W.  L. 
Watts,  of  the  State  Mining  Bureau 
has  given  an  opinion  favorable  to 
an  extension  of  the  great  Kern 
field  south  of  the  river  and  as  a 
result  piospecting  plans  there  are 
under  way.

Only  glimpses  of  those  oil- 
bearing  strata,  and  the  top  ones  at 
that,  have  yet  been  gained.  There 
is  the  valley  to  the  east  and  north, 
with  its  possibilities  of  deep  oil 
sands,  and  there  is  the  stretch  of 
nearly  twenty  miles  north  to  Mc- 
Kittrick,  through  which  oil  may  be 
developed.  It  is  all  being  tackled 
now. 

From  every  point  of  the  compass 
comes  news  of  the  fearch  for  oil. 
The  State  Mineralogist  talks  of 
Humboldt  oil.  Colusa  and  Glenn 
counties  are  getting  up  a  new 
land  trouble  along  with  oil  strikes 
and  hoping  to  find  water  too.  The 
desert  is  invaded,  as  are  the  is- 
lands of  the  southern  coast.  New 
operations  are  everywhere.  The 
Tide-Water  celebrates  its  start  in 
Contra  Costa.  The  new  Sunset 
railroad  is  begun.  The  secretary 
of  War  allows  submarine  mining. 
The  Los  Angeles  oil  supply  is 
short,  many  big  storage  tanks  are 
going  up,  new  refineries  are 
planned  and  the  whole  industry 
thrills  with  life. 


NORTH  FROMM'KITTRICK 


Notes  From  a  Trip  Along  the  Oily 
Foothills. 

Buttonwillow,  Kern  Co.,.  Cal., 

August  20,  1900. 
Editor  Pacific  Oil  Reporter  : 

To  see  the  rolling  white  caps  of 
Old  Ocean  one  can  best  witness 
them  in  their  majestic  splendor  by 
going  out  upon  the  high  seas. 
Likewise,  to  note  the  magnitude  of 
the  operations  in  the  gigantic  in- 
dustry of  oil  production,  one  must 
go  into  the  fields  and  out  upon  the 
deserts. 

Our  train  was  drawn  by  an  en- 
gine out  of  Bakersfieldinto  McKit- 
trick  that  puffed  forth  a  volume  of 
crude  oil  smoke.  When  wereached 
McKittrick  station  it  was  oil  and 
derricks  and  derricks  and  oil  every- 
where. Out  across  the  extensive 
desert,  almost  as  far  as  eye  can 
reach  through  this  expansive  coun- 
try, in  almost  every  direction,  were 
the  smoke  and  steam  oi  engines 
driving  drills  into  the  earth,  one 
seeking  oil  and  another  produc- 
ing it. 

From  the  wells  known  as  the 
McPherson,  with  a  flow  of  400  bar- 
rels per  day,  on  to  the  Climax, 
about  eight  miles  distant,  with 
three  wells  producing  the  stuff 
that  will  rule  and  lubricate  one  of 
the  greatest  industries  in  Califor- 
nia, we  reach  the  Gould,  all  of  them 
being  about  the  base  of  the  foot- 
hills and  on  somewhat  of  a  bench. 
The  McPherson  wells  average  each 
a  depth  of  900  feet,  the  Climax 
about  350.  From  these  wells  we 
look  down  about  three  miles  to  the 
Sunrise  and  Diamond,  which  are 
on  the  northeast  side  of  the  anti- 
cline, in  a  basin  which  is  evidently 
the  fill  of  an  old  channel.  The 
Sunrise  is  being  used  for  water 
only  to  supply  the  Diamond  with 
power,  and  the  oil  for  fuel  is  hauled 
from  the  Climax. 

The  Diamond  will  strike  the 
Climax  formation,  it  is  estimated, 
at  about  1500  feet.  The  water  in 
the  Diamond  does  not  rise  a  foot, 
but  continues  on  in  its  downward 
course.  Otherwise  it  would  have 
risen  when  struck,  but  it  doesn't 
rise  even  an  inch.  And  ascertain 
as  the  Diamond  is  on  the  anticline, 
so  it  is  certain  that  it  isonly  aques- 
tion  of  depth  in  this  case  to  strike 
the  oil  formation.  There  is  seem 
ingly  no  possibility  of  failing  to 
strike  the  shale  dipping  from  the 
Climax  wells,  which  are  producing 
oil.  The  drill  is  passing  through  a 
coarse  but  disintegrated  sand, 
sharp  and  of  a  whitish  color, 
which  when  cleaned  with  kero- 
sene and  distillates  is  the  'same 
as  the  Kern  River  sand,  which  was 
found  before  the  oil  was  dis- 
covered. The  sand  in  the  Dia- 
mond at  550  feet  shows  the  im- 
pregnation of  oil  in  the  water,  of 
which  there  are  at  present  150 
feet  and  which  is  cased  off  for  fu- 
ture use.  From  the  levels  taken, 
the  fact  is  demonstrated  that  be- 
low this  water,  which  is  on  an  in- 
cline, there  is  a  favorable  forma- 
tion, and  in  this  when  penetrated, 
it  is  thought,  from  bedrock  to 
shale,  oil  will  be  found. 

Together  with  Superintendent 
McCabe  of  the  Sunrise,  I  drove 
along  the  rolling  foothills  from 
Buttonwillow  to  the  Gould,  the 
Climax,  the  McPhei  son,  and  across 
the  basin,  leaving  the  Temblor 
range  six  miles  southeast  of  the 
Diamond,  and  also  gained  much 
valuable  information  from  Man- 
ager Hennage  of  the  Diamond. 
The  difference  in  the  formation  of 
this  country  and  that  of  Ohio, 
Indiana   and   Pennsylvania   is   of 


interest,  showing  that  in  California 
the  softness  of  the  formation  is 
less  costly  for  operation,  and  the 
value  of  the  oil  here  as  fuel,  com- 
paratively paramount  to  the  in- 
dustries of  the  Pacific  Coast.  It 
may  be  of  interest  also  to  note 
that  in  the  short  history  of  Mc- 
Kittrick district  it  shipped  in  May 
ten  cars  of  oil;  in  June  the  ship- 
ments grew  to  fifty  cars;  in  July 
to  140,  and  in  August,  to  date, 
about  ten  cars  a  day. 

In  driving  over  this  seeming 
desert  of  Sahara  and  noting  the 
progress  made  from  beneath  this 
barren  surface  of  shale  gravel, 
covered  with  scores  of  derricks, 
the  black  smoke  from  fuel  oil  that 
drives  these  wheels  of  industry, 
rising  athwarth  the  broad  horizon, 
we  cannot  but  foresee  the  rising 
of  additional  scores  of  gallus 
frames  (to  use  a  mining  phrase) 
the  outpour  of  myriads  of  barrels 
of  oil;  the  building  of  another  rail- 
road, and  their  kindred  industries. 
Pin  this  in  your  hat  or  lay  it  up  in 
your  brain  shelves.  It  is  based  on 
study  and  careful  observation 
The  Diamond  will  strike  oil  and 
then  it  will  develop  probably  the 
largest  fields  in  its  640  acres  of 
patented  land  that  have  ever  been 
opened  in  California,  with  a  com- 
mercial future  that  can  scarcely  be 
foreshadowed  in  its  importance

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BEACH  OIL  RIGHTS. 


Another  Intcrcxting  Suit  In  Santa 
Barbara  County. 
The  case  ol  the  San  Francisco 
Savings  Union  vs.  the  R.  G.  R. 
Petroleum  and  Mining  company, 
involving  the  right  of  riparian 
ownership  on  the  ocean  to  the 
water  frontage  in  this  county,  oc- 
cupied the  Superior  Court  Tues- 
day afternoon  and  yesterday  morn- 
ing, says  the  Santa  Barbara  Press, 
in  its  report  of  an  interesting  suit 
involving  oil  rights  on  the  ocean 
beach.  The  San  Francisco  Sav- 
ings Union  has  acquired  the  Or- 
tega rancho  and  owns  Ortega  Hill, 
claiming  that  the  southern  bound- 
ary line  is  the  line  of  high  water 
mark.  The  R.  G.  R.  Petioleum 
and  Mining  company  located  a  so- 
called  mining  claim  in  front  of  the 
Ortega  Hill,  below  high  water 
mark,  and  proceeded  to  erect  a 
platform  for  the  purpose  of  sink- 
ing wells  in  the  ocean.  The  Sav- 
ings Union  then  commenced  suit 
to  restrain  the  construction  of  the 
platform  and  the  sinking  of  wells. 

A  restraining  order  was  dis- 
solved but  at  the  same  time,  the 
court  overruled  a  demurrer  to  the 
complaint  of  the  Savings  Union, 
holding  that  the  complaint  stated 
a  cause  of  action  against  defend- 
ants. A  portion  of  the  complaint, 
which  alleges  as  a  cause  of  action 
that  defendants  intended  to  drain 
by  wells  sunk  below  high  water 
mark  the  oil  deposits  from  plain- 
tiffs land,  was  stricken  out.  The 
argument  advanced,  which  is  sup- 
ported by  authorities  in  states 
where  there  are  oil  deposits,  was 
that  petroleum  deposits  are  of  the 
same  character,  so  far  as  the  law 
controlling  them  is  concerned,  as 
percolating  waters,  and  that  the 
owner  of  lands  could  sink  wells 
upon  his  lands  and  take  every- 
thing he  found,  even  if  it  drained 
his  neighbor's  land.  The  plaintiff 
contended  that  this  doctrine  was 
founded  on  the  ownership  of  the 
land,  and  only  the  owner  or  some 
one  claiming  under  him,  had  the 
right  to  take  the  waters  or  petro- 
leum which  percolated  from  his 
neighbor's  land;  and  that  naked 
trespassers  had  not  the  right  to 
enter  into  land  not  belonging  to 
them  and  so  affect  and  destroy  the 
lateral  support,  which  the  owners 
of  land  had  to  the  oil  reservoirs  in 
it,  and  thus  drain  them. 

The  court  ignored  the  conten- 
tion of  plaintiff,  and  holds  that 
trespassers  were  in  no  worse  posi- 
tion than  owners. 

The  question  which  will  now  be 
determined  by  the  court  is  whether 
a  riparian  owner  or  the  owner  of 
up-lands  on  the  ocean  has  a  right 
to  prevent  obstructions,  such  as 
oil  derricks,  etc.,  being  placed  in 
front  of  his  property.  The  final 
decision  will  be  of  vast  importance 
to  the  owners  of  property  fronting 
on  the  ocean  in  this  county. 

Short  Oil  Supply. 

Although  every  company  in  the 
local  field,  with  but  few  excep- 
tions, is  pumping  its  wells  to  the 
limit,  the  total  product  is  said  to 
be  insufficient  to  meet  the  demand. 
Many  orders  are  said  to  be  filled 
with  the  various  local  companies 
and  the  prospect  is  that  there  will 
be  a  shortage  for  some  time  tc 
come. 

It  is  a  noticeable  fact  that  not  a 
barrel  of  oil  has  been  sold  on  the 
local  exchange  for  weeks,  although 
hardly  a  day  goes  by  that  offers  to 
buy  are  not  made.  For  weeks  a 
notice  asking  for  sixteen  gravity 
oil  has  been  on  file  at  the  Los 
Angeles  Exchange.     It  is  also  an-

State  Mineralogist  Cooper  on  it( 
Superior  Value. 

There   has   long  been    much  in 
terest  and  anticipation    connected 


Progress  and   Need   or    the   Pro- 
posed Combination. 

The  organization  of  the  Oil  Pro- 
with  the  oil   possibilities  of  Hum- 1  ducers'  Association  at  Bakersfieid 

is  progressing  steadily.  Matters 
are  mainly  in  the  hauds  of  a  sub- 
committee appointed  at  a  general 
meeting  held  some  time  ago  and 
this  committee  announces  that  it 
will  report  to  a  general  meeting  of 
producers,  to  be  held  August  30. 
The  committee  has  given  out  the 
following  abstract  of  its  report 
which  is  practically  ready: 

"  We  enclose  you  herewith  copy 
of  proposed  form  of  handling  the 
oil  of  Kern  county  by  Storage  and 
Transportation  company,  a  cor- 
poration to  be  formed  by  the  oil 
producers,  exclusively,  subject  to 
such  changes  or  amendments  that 
may  be  made  at  the  general  meet- 
ing called  to  meet  in  the  opera 
house  at  Bakersfieid.  August  30, 
at  2  p.  m. 

"To  preserve  an  equitable 
ownership  in  the  tanks,  pipelines, 
tank  wagons  and  all  other  prop- 
erty that  may  be  acquired  by  the 
Storage  and  Transportation  com- 
pany. The  by-laws  will  provide 
that  stock  dividends  will  be  de- 
clared at  the  end  of  each  year,  in 
proportion  to  the  amount  of  oil  de- 
livered by  each  stockholder,  there- 
by giving  representation  and  stock 
in  exact  proportion  to  the  amount 
of  oil  delivered,  and  the  amount 
of  money  contributed  by  each  pro- 
ducing oil  company.  The  by-laws 
will  further  provide  that  the  board 
of  directors  shall  sell  no  stock  in 
the  Storage  and  Transportation 
company  to  any  but  oil  producers, 
thereby  insuring  absolute  control 
of  the  affairs  of  the  Storage  and 
Transportation  company  in  the 
hands  of  said  oil  producing  com- 
panies. 

"  We  find  a  general  disposition 
on  the  part  of  all  the  consumers  of 
oil  to  defer  entering  into  contract 
for  purchase  of  oil  until  such  time 
as  the  efforts  of  fifteen  or  twenty 
oil  producing  companies  to  sell  oil 
shall  have  forced  the  price  down 
to  the  lowest  point.  In  fact,  many 
companies  would  purchase  oil  to- 
day and  enter  into  a  contract  for  a 
number  of  years,  but  they  are 
afraid  that  after  having  signed  a 


boldt  county  on  account  of  the  fact 
that  the  oil  of  the  Mattole  region 
is  a  light  oil  with  a  paraffine  base, 
giving  rise  to  the  general  supposi- 
tion that  if  an  oil  field  is  developed 
there,  California  will  at  last  pro- 
duce an  oil  like  the  Pennsylvania 
product,  and  one  that  will  com- 
mand a  high  price. 

It  is  impossible  to  give  a  clear 
and  detailed  exposition  of  the 
Humboldt  oil  or  field,  for  the  rea- 
son that  neither  have  ever  yet 
been  studied  with  sufficient  care 
by  competent  experts,  but  the  deep 
drilling  operations  now  going  on 
along  a  fifteen-mile  oil  line  will 
soon  make  the  field  better  known 
from  every  point  of  view. 

State  Mineralogist  A.  S.  Cooper, 
however,  has  received!  samples  of 
the  oil,  and  this  is  his  general  esti- 
mate of  it : 

"The  oil  varies  in  gravity,  but 
will  probably  average  from  40  to 
42  degrees,  Baume.  It  carries  one 
to  two  per  cent  of  paraffine  and  a 
little  asphalt.  The  paraffine  is  a 
collodial  paraffine — it  is  soft  and 
will  not  easily  crystallize.  It  is 
like  vaseline,  and  would  not  make 
paraffine  candles.  This  does  not 
affect  the  colorific  value  of  the  oil. 
The  oil  contains  two  more  atoms  of 
hydrogen  in  proportion  to  the  car- 
bon as  does  the  Pennsylvania  oil, 
and  hence  will  afford  more  heat, 
and  make  a  better  illuminating  oil 
than  other  California  oils,  as  the 
combustion  is  more  perfect  and  it 
will  not  smoke  so  much. 

"It  is  more  valuable  than  other 
Calitornia  oils  with  asphalt  bases. 
It  will  afford  more  illuminating  oil, 
will  be  better  for  gas-making  and 
be  worth  a  little  more  for  fuel  oil. 
It  contains  very  little  sulphur.  I 
cannot  say  what  percentage  of  il- 
luminating oil  it  would  afford,  but 
it  would  be  low  compared  with 
Eastern  oils,  which  yield  30  to  40 
percent.  Ordinary  California  oil, 
by  the  way,  will  yield  as  good  il- 
luminating oil  as  the  Eastern,  but 
very  little  of  it — not  more  than  one 
per  cent  or  so.  That  is  so  small 
that  the   refineries   add  other  ele-

navigation.  They  were  directed 
to  apply  to  the  secretary  of  war 
for  such  consent.  Since  then  the 
development  of  this  oil  field  be- 
neath the  ocean  has  been  at  a 
standstill,  but  now  the  extension 
of  the  wharves  and  the  drilling  of 
more  wells  may  continue  without 
fear  of  further  interference.  The 
action  of  the  department  is  of  im- 
portance and  means  a  great  deal 
to  the  oil  industry  here.

The  California  Rock  Oil  com- 
pany is  down  775  feet  in  its  well 
on  Section  28  of  the  Coalinga  dis- 
trict and  expects  to  strike  oil  very 
soon.  Considerable  trouble  with 
casing  has  delayed  drilling  more 
or  less.  The  company  has  700 
acres  in  the   Big   Panoche  district. 

The  big  tank  which  the  Home 
Oil  company  is  about  to  erect  at 
Oil  City  will  have  a  capacity  of 
35,000  barrels  of  oil  and  will  be 
the  largest  tank  in  the  district, 
holding  several  thousand  more 
barrels  than  the  tank  of  the  Coal- 
inga  Oil  company  at  the  base  of 
the  hills,  says  the  Hanford  Jour- 
nal. It  will  be  erected  close  to 
the  Home  company's   well  No.   1. 

The  Phoenix  Oil  company  has 
brought  in  another  well  being 
well  No.  2.  It  is  about  a  40-barrel 
well.  The  oil  in  the  well  was 
struck  at  a  lower  depth  than  in 
well  No.  1  and  is  a  better  flow 
than  in  the  first  well,  so  that  as 
soon  as  the  new  well  is  in  shape, 
well  No.  1  will  be  drilled  deeper, 
to  the  oil  strata  struck  in  No.  2, 
which  will  no  doubt  materially  in- 
crease its  flow.

Fifty-eight  carloads  of  ties  and 
railing  construction  material  are 
now  at  Gossford  Station,  to  be  used 
in  the  construction  of  the  Sunset 
branch,  which,  it  is  announced,  will 
begin  in  two  weeks. 

The  Uncle  Sam  has  put  up  a 
very  strong  derrick  on  1,  29-27, 
and  will  endeavor  to  go  down  to  a 
depth  that  will  effectually  settle, 
one  way  or  the  other,  the  question 
of  oil  there.

The  Lacy  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany of  Los  Angeles  has  just 
erected  a  30,000-barrel  iron  storage 
tank  at  the  mouth  of  the  Kern 
River  Canon.  The  tank  is  eighty- 
six  feet  in  diameter  and  thirty  feet 
high.

OIL  FOR  WARSHIPS. 


It  will   Greatly    Increase    Speed 
and   Steaming   Radius. 

Petroleum  is  the  fuel  whose 
substitution  for  coal  on  warships 
will  largely  increase  their  steam- 
ing radii  and  to  a  smaller  extent 
their  speeds.  The  ability  of  pe- 
troleum to  largely  increase  the  fuel 
capacity  of  fighting  ships  without 
changing  their  present  dimensions 
or  machinery  equipments  lies  in 
its  greater  heating  power  per  unit 
of  weight  and  volume.  Steam 
coal  of  the  best  grades  develops 
approximately  14,000  heat  units 
per  pound  on  perfect  combustion. 
The  high  grades  of  petroleum  yield 
21,000  heat  units  per  pound  when 
fully  burned.  With  these  two 
fuels  in  actual  use  under  steam 
boilers,  the  results  in  the  evapora- 
tion of  water  are  more  favorable  to 
the  petroleum  than  the  figures  just 
named  indicate,  beause  it  is  practi- 
cable to  get  more  nearly  perfect 
combustion  of  the  oil  than  of  the 
coal.  In  present  ships,  there- 
fore, devoting  the  same  tonnage  to 
petroleum  that  is  now  devoted  to 
coal,  the  fuel  capacity  with  the 
former  is  more  than  50  per  cent 
greater  than  with  the  latter.  This 
increase  of  fuel  capacity  gives  the 
ships  with  fuel  oil  one  and  one-half 
times  the  steaming  radius  at  any 
speed,  the  ability  to  maintain  a 
greater  maximum  speed  and  to 
continue  it  for  a  longer  period. 

Not  only  is  the  heating  power  of 
petroleum  50  per  cent  greater  than 
that  of  coal  by  the  same  weight, 
but  the  same  relation  holds  good 
for  equal  bulk.  The  weight  of  pe- 
troleum is  very  nearly  54  pounds 
per  cubic  foot,  and  this  figure  is 
also  a  fair  average  for  a  cubic  foot 
of  steam  coal.  With  oil  the  labor 
of  firing  is  to  a  very  large  extent 
avoided.  Not  more  than  one- 
fourth  the  number  of  men  required 
for  coal  are  necessary,  and  their 
duties  are  much  less  exacting.  The 
oil  can  be  burned  under  any  kind 
of  boiler,  and  its  use  may  even 
alternate  with  that  of  coal. 

Great  as  are  the  advantages  to 
be  derived  from  petroleum  fuel  in 
warships  with  steam  power  plants, 
still  more  favorable  results  seem 
possible  if  internal  combustion 
motors  are  adopted.  Oil  engines 
require  no  boilers  and  consume  less 
fuel  than  the  best  steam  power 
equipments  per  unit  of  effective 
work.  It  must  be  said,  however, 
that  the  development  of  very  large 
oil  engines,  such  as  would  be  re- 
quired to  drive  warships,  and  is  in 
the  experimental  stage,  and  the 
hopes  now  held  for  them  may  not 
be  realized.  Concerning  the  ad- 
vantagesof  petroleum  fuel  forsteam 
boilers,  there  remains,  however,  no 
doubt  whatever. 

The  commercial  demands  for  pe- 
troleum are  already  tending  to  de- 
velop new  fields  of  production,  and 
its  recognition  as  the  most  effective 
fuel  for  warships  is  sure  to  hasten 
this  process.  Deposits  of  petroleum 
in  greater  or  less  amounts  seem  to 
be  almost  as  generally  distributed 
as  are  those  of  coal.  Most  of  the 
countries  of  continental  Europe 
produce  small  quantities  of  petrol- 
eum for  home  consumption,  and  in 
Germany  and  Austria  the  supply 
is  quite  large.  The  oil  trom  Scotch 
shales  is  sufficient  for  only  a  small 
part  of  the  demand  in  Great  Bri- 
tain, where  the  annual  import  of 
the  distilled  products  of  petroleum 
is  nearly  200,000,000  gallons.  China 
and  India  have  long  produced  some 
petroleum,  and  are  believed  to  have 
large  deposits.  Several  islands  of 
the  far  East,  as  Japan,  Borneo  and 


Java,  are  said  to  promise  future 
supplies  of  petroleum.  In  the 
Western  Hemisphere  vast  quanti- 
ties of  petroleum  are  beli  .ved  to 
exist  in  Canada,  Mexico  and  sev- 
eral of  the  countries  of  South 
America.  When  these  undevel- 
oped fields  are  in  operation  the 
supply  of  oilmay  be  as  plentiful  as 
that  of  coal,  but  that  seems  improb- 
able. Meantime  petroleum  fuel  is 
being  applied  in  some  recent  war 
vessels  of  the  Russia  and  the  United 
States  with  a  decided  increase  of 
speed  over  that  attained  with  coal.

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TROUBLE  IN  THE  NORTH, 


Mineral  and  Timber  Claimants  to 
Oil  Lands. 

Up  in  the  oil  belt  of  Colusa  and 
Glenn  counties  people  are  after 
oil  lands  in  a  hurry  and  a  conflict 
has  arisen  between  parties  filing 
mineral  and  timber  claims.  Prob- 
ably scrippers  will  be  getting  in 
their  work  soon,  as  no  lands  have 
been  withdrawn  up  that  way. 
The  Woodland  Democrat  and  the 
Colusa  Sun  espouse  a  side  each. 
Says  the  Democrat  of  some  Colusa 
timber  claimants: 

"  These  people  are  going  to 
have  a  great  deal  of  trouble  in 
'  proving  up  on  their  timber 
claims.'  for  the  simple  reason  that 
there'  is  no  timber  on  the  land 
worth  speaking  of.  This  is  one  of 
the  greatest  frauds  ever  attempted. 
It  is  being  done  solely  in  the  in- 
terest of  a  lot  of  speculators  who 
want  to  get  hold  of  the  land  for 
the  oil  it  contains.  A  move  is 
well  on  foot  to  balk  their  game 
and  show  them  up  in  their  true 
light." 

Under  the  heading,  "  Who  stole 
that  ace  out  of  my  lap,"  the  Sun 
gets  back  thus:  "The  upshot  of  the 
matter  is  that  there  is  a  conflict 
between  those  who  want  to  hold 
claims  by  filing,  and  without  de- 
veloping, or  intending  to  develop 
oil,  and  those  who  want  to  get 
land  under  the  timber  act  that 
may  have  some  possible  chance  for 
oil.  Woodland  seems  to  be  the 
headquarters  of  the  "  filers,"  and 
the  Democrat  looks  through 
colored  glasses!  Any  of  them  are 
willing  to  get  oil  land  somehow, 
and  how  they  are  not  caring  overly 
much.  The  straight  way  to  do  it 
is  to  find  a  place  where  you  are 
willing  to  gamble  on  finding  oil, 
put  up  a  derrick  and  find  it!  As 
between  the  other  methods  it  is  a 
mere  question  of  whose  ace  has 
been  stolen.  The  way  to  do  it  is 
to  go  ahead  manfully,  and  if  a  fel 
low  misses  an  ace  he  had  laid 
away,  don't  bellow  like  a  calf!" 

New  Eastern  Fields. 

There  is  a  great  effort  going  on 
in  the  Eastern  oil  regions  to  dis- 
cover and  develop  new  fields.  An 
exchange  says:  "The  drill  will  be 
kept  busy  in  all  fields  and  the 
search  for  new  producing  territory 
will  be  continued  with  rentless 
energy.  There  is  no  scarcity  of 
undeveloped  producing  territory 
at  the  present,  but  at  the  same 
time  operators  are  putting  forth 
every  effort  to  accomplish  that  end 
and  by  the  time  they  shall  have 
succeeded  the  answer  to  the  oft 
repeated  querry:  "  Where  is  going 
to  be  the  next  field?"  will  be 
answered.  West  Virginia  no  doubt 
holds  the  secret  but  the  main 
thing  to  determine  is  whether  or 
not  it  lies  in  advance  to  the  south 
or  southwest  of  present  producing 
limits.  Much  of  the  wildcat  work 
now  under  way  is  based  on  that 
theory."

Editor  Oil  REPORTER — Ever  since 
the  discovery  of  oil  in  the  McKittrick 
district  the  greater  problem  has  been  to 
keep  the  wells  flowing  or  pumping  be- 
cause of  the  fact  that  the  oil  here  is 
found  in  a  sand  and  gravel  identical  in 
appearance  with  ordinary  water  sand. 
This  sand  is  so  course  and  plentiful  that 
no  valve  pump  has  been  found  that  will 
pump  it  out  of  the  wells.  Then  again 
the  pressure  of  gas  has  continually 
heaved  this  sand  up  into  the  casing  and 
few,  if  any  of  the  wells  are  ever  clear  of 
100  to  300  feet  of  this  sand. 

The  method  heretofore  employer!  has 
been  to  drill  this  sand  out  with  Stand- 
ard rigs  and  at  certain  places  the  wells 
"let  go"  as  they  express  it,  and  blow  out 
great  quantities  of  sand  and  gravel. 
Well  No.  1,  on  the  Kern  River's  tract 
"let  go"  under  such  treatment  last  week 
and  the  bailer  was  blown  through  the 
crown  block  and  dropped  dangerously 
near  the  workmen.  Then  for  a  few 
moments  these  wells  How  a  great  stream

Some 
oil  was  brought  up  with  the  water  and 
on  the  morning  of  the  24th  all  the  water 
having  been  removed  the  pure  oil  came 
gentle  flowing  out  of  the  casing,  some- 
times just  rolling  out  of  the  top,  again 
rising"  three  to  five  feet  into  the 
air.  livery  few  hours  she  would  ap- 
parently stop  and  instantly  the  bailer 
was  run  to  the  bottom  and  what  little 
sand  would  hav<  come  in  be  brought  to 
the  top  and  for  several  hours  the  well 
would  again  flow  gently.  Thus  she  has 
been  performing  ever  since  at  a  400- 
barrel  rate  and  bills  fair  to  continue.

Editor  Pacific  Oii<  Reporter, 

Dear  Sir: — In  response  to  your 
inquiry  of  a  recent  date  asking  for 
an  opinion  as  to  the  controversy 
between  the  locators  of  oil  claims 
in  this  state  and  those  who  are 
seeking  to  despoil  them  of  their 
possessions  by  the  use  of  govern- 
ment scrip,  permit  me  to  say  that 
the  issues  involved,  while  simple 
in  themselves,  and  in  my  judgment 
of  easy  solution,  yet,  any  at- 
tempted discussion  of  them  here, 
would  require  more  space  than 
you  could  possibly  devote  in  any 
single  issue  of  your  paper,  and  at 
the  same  time  do  justice  to  other 
matters  of  interest  to  the  oil  pro- 
ducers, for  which  your  journal  has 
become  deservedly  conspicuous. 

It  may  be  stated  however,  in 
brief,  that  the  principal  issue  be- 
tween the  parties  is  based  upon 
the  known  character  of  the  land 
at  the  date  the  scrip  was  filed,  the 
scripper  contending  that  unless 
the  land  at  the  date  of  the  filing 
was  known  to  contain  mineral  by 
actual  development  in  paying 
quantities,  his  right  to  select  it  in 
the  United  States  Land  Office 
could  not  be  questioned  and  hav- 
ing selected  it  and  surrendered  his 
scrip,  no  subsequent  development 
of  mineral  (oil)  could  operate  to 
defeat  his  rights  thus  acquir.d. 

The  miner,  on  the  other  haud, 
contends  that  all  of  the  lands  in 
the  Kern  River,  Coalinga  and 
other  oil  districts  upon  which  the 
scrip  has  been  placed,  is  not  agri- 
cultural land  in  any  rational  sense, 
but  that  the  same  is  and  always 
has  been  mineral  in  character,  and 
therefore,  not  open  to  selection  by 
either  scrip  or  any  other  kind  of 
agricultural  selection;  and  that 
having  located  mines  upon  it,  and 
entered  into  the  possession  of  the 
land  under  a  valid  location  to  de- 
velop the  same,  their  possession 
and  location  according  to  the  min- 
ing laws  of  the  United  States  and 
the  local  regulations  of  the  district 
withdraws  the  land  thus  occupied 
from  the  domain  of  the  Act  of  Con- 
gress permitting  the  selection  of 
lieu  lands,  known  as  the  Act  of 
June  4th,  1897. 

This  is,  in  effect,  the  bone  of 
contention  between  the  respective 
claimants,  and  were  it  not  for  the 
recent  decision  of  Judge  Ross  of 
the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United 
States  for  the  Southern  District  of 
California  in  the  Ventura  case, 
which  at  first  blush,  seems  in 
many  of  its  paragraphs  to  support 
the  pretensions  of  the  scripper,  the 
situation  would  never  have  been 
regarded  as  serious  by  the  people 
who  have  made  mining  locations 
and  are  engaged  in  developing  the 
oil  resources  of  these  districts. 
But  when  a  court  of  the  dignity 


and  ability  of  the  Circuit  Court  of 
the  United  States  for  the  Southern 
District  of  California  and  a  judge 
of  the  reputation  and  known  abil- 
ity of  Erskine  M.  Ross  even  inti- 
mates an  opinion  adverse  to  one's 
title  to  valuable  real  estate,  it  be- 
comes at  once  alarming,  and  the 
subject  of  very  grave  and  serious 
consideration. 

It  may  be  stated,  however,  that 
the  decision  referred  to  was  based 
upon  the  facts  in  evidence  in  the 
case  in  which  it  was  rendered,  and 
while  some  of  the  .principles  an- 
nounced by  the  judge  as  consid- 
ered applicable  to  all  cases  involv- 
ing title  between  the  scripper  and 
the  miner,  vet,  in  so  far  as  the  lan- 
guage used  departed  from  the  facts 
there  in  evidence,  it  is  not  author- 
ity in  any  other  case  involving  dif- 
ferent facts,  either  in  that  court  or 
in  an>  other  in  which  the  questions 
may  arise. 

It  is  also  true  that  if  Judge  Ross 
were  convinced  that  he  had  fallen 
into  error  in  any  of  the  principles 
announced  in  his  decision,  he 
would  be  the  very  first  to  correct 
that  error,  and  be  glad  of  an  early 
opportunity  to  do  so,  and  in  that 
respect  would  not  hesitate  to  make 
the  correction  out  of  any  pride  of 
opinion,  or  because  the  same  might 
appear  to  be  inconsistent  with  any 
of  his  former  rulings. 

The  controversy  actually  pre- 
sented to  Judge  Ross  was  very  far 
from  involving  the  real  issues  which 
will  sooner  or  later  be  encountered 
in  the  various  oil  regions  of  this 
state  in  which  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  both  sides  will  be  fully  repre- 
sented, and  afford  the  Judge,  or 
any  other  court  before  whom  it 
may  be  heard,  a  fair  opportunity  to 
pass  upon  the  rights  of  the  differ- 
ent claimants,  which  will  involve 
the  whole  principle  at  issue;  and, 
when  this  is  done  I  am  quite  sat- 
isfied that  the  miner,  who  has  gone 
upon  the  public  domain  and  made 
a  valid  location  of  oil  lands,  and  by 
his  industry  and  perseverance  has 
made  a  valuable  development  of 
petroleum  oil,  will  not  be  deprived 
of  the  fruits  of  his  labor  by  any 
scripper  in  any  court  in  this  coun- 
try,  either  state  or  federal. 

I  see  no  occasion  for  anxiety 
upon  the  part  of  the  mineral  claim- 
ants, except  those  who  are  sleep- 
ing upon  their  rights,  or  have  made 
locations  for  merely  speculative 
purposes,  without  attempting  to 
develop  its  mineral  character;  and 
in  that  class  of  cases,  as  both  of  the 
parties  occupy  similar  positions, 
the  question  as  to  which  may  suc- 
ceed is  not  one  of  very  much  pub- 
lic importance.  Very  respectfully,

RAILROAD   LEASES. 


The    Southern  Pacific    Gives  Oil 
Rights  for  One  Eighth. 

The  Southern  Pacific  Company 
which  never  sells  lands  known 
to  be  oil  lands  has  gone  to  leas- 
ing them  for  oil  exploitation.  A 
sample  lease  is  described  by  the 
Fresno  Evening  Democrat  as  fol- 
lows : 

"The  lease  by  the  Southern  Pa- 
cific Railroad  Company  to  Herman 
Nathan,  for  the  nominal  sum  of  $5, 
of  certain  oil  land  was  filed  with 
the  county  recorder  last  week.  The 
land  in  question  consists  of  165  acres 
lying  about  five  miles  southeast 
from  Oil  City,  and  consists  of  the 
west  half  of  the  west  half  of  1,  20-15. 
The  lease  is  for  ten  years  from  Au- 
gust 3d,  and  by  its  terms  Nathan 
binds  himself  to  sink  a  well  within 
the  first  year  to  a  depth  of  2000  feet 
if  oil  is  not  encountered  before  that 
depth  is  attained.  As  evidence 
of  good  faith,  the  lessee  has  depos- 
ited the  sum  of  $250,  and  if  he  ful- 
fills all  of  the  stipulations  of  the 
lease  without  developing  any  oil, 
then  that  amount  will  be  returned 
to  him.  If,  however,  oil  is  devel- 
oped, then  one-eighth  or  the  gross 
amount  of  the  product  will  be  ap- 
portioned to  the  corporation,  and 
during  each  succeeding  year  Na- 
than undertakes  to  sink  at  least  an 
additional  cvell  upon  the  premises. 
The  company  has  reserved  the 
right  to  release  the  lands  involved 
for  grazing  or  agricultural  pur- 
poses. " 


ting  on  or  off  a  sprocket  chain 
belt  for  a  full-sized  walking 
beam  or  hydraulic  rotary  as 
desired.

I  am  not  very  well  in- 
formed as  to  the  condition  here  in 
McKittrick,  but  know  that  the 
California  Standard  are  still  unable 
to  get  the  sand  out  of  their  wells, 
and  the  McKittrick  Consolidated 
are  moving  their  derrick  for  a  new 
hole.  The  Kern  River  No.  1 
flowed  for  two  days  and  is  now 
closed  down,  while  I  expect  to 
open  the  other  thirty  feet  of  num- 
ber two  in  the  morning  and  start 
her  flowing." 


Kern  Shipments. 

Some  heavy  oil  shipments  were 
made  yesterday,  thirteen  from  the 
Kern  River  section  and  four  from 
McKittrick,  a  total  of  seventeen 
cars  in  one  day,  says  the  Bakers- 
field  Californian.  It  is  the  opinion 
of  Engineer  Bienenfield  that  the 
shipments  will  reach  the  enormous 
sum  of  100  cars  a  day  from  the 
Kern  River  district  alone  within 
six  months.  The  Southern  Pacific 
is  finding  it  very  hard  to  supply 
the  oil  men  with  cars  and  to  meet 
the  expected  demands  cf  the  local 
fields  has  ordered  several  hundred 
to  be  built  in  the  shortest  time 
possible. 


New  Machinery  Successful. 

A  letter  received  last  week  from 
J.  E.  Breitweiser  contains  the  fol- 
lowing: 

"  As  to  the  success  of  my 
methods,  I  to-day  cleaned  240  feet 
of  sand  out  of  a  well  that  has  not 
been  cleaned  by  the  old  process 
for  months  to  that  depth,  830,  and 
intend  to  finish  it  in  the  morning. 
In  addition  to  this  I  cleaned  prob- 
ably four  times  that  amount  of 
sand  that  came  heaving  in  con- 
tinuously. Heretofore,  it  took  from 
four  to  five  days  to  do  the  same 
work  and  then  in  less  than  twenty- 
four  hours  the  wells  were  again 
full.  I  accomplished  this  without 
even  using  a  drill,  but  simply  part 
of  a  machine. 

At  the  Fresno-Alpha  well  in 
Fresno-San  Benito  district  they 
had  caved  the  hole  in  because  of 
using  a  walking-beam  while  wait- 
ing for  my  rig,  and  therefore  they 
had  first  to  get  some  casing,  some 
jacks,  drive  screws,  etc.,  to  follow 
down  and  case  off  the  cave.  They 
also  had  not  sufficient  water  for  a 
pump  to  work  as  I  wished,  or  their 
former  superintendent  said  was 
necessary,  therefore  there  was  a  de- 
lay until  these  conditions  were 
remedied.  I  am  also  now  draw- 
ing a  testing  and  combination  rig 
that  is  made  ready  by  simply  put- 


Nerve  in  a  Well. 

Superintendents  and  engineers 
are  not  in  the  habit  of  going  down 
into  oil  wells  to  get  lost  things,  but 
this  is  what  the  engineer  of  the 
Erie  Oil  Company,  in  the  Fillmore 
field,  Los  Angeles  county,  did  the 
other  day,  according  to  the  Los  • 
Angeles  Times  :  "  The  cable  hold- 
ing the  drill  broke,  and  it  was  be- 
lieved that  a  fishing  job  would  be 
the  next  thing  in  order.  On  hear- 
ing the  news  the  chief  engineer 
examined  the  seventsen-inch  hole 
and  decided  to  go  down  after  the 
cable.  This  he  did,  and  after 
being  lowered  into  the  hole  eighty 
feet,  found  the  cable  and  made  the 
repairs  on  the  spot,  down  in  the 
earth.  As  the  hole  ismot  cased  the 
risk  was  great,  requiring  remark- 
able courage,  put  it  saved  the  com- 
pany much  expense.'' 


A  Lucky  Purchase. 

Less  than  a  year  ago,  John  A. 
Bunting  of  the  Sterling  and  San 
Joaquin  Oil  companies  bought  sec- 
tions 5  and  31  in  the  Kern  River 
field  from  the  railroad  company 
at  $2. 50  per  acre  payingdown  $800. 
There  was  then  but  one  well  in 
the  Kern  River  district.  He  says 
that  these  sections,  which  the 
companies  mentioned  have  devel- 
oped could  now  be  sold  for  $3,000,- 
000.

Since  that 
time  the  the  margin  has  again  ad 
vanced  until  at  the  close  of  1899  it 
was  .0572  cents.  Unfortunately 
for  Protessor  Jenks'  conclusions, 
his  refined  oil  prices  include  the 
cost  of  package,  while  his  crude  oil 
prices  are  given  in  bulk,  and  he 
presents  no  figures  on  the  cost  ol 
manfacture  or  the  transportation 
of  crude  oil  to  the  refiner.  Still, 
the  inevitable  conclusion  is  that  the 
profits  in  the  refined  business  have 
been  accomplished  by  reducing  the 
cost  of  manufacture,  and  that  the 
consumer  has  received  all  that  he 
is  entitled  to  from  this  benefit. 
That  is,  the  price  01  refined  oil  has 
been  steadily  decreased  to  a  point 
to  bring  about  the  very  largest 
consumption,  and  both  refiners  and 
producers  have  received  fair  re- 
turns on  their  capital  and  skill."

Oil  or  Water. 

The  Sacramento  valley  oil  opera 
tions  may  bless  that  valley  with 
water  as  will  likely  be  the  result 
in  the  San  Joaquin  valley.  This 
is  recognized  by  the  Willows  Re- 
view, which  says:  "Judging  from 
recent  developments,  in  our  opin- 
ion it  is  quite  evident  that  a  good 
flow  of  water  can  be  obtained  from 
this  valley  by  boring  artesian 
wells  along  the  foothills  of  Te- 
hama, Glenn,  Colusa,  Yolo  and 
Solano  counties.  The  reason  for 
this  conclusion  is  that  Mr.  Fergu- 
son, who  is  drilling  a  well  for  an 
oil  company  about  ten  miles  west 
of  Red  Bluff,  after  reaching  a 
depth  of  about  200  feet,  broke  into 
a  vein  of  water  that  has  ever  since 
proved  a  great  nuisance  to  him  in 
his  work  of  prospecting  for  oil  and 
has  come  up  in  great  volumes. 
The  water  is  of  a  fine  quality. 
Messrs.  Gorrill  &  Smith,  who  are 
boring  for  oil  in  Sand  creek  ten 
miles  west  of  Arbuckle,  and  have 
reached  a  depth  of  about  400  feet, 
are  troubled  with  too  much  water, 
but  it  is  of  a  very  salty  kind." 


It  is  "Elwood." 

"Elwood"  will  soon  be  a  familiar 
railroad  station  name,  according  to 
the  Californian.  It  is  the  name 
given  by  the  Southern  Pacific 
Company  to  the  terminus  of  its 
branch  road  into  the  Kern  River 
field,  and  the  naming  is  intended 
to  houor  the  men  of  that  name 
who  made  the  first  discovery  of  oil 
in  that  field,  at  the  point  along  the 
river  where  a  seepage  had  long 
been  known  to  exist.  Since  the 
road  began  building  the  place  in- 
tended to  be  the  terminus  has  been 
locally  called  Oil  City,  an  unwise 
appellation,  because  Oil  City  in  the 
Coalinga  field  has  become  well 
known.  If  the  report  is  true,  it  is 
strange,  as  the  Southern  Pacific 
has  long  had  an  Elwood  on  its 
Santa  Barbara  line. 


The  Railroad  Share- 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that 
the  Southern  Pacific  failed  to 
wake  up  until  most  of  its  lands  in 
the  Kern  River  district  had  been 
sold  for  $2.50  an  acre,  it  will  do 
pretty  well  out  of  the  discovery  of 
oil  there.  On  every  barrel  of  oil 
which  it  hauls  to  San  Francisco,  it 
levies  a  toll  of  forty-four  cents, 
one-third  of  its  gross  value.  It  is 
not  a  wild  statement  to  make  that 
the  freight  paid  to  the  Southern 
Pacific  and  the  Santa  Fe  by  pro- 
ducers in  that  field,  McKittrick 
and  Sunset  will  amount  in  five 
years  to  a  sum  sufficient  to  build  a 
railroad  to  tide  water. — Californian.

Oregon,  stopped  at  Los  Angeles, 
Bakersfield  and  San  Francisco, 
principally  to  acquaint  himself 
with  the  importance  of  the  oil  in- 
dustry of  California.  In  a  pub- 
lished interview  he  said  : 

I  have  seen  all  the  oil  fields  in  America 
and  I  consider  the  Kern  River  oil  district 
the  second  largest.  It  looks  as  though  it 
might  prove  the  greatest  producer  of 
all-of  them. 

"  I  am  on  the  coast  inspecting  the  for- 
est reservations  and  I  concluded  also  to 
take  a  look  at  the  Kern  oil  fields.  The 
oil  industry  on  this  coast  is  becoming  a 
great  industry  and  it  is  our  duty  to  give 
it  all  the  protection  possible,  that  it  may 
flourish.  We  want  to  see  men  who  hon- 
estly put  their  money  into  the  industry 
get  fair  play.  We  do  not  propose  to  have 
them  interfered  with  by  dishonest 
schemers.  If  the  land  is  mineral  we 
propose  to  haveJ  it  reserved  for  mineral 
location  and  developers. 

On  Thursday  evening  he  met 
Surveyor-General  J.  M.  Gleaves 
and  Col.  L-  Perry  Crane,  president 
of  the  California  Petroleum  Miners' 
Association,  and  expressed  himself 
as  heartily  in  favor  of  doing  all  in 
his  power  to  aid  in  the  practical 
development  of  the  oil  industry  of 
this  state.  He  was  particularly 
emphatic  in  requesting  that  a 
meeting  be  called  under  the 
auspices  of  the  California  Petrol- 
eum Miners'  Association,  at  which 
he  could  consult  with  the  leading 
oil  men  of  the  state  as  to  the  best 
methods  of  proceedure  in  the  con- 
troversy now  being  waged  between 
the  scrippers-and  mineral  locators. 
Such  a  meeting  will  be  called  as 
soon  as  the  Land  Commissioner  re- 
turns from  Oregon,  which  will  be 
at  an  early  date.

New  San  Francisco  Consumption 
and  its  Municipal  Regulation. 

The  decided  boom  in  the  use  of 
oil  as  fuel  for  the  generation  of 
power  in  San  Francisco  is  strik- 
ingly shown  by  the  number  of  ap- 
plications to  the  board  of  super- 
visors within  two  months  for  per- 
mission to  use  and  store  crude  fuel 
oil. 

The  records  before  two  months 
ago  are  quite  bare  of  such  pro- 
ceedings. A  number  of  old  per- 
mits are  recorded,  but  several  of 
the  parties  securing  the  right 
'afterward  abandoned  oil  and  re- 
turned to  coal  simply  on  account 
of  the  lack  of  supply.  With  the 
Kern  river  supply  in  sight  and 
the  consequent  hustling  for  cus- 
tomers many  important  industries 
have  decided  to  use  oil  while  many 
more  are  figuring  on  the  change. 
Before  a  person  or  firm  may 
store  and  use  fuel  oil  within  the 
city  limits  permission  to  do  so, 
under  certain  restrictions,  must  be 
gained  from  the  board  of  super- 
visors. The  board  passes  a  special 
resolution  in  each  case.  Within 
the  past  few  weeks  applications 
for  this  permission  have  been  filed 
by  the  following: 

Standard  Oil  company,  Ameri- 
can Tool  Works,  United  Oil  Pro- 
ducers' Association,  Iudependent 
Electric  Light  and  Power  com- 
pany, San  Francisco  Gas  and 
Electric  company,  San  Francisco 
Glass  Works,  San  Francisco  Brick 
company,  California  Glue  Works, 
Still  Water  Ice  company,  Na- 
tional Ice  company,  California  Art 
Glass  Works,  Gray  Brothers,  Cali- 
lornia  Hotel,  Bavaria  Brewery,  San 
Francisco  and  San  Joaquin  Valley 
Railroad  company. 

Some  of  these  applications  have 
been  granted,  some  are  pending 
and  cne,  that  of  the  '  California 
Hotel  and  theatre,  has  been  re- 
fused. The  San  Joaquin  Valley 
company  has  a  10,000-gallon  tank 
at  its  freight  terminal  at  Spear 
and  Bryant  streets,  to  supply  its 
yard  engines,  on  which  oil  is  used. 
The  Electric  Light  company  will 
store  20,000  gallons  near  Town- 
send  street  with  a  smaller  tank  at 
its  Stevenson  street  plant. 

Such  applications  are  referred 
first  to  Fire  Marshal  Towle,  who 
investigates  the  conditions  sur- 
rounding the  proposed  use  and 
storage  and  recommends  to  the 
board  the  restrictions  he  deems 
wise.  These  restrictions  are  em- 
bodied in  the  resolution  granting 
the  privilege  asked  for  and  the 
use  of  fuel  oil  in  San  Francisco  is 
thus  regulated  and  supervised  by 
the  Fire  Marshal.  In  San  Fran- 
cisco this  regulation  is  quite  rigid. 
A  large  store  of  inflamable  oil  is, 
of  course,  a  constant  danger  in  a 
crowded  community  and  should  be 
surrounded  with  every  reason  able 
precaution. 

"  We  wish  to  impose  no  un- 
reasonable or  burdensome  restric- 
tion on  any  industry,  but  simply 
to  establish  wise  safe-guards  that 
the  storage  of  large  quantities  of 
highly  inflamable  oil  requires," 
said  Mr.  Towle  the  other  day.  "In 
Hoboken,  New  Jersey,  a  loss  of 
millions  recently  attended  the 
burning  of  oil  tanks  and  in  the 
East  the  distructiveness  of  oil 
fires  is  well  known.  If  an  oil 
tank  bursts  burning  rivers  of 
flaming  oil  run  away  carrying 
destruction.  So  we  here  require 
storage  tanks  to  be  not  only  on 
the  ground  or  sunk  in  it,  but  sur- 
rounded by  a  wall  forming  a  sec- 


ond reservoir  large  enough  to  con- 
fine all  the  oil  if  it  should  escape. 
The  only  elevated  tank  yet  al- 
lowed in  the  city  is  that  of  the 
Santa  Fe  at  its  freight  yard  where 
tlevation  is  needed  to  fill  the  en- 
gine tanks.  Oil  is  not  allowed  to 
be  stored  in  any  building.  It 
must  be  a  yard  or  under  a  side- 
walk. Permission  was  refused  the 
California  hotel  and  theatre  be- 
cause the  oil  would  have  to  be 
stored  in  the  building  and  other 
circumstances  made  it  too  danger 
ous.  Some  of  the  oil  is  very  in- 
flamable. Here  is  a  sample  of 
Coalinga  oil  that  flashes  at  sixty 
degrees  while  this  Kern  River  oil 
will  stand  300  degrees  or  more. 

The  regulations  imposed  by  Fire 
Marshal  Towle  vary  with  each 
case,  but  a  typical  case  is  that  of 
the  Independent  Electric  Light 
and  Power  company,  which  was 
recently  granted  permission  to  use 
and  store  fuel  oil  at  its  power 
plant,  Twenty-third  and  Louisiana 
streets.  The  conditions  imposed 
were  the  following: 

"1.  That  said  storage  tank  is 
constructed  of  boiler  iron,  placed 
upon  the  spot  agreed  upon  by  the 
fire  marshal,  and  that  a  brick  or 
concrete  wall  shall  be  constructed 
around  said  storage  tank. 

"2.  That  a  vent  pipe  of  not  less 
than  one  inch  shall  be  attached  to 
said  storage  tank,  so  as  to  prevent 
the  escape  of  gas. 

"3.  That  said  storage  tank  be 
connected  with  the  boiler  by  a 
steam  pipe,  through  the  top  of  the 
tank,  the  steam  cock  to  be  placed 
so  as  to  be  easy  of  access  to  any 
person. 

"4.  That  the  petroleum  or  oil 
shall  be  forced  from  the  storage 
tank  to  the  furnace  by  an  automatic 
pump,  and  in  no  case  shall  the  oil 
be  permitted  to  flow  from  the 
storage  tank  to  the  furnace  by  force 
of  gravity. 

"5.  That  all  connection  shall  be 
perfectly  tight,  with  well-fitted 
joints,  and  all  pipes,  connections 
and  pumps  shall  be  capable  of  re- 
sisting a  pressure  of  300  pounds 
to  the  square  inch. 

"  Provided,  further,  that  said 
tank  is  erected  to  the  satisfaction 
and  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board  of  Public  Works.  " 

In  the  case  of  the  United  Oil 
Producers'  Association,  the  similar 
conditions  included  the  following: 
"  The  storage  tank  shall  be  con- 
structed of  iron,  not  more  than  18 
feet  in  diameter,  or  more  than  12 
feet  in  height.  A  brick  or  concrete 
wall  shall  be.  constructed  around 
said  tank  24  feet  by  24  feet,  and 
and  not  less  than  six  feet  in  height; 
if  said  wall  be  constructed  of 
brick,  said  walls  shall  not  be  less 
than  1 2  inches  in  thickness;  if  con- 
structed of  concrete,  the  base  of  the 
wall  shall  not  be  less  than  16  inches 
in  thickness  and  not  less  than  9 
inches  at  the  top,  not  less  than  6 
feet  in  height;  thusleaving  a  clear 
space  between  the  tank  and  the 
wall  of  3  feet;  no  opening  of  any 
kind  shall  be  allowed  in  said  walls, 
where  pipes  pass  through  they 
must  be  perfectly  tight  so  as  to 
permit  no  oil  to  leak  through  the 
surrounding  walls. " 

The  American  Tool  Company  is 
required  to  have  its  2000-gallon 
iron  tank  under  the  sidewalk 
buried  four  feet  in  the  earth,  with 
a  gas  vent  pipe  extending  upward 
not  less  than  ten  feet,  etc.  The 
California  Glue  Works  must  have 
the  top  of  its  tank  not  less  than 
two  feet  lower  than  the  burning 
point  in  the  furnace,  and  to  sur- 
round the  tank  with  a  wall  24x24 
feet,  17  inches  thick  and  four  feet 
high.

and  sending  an  immense  stream  of  o*' 
down  the  canyon  side  and  into  the  cree^ 
to  unite  with  the  stream  from  No.  2. 
Our  good  friend,  A.  L.  McPherson,  who 
is  superintendent  of  Kern  River  rushed 
to  the  phone  and  flashed  a  message, 
"cars!  cars!  everything  is  full  and  the 
canyon  damned  up.  No.  1  has  broke 
loose  with  5000  barrels  a  day." 

He  says  he  was  not  at  all  excited,  but 
imagine  yourself  having  been  worried  to 
death  almost,  with  this  particular  pair 
of  twins,  then  having  one  of  them  send 
out  for  days  a  nice  little  stream  of  five 
and  five-eighths  oil  until  you  have  filled 
every  storage  tank  and  all  cars  at  hand, 
then  suddenly  have  another  one  spout 
forth  a  seven  and  five-eighths  stream  of 
liquid  dollars.  Well  if  you  would  not 
get  excited  at  such  a  sight,  what  in  the 
world  would  excite  you?  If  you  have 
ever  stood  by  and  seen  an  eigth-inch 
water  pipe  burst  and  flood  the  street  you 
can  readily  imagine  what  was  the  con- 
dition of  things  at  No.  1  and  a  six-inch 
break, represents  No.  2.  It  certainly  is  a 
sight  to  be  remembered  a  lifetimeand  one 
that  has  been  our  experience,  but  twice 
before  during  life  and  possibly  may 
never  be  ours  again.  People  flocked  for 
miles  to  see  it.  Did  they  get  any  oil? 
Listen  to  that  steady  "  chee-you  chee- 
you"  of  that  immense  pump,  as  each 
stroke  sends  sixteen  inches  of  oil  through 
the  four-inch  pipe  line  to  the  railroad 
station  and  answer  your  own  question. 
It  is  simply  impossible  to  describe  the 
sight,  and  the  best  of  it  is  the  Kern 
River  people  can  keep  them  thus  flowing 
perhaps  indefinitely  as  they  have  now 
machinery  that  can  control  the  heaving 
sand  in  a  few  hours.  J.  E.  B.

California  Fuel  Supply. 

X  am  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  by  the 
use  of  the  proper  burnersa  much  greater 
siving  in  the  fuel  cost  can  be  made  by 
our  industrial  establishments  in  Cali- 
fornia, writes  M.  M.  Ogden  in  the  Los 
Angeles  Herald.  There  need  be  no 
question  of  the  permanency  and  magni- 
tude of  the  oil  fuel  supply  of  California. 
There  are  thousands  of  acres  of  virgin 
oil  territory  within  the  confines  of  this 
state  that  have  not  yet  been  exploited. 

It  is  equally  fallacious  to  assume  that 
there  will  be  an  overproduction  of  this, 
the  best  and  cheapest  fuel  in  the  world. 
But  a  small  percentage  of  the  steaming 
power  of  the  Pacific  Coast  is  yet  utilizing 
oil  fuel,  and  it  will  not  be  long  ere  dozens 
of  industrial  establishments  in  the  East- 
ern states  will  be  forced  to  establish 
branch  factories  in  California  to  hold 
their  trade  on  the  Pacific  slope  and  in 
the  opening  markets  of  the  Occident 
and  South  America.  This  was  the  his- 
tory of  Pittsburg  with  the  commercial 
utilization  of  natural  gas.  The  horse- 
power energy  of  that  community  was 
nearly  doubled  by  like  conditions  in 
three  years.

The  pressure  which 
forces  the  oil  to  its  overflow  at  the  top  of 
the  well  is  strong  and  constant.  Super- 
intendent Segur  is  proceeding  to  deepen 
the  well  a  little  distance  below  the  489K 
feet  which  marked  the  cessation  of 
drilling  when  the  well  began  to  flow,

JAPANESE  OIL  BOOM. 


Results  of  the  Development  of  the 
Rich  New  Echigo  Fields. 

Since  the  writer  gave  a  sketch 
of  the  Japanese  oil  industry  in 
this  journal  last  summer,  much 
progress  has  been  made,  both  in 
the  producing  aud  refining 
methods,  says  a  Japanese  author- 
ity in  the  Petroleum  Gazette. 

The  total  production  of  petrro- 
leum  in  Japan  at  that  time  was  a 
little  over  800,000  barrels  a  year, 
being  only  about  one-tenth  of  the 
consumption,  the  remainder  being 
imported.  Most  of  the  wells  were 
put  down  by  "  shafting"  and 
primitive  artesian  methods,  al- 
though a  number  of  firms  had 
adopted  the  American  method  al- 
most exclusively.  There  were 
not  more  than  sixty  miles  of  two 
and  three  inch  pipe  linesandoulya 
few  small  tanks  and  tank  cars 
throughout  the  fields.  The  re- 
fined oil  has  been  far  inferior  to 
even  the  so-called  "  export"  oil  of 
this  country  (United  States)  and 
the  domestic  oil  had  but  a  limited 
demand  on  account  of  its  danger- 
ous nature  as  well  as  its  bad  odor 
and  color.  The  total  number  of 
refineries  did  not  exceed  fifty,  in 
the  country,  and  they  had  a  com- 
bined capacity  of  only  about  1,500 
barrels  per  day.  In  short,  until 
lately  the  industry  was  considered 
as  being  most  dangerously  specu- 
lative by  the  majority  of  the  busi- 
ness men.  Even  the  Standard 
and  the  English  companies  were 
content  to  stand  by  with  hands 
in  their  pockets,  cautiously  watch- 
ing and  awaiting  results. 

The  oil  men  of  Japan,  however, 
having  strong  faith  in  the  ultimate 
success  of  the  industry,  never 
stopped  to  doubt  and  they  ob- 
tained all  the  information  they 
could  get  from  the  oil  countries  of 
the  world  by  sending  many  bright 
young  men  abroad  to  study 
methods   and    natural   conditions. 


In  the  latter  part  of  i8«,o,  they 

discovered    two   oil    fields   in    the 

'  province  of  Ecbigo,  both  of  which 

i  are  of  the  richest  ever   known   in 

Japan.     In  a  number  of  instances 

wells    of    more   than    400    barrels 

daily  yield  were  struck  at  a  depth 

'.  of  between  600  and  700  feet,  v. 

could  be  reached   after  teas   than 

two    weeks    easily    by    American 

methods  of  drilling.     The  new  oil 

fields  have    become  the  center  of 

oil  business  in  Japan  now. 

More  than  100  producing  and 
fifty  refining  companies  have  or- 
ganized in  the  vicinity  of  Kamada, 
and  Nagamine,  the  new  oil  fields. 
About  ten  pipe  lines  were  started 
three  and  four  inches  in  size  with 
variable  distance  between  the  re- 
fineries and  the  oil  wells. 

Several  hundred  tank  cars  were 
also  built  lately,  by  the  Japan  Oil 
company,  Asano,  Oguro  and  others 
to  transport  the  refined  as  well  as 
crude  oils  to  different  cities.  The 
total  length  of  the  pipe  lines  in 
existence  now  measures  more  than 
150  miles.  The  total  daily  pro- 
duction of  petroleum  in  Japan  at 
present  is  more  than  4000  barrels, 
compared  with  2,300  barrels  of  a 
year  ago,  showing  an  increase  of 
640,000  for  the  year. 

Japan  consumes,  annually,  about 
60,000,000  gallons  of  refined  oils 
while  the  domestic  refineries  make 
20,000,000  gallons,  one  third  of  the 
total  demand.  But  this  number 
will  show  a  great  development  of 
the  industry  if  it  is  compared  to 
that  of  the  proportion  already 
given,  of  a  year  ago. 

Soon  after  the  discovery  of  the 
new  oil  fields  more  than  seventy 
producing  and  thirty  refining  com- 
panies were  started  in  Kashi- 
wazaki,  the  nearest  city  to  the 
field.  Several  drilling  companies 
were  also  organized,  the  first  in 
Japan  to  put  down  oil  wells  by 
contract  for  the  oil  well  owners. 

AH  the  necessary  materials  and 
machineries  for  the  industry  have 
been  purchased  by  several  hun- 
dred since  last  year  from  America.

GLENN. 

A.  I..  Reed  and  I..  Priel,  oil  experts  in 
the  employ  of  the  I."-  Angeles  Oil  com- 
pany, wen-  in  Willows  last  week  .mil  paid 
the  Promote!  a  visit.  They  have  been 
investigating  the  nil  fields  and  wells  o( 
Glenn  ami  adjoining  counties,  and  have 
inspected  the  Herron  Oil  well  and  the 
property  of  District  Attornev  R.  A.  Long 
(Colusa  county.)  The  oil  from  these 
properties  they  pronounce  similar  in 
character  hut  superior  in  quality  to  that 
from  the  "Blue  Goose,"  a  famous  well 
in  the  Coalings  district  in  Fresno  county , 
Messrs.  Reed  and  Friel  left  Saturday  for 
an  extended  tour  in  Colusa  county. 
They  expect  to  visit  and  thoroughly  in- 
spect all  the  oil  lands  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  state  before  returning  to  Los 
Angeles. — Willows  Promoter. 

There  are  a  number  of  persons,  so  we 
ha  ve  been  informed,  that  have  invested 
in  oil  stocks  of  companies  organized  and 
operated  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
state.  Now,  it  would  be  much  better 
had  these  parties  taken  hold  and  given 
our  Glenn  county  oil  field  the  benefit  by 
purchasing  stock  in  our  home  company, 
and  t  hus  assist  in  developing  the  enter- 
prise. There  is  no  question  but  what 
there  is  oil  in  this  county,  and  all  that  is 
required  is  for  our  people  to  take  hold 
and  develop  the  same. — Tri-weekly  Pro- 
moter. 

HUMBOLDT. 

Oil  boring  operations  commenced  on 
the  Frank  Gouthier  place  near  Buckeye 
last  week,  and  will  also  begin  this  week 
at  the  Humboldt  Oil  company's  site, 
near  the  old  Union  well  up  the  North 
fork  of  the  Mattole  river.  Late  advices 
from  the  McNutt  gulch  state  that  Mr. 
Mcintosh's  well  is  still  silent,  pending 
the  arrival  from  San  Francisco  of  the 
necessary  apparatus  with  which  to  re- 
cover the  drill  recently  lost  there  by  the 
caving  of  the  well.  Herb  Lewis  left 
Ferndale  Sunday  with  another  load  of 
oil  boring  machinery  for  the  Mattole  oil 
fields,  presumably  for  the  Humboldt  Oil 
company,  says  the  Enterprise. — Hum- 
boldt Times. 

KERN. 

Kern  Oil's  No.  3  on  32,  28-28  is  down 
350  feet.     No.  4  was  started  last  week. 

John  Moss  has  taken  a  rig  to  Temblor 
and  will  drill  on  Land  leased  by  him. 

The  Sunrise  Oil  company  is  reported 
to  have  put  some  gun  men  on  its  prop- 
erty in  the  Sunset  district,  owing  to  a 
boundary  line  dispute. 

The  Petroleum  Center  has  abandoned 
its  well  in  the  Kern  River  field  in  which 
oil  was  recently  developed,  owing  to  in- 
ability to  recover  a  lost  sand  pump  and 
has  turned  the  hole  into  a  water  well. 

Two  town  sites  are  being  laid  out  on 
the  Kern  River  branch,  one  by  the  rail- 
road on  section  7,  and  the  other  by  the 
Petroleum  Development  on  4. 

Fullerton  Oil  company's  third  well  in 
the  Sunset  district  is  now  down  705  feet 
with  a  good  showing  of  oil.  Work  is  be- 
ing pushed  with  all  possible  speed,  and 
indications  are  good. 

Mrs.  O.  B.  Phelps  returned  to  her 
home  in  San  Francisco  today,  accom- 
panied by  Mrs.  Floyd,  an  Eastern  capi- 
talist, who  came  here  to  look  up  the 
Gray  Gander  properties,  which  she  liked 
so  well  that  she  took  a  large  block. — Cali- 
fornian. 

Messrs.  Clark,  Bryan  and  Wilson,  of 
Los  Angeles,  have  obtained  a  lease  on 
160  acres  in  3,  11-24.  They  are  situated 
very  favorably  being  only  a  quarter  of  a 
mile  from  the  Monarch  whose  strike 
crosses  their  land.  A  rig  is  to  be  put  in 
at  once 

W.  J.  B.  Lee  returned  from  the  well 
of  the  Golden  Gate,  which  company  he 
organized  and  is  enthusiastic  over  the 
outlook.  He  thinks  that  the  Golden 
Gate  has  a  better  well  than  the  Monarch, 
as  it  taps  the  sand  lower  down  and  shows 
up  in  great  shape.  It  is  down  800 
feet  and  will  probably  be  finished  within 
the  next  hundred.  Work  is  suspended 
at  present  to  await  the  arrival  of  more 
casing. — Californiau. 

Professor  Martin  arrived  from  the  city 
this  morning  and  intends  going  out  to 
the  Temblor  to  start  operations  for  the 
Red  Star,  says  the  Californiau.  The 
location   of   the  first  well  is  three   miles 


northwest  of  tin  Climax,  far  .nit  on  the 
frontier  l.ut  where  the  surface  indica- 
tions are  most  flattering. 

The  Sunset  Czar  company  is  reported 
to  have  struck  oil. 

The  Dabney  Oil  company,  which  com- 
menced operations  at  McKittrick  less 
than  two  months  ago.  has  shipped  out 
its  first  lot  of  oil — two  cars. 

The  Eldorado  company  has  leased  the 
southwest  forty  of  the  northeast  quarter 
of  29  to  some  parties  who  are  to  put  two 
rigs  at  work  on  it  within  thirty  days. 
Tne  Sequoia  company  has  gone  to  work 
again  and  everything  in  the  field  is  surg- 
ing ahead. 

The  directors  of  the  Stockton  Od  com- 
pany held  a  meeting  in  Kern  this  week. 
It  was  decided  to  resume  drilling  on  the 
company's  well  in  the  Kettleman  district 
at  as  early  a  date  as  possible.— Hanford 
Journal. 

R.  P.  Morrow  came  up  from  the  Kit- 
tlemen  hills  oil  country  Saturday,  where 
he  has  extensive  interests,  and  reports 
considerable  development  work  in  pro- 
gress. He  predicts  a  bright  future  for 
the  Kittlemen  Hills  and  Devil's  Den  Oil 
fields. — Fresno  Enterprise. 

The  train  going  out  to  the  Kern  River 
Oil  fields  presented  an  uncommon  sight 
today.  It  consisted  of  twenty-four  empty 
oil  cars,  which  will  be  filled  and  brought 
in  tomorrow.  Yesterday's  train  took 
nine  cars,  and  McKittrick  six  cars  and 
nearly  fifty  passengers. — Californian. 

Ira  Chrisman  came  in  from  Huron  last 
evening.  He  reports  drilling  for  oil  'in 
the  Devil's  Den  well  as  progressing !  at 
the  rate  of  twenty-five  or  thirty  feet  a 
day.  The  drill  has  hard  rock  to  pierce 
and  may  have  to  go  down  1200  feet— Vi- 
salia  Times. 

The  Peerless  company  was  down  600 
feet  with  its  well  No.  6  last  Monday,  and 
is  making  rapid  progress  with  the  drill. 
Oil  has  been  found  at  the  same  depths  as 
in  the  other  wells,  but  this  well  will  be 
drilled  deeper  than  any  of  the  other 
wells  of  this  company.  The  Peerless  is 
now  shipping  a  carload  of-oita  day. 

Members  of  the  Grocer's  company  ar- 
rived from  San  Francisco  this  week  to 
purchase  a  rig  which  is  to  be  stationed  on 
the  northeast  quarter  of  20,  11-24,  three 
miles  west  of  thejewett&  Blodgett  works 
at  Sunset.  There  are  seepages  to  the 
north  and  to  the  s  uth  of  this  quarter, 
and  the  land  itself  has  been  approved  by 
a  competent  expert.: '  Dr  lling  is  to  be- 
gin as  soon  as  the  machinery  can  be  put 
up.— Californian 

Concerted  action  is  being  taken  to  in- 
duce the  railroad  to  throw  a  spur  up  the 
canyon  along  the  west  line  of  32,  28-28. 
A  canvass  of  the  production  in  the  terri- 
tory tributary  to  this  spur  shows  that  at 
present  twenty  carloads  a  day  can  be  de- 
pended upon  with  a  large  increase  in  a 
short  time.  Development  is  particularly 
active  in  that  neighborhocd. — Califor- 
nian. 1  - 

-The  Imperial  and  the  Thirty-three 
companies,  which  are  closely  related, 
being  underthe  fame  management  and 
owned  bythesame  parties,  c  re  laying  de- 
livery pipes  to  the  railroad,  says  the  Cali- 
fornian. The  lines-are  eight  inches  in 
diameter,  thus  giving  the  slow  oil  a  good 
chance  to  flow.  The  line  si  the  Thirty- 
three  is  5600  feet  in  length  and  has  a  fall 
of  160  feet.  This  company  expects  to  be- 
gin shipping  within  two  weeks  and  will 
be  in  a  position  to  deliver  800  barrels  per 
day.  It  has  twenty  completed  wells  and 
fourteen  rigs  in  operation,  and  is  figuring 
on  fourteen  wells  each  month.

EASTERN  NATURAL  GAS. 


What    This  Ideal    Fuel   is    Doing 
for  Pittsburg. 

A  Pittsburg  authority  gives  an 
Eastern  exchange  some  interesting 
information  about  the  present 
status  of  natural  gas  in  the  Pitts- 
burg district,  where  the  industry 
began  early  in  the  '8o's.  It  was  at 
first  sought  to  use  the  gas  as  an 
illuminant  as  it  was  piped  to  the 
city,  but  this  failed. 

In  May,  1883,  it  began  to  be  used 
as  a  domestic  fuel,  the  very  first  to 
use  it  being  Captain  Seeley,  in  his 
real  estate  office  at  the  corner  of 
Penn  and  Highland  avenues.  It 
was  next  introduced  into  the  resi- 
dence of  Judge  Miller,  and  was 
soon  generally  used. 

The  combined  capital  of  the  com- 
panies now  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness in  the  Pittsburg  district  aggre- 
gates about  $40,000,000,  operating 
2500  miles  of  lines  and  1200  wells, 
employing  2500  men,  and  holding 
under  lease  over  40,000  acres  of 
land  for  which  they  pay  as  rents 
and  royalties  to  the  farmeis  an- 
nually $50,000.  At  this  writing  the 
daily  consumption  of  gas  in  the  dis- 
trict is  approximately  1 10,000,000 
cubic  feet,  equivalent  to  6000  tons 
of  coal.  In  the  winter  season  the 
consumption  is  at  least  30  per  cent 
more  than  at  present,  and  to  main- 
tain this  production  over  300  wells 
are  drilled  annually.  This  gas  is 
used  by  over  500  different  mills  and 
factories  and  40,000  families.  Many 
millions  of  dollars  of  Pittsburg 
capital  are  also  invested  in  the 
business  in  other  sections. 

Armstrong  county  probably  con- 
tains the  largest  area  of  developed 
gas  territory  of  any  county  in 
Pennsylvania,  fully  150,000  acres 
being  underlease.  The  rock  pres- 
sure is  still  comparatively  high 
throughout  the  entire  field,  and 
there  are  many  thousand  acres  of 
reasonably  sure  territory  yet  un- 
touched. A  number  of  new  wells 
have  been  completed  this  summer, 
with  a  capacity  of  from  3,000,000 
to  5,000,000  cubic  feet  daily,  and  a 
rock  pressure  of  from  400  to  600 
pounds  to  the  square  inch,  and  the 
the  Philadelphia  company  recently 
completed  a  well  of  more  than 
5,000,000  feet  daily  capacity  in  a 
lower  sand  than  anything  hereto- 
fore drilled  in  the  vicinity  (the 
fifth  sand),  with  a  rock  pressure  of 
850  pounds.  From  Belvernon, 
southwest  through  Greene  county, 
there  are  many  good  pools  and 
large  acreage  under  lease,  tributary 
to  the  Pittsburg  district. 

The  West  Virginia  field  is  avast 
one,  already  developed  for  over  30 
miles  in  length,  under  which  gas 
is  found  in  five  different  prolific 
horizons,  or  sands.  The  lowest 
the  fifth  sand,  seems  to  be  the 
most  universal.  Its  rock  pressure 
is  the  highest  ever  discovered,  be- 
ing in  some  wells  1300  pounds  to 
the  square  inch,  while  the  volume 
of  the  wells  is  phenomenal,  several 
wells  sunk  to  the  horizon  show- 
ing a  volume  of  fully  25,000,000 
feet  per  24  hours.

Erie,  Warren,  Jamestown,  Mead- 
ville,  Bradford  and  Olean,  27 
cents,  and  Chicago,  50  cents. 

ADVERTISING  KERN. 
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Derricks  on    a    Float  in  the    Big 
Native  Sons  Parade. 

One  of  the  attractive  floats  of 
original  design  in  the  coming  Na- 
tive Son's  parade  in  San  Fran- 
cisco will  be  that  of  Kern  county, 
where  the  local  parlor  displays 
wise  enterprise  by  advertising 
the  county's  mineral   resources. 

"The  float  will  be  thirty  feet 
long,  twenty-eight  teet  wide  and 
fourteen  high,  says  and  exchange. 
It  is  designed  to  typify  the  min- 
eral resources  of  the  county  par- 
ticularly and  it  will  represent  two 
mountains.  On  one  of  these  moun- 
tains four  oil  derricks  in  min- 
iature will  be  erected,  and  the 
whole  process  of  drilling,  pump- 
ing and  delivering  will  be  shown. 
Imitation  machinery  will  be  in 
actual  operation.  On  the  other 
mountain  will  be  displayed  the 
manner  in  which  the  Yellow  As- 
ter gets  out  its  gold  ore  and  re- 
duces it.  An  exact  duplicate  of 
this  wonderful  mine  and  mill, 
both  in  running  order,  mimicing 
the  desert  enterprise,  will  be 
made.  The  whole  will  be  drawn 
by  six  black  horses,  gayly  caparis- 
oned and  led  by  six  natives  of  the 
same  color  and  gayly  caparisoned, 
likewise.  The  float  will  cost  $300 
but  in  an  advertising  way  will  be 
worth  many  times  that." 

An  Eastern  View. 

"  Orders  have  been  given  to 
convert  all  the  engines  on  the 
Central  Pacific  of  the  Southern 
Pacific  system  into  oil  burners  and 
the  use  of  coal  will  be  abandoned. 
This,  it  is  stated,  is  the  result  of 
experiments  conducted  along  the 
same  lines  that  were  followed 
with  success  by  the  Santa  Fe." 
So  says  a  railroad  item.  Yet  it 
was  but  a  few  years  ago  that  rail- 
road items  chronicled  the  aband- 
onment of  such  railroad  experi- 
ments as  failures  in  California. 
They  were  failures  only  because 
the  available  supply  of  fuel  was 
not  sufficient  then  in  California  to 
justify  their  use  and  the  burners 
had  not  been  of  the  right  sort. 
This  is  in  further  illustration  of 
the  fact  that  increase  in  produc- 
tion of  a  commodity  contributes  to 
increase  in  consumption.  This 
applies  as  well  to  petroleum  as  to 
eviry thing  else.  It  would  be 
beneficial  to  the  business  in  this 
country  if  more  petroleum  were 
refined  in  countries  which  now 
have  no  refineries,  serving  as  it 
would  to  create  new  market. — Pe- 
troleum Gazette..

A   GLORIOUS  FUTURE. 

Field  Expert  Colo.   M.  m.  Ogden  Talks  About 

Oil. 


The  Oil  Belt  Rapidly  Widening  and   New   Developments 
Being  .Made  Daily. 


Colonel  M.  M.  Ogden,  the  field 
expert  of  the  Producers'  oil  Ex- 
change, has  returned  from  an  ex- 
tended business  trip  in  the  south- 
ern oil  fields.  Colonel  Ogden  sup- 
posed his  visit  would  not  exceed  a 
week  in  duration,  but  over  a 
month  was  required  to  finish  the 
business  that  came  crowding  in 
upon  him.  As  to  the  possibilities 
of  the  oil  industry  of  the  state,  the 
colonel  in  an  interview  spoke  as

Los  Angeles  county  is  derived 
from  an  define  base.  The  Kern 
River  field,  the  McKittrick 
and  the  Sunset  field  in  Kern 
county  and  what  is  known  as  the 
Los  Angeles  field  are  producing 
heavy  oils — oils  that  are  ideal  fuel 
oils  of  heavy  specific  gravity. 
These  heavy  oils  are  the  result  of 
a  partial  divorce  between  the  hy- 
drogen and  the  carbons  due  to  the

"  I  have  just  returned  from  an 
extensive  examination  of  the  oil 
fields  lying  south  of  Oil  City-  My 
investigations  have  covered  nearly 
every  county  between  Fresno 
county  and  San  Diego  and  while 
I  recognize  the  fact  that  the  north- 
ern portion  of  the  great  state  of 
California  will  undoubtedly  be  a 
grand  field  for  exploitation  in  the 
way  of  oil  development,  I  can  say 
that  with  the  production  already 
in  sight  in  Southern  California 
and  with  the  immense  territories 
which  may  probably  be  considered 
as  future  prolific  oil  fields  Cali- 
fornia will  be  one  of  the  greatest 
oil  producingdistricts  in  the  world. 
We  are  developing  in  California 
today  the  oil  measures  of  the  Ter- 
tiary era.  The  oil  that  has  been 
developed    in     Kern    county    and 


capping  'of  fossiliferous  cementa- 
teous  rock  to  hold  the  hydrogen 
in  absolute  union  with  the  carbon. 
The  wells  in  this  district  are  gen- 
erally shallow  wells  and  I  am  sat- 
isfied that  when  operators  over- 
come their  hydrophobic  dread  of 
water,  with  which  so  many  of 
them  seem  to  be  inspired  that 
they  will  go  down  deeper  in  the 
earth  to  reach  the  older  formations 
or  sandstone  measures  capped 
with  shell  conglomerates  and  get 
oil  of  a  more  volatile  character  and 
larger  producing  wells. 

"  In  the  Pennsylvania  oil  fields 
the  experienced  operators  in  drill- 
ing will  encounter  net  only  fresh 
water  but  salt  water  and  sulphur 
water  in  volumes  that  would 
simply  enthrall  the  imagination 
and  warm  the  cockles  of  the  hearts 


Diego  county, and  found  there  two 
well-defined  anticlinal?  following 
a  general  northwest  and  southeast 
course.  One  of  these anticlinalsat 
many  points  lies  just  below  tide 
water,  and  in  time  will  bring 
about  a  replica  of  the  Sumrnerland 
fields  along  the  coast  of  San 
Diego  county;  the  second  anti- 
clinal running  through  this  county 
exhibits,  a  coarse,  heavy  sand- 
stone covered  by  a  shell  conglom- 
erate and  a  dark  bluesbale.  There 
are  evidences  at  many  butcrop- 
pings  along  this  anticlinal  of  the 
presence  of  oil  of  a  very  light 
specific  gravity —  an  oil  that  I 
should  fancy  would  run  about  the 
same  degree  in  Baume  scale  as  the 
oil  found  in  the  larger  wells  in  the 
Fullerton  fields.  There  has  been 
considerable  volcanic  disturbance 


ity  I  should  not  be  surprised  if 
quite  an  extensive  pool  of  this 
natural  distilled  oil  was  uncovered 
in  that  district.  The  last  well  in 
that  district  developed  is  produc- 
ing 200  barrels  of  white  oil  per 
day. 

"  One  of  the  surprising  facts 
which  I  discovered  in  my  investi- 
gations in  this  immediate  neigh- 
borhood was  the  fact  that  both 
folds  of  the  anticliral,  on  which 
are  located  the  Pacific  Coast  Oil 
company's  wells  in  Pico  canyon 
and  Rice's  canyon  pass  to  the 
southward  of  the  San  Fernando 
tunnel  and  across  over  into  the  San 
Fernando  valley  following  a  north- 
west and  southeast  strike.

VALLEY    ANTICLINES. 


The     State     Mineralogist     says 
There  May  be  Found  One. 

State  Mineralogist  A.  S.  Cooper  the 
other  day  made  the  observation  that  in 
certain  di  tricts  of  the  state  companies 
were  drilling  several  thousand  feet  from 
the  core  of  the  anticline  of  their  field, 
which  he  judged  lessened  the  chances  of 
striking  profitable  yields  of  oil.  As  a  rule 
the  most  prolific  yielders  of  oil  are 
to  be  found  in  the  oldest  or  lowest  oil 
sands.  Geologically,  the  lower  strata  are 
those  nearest  the  core  of  the  anticline, 
though  erosion  may  have  left  their  re- 
mains topographically  higher.  Being  a 
state  official,  he  declined  to  specify  the 
localities  or  companies  referred  to,  in  this 
and  in  other  matters  wishing  to  avoid  un- 
warranted interference  with  private  inter- 
ests. 

In  discussing  the  developments  along 
the  west  side  of  the  ^an  Joaquin  valley, 
Mr.  Cooper  expressed  the  opinion  that 
the  anticlines  whose  presence  s  develop- 
ed in  the  the  Sunset,  McKittrick  Devil's 
Den  and  Coalinga  districts,  will  be  found 
in  time  to  constitute  one  continuous  an  i- 
cline  running  n  a  rather  sinu  us  line 
along  the  foothills  of  the  eastern  slope 
of  the  Coast  Range  for  80  or  100  miles. 
It  will  probably  be  traced  through  the 
gaps  by  the  multiplying  drilling  opera- 
tions now  going  on,  and  each  new  well 
will  afford  the  geologist  pointers  to  guide 
him  in  solving  the  problem.  The  recent 
developments  by  the  Monarch  Golden 
Gate,  Navajo,  Kern  River  and  othe  com- 
panies indicate  great  possibilites  for  this 
great  oil  line. 


How  Value  is  Determined. 

The  Oil  City  Derrick  has  this  to  say 
concerning  California  oil  companies  : 

The  value  of  very  few  of  the  California 
companies  is  determined  by  production. 
They  are  selling  their  stock  and  promis- 
ing to  make  the  buyers  rich  by  an  ad- 
vance in  its  value,  which  is  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  success  of  their  future  op- 
erations. In  Pennsylvania  an  oil  com- 
pany expects  to  make  money  for  its 
shareholders  on  the  sale  of  oil  it  is  pro- 
ducing, and  is  managed  with  the  idea  of 
paying  dividends  rather  than  enhancing 
the  value  of  its  stock.  Of  course  its 
stock  will  increase  in  value  the  more  divi- 
dends it  declares,  but  the  stock  idea  is 
subordinated  to  the  desire  of  making  a 
legitimate  profit.  Such  a  thing  as  form- 
ing a  company  with  500,000  shares  of  a 
par  value  of  one  dollar  each  and  selling 
these  shares  for  5,  10,  15  or  25  cents 
apiece,  while  common  enough  in  Cali- 
fornia, is  no  longer  known  in  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

The  Derrick  believes  that  the  Cali- 
fornia oil  field  ho  s  a  great  future  before 
it,  but  the  formation  of  swindling  stock 
companies  for  fleecing  outside  investors 
cannot  help  but  operate  against  the  rapid 
development  of  the  petroleum  industry. 
These  companies  are  a  drag  upon  the 
business,  and  when  they  come  to  grief, 
as  they  must  sconer  or  later,  they  will 
create  a  lack  of  confidence  and  a  disgust 
among  investors  that  mast  prove  highly 
disastrous  to  all  concerned.  The  good  and 
legitimate  companies  will  suffer  along 
with  the  bad.  The  bear  brokers  in  the 
oil  exchanges  will  be  doing  a  great  serv- 
ice if  they  succeed  in  eliminating  these 
wildcat  oil  companies  and  driving  them 
out  of  business. 


Philippine  Oil 


A  special  correspondent  of  the  Oil, 
Paint  and  Drug  Reporter  describes  the 
oil  wells  of  the  Philippine  Islands  in  part 
as  follows: 

These  oil  wells  exist  in  the  southern 
section  of  Luzon,  the  western  end  of 
Panay,  the  interior  of  Negros  and  they 
are  found  in  various  portions  of  Gimeras, 
Minandoa  and   Cebu.     Your   correspon- 


dent has  seen  the  natives  working  the 
oil  wells  in  several  parts  of  the  islands  of 
the  Philippine  archipelago  and  in  nearly 
every  instance  the  product  appeared  to 
be  worth  the  handling,,  even  with  the 
crude  devices  used  by  the  natives. 

The  Filipinos  have  done  away  with  the 
handling  of  the  oil  to  a  great  extent  by 
using  the  pipe  and  other  modes  of  con- 
veying. They  cause  the  oils  to  run 
down  grade  for  long  distances,  thus  sav- 
ing the  necessity  of  hauling  the  oil.  The 
common  bamboo  material  is  used  for  the 
pipes  and  for  many  parts  of  the  ap- 
paratus employed.  The  pumping  of  the 
oil  to  the  proper  elevation  is  done  by 
four  natives  at  the  brakes  of  the  pump, 
two  relieving  each  other  at  intervals,  and 
there  are  as  many  pumps  in  service  as 
the  size  of  the  operations  warrant. 
'  The  process  of  treating  the  oils  pre- 
vious to  use  by  the  natives  is  very  crude, 
consisting  in  filtering  them  by  the  use  of 
halves  of  bamboo,  arranged  with  one- 
half  piece  overlapping  the  other  as  pre- 
sented and  arranged  parallel  for  a  dis- 
tance equal  to  the  full  length  of  the 
sticks.  The  oil  is  poured  over  these  beds 
of  bamboo  and  is  permitted  to  drip  into 
an  earth  tank  made  of  a  combination  of 
sandstone,  through  which  the  oil  filters, 
and  a  sort  of  a  cement  material.  By  the 
time  the  oils  have  been  treated  in  these 
various  devices,  they  become  clear,  and 
as  they  are  naturally  white  in  color  and 
free  from  foreign  deposits,  the  resulting 
oil  is  nice  in  appearance,  and  suitable  for 
illuminating  purposes. 


The  Roumanian  Field. 

A  recent  British  consular  report  de- 
scribes the  present  and  the  probable 
future  condition  of  the  petroleum  indus- 
try in  Roumaina  as  follows:  The  petrol- 
eum industry  has  made  immense  strides 
of  late  and  if  only  it  can  be  fostered  in 
a  proper  and  benefiting  manner,  as 
seems  likely  to  be  the  case,  there  is  no 
reason  why  Roumania  should  not  enter 
the  lists  as  a  formidable  rival  to  other 
petroliferous  countries.  Petroleum  is 
known  to  exist  in  great  quantities,  and 
the  quality  of  much  it  is  excellent,  still 
there  are  many  causes  that  present  mil- 
itate against  any  great  or  sudden  devel- 
opment in  the  industry.  Overproduc- 
tion, or,  rather,  production  which  is  al- 
together out  of  proportion  to  the  means 
of  transport,  as  well  as  the  excessive 
dearness  of  such  transport,  have  too 
often  caused  the  cessation  of  work  at  the 
oil  centers,  and  produced  heavy  falls  in 
prices.  During  the  winter  of  1898  the 
wagon  of  ten  tons  never  realized  less 
than  £16,  but  in  1898  prices  fell  rapidly 
to  £7  4s.  When  once  the  price  of  trans- 
port becomes  reasonable  there  can  be  no 
reason  why  Roumania  should  not  com- 
pete with  the  United  States  of  America 
and  Russia,  and  this  is  abundantly 
proved  by  the  production  of  the  borings 
at  Baicoi,  Tintca  and  Campina,  which 
furnish  from  fifteen  to  thirty  wagons, 
i.  e.,  150  to  300  tons  daily.  But  Rou- 
mania possesses  this  advantage,  namely, 
— her  ports  are  on  the  Black  sea  and 
River  Danube;  the  prime  necessity  is 
that  the  ports  should  promptly  be  con- 
nected with  the  petroleum  centers  by 
pipe  line.  This  would  inevitably  relieve 
the  petroleum  industry  of  the  present 
transport  prices  that  hinder  its  growth. 


Future  oS  the  Oil  Industry. 

There  can  be  no  longer  any  doubt  as  to 
the  future  of  the  oil  business  in  Califor- 
nia. No  industry  in  any  state  ever  had 
better  prospects.  Where  there  is  every 
indication  of  an  increase  of  the  supply, 
there  is  little,  if  any,  danger  of  over-pro- 
duction. In  fact,  the  prospects  of  new 
manufactories  and  the  more  general  use 
of  petroleum  for  fuel,  give  evidence  of 
not  only  an  increased  demand,  but  also 
an  advance  in  price.  Within  five  years 
oil  will  be  practically  the  only  fuel  used 
in  Southern  California  and  Arizona. 
This  winter  it  will  be    used    quite  gener- 


ally for  furnace  purposes  in  private  resi- 
dences and  public  buildings.  Manufac- 
turers are  rapidly  turning  to  petroleum  in 
preference  to  other  fuels,  because  of  its 
cheapness  and  advantages  over  coal.  It 
is  clean  and  produces  intense  heat,  be- 
sides being  easy  to  handle. 

The  oil  industry  in  this  state  is  now 
only  in  its  infancy.  With  its  develop- 
ment will  come  the  most  prosperous  pe- 
riod in  the  history  of  California.  This 
has  already  been  proved  to  a  limited  ex- 
tent. In  spite  of  the  dry  seasons  for  the 
past  few  years,  with  the  increase  of  the 
oil  industry  business  has  been  lively,  and 
what  might  have  been  a  "hard  times" 
period  has  proved  to  be  one  of  the  best 
in  the  history  of  this  section. — Los  An- 
geles Herald. 


Sorry  He  Sold. 


Judge  W.  H.Dickson,  ex-United  States 
district  attorney  of  Utah,  was  here  yester- 
day, and  visited  the  River  oil  fields,  says 
the  BakersfiedCalifornian.  He  had  been 
informed  that  Kern  county  was  produc- 
ing not  a  gallon  of  oil  and  that  the  oil 
needed  for  fuel  was  imported  from  Coal- 
inga. On  such  reports  as  this,  he  some- 
time since  sold  a  portion  of  section  13  in 
28-27  for  $22.50  per  acre.  His  ride  yes- 
terday was  a  revelation.  He  visited  well 
after  well  good  for  200  and  250  barrels 
per  day,  and  he  saw  trains  of  fifteen  and 
twenty  cars  filled  with  oil.  Then,  and 
not  till  then,  he  wanted  that  land  back 
again.  Inquiry  revealed  that  he  could 
acquire  title  for  $750  per  acre. 


Arizona  Petroleum. 

Prospectors  are  still  full  of  hope  in  the 
new  "petroleum  district"  near  Jerome, 
Ariz.,  says  the  L.  A.  Times  It  has  been 
settled  definitely  that  the  locality  con- 
tains considerable  asphalt,  though  the 
only  specimens  found  thus  far  are  mixed 
with  refuse  matter  beyond  possibility  of 
refining  for  commercial  uses.  But  it  is 
argued,  where  there  is  asphalt,  there 
also  must  be  found  the  Southern  Cali- 
fornia brand  of  oil.  A  drilling  rig  is  on 
the  way  from  Los  Angeles,  and  another 
has  been  ordered  from  the  East  by  a 
company  of  Michigan  men,  locally 
represented  by  Colonel  W.  R.  Wallace, 
a  Pennsylvania  oil  expert,  and  G.  B.

A  New  District. 


The  oil  prospects  of  Monterey  county 
are  beginning  to  attract  the  attention  of 
capitalists  in  all  parts  of  the  state;  nor  is 
the  fame  of  Monterey's  oil  fields  con- 
fined within  the  state's  boundary  lines, 
as  prospectors  from  far  and  near  are 
centering  in  the  southern  part  of  the 
country  in  the  hope  of  striking  it  rich. 
Yesterday  forty-three  notices  of  locations 
of  claims  were  filed  for  record  in  the 
office  of  the  county  recorder,  the  aggre- 
gate area  of  the  claims  exceeding  4,000 
acres.  All  these  locations  are  in  the 
Indian  valley  region  in  township  22 
south,  ranges  11  and  12  east,  M.  D.  M. 
The  claimants  are  J.  L.  King,  Percey  L. 
King,  Louis  Logan  and  John  P.  Crouch. 
These  gentlemen  say  that  there  is  every 
indication  of  the  abundance  of  oil  in 
that  section,  and  they  believe  that  a  well 
sustained  effort  on  the  part  of  some 
enterprising  company  would  develop  it.

A  story  of  a  queer  find  comes  from  the 
Imperial  wells  on  section  33.  Yesterday 
afternoon  the  drill  went  into  what  ap- 
pears to  be  liquid  asphaltum,  at  800  feet. 
The  stuff  is  so  dense  and  stiff  that  it 
cannot  be  pumped  and  the  little  that 
was  raised  with  the  sand  pump  was 
of  about  the  consistency  of  warm  taffy. 
It  cannot  be  gotten  out  of  the  hole,  the 
substance  will  prove  profitable  as  liquid 
asphaltum  is  worth  between  #3  and  {4 
a  barrel. — Californian. 


ANOTHER  BIG  SALE. 


The  Olinda  Ranch  in  the  Fullerton 
Field  Changes  Hands. 

A  big  salj  of  oil  lands  in  the  Fullerton 
field  was  effected  last  week  and  import- 
ant developments  will  follow.  A  Los 
Angeles  news  dispatch  says:  "An  oil 
laud  deal  involving  some  of  the  richest 
territory  in  Southern  California  has  just 
been  consummated.  A  company  com- 
posed of  business  men  of  this  city  have 
purchased  the  entire  Olinda  ranch  of 
over  4400  acres  in  the  Fullerton  district, 
and  will  soon  beg  n  the  exploitation  for 
oil.  More  than  2000  acres  of  this  land  has 
been  pronounced  rich  oil  territory  by  ex- 
perts. 

"Articles  of  incorporation  of  t'  e  Olin- 
da Crude  Oil  company  were  filed  in  the 
Superior  Court  a  few  days  ago.  The 
company  is  capitalized  at  $2,000,000,  di- 
vided into  shar  s  of  the  par  value  of  |i. 
The  following  are  named  as  directors:  W. 
"F.  Bottsford,  W.  H.  Bailey,  H.  W.  Hell- 
man,  W.  H.  Perry,  T.  E.  Gibbon,  C.  B. 
Boothe,  Berthold  Baruch,  F.  W.  Braun, 
L.  D.  Sale,  Carl  Kurtz,  W.  A.  Morgan. 
Already  $250,000  has  bee  1  paid  in  on  the 
purchase  price.  The  organization  is  to 
be  a  pretty  close  corporation.  The  Olinda 
ranch  includes  land  on  which  the  fine 
wells  of  the  Columbia  and  Fullerton  con- 
solidated oil  companies  are  located,  and 
the  new  company  will  receive  a  handsome 
royalty  from  these  leases.  Of  the  entire 
tract  of  over  4400  acres  400  acres  are  now 
held  by  various  oil  companies  under 
leases, "

Elwood's    Luck. 


The  oil  prospector  who  made  the  dis- 
covery which  developed  the  great  Kern 
River  field  has  not  had  the  usual  luck 
of  prospectors  in  seeing  others  get  all. 

"J.  M.  Elwood,  the  discoverer  of  oil  on 
the  Means  place,  has  returned  to  town 
after  a  pleasant  outing  of  several  weeks. 
Mr.  Elwood  is  not  cutting  any  more 
stovewood,  as  he  was  doing  when  Tom 
Means  told  him  about  the  possibility  of 
finding  petroleum  "up  there  'long  the 
bank  of  the  river."  He  is  taking  life 
easy*  drawing  down,  it  is  stated,  $100  a 
day  in  oil  royalty.  This  comes  mostly 
from  the  Petroleum  Development  com- 
pany."         

On  the  property  of  the  Baku  Petroleum 
Co.  (Russian)  on  plot  No.  45  at  Bebe- 
Aibat,  well  No.  3,  began  to  spout,  emit- 
ting large  quantities  of  sand  and  oil.  In 
two  hours  this  well  yielded  60,000  poods 
of  oil  ana  a  large  quantity  of  sand  and 
then  began  stopped  up.

Last 
week  it  was  reperforated  and  since  that 
time,  six  days,  it  has  gone  120  barrels. 
Giving  the  oil  a  chance  to  get  into  the 
casing  quadrupled  the  value  of  the  well.

alfornia  'sOil  Industry  Well  Rep- 
resented at  the  Exposition. 

The  exhibit  of  California  crude 
petroleum  sent  to  the  Paris  Exhi- 
bition by  the  California  Petroleum 
Miners'  Association  has  attracted 
considerable  attention,  and  directly 
and  indirectly  is  advertising  the 
California  oil  industry  very  exten- 
sively among  European  oilmen. 

The  Association  sent  to  Paris 
samples  from  all  the  oil  districts  of 
the  state,  also  sent  a  large  amount 
of  literature  showing  the  extent 
of  the  oil  industry,  and  appointed 
Hon.  M.  H.  DeYoung  and  Hon. 
\V.  H.  Mills  the  representatives  of 
the  Association  in  Paris. 

A  recent  dispatch  from  Paris 
states  that  the  In  ernational  Pe- 
troleum Congress  met  on  August 
23d,  Dr.  David  E.  Day  of  the 
United  States  geological  survey 
acting  as  presiding  officer.  Hon. 
M.  H.  DeYoung  being  present  the 
president  of  the  congress  invited 
him  to  the  table  as  the  representa- 
tive of  the  California  Petroleum 
Miners'  Association.  Mr.  De- 
Young  was  immediately  called 
upon  for  a  speech  and  in  substance 
spoke  as  follows: 

"  Probably  a  great  many  of  the  dele- 
gates here  assembled  are  uot  very  famil- 
iar with  California  as  a  producer  of  pe- 
troleum; it  is  more  probable  that  you  are 
acquainted  with  the  Golden  State  as  the 
great  producer  of  gold.  While  for  many 
years  the  production  of  oil  has  been  con 
siderable  in  our  state,  it  is  only  within 
the  last  twelve  months  that  a  marvelous 
impetus  has  been  given  to  it  by  the  ad- 
venturous spirits  of  some  of  our  oil  men, 
who  sought  out  an  entirely  different  sec 
tion  of  our  State  for  exploration.  They 
soon  developed  a  well  producing  800  bar- 
rels perday;  a  second  well  producing  1000 
barrels  was  soon  followed  by  athird  well. 
This  was  enough  to  attract  the  attention 
of  capital,  and  the  natural  result  has  been 
to  open  and  develop  new  oil  districts  all 
over  the  state. 

' '  Today  the  oil  region  is  said  to  extend 
600  miles  through  the  state  in  length 
and  seventy  miles  in  width,  equal  to 
42,000  square  miles,  or  gentlemen,  to 
27,000,000  acres.  If  but  part  of  this  is 
thoroughly  developed,  California  will  be 
a  greater  producer  of  petroleum  than 
even  the  famous  State  of  Pennsylvania. 
The  monthly  output  today  is  over  300,- 
000  barrels,  amounting  to  3,600,000  bar- 
rels a  year,  and  I  expect  to  see  that 
doubled  within  the  coming  twelve 
months.  It  is  remarkable  what  diversity 
of  oil  is  found  in  California,  varying 
from  eight  to  fifty  degrees  of  gravity, 
this  difference  is  not  confined  to  different 
districts,  but  often  occurs  in  the  same 
section.  There  is  very  little  paraffine  m 
our  California  oils,  the  bulk  of  our  oil 
having  an  asphaltum  base.  The  mining 
association  has  placed  before  you  a  num- 
ber of  samples  of  our  oil  for  your  con- 
sideration." 

After  thanking  the  congress,  Mr.  de 
Young  closed  with  an  invitation  to  them 
to  visit  California  and  its  oil  fields. 

The  California  Petroleum  Miners' 
Association  is  to  be  congratulated 
in  having  such  energetic  repre- 
sentatives in  Paris  as  Messrs.  De- 
Young  and  Mills.  It  is  to  be  re- 
gretted that  sufficient  time  was  not 
given  the  Association  to  prepare  a 
much  larger  exhibit  of  crude  oil  of 
California,  but  the  Association  can 
rest  assured  that  its  representa- 
tives in  Paris  will  do  their  utmost 
to  properly  set  forth  the  new  but 
important  oil  industry  of  Califor- 
nia, and  will  call  the  attention  of 
the  outside  world  to  its  merits  and 
to  the  opportunities  it  presents  for 
large  and    profitable  investments. 


Benefiting  Los   Angeles. 

The  use  of  petroleum  for  fuel  in  place 
of  coal  has  already  proven  of  practical 
benefit  to  the  manufacturing  industry 
of  Los  Angeles.  Within  the  past  few- 
weeks  plans  have  been  perfected  for 
th  ree  important  manufacturing  enter- 
prises— a  brewery,  an  oil  refinery  and  a 
paper  mill,  many  other  enterprises  are 
also  under  way,  among  which  is  a  glass 
factory  and  also  a  smelter  to  treat  min- 
eral ores,  the  use  of  petroleum  in  smelt- 
ing being  no  longer  a  theory  but  has 
been  successfully  practiced. 


LOS  ANGELES  YIELD. 
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Among  the  largest  producers  in  the 
local  field  are:  Westlike  oil  company, 
thirty  wells:  Kex  Crude  Oil  company, 
sixty-four  wells;  American  Fuel,  fourteen 
wells;  Parker  Oil  com  pa  in  ,  6ftj  wells; 
Park  Oil  company,  fifteen  wells;  Knight 
and  Son,  twenty  wells;  Yukon,  fourteen 
wells;  Wilson,  sixteen  wells:  Welliug- 
t  11,  twenty  wells;  Hardison  &  Hardison, 
nine  wells;  Uncle  Sam,  eleven  wells; 
Consolidated,  thirty-nine  wells;  Conti- 
nental, eight  wells.  Besides  these  there 
are  numerous  individual  owners  who 
have  from  to  ten  producing  holes,  which 
swell  the  total  to  735  wells  in  the  local 
field.  All  are  supposed  to  be  producing 
as  license  is  paid  on  all  each  mouth, 
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The  Navajo  Strike. 

The  Navajo's  recent  strike  at  Sunset 
possesses  interest,  uot  only  for  the  reason 
that  it  promises  to  develop  into  one  of 
the  best  wells  in  the  district,  but  because 
it  is  upon  the  side  of  thejewettand  lilod- 
gett  wells,  where  no  discovery  of  note  has 
heretofore  been  made.  The  Monarch  an. 1 
Golden  Gate,  the  most  important  to. late, 
are  northwest  of  the  Jewett  and  Blodget 
works,  the  Navajo  is  southeast  a  distance 
of  a  little  more  than  half  a  mile.  The 
strike  made  a  few  days  ago  has  proven 
fully  equal  to  the  most  sanguine  expecta- 
tions. As  soon  as  the  rich  sand  was 
reached  operations  were  suspended  to 
await  the  construction  of  a  reservoir  to 
contain  the  oil,  and  upon  its  being  finished 
the  sand  pump  was  put  to  work.  Mean- 
time the  oil  has  risen  to  the  surface  of  the 
ground,  but  the  most  rapid  bailing  could 
not  lower  the  level  below  a  point  350  feet 
above  the  bottom  of  the  well. — Bakers- 
field  Califoruian. 


Oils  for  the  Philippines. 

According  to  the  Oil,  Paint  and  Drug 
Reporter,  there  will  soon  be  a  ready 
market  for  lubricating  oils  in  the  Philip- 
pines, as  the  opening  up  of  the  large 
forests  of  hard  wood  which  abound 
therein  has  resulted  in  the  shipment  of 
wood  and  lumber  working  machinery 
which  will  naturally  require  a  consider- 
able amount  of  lubricating  oil.  At  the 
present  time  the  methods  of  lubrication 
adopted  by  the  engineers  are  most  crude, 
the  general  arrangement  being  to  take 
slabs  of  fat  and  tie  them  to  the  bearings 
of  engines  in  such  a  way  that  large 
quantities  of  grease,  dirt  and  foreign 
matter  flood  the  fractional  surfaces  and 
result  in  an  effective  oiling  of  the  parts, 
but  at  the  same  time  carry  into  the  sur- 
faces different  materials  which  soon  cut 
the  steel  or  brass  and  eventually  ruin 
the  same. 


THE  OIL  BELT. 


It     Extends    Continuously     From 
Sunset  to  Coalinga. 

Professor  Watts  of  the  State  Mining 
Bureau  has  finished  an  examination  of 
the  country  on  the  west  side  of  the  San 
Joaqnin  Valley  from  Sunset  district  to 
Coalinga,  and  is  convinced  that  the  oil 
belt  extends  practically  uninterruptedly 
throughout  this  entire  stretch  of  terri- 
tory. Development  will  show  that  the 
belt  is  virtually-  continous,  and  there  will 
be  rich  strikes  where  no  work  has  yet 
been  thought  of.  The  result  of  his  ob- 
servations will  be  embodied  in  a  bulletin 
to  be  issued  by  the  State  Mining  Bureau. 


Manager  Watkins,  of  Spreckles,  Dev- 
il's Den  Oil  district  in  Kern  county,  is 
in  town  from  his  home  in  Oakland,  and 
will  go  over  to  the  oil  fields  soon.  He  re- 
ports nothing  particularly  new  in  that  oil 
field,  but  says  work  is  progressing  well, 
and  the  entire  tract  of  his  district  is  now 
fenced  in. — Hanford  Sentinel.

PETROLEUM    PRODUCTS. 


Scientific  Points  Concerning  Hy- 
drocarbons, by  A.  S.  Cooper. 

The  following  is  made  up  of  extracts 
from  ''  The  Genesis  of  Petroleum  and  As- 
phaltum  in  California,"  by  A,  S.  Cooper, 
published  as  Bulletin  No.  16  of  the  State 
Mining  Bureau; 

What  is  known  under  the  general  name 
of  petroleum  includes  a  series  of  hydro- 
carbon oils  varying  widely  in  physical 
properties.  Some  are  limpid  fluids  with 
man}-  intermediate  grades;  others  are 
found  viscid  and  tar-like. 

Their  color  by  transmitted  light  ranges 
from  a  light  yellow  through  orange  and 
red  to  a  reddish  brown,  so  dense  as  to  be 
translucent  only  in  thin  films;  while  by 
reflected  light  it  passes  from  a  light 
dusky  color  to  a  dark  green  and  to  a 
black.  They  differ  as  markedly  in  odor, 
and  also  in  other  properties,  some  having 
a  very  disagreeable  smell,  while  others 
are  considered  even  pleasant. 

There  is  a  wide  range  in  their  gravity. 
The  greater  the  quantity  of  carbon  in 
proportion  to  the  hydrogen  any  one  of 
them  contais,  the  greater  is  its  sp  ecific 
gravity,  andthe  higher  its  boiling  point 
and  density  of  vapor.  In  the  same  oi 
field,  in  the  same  series  of  strata,  and  in 
the  same  stratum  there  are  differences  of 
composition. 

The  following  are  the  commercial 
names  of  the  products  of  distillation  of 
crude  petroleum:  Cymogene,  rigolene, 
gasoline,  naptha,"  benzine,  kerosene, 
maltha  and  paraffine.  There  is  no  well- 
marked  division  line  between  any  of  the 
above-named  products,  but  they  gradually 
merge  one  into  the  other. 

Their  division  is  simply  one  of  caprice. 
These  hydrocarbons  are  extremely  com- 
plex and  different  in  composition.  The 
proportion  of  carbon  and  hydrogen  is 
extremely  variable.  There  seems  to  be 
no  end  to  the  different  combinations  of 
hydrogen  and  carbon. 

The  great  diversit}'  in  the  physical  and 
chemical  conditions  of  the  bitumen  can 
be  attributed:  first,  to  the  organic  re- 
mains from  which  it wasdistilled— differ- 
ent kinds  of  terrestrial  vegetation  and 
marine  vegetation — by  natural  process 
these  organic  remains  may  have  been 
changed  into  peat,  lignite  or  coal  before 
distillation;  second ;  to  the  degree  of  tem- 
perature to  which  organic  remains  are 
subjected  during  distillation;  third,  to 
the  pressure  to  which  it  is  subjected  dur- 
ing distillation;  fourth,  to  the  time  con- 
sumed in  effecting  *  distillation;  fifth,  to 
the  presence  of  different  substances  dur- 
ing distillation — sulphur,  lime,  water,  oxy- 
gen, nitrogen  etc.,  which  render  their 
properties  very  different;  sixth,  to  the 
condensation  of  the  bitumen  after  distil- 
lation, whether  rapid  or  slow,  agitated  or 
quiescent;  seventh,  to  the  material  of  the 
still;  eighth,  to  repeated  distillations; 
ninth,  to  evaporation ;  tenth,  to  sulphura- 
t;on,  oxygenation,  etc.  Blectricity  may 
also  play  an  important  part* 

Maltha,  asphalt,  jew  pitch  mineral 
pitch  and  brea  are  hydrocarbons  which 
contain  either  sulphur,  oxygen  or  nitro- 
gen. They  may  contain  one  or  more  or 
all  three  of  these  elements  in  varying 
proportions.  They  can  be  produced  syn- 
thetically by  sulphurizing,  oxidizing  or 
nitrogenizing  petroleum  oils. 

Oxygen,  sulphur  or  nitrogen,  when 
chemically  united  with  a  hydrocarbon, 
such  as  some  of  the  petroleum  oils,  pro- 
dnces  a  resin-like  substance,  to  wit;  as- 
phaltum. 

One  of  the  solid  asphaltums,  when 
taken  from 'the  ground,  is  brown,  owing 
to  its  porous  condition,  caused  by  the 
evaporation  of  the  petrolene.  It  melts  at 
245  degrees  Fahr.  When  it  is  melted,  it 
becomes  black  or  blackish  green.  An- 
other asphaltum,  when  taken  from  the 
ground,  is  black  in  color,  shaded  with 
brown,  or  red  and  dark  green  when  sul- 
phur is  present.  When  purified  it  as- 
sumes an  indigo-blue  reflection.  It  is 
opaque,  scentless,  tasteless,  and  fragile, 
breaking  with  a  conchoidal  fracture, 
which  has  a  glassy  brilliancy.  By  rub- 
bing, it  acquires  a  resinous  electricity.  Its 
specific  gravity  varies  from  1. 100  to  1.247. 
At  ordinary  temperature  it  is  readily  -re- 
duced to  a  powder.  In  a  condition  of 
extreme  subdivision  it  takes  a  brownish 
tinge.  It  melts  at  about  105  degrees  to 
10S  degrees  C. 

Immediately  above  its  melting  point 
asphaltum  is  volatile,  and,  if  the  tem- 
perature is  carefully  raised,  it  disengages 
in  abundance  white  vapors  which  belong 
to  oils,  which  becomes  thicker  in  pro- 
portion as  the  operation  is  prolonged 
little  by  little;  but  slowly  the  volume  of 
vapors  diminishes,  gas  ceases  to  form, 
and  a  deposit  of  carbon,  slightly  bitu- 
minous, is  reached,  which  is  solid  and 
has  the  appearance  and  often  the  hard- 
ness of  jet.  When  subjected  to  quick 
distillation  in  passing  on  towards  the 
dark  red,  it  sets  free  at  the  same  time  a 
mixture  of  brown  oils,  sometimes  sul 
phuretted  hydrogen  and  sometimes  am 


monia,  while  the  retort  retains  about  one 
third  of  its  weight  of  loosely  compacted 
carbon.  It  is  entireby  insoluble  in  water; 
it  gives  up  to  absolute  alcohol  a  small 
quantity  of  a  yellow  substance  which  ex- 
hales the  odor,  and  has  the  appearance, 
of  resin.  Kther  extracts  from  it  a  brown- 
ish-black substance  called  petrolene. 
The  portion  left  by  the  alcohol  and  the 
ether  is  asphaltene. 

The  yellow  substances,  petrolene  and 
asphaltene,  do  not  exist  in  a-phalturn  in 
defined  proportions.  Sometimes  the 
petrolene  will  represent  two  thirds  or 
more  of  the  asphaltum.  On  the  other 
hand,  asphaltene  composes  almost  ex- 
clusively other  asphaltums.  The  prop- 
erties of  the  asphaltums  vary  according 
to  different  proportions  of  these  three 
principles. 

When  petroleum  oils  are  left  for  a  long 
time  in  the  presence  of  oxygen  gas,  or 
the  atmosphere  which  contains  oxygen, 
and  in  the  light,  they  absorb  oxygen; 
some  carbonic  acid  is  set  free,  water  is 
formed,  their  odor  becomes  weakened, 
and  they  likewise  become  viscous  while 
they  assume  a  darker  and  darker  color. 
When  petroleum  oil  is  heated  in  a  cur- 
rent of  of  oxygen,  it  undergoes  a  quick 
change  and  turns  into  petrolene. 

If  a  current  of  sulphretted  hydrogen 
is  conducted  into  boiling  petroleum,  a 
very  mobile  sulphurized  liquid  is  dis- 
tilled, having  an  unbearable  odor  of 
onions.  If  this  treatment  is  repeated  with 
the  new  compound,  a  second  portion  of 
the  sulphretted  hydrogen  comes  to  rein- 
force the  former,  and  the  odor  of  the 
liquid  becomes  that  of  garlic.  When 
this  sulphurized  oil  is  evaporated,  a  resin 
is  formed. 


down  the  canyon. 

The  well  is  now  again  choked 
with  sand  and  is  not  flowing  over 
200  barrels  a  day.  The  sand  from 
this  well  as  from  the  other  wells 
in  the  district  must  be  cleaned 
away  each  week  or  ten  days  by  a 
hydraulic  rotary  machine,  which 
is  found  to  work  better  than  the 
ordinary  sand  pump.  With  this 
rotary  machine  a  well  like  the 
Kern  River  No.  1  can  be  freed 
from  sand  in  a  few  hours  and  will 
remain  free  from  sand  for  a  week 
or  ten  days  when  the  cleaning  out 
process  must  be  renewed.

A  Wonderful  Well. 

On  page  three  of  this  issue  is  a 
photograph  of  the  Kern  River 
well  number  one,  taken  the  day 
after  the  well  had  been  freed  from 
sand  by  a  hydraulic  rig.  The 
picture  shows  a  solid  column  of 
oil  of  io  degrees  gravity  flowing 
four  feet  above  a  seven  and  five- 
eighths  casing.  When  the  photo- 
graph was  taken  the  well  was 
producing  at  the  rate  of  128  bar- 
rels an  hour  and  an  improvised 
dam  was  found  to  be  necessary  in 
order  to  save  the  oil  which  other- 
wise would   have   gone   to   waste

MONARCH  CITY  NEXT" 


Prospects  of  the  Possible  Metro- 
polis oS  the  Sunset  Field. 

The  Sunset  district  will  likely 
have  a  new  town  soon.  It  will  be 
Monarch  city,  starting  at  the  scene 
of  the  famous  Monarch  strike  on 
the  property  of  that  company 
about  two  miles  north  of  the  origi- 
nal Sunset  wells.  That  Monarch 
oil  well  No.  i  is  the  germ  from 
which  Monarch  city  promises  to 
be  evolved  in  a  very  natural  way. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  shape  of 
a  town  in  that  region,  unless  it  is 
the  little  collection  of  private 
buildings,  etc.  about  the  old  group 
of  Sunset  wells  and  Jewett  and 
Blodgett's  refinery  about  thirty 
miles  from  Bakersifield.  Since  the 
Monarch  company  developed  a 
flowing  well  that  proved  the  value 
of  the  district  to  the  north  of  the 
original  Sunset  field  there  has 
been  a  big  influx  of  people  and  a 
multiplication  of  new  operations. 
Everybody  naturally  makes  early 
for  the  Monarch  camp  to  see  the 
well  that  means  so  much  to  the 
.  district  and  so  the  Monarch  prop- 
erty has  become  the  center  of  the 
life  of  the  region.  This  company 
is  establishing  a  permanent  camp 
including  several  buildings  and 
its  lunch  and  eating  houses  have 
been  having  many  extra  demands 
on  their  rough  hospitality.  Now 
a  Frenchman  is  figuring  on  a  hotel 
there  in  view  of  the  evident  op- 
portunity for  business  and  plans 
are  being  formed  to  start  a  town, 
and  call  it  Monarch  city,  and  let  it 
grow.  It  would  be  right  on  the 
line  of  the  branch  railroad  to  be 
built  into  the  Sunset  field. 


Colorado  Desert  Oil. 

A  Riverside  dispatch  to  the  L,os 
Angeles  Herald  says  :  J.  S.  West- 
erfied,constable  at  Indio, who  came 
in  from  the  desert  last  week,  re- 
ports little  progress  being  made  out 
there  in  drilling  for  oil.  The  com- 
pany which  intended  to  drill  has 
the  derrick  on  the  ground,  but 
some  dispute  has  arisen  as  regards 
the  ownership  of  the  outfit,  and 
work  has  been  suspended  for  the 
present.  He  reports,  however, 
that  another  good  artesian  well 
of  water  has  been  struck  by  A.  J. 
Tingman,  on  the  latter's  land,  a 
short  distance  out  of  Indio.  A 
two-inch  well,  the  second  bored, 
is  flowing  5  inches  of  water,  and 
the  success  of  Tingman  in  this 
second  attempt  to  get  water  will 
cause  many  others  to  sink  wells 
soon. 


The  Asphalt  Trust. 

The  National  Asphalt  company 
increased  its  capital  stock  recently 
from  $15,000,000  to  $22,000,000. 
The  papers  stated  the  increase  was 
filed  with  the  secretary  of  state  in 
New  Jersey,  but  the  specific  pur- 
pose for  which  the  increase  was 
made  did  not  appear.  One  of  the 
incorporators  said  the  policy  of  the 
company  was  not  exactly  deter- 
mined, and  that  no  statement  could 
be  made  until  it  was  decided. 


Promoters'  Stock. 

Oil  companies  which  seek  to 
protect  their  own  stocks  and  stock- 
holders should  insist  upon  promot- 
ers' stock  being  pooled,  says  the 
Los  Angeles  Mining  Review. 
Stocks  in  many  good  prospect  com- 
panies are  injured  by  promoters' 
stock  being  thrown  upon  the  mar- 
ket, frequently  at  any  price  it  will 
bring. 


OIL  IN  A  PARK. 


The    City    off  Los    Angeles     May 
Lease  Its  Oil  Property. 

In  an  opinion  handed  down 
last  week  Superior  Judge  Shaw 
dissolved  the  injunction  secured 
by  Harrison  Gray  Otis  and  others 
to  prevent  the  city  of  Los  Angeles 
from  entering  into  a  contract  with 
Warren  Gillelen  to  bore  for  oil  in 
Sunset  park. 

The  court  holds  in  brief  that  the 
plaintiffs  have  no  right  as  private 
citizens  to  maintain  such  action,  as 
the  proposed  lease  of  the  park  will 
not  destroy  its  use  for  purposes  of 
pleasure.  The  fact  that  Sunset 
park  has  not  heretofore  been  used 
for  park  purposes  does  not  justify 
the  conclusion  that  it  cannot  be  so 
used  at  any  time. 

The  proposed-lease  of  the  park 
is  only  a  lease  and  not  a  sale  of 
the  city's  property,  and  no  citizen 
has  a  right  to  interfere  with  such 
a  lease,  as  the  possibility  of  a  re- 
sulting nuisance  depends  on  too 
many  contingencies  to  warrant 
the  issuance  of  an  injunction 
restraining  the  proposed  lease. 
The  public  authorities  and  none 
other  have  the  legal  right  to  en- 
join the  threatened  nuisance. 


Petroleum  in  Java. 

The  Shell  Transport  and  Trad- 
ing company  is  about  to  introduce 
liquid  fuel  into  Java,  the  oil  com- 
ing from  the  company's  fields  in 
Kctei,  on  the  east  coast  of  Borneo. 
A  tank  with  a  capacity  of  about 
4000  tons  has  been  constructed 
near  Tanjong  Priok,  the  harbor  of 
Batavia,  and  is  connected  with  the 
harbor  itself  by  a  six-inch  pipe, 
so  that  vessels  will  be  able  to  take 
in  a  supply  of  liquid  fuel  in  a 
much  shorter  space  of  time  than 
would  be  the  case  with  coal.  This 
fuel  is  the  residue  left  after  refin- 
ing the  crude  petroleum  and  it  has 
been  proved  by  its  use  on  board 
trie  steamers  of  the  Royal  Packet 
and  other  companies  to  be  superior 
to  coal.  It  is  maintained  by  the 
sellers  that  one  ton  of  this  liquid 
is  equivalent  in  steam-producing 
power  to  two  tons  of  the  best  Jap- 
anese coal. — Petroleum  Gazette. 


OH   in  Algeria. 

According  to  the  report  of  M. 
Henry  Neuberger,  who  recently 
visited  the  petroleum  districts  of 
Algeria  on  behalf  of  the  French 
Government,  the  West  Algerian 
petroleum  basin  contains  fourteen 
districts  rich  in  oil,  extending 
northwest  to  southeast  for  a  length 
of  124  miles  in  the  southern  dis- 
trict. On  the  eastern  border  pe- 
troliferous levels  reappear  in  the 
Department  of  Constantine.  Ap- 
plications for  concessions  to  work 
these  beds  have  already  been  made 
by  more  than  ten  companies. 


It  may  be  stated  here  that  the 
dispatch  sent  out  from  Philadel- 
phia dated  July  18th,  is  entirely 
correct  in  stating  "  Eleven  vessels 
are  en  route  to  Japan,  loaded  with 
tanks,  pumps,  stills,  engines  and 
all  other  necessary  material  for 
refineries."  The  writer  has  re- 
ceived information  lately  from 
Japan  to  the  effect  that  the  Stand- 
ard has  sent  out  Edwin  Dunn,  a 
former  minister  to  Japan,  S.  Fred- 
erick, an  expert,  and  a  Mr.  Mc- 
Lady,  to  Echigo  Province  for  the 
purpose  of  leasing  and  buying  the 
field  to  put  down  wells  themselves 
and  start  a  refinery  in  Naoetsh,  a 
city  in  the  western  part  of  the 
province.

Importance  of  the  Tool-Making    Industry  In 
California. 


The    Bulk    of     the    Supplies    Now  Coming    From    the 

Bast  Instead  of    Being   Made  in  San 

Francisco. 


An  important  and,  of  course, 
necessary  feature  of  the  oil  busi- 
ness is  the  manutacture  of  tools 
used  in  drilling.  The  oil  industry 
has  reached  a  stage  of  development 
in  this  state  which  makes  it  neces- 
sary to  ship  here  from  the  east 
hundreds  of  carloads  of  oil  well 
supplies.  The  California  oil  fields 
are  creating  labor  for  hundreds  of 
men  and  good  profits  to  scores  of 
manufacturers  of  drilling  tools, 
who  live  thousands  of  miles  away, 
and  from  whom  this  state  derives 
no  benefit  except  indirectly 
through  their  products.  In  view 
of  this  condition  of  affairs  the  ques- 
tion arises  why  some  of  these  manu- 
facturing establishments  should 
not  be  located  here,  thus  giving 
to  our  home  communities  the  bene- 
fits ot  such  enterprises.  The  field 
is  sufficient  and  the  demand,  al- 
ready large,  is  continually  increas- 
ing. To  men  who  have  money  to 
invest  in  a  good  thing  this  subject 
should  be  an  attractive  one.  Up 
to  the  present  time,  as  is  well 
known,  the  difficulties  attending 
the  manufacture  of  iron  and  steel 
goods  has  been  the  great  cost  of 
fuel,  and  for  that  reason  produc- 
tion of  this  class  of  goods  here  has 
been  rather  limited. 

With  the  oil  industry,  however, 
as  was  stated,  has  come  a  revival 
of  the  iron  industry,  says  the  Los 
Angeles  Herald.  Shops  with  fa- 
cilities fcr  repair  work  have  been 
found  to  be  absolutely  indispens- 
able, and  with  that  end  in  view 
and  with  no  thought  of  entering 
the  field  as  manufacturers,  several 
firms  began  enlarging  their  plants 
to  accommodate  operators  who 
wanted  repairing  done.  The  work 
increased  and  the  demand  became 
so  great  that  after  a  while  tools 
were  shipped  to  this  state  in  large 
quantities  in  the  rough,  being 
finished  in  the  shops  in  Los  Ange- 
les, Bakersfield  and  elsewhere,  this 
plan  being  employed  because  the 
rates  on  the  rough  are  much  lower 
than  on  the  finished  article  and 
the  demand  could  be  met  more 
easily.  These  firms  still  continue 
this  plan,  although  their  plants  are 
being  enlarged  and  put  into  shape 
to  build  drilling  tools,  engines, 
boilers  and,  in  fact,  everything 
used  in  the  construction  of  rigs 
and  the  drilling  of  wells  from  the 
ground  up.  One  Los  Angeles  firm 
has  turned  out  already  a  large 
•amount  of  this  work,  and  their 
stamps  may  be  seen  on  tools  in  all 
parts  of  the  state.  This,  however 
is  only  the  beginning  of  an  indus- 
try which  should  mean  much  to 
any  city. 

Since  the  prospects  of  getting  the 
raw  material  within  a  comparative- 
ly short  distance  from  here  the  sub- 
ject is  receiving  more  attention, 
and  it  is  said  that  several  eastern 
firms  have  in  contemplation  the 
erection    of    plants    here    for   the 


manufacture  of  these  goods.  The 
first  drilling  in  Pennsylvania  was 
done  with  tools  probably  an  inch 
in  diameter,  about  ten  feet  in 
length  and  weighing  altogether 
not  over  150  pounds.  The  bit 
might  have  been  two  inches  across 
the  point  The  main  stem  was 
fitted  on  one  end  with  an  eye,  to 
which  the  rope  was  fastened,  and 
on  the  other  end  with  a  thread,  on 
which  the  bit  was  screwed.  Every- 
one knows  how  these  tools  were 
operated  ;  first,  with  a  spring  pole 
by  which  the  hole  was  "kicked" 
down.  A  long  stride  was  taken 
when  horse  power  was  employed, 
and  finally  this  became  too  slow  a 
method  and  steam  was  introduced. 

It  is  amusing  to  compare  a  set  of 
drilling  tools,  such  as  are  those 
described  above,  with  a  set  such 
as  is  used  today.  Everything  con- 
nected with  the  oil  business  has 
grown,  including  the  tools.  Those 
used  today  have  a  stem  four  and 
one-half  inches  in  diameter,  are 
about  sixty  feet  in  length  and 
weigh  something over3ooo pounds, 
and  the  bits  used  vary  from  six- 
teen inches  to  six  inches  across 
the  blade.  A  "string"  of  modern 
tools  consists  of  a  rope  socket,  to 
which  the  cable  is  attached  at  one 
end.  On  the  other  end  is  screwed 
the  augur  stem,  which  is  the  main 
part  of  the  "string"  and  which 
gives  weight  to  the  stroke.  On 
this  is  screwed  a  set  of  "jars,"  a 
prominent  feature  of  the  instru- 
ment, which  consists  of  a  pair  of 
links  about  six  or  eight  feet  long 
working  within  each  other,  used 
to  augment  the  stroke  and  jar  the 
bit  loose  should  it  become  fastened. 
On  the  end  of  the  string  is  placed 
the  "  bit,"  the  article  which  does 
the  work.  Under  the  blows  of 
this  bit,  backed  by  the  tremendous 
weight  of  the  jars  and  stem,  the 
hardest  granite  is  ground  to  pow- 
der and  the  earth  pierced  to  any 
depth. 

Among  the  numerous  other  ac- 
cessories to  a  drilling  outfit  are  the 
immense  wrenches,  the  sand 
pumps,  temper  screw,  jack  and 
any  number  of  varieties  of  "  fish- 
ing tools,"  which  are  used  to  res- 
cue lost  bits,  lost  stems,  lost  cables, 
in  short,  anything  which  is  lost  in 
the  hole.  The  invention  of  fishing 
tools  arises  with  the  demand  for 
them,  different  fishing  jobs  requir- 
ing different  tools.  The  first  drill- 
ing tools  made  were  the  work  of 
Jonathan  Locke,  a  blacksmith  and 
machinist,  over  forty  years  ago, 
and  in  i860  a  firm  for  the  manu- 
facture of  these  things  was  es- 
tablished in  Titusville,  Pa.  The 
fluted  bit  now  in  use  was  patented 
in  1873  by  George  Koch,  those  in 
use  before  that  time  being  of  the 
reamer  pattern. 

Most  of  the  work  in  the  manu- 
facture of  these  tools  requires 
skilled  labor,  and  for   that  reason 


the  establishing  of  such  industries 
in  a  community  means  much. 
Prom  the  time  Mr.  Locke  made 
those  tools  in  his  blacksmith  shop 
to  the  present  n  great  industry  lias 
grown  up.  in  which  millions  in 
money  is  invested  and  which  gives 
employment  to  thousands  of  skilled 
workmen. 

The  oil  industry  has  now  at- 
tained such  importance  that  the 
manufacture  on  a  large  scale  of 
the  tools  needed  in  the  work  of 
the  oil  fields  ought  to  command 
the  earnest  attention  of  our  largest 
manufacturers. 

San  Francisco  is  naturally  the 
commercial  center  of  the  state. 
For  a  long  time  the  oil  industry 
was  confined  to  the  southern  por- 
tion of  the  state,  particularly  to 
Los  Angeles  where  the  main  drill- 
ing was  done,  and  where  the  gen- 
eral public  was  familiar  with  the 
process  of  drilling  and  realized  the 
growing  importance  of  the  oil  in- 
dustry. It  is  no  wonder  that  for  a 
long  time  Los  Angeles  considered 
itself  the  center  and  base  of  sup- 
plies of  the  oil  industry  of  the 
state. 

In  the  last  year,  however,  the 
oil  industry  has  broadened  in  its 
territory  and  the  oil  belt  is  now 
being  worked  from  San  Diego  to 
Humboldt.  Capital  on  an  immense 
scale  has  been  invested  from  San 
Francisco  in  developing  oil  wells, 
not  only  in  the  purchase  of  the 
stock  of  various  companies  but  in 
private  enterprises.  Some  of  the 
largest  companies  operating  in  the 
Los  Angeles  and  Ventura  fields 
are  controlled  by  San  Francisco 
capital,  while  the  bulk  of  the  Kern 
county  oil  enterprises  have  been 
promoted  and  are  now  controlled 
by  San  Francisco  business  and 
professional  men. 

Coming  still  farther  north  we 
find  that  with  few  exceptions  the 
oil  companies  of  King  county,  of 
Fresno,  San  Benito,  Contra  Costa, 
Shasta,  Glenn,  Colusa,  Tehama, 
Humboldt  and  other  northern  coun- 
ties have  been  promoted  by  San 
Francisco  capitalists,  or  by  those 
living  in  the  counties  where  the 
wells  are  being  drilled. 

In  addition  to  this  the  companies 
which  have  heretofore  controlled 
the  oil  well  supply  of  California, 
especially  as  regards  machinery, 
have  until  a  few  months  made 
their  headquarters  in  Los  Angeles, 
and  people  desiring  to  obtain  oil 
well  tools  were  obliged  to  order 
them  from  the  southern  city.  Now, 
however,  immense  storehouses 
have  been  secured  in  San  Fran 
cisco,  which  are  filled  with  th- 
latest  and  most  improved  machine- 
ery  and  although  this  machinery 
is  arriving  by  the  carload  almost 
daily  from  the  East,  yet  the  supply 
does  not  begin  to  keep  up  with 
the  demand. 

The  largest  Eastern  houses  deal- 
ing in  oil  well  supplies  have  now 
made  San  Francisco  the  base  of 
the  California  supply  trade. 

A  few  energetic  manufacturers 
have  become  alive  to  the  import- 
ance of  the  oil  trade  and  are  be- 
ginning to  turn  out  drilling  toolr. 
These,  however,  are  not  among 
the  largest  manufacturers  in  iron 
and  steel  and  the  supply  they  are 
able  to  turn  out  forces  them  to 
work  their  shops  to  the  fullest  ca- 
pacity. There  is  here  in  San 
Francisco  room   for  the  expendit- 


ure of  at  least  one  million  dollars 
either  in  the  erection  of  a  plant 
which  shall  be  devoted  principally 
to  manufacturing  oil  well  supplies, 
or  else  in  the  establishment  in 
sonic  of  the  larger  plants,  like  the 
Union  or  Kisdon  Iron  Works,  of 
the  necessary  equipment  to  enable 
them  to  turn  out  the  necessary 
tools. 

If  the  Standard  Oil  company 
has  sufficient  confidence  in  the  oil 
industry  of  this  state  to  warrant  it 
to  invest  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
dollars  in  dealing  with  the  oil 
product,  surely  our  manufacturers 
ought  to  have  sufficient  confi- 
dence in  its  oil  industry  to  warrant 
the  investment  of  sufficient  capital 
to  enable  the  oil  producers  to  work 
with  California  made  tools.

Three-fourths  of  the  Kern  river 
companies,  much  more  than  half  of 
the  Sunset  and  nearly  all  of  the 
McKittrick  companies  are  said  to 
affiliate  with  the  lately  organized 
Kern  County  Oil  Producers'  Asso- 
ciation. At  a  meeting  last  week 
the  following  companies  were  re- 
presented :  Aztec,  Central  Point, 
Giant,  California  Standard,  Kern 
River,  Sacramento,  West  Shore, 
Sterling,  San  Joaquin,  Euclid, 
Whittier  &  Green,  Globe,  Senator, 
Monte  Cristo,  Shamrock,  Kansas 
City,  Jewett  &  Blodget,  Jewett- 
Blodget-Beal,  Spellacy,  Woods  & 
Co.,  Eldorado  and  the  many  Berry 
&  Spencer  combinations. 

The  articles  of  incorporation 
have  been  ordered  adopted  togeth- 
er with  such  amendments  as  W.  S. 
Goodfellow  and  Henry  Ach,  attor- 
neys, may  see  fit  to  make.  When 
corrected,  they  will  be  filed  with 
the  secretary  of  state  and  the  fu- 
ture proceedings  will  be  under  di- 
rection of  the  board  of  directors, 
which  consists  of :  C.  A.  Canfield 
of  Los  Angeles;  H.  A.  Blodget, 
Bakersfield  ;  Burton  Green,  Los 
Angeles  ;  W.  H.  McKenzie,  Fres- 
no ;  M.  J.  Laymance,  Oakland  ;  O. 
Scribner,  Visalia  ;  B.  F.  Brooks, 
Bakersfield  ;  Henry  Ach,  San 
Franciso  ;  E.  L.  Doheny,  Los  An- 
geles ;   H.  H.  Blood,  Bakersfield. 

The  Bakersfield  Californian  says 
the  plans  of  the  association,  if 
finally  adopted,  will  cause  the  asso- 
ciation to  become  a  legal  entity  ca- 
pable of  swinging  a  body  of  oil 
which  will  amount  to  enough  to 
dictate  terms  to  any  other  concern, 
even  the  Standard  oil.  The  trust 
can  not  get  the  market  until  it  has 
obtained  the  oil,  and  the  associa- 
tion will  have  that.  Yet,  it  must 
not  be  understood  that  there  is 
any  objection  anywhere  to  the 
Standard  entering  the  field,  build- 
ing tanks,  laying  pipes  and  other- 
wise conducting  a  legitimate  busi- 
ness. On  the  contrary,  if  protect- 
ed against  oppression,  the  produ- 
cers will  welcome  it  and  willingly 

patronize  it. 

The    Ohio. 

The  Ohio  Oil  Company  has  a  force  of 
men  employed  in  building  roads,  cabins, 
and  a  72  foot  derrick  on  their  property 
in  the  Fresno-Benito  District. 

It  is  the  intention  of  Company  to  put 
up  a  Standard  Oil  Rig,  and  commence 
drilling  at  an  early  date.

TO   COMBINE  FORCES 


Proposed  Union  of  the  Local  and 
Chicago  Oil  Stock  Exchanges. 

Mr.  Joseph  L.  Ball,  secretary  of 
the  Chicago  Oil  and  Mining  Ex- 
change, is  expected  in  San  Fran- 
cisco in  a  few  days,  the  object 
of  his  visit  being  the  negotia- 
tion of  such  arrangements  with 
the  Producers'  Oil  Exchange  as 
will  lead  to  dealing  in  Chicago 
in  the  stocks  handled  through  the 
local  exchange,  and  the  establish- 
ment of  such  relations  as  may  be 
advantageous  to  both  the  oil  de- 
velopers of  this  state  and  the  in- 
vestors of  his  city. 

A  similar  arrangement  is  now 
being  perfected  with  the  Los  An- 
geles Oil  Exchange. 

In  a  conversation  with  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Oil  Era,  the  Los 
Angeles  oil  paper,  Mr.  Ball  said: 

"In  regaid  to  the  California  oil 
industry,  in  my  opinion  it  offers 
unlimited  opportunity  for  prudent 
investment.  There  still  exists  in 
the  great  Middle  and  Eastern 
states  an  insufficiency  of  informa- 
tion on  this  subject.  From  per- 
sonal knowledge  of  conditions  in 
the  territory  named,  I  do  not  hesi- 
tate to  say  that  through  a  proper 
medium  idle  capital  and  capital 
drawing  a  low  rate  of  interest, 
may  be  brought  to  your  state  in 
abuudance,  which  will  materially 
aid  in  developing  and  maintaining 
this  industry.  It  is  unfortunate 
that  some  questionable  stocks 
have  been  placed  in  Chicago,  but 
it  is  to  be  hoped  the  properties 
will  develop  better  than  they  now 
promise.  I  am  out  here  to  receive 
the  applications  to  list  the  stocks 
of  reliable  companies.  It  will  be 
no  trouble  to  dispose  of  stocks  of 
such  companies  as  we  shall  repre- 
sent, and  at  much  better  figures 
than  are  obtainable  here.  There 
is  63,500  miles  of  railroad  tributary 
to  Chicago,  and  within  a  radius  of 
500  miles  of  that  city  there  are 
fifty  millions  of  people,  all  of 
whom  may  be  reached  from  there 
by  mail,  within  twenty-four  hours. 
The  interest  that  is  already  mani- 
fest we  shall  stimulate  and  main- 
tain, hoping  not  only  to  benefit 
the  investors,  but  the  state  of 
California  as  well." 

There  seems  to  be  a  general  dis- 
position on  the  part  of  the  local 
dealers  in  oil  stocks  and  members 
of  the  Producers'  Oil  Exchange  to 
favor  the  proposition  of  joining 
forces  with  the  Chicago  dealers,  if 
for  no  other  reason  than  protect- 
ing the  industry  from  the  attacks 
of  the  operators  in  stocks  in  fake 
companies. 

In  speaking  of  this  matter, 
"  Capital,"  a  Los  Angeles  paper, 
said: 

The  prospect  which  has  opened 
up  this  week  of  a  regular  ex- 
change of  quotations  between  the

of  relations  between  the  two  ex- 
changes that  will  give  such  stocks 
as  are  approved  by  the  Los  An- 
geles Exchange  great  advantages, 
in  the  Eastern  market,  over  the 
wild-cat  shares  that  have  in  some 
cases  been  successfully  floated 
there,  to  the  discredit  of  all  Cali- 
fornia oil  investments,  is  very  en 
couraging  to  all  honest  dealers 
here.

A  NEW  FIELD. 


Important  Oil  Strike  in  San  Ber- 
nardino. 

A  strike  of  oil  has  been  made  on 
the  Chino  ranch,  opening  up  a 
new  field  for  the  oil  industry  and 
a  new  industry  for  Chino. 

This  well  is  being  drilled  on 
ranch  land  by  the  Chino  Land  and 
Water  Company.  It  was  located 
and  the  work  superintended  by 
R.  C.  McPherson  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, an  expert  oil  man. 

A  week  ago  last  Sunday,  at  a 
depth  of  a  little  over  500  feet, 
light  oil  was  struck.  About  600 
feet  is  the  depth  of  the  well  at 
present,  and  baling  oil  and  drilling 
are  progressing.  The  casing  used 
is  1 1  J/6  inch.  This  is  the  top  sand 
rock,  and  those  in  charge  are  con- 
fident that  at  a  depth  of  1000  or 
1200  feet  the  well  will  be  a  fine 
producer.  The  oil  is  light,  being 
from  40  to  45  gravity. 

The  Chino  Valley  Champion 
says:  The  importance  of  this 
strike  cannot  be  estimated.  It 
opens  up  a  new  field.  The  well 
is  in  section  5,  3-8,  and  is  about 
nine  miles  east  of  the  Puente  Oil 
Company's  wells.  The  first  effect 
the  find  will  have  will  be  the  in- 
stallment of  a  number  of  other 
drilling  rigs  in  that  vicinity,  both 
by  the  Chino  Land  and  Water 
Company  and  others.  Nearly  all 
the  land  in  that  vicinity  not  in- 
cluded in  the  Chino  ranch  is 
already  leased  for  oil  development, 
and  this  strike  will  encourage  the 
lessees  to  commence  work  at  once. 
This  entire  community  will  cer- 
tainly feel  the  impulse  of  the  in- 
dustry that  this  strike  opens  up. 

Mr,  McPherson,  who  located 
this  well,  has  a  reputation  for  suc- 
cessful locating.  Several  wells 
have  been  heretofore  drilled  on 
these  hills  without  obtaining  re- 
ults.  He  has  also  located  some 
fine  producing  wells  in  the  north- 
ern districts,  where,  we  have  been 
informed,  he  is  interested  in  some 
valuable  properties.  He  operated 
in  the  Pico  Canyon  district  in  Los 
Angeles  County  as  early  as  the 
seventies. 


Oil  In  Colusa. 

Solomon  Loorya  of  Arbuckle 
was  in  Colusa  yesterday  settling 
up  the  farming  partnership  here- 
tofore existing  between  Claud 
Stanton  and  himself.  Mr.  Loorya 
states  that  on  Sunday  the  little 
town  of  Arbuckle  was  filled  with 
oil  men  from  all  the  oil  centers  of 
the  state  who  -  had  heard  of  the 
gushing  well'  at  Gor>  ill  &  Smith's 
place  west  of  Arbuckle.  Every 
available  rig  was  pressed  to  ser- 
vice to  convey  them  to  the  scene 
of  the  new  borings.  Los  Angeles, 
Bakersfield,  Fresno,  San  Francis- 
co and  Woodland  were  represent- 
ed— Herald.

cation, with  abundance  of  water  and  fuel, 
is  destined  to  be  oneof  the  larye  cities  ni' 
Colorado.  Till  within  the  last  two 
the  oil  industry  of  Florence  lias  been  us 
chief  source  of  wealth.  Hut  at  present 
it  has  forged  to  the  front  as  a  milling 
point,  and  is  now  treating  1000  tons  of  ore 
per  day,  and  has  a  pay  roll  of  nut  less  than 
$ioo,oooa  month.  The  Florence  oil  field 
is  located  on  the  south  sideof  the  Arkan- 
sas river,  wholly  in  a  cyndrical  basin,  and 
covers  a  scope  of  developed  territory 
about  three  by  six  miles.  Tin  oil  is 
found  in  the  Larimer  shales  at  a  depth 
varying  from  1400  to  2500  feet.  The 
shales  in  the  deepest  part  of  the  basin, 
where  no  erosion  has  taken  place,  are 
3300  feet  thick.  Immediately  under  the 
Larimer  shales  is  the  cretaceous  lime, 
with  a  sandwich  of  400  feet  of  Mt.  Benton 
shale  between  that  and  the  Dakota  sand- 
stone, followed  in  order  by  the  red  sand- 
stone of  the  Jura-triassic  'and  lower  Silu- 
rian formations,  making  in  all  approxi- 
mately 5000  feet  from  the  top  of  the 
Larimer  shales  to  the  top  of  the  old 
mother  granite.  As  long  ago  as  1861  and 
1862  oil  was  taken  from  an  oil  spring  at 
Four  Mile  creek  and  used  for  medicinal 
and  other  purposes.  Near  this  spring  J. 
G.  Johnson  and  others  in  1899  drilled  a 
well  into  the  Trenton  rock  and  struck  a 
flow  of  salt  water  at  a  point  where  the  oil 
should  have  been  fonnd.  Oil  was  first 
produced  in  the  Florence  field  in  com- 
mercial quantities  in  1885,  and  since  that 
time  many  million  barrels  have  been 
taken  from  the  basin,  and  it  is  still  pro- 
ducing 1000  barrels  per  day.  The  oil  is 
dark  green  in  color,  from  27  to  32  degrees 
gravity,  having  a  paraffine  base  and  con- 
taining 33  1-3  per  cent  illuminating.  The 
life  of  the  wells  has  been  remarkable. 
One  well,  owned  by  the  United  company, 
has  to  its  credit  more  than  500,000  barrels, 
has  been  producing  nine  years,  and  is 
still  pumping  at  the  rate  of  fifty  barrels 
per  day.  There  are  four  or  five  wells  in 
the  field  with  records  almost  as  large  as 
this  one. 

The  field  is  operated  by  the  United, 
Florence,  and  Rocky  Mountain  and  sev- 
eral smaller  companies.  These  companies 
have  drilled  over  400  wells,  and  have 
found  about  25  per  cent  of  the  wells 
drilled  as  being  paying  producers.  A  10- 
barrel  well  is  considered  the  lowest  that 
can  be  operated  at  a  profit,  The  refined 
product  is  sold  to  the  Continental  Oil  com- 
pany, the  western  branch  of  the  Stand- 
ard, while  the  residuum,  instead  of  being 
worked  up  into  by-products,  is  disposed 
of  to  the  mills  and  smelters  fur  fuel  a: 
$1.25  per  barrel.  The  Florence  oil  field 
has  been  a  puzzler  to  all  experts  who 
have  examined  it,  and  no  satisfactory  ex- 
planation has  been  arrived  at  as  to  how 
such  vast  quantities  of  oil  were  sto  edaud 
held  in  the  Larimer  shales.  Nevertheless 
the  fact  has  been  demonstrated  that  no 
territory  in  the  United  States  of  like  size 
has  produced  as  much  oil  as  this  little 
cylindrical  basin  on  the  Arkansas  river, 
and  all  indications  show  that  it  will  con- 
tinue to  produce  oil  for  years  to  come. 
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Oil  in  Street  Lamps. 

A  dispatch  from  Paris  states 
that  oil  is  being  used  in  that  city 
with  most  satisfactory  results  for 
street  illuminations,  oil  taking  to  a 
large  extent  the  place  of  gas  and 
electricity.  Each  lamp  is  of  1,000 
aandle  power.  The  lamps  are 
now  placed  in  the  Quai  Des  Tuil- 
erres,  which  has  been  expressly 
chosen  for  the  purpose  and  if  this 
experiment  is  successful  petroleum 
lamps  will  shortly  replace  gas  and 
electricity  in  all  the  large  squares 
and  open  places  in  Paris  and  will 
1  also  be  utilized  for  lighting  the 
Bois  De  Boulonge.

From  this  waste  has  come  an  ap- 
plication which  turns  the  wheels  of  com- 
merce, furnishes  power  of  transportation 
on  land  and  sea,  and  assists  in  develop- 
ing the  resources  of  the  country  in  gen- 
eral.

Capital  Hae  Confidence. 
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A   New   Oil   Exchange   Formed    in 
the  Windy  City. 

Chicago  is  to  have  an  oil  and  mining 
exchange — an  up-to-date  affair — on  the 
floor  of  which  stocks  in  California  oil 
companies  and  gilt-edge  securities  of 
mines  in  Colorado  and  Utah  will  be 
offered  the  speculative  public  of  the 
"  Windy  City." 

Speculators  have  formed  what  will  be 
known  as  the  Chicago  Oil  and  Mining 
Exchange,  and  are  now  looking  for  good 
properties  to  handle. 

Joseph  L.  Ball,  the  sectretary  of  e 
new  exchange,  was  in  Los  Angeles  t 
week  and  said:  "Our  exchange  w<  s  or- 
ganized the  middle  of  August  last.  It  is 
our  intention  to  deal  in  securities  of  good 
reliable  oil  aud  mining  companies,  and 
in  looking  for  the  former  we  turn  to 
California,  because  we  believe  it  to  be 
the  biggest  field.  Being  a  big  field,  it 
will  be  necessary  to  reach  out  for  more 
capital.  Chicago  will  supply  that  capi- 
tal if  it  is  solicited  in  a  way  that  will  iu- 
sure  confidence.  Unfortunately  for  the 
industry  several  swinding  schemes  have 
already  found  theit  way  into  the  Eastern 
market.  I  am  informed  from  reliable 
sources  that  the  California  Oil  Develop- 
ment company  has  taken  in  almost  #50,- 
000  in  disposing  of  stock  in  the  Big 
Panoche  and  Old  Glory  in  the  East  at 
prices  many  times  greater  thau  the  mar- 
ket value  iu  Los  Angeles. 

"When  the  Chicago  oil  exchange  is 
running  such  work  cannot  be  carried  on. 
Our  aim  will  be  to  keep  the  public  in- 
formed of  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  prop- 
erties we  handle  and  the  market  value  in 
California.  We  shall  require  companies, 
that  list  with  us,  to  send  us  reports  of 
field  progress,  and  we  hope  to  be  able  to 
exchange  daily  quotations  with  the  Los 
Angeles  Oil  Exchange.

San  Francisco 
next  week  for 
the  purpose  of  making  arrange 
ments  between  the  Producers'  Oil 
Exchange  and  the  Chicago  Oil  and 
Mining  Exchange,  the  purpose  of 
which  will  be  to  enable  California 
oil  stocks  to  be  handled  directly  in 
Chicago  on  a  basis  which  will  be 
advantageous  both  to  the  oil  pro- 
ducers of  California  and  the  invest- 
ors of  Chicago. 

Whereas  stock  dealing  is  by  no 
means  the  most  important  factor  in 
the  oil  industry,  that  being  the 
production  of  oil  itself,  nevertheless 
the  business  in  dealing  in  oil  stocks 
is  not  only  legitimate,  but  so  far  as 
San  Francisco  is  concerned  is  in- 
creasing rapidly,  and  the  success 
attaining  dealings  in  these  securi- 
ties has  resulted  in  attention  being 
drawn  to  them  in  Chicago,  and 
much  money  has  already  been  in- 
vested in  the  stock  of  California 
oil  companies. 

It  so  happens  that  at  least  $75,- 
000  of  Chicago  capital  has  been 
invested  in  stocks  of  companies 
that  if  they  are  not  pure  and  sim- 
ple fakes  are  so  near  it  that  the 
distinction  is  hardly  apparent.  By 
means  of  extensive  advertising  the 
promotors  of  these  fake  schemes 
have  reaped  a  rich  financial  har- 
vest, but  have  been  the  means  of 
placing  California  oil  stocks  in  gen- 
eral somewhat  in  disrepute  in  the 
Windy  City.  Reliable  companies 
are  liable  to  receive  the  opprobrium 
which  should  be  meted  out  only  to 
those  companies  which  have  de. 
ceived  Eastern  investors.  The  in- 
nocent suffer  with  the  guilty. 

If  an  alliance  is  made  between 
the  Producers'  Oil  Exchange, 
which  deals  in  reliable  California 
oil  stocks,  and  the  Chicago  Oil  and 
Mining  Exchange,  then  companies 
which  are  not  reliable  will  not  dare 
to  advertise  their  schemes  in  Chi- 
cago, as  the  Chicago  Exchange 
will  at  once  consult  with  the  Pro- 
ducers' Oil  Exchange  in  regard  to 
the  value  of  these  securities,  and 
f  the  companies  advertising  them 
are  fakirs  they  will  be  shown  up  Subscribe 
as  such  and  their  business  ruined    Reporter.

or  paid  so  much  per  line,  etc. 

But  to-day  a  gentleman  who  is 
in  a  position  to  know  said  the 
leading  papers  of  this  city,  with 
the  one  exception  noted,  ,  had 
agreed  among  themselves  that 
they  would  place  the  oil  literature 
alongside  of  lotteries,  and  that 
when  the  oil  men  were  willing  to 
pay  the  same  price  as  the  lottery 
men — 50  per  cent  ■above  commer- 
cial rates — they  could  have  pub- 
lished all  they  desired  about  oil. 

If  this  is  so  then  all  I  have  got 
to  say  is  that  the  papers  here  are 
on  a  par  with  bucket-shops,  China 
lottery  games  and  bunko  men. 

Statistics  show  conclusively  that 
oil  is  now  one  of  the  state's  lead- 
ing industries.  It  is  advancing  by 
leaps  and  bounds,  and  soon  will  be 
the  leading  industry  of  the  state. 
If  these  papers  will  not  publish 
interesting  news  unless  they  re- 
ceive for  the  same  advertising 
rates  th  n  they  are  simply  catch- 
penny affairs,  unworthy  the  pat- 
ronage of  a  discerning  public.

THE  STANDARD'S  PLANS 


General     Manager     Miller   Makes 
Interesting   Statements. 

One  of  the  most  important  and 
significant  features  of  the  oil  in- 
dustry at  present,  and  one  of 
especial  interest  to  oil  men.  is  the 
decision  of  the  Standard  Oil  com- 
pany to  enter  the  field  in  a  large 
way  as  a  dealer  in  California  fuel 
oils.  When  this  great  corporation 
with  its  unlimited  capital,  its  ex- 
perience and  masterful  knowledge 
of  the  petroleum  industry  extends 
its  widespread  operations  to  a  new 
oil  field  like  that  developed  in 
Kern  county,  it  may  be  assumed 
that  it  has  come  to  stay  and  that 
its  presence  will  havs  a  profound 
effect  on  the  oil  interests  of  that 
field. 

Oil  men  are  naturally  eager  to 
learn  what  they  can  of  the  Stan- 
dard's prospects  and  intentions 
and  to  supply  what  information 
could  be  reliably  given,  Mr.  W.  S. 
Miller,  manager  of  the  Standard 
Oil  interests  on  this  coast  was 
interviewed  by  a  representative  of 
the  Pacific  Oil  Reporter  the 
other  day.  Mr.  Miller  told  what 
the  company  was  just  now  doing, 
but  would  speak  only  in  brief  and 
general  terms  of  the  problematical 
future. 

"  We  are  at  present  going  into 
the  Kern  River  and  McKittrick 
fields  to  buy  oil"  he  said  in  stating 
the  plans  now  being  carried  out: 
"I  can't  say  anything  about  the 
Sunset  district  until  a  railroad  is 
built  and  there  is  a  way  to  get  the 
oil  out.  We  have  shipped  three 
35,000-barrel  tanks  and  others  will 
be  erected  as  they  are  needed  and 
when  needed.  If  we  need  ten 
they  will  be  erected  and  if  we 
need  fifty  they  will  go  up.  The 
first  tanks  will  probably  be  lo- 
cated on  the  spur  track  in  the 
Kern  River  field  and  we  will  lay 
pipe  lines  in  the  field  to  the  stor- 
age plant  as  needed  and  advisable. 
We  will  have  experts  on  the 
ground  this  week  to  decide  pipe 
line  problems.  Our  exports  will 
decide  on  the  difficulties  of  piping 
the  Kern  oils.  Tanks  will  prob- 
ably be  erected  at  McKittrick. 

"  We  have  not  decided  on  do 
ing  business  in  any  other  but  the 
Kern  county  fields  at  present. 
All  else  is  uncertain.  We  have 
handled  a  little  fuel  oil  in  Southern 
California  for  three  or  four  years 
— only  a  few  thousand  barrels  a 
month. 

"  We  have  not  yet  made  any 
contracts  in  the  Kern  field,  for  we 
are  not  ready  for  business,  but 
many  offers  have  been  made  by  pro- 
ducers and  we  expect  to  be  ready 
in  from  thirty  to  forty  days." 

Mr.  Miller  limited  his  interview 
to  brief  and  direct  answers  to 
specific  questions  and  in  a  reply 
to  a  query  as  to  the  intentions  of 
the  Standard  in  regard  to  refining 
Kern  oil  said,  "  We  will  not  re- 
fine it.  The  Kern  oil  is  not  suit- 
able for  refining,  there  is  no  ques- 
tion of  that.  It  is  a  fuel  proposi- 
tion entirely." 

"  We  have  established  no  mar- 
kets and  must  look  for  them."  was 
all  Mr.  Miller  had  to  say  on  this 
point;  and  he  did  not  know  what 
would  or  might  be  done  about  stor- 
age in  San  Francisco.  The  Stand- 
ard  now  has   storage   facilities  in 


this  city  for  crude  oil  of  only  about 
500  barrels.     "If    we    need  St( 
here  we  will  provide  it,"  he  said. 

"What  effect  will  the  operations 
of  the  Standard  probably  have  on 
prices  to  producers  and  markets  For 
Kern  cil>5"  was  asked,  and  the 
question  was  answered  by  an- 
other, full  of  meaning  and  un- 
doubtedly of  wisdom. 

"  If  you  and  fifty  or  a  hundred 
others  are  producing  oil,  and  each 
trying  in  a  small  way  to  secure  a 
market,  would  that  be  best  for  you, 
or  would  it  be  best  for  the  stability 
of  your  prices  and  market  if  there 
were  somebody  to  buy  your  oil 
steadily  who  could  supply  ary  de 
mand?  Who  is  the  best  for  your 
interest,  the  seller  who  can  suppl) 
100  barrels  or  the  one  who  can 
supply  a  million  if  necessary?" 

"  It  will  require  a  great  deal  of 
hard  work  to  materially  increase 
the  consumption,"  Mr.  Miller 
replied  to  another  question.  "  I 
do  not  know  the  probabilities  of 
over-production.  If  all  wells  now 
developed  were  producing  and 
shipping  I  think  there  would  not 
be  an  over-production.  If  all  the 
oil  men  should  produce  all  they  say 
they  are  going  to   there   would  be. 

"  Why  has  the  Standard  entered 
this  field?  Because  we  are  in  the 
petroleum  business,  and  because  we 
have  been  importuned  by  producers 
and  dealers  for  several  yeais  to  do 
so,  but  principally  because  it  is  our 
busines." 


TECHNICAL  PHRASES 


Words  to  Be  Mastered  When  One 
Enters  the  Oil  Business. 

Every  branch  of  science,  art, 
etc.,  has  a  vocabulary  peculiar 
to  itself — technical  terms  which 
mean  certain  thing?  in  connection 
with  certain  subjects.  The  oil 
business  has  this  also  in  an  aggra- 
vated form,  and  the  nomenclature 
of  the  oil  regions  is  as  puzzling  to 
one  unfamiliar  with  the  subject  as 
were  the  terms  a  few  years  ago  ol 
what  has  come  to  be  the  great 
American  game  of  golf. 

In  the  first  place,  for  instance,  a 
company  "operates  a  lease." 
Now,  a  "  lease",  says  the  Los  An- 
geles Herald  to  the  ordinary  indi- 
vidual, is  a  legal  document — a 
sheet  of  paper  about  a  foot  square 
with  printing  and  writing  on  it. 
In  the  oil  business,  however,  a 
"  lease"  means  a  tract  of  land,  and 
the  land  is  referred  to  as  a  "  lease." 
A  man  in  securing  a  "lease"  has 
to  "pay  a  bonus"  and  "give  a 
royalty,"  which  means  he  is 
obliged  to  pay  a  certain  amount  in 
cash  for  the  privilege  of  leasing  a 
tract  of  land  and  also  to  give  the 
person  from  whom  he  leases  a  per- 
centage of  all  oil  produced  from 
the  lease.  Next,  the  company 
"  makes  a  location."  Now,  the 
"  location,"  as  may  be  readily  seen, 
is  already  there,  but  an  oil  man 
understands  by  that  expression 
that  a  site  is  selected  on  which  to 
drill  an  oil  well.  A  derrick  is 
built  and  "  rigged  up."  Everyone 
knows  what  a  derrick  is,  but  "  rig- 
ging up"  one  would  be  a  difficult 
task  for  any  man  not  an  experi- 
enced rig  builder.  A  completed 
"  rig"  in  the  oil  man's  vocabulary, 
is  a  thing  of  beauty  and  a  joy  for 
at  least  a  little  while.  And  right 
here  the  tender  nature  in  man  as- 


itself  and  he  begins  1. 
the  feminine  gender  when  speak- 
ing about  his  pride  Prom  this 
time  on.  it  is  "  she"  or  "  her."  men- 
tioned with  much  the  same  respect 
that  a  sailor  speaks  of  his  ship. 
A  "  rig"  i^  made  iu>  of  such  a  be- 
wildering array  of  "articles"  that 
one  involuntarily  jumps  at  the 
conclusion  that  this  is  the  reason 
why  oil  men  insist  that  oil  wells 
belong  to  the  gentler  sex.  How- 
ever that  may  be.  to  a  tenderfoot 
the  names  of  some  of  the  com- 
ponents ot  a  rig  are  "stickers." 
There  are  the  "  Samson  post," 
"walking  beam,"  "bull  wheels," 
'  band  wheels,"  sand  reel,"  "  tele- 
graph  cord,"  "wrist  pin,"  "flanges,  ' 
"saddle,"  "stirrup,"  "sand  pump 
pulley,"  "crown  pulley"  and  what 
not,  All  these  things,  remember, 
before  drilling  can  be  commenced. 
The  trouble,  in  short,  has  just  be- 
gun. When  all  the  above  objects 
are  thoroughly  understood  and 
fastened  in  one's  mind,  the 
"  driller" — that  is,  the  man  who 
superintends  the  work  of  drlling 
the  well — has  a  few  words  which 
have  been  coined  in  connect  on 
with  his  work,  which  are  as  easily 
and  readily  understood  as  those  of 
the  rig  builder. 

For  instance,  he  commences 
with  his  "rope  sockets,"  "auger 
stems,"  "jars,"  "bits,"  "temper 
screw,"  "sand  pump,"  "reamers" 
etc'  and  begins  to  "spud."  This 
word  "spud"  is  a  noun  which  the 
oil  man  has  made  into  a  verb, 
meaning  to  dig  or  drill.  "Spud- 
ding" is  the  first  work  to  be  done 
in  drilling.  A  "spudding  bit" 
is  often  16  or  18  inches  across 
the  blade,  4  or  5  feet  in  length 
and  weighs  several  hundred 
pounds.  After  spudding,  the  well 
is  "cased" — that  is  a  "string"  of 
iron  pipe,  probably  n^  inches  in 
diameter,  is  placed  in  the  well  to 
prevent  the  sides  from  caving  in 
or  water  from  flowing  into  it.  As 
the  well  is  drilled  deeper,  the  hole 
is  made  smaller,  and  the  casing 
gradually  reduced  from  the  large 
size  to  gi/s,  7SA  and  finally  to 
554  inches-  in  diameter.  "  Bail- 
ing" is  the  operation  by 
which  the  "sand  pump" — a  long 
iron  tube  arranged  with  a  check 
valve  at  the  bottom  through  which 
the  water,  mud  and  oil  is  forced  tr> 
enter  it — is  lowered  into  the  well 
for  the  purpose  of  cleaning  it  out 
and  fitting  it  to  be  drilled  again. 
This  is  done  generallv  after  "run- 
ning a  screw,"  which  is  an  ex- 
pression meaning  that  the  well 
has  been  drilled  in  depth  the 
length  of  a  "  temper  screw,"  which 
is  about  six  feet. 

After  drilling  to  a  depth  at  which 
the  oil  rock  is  supposed  to  lie,  the 
drill  is  said  to  "tap  the  jugular" or 
"hit  the  sand,"  both  expressions 
meaning  the  same  thing — to  enter 
the  oil-bearing  rock.  After  "get- 
ting the  sand,"  if  the  well  is  a 
"gusher" or  "spouter,"  the  operator 
is  said  to  have  "made  a  strike," 
which  means  hehassecured  a  good 
well.  Sometimes,  however,  he 
gets  a  "dry  hole"  or  a  "duster" 
which  means  "no  oil,"  although 
the  well  mav  be  full  of  water. 

When  a  well  is  "put  to  pump- 
ing," another  consignment  of  oil 
region  terms  is  brought  out.  The 
well  is  "tubed,"  which  means  that 
a  "string"  of  two-inch  pipe  is 
placed   in  the  well  to  the  bottom, 


on  the  end  of  which  is  fastened  the 
"working  barrel."  A  string  of 
"suck  s    then  put  in,  the 

"working  valve."  "standing valve," 
"adjuster,"  "tee  bolt,"  and  "casing 
head"  are  fitted  up,  and  the  well 
is  ready  to  pour  out  its  wealth  for 
its  owner.  In  some  instances  a 
well  is  "shot"  or  "packed,"  both  of 
which  operations  are  intended  to 
increase  the  output.  If  a  well 
holds  up  in  its  production,  it  is  a 
"stayer,"  and  the  owner  has  a 
"bonanza." 

As  California  is  rapidly  becoming 
an  "oil  state."  it  is  considered  ad- 
visable to  post  the  people  on  the 
technical  words.  The  reader,  no 
doubt,  will  thouroughly  understand 
all  the  above  terms,  and  when  he 
next  visits  the  oil  fields  will  know 
the  exactstatu  sofany  well  on  any 
particular  "lease,"  and  at  what 
stage  of  the  proceedings  the  oper- 
atorhas  arrived. 


Wyoming  Oil. 

The  following  extract  fiom  a 
London  dispatch  to  the  Chicago 
Record  was  probably  designed  to 
strike  terror  in  the  camp  of  the 
Standard  Oil  company,  though  it 
would  be  interesting  to  know 
something  more  regarding  this 
field: 

"British  capitalists  have  ac- 
quired options  on  more  than 
1,000,000  acres  of  oil  fields 
in  northeastern  Wyoming,  and 
have  organized  the  Western  States 
Oil  company  of  America,  with  a 
capital  of  100,000  pounds  ($500,- 
000),  with  the  purpose  of  forming 
several  subsidiary  companies  in 
America  to  work  the  lands  and  es- 
tablish plants.  The  property  is  lo- 
cated in  the  midst  of  the  Wyoming 
asphaltum  basin  and  is  said  to  be 
fertile  in  the  highest  degree  with 
lubricating  oil  deposits.

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HOW  TO  BURN  OIL. 


California    Crude   Petroleum   as   a    Fuel   For 
Manufacturing  Purposes. 

By  Ernest  H.  Denicke,  College  of  Mining,  University  of 
California. 


[Mining  and  Scientific  Press.] 

When  crude  oil  was  first  used  as  a  fuel  the 
flame  was  shot  directly  against  the  flues,  which 
in  a  fhort  time  seriously  injured  them,  and  it 
was  thought  that  oil  could  not  be  successfully 
used.  It  was  also  looked  upon  as  a  dangerous 
substance,  and  these  things,  together  with  the 
usual  aversion  to  adopting  entirely  new 
methods,  made  the  adoption  of  oil  as  a  fuel 
slow.  The  pioneers  in  the  use  of  crude  oil  as 
fuel  on  this  coast  probably  are  the  California 
Powder  Works;  oil  has  been  burned  with  com- 
mercial success  at  their  works,  near  Pinole,  for 
over  thirteen  years.  At  first  Peruvian  oil  was 
used,  but  now  California  oil  is  used  and  pre- 
ferred for  several  reasons. 

The  oils  of  California  can  be  roughly  divided 
into  three  classes:  the  thick,  heavy  oil  of  the 
Los  Angeles  district;  the  lighter  oil  of  Ventura, 
and  the  very  light,  liquid  oil  of  Coalinga 
southwest  of  Fresno.  The  first  two  are  carbon 
oils  (because  of  their  high  carbon  content) 
with  an  asphaltum  base,  unlike  the  Eastern 
oil,  which  has  a  paraffinebase.  The  California 
oils  have  some  paraffine,  but  very  little.  The 
|  S  Coalinga  oil  is  peculiar,  in 
e|  ^  many  respects  resembling  the 
Peruvian  oil.  It  is  remarkably 
light  and  liquid — nearly  as 
liquid  as  refined  coal  oil — very 
volatile,  evaporating  nearly  10 
per  cent  per  day,  and  does  not 
seem  to  be  a  mixture  of  several 
hydrocarbons,  as  most  coal  oils 
are.     It  is  a  hydrogen  oil. 

The  gravity  of  the  Los  An- 
geles oil  is  from   12  degrees  to 
19  degrees  Baume,  and   some- 
times as  low  as  10  degrees;  the 
Ventura  oil  is  21  degrees  to  24 
degrees;  Coalinga  oil  about  35 
degrees,  and   the  Peruvian  oil 
about  30  degrees  Baume.     The 
volatility  of  the  Coalinga  oil  as 
compared  to  the  Ventura  oil  is 
as  it  to  6.     Oils  that  evaporate 
Fig  1.         to    a  marked   extent  are   in    a 
measure   dang  .rous,   for  the   vapors    are   ex- 
plosive; therefore,  it  is  best  to  store  crude  oil 
in  gas  and  oil-tight  tanks  of  steel. 

There  is  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  which 
is  the  best  method  of  burning  the  oil,  and  no 
one  method  can  be  called  the  best,  because  of 
the  great  variety  of  conditions  and  boilers. 
Many  patents  have  been  taken  out  on  oil- 
burner  designs,  and  some  of  these  will  work 
well  in  one  furnace  but  fail  in  another.  So,  in 
selecting  a  burner,  it  is  best  to  experiment,  for 
one  will  meet  existing  conditions  better  than 
another.  Mr.  Palme.r,  the  manager  of  the 
Union  Oil  Refinery,  who  is  an  authority  on 
fuel  oil,  claims  that  the  simple  pipe  burner 
will  give  the  best  "  all-around"  results.  This 
burner  is  of  simple  construction  and  can  be 
made  of  a  few  pieces  of  ordinary  pipe  by  any 
good  machinist.      See  Fig.  1). 

The  end  of  the  outer  pipe  is  drawn  out  and 
flattened,  so  as  to  make  a  fan-shaped  slit,  a 


oil.  Temperatures  obtainable  by  burning  in 
•air  with  close  adjustment  are  about  2000  de- 
grees carbon  and  1750  degrees  hydrogen.  An 
excess  of  air  must  be  used  in  practice. 

At  the  California  Powder  Works  oil  is  used 
as  fuel  for  making  steam  and  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  chemicals  for  dynamite  making.  The 
oil  is  pumped  through  an  underground  pipe 
from  the  Union  Oil 
company's  refinery, 
above  Rodeo,  and  is 
stored  in  tanks  made 
of  old  glycerine 
tanks.  Thesetanks 
have  one  end  cut 
out  and  are  loosely 
closed  by  a  wooden 
top,  covered  with 
burlap.  From  here 
the  oil  is  discharged 
to  the  various  fur- 
naces at  a  head  of 
about 22  feet.  About 
5  per  cent  of  steam 
is  used  to  blow. 
Saving  is  effected  in 
both  price  of  fuel 
and  in  the  amount 
of  labor  needed. 
When  the  furnaces 
are  once  lit  they 
except  an  oc-

little  larger  than  the  cross  section  of  a  25-cent 
piece.  Mr.  Palmer  also  claims  that  the  highest 
efficiency  will  be  gotten  out  of  the  Los  An- 
geles and  Ventura  oils  when  they  are  forced 
into  the  burner  under  a  head  of  20-5  feet  and 
when  about  5  per  cent  of  the  generated  steam 
is  used  to  blow  the  oil.  These  figures  will 
vary,  of  course,  with  the  kind  and  quality  of 
the  oil.  When  5  per  cent  steam  is  used  with 
the  above  oils,  a  good  "  white"  flame  is  ob- 
tained, and  a  less  amount  of  steam  will  give  a 
red,  smoky  flame,  in  which  little  particles  of 
oil  can  be  seen  burning.  Different  oils  vary 
greatly  in  their  heating  effect,  dependent  upon 
their  chemical  composition.  In  rough  figures, 
130  gallons  of  Eastern  oil  equals  1  ton  of  coal; 
600  gallons  equals  n  cords  of  wood,  (maple, 
which  is  about  the  same  as  California  mountain 
oak.)  At  the  California  Powder  Works  it  was 
found  that  1  pound  of  Ventura  oil  equals  1.7 
pounds  of  good  coal.     The  calorific  intensity  of

need  practically  no  attention 
casional  glance  to  see  that  the  proper  flame  is 
obtained.  The  boilers  are  ordinary  tubular 
boilers,  four  in  number.  The  flame  is  shot 
under  the  boilers  into  what  might  be  called  a 
brick  box  against  a  target,  consisting  of  a  grat- 
ing of  firebrick.  The  accompanying  sketch 
will  explain.     See  Fig.  2 

Mr.  Palmer  recommends  this  type  of  con- 
struction, but  says  that  the  grating  of  firebrick 
is  not  necessary.  He  says  that  the  burner 
should  point  down,  as  in  the  accompanying 
sketch,  and  should  strike  against  the  back  of 
the  box  as  a  target.  The  effect  of  the  deep 
box  is  to  form  a  vortex,  as  indicated  by  the 
arrows,  and  gives  plenty  of  time  for  complete 
combustion.  Complete  combustion  is  an  im- 
portant factor  and  deserves  more  attention  than 
is  given  to  it.  To  make  a  test  of  this,  it  is  nec- 
essary to  use  a  pyrometer  at  various  places  in 
the  boiler  and  furnace  and  to  analyze  the  es- 
caping gases.  When  this  is  done  many  defects 
of  the  furnace  can  be  remedied,  the  loss  can 
be  located  and  a  great  saving  of  fuel  effected. 
The  only  objection  to  the  above  method  of 
furnace  construction  is  that  it  nece  sitates  the 
removal  of  the  grate  bars  and  a  partial  brick- 
ing-up  of  the  firebox.  Should  the  supply  of 
oil  be  accidentally  stopped,  the  boilers  would 
have  to  be  shut  down  so  as  to  allow  the  re- 
building of  the  firebox  to  suit  coal  burning. 
Where  the  grating  and  layer  of  firebrick  are 
laid  directly  upon  grate  bars  it  takes  half  an 
hour  at  the  utmost  to  change  back  to  coal 
burning.  Of  course  the  latter  method  is  not 
as  economical  as  the  first,  but,  on  the  whole, 
it  is  preferable,  and  the  slight  increase  in  cost 
may  be  set  down  as  insurance  on  the  oil  sup- 
ply. 

The  Western  Sugar  Refinery   of  San    Fran- 
cisco probably  uses  more   crude   oil   than    any 
other  establishment  on  the    Pacific   Coast,    for 
there  700  barrels  of  Coalinga   oil   are   burned 
per  week,  and  the  consumption  will  be  largely 
increased  within  the  next   few   months.      The 
boiler  plant  consists  of  32   modified   Gallaway 
boilers;  twenty-two  of  these  are  6  feet  6  inches 
in   diameter    by   21  feet  long,  and   have    27^ 
square  feet  of  grade  surface.      Each  boiler  has 
113  3-inch    tubes,   giving   688   square   feet   of 
heating  surface.      The   ten   other  boilers  are  6 
feet  6  inches  in  diameter  by  26  feet  long,  have 
the  same  grate  .•surface  and  ninety-six  3^-inch 
tubes,  giving  a  heating  surface  of  1098   square 
feet.     The  plant  is   rated   at    2540   H.  P.,   but 
4340  H.  P.  are  obtained.     There  are  also  three 
Green  economizers,  which  heat  the  feed  water 
— two  with  432  pipes  and  one  with  360   pipes. 
While  coal  was  being  burned,  forced  draught 
was  supplied  by  a  4x6-Sturtevant  blower,  driv- 
en by  two  nj^xi6  engines.      One  of  those  en- 
gines was  used  as  an  auxiliary.      The  oil  is  re- 
ceived in  tank  cars  direct   from   Coalinga,    the 
cars   containing   from    6000   to    6500   gallons. 
The  Southern  Pacific  cars  are  all  uniform,  con- 
taining 6525  gallons,  and  the  Union  Tank  Line 
cars  vary  as   above.        Contract   price    for  the 


barrel,  weighing  301.33  pounds. 

Seven  cars  are  coupled  on  to  pipes  along  the 
rack  and  the  oil  flows  by  gravity  to  a  small 
centrifugal  pump,  driven  by  an  electrical  motor, 
which  pumps  the  oil  into  closed  steel  storage 
tanks  of   10,000   barrels   each.     These  storage 
tanks  are  surrounded  by  a  concrete  dam  wall, 
the  space  enclosed  containing  a  little  more  than 
the   contents   of  one  tank.     From  these  main 
storage  tanks  the  oil  flows  by  gravity  to  a  small 
underground   tank   near   the  fire-room.     Here 
the  oil  is  pumped  into  two  3-inch  stand  pipes 
by  two  pumps.     The   stand    pipes  overflow  at 
52  feet,  the  oil  running  back  to  the  tank;  but 
the  pumps  are   regulated  to  48  feet  by  Mason 
regulating  valves,  which  regulate  to  6  inches. 
Larger  stand  pipes  are  not  allowed  by  the  in- 
surance companies.     The  boilers  are  arranged 
in  two  rows,  facing  each  other,  and  the  oil  pipe, 
from  the  stand  pipe,  runs  along  the  front  of 
them.     Each   stand  pipe   supplies   a  separate 
row,  but  could  supply  both  rows  in  case  of  ac- 
cident.    At   a   distance   of  every  three  boilers 
these  two  feed  pipes  are  connected  with  a  cross- 
aim  pipe,  so  that  in  case   an  accident  happens 
to  one  of  the  boilers  three   of  them  can  be  in- 
stantly cut  out  without  stopping   the  plant  for 
a   moment.     This   alone   is   a  great  advantage 
over  a  coal  fire,  for  it  takes  sometime  to  "pull" 
a  big  fire.     The   stand    pipes,  pumps  aud  feed 
pipes  are  all  set  up  in  duplicate,  so  that  an  ac- 
cident  cannot   stop  the  plant.     A  net-work  of 
firebrick  set  on  edge  is  laid  directly  upon  the 
grate  bars,  and  against  this  the  oil  flame  is  shot. 
If  anything  should  happen  to   the  oil  supply, 
this   network  can    be    removed  and   a  coal  fire 
started  within  twenty  minutes,  by  actual  prac- 
tical  trial.     When   oil    was  first   used   it   was 
blown  with  two  percent,  or  3  per  cent,  of  gen- 
erated steam,  but  this  gpve    an  imperfect  flame 
and   set   up  a   vibration.     Now  8  per   cent,  is 
used  and  a  bunsen  flame  is  obtained  with  little 
vibration. 

As  can  be  seen  by  some  of  the  following  ta- 
bles the  fire-room  cost  of  handling  the  oil  is 
less  than  a  third  of  that  of  coal.  Besides  there 
are  no  ashes,  no  smoke,  absolutely  no  dirt,  and 
less  heat  is  lost  by  radiation.  The  furnace 
doors  are  never  opened,  so  no  cold  air  is  al- 
lowed to  strike  the  boiler,  which  makes  a  dif- 
ference in  boiler  repair.  The  flues  need 
practically  no  cleaning,  and  the  absence  of 
soot  gives  a  better  heating  power.     When  coa 
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was  used  as  fuel,  twenty-six  firemen  were  em- 
ployed; now,  twelve  are  needed.  Oil  fuel  al 
lows  the  use  of  a  peculiar  little  device  which 
makes  a  saving  in  fuel.  It  is  known  as  a 
"retarder,"  and  consists  simply  of  a  strip  of 
twisted  sheet  iron,  which  is  placed  in  the 
boiler  flue.  (See  Fig.  3.)  This  not  only  retards 
the  draught  and  allows  the  flame  more  time 
but  also  revolves  and  "stirs,"  if  the  term  may 
be  used,  the  heated  gases.  Gases  are  very 
poor  conductors  of  heat,  and,  if  they  are  al- 
lowed to  go  straight  through  the  flues,  only  a 
little  more  than  the  outer  part  of  the  currents 
is  cooled;  but  the  retarders  twist  the  gas  cur- 
rents, bringing  more  of  the  heated  gas  into 
contract  with  the  flues.  They  cannot  be  used 
in  a  coal  fire  on  account  of  the  soot.

California's  earlj  petroleum  .lavs  bear 
abundantly  the  romantic  and  the  pictur- 
esque, besides  much  material  for  the  his- 
tory   of    the    industry  from    a    technical 
point  of  view.     But  there  is    no    l 
carbon    Historical  Society  of   California, 
and  no  historian    has    turned   his 
tion    to   these  Pacific   oil    fields.      Much 
material    of    historical    value  is  lost    for- 
ever,   and  more  is   sliding  into  ob 
with    the    gray-haired  ones  who  figured 
in  the  excitement,  plans  ami    efforts    at- 
tending the  oil  boom   of  the   early     six- 
ties. 

The  Pacific  On.  Reporter  a  few 
weeks  ago  recalled  some  features  of  the 
oil  craze  of  those  days — the  mad  rushes 
to  various  fields  and'  the  stupendous  op- 
erations of  wildcat  companies.  Inter- 
esting glimpses  of  those  times  are  afford- 
ed by  an  old  scrap  book  in  which  some 
methodical  oil  man  pasted  main  news- 
paper clippings  in  the  years  1S64  and 
1865  and  which  is  now  in  the  possession 
of  State  Mineralogist  A.  S.  Cooper. 

The  Alta  California  of  March  8,  1865, 
gives  these  items  of  oil  news  from  Con- 
tra Costa  and  Colusa  counties  where  oil 
men  are  now  again  sinking  wells  with 
more  knowledge  and  with  far  greater 
chances  of  su  cess. 

"The  first  absolute  'strike'  of  the  ole- 
aginous which  we  have  yet  had  reported 
on  the  Pacific  coast,  that  is  to  say,  the 
first  flow  of  oil  from  a  regular  well,  was 
made  on  Monday,  at  Mouut  Diablo  by 
the  Adams  Petroleum  Co.,  in  which  a 
number  of  our  most  promising  citizens 
are  interested.  The  company  has  been 
at  work  about  two  months,  and  are  re- 
ported to  have  struck  a  vein  of  oil  from 
which  a  steady  Sow  is  obtai  ed  at  141 
feet  from  the  surface.  The  oil  is  of  a 
very  fine  quality,  volatihzingat  210  deg. 
whereas  the  average  Pennsylvania  petrol- 
eum volatilizes  at  160.  The  company- 
owns  350  acres  of  land  and  its  capital 
stock  consists  of  200  shares  of  the  par 
value  of  f  1500  each. 

"The  oil  excitement  runs  high  in 
Colusa  county  as  we  learn  from  the 
Colusa  Sun,  and  several  claims  have 
been  taken  up  by  capitalists  from  abroad. 
Some  gentlemen  from  Virginia  City, 
formerly  from  the  Pennsylvania  oil  re- 
gion, are  investing  largely,  and  the  coast 
range  mountains  are  full  of  prospectors. 
The  editor  of  the  Marysville  Express  has 
seen  a  sample  of  coal  oil  from  the  oil 
springs  in  Colusa  county,  which  burns 
freely  in  lamps  in  its  rough  state.  Sev- 
eral capitalists  from  San  Francisco  and 
elsewhere  are  about  to  commence  opera- 
tions in  these  oil  regions.  " 

Now,  thirty-five  years  later,  some  of  the 
best  oil  men  in  the  state  are  boring  for 
oil  in  Colusa  county,  including  R.  H. 
Herron,  C.  A.  Canfield  and  Richard 
Gorrill. 

The  Alta-California's  statement  about 
"the  first  flow  of  oil  from  a  regular  well" 
would'be  historically  important  if  true, 
which  it  is  not,  for  other  shallow  wells  of 
that  early  peric-  d  had  yielded  compara- 
tively small  quantities  of  oil. 

The  wild  oil  stories  in  Eastern  papers 
and  the  wild  and  flaming  prospectuses  of 
some  California  oil  companies  led  some 
local  cynic  to  write  and  publish  the  fol- 
lowing "expert  report"  on  the  property 
I  of  a  supposed  new  oil  company: 

"The  mining  corps,  under  the  di- 
I  rection  of  Professor  Kratzhalptgu,  first 
penetrated  the  earth  at  eighteen  points 
by  means  of  artesian  wells.  The  exam- 
ination developed  the  existence  of  petro- 
leum   in  incredible   quantities.     No  less

"In  boring   for  the  oil  a  fine  vein  of 
port  Mine  w.i-  -truck.      It  is  SUppO 
be  over  300,000  years  old." 

The  oldest  produc  ng  oil  wells  in  the 
bay  region  are  those  in  Moody's  Gulch, 
Santa  Clara  county,  which  have  steadily 
yielded  a  small  amount  to  the  pumps 
for  more  than  a  generation  and 'which 
have  been  the  only  producing  wells  in 
Central  California.  Last  \  ear  the  total 
yield  was  1500  barrels.  The  field  is  now 
being  prospected  atgreater  depth,  l.irlv 
in  1864  the  San  Jose  Courier  described 
the  start  of  operations  in  this  field  as 
follows: 

"The  oil  well  situated  about  three 
miles  beyond  Lexington  and  about  a 
half-mile  from  the  Santa  Cruz  turu  pike 
on  the  ranch  owne.l  by  the  Moody's,  is  to 
be  prospected  with  energy.  An  engine, 
drill  and  all  the  machinery  necessary  for 
(he  business  is  on  hand  and  will  beset  to 
work  immediately.  The  stock  is  divided 
into  2000  shares.  The  contractor  will 
own  one-half  whenever  he  secures  a  flow 
of  sixty  barrels  a  day  and  to  this  end 
has  obligated  himself  to  penetrate  to  the 
depth  of  450  feet.  If  he  obtains  a  flow 
of  sixty  barrels  per  day  at  any  less  depth 
his  interest  will  be  the  same.  A  depth 
of  thirty  feet  has  already  been  reached 
and  the  o  1  rectified  and  found  equal  to 
the  best  Pennsylvania  oil." 

The  contractor  never  got  a  h  alf  interest, 
on  those  terms  at  least,  but  oil  was  de- 
veloped and  it  sells  today  at  about  $2  per 
barrel,  being  a  very  superior  oil  for 
lubricants. 

The  oil  fever  naturally  provided  a 
good  deal  of  advertising  in  those  times. 
Agents  for  the  purchase  and  sale  of  oil 
lands  multiplied.     One  card  reads: 

"Oil  lands!  Oil  lands!  Parties  hav- 
ing interests  to  dispose  of  in  petroleum 
lands  can  hear  of  purchasers  upon  ap- 
plication to  Edwards,  Olney  and  com- 
pany, real  estate,  626  Montgomery 
street." 

VV.  H.  Allen,  real  estate  agent,  502 
Montgomery  street,  seems  to  have  been 
doing  quite  well  according  to  his  display 
card: 

"Petroleum  lands!  150,000  acres 
wanted,  with  samples,  for  Eastern  agents 
soon  to  arrive.  Several  springs  and 
ranches  now  for  sale." 

Today  oil  well  tools  and  supplies  are 
practically  all  furnished  by  the  East. 
California  machinery  and  tool  makers 
have  not  got  into  this  profitable  and  ex- 
panding field  for  some  reason  though 
the  near  future  will  see  this  changed. 
But  in  1865  the  business  of  making 
drilling  tools  had  begun  in  San  Fran 
cisco,  though  a  majority  of  the  drilling 
outfits  were  shipped  from  the  East  by 
way  of  Panama  or  Cape  Horn. 

There  was  Henry  Steele,  "Manufac- 
turer of  all  sizes  of  tools  for  well  boring. 
Having  long  experience  in  this  line,  I 
am  prepared  to  fill  orders  promptly  and 
at  low  rates.  No.  107  Leidesdorff  street, 
between  California  and  Sacramento."

"The  California    Oil  Industry" 
is  the  title  of  a 
California  paper  prepared 

at  Paris-  conjointly      by 

Mr.  Ben.  C.Tru- 
man and  M.  Marais,  which  was 
read  at  the  Paris  Petroleum  Con- 
gress. The  paper  was  carefully 
prepared  and  contained  a  great 
many  statistics  similar  to  those 
which  had  been  compiled  by  the 
California  Petroleum  Miners'  As- 
sociation and  published  by  them 
in  pamphlet  form.  Thousands  of 
these  pamphlets  were  distributed 
at  Paris  at  the  expense  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Petroleum  Miners'  Associa- 
tion, thus  advertising  in  the  best 
possible  manner  the  capabilities  of 
the  California  oil  fields,  the  su- 
perior quality  of  its  oil  and  the 
opportunities  the  state  presents 
for  new  manufacturing  industries. 
There  is  no  doubt  but  that  the 
exhibit  of  the  California  Petroleum 
Miners'  Association  with  its  ac- 
companying literature  at  the  Paris 
Exposition  did  more  for  the  oil 
industry  of  this  state  than  oil 
men  generally  are  aware  of.  In 
the  first  place  its  work  as  a  bu- 
reau of  information  is  assuming 
immense  proportions,  and  not  a 
day  passes  but  that  the  president 
or  secretary  of  the  Association  is 
compelled  to  answer  letters,  prin- 
cipally from  outside  the  state,  in- 
quiring as  to  different  oil  develop- 
ments in  the  various  districts.

The  Association  is  also  in  its 
quiet  but  active  way  taking  care 
of  the  interests  of  the  mineral  lo- 
cator as  against  the  scripper,  or  in 
other  words  is  protecting  the  in- 
terests of  those  who  are  endeavor- 
ing to  prove  by  actual  develop- 
ment the  mineral  quality  of  the 
land  in  dispute,  as  against  those 
who  are  endeavoring  by  blackmail 
to  receive  some  pecuniary  returns 
from  the  land. 

The  Association  is  rapidly  in 
creasing  in  membership.  Every 
oil  company  in  the  state,  especially 
those  which  are  producing  and 
have  an  increasing  income,  should 
join  the  Association  and  aid  it  in 
its  endeavor  to  assist  the  oil  in- 
dustry of  California.  The  office 
of  the  Association  is  in  the  Mills 
Building,  where  all  those  friendly 
to  the  oil  industry  are  made  wel- 
come.

This  week  the  Bradstreet  Mer- 
cantile Agency  have  been  investi- 
gating the  California  Oil  and  De- 
velopment company,  which  is 
another  name  for  the  combination 
of  fakirs  now  operating  under  the 
names  of  the  Big  Panoche,  Old 
Glory  and  Hawkeye  State  Oil  com- 
panies. 

These  companies  have  been  ad- 
vertising very  extensively  in  the 
Eastern  states,  and  by  the  worst 
kind  of  misrepresentation  have 
succeeded  in  selling  thousands  of 
dollars  worth  of  stock  at  fabulously 
high  prices. 

This  week  the  Bradstreet  agency 
received  a  request  fromitsiagent  in 
Paris,  requesting  the  agency  to  re- 
port on  the  standing  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Oil  Development  company, 
as  itwasendeavormgtodobusiness 
in  Paris,  probably  on  account  of 
the  attention  given  the  oil  industry 
through  the  medium  of  the  Petrol- 
eum Congress  recently  held  there. 

Bradstreet's  agent  visited  the  of- 
fice of  the  Pacific  Oil  Reporter 
this  week    and   was   there   sb  vvn 


samples  of  the  advertisement  of 
the  California  Oil  Development 
Co.,  he  was  also  shown  the  follow- 
ing resolution  passed  by  the  Cali- 
fornia Petroleum  Miners'  Associa- 
tion. It  is  needless  to  state  what 
the  report  of  the  Bradstreet  agency 
will  be  to  its  representative  in 
Paris: 

Believing  that  the  methods  used  by  the 
Big  Panoche,  Old  Glory  and  Hawkeye 
State  Oil  companies,  operating  under  the 
name  of  the  California  Oil  Development 
company,  are  such  as  are  bringing theoil 
industry  of  California  into  disrepute,  and 
are  such  as  will  ultimately  injure  the  oil 
industry  generally,  and  especially  those 
who  in  good  failh  are  operating  in  the 
Fresno-San  Benito  district,  where  the 
above  named  companies  are  operating,  the 
California  Petroleum  Miners'  Association 
hereby  deprecates  the  fact  that  such 
companies  as  the  Big  Panoche,  Old  Glory 
and  the  Plawkeye  State  are  using  misrep- 
resentations to  enable  them  to  sell  their 
stock,  especially  to  Eastern  investors,  and 
hereby  advise  all  would-be  purchasers  of 
stock  in  these  companies  to  carefully  in- 
vestigate these  statements  and  methods 
before  investigating.

besl  and  and  latest  style  of  tools  ami  ma- 
chinery   for    boring    and    pumpi 

wells  can  obtain  them  from  plans  fur- 
nished by  a  gentleman  who  has  been 
practically  engaged  in  that  business  the 
past  four  years  in  western  Pennsylvania. 
B.  P.  Steen,  Novelty  Iron  Works'.  19 and 
j  1  Fremont  street." 

Cofl'ey  and  Risdon,  with  iron  uorks  ,,t 
Hush  ami  Market  streets,  understood  to 
be  the  predecessor  of  the  Risdon  Iron 
Works  of  today,  were  among  a  number 
who  tried  to  occupy  this  field.  It  was, 
course,  important  then  to  announce 
that  tools  were  of  the  Pennsylvania  pat- 
tern and  this  old  ad.  is  not  without  in- 
terest: 

"We  have  completed  two  sets  of  tools 
and  machinery ,  of  the  latest  improve- 
ments, from  drafts  and  specifications 
received  direct  from  the  Oil  regions  of 
Pennsylvania  for  boring  oil  wells  for  the 
Philadelphia  and  California  Petrol- 
eum Company  of  which  Dr.  J.  Letter- 
man  is  superintendent,  and  are  prepared 
0  furnish  at  the  shortest  notice  all  tools 
for  boring  oil  wells.  We  have  all  the 
necessary  drafts  and  specifications  for 
di-tillsaud  refining  of   oil." 

Coffee  and  Ridson  never  found  much 
use  for  their  specifications  for  "distills" 
but  the  field  was  then  full  of  talk  about 
refining  plants  and  there  was  a  natural 
anticipation  that  the  petroleum  refining 
industry  would  soon  be  a  large  one.  A 
history  of  the  early  attempts  at  oil  re- 
fining in  California  would  be  extremely 
interesting  and  it  is  a  pity  that  so  little 
reliable  detailed  information  can  be 
gathered  now.  The  Evening  Bulletin  in 
1865  ran  a  fine  4-inch  ad  for  "Stanford 
Brothers'  Pacific  Petroleum  Refinery, 
corner  of  Chestnut  and  Taylor  streets, 
North  Beach,"  which  soon  passed  into 
oblivion.  That  advertisement  carries 
this  hit  of  industrial  history: 

"Having  refined  the  first  Petroleum 
from  the  Union  Mattole  company's  well, 
and  purchased  the  same  from  them, 
thereby  fully  testing  our  works,  we  are

who  along  about  this  time  tried  to  corner 
the  Pacific  coast  oil  supply,  is  given  in  a 
news  item  in  the  Bulletin  of  this  period, 
which  says:     * 

"  We   learn    from    Stanford    BrOS.    that 

tiny  are  now  engaged  in  forwardin 
rcls  from  this  city    to  San  Buenaventura 
for  the  collection  of  petroleum  to  be  rc- 
Sned  in  this  city.    Thej   have  shipped

fornia very  well.  We  learn  from  the' 
same  firm  that  they  are  converting  their 
camphene  factory  at  North  Beach  into  a 
coal  oil  refinery.  The  cost  of  making 
the  needed  change  is  very  small.  They 
have  merely  to  replace  their  copper  still 
with  two  iron  ones  using  the  same  con- 
densers, engine,  boiler,  tanks,  etc.  The 
capacity  of  their  works  will  be  about 
1,000  gallons  per  day." 

Leland  Stanford  was  interested  in  oil 
in  those  days  before  he  had  abandoned 
merchandizing  for  railroading. 

Those  who  know  anything  about  petro- 
leum refining,  then  in  the  infancy  of  its 
development,  the  great  changes  made  in 
the  art  and  the  enormous  reductions  of 
cost  and  prices  will  appreciate  the  his- 
torical interest  that  would  attend  a  de- 
tailed account  of  these  pioneer  refineries 
in  California.  And  we  here  see  that  in 
1864  oil  from  the  Mattole  district  in 
Humboldt  county  was  commercially  pro- 
duced and  refined.  The  operation  now 
promises  to  be  repeated  but  with  a  vast 
change  in  conditions.

Recent  Developments  In  Oil  In  Various  Parts 
of  the  State. 


VBNTCRA. 
Work  in  the  Pullerton  field  is  active. 

The  Southland  company  is  1000  feel 
down  on  well  No.  i. 

The  Erie  company  is  reported  -moo  feet 
down  on  well  No.  i. 

O.  A.  Ivurs  h;is  two  new  ri^s  completed 
on  his  Bardsdale  property  and  will  begin 
drilling  at  once. 

The  B.C.  Websur  company,  which 
represents  the  Montana  Oil  company,  is 
down  400  feet  on  well  No.  1  in  Sespe 
canyon. 

In  Torrey  canyon  the  t'n'on  Oil  com- 
pany's well  No,  47  is  down  700  feet  and 
eased  with  iy^inrh  casing. 

Well  No.  4.S  of  the  Union  Oil  company- 
is  down  1600  feet  in  sand,  and  with  goocl 
prospects.  This  well  was  stnrted  sixty- 
days  ago. 

Oil  has  been  struck  by  the  Golden  West 
Oil  company  in  well  No,  1,  but  in  small 
quantities.  The  well  will  be  drilled 
deeper. 

A  rig  is  being  erected  by  the  Search- 
light Oil  company  in  Sespe  canyon,  and 
it  will  begin  drilling  on  well  No.  I  as  soon 
as  possible. 

A  road  has  been  graded  by  the  Paraffine 
Oil  company  on  the  Guibersou  property, 
and  a  rig  will  be  erected  and  drilliing 
commenced  at  once. 

French  &  Reed,  Los  Angeles  contract- 
ors, have  taken  the  contract  to  extend  the 
road  two  mi  es  beyond  the  Crawford  wells 
in  the  Sespe.  Three  new  compauieswill 
begin  operations  in  the  new  territory. 

The  Union  Oil  company  has  extended 
its  grade  in  Torrey  canyon  two  miles  east, 
and  at  a  cost  of  $2000.  Rigs  have  just 
been  completed  and  are  ready  for  opera- 
tion. 

The  Union  Oil  company's  No.  46  in 
Torrey  canyon  appears  to  be  good  for 
about  100  barrels  per  day.  This  com- 
pany is  testing  Tapo  canyon,  having  a 
well  down  there  330  feet. 

The  Pacific  King  Oil  company  is  spud- 
ding on  well  No.  1  on  its  Humphreys 
tract  in  Newhall  territory,  just  north  of 
the  New  Century  well.  This  company- 
was  organized  only  a  week  ago. 

An  average  of  twenty  barrels  each  per 
day  is  about  the  output  of  the  twenty -five 
wells  the  Union  Oil  comp  ny  has  been 
pumping  in  the  Little  Sespe,  tour  Forks 
and  Tar  Creek  regions.  In  Tar  Creek  the 
company  has  one  well  drilling  and  a  rig 
up  for  another. 

A  well  is  being  drilled  in  the  Adams 
canyon  by  the  Union  Oil  company.  It  is 
said  that  the  company  intends  to  put 
down  a  well  4000  feet  in  this  canyon,  if 
it  proves  necessary  to  do  so  in  order  to 
get  a  good  supply  of  oil;  a  hole  of  sixteen 
inches  will  be  started  with.

North  of  the  Bard 
company's  property  the  Santa  Paula  Oil 
company  has  sever  1  good  holdings;  far- 
ther east  the  Capital  Crude  Oil  company 
is  an  active  producer,  as  is  also  the  Leone 
Oil  company. 

The  Whittier-FiUmore  Oil  company- 
has  uncapped  a  good  flow  of  oil  on  what 
is  known  as  the  Brady  lease.  This 
property  is  one  mile  north  of  Fillmore 
and  a  quarterof  a  mile  from  the  line  of 
the  Southern  Pacific  company's  tracks. 
Oil  was  tapped  at  625  feet,  but  as  there  is 
believed  to  be  considerable  sand  in  that 
part  of  the  field,  the  board  of  directors, 
at  a  recent  meeting,  decided  to  drill 
deeper.

The  Olinda  Oil  company  has  not  been 
drilling  since  September  I,  but  expects 
to  start  up  again  soon.

The  results  of  this  boring  are  watched  by 
a  large  number  of  people,  for  if  oil  is 
struck  it  will  demonstrate  that  the  oil 
bearing  area  in  the  region  is  much 
greater  than  was  at  first  supposed.

DECISION  OF  JUDGE  ROSS  IN  THE  OIL  LAND 
CASE  AGAINST  THE  SCRIPPERS. 


Scrippers  are  Scored  and  their  Affidavits  are  Criticized 
as  Fraudulent  Attempts  to  Evade  the  Law. 


In  the  United  States  Circuit 
Court  on  Monday  in  the  suits  of 
the  Cosmos  Exploration  Company 
against  the  Gray  Eagle  Oil  Com- 
pany, and  the  Pacific  Land  and 
Improvement  Company  against 
the  Elwood  Oil  Company,  known 
as  the  "scrippers"  case  and  involv 
ing  the  right  of  scrippers  to  file 
upon  oil  land  as  agricultural  prior 
to  the  actual  discovery  of  oil  there- 
on, Judge  Rosr  handed  down  a 
decision  denying  the  application 
for  a  receiver  and  for  an  injunc- 
tion sustaining  the  demurrer  of 
the  defendants  and  dismissing  the 
bill  at  complaintants'  cost. 

Judge  Ross  reviews  affidavits 
made  by  the  scrippers  to  the  ef- 
fect that  the  lands  filed  upon  by 
them  were  not  mineral  or  claimed 
for  mining  purposes,  and  that  the 
application  therefor  by  the  scrip- 
pers was  not  made  for  the  purpose 
of  fraudulently  obtaining  title  to 
mineral  land,  but  with  the  object 
of  securing  the  same  for  agricul- 
tural purposes.  He  declares  these 
affidavits  to  be  palpably  false  and 
says  that,  had  the  applicants  stated 
that  they  at  least  believed  the  lands 
sought  contained  oil,  and  that  they 
wanted  them  for  that  purpose  and 
desired  to  select  them  under  the 
law  authorizing  agricultural  lands 
to  be  taken  in  exchange  for  land* 
situated  within  a  forest  reservation 
surrendered  to  the  Government,  no 
one  can  doubt  that  the  officers  of 
the  local  Land  Office  would  have 
refused  to  file  or  rec  ive  the  se- 
lection of  such  land  under  the 
forest  reserve  lieu  land  act. 

Complainants  allege  the  non- 
mineral  affidavits  were  not  re- 
•  quired  by  law,  but  Judge  Ross  de- 
clares that  the  fact  remains  that 
such  affidavits  were  made  and  con- 
stituted a  representation  and  one 
of  the  means  by  which  the  select- 
ors sought  to  secure  the  lands  and 
being  made  for  the  purpose  of 
evading  and  defeating  the  law 
no  court  of  equity  should  lend  its 
aid  in  securing  the  fruits  of  the 
fraud. 

The  Court  declares  that  the 
statute  under  which  the  scrippers 
filed  "is  a  plain  standing  on  the 
part  of  the  Government  to  ex- 
change any  of  its  lands  that  are 
vacant  and  open  to  settlement 
for  a  like  quantity  of  similar  land 
within  a  forest  reservation  for 
which  it  had  previously  issued 
a  patent,  or  to  which  an  unper- 
fected  bona  fide  claim  had  been 
acquired. 

"In  all  cases  the  land  author- 
ized to  be  selected  in  lieu  of  that 
relinguished  is  required  to  be  va- 
cant and  open  to  settlement.  Va- 
cant public  land  is  open  to  settle- 
ment only  when  it  contains  no 
known  salines  or  mines,  whether 
of  gold,   silver,  petroleum   or   any 


other  mineral. 

"  It  is,  to  say  the  least,  doubtful 
if  any  persons  authorized  to  select 
vacant  lands  only  are  authorized 
to  select  lands  in  the  actual  bona 
fide  occupancy  of  others  under  the 
settlement  laws  or  under  a  mining 
location,  even  though  the  location 
be  invalid  by  the  absence  of  a  valid 
discoveiy  of  mineral. 

"Whether  the  lands  in  contro 
versy  should  beclassified  asmineral 
or  agricultural  is  a  question  forthe 
determination  of  the  Government. 
The  lands  in  controversy  were  sur- 
veyed by  the  Government  in  -'854 
ard  returned  as  agricultural,  but 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  Teller,  in 
a  communication  to  the  General 
Land  Office,  speaks  at  large  of  the 
notation  of  surveyors,  saying  they 
are  primafacie  evidence  only  of  the 
character  of  the  lands  and  subject 
to  rebuttal  by  satisfactory  proof  of 
the  real  character  of  the  land,  and 
the  determination  of  the  character 
of  land  is  subject  to  revision  by  the 
Commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office,  and,  on  appeal  from  him,  by 
the  Secretaryofthe  Interior.  And 
the  rule  to  be  adopted  is  that  they 
will  be  considered  agricultural  or 
mineral,  according  as  they  are  more 
valuable  in  the  one  class  or  the 
other.  "

This  company 
is  operating  in  the  Kern  River 
district  on  section  22,  27-22  and 
in  Sunset  district  on  31,  12-24;  b°tli 
locations  on  which  this  company 
will  drill  are  already  surrounded 
by  producing  wells  and  there  is  no 
doubt  but  that  the  company  will 
strike  oil  in  their  first  well. 


OIL  MEN'S   VICTORY. 

What     the     I. ok     Angeles     llernld 
Snys  About  Hcrippcr'H  Defcnt. 

In  the  "Kern  River  oil  cases," 
two  very  important  suits  brought 
in  the  federal  courts,  Judge 
decided  in  favor  of  the  mineral 
claimants,  the  defendants,  as 
against  the  "scrippers,"  who  were 
the  plaintiffs.  The  suits  involved, 
either  directly  or  indirectly,  about 
one  thousand  acres  in  the  heart  of 
the  Kein  River  district,  the  land 
having  a  market  value  of  perhaps 
$10,000,000.  Thousands  of  acres  in 
otherdistricts  arcsimilarly  affected. 

The  genesis  of  the  eases  was  in 
the  old  story  of  persons  filing  with 
forest  reservation  scrip  on  petrol- 
eum lands  that  had  previously 
been  taken  up  as  mineral  claims 
under  the  law  of  1897,  a  process 
that  has  been  too  often  described 
to  call  for  explanation  here. 

In  a  former  case  Judge  Ross  de- 
cided in  favor  of  the  scrippers, 
holding  that  the  mineral  claimants 
could  not  retain  the  land  against 
the  scrippers  unless  there  was  sub- 
stantial evidence  that  the  mineral 
— oil — existed.  An  oil  promoter 
might  have  expended  thousandsof 
dollars  on  his  mineral  claim;  but 
unless  the  oii  was  actually  "in 
sight"  the  scripper  could  file  on  it 
and  take  it  away.  It  was  a  per- 
plexing and  exasperating  con- 
dition, one  that  existed  simply  be- 
cause there  was  no  law  to  provide 
against  it.  It  was  something  new, 
and  it  demanded  special  legisla- 
tion, in  order  that  protection 
might  be  afforded  the  persons  who 
were  developing  the  oil  resources 
of  the  country. 

In  the  present  cases  Judge  Ross 
has  apparently  reversed  his  for- 
mer decision;  but  the  court  points 
out  that  the  circumstances  attend- 
ing the  latter  suits  differed  in  sev- 
eral very  important  particulars 
from  those  governing  the  early 
decision;  so  that  while  the  title  to 
a  large  amount  of  land  may  be 
vested  in  the  mineral  claimants  by 
the  latest  finding  of  the  court,  no 
general  rule  or  precedent  is  laid 
down  that  will  govern  all  cases. 

It  was  shown  that  in  the  prev- 
ious cases  the  mineral  claimants 
had  done  nothing  to  develop  the 
land0  on  which  they  had  filed 
They  had  not  proved  the  presence 
of  oil.  In  the  Kern  River  cases, 
on  the  contrary,  many  thousands 
of  dollars  had  been  spent  in  de- 
veloping the  land  by  the  oil  men 
The  latter  thus  entered  into  bona 
fide  possession. 

Judge  Ross,  in  his  opinion,  de- 
voted considerable  space  to  show- 
ing that  the  scrippers  were  guilty 
of  flagrant  perjury,  in  that  they 
presented  affidavits  falsely  testify- 
ing to  the  character  of  the  land 
on  which  they  had  placed  their 
scrip.  The  scrip  called  for  agri- 
cultural land,  and  in  no  way  could 
the  Kern  River  lands  in  contro- 
versy be  truthfully  described  as 
such,  nor  could  they  be  devoted  to 
agricultural  uses.  Judge  Ross  con- 
demned this  action  on  the  part  of 
the  scrippers  very  severely,  and 
the  fact,  doubtless  considerably  in- 
fluenced the  decision. 

The  result  was  a  great  victory 
for  the  oil  men,  and  it  will  un- 
doubtedly help  to  protect  the  min- 
eral claimants  all  over  the  oil  pro- 
producing   districts  of  California; 


it  wil  ■!   to  stimulate   de- 

velopment. Last  but  not  least, 
the  ends  of  justice  have  been 
served;  and  this,  to  a  de| 
seems  to  have  been  accomplished 
b\  the  fact  that  this  ease  was 
one  of  equity  and  not  of  law,  a 
distinction  which  Judge  Ross 
pointedly  set  forth. —  Lo«  Angeles 
Herald. 


Canfield  at  the  Head. 

The  Producers'  Oil,  Storage  and 
Transportation  company  was 
finally  organized  atBakersfieldlast 
Saturday  evening.  C.  A.  Canfield 
was  elected  president,  W.  E. 
Knowles  first  vice-president;  A. 
J.  Blodpett,  second  vice-president; 
VV.  C.  Price,  treasurer  and  B.  F. 
Brooks,  secretary. 

It  is  decided  to  begin  business 
on  October  16th.  More  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  present  output  about 
Bakersfield  is  already  pledged  to 
the  Association,  which  will  control 
over  8,000  acres  of  producing  oil 
land. 


California    Oil  Production. 

The  United  States  Geological 
Report  for  1899,  just  out,  says,  re- 
ferring to  California: 

"The  production  of  crude  petrol- 
eum in  California  in  1899  was 
2,642,095  barrels,  valued  at  $2,- 
5°3>75r>  aboutg^  cents  a  barrel.  As 
compared  with  1898  there  was  an 
increase  of  384,888  barrels  in  pro- 
duction and  10  centsinthe  average 
price  per  barrel. 

"The  output  of  Los  Angeles 
county,  which  takes  first  rank  in 
the  amount  of  production,  was  1,- 
398,690  barrels,  valued  at  95.3 
cents  a  barrel.  Out  of  the  total 
quantity  produced  1,022,966  bar- 
rels, valued  at  $960,726,  or  93  cents 
a  barrel,  were  produced  in  Los  An- 
geles county. 

"The  othercountiesof California 
which  have  produced  petroleum, 
ranged  according  to  their  output, 
were  Ventura,  496,200  barrels; 
Fresno,  430,372  barrels;  Santa  Bar- 
bara, 208,370  barrels;  Orange,  108,- 
077  barrels,  and  Kern,  15,000  bar- 
rels. 


STRUCK  IT  RICH. 


A   New   Field   Opened  up   at 
Coalinga. 

On  Tuesday  afternoon  a  tele- 
gram was  received  by  Gordon 
Griffith  of  the  Independence  and 
other  oil  companies,  from  B.  S 
Hayne,  the  superintendent  of  the 
Independence  Oil  company  at 
Coalinga,  to  the  effect  that  the 
Confidence  Oil  company  has  just 
struck  it  rich  in  their  well  at  a 
depth  of  650  feet  with  the  oil  of 
the  same  quality  as  was  found  in 
the  Independence.  The  strike  in 
this  well  opens  up  a  big  field  and 
the  Confidence  people  deserve  a 
great  deal  of  credit  for  the  "con- 
fidence" they  have  shown  in  drill- 
ing in  this  heretofore  untried  sec- 
tion. The  point  where  they  lo- 
cated their  well  is  in  the  WA  of 
the  W^  of  section  31,  township 
19,  range  15;  this  is  two  sections 
south  and  one  west  of  section  20, 
on  which  are  located  the  Home 
Oil  wells  and  those  of  the  Coalinga 
Oil  company.  At  this  writing  it 
is  impossible  to  learn  just  what 
the  flow  from  the  well  is;  it  is  safe 
to  say,  however  that  the  well  is  a 
good  one. 
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While  coal  was  being  used  very  careful 
working  tests  were  made  continuously,  one 
boiler  being  set  aside  for  this  purpose.  The 
amount  of  water  entering  the  boiler  was  meas- 
ured by  a  meter  on  the  feed  pipe  and  the 
amount  of  coal  burned  was  weighed.  Besides 
this,  chemical  analy^s  were  made  of  every 
kind  of  coal  used.  The  following  table  gives 
some  of  these:

The  Western  Sugar  Refinery  has  exceptional 
opportunity  for  getting  cheap  coal,  and  handl- 
ing it  cheaply.  It  has  its  own  wharf  and 
bunkers,  and  from  the  bunkers  the  coal  drops 
to  the  fireroom  by  gravity.  The  coal  was  al- 
ways baught  by  the  shipload  and  thus  very 
low  rates  were  obtained.  The  price  of  coal 
varies  greatly  from  time  to  time  and,  especially 
within  the  last  few  years,  the  prices  have  been 
high.  The  following-  table  may  be  of  some 
interest,  as  it  shows  the  fluctuations  and  steady 
increase  of  price,  and  also  gives  some  idea  of 
the  amount  of  coal  burned  and  the  shipping 
necessary  to  supply  this  coal:

This  table  is  made  up  of  average  coal  tests 
and  compared  with  oil  at  $1.30  per  barrel,  and 
an  average  evaporation  from  and  at  212°  of  15.5 
pounds.  The  intermittent  demand  tor  steam  at 
at  the  refinery  does  not  allow  them  to  work  all 
the  tme  on  the  most  economical  methods,  and 
instead  of  a  test  evaporation  of  16.4  pounds,  the 
verage  evaporation  comes  to  15.5  pounds. 

Many  tests  have  been  made  at  the  refinery 
with  air-blowing  instead  of  steam,  and  it  has 
been  found  cheaper,  but  as  their  demand  for 
steam  is  subject  to  extreme  fluctuations  and  as 
air-blowing  does  not  "respond"  as  quickly  as 
steam-blowing,  it  is  not  used  under  their  boil- 
ers. It  is  now  used  under  their  kilns  and  gives 
great  satisfaction.  For  a  plant  where  the  de- 
mand for  steam  is  constant,  it  is  much  cheaper 
to  use  air-blowing.  A  different  kind  of  a  burner 
must  be  used;  instead  of  the  lip  of  the  nozzle 
being  less  than  1  inch  wide,  as  in  a  steam 
burner,  it  must  be  from  2*4  to  3  inches  wide, 
according  to  the  flame  desired.  Air-blowing 
does  not  give  as  perfect  a  flame  as  steam-blow- 
ing, because  the  latter  heats  the  oil  and  vola- 
tilizes ic. 

In  using  air  to  blow  with,  practical  tests  show 
that  about  15  per  cent,  more  air  must  be  added 
than  is  necessary  for  complete  theoretical  com- 
bustion. 

The  National  Ice  Co.  of  San  Francisco  has 
burned  crude  oil  with  great  success  for  some 
time.  Their  boiler  plant  generates  about  250 
H.  P.  They  have  until  lately  burned  L,os  An- 
geles oil  of  11  degress  to  12  degrees  gravity, 
but  tests  are  now  being  made  with  Coalinga  oil 
Five  per  cent,  of  the  generated  steam  is  used  to 
blow  with,  but  an  air-blowing  appliance  is  soon 
to  be  put  in.  Their  grate  construction  is  a  pe- 
culiar one,  and  from  the  results  and  experiences 
of  others,  seems  to  be  rather  poor  and  wasteful. 
No  target  is  used,  the  grate  bars  simply  being 
covered  with  loose  firebrick  and  the  flame  is 
shot  along  the  bottom  of  the  boiler. 

Probably  the  greatest  future  for  crude  oil 
burning  in  California  is  in  metallurgical  work, 
for  there  seem  to  be  but  few  processes  where  it 
cannot  be  applied.  TheSelby  Smelting  Works 
furnish  a  fine  example  of  what  can  be  done  in 
this  line  with  fuel  oil.  Here  three  Ropp  fur- 
naces and  one  Pierce  furnace  are  fired  with  oil 
and  give  great  satisfaction.  The  amount  of 
heat  to  be  used  can  be  adjusted  to  such  a  nicety, 
that  a  saving  can  be  effected.  It  needs  no  at- 
tention, and  as  there  are  no  furnace  doors  to 
open  and  shut,  the  constancy  of  the  air  supply 
is  never  disturbed. 

Two  different  methods  are  used  for  firing  the 
Ropp  furnaces.  In  one  the  buryers  are  on  the 
side  of  the  furnace  and  in  the  other  they  are 
inserted  through  the  top  and  point  directly 
downwards.  Mr.  Ropp  considers  the  latter 
method  to  be  the  more  successful.  Oil  is  also 
used  in  melting  down  the  precipitated  silver  in 
a  reverberatory  furnace,  in  the  retorts  and  in  a 
large  reverberatory  slag  furnace.  Exact  com- 
mercial figures  could  not  be  given,  but  it  was 
understood  that  it  was  cheaper  than  coal,  not 
to  speak  of  the  convenience  and  perfection  ob- 
tained. The  oil  used  is  Ventura  oil,  and  is 
pumped  from  the  Union  Oil  Refinery.  All  the 
oil  used  is  blown  wilh  steam,  air  not  having 
been  tried  as  yet,  but  there  seems  to  be  no  rea- 
son why  it  should  not  work  equally  well. 

California  contains  rich  copper  ores  which 
have  not  been  worked,  mainly  on  account  of 
the  high  price  of  suitable  fuel.  It  appears  that 
the  solution  of  this  problem  has  come,  and  that 
crude  oil  is  the  key.  So,  in  many  respects,  this 
natural  fuel  promises  much,  but  it  needs  capi- 
tal to  make  the  necessary  experiments.  As  a 
steam  producer  its  value  has  been  undoubtedly 
proven,  at  least  for  plants  exceeding  100  H.  P.- 
but  for  other  uses  experiment  must  yet  determ 
ine  its  value. 
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SLOW  BUT  SURE 

The   Chronicle  Finally  Takes  Is- 
sue Against  the  Scrlppcr. 

For  a  long  time  the  San  Fran- 
cisco papers  have  had  practically 
nothing  to  say  against  those  who 
as  "scrippers"  have  been  endeavor- 
ing to  claim  title  to  oil  land  as 
against  mineral  locators.  On 
Wednesday  after  the  decision  of 
Judge  Ross  had  knocked  the  props 
from  under  the  "  Scxippers11  the 
Chronicle  seemed  to  know  which 
side  of  the  fence  it  would  be  safe 
to  jump  to,  and  spoke  as  follows. 
The  Examiner,  which  has  acted 
like  the  Chronicle  in  keeping  I 
silent  as  to  the  "  Scrippeis"  is  now 
equally  as  hard  upon  them: 

At  last  we  have  a  decision  which  is 
definite  regarding  the  conflicting  claims 
of  so-called  scrippers  and  mineral  land 
locators.  It  has  just  been  rendered  by 
United  States  Circuit  Judge  Ross  in  a 
Kern  county  oil-6eld  case  and  it  intro- 
duces a  new  principle  into  the  location 
of  forest  reservation  lieu  land  scrip  on 
unproved  mineral  land,  as  agricultural, 
which  seems  to  be  incontrovertible. 

The  Cosmos  Exploration  company,  a 
Nevada  corporation,  obtained  by  pur- 
chase the  rights  of  forest  reservation 
lieu  land  locators  to  tracts  in  the  Kern 
river  oil  6elds  which  had  been  previously 
pre-empted  under  the  mineral  lands  act. 
It  brought  suit  to  enjoin  the  miners  from 
prosecuting  their  operations.  The  latter 
were  occupying  and  prospecting  the 
tracts  in  dispute  when  the  scrippers  riled 
upon  them  as  agricultural  lands.  No 
mineral  oil  had  then  been  discovered  on 
them,  although  productive  wells  had 
been  bored  on  adjacent  property  which 
indicated  their  mineral  character.  But 
in  a  previous  decision  Judge  Ross  had 
declared  that  indications  of  mineral  were 
insufficient.  The  claimant  under  fcr.  e 
mineral  lands  act  must  prove  the  exist- 
ence of  the  mineral  in  the  land  pre- 
empted before  he  could  make  his  title  to 
it  good.  The  miners  were  boring,  how- 
ever; and  later  the  well  tapped  oil.  Then 
the  scrippers  intervened  with  the  in- 
junction suit  and  an  application  for  the 
appointment  of  a  receiver.  Their  claim 
was  backed  with  affidavits  to  the  effect 
that  the  lands  were  non-mineral  and  best 
suited  for  agricultural  purposes.  There 
was  scarcely  any  effort  made  to  conceal 
the  fact  that  the  real  object  of  the  scrip 
claim  was  to  secure  mineral  land  by  a 
subterfuge  which  the  previous  rulings  of 
the  Land  Department  and  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  apparently  warranted. 

The  claim  has  been  wrecked  on  a  cu- 
rious but  what  must  be  admitted  to  be  a 
reasonable  point.  Thecourtheld  that  the 
scrippers  could  onl}-  file  claims  lawfully 
on  lands  that  are  vacant  and  open  to  set- 
tlement, which  is  the  condition  imposed 
by  the  forest  reservation  lieu  land  act. 
This  is  a  new  definition  of  what  constitutes 
locatable  land  under  the  act;  "Vacant 
public  land  is  open  to  settlement  only 
when  it  contains  no  salines  or  mines, 
whether  of  gold,  silver,  petroleum  or  any 
other  mineral,  It  is,  to  say  the  least, 
doubtful  if  any  persons  authorized  tose- 
lect  vacant  lands  are  authorized  to  select 
lands  in  the  actual  bona  fide  occupancy 
of  others  under  the  settlement  laws  or 
under  a  mining  location,  even  though  the 
location  be  invalid  by  the  absence  of  a 
valid  discovery  of  mineral." 

If  that  principle  is  permitted  to  oper- 
ate in  the  case  of  all  locations  made  under 
the  minerai  laudsact,  the  miner  will  have 
a  chance  to  prove  the  ground  before  he 
can  be  disturbed  by  any  adverse  agricul- 
tural land  pre-emptor.  If  the  land  proves 
w  rthless  for  mining,  he  will  naturally 
abandon  it,  and  pre-emptions  under  the 
agricultural  land  laws  will  then  lie.  This 
application  of  principle,  if  sustained  ou 
appeal,  will  defeat  the  practice  of  secur- 
ing mineral  lands  under  agricultural  lo- 
cations  and  protect  the  prospector.

Berkeley;  the  treasurer  is  F.  H. 
Huddart  of  the  Safe  Deposit 
Building;  the  other  directors  are 
Carl  Elfing,  the  real  estate  dealer 
in  the  the  Examiner  Building; 
R.  P.  Lathrop,  the  mauager  of  the 
Lathrop  Hay  company  of  Hollister; 

Parrott 
Building  and  the  Superintendent 
is  Colonel  E.  J.  Bean,  now  super- 
intending the  drilling  of  a  well 
near  Hollister  for  the  San  Benito 
Oil  Company.

At  the  present  time 
Price  of  Oil  and  probably  for 
Unsteady,  some  time  to  come 
the  price  of  Cali- 
fornia oil  will  be  more  or  less  un- 
steady. 

This  is  due  largely  to  the  fact 
that  in  many  cases  the  companies 
drilling  for  oil  are  not  over  and 
above  burdened  with  capital. 
When  they  drill  their  first  pro- 
ducing well,  if  it  is  possible  for 
them  to  sell  from  it  oil  in  carload 
lots,  they  will  do  so  and  will  be 
satisfied  with  almost  any  price. 

This  has  already  been  the  case 
in  a  large  number  of  instances  in 
Kern  county  and  elsewhere,  the 
conseque'nce  being  the  large  pro- 
ducers in  some  cases  are  forced  to 
meet  this  unwise  and  to  a  large 
extent  unnecessary  competition, 
and  oil  is  sold  in  carload  lots  at 
rates  much  lower  than  the  current 
price. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  that  when 
such  companies  as  the  Standard 
Oil  company  get  into  the  field  and 
commence  operating  as  they  will 
on  a  large  scale  and  when  the 
Producers'  Oil  Storage  and  Trans- 
portation company  of  Kern  county 
get  into  the  business  that  they 
will  act  more  or  less  in  conjunction 
with  other  large  companies  such 
as  the  Home  Oil,  Union  Oil  com- 
pany, Pacific  Coast  Oil  company, 
Los  Angeles  Oil  and  Transporta- 
tion company  and  others  of  equal 
importance  and  by  acting  in  con- 
junction will  to  a  large  extent 
stop  this  senseless  cutting  of  rates 
now  indulged  in  by  small  pro- 
ducers. 

If,  on  the  other  hand  these  large 
companies  start  in  to  cut  prices  as 
already  some  of  them  are  doing, 
there  is  no  knowing  what  the  oil 
business  of  California  will  come 
to. 

One  thing  is  certain.  If  these 
companies  commence  cutting  they 
will  find  they  have  in  the  Standard 
Oil  Company  a  competitor  worthy 
of  their  capital.  On  the  other 
hand  there  is  no  reason  for  be- 
lieving that  the  Standard  Oil  com- 
pany will  commence  to  do  the 
cutting. 

At  present  the  price  in  San 
Francisco  for  oil  in  carload  lots  is 
about  as  follows:  For  McKittrick 
oil,  $1.30;  Kern  River  oil,  $1.25; 
Coalinga,  $1.45;  Ventura,  $1.35. 
Los  Angeles  oil  at  Los  Angeles  in 
carload  lots  $1.25 

These  prices  of  course  vary 
with  the  gravity  of  the  oil. 

There  is  urgently  needed  now 
in  San  Francisco  the  establish- 
ment of  immense  storage  tanks 
where  oils  of  different  grav- 
ities can  be  mingled  and  a  uniform 
grade  and  gravity  established. 

At    present  consumers  do  not 


know  what  will  be  the  gravity  of 
the  oil  they  will  receive  on  their 
next  shipment.  One  week  the  oil 
which  they  receive  will  burn  satis- 
factorily in  their  furnaces,  the 
next  week  the  oil  will  be  of  a 
different  gravity  and  the  combus- 
tion will  be  anything  but  perfect. 
Another  thing  which  ought  to  be 
taken  into  consideration  as  govern- 
ing the  price  of  oil  is  the  units  of 
heat  possessed  by  certain  qualities 
of  oil.  The  value  of  a  fuel  oil  de- 
pends upon  its  heat-making  power 
and  an  oil  which  furnishes  the 
most  heat  should  be  worth  the 
highest  price. 


On  Monday  last  Judge  Ross  of  the 
United  States  Cir- 
Oil  Men  cuit  Court  at  Los  An- 
Victorious-  geles  rendered  his 
decision,  which  is  a 
complete  victory  for  locators  of  land 
as  mineral  land  against  those  known 
as  "serippers."  Judge  Ross  main- 
tains that  the  application  by  the 
serippers  was  made  for  the  purpose 
of  fraudulently  obtaining  title  to 
mineral  land  and  not  with  the  ob- 
ject of  securing  the  same  for  agri- 
cultural purposes. 

The  fact  that  the  serippers  have 
made  sworn  statements  that  the 
land  which  they  claim  was  not 
mineral  land  and  was  not  desired 
for  mineral  purposes,  has  rendered 
them  liable  not  only  to  lose  all  claim 
to  their  land  in  question  but  has 
also  laid  them  open  to  the  charge 
of  perjury. 

If  after  this  decision  the  scippers 
continue  to  claim  title  to  land  and 
endeavor  to  use  legal  means  to  re- 
tain title  to  land  which  is  mineral 
land,  they  should  be  prosecuted  on 
the  ground  of  perjury  and  the 
charge  should  be  pushed  with  the 
utmost  dilligence.  A  few  months  in 
jail  would  undoubtedly  have amost 
salutary  effect  and  tend  to  make 
the  scripper  relinquish  all  claims 
to  oil  land  in  a  most  expeditous 
manner. 

It  has  been  demonstrated  that  a 
majority  of  the  serippers  claiming 
to  hold  mineral  land  as  agricultural 
land  are  doing  so  merely  for  the 
purpose  of  blackmailing,  and  claim 
title  to  the  land  in  order  to  compel 
those  who  would  develop  this  land 
for  mineral  purposes  to  pay  them 
a  costly  tribute. 

If  the  serippers  continue  their 
blackmailing  schemes,then  the  per 
jury  cases  should  be  pressed  and 
they  should  be  made  to  pay  the 
full  penalty  of  the  law. 


About    Drilling    Machines. 

Today  the  writer  visited  the 
well  on  the  Richard  farm  one 
mile  eastot  Lima,  which  is  being 
drilled  by  one  of  the  machines  of 
the  Star  Drilling  Machine  Com- 
pany, of  Akron.  This  machine  is 
simply  a  larger  and  more  perfect 
type  of  the  machines  frequently 
seen  in  use  in  drilling  water  wells 
throughout  the  country.  It  is  a 
derrick,  an  engine,  a  rope  shaft,  a 
sand  reel,  a  bellows,  aband  wheel, 
and  in  fact,  a  complete  outfit  on 
wheels.  The  machines  are  of  va- 
rious sizes  and  those  used  for  drill- 
ing water  wells  look  like  infant 
offsprings  compared  to  the  one  in 
use  here  drilling  for  oil.  There 
has  existed  a  species  of  prejudice 
in  this  country  touching  the  use  of 
anything  but  the  old  fashioned 
derrick  and  its  necessary  applian- 
ces. But  the  man  who  would  con- 
tinue buying  lumber  at  the  prices 
now  rulling  and  erecting  the  old- 
fashioned  derrick  when  the  work 
can  be  done  as  well  if  not  better 
without,  is  not  a  first-class  speci 
men   of  business   man.      The  ma- 


chine does  evrything  that  the  gen- 
eral rig  can  do  and  apparently 
with  much  greater  ease  as  well  as 
speed.  It  uses  the  heaviest  tools 
and  they  dri'l  to  any  depth.  Three 
wells  have  been  drilled  by  the 
company  since  they  located  here 
and  the  time  made  in  each  case 
has  been  shorter  than  by  the  old 
method.  The  contractors  through- 
out the  field  are  beginning  to  see 
the  practical  benefits  of  the  meth- 
od and  are  placing  orders  quite 
rapidly.  The  writer  witnessed  the 
operation  of  drilling  and  bailing 
and  satisfied  himself  that  the  time 
was  not  far  distant  when  nothing 
else  would  be  used  in  this  country. 
—Toledo,  (O.)  Times. 


Gray  Gander  Still  Coming.

The  Bonanza  King. 

R.  M.  Hotaling  president  of  the 
Bonanza  King  company,  which 
has  been  working  in  section  10  in 
the  Coalinga  district  northeast  of 
the  Home  Oil  company  in  the 
same  township,  states  that  the 
company  has  decided  to  abandon 
further  work  for  the  present.  The 
well  is  down  1500  feet  and  the 
casing  is  now  being  pulled.  The 
well  has  been  drilled  to  this  depth 
with  absolutely  no  indications  of 
oil.

PETROLEUM  IN  1899 


Produce  Increased  and  Price  Ad- 
vanced. 

Washington,  Sept.  iS.— The  United 
States  geological  survey  lias  just  made 
public  a  report  ou  the  oil  production  in 
the  United  States  for  1899.  It  shows 
that  the  total  production  of  petroleum  in 
1899  was  57,070,850  barrels  of  42  gallons 
each,  as  compared  with  55,364,233  barrels 
in  1898.  The  development  of  the  Scio, 
O.,  field  in  1899  was  a  factor  which  made 
the  production  of  Southeastern  Ohio 
4764,135  barrels  in  1899,  as  compared 
with  2,147.  610  barrels  in  1898.  The 
average  price  per  barrel  of  all  the  oil 
produced  in  the  United  States  during 
1899  was  $1.13  1-5,  as  compared  with 
79.8  in  1898.  The  production  of  1S99  was 
only  1,706,617  barrels  in  excess  of  that  of 
1898,  but  owing  to  the  advanced  prices, 
the  value  of  the  product  was  120,410,545 
greater  than  in  1898.  The  average  price 
of  what  is  known  as  "Pennsylvania  oil" 
was  $1.29^  per  barrel  in  1899,  as  com- 
pared with  giji  cents  in  189S,  an  increase 
of  38^  cents  per  barrel  or  nearly  42  per 
cent.  The  prices  ranged  from  70.8  cents 
for  Texas  petroleum  to  #7  per  barrel  for 
Wyoming  natural  lubricating  petroleum. 
The  total  amount  of  petroleum  exported 
from  the  United  States  in  1899  was  95x>" 
1.-24, 41 1  gallons,  valued  at  $64,982,249,  as 
compared  with  986,480,610  gallons  valued 
at  $52,551,048  in  1898.  A  decrease  of 
35,456,169  gallons  in  amount  was  accom- 
panied by  a  gain  of  $12,431,201  in  value. 

INCREASE  IN  VAI.UE. 

While  there  was  a  decline  of  $%  per 
cent  in  the  amount  of  petroleum  ex- 
ported the  increase  in  value  was  over  23 
per  cent.  The  production  of  petro  in 
Pennsylvania  in  1899  was  13,053,630  bar- 
rels, a  decrease  of  1,689,611  from  1898. 
In  West  Virginia  the  production  was  13,- 
910,639  barrels  in  1899,  an  increase  of 
295,520.  Pennsylvania  was  the  only  state 
where  a  decrease  was  shown  during  the 
year.  In  West  Virginia  the  gain  was 
very  slight  during  1399-  Since  1894 
Ohio  has  produced  more  petroleum  than 
any  other  state.  During  1898  its  two 
fields  produced  40  per  cent  of  the  com- 
bined production  of  the  Appalachian 
and  Lima-Indiana  belts.  West  Virginia 
now  stands  next  to  Ohio  in  place  of 
Pennsylvania  in  the  production  of  petro- 
leum. Pennsylvania  ranks  third  in  the 
United  States  with  Indiana  fourth,  Cali- 
fornia fifth,  New  York  sixth  and  Texas 
seventh. 

California  gained  17.05  per  cent  in 
1899  over  that  of  1898,  as  compared  with 
a  gain  of  18.5  per  cent  in  1898  over  that 
of  1897.  Texas  showed  the  largest  gain 
of  any  state  in  1899,  but  much  less  than 
the  gain  of  1898.  In  1898  this  gain 
amounted  to  22.5  per  cent  over  that  of 
189S,  while  1898  showed  a  gain  of  27.5 
per  cent  over,  that  of  1897.  Colorado 
and  Kansas  both  show  a  decrease,  as  well 
as  Pennsylvania,  when  compared  with 
the  record  for  1838. 

Outside  of  Ohio,  West  Virginia,  Penn- 
sylvania and  New  York,  only  3,695,428 
barrels  of  crude  petroleum  was  produced 
iu  1899.  Of  this  amount  California  pro- 
duced 2,642,095,  or  nearly  70  per  cent. 
The  total  production  of  California  for 
1899  was  2,642,095  barrels,  as  against 
2,257,207  barrels  in  1898 — an  increase  of 
384,888  barrels. 

Colorado  and  Kansas  both  show  a  de- 
crease from  their  1898  record.  Col- 
orado's production  declined  from  424,383 
barrels  in  189S  to  390,278  barrels  in  1899, 
while  the  Kansas  production  was  72,980 
barrels  in  1898  and  68,700|barrels  in  1899.

snells  is  found  in  this  clay,  which  clay  is 
perfectly  impervious,  and  so  compact  that 
it  will  hold  either  oil  or  water  when  the 
hole  is  dug  out  without  leaking  a  drop. 
Expert  workmen  trim  down  the  walls  with 
their  spades  until  they  become  smooth 
and  shining,  and  when  the  hole  is  dug 
out  they  commence  at  the  bottom  and 
ring  it  up  to  the  top  w'th  solid  wooden 
rings.  These  rings  are  formed  of  kants, 
which  are  pieces  of  Canadian  pine  lum- 
ber cut  in  the  form  of  a  segment  of  a  cir- 
cle, and  shaped  just  to  fit  the  circular 
wall  of  the  tank.  They  are  from  3  to  4 
feet  long,  according  to  the  size  of  the 
tank,  5  inches  wide  and  1  inch  thick,  and 
the  joints  are  covered  by  the  top  piece  as 
the  workmen  proceed  to  nail  them  to- 
gether from  the  bottom  and  ring  up  the 
tank.  This  wooden  lining  is  put  in  to  pre- 
vent the  possibility  of  any  clay  caving  in. 
The  tanks  for  holding  crude  oil  are  gener- 
ally dug  30  feet  in  diameter  and  60  feet 
deep,  and  hold  about  8000  barrels  in  bulk 
of  thirty-five  imperial  gallons  to  the  barrel. 
It  is  only  after  sinking  down  about  20  feet 
that  this  peculiar  formationof  tallow-waxy 
kind  of  blue  clay  is  found,  the  first  20  feet 
being  a  rich  alluvial  deposit  formed  from 
the  dropping  of  the  leaves  of  the  trees  for 
a  long  period  of  years.  The  blue  clay  is 
taken  from  the  bottom  ot  the  tank,  and 
puddled  about  one  foot  thick  behind 
the  wooden  curb  for  the  first  twenty 
feet,  thus  forming  a  perfect  water- 
tight tank,  which  is  then  covered  by 
large  timbers  and  two-inch  planks  with  a 
coating  of  gravel  on  top.  Oil  has  been 
held  in  such  tanks  for  ten  years  without 
leaking  a  drop,  and  there  is  no  danger 
from  lightning,  which  has  caused  so  many 
disastrous  fires  from  oil  stored  in  large 
iron  tanks. 

The  Canadian  crude  petroleum  when 
pumped  from  the  wells  is  of  a  dark  green 
color,  and  the  gravity  is  from  32  to  37  de- 
grees by  the  Baume  hydrometer,  accord- 
ing to  the  locality  in  which  it  is  pumped. 
It  is  worth  at  present  7  shillings  per  barrel 
of  thirty-five  imperial  gallons  to  the  bar- 
rel, in  bulk  at  the  wells,  and  it  costs  2 
shillings  per  barrel  to  produce. 

There  are  no  flowing  wells  in  Canada; 
all  the  oil  is  produced  by  pumping.  The 
crude  oil  when  distilled  contains  5  per 
cent  of  benzine  and  42  per  cent  of  illum- 
inating oil. 

After  the  illuminating  oil  is  taken  off, 
the  heavy  vapors  are  blown  out  of  the 
still  by  an  injection  of  steam  and  con 
densed  and  sold  for  gas  or  liquid  fuel,  and 
the  balance  of  the  still  is  petroleum  tar, 
which  is  very  rich  in  paraffine,  and  from 
which  a  large  percentage  of  wax  is  ob 
tained  for  making  candles.  It  is  also 
manufactured  into  lubricating  oils  of  the 
very  finest  quality,  and  the  residue  makes 
a  very  superior  fuel,  being  very  rich  in 
carbon. 


Commonwealth  Oil  Company. 

The  Commonwealth  Oil  company  have 
now  sent  down  their  lumber  and  ma- 
chinery for  their  first  well  on  Section  32, 
Township  26  south,  Range  28  east,  M. 
D.  M.  Their  outfit  is  one  of  the  best 
and  the  derrick  one  of  the  largest  in  the 
field.  Mr.  R.  P.  Fullington  the  superin- 
tendent, who  has  accompanied  the  outfit 
has  instructions  from  his  company  to 
rush  work  as  fast  as  possible.  The  outfit 
being  put  up  by  the  company  will  be 
able  to  go  2000  feet,  and  if  oil  is  not 
struck  before  it  is  the  intention  to  go  to 
that  depth  before  work  will  be  ab  n- 
doned.  This  company  'has  some  valuable 
land  in  the  opinion  of  oil  experts  and 
their  operations  will  if  successful  open 
up  a  large  territory  which  is  supposed  to 
locate  very  light  oil.

Underground  Oil  Tanks  in  Canada 

Canadian  oil  producers  use  for  storing 
crude  oil  holes  dug  in  the  ground,  thus 
described  by  J.  D.  Noble  : 

These  u  derground  tanks  are  circular 
in  form  and  dug  to  nny  capacity  required, 
the  clay  in  the  Canadian  oil  region  being 
specially  adapted  for  this  purpose.  There 
is  100  feet  of  tallow -waxy  kind  of  blue 
clay  to  go  through  before  the  top  rock  is 
reached;  a  number  of    petrified    cockle 


At  the  shops  of  the  Southern  Pacific 
Railroad  at  Ogden,  Utah,  there  was  in 
stalled  recently  a  36-horse  power  Diesel 
motor,  by  means  of  which  it  is  expected 
to  supply  power  for  the  machine  shop 
through  the  use  of  crude  California  pe- 
troleum. As  the  use  of  th  s  kind  of  mo- 
tor in  the  west  is  novel,  much  interest  is 
being  excited  by  the  trial,  for  the  oil 
fields  of  California  provides  much  rea- 
son for  desiring  its  success.  The  Diesel 
motor  is  essentially  a  gasoline  engine 
adapted  to  use  crude  petroleum  or  other 
oils  direct. 

It  operates  on  the  four  stroke  or  Otto 
style,  but  differs  from  other  internal 
combustion  motors  in  compressing  a  full 
charge  of  air  to  a  point  above  the  light- 
ing point  of  the  fuel,  then  injecting  this 
fuel  for  a  certain  period  into  the  red  hot 
air,  where  it  burns  with  limits  of  pres- 
sure and  temperature  under  perfect  con- 
trol. There  are  no  explosions,  but  steady 
combustion  at  a  pre-determined  much 
lower  temperature  and  without  essential 
increase  in  pressure,  the  combustion  line 
being  practically  an  isothermal. — Phila- 
delphia Record. 


WILL  USB  OIL  FOR  FUEL 


Change  Is  Being  Made  in  the  Pump. 
ing   Plant  oi  a»  Alvarado. 

The  scarcity  of  shipping  brought 
about  by  the  impressing  of  so 
many  vessels  into  transport  ser- 
vice by  the  powers  of  the  world  is 
affecting  the  California  markets 
in  many  ways  and  is  helping  to  a 
great  exttnt  in  opening  up  the 
local  market  to  the  use  of  petrol- 
eum as  a  fuel  instead   of  coal. 

Finding  the  supply  of  coal  was 
becoming  very  uncertain  and  the 
price  raising  from  the  cause,  the 
Contra  Costa  Water  Co.,  which 
owns  the  big  water-pumping  plant 
at  the  artesian  wells  in  Alvarado, 
has  decided  to  abandon  the  use  of 
coal  altogether  and  substitute  pe- 
troleum, the  Nlles  Herald  says. 
The  change  will  be  made  Oct.  i, 
and  will  cost  little,  while  it  is  con- 
fidently believed  the  fuel  bill  will 
be  reduced  one-half. 

The  company  has  erected  a  33- 
ooo-gallon    tank   for  storage  pur- 


poses, while  a  tank  wagon  is 
now  ready  to  haul  the  petroleum 
from  the  depot  to  the  tank.  This 
is  only  temporary,  however,  for 
next  spring  a  pipe  line  will  be 
laid  and  then  the  oil  will  be 
pumped  direct  from  the  car  at  the 
station  into  the  tank  at  the  pump- 
ing plant  at  a  nominal  cost  as  com- 
pared to  hauling.  The  tank  is  15 
feet  high  and  20  feet  in  diameter. 
The  necessary  piping,  pumps 
and  burners  are  being  placed  this 
week  and  in  a  few  days  more  the 
new  fuel  will  be  in  use.

Matters   Progressing    Favorably 

With  the  California  Petroleum 
Miners'  Association. 

The  California    Petroleum   Min- 
ers'    Association     held     a    special 
ueeting  on  Saturday  last,  at  which 
jme  important  business  was  tran- 
sacted. 

Mr.  Joseph  1.  Ball,  appeared  be- 
fore the  Association,  and  asked 
the  cooperation  of  the  Association 
in  his  endeavor  to  establish  the 
Chicago  Oil  and  Mining  Exchange 
in  the  estimation  of  the  oil  com- 
panies of  California. 

Mr.  Ball  was  requested  to  make 
a  formal  statement  of  the  affairs 
of  his  company,  its  membership, 
inancial  standing,  business  refer- 
ences, etc.,  etc.,  which  statement 
would  be  referred  to  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Association, 
which  would  take  action  in  regard 
to  the  matter. 

The  following  resolution  was 
passed  in  regard  to  Attorneys  G. 
W.  Baker,  of  San  Francisco,  Frank 
II.  Short,  of  Fresno,  and  J.  S. 
Chapman  and  Walter  Trask  of 
Los  Angeles,  through  whose 
efforts  the  oil  men  recently  ob- 
tained such  a  decisive  victory  over 
the  scrippers  through  the  decision 
of  Judge  Ross: 

RESOLVED.Tliat  the  oil  miners  of 
California  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude 
to  the  able  corps  of  attorneys  who 
presented  their  defense  in  the 
action  before  the  Hon.  Hrskine 
M.  Ross,  in  the  Circuit  Court  of

The  magnitude  of  the  strike  is 
not  known,  but  it  appears  to  be  good 
as  far  as  the  hole  has  been  sunk. 
The  casing  stuck  at  725  and  refused 
to  go  further,  but  the  drill  wassent 
down  another  five  feet  and  it 
dropped  into  a  mixture  of  oil  and 
heaving  material  which  the  mud 
scow  is  novv  bringing  up.  The 
proportion  of  oil  to  muck  is  about 
one-balf.  No  attempt  will  be  made 
to  drive  the  well  to  agreaterdepth 
until  an  under-reamer  has  been 
obtained  to  put  the  hole  in  such 
shape  as  will  enable  the  casing  to 
be  lowered. — Californian. 


The  Diamond- 
Latest  reports  from  the  Diamond 
now  operating  in  the  northern 
portion  of  the  McKittrick  district, 
are  that  the  well  is  now  down  over 
800  feet,  to  which  depth  the  14- 
inch  casing  has  been  pushed 
which  makes  this  one  of  the  larg- 
est wells  in  the  state. 

The  indications  for  oil  continue 
favorable. 

The  oil  sand  is  expected   to   be 
struck  at  about  1000  feet. 


The  Grand  Pacific. 

The  machinery  of  the  Crand 
Pacific  is  now  all  on  the  grounds 
waiting  for  the  completion  of  the 
derrick,  which  is  being  erected 
with  all  possible  dispatch.  By 
the  end  of  next  week  the  machin- 
ery will  be  practically  in  place  and 
active  development  work  will  be 
commenced  at  once.

Tue  Kind  of  Burners  to  Be  Selected  for  Heavy  Oil  and 
Light  California  Oils 


To  Foee  Consumers  : 

It  will  probably  be  of  interest  to  fuel 
consumers  who  are  contemplating  chang- 
ing their  furnaces  from  coal  to  oil  to  re- 
ceive a  little  practical  information  on  the 
subject,  such  as  has  been  obtained  by 
the  writer  during  the  last  fifteen  years 
in  which  he  has  been  actively  employed 
in  equipping  steam  and  power  plants, 
chemical  works,  brick,  and  terra  cotta 
works,  powder  works,  smelting  works, 
etc.,  to  burn  this  liquid  fuel,  both  in  the 
East,  and,  for  the  last  six  or  sev<  u  years, 
in  California. 

The  first  thing  to  be  considered  in  fit- 
ting up  a  plant  to  burn  oil  is  the  oil  itself, 
as  different  oils  require  different  treat- 
ment. 

The  Eastern  oil  containing  a  paraffine 
base  thins  down  very  rapidly  under  the 
action  of  heat,  and  a  moderate  tempera- 
ture will  give  a  nice,  easy  flow  to  the  oil, 
which  is  easily  handled  by  the  burner, 
and  good  combustion  obtained.  The 
writer's  experience  with  Eastern  oil  in- 
cludes all  of  the  different  fuel  oils  and 
residiums  that  were  produced  in  the 
Pennsylvania  and  Ohio  regions.  Consid- 
erable difference  has  been  found  in  the 
calorific  value  of  the  oils,  the  residiums, 
perhaps,  containing  the  least  value  as  a 
heat  producer. 

What  we  are  interested  in  on  the  Pa- 
cific Coast,  however,  is  California  oils,  of 
which  we  have  several  grades .  Several 
years  ago  VV.  R.  Grace  &  Co.  brought  oil 
from  Peru,  and  a  considerable  quantity 
of  it  was  placed  by  ■  he  writer  in  different 
establishments;  prominent  among  them 
was  the  California  Powder  Works,  Giant 
Powder  Works  and  the  Selby  Smelting 
Works.  Exhaustive  tests  were  made  in 
order  to  determine  the  actual  value  of 
the  oil  as  compared  with  coal.  This  price 
being  determined,  contracts  were  made 
accordingly.  It  gives  the  writer  satis- 
faction to  know  that  the  prices  he  estab- 
lished six  years  ago  have  experienced 
very  little  change  since,  except  as  the 
fluctuating  coal  market  may  have  made 
it  necessary.  Since  that  time,  and  even 
before  then,  the  California  product  was 
coming  rapidly  to  the  front,  the  Union 
Oil  company  and  the  Pacific  Coast  Oil 
company  being  probably  the  largest  pro- 
ducers at  that  time.  At  the  present  time 
we  have: 

ist  (according  to  gravity)— The  Coal- 
inga  oil,  35  gravity,  Baume  si  ale. 
2d — The  Ventura  oil,  23  to  27  gravity. 
.  3<1— Puenta  product,  which  varies  con- 
siderablein  gravity,  some  of  it  going,  Iun- 
derstand,  32  degrees,  whileotherportions 
of  the  territory  produces  an  oil  of  not 
over  18  gravity. 

Next  on  the  list  for  light  oil  is,  I  be- 
lieve, the  McKittrick,  which  about  18  to 
21  gravity,  but  not  a  great  deal  of  thisoil 
has  been  produced. 

The  Summerland  fields  produce  a 
heavy,  brownish  colored  oil  that  is  liable, 
unless  carefully  handled,  to  contain  con- 
siderable water  in  suspension. 

But  the  king  of  all  California  oils  is 
undoubtedly  the  oil  produced  in  what  is 
known  as  the  Bakersfield  district,  about 
seven  miles  from  Bakersfield.  There  an 
oil  is  produced  that  is  about  sixteen  grav- 
ity and  isan  ideal  fueloil.  Theoil  isper- 
fectly  safe  to  handle,  and  store,  and  its 
fuel  value,  according  to  tests  made  un- 
der different  boilers,  is  fully  up,  if  not 
superior  to  any  other  California  or  East- 
ern oil.  It  is  adapted  to  all  kinds  of  boil- 
er and  furnace  work,  and  while  it  re- 
quires a  little  more  care  and  expense  in 
equipping  plants  to  burn  heavy  oil  the 
extra  outlay  is  fully  justified  by  the  re- 
sults obtained. 

SThe  system  used  in  burning  the 
heavy  and  light  oil  is  practically  the 
same,  except  that  with  the  heavy  oil 
larger  pipes  and  pumps  are  required 
and  the  oil  should  be  heated  before 
leaving  the  burners,  but  after  leaving 
the  pumps.  & 

1  The  most  perplexing  question  to  be 
solved  by  the  fuel  consumer  is  what 
kind  of  a  burner  gives  ttte  best  satis- 
faction under  certain  conditions.  The 
experience  of  the  writer  has  been  that 
the  hotter  the  mixture  of  oil  and  steam 
can  be  made  before  being  thrown  into 
the  fire  box,   the   better,   and   for  that 


reason  we  have  adopted  a  burner,  which 
embodies  the  retort  principle.  In 
other  words,  a  gas  is  made  of  the  oil  be- 
fore it  leaves  the  burner,  and  the  burner 
is  so  arranged  that  a  tip  can  be  used  that 
is  cut  out  or  shaped  suitable  for  the 
work  it  is  to  do.  A  great  many  people 
state  that  two  pieces  of  pipe  thrown  to- 
gether or  a  stream  of  oil  dripping  on  to 
a  sheet  of  steam,  whereby  the  oil  is  im- 
perfectly sprayed  into  the  fire  box,  is 
just  as  good  as  anything.  You  will  al- 
ways find  that  people  of  this  class  have 
not  thoroughly  investigated  the  subject; 
they  have  not  made  the  necessary  tests 
for  economy  that  must  be  made  where 
the  competition  between  coal  and  oil  is 
severe.  You  will  hear  of  burners  being 
used  in  Russia,  where  there  is  nothing 
but  oil  and  you  will  hear  of  burners  be- 
ing used  in  Los  Angeles,  where  the 
difference  between  coal  and  oil  is  so  great 
as  to  preclude  the  possibility  of  using 
coal.  Of  course,  under  those  conditions 
of  price,  any  kind  of  an  apparatus  that 
will  throw  oil  into  the  fire  box  would  be 
cheaper  than  burning  coal,  but  when  it 
becomes  necessary  to  get  the  last  pos- 
sible unit  of  heat  out  of  the  oil  in  order 
to  make  it  compete  with  coal,  then  it 
means  that  you  must  put  in  something 
that  will  economize  in  the  use  of  oil  and 
will  put  the  oil  in  such  a  shape  that  the 
air  will  readily  mix  with  it  without  forc- 
ing into  the  fire  box  an  excess  of  oxy- 
gen. This  can  only  be  done  by  a  burner 
that  makes  the  oil  into  a  vapor  or  tem- 
porary gas. 

It  is  necessary  that  the  fire  box  and 
burner  be  fitted  up  intelligently,  the  tip 
cut  out  properly  so  that  it  will  form  a 
flame  of  the  proper  size  and  proper 
shape  to  suit  the  conditions  of  the  case. 
The  fire  box  should  be  so  arranged  that 
the  air  is  supplied  in  thin  streams  that 
will  thoroughly  mingle  with  all  parts  of 
the  flame  or  gas  thrown  out  by  the 
burner  and  must  not  under  any  circum- 
stances go  under  the  boiler  in '  a  solid 
body.  The  flame  should  be  whitish  and 
transparent,  a  white  opaque  flame  being 
a  sure  indication  that  an  excess  of  oxygen 
is  being  supplied,  which  is  simply 
heated  up,  robbing  the  boiler  flues  of 
their  heat  as  it  passes  through  on  'ts 
way  to  the  smoke  stack. 

The  brick  work  in  the  boiler  furnaces 
should  also  be  subjected  to  a  careful 
examination  as  to  the  requirements  un- 
der existing  conditions.  The  writer 
usually  employs,  what  he  calls  the 
channel  system  and  which  is  original 
with  us.  It  simply  consists  of  a  floor  of 
fire  brick  laid  the  entire  length  of  the 
boiler,  (we  have  reference  now  to  the 
tubular  boilers),  this  floor  being  covered 
by  brick  set  on  edge  and  of  channels  or 
troughs  four  to  six  inches  wide  and 
which  conducts  the  flame  from  the 
front  end  of  the  boiler  to  the  rear  end  of 
the  boiler,  extending  backward  however, 
usually  not  over  half  way,  As  soon  as 
these  channels  get  heated  up,  the  flame 
seems  to  hug  them  and  the  boiler  is 
heated  entirely  by  radiation.  The 
brickwork  at  the  front  end  of  the  boiler 
is  considerably  hotter  than  at  the  rear 
end  of  the  boiler,  that  is  the  front  brick 
close  to  the  burner  will  be  white  while 
the  brick  at  the  rear  end  will  be  simply 
cherry  red.  This  is  manifestly  a  great 
improvement  over  having  an  intense 
local  heat  directly  over  the  grates,  as  is 
the  case  with  most  burners. 

In  one  notable  instance,  the  writer 
changed  fourteen  72-in.  tubular  boilers 
from  the  ordinary  spray  burner  to  the 
retort  system  and  made  a  difference  in 
capacity  of  from  140  to  250  H.  P.  each 
and  a  saving  of  nearly  15  per  cent  each 
one  thousand  pounds  of  steam  evapor- 
ated. This  was  a  remarkable  showing 
under  the  circumstances  and  made  oil 
burning  in  this  plant  a  success  instead 
of  a  failure. 

For  furnace  work  where  high  tempera- 
ture is  required  such  as  Bloom  furnaces, 
large  forging  furnaces,  etc.,  where  a 
temperature  of  from  twenty-eight  to 
thirty-two  or  thirty-three  hundred  de- 
grees F.  is  required,  also  for  brass  fur- 
naces, the  steam  burner  is  a  failure. 
The  work  required  for  this  style  of 
'"''' entirely     different       from 


furnace 


that  required  under  boilers.  .  Under 
boilers,  the  temperature  should  be  uni- 
form as  possible,  and  in  the  furnace 
work,  intense  local  temperatures  are^  re- 
required,  consequently  the  conditions 
are  so  changed  that  air,  and  air  only 
should  be  employed  for  the  latter  class 
of  work.  This  has  been  attempted  for 
years  without  success.  Numerous  air 
compressing  plants  have  been  installed, 
the  compressed  air  being  designed  to 
take  the  place  of  steam  as  a  pulverizing 
agent  for  the  oil.  In  a  great  many  in- 
stances a  fire  that  is  satisfactory  has 
been  obtained,  but  it  has  been  obtained 
at  a  great  loss,  due  to  the  fact  that  enor- 
mous loss  was  experienced  in  compress- 
ing the  air  and  when  the  air  was  ex- 
panded in  the  burner  a  refrigerative 
effect  was  obtained,  which  was  detri- 
mental to  economy. 

The  writer  has  lately  succeeded  in 
perfecting  a  burner  that  can  be  used  with 
ordinary  fan  pressure,  say  from  five  to 
twelve  ounces  and  a  theoretical  quantity 
of  air  and  oil  are  combined  in  the 
burner.  Wherever  possible  hot  air  is 
used,  if  it  can  be  obtained  from  the 
waste  heat  from  the  furnace,  which  is 
usually  the  case.  When  this  can  be 
done  and  t*  e  air  heated  in  the  flue  lead- 
ing from  the  furnace  to  the  smoke 
stack,  the  economic  results  obtained  in 
the  Seirueh's  regenerative  furnace,  as 
the  entire  amount  of  heat,  which  escapes 
by  the  flue  can  nearly  all  be  recoverd 
and  the  hotter  the  air  the  more  readily 
the  oil  vaporized.  With  the  oil  used  in 
brass  founderies.  the  results  obtained  by 
the  use  of  hot  air  in  combination  with  oil 
for  melting  brass  as  compared  with  coal 
or  coke,  is  as  40  is  to  15.  With  cold  air, 
the  results  were  as  40  to  20,  showing  a 
direct  saving  of  25  per  cent  by  the  use  of 
hot  air  alone. 

The  following  is  a  report  of  different 
tests  made  under  varying  conditions  of 
different  oils.  You  will  please  note  that 
while  the  lighter  oil  gives  a  higher 
evaporation  pound  for  pound  and  barrel 
fi  r  barrel,  the  results  are  slightly  in 
favor  of  the  heavy  oil.  A  barrel  of 
thirty-five  degrees  gravity  oil  weighs 
two-hundred  and  ninety-eight  pounds, 
while  a  barrel  of  sixteen  gravity  oil  weighs 
three  hundred  and  thirty-four  pounds, 
showing  a  difference  in  weight  of  thirty- 
six  pounds  to  the  barrel.  This  more  than 
counter-balances  the  difference  in  the 
evaporation  as  shown  by  the  weight. 
The  barrel  of  forty-two  gallons  being  the 
unit  of  measurement  adopted  by  oil  pro- 
ducers and  consumers,  therefore,  the 
barrel  only  should  be  considered  in 
making  comparative  tests.

WATT'S  REPORT  COMING 


His     Bulletin    on     California    OH 
Fields  in  Preparation. 

The  California  oil  industry  will  before 
long  have  the  benefit  of  an  up-to-date 
report  by  the  State  Mining  Bureau,  about 
7,000  words  long,  issued  as  a  special 
bulletin,  and  containing  the  net  results 
of  the  field  investigations  of  Prof.  W.  L. 
Watts  of  the  bureau  during  the  past  two 
or  three  years.  Mr.  Watts  has  ended 
his  field  work,  returned  to  San  Francisco 
and  taken  up  its  final  compilation.  As 
he  has  been  in  direct  charge  of  all  the 
field  work  of  the  bureau  during  the  year, 
he  has  the  superintendence  of  the  other 
reports  on  his  hands  as  well,  besides  a 
good  deal  of  detail  work  in  the  way  of 
correspondence,  etc.,  then  when  his 
bulletin  is  finished  its  publication  will 
depend  on  the  convenience  of  the  State 
printer  and  other  contingencies,  so  that 
it  cannot  be  told  when  his  oil  bulletin 
will  be  ready  for  distribution.  It  may 
be  in  one  month  and  it  may  be  three 
months  hence. 

Those  who  know  Mr.  Watts'  bulletins, 
Nos.  4  and  11,  on  the  oil  yielding  forma- 
tions of  California  published  in  past 
years,  may  know  about  what  to  expect, 
for  is  will  follow  the  plan  and  style  of 
those  preceding  bulletins,  and  be  of 
about  the  same  length.  Mr.  Watts' 
field  work  has  been  mainly  devoted  to  a 
scientific  study  of  the  oil-yielding  forma- 
tions and  enclosing  rocks  in  southern 
and  central  districts  and  the  bulletin 
will  be  largely  a  geological  description 
of  various  oil  fields — their  areas,  struc- 
tural features,  etc.  A  history  of  the  de- 
velopment of  the  oil  fields,  statistical  in 
formation  brought  down  to  date,  and 
general  notes  on  various  fields  of  the 
state  in  which  special  studies  have  not 
been  made  will  be  among  the  features 
of  the  bulletin.  It  will  be  liberally  illus- 
trated with  half-tones,  diagrams  and 
maps  and  will  undoubtealy  be  of  great 
value  to  the  industry. 


TO  BORE  FOR  OIL. 


In  the  Old  Bed  of  Tulare  Lake- 
Operations  to  Begin  at  Once. 

The  Tulare  Lake  Oil  company  expects 
soon  to  begin  drilling  operations  for  oil 
in  the  old  Tulare  Lake  bed,  just  one  mile 
west  of  the  town  of  Angiola.

E.    Brcltweiscr    Tell*    of     the 
Advantages  of  His  Method. 

MCKITTKICK,  CAL.,  2f>,  lOOO. 

Editor  Oil  Reporter: 

The  subject  of  "Recovering  lost 
tools  by  hydraulic  process"  has  not 
been  discussed  in  your  paper.  A 
few  thoughts,  therefore,  might  be 
helpful  to  many  of  your  readers  who 
are  wrestling  with  the  mighty  prob- 
lems of  the  caving  formation  so 
prevalent  in  California.  Before 
touching  this  subject  we  wish  to 
state,  in  reply  to  an  article  that 
appeared  in  a  recent  issue,  that 
we  have  already  in  process  of 
manufacture  a  full  line  of  Stand- 
ard drilling  and  fishing  tools 
in  connection  with  the  Rotary, 
and  that  any  parties  wishing  any- 10 
thing  about  an  oil  well  need  not 
go  any  farther  than  San  Francisco 
for  them. 

In  the  formation  of  Southern 
California  the  driller  who  does 
not  get  his  tools  buried  under 
several  hundred  feet  of  soft  mate- 
rial or  heaving  oil  sand  is  indeed 
lucky.  Then  by  the  old  method 
he  drills  this  cave  out,  or  rather, 
attempts  to  drill  it  out.  This  is 
always  a  slow  and  tedious  process, 
and  in  nine  cases  out  of  ten,  where 
recorded,  takes  two  weeks,  and  in 
most  cases  they  are  not  successful. 
By  this  process  there  is  no  way  to 
tell  when  the  lost  tools  are  reached, 
save  by  striking  them  with  the  bit. 
If  they  are  buried  in  quite  a  deep 
hole,  this  is  almost  impossible  until 
it  is  noticed,  after  an  hourorso,  that 
the  drill  does  not  lower.  By  this  time 
the  tools  lost  are  ruined,  and  prob- 
ably reburied  under  the  second 
cave,  as  is  often  the  case.  Or  the 
hole  is  soenlarged  thatthe  bit  drills 
past  them  and  the  fishing  tools  pass 
by  them.  In  all  such  cases  hy- 
draulicing  is  the  only  safe  way  to 
uncover  lost  tools.  Any  loose  ma- 
terial can  easily  be  removed  at  the 
rate  of  thirty  feet  an  hour,  and  all 
dirt  and  pebbles  washed  away  from 
the  top  of  the  tools.  This  leaves  a 
clean  tool  to  take  hold  of,  and  a 
fishing  tool  readily  grips  a  clean 
surface. 

Again,  by  washing  quite  a 
a  while  at  this  point  a  larger  open- 
ing can  be  made  there,  and  thus 
give  abetter  chance  to  get  hold  of 
anything  in  the  well.  Formations 
which  cave  and  will  not  allow  the 
lost  articles  to  be  uncovered  by  the 
standard,  old  style  process,  yield 
readily  to  the  hydraulic  process, 
because  the  pressure  of  water 
ho'dsthe  walls  of  the  well  back  and 
prevents  the  sand  from  heaving  up 
around  the  tools.  When  we  say 
hydraulic  process  we  do  not  mean 
irrigating  or  street  sprinkling 
process. 

We  explain  the  principle 
briefly  by  stating  that  the  speci- 
fic gravity  of  sand  and  water 
are  nearly  the  same,  and  that  if 
they  are  made  to  be  the  same,  the 
ressure  of  the  water  against  the 
P 


wails  would  be  the  same  as  the 
ire  of  the  soil  into  the  hole, 
and  hence  there  can  be  no  cave. 
The  whole  thing  depends  there- 
fore upon  forcing  water  enough 
through  the  bole  to  compress  the 
water  sufficiently    ;  such 

pressure  and  at  the  same  time 
up  and  oui  with  sufficient  sp< 
carry  to  the  surface  the  debris 
this  simple  rule  is  observed  there 
will     be     no    trouble    in      passing 
through  any  formation,  and  if  it  is 
not  observed,  the  experiments  will 
result  disastrously,   for  as  surely 

as  sufficient  pressure  holds  back 
the  w  alls,  just  so  surely  will  a  I 
too  small  pressure  allow  them  to 
cave  and  remember  that  the  entire 
pressure  depends  on  the  amount 
of  water  and  speed  at  which  it 
passed  through  the  hole.     A  well, 

say  1000  feet  depth  requires  a 
brass  lined  duplex  steam  pump  with 
no  less  than  4  in.  suction,  3  in.  dis- 
charge, 2  in.  steam  line.  It  is  also 
necessary  that  proper  hose  and 
water  swivel  be  used  so  that  there 
is  no  stoppage  of  the  water  sup- 
ply and  that  the  change  of  pipe 
can  be  made  quickly.  We  often 
add  another  length  of  pipe  in  30 
seconds,  but  before  we  could  ac- 
complish this  had  to  invent  our 
own  special  swivel.  Those  who 
have  tried  hydraulic  toys  can 
readily  see  by  the  above  why 
they  failed. 

Well    No.     2    on    Kern     River 
Oil   company's    property  lost  her 
bailer   in    the   bottom   of    an    890 
foot  hole  and  it  was  quickly  buried 
150  feet  under  the   heaving  sand 
and  raised  up  100  feet  with  same. 
At  7  A.  m.  Sept  20,   under  our  di- 
rections they  began   to  hydraulic 
the   150   feet  of  sand  off  and    at 
noon    they    had   the    bailer    out, 
while  at  night  the  rest  of  the  sand, 
100  feet  was  washed  out  and  on 
the  morning  of  the  21st  the  water 
bailed  out  slowly  for  two  days  to 
relieve  gas  pressure  when  she  be- 
gan  to  flow  and  at  this  writing, 
just     exactly     forty-eight     hours 
after  she  has   1000  barrels  to  her 
credit  in  the  tank.     This  well  has 
been  open  for  six  months  and  the 
Standard   tools   have   never   been 
able  to   get  to  the  bottom.     Was 
hydraulicing  here  a  success?     An- 
swer  for    yourself.     Without   the 
proper  sized  pump  it  would  have 
been  a  failure.     If  the  owners  of 
wells  in  heaving  and  sandy  forma- 
tions   would    open    their   eyes   to 
reason    and    listen    no    longer    to 
those    interested    in   working   six 
months  on  what  should  be  but   a 
few    hours   work   the    production 
here  would  be  increased  100-fold 
in  thirty  days.

work  which  is  being  quietly  but  no 
less  effectively  accomplished  by 
the  California  Petroleum  Miners' 
Association 

Organized  but  a  few  months, 
with  no  salaried  officers,  with  but 
a  limited  membership,  and  conse- 
quently having  bnt  slight  financial 
resources,  it  has  done  much  to  ad- 
vance the  oil  industry  of  California. 

In  the  first  place  it  has,  through 
its  very  nature,  become  a  great 
Bureau  of  Information  in  regard  to 
the  oil  industry.  Not  a  mail  but 
what  brings  letters  of  inquiry 
largely  from  outside  the  state,  ask- 
ing general  or  specific  questions  in 
regard  to  the  oil  industry,  particu- 
larly as  to  the  opportunities  it  pre- 
sents for  legitimate  investment.  In 
answering  these  questions  the  As- 
sociation has  done  more  in  a  gen- 
eral way  to  advertise  the  oil  indus- 
try of  California  in  the  East,  and 
even  in  England,  than  has  been 
accomplished  by  any  other  means. 

In  the  second  place,  it  aided  this 
state  in  a  marked  degree  by  send- 
ing to  the  recent  World's  Petrol- 
eum Congress  at  the  Paris  Exposi- 
tion samples  of  the  oil  of  the  dif- 
-  ferent  oil  districts  of  the  state  to- 
gether with  a  large  amount  of 
printed  matter  showing  the  extent 
of  the  oil  industry  of  the  state  and 
its'  future  possibilities.  In  Hon. 
W.  H.  .Mills  and  Hon.  M-  H.  de 
Young  as  the  representatives  of  our 
oil  industry,  the  Association  had 
two  able  advocates  who  saw  to  it 
that  California  was  ably  repre- 
sented in  the  Congress,  and  the  im- 
portance of  the  Pacific  Coast  as 
the  coming  great  oil-producing  dis- 
trict was  properly  emphasized. 

But  the  greatest  good  accomp- 
lished by  the  Association,  and 
which  is  least  undeistood  by  oil 
men  generally,  is  the  aid  which  the 
Association  has  given  the  oil  men 
in  their  hard  but  now  victorious 
fight  against  the  sciippers.  What 
the  Association  has  done,  the  com- 
munications it  has  sent  forth,  the 
data   and   facts  it  has  prepared  is 


known  to  but  few;  but  these  few, 
especially  Hon.  Binger  Hermann, 
the  United  States  Land  Commis- 
sioner, realize  how  well  the  Asso- 
ciation has  contended  for  the  rights 
of  the  oil  men  against  those  who 
by  fraud  and  misrepresentation 
have  endeavored  to  injure  and  re- 
tard the  development  of  the  oil  in- 
dustry. 

The  Association  should  have  the 
enthusiastic  support  of  every  oil 
man,  every  oil  company  in  the 
state,  especially  of  those  to  whom 
the  recent  decision  of  Judge  Ross, 
and  the  ultimate  decision  of  the 
Land  Office  at  Washington  means 
so  much.  If  the  government  de- 
cides, as  it  surely  will,  that  thou- 
sands of  acres  of  so-called  agri- 
cultural land  should  be  classed  as 
mineral,  that  decision  will  be  due 
in  no  small  measure,  to  the  labors 
of  the  fCalifornia  Petroleum 
Miners'  Association,  and  every 
company  benefited  by  that  deci- 
sion should  give  the  Association 
its  hearty  support  and  patronage.

appeared  in 
November  of  last  year.  From  the 
very  first  number  the  paper  has 
met  with  the  most  cordial  reception. 

The  reason  is  obvious.  As  soon 
as  one  invests  in  the  stock  of  a 
company  he  wants  to  keep  posted 
on  its  affairs.  The  best  way  to  do 
this  is  to  take  a  paper  the  aim  of 
which  is  to  give  the  oil  news.  The 
Reporter  does  not  confine  itself 
to  the  oil  news  of  any  one  section, 
but  strives  to  get  the  oil  news  from 
all  over  the  state.  Consequently 
if  one  is  interested  in  any  section 
of  the  state,  north  or  south,  he  is 
sure  of  getting  the  information  he 
desires  in  the  columns  of  the  Pa- 
cific Oii,  Reporter. 

As  a  medium  of  advertising  for 
oil  men  it  has  no  equal.  As  a  rule 
one  does  not  invest  in  the  stock  of 
but  a  single  company.  If  a  man 
purchases  the  stock  of  one  com- 
pany, the  chances  are  16  to  i  that 
he  will  invest  sooneror  later  in  the 
stock  of  another.  He  reads  the 
Oil  Reporter,  and  when  the 
proper  time  comes  he  will  make 
another  investment,  probably  of 
the  stock  of  a  company  with  which 
he  is  familiar  through  the  columns 
of  his  oil  paper. 

Oil  stocks  are  sold  not  to  those 
who  know  nothing  of  the  oil  busi" 
ness,  but  to  those  who  have  be- 
come interested  in  it.  Hence  we 
say  to  oil  men — it  does  but  little 
good  to  advertise  in  publications 
which  are  read  by  those' not  inter- 
ested in  oil  matters.  Put  your  ad- 
vertisement in  a  paper  which  is 
read  by  a  man  already  interested 
in  oil. 

If  Mr.  Smith  lias  bought  the 
stock  of  one  company,  he  will  buy 
the  stock  of  another;  and  if  you 
have  a  good  proposition  and  have 
it  set  forth  attractively  in  the  col- 


umns of  the  Oil  Reporter,  the 
chances  are  yon  will  receive  a  call 
or  a  letter  from  Mr.  Smith. 

Whatever  you  do,  do  not  waste 
your  money  by  placing  an  adver- 
tisement in  the  columnsof  a  paper 
which  is  taken  by  those  not  inter- 
ested in  oil  matters. 

No  one  would  think  of  adver- 
tising church  furnishings  in  the 
columns  of  a  sporting  paper.  No 
one  but  a  few  deacons,  perhaps, 
would  read  it. 

Why  should  you  advertise  oil 
stocks  or  oil-well  supplies  in  a 
paper,  most  of  whose  readers  care 
not  a  whit  for  oil  matters,  and  turn 
over  the  oil  page  as  something  un- 
interesting and  unprofitable? 

The  moral  of  all  this  is — Oil  men 
should  advertise  in  an  oil  paper  if 
they  expect  returns  for  their 
money. 


Whether  or  no  the  so-called  Chi- 
cago Oil  and  Min- 
Oi I  Stocks  ing  Exchange  sue- 
in  Chicago,  ceeds  in  establish- 
ing itself  in  the 
confidence  of  California  oil  men, 
thefact  remains  that  theCalifornia 
oil  industry  should  have  reliable 
and  trustworthy  agencies  in  the 
Eastern  cities  where  oil  stocks 
could  be  sold  in  a  manner  that 
would  not  bring  the  oil  industry 
of  the  state  into  disrepute. 

Not  only  in  Chicago,  but  in  the 
other  great  Eastern  commercial 
centers,  there  is  room  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  agencies  to  deal  in  the 
stocks  of  reliable  California  oil 
companies. 

If  the  oil  companies  are  properly 
conducted  there  is  no  reason  why 
California  oil  shares  should  not 
be  purchased  in  the  East  as  freely 
as  are  railroad  shares.  They 
should  be  bought  not  on  account 
of  the  fact  that  they  are  liable  to 
increase  in  price,  but  because  of 
the  dividends  which  are  paid. 

As  soon  as  the  various  companies 
now  operating  and  producing  ar- 
rive at  the  stage  where  their  stocks 
are  purchased  not  because  they 
are  liable  to  increase  in  price  but 
because  of  the  dividends  that  ac- 
crue from  the  legitimate  sale  of  the 
product  of  the  wells,  then  will  the 
California  oil  industry  be  placed 
on  a  high  basis  of  commercial  im- 
portance, and  California  oil  shares 
will  be  purchased  not  from  motives 
of  speculation,  but  because  they 
present  opportunities  for  safe, 
conservative  investment. 


There  are  those  who  would  dis- 
courage   the    oil 
Not  Enough     industry    by    as- 
Oil.  serting   that  the 

supply    of  oil  is 
growing  greater  than  the  demand. 

The  opposite  is  the  case.  Al- 
though production  is  increasing  at 
a  rapid  rate,  it  is  not  increasing 
more  rapidly  than  is  the  consump- 
tion. This  is  proved  by  the  fact 
that  today  practically  no  oil  is  in 
storage,  and  what  little  there  is  in 
storage  is  there  simply  because  no 
cars  can  be  obtained  to  transport  it. 

The  railroads  are  trying  their 
best  to  supply  tank  cars  to  trans- 
port the  oil  to  the  consumers,  who 
are  increasing  rapidly.  As  the 
advantages   of    oil     over    coal    as 


fuel  are  becoming  recognized  the 
large  fuel  consumers  are  changing 
their  coalbnrning  to  oil-burning 
furnaces,  and  in  consequence  the 
damand  for  oil  is  increasing  as  rap- 
idly as  is  the  visible  supply.  The 
market  has  not  been  stocked  as 
yet,  and  the  indications  are  that  it 
will  not  be  stocked  for  some  time. 


FBATHbRS  OR  TURKEYS 


The   Chicago   Oil   and  Mining   Ex- 
change Operating  in  California. 

On  Saturday,  Joseph  L.  Ball, 
hailing  from  Chicago,  appeared  be- 
tore  the  California  Petroleum 
Miners'  Association  with  the  re- 
quest that  that  Association  endorse 
Mr.  Ball  and  his  associates  in  their 
endeavors. to  obtain  oil  companies 
who  will  be  willing  to  pay  them  a 
hundred  dollars  in  cash  and  two 
hundred  dollars  in  stock,  for  the 
purpose  of  allowing  Mr.  Ball  and 
his  associates  to  endeavor  to  sell 
their  stock  in  Chicago. 

Mr.  Ball  states  that  he  has  five 
gentlemen  associated  with  him, 
who  will  form  what  they  call  the 
Chicago  Oil  and  Mining  Exchange. 
Just  who  these  five  men  are  is  a 
question.  Mr.  Ball  gave  Colonel 
L.  P.  Crane,  president  of  the  Cali- 
fornia Petroleum  Miners'  Associa- 
tion the  following  typewritten  list, 
which  he  states  were  the  members 
of  the  Chicago  Oil  and  Mining 
Exchange,  namely:  C.  G  Thomp- 
son, G.  C.  Goddard,  J.  E.  Callen- 
ner,  Jno.  J.  Mitchell  and  J.  L-  Ball. 
Some  of  these  names  are  towers  of 
strength  in  the  business  world  of 
Chicago. 

In  a  hurried  interview  with  the 
directors  of  the  California  Petro- 
leum Miners'  Association  on  Satur- 
day afternoon  Mr.  Ball  states  that 
Mark  Walzer,  well  known  as  the 
erstwhile  manager  of  the  American 
Oil  and  Refinery  company,  which 
is  well  known  on  account  of  its 
methods,  was  also  a  member  of 
this  corporation.  Now  it  is  a 
question  who  Mr.  Walzer  takes 
the  place  of.  It  would  be  a  pity 
to  lose  Mr.  Thompson  the  presi- 
dent, for  Mr.  Walzer,  and  cer- 
tainly Mr.  Walzer  would  not  take 
the  place  of  J.  J.  Mitchell  or  either 
Mr.  Goddard  or  Mr.  Callender. 

The  whole  proposition  of  the 
Chicago  Oil  and  Mining  Exchange 
is  one  where  Mr.  Ball  and  his 
associates  or  Mr.  Ball  and  Mr. 
Walzer  take  the  turkey  and  the 
California  oil  companies  take  the 
feathers.  It  looks  to  us  either  like 
a  case  of  "  you  take  the  feathers 
and  I  take  the  turkey,  or  I  take 
the  feathers  and  you  take  the 
turkey," 

At  any  rate,  the  oil  companies 
pay  $100  cash  and  $200  in  stcck, 
and  for  this  Mr.  Ball  states  he  will 
do  certain  advertising  in  Chicago, 
and  will  endeavor  to  sell  stock  of 
the  companies  listed  with  his  ex- 
change, and  charge  10  per  cent 
commission  on  all  sales. 

,\Ir.  Ball  states  that  he  has  se- 
cured twenty-five  Los  Angeles  com- 
panies and  up  to  the  present  writ- 
ing, six  San  Francisco  companies. 
It  may  be  that  the  Chicago  Oil 
and  Mining  Exchange  will  accomp- 
lish much  good  for  the  California 
oil  companies.  Unless  Mr.  Ball  can 
furnish  better  assurances  of  his 
financial  standing  than  he  has 
been  able  to  do  thus  far,  and  if  he 
cannot  prove  that  his  Mining  Ex- 
change has  the  confidence  of  lead- 
ing financial  institutions  in  Chi- 
cago, the  Pacific  Oil  Reporter 
certainly  advises  the  oil  companies 
of  this  state  to  keep  the  turkey  and 
let  Mr.  Ball  have  the  feathers.

The  month  01   September  Shows 
Great  Gain  in  the  Oil  Fields. 

During  the  month  of  September 
242  wells  have  been  completed  out 
of  335,  which  were  drilling  on  or 
about  September  the  first.  The 
most  of  the  completed  wells  which 
are  producing  have  been  drilled  in 
the  central  and  southern  districts. 
With  the  exception  of  one  or  two, 
which  have  been  completed  about 
Sargeant  station  near  Gilroy  near 
the  southern  end  of  Santa  Clara 
county,  scarcely  a  well  has  been 
drilled. 

It  is  hoped  that  during  this 
month  several  wells  would  be 
successfully  completed  in  the 
Fresno-San  Benito  district,  in 
Humboldt,  Colusa  and  Mendocino 
counties,  but  as  yet  drilling  is  still 
continuing  with  varied  chances  of 
success.  About  1 10  wells  have 
been  completed  in  the  central  por- 
tion of  the  state,  of  which  sixty- 
four  were  in  Kern  county. 

Twelve  wells  which  were  com- 
pleted during  the  month  have 
been  abandoned  as  failures,  no  oil 
having  been  obtained.  Three  so- 
called  failures,  so  far  as  obtaining 
oil  is  concerned,  were  not  failures 
in  regard  to  water,  these  wells 
yielding  an  abundant  supply  of 
water  each  in  a  territory  where  at 
the  present  time  water  is  almost  as 
valuable  as  is  oil.  The  completed 
wells  have  yielded  in  the  neigh- 
borhood of  about  3500  barrels, 
which  is  an  average  of  nearly  forty 
barrels  to  the  well,  which  in- 
creases the  daily  production  in  the 
central  portion  of  the  state  by  over 
1500  barrels.

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PETROLEUM  VS.  COAL. 

Interesting     Discussion    of     the 
Economic   Conflict. 

That  important  eastern  techni- 
cal journal,  "Power,"  devotes  an 
editorial  in  its  September  issue  to 
an  interesting  discussion  of  the 
prospects  of  liquid  fuel  in  compe- 
tition with  coal  in  the  light  of  the 
scarcity  and  big  price  of  the  latter, 
This  journal  doubts  that  the  use 
of  petroleum  as  fuel  will  greatly 
increase  in  this  country,  one  rea- 
son being  that  the  European  de- 
mand for  it  will  be  largely  sup- 
pled from  America,  lessening  the 
home  supply,  It  notes  an  impe- 
tus given  lately  to  the  construc- 
tion of  oil-burning  apparatus  in 
Europe  where  the  use  ol  oil  is 
rapidly  increasing.  It  is  appar 
ent  that  the  considerations  ad- 
vanced against  the  large  substitu- 
tion of  petroleum  for  coal  are  pre- 
sented from  an  eastern  standpoint 
and  are  not  applicable  to  Califor- 
nia where  coal  is  so  much  more 
costly.  Every  economic  force 
which  increase  the  substitution  of 
petroleum  for  coal  in  Europe  ap- 
plies in  California.  The  journal 
mentioned  says; 

"Although  liquid  fuels  are  quite 
extensively  employed  for  the  gen- 
eration of  steam  in  many  sections 
of  this  country,  yet  it  is  hardly 
probable  that  in  the  United  States 
liquid  fuel  will  generally  sup- 
plant the  use  of  coal  and  other 
solid  fuels  for  some  time  to  come, 
and  mainly  for  the  reason  that 
the  coal  supply  in  sight  seems  to 
have  increased  rather  than  dimin- 
ished since  petroleum  "  pro- 
ducts sought  a  place  in  compe- 
tion  with  coal,  changing  a  plant 
over  from  coal  to  oil  burning  in- 
volves many  more  important  con- 
siderations than  adaptations  of 
burners  and  slight  change  of  fur- 
naces. In  many  localities  where 
the  relative  prices  of  solid  and 
liquid  fuels  are  such  as  to  favor 
the  use  of  liquid  fuel,  the  invest- 
ment required  to  procure  facilities 
for  receiving  and  storing  liquid 
fuel  renders  its  use  prohibitive  to 
the  majority  of  steam  plants.  It 
is  now  claimed  that  on  account  of 
the  scarcity  and  high  price  of  coal 
in  Europe,  petroleum  and  its  prod- 
ucts will,  to  a  great  extent,  super- 
cede the  use  of  coal  for  manufac- 
turing purposes,  and  as  the  Euro- 
pean supply  of  petroleumislargely 
controlled  by  American  interests 
and  produced  by  American  oil 
wells,  the  European  demand  for  a 
substitute  for  coal  is  likely  to  be 
another  hindrance  to  the  more  gen- 
eral use  of  petroleum  in  this  coun- 
try. 

One  good  result  of  the  high  price 
of  coal  in  Europe  is  the  impetus 
given  to  the  construction  of  appa- 
ratus for  using  all  forms  of  liquid 
fuel,  including  petroleum,  benzine 
and  gasoline.  Railways  are  trying 
oil-fired  locomotives,  and  one 
steamship  line  has  adopted  oil  for 
firing  under  most  of  its  vessels. 
Benzine  and  gasoline  are  used  to 
furnish  motive  power  for  many 
purposes  and  their  use  is  con- 
stantly increasing.  A  benzine 
worked  locomotive  has  been  run- 
ning in  one  of  the  levels  of  a  Ger- 
man coal  mine  for  over  a  year. 

"  It  is  well  known  that  the  oil 
production  of  Russia  is  much  less 
now  than  it  might  be  if  properly 
developed,  and  what  is  true  of 
Russia  in  this  respect  is  even 
more  true  of  Asiatic  countries  like 
Persia.  .  But  until  the  production 
of  those  countries  has  so  largely 
increased  as  to  crowd  American 
oil  out  of  European  markets,  we 


cannot  expect  any  more  general 
introduction  of  petroleum  burning 
under  boilers  in  this  country,  and 
even  then  our  coal  barrons  may  be 
willing  to  meet  the    competition." 


Why  They  are  Bears. 

In  reply  to  a  question  from  a 
Los  Angeles  paper  "Why  are  you 
bearing  stock?"  S.  H.  Ellis  &  Co., 
stock-brokers  of  Los  Angeles 
made  the  following  reply: 

Dear  Sirs  :  Replying  to  yours  of 
the  25th  we  beg  to  say  that  we  be- 
lieve the  la  w  of  supply  and  demand 
governs  the  stock  market,  as  every- 
thing else.  We  have  been  for  a 
long  time  bearish  on  the  market 
for  the  following  reasons:  In  a 
number  of  cases  the  promoters 
have  thrown  on  the  market  im- 
mense quantities  of  stock.  The 
demand  has  been  limited,  conse- 
quently, as  is  natural,  prices  have 
declined. 

Another  great  reason  why  they 
should  decline  is  that  the  stock 
has  been  put  on  the  market  at 
ridiculonsly  high  prices. 

There  is,  in  our  opinion,  several 
stocks  now  on  the  list  that  to  the 
public  seem  low.  We  think  them 
too  high.  There  are  one  or  two 
that  are  possibly  selling  below  the 
intrinsic  value  of  the  property. 

We  are  not  believers  in  bolster- 
ing the  market  in  hopes  of  the 
public  taking  hold  of  it.  We  be- 
lieve when  stocks  are  selling  at  or 
below  their  intrinsic  value  they 
should  be  bought,  and  they  will 
no  doubt  pay  the  buyer  handsome 
profits.  With  few  exceptions  we 
are  still  bearish  on  the  market, 
even  though  stocks  have  had  an 
enormous  break.  Bad  manage- 
ment, over  capitalization,  passing 
of  dividends  all  tend  to  help  the 
public  lose  faith  in  stocks.

A  FREAK  OIL  WELL. 


Tools  Come  From  the   Hole  Cov- 
ered With  A  Coat  of  Ice. 

Manager  Chapin  of  the  United 
States  Oil  Company,  reports  a  pe- 
culiar state  of  affairs  in  a  well 
drilled  by  that  company  near  West 
Millord,  W.  Va.  After  drilling  the 
well  they  found  that  they  had  a 
good  producer  and  at  once  set 
about  the  work  of  tubing  it.  When 
lowering  the  tubing  at  a  point 
within  300  feet  of  the  bottom,  an 
obstruction  was  encountered  when 
they  were  placing  the  pumping 
rods  in  the  hole.  After  working 
for  a  number  of  days  to  clear  the 
obstruction  they  finally  gave  it  up 
and  pulled  the  casing.  Their  sur- 
prise may  be  imagined  when  they 
found  the  casing  filled  with  ice  at 
the  point  where  the  obstruction 
had  given  them  so  much  trouble. 
The  explanation  of  the  phenom- 
enom  is  that  at  that  point  a  flow  of 
gas  struck  the  casing  and  chilled  is 
so  that  the  ice  gradually  collected  on 
the  inside.  The  workmen  remem- 
bered that  when  they  were  drilling 
the  well  they  had  encountered 
gas  at  that  point  and  that  several 
times  when  the  bits  and  other  tools 
had  been  left  standing  in  the  hole 
for  a  short  time  they  came  up  cov- 
ered with  ice. — Sistersville  Review 


A   BRITISH  VIEW  OF  US. 


The   London  Mining  Journal    on 
California  Oil. 

The  London  Mining  Journal  de- 
votes a  long  leading  editorial  to  a 
review  of  the  condition  of  the 
mining  industry  in  California  and 
adjacent  states  in  1899,  basing  its 
remarks  in  the  annual  report  of 
the  British  Counsul  General  at 
San  Francisco  who  has  given  an 
account  of  the  industry  covering 
that  year.  California  receives 
chief  attention  and  the  petroleum 
industry  is  prominently  noted. 
The  account  of  the  California  oil 
industry  given  to  the  British  pub- 
lic by  this  journal  is  as  follows: 

"Whilst,  however,  there  has 
been  a  decline  in  the  gold  out- 
put, there  has  been  an  increase  in 
all  other  minerals,  totalling  in 
the  aggregate  to  be  $2,024,381. 
In  this  record  petroleum,  quick- 
silver and  borax  are  conspicuous, 
the  first-named  being  now  third  in 
importance  of  the  state's  mineral 
products.  *  *  *  "But  as  already 
stated,  there  was  an  expansion  in 
the  development  of  the  oil  indus- 
try, the  feature  being  the  forma- 
tion of  a  great  number  of  compan- 
ies with  the  object  of  acquiring 
properties  all  over  the  state.  It  is 
said  that  capital,  even  from  the 
eastern  states,  is  being  attracted 
by  the  showing  made.  Lands 
which  were  considered  of  little  or 
no  value  now  fetch  large  prices, 
and  the  production  of  oil  has  caused 
great  inquiry  among  those  inter- 
ested in  manufacturing  and  other 
industrial  pursuits  in  which  fuel  is 
used.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
amonnt  of  money  invested  in  the 
oil  fields,  and  the  production  and 
handling  of  the  oil,  cannot  be  less 
than  $io,ooo,ooo,and  the  production 
is  put  down  as  10,000  barrels  daily, 
apportioned  amongst  the  different 
fields  as  follows:  Ventura  and 
Newhall,  3500  to  4000  barrels, 
Los  Angeles,  Puente  and  Fuller- 
ton,  about  the  same,  and  Coalinga, 
about  the  same.  Large  develop 
ment  works  are  being  pushed  for- 
ward in  Monterey  and  San  Luis 
Obispo  counties,  and  it  is  expected 
that  the  production  will  be  largely 
increased  1901,  and  that  greater 
transportation  facilities  than  exist 
at  present  will  be  required. 

"  The  importations  ot  foreign 
coal  at  San  Francisco  during  1899 
were  as  follows:  From  British 
Columbia,  447,200  tons;  Australia, 
r3o,6oo  tons;  Great  Britain,  99,- 
100  tons.  The  above  figures  show 
a  falling  off  of  49,700  tons:  total, 
726,700  ton-.  The  above  figures 
show  a  falling  of  of  49,700  tons  as 
compared  with  1898.  In  addition 
to  the  above,  691,300  tons  of  do- 
mestic coal  were  received  by  sea 
and  170,000  tons  by  rail  from  Cali- 
fornia, Utah  and  Colorado.  The 
mines  near  Stockton,  California, 
contributed  80,000  tons  of  the 
above,  and  it  is  said  that  in  devel- 
oping the  lower  levels  a  quality 
of  coal  has  been  discovered  which 
is  the  best  ever  produced  in  this 
state,  resembling  the  Cannel  coal 
mined  in  Great  Britain."

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Indications 
Nov  Field. 
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The  San  Ardo,  in  Monterey 
county,  is  one  of  the  coming  oil 
districts  of  the  state,  with  strong 
possibilities  of  proving  a  great  one 
according  to  the  opinions  and  ex- 
pectations of  State  Mineralogist. 
A.  S  Cooper  and  ethers  who  have 
studied  the  conditions  there.  This 
district  has  been  little  talked  about 
and  the  public  knows  little  of  it. 

It  is  named  from  the  town  of 
San  Ardo  on  the  Southern  Pacific 
Coast  line  in  southern  Monterey 
county,  about  eighteen  miles  south 
of  Kings  City.  The  conditions  are 
interesting  and  the  indications  ol 
petroleum  deposits  are  said  to  be 
especially  strong  and  extensive. 
Mr.  Cooper  recently  made  a  study 
of  the  field  and  he  imparts  the  de- 
scriptive information  here  given. 
In  this  region  lies  the  Santa  Lu- 
cia mountain  range,  forming  a  great 
anticline  running  northwest  and 
southeast.  Along  the  northeast 
side  of  the  range  runs  the  Salinas 
river  and  vallev,  the  railroad  run- 
ning through  the  valley  across  the 
river  to  the  east.  Against  the 
northeast  flank  of  this  great  anti 
clinal  fold  lie  alternating  beds  of 
sandstone  and  shale,  dipping 
sharply  down  under  the  valley 
below.  These  strata  have  been 
denuded  from  the  upper  portion 
of  the  range  and  thus  outcrop 
along  its  flank  forming  the  side 
and  foothills.  These  strata  out- 
crop in  this  way  through  a  distance 
of  seven  or  more  miles,  and  they 
present  a  total  thickness  of  be- 
tween a  half  and  three  quarters  of 
a  mile.  At  the  surface  they  are 
heavily  bituminized  and  exhibit 
other  oil  indications.  Those  indi- 
cations are  the  things  of  chief  in- 
terest. 

"The  sandstone  strata  are  thick, 
some  reaching    150   feet,  and   are 
saturated  with  bitumen"  says  Mr. 
Cooper.     "They    dip   toward    the 
northeast  at  an   angle  of  about  65 
degrees.     At  the  surface   the  bitu- 
meu  which  has  exuded  is  naturflly 
quite  hard  as  a  result  of  the  evap- 
oration of    the   volatile    elements 
and  has  exclusively  sealed  up  the 
petroleum  in  the  lower  depths  of 
the  formations.     There  are  many 
mineral  springs  and  mineral  waters 
always       accompany       bitumens, 
though    the   reverse   is    not   true 
These    springs     constantly     emit 
bubbles  of  gas  bearing  both  sul- 
phuretted and  carburetted  hydro- 
gen.    The  suphur   is  extensively 
precipitated     about    the    springs, 
which  are  hot.    The  fact  that  the 
gas  burns  with  a  luminous  flame 
shows    without    analysis    that    it 
bears  carburetted  hydrogen,  which 
accompanies   petroleum.     In    one 
locality  there  is  a  strong  gas  blow 
and  it  was  a  similar  gas  blow  that 
resulted  in  the  development  of  the 
Summerland     field.       From     this 
blow,  from    the  springs  and  from 
the   wells  that  have  been    drilled 
the    flow  of  gas   is   quite   strong. 
This  gas  and   the  saturation  with 
the  bitumen  of  the  upper  portions 
of    the    outcropping     strata     are 
strong  indications  of  the  presence 
of  liquid    petroleum    at   sufficient 
d  pth. 

"  It  will  probably  require  deep 
drilling  to  develop  petroleum  suffi- 
ciently   liquid.     If   the  strata  are

Two  companies,  the   San    Ardo 

and  the  San  Antonio,  are  drilling 
in  the  San  Ardo  field,  and  others 
are  preparing  to  dosoThe  SanArdo 

about  three  weeks  ago  made  an 
interesting  and  peculiar  strike, 
though  it  is  a  troublesome  and  ex- 
pensive one.  The  well  was  Started 
at  a  distance  from  the  upper  oil- 
yielding  strata  calculated  to  result 
in  striking  the  first  inclined  oil 
sand  at  between  800  and  900  feet. 
At  Boo  feet  the  drill  penetrated  a 
shale  formation  just  overlying  the 
sand,  and  there  was  a  sudden  rush 
into  the  well  of  a  very  dark  mud, 
com  posed  of  shale  material  mingled 
with  petroleum.  This  mushy  ma- 
terial rose  thirty-five  feet  in  the 
well  under  pressure.  The  absence 
of  water  and  a  strong  flow  of  gas 
from  the  well  showed  that  the  force 
was  gas  and  not  hydraulic  pres- 
sure. This  appeared  a  highly  fa- 
vorable indication,  butthe  oily  mud 
prevented  pro.  ress  in  drilling,  and 
ever  since  then  efforts  have  been 
continues  to  remove  the  material 
with  the  bailer  sufficiently  to  per- 
mit drilling  and  the  casing  off  of 
the  mud.  Such  are  thepresent in- 
dications of  the  San  Ardo  district 
Both  railroad  and  river  parallel  the 
district  throughout,  the  former  at 
about  two  and  one-half  miles 
viding  transportation  and 
supply. 

"I  think  it  is  one  of  the  coming 
districts,"  said  Mr.  Cooper,  and  it 
will  be  a  great  one  it  oil  that  is 
liquid  enough  is  found  at  reasonable 
depth.  The  sands  go  down  at  a 
high  angle  and  are  well  covered. 
No  analyses  have  been  made,  but 
the'oil  that  separates  from  the  mud 
from  the  San  Ardo  well  when  it  is 
stirred  in  water  shows  that  it  is  a 
light  oil," 

The  State  Mineralogist  has  given 
the  San  Ardo  Oilcompany  a  report 
on    its    property,  in    the  course  of 
which  he   says  :  "The  bituminized 
oil   strata   dip  at   a  high  angle  to 
wards   the    northeast   and    are    of 
great  thickness.  Upon  the  surface, 
the    interstices  of  these   strata  are 
filled    with  a    friable  bitumen.     A 
short   distance   below  the   surface 
the   bitumen   is   viscous  and  tena- 
reous.  These  conditions  are  caused 
by  the  evaporation  of  the  volatile 
portionsof  the  bitumen.  In  all  prob- 
ability, as  frequently  occurs  in  other 
oil    fields,    at   a    sufficient    depth, 
which  can   be  reached  by  drilling, 
and  where  the  petroleum  is  protect- 
ed   from  atmospheric   influence  it 
will  be  liquid  enough  to  flow  read- 
ily into  vt  ells.   This  is  evidenced  by 
the  heavy  petroleum  now  coming 
into    the    San    Ardo    well,    being 
much  more  liquid  than  thebitumen 
on  the  surface.     The  fact  that  gas 
was    encountered    in  drilling  this 
well  would  also  point  to   the  fact 
that  liquid  hydrocarbons   exist   in 
the  neighborhood."

Langdall,  Rowan  &  Newmark,  on 
Sulphur  Mountain,  are  down  650 
feet.

It  is  reported  that  oil  of  a  good  quality 
and  in  good  quantties  lias  been  struck  in 
the  Tonkin  and  company  well  at  San 
The  report  comes  from  that 
place  that  the  strike  has  caused  a  re- 
\  ival  of  leasing  and  buying  land  in  that 
vicinity  and  that  large  blocks  were  being 
taken  up. — Herald. 


On  the  Martin  tract,  where  the 
Arizona  Oil  company  has  been 
drilling,  the  oil  sand  was  not  dis- 
covered, and  the  company  has 
abandoned  its  venture. 

Both  No.  1  and  No.  2  of  the  Em- 
pire Oil  company  have  been 
brought  in,  and  are  good  producers, 
probably  twenty-five  or  thirty  bar- 
rels each.

The  Whidden-Double  Oil  com- 
pany has  two  failures  to  record  on 
its  property  on  the  Brocken  tract, 
but  the  members  of  the  company 
are  not  discouiaged  and  have  com- 
menced spudding  on  No.  3. 

McCray  Brothers  company  has 
suspended  work  for  the  present  on 
its  Whittier  property.  The  rec 
ordof  its  drilling  in  that  field  is 
not  very  rosy,  two  failures  having 
been  secured  for  its  efforts. 

The  Santa  Paula  Gravity  Oil 
company  is  down  8:5  feet  with 
considerable  oil  in  the  hole.  Six 
or  eight  barrels  are  bailed  out 
each  day,  which  is  used  for  fuel 
in  prosecuting  the  work.

OIL   IN  METALLURGY. 


Russia  Leading  in  This  Use  of  Pe- 
troleum as  Fuel. 

One  of  the  chief  economic  prob- 
lems of  the  present  in  California 
is  that  of  markets  for  its  petroleum 
products  and  the  application  of 
petroleum  to  its  growing  indus- 
tries. The  importance  of  other 
and  older  economic  problems  is 
more  easily  and  generally  recog- 
nized by  the  public  which  appre- 
ciates the  need  of  expanding  mar- 
kets for  horticultural  products.the 
vital  importance  of  the  questions 
of  water  supply,  etc.  The  pe- 
troleum problem  is  a  new  one. 
There  has  been  a  ready  demand 
for  all  the  oil  produced  in  the  past 
but  now  there  has  suddenly  come 
a  great  expansion  of  the  petroleum 
industry  which  multiplies  its  im- 
portance to  the  state  and  presents 
economic  questions  which  demand 
careful  study.  The  output  of  oil 
is  undoubtedly  to  be  soon  in- 
creased by  millions  of  barrels,  and 
practically  all  of  this  oil  must  be 
consumed  as  fuel. 

Happily  the  increase  in  supply 
has  increased  the  demand  in  a 
proportionate  degree  so  far.through 
the  adoption  of  oil  by  large  fuel 
consumers,  and  there  is  every 
promise  that  an  immense  new  pro- 
duction can  thus  be  cared  for  at 
home,  incidentally  stimulating 
manufacturing  and  increasing  its 
competitive  power.  But  the  pres- 
ent growth  and  promise  of  the  in- 
dustry present  uncertainties  as 
well  as  opportunities  that  invite 
careful  study  and  everything 
having  an  important  bearing  on 
the   prospects  of  petroleum   con- 


sumption and  uses  has  a  deep 
present  interest  in  this  state.  At 
no  time  in  the  past  has  liquid  fuel 
assumed  so  important  an  indus- 
trial place  as  now  when  coal  has 
risen  in  price  and  exhibited  a 
shortage  of  supply,  and  never  has 
the  mechanical  engineering  world 
turned  so  actively  to  a  study  of 
the  possibilities  of  liquid  fuel. 
Experiment  and  progress  in  this 
line  are  especially  active  in  Russia. 
There,  as  well  as  elswhere,  there 
has  been  a  good  deal  of  experi- 
ment in  the  use  of  petroleum  fuel 
in  metallurgy  and  this  is  a  field  of 
interest  to  California  which  .has 
such  a  great  supply  of  smelting 
ores  awaiting  more  favorable  eco- 
nomic conditions.  The  use  of 
petroleum  in  metallurgy  in  Rus- 
sia is  described  by  M.  G.  de  Kri- 
vochapkine  in  a  recent  issue  of 
the  Continental  journal  Ee  Genie 
Civil  and  the  following  review  in 
the  current  number  of  the  Engin- 
eering Magazine  is  of  present  in- 
terest: 

"In  Russia, where  petroleum  is 
readily  available  as  a  fuel,  there 
have  naturally  been  attempted  va- 
rious methods  of  utilizing  it  to  the 
best  advantage,  especially  by  the 
firm  of  Nobel  Brothers,  by  whom 
the  petroleum  industry  has  beenso 
extensively  developed.  As  long 
ago  as  1882.  Mr.  Nobel  presented 
several  communications  to  the  Rus- 
sian Imperial  technical  society  at 
Moscow,  and  made  the  experi- 
mental demonstration  of  the  fusion 
of  a  ton  of  cast  iron  by  the  combus 
tion  of  66  kilograms  of  petroleum 
residue. 

"The  principal  innovation  made 
by  Nobel  was  the  special  form  of 
grate  upon  which   the    petroleum 


residue  was  made  to  burn.  This 
arrangement  consists  of  a  series  of 
superposed  troughs,  placed  at  the 
entrance  of  the  furnace,  the  liquid 
combustible  being  allowed  to  flow 
into  them  under  the  control  of  a  de- 
vice by  which  a  constant  level  is 
maintained.  A  space  is  provided 
between  each  trough  for  the  admis- 
sion of  air,  and  when  the  fuel  is 
ignited,  the  draft  of  air  over  the 
troughs  maintains  a  ccmplete  com- 
bustion without  requiring  the  use 
of  steam  jets  or  compressed  air, 
thus  giving  a  marked  advantage 
over  similar  devices.  The  stream 
of  burning  gases  from  this  device 
may  be  employed  in  a  variety  of 
ways.  It  may  be  directed  over  a 
series  of  crucibles  for  melting  steel, 
in  which  case  experiment  has 
shown  that  .6  ton  of  petroleum  resi- 
due has  sufficed  to  melt  a  ton  of 
steel  as  compared  with  the  combus- 
tion of  1.5  tons  of  coal. 

"  For  the  evaporation  of  water  it 
has  been  customary  to  use  the 
steam  atomizer,  '  but  with  the 
Nobel  system  it  has  been  shown 
that  14.35  litres  of  water  have  been 
evaporated  per  kilogram  of  residue, 
as  compared  with  11.4  litres  with 
the  use  of  the  atomizer.  At  St. 
Petersburg  and  in  the  Caucasus 
this  arrangement  has  been  used  in 
connection  with  the  reverbatory 
furnace  for  the  fusion  of  copper  in 
crucibles.  Numerous  industries 
have  grown  up  in  the  Baku  region, 
depending  upon  petroleum  residue 
as  fuel. 

"Another  application  of  petrol- 
eum as  fuel  has  been  found  in  the 
so-called  Quarustromfurnace.  This 
is  a  form  of  portable  petroleum 
forge,  especially  suitable  for  heat- 
ing rivets.     An  important  applica- 


tion of  the  petroleum  furnace  has 
been  in  connection  with  glass 
works,  in  which  the  Kroupsky  re- 
generator has  been  employed  to 
advantage.  In  connection  with 
the  manufacture  of  glass  the  Mali- 
chy  furnace  has  also  been  em- 
ployed,this  more  nearly  resembling 
the  ordinary,  Sieman'sregenerative 
furnace.  It  is  asserted  that  in 
these  furnaces  1.3  tons  of  petrol- 
eum residue  will  melt  four  tons  of 
glass.  These  illustrations  show 
that  Russia  is  making  active  prog- 
ress in  the  utilization  of  petroleum 
asfuel,and  that  possibly  other  parts 
of  the  world  may. havesome  lessons 
to  learn  from  her. " 


Oil  In  Abundance. 

A  dispatch  savs: 

The  Copley  heirs'  oil  well,  which  was 
struck  near  Weston,  is  still  holding  up 
at  a  remarkable  rate  and  what  will  be- 
come of  the  oil  is  worrying  the  owners 
to  a  considerable  extent.  The  well 
started  off  at  the  rate  of  8000  barrels  week 
before  last  and  ever  since  that  time  it 
has  been  on  the  increase,  making  at  the 
present  time  exactly  400 barrels  an  hour. 
One  of  the  officers  of  the  South  Penn  Oil 
company,  A.  B.  Davitt,  made  a  special 
trip  from  Pittsburg  to  see  the  well  and 
said  when  he  left  ihe  well  it  was  mak- 
ing exactly  400  barrels  an  hour.  And 
there  were  in  the  creek  held  back 
by  a  dam  just  25,000  barrels  that  tank- 
age could  not  be  provided  for,  He  said 
the  Parkersburg  Rig  and  Reel  Co.,  had 
shipped  fifty-four  250-barrel  tanks  last 
week  and  would  send  54  more  out  today, 
the  well  fills  two  of  these  tanks  every 
sixty  minutes.  It  is  almost  an  impossi- 
bility to  provide  tankage  for  such  an  enor- 
mous amount  of  oil.  Almost  for  its  en- 
tire length  the  Kanawha  river  is  covered 
with  oil,  and  the  residents  who  have  the 
timber  and  boats  in  this  stream  are  great- 
ly worried  about  it.  A  spark  of  fire  in  the 
river  at  the  present  time  would  no  doubt 
set  the  the  oil  on  fire:  No  one  is  allowed 
to  cross  the  river  with  a  lantern  or  lightof 
any  kind.

seems  likely  to  maintain  this  su- 
premacy. The  demand  for  pe- 
troleum for  fuel  purposes  seems 
practically  unlimited  says  the  Oil 
City  Derrick,  and  the  new  oil 
fields  recently  discovered  in  the 
far  East,  find  their  largest  market 
in  supplying  liquid  fuel.  Suma- 
tra, Borneo  and  Java  are  produc- 
ing considerable  quantities  of  pe- 
troleum, and  the  Roumanian  fields 
are  likewise  becoming  of  greater 
importance  than  ever.  Foreign 
capital  in  large  amounts  is  seek- 
ing investment  in  all  parts  of  the 
world  where  there  is  any  indica- 
tion of  the  existence  of  oil  in  com- 
mercial quantities. 

The  Shell  Trading  and  Trans- 
port Company,  of  England,  has 
expended  nearly  $3,000,000  in 
purchasing  and  developing  the 
Borneo  oil  fields.  It  has  acquired 
an  area  of  460  square  miles  of 
territory  and  its  production  is  re- 
ported at  the  present  time  to  ex- 
ceed 8,000  barrels  a  day.  This 
company  has  secured  a  contract  to 
supply  the  Gas  Light  and  Coal 
Coke  Company,  of  London,  Eng., 
with  50,000  tons  (about  400,000 
barrels)  of  solar  oil,  to  be 
delivered  before  March,  1901. 
At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  direct- 
ors of  the  company,  Sir  Mar- 
cus Samuel  reported  that  a  new 
vessel  of  the  company,  the  Strom- 
bus,  made  the  voyage  from  Suez 
to  Borneo  with  liquid  fuel  ex- 
clusively, and  with  only  ten  hands 
in  the  boiler  room.  The  Ham- 
burg-American Steamship  com- 
pany, it  was  announced  at  the 
same  time,  had  entered  into  a  con- 
tract with  the  Shell  company  for 
a  period  of  ten  years  for  a  supply 
of  liquid  fuel  for  their  vessels  trad- 
ing between  the  far  East  and  Ger- 
many. The  Shell  company  claims 
that  under  improved  processes  for 
burning  oil  a  vessel  carrying  8,600 
tons  dead  weight  can  be  propelled 
at  ten  knots  an  hour  with  the 
consumption  of  22  tons  of  petro- 
leum every  24  hours.  To  do  the 
same  work  it  would  be  necessary 
to  consume  45  tons  of  coal  in  the 
same  time.  The  advancing  price 
of  coal  has  aroused  fresh  attention 
to  the  subject  of  liquid  fuel  among 
all  European  countries. 

The  advantages  of  liquid  fuel 
over  coal  are  so  great  that  large 
consumers  of  fuel  are  everywhere 
taking  the  greatest  interest  in  the 
subject.  It  may  not  be  very  long 
before  our  great  ocean  steamers  of 


Tndies  and  the  Mediterranean 
ports  have  thrown  out  their  old 
coal  bunkers  and  are  using  petro- 
leum exclusively  for  fuel  pni| 

The  increasing  production  of  oil 
in  countries  outside  of  Russia  and 
the  United  Mates  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  during  the  first  five 
months  of  the  present  year  Great 
Britain  received  4.000,000  gallons 
of  oil  from  Roumania,  and 
Borneo,  Sumatra,  etc.,  6,978,976 
gallons.  During  1899  but  1,636 
058  gallons  were  received  from 
these  sources,  and  but  759,517  gal- 
lons in  1898.  The  world  certainly 
stands  ready  to  increase  its  con- 
sumption of  petroleum  and  its 
products  as  rapidly  as  they  can  be 
increased  through  the  discovery 
of  new  sources  of  supply.  There 
are  numerous  oil  fields  in  this 
country  awaiting  their  time  fcr 
exploration,  which  will  be  heard 
from  later  on  when  the  yield  from 
Pennsylvania,  West  Virginia  and 
Ohio  shows  unmistakable  signs  of 
exhaustion. 


Colorado  Oil  Fields. 

Last  week  there  was  organized 
in  Selma  the  Colorado  and  Cal- 
ifornia Oil  Company,  composed 
entirely  of  California  and  Colora- 
do oil  men.  Many  of  the  best  and 
wealthiest  men  of  Selma  and  vi- 
cinity are  in  this  company  and 
they  propose  to  operate  on  2560 
acres  in  Routt  county,  Colorado. 
The  excitement  in  Routtcounty  is 
now  running  high  over  the  show 
ing  of  oil  inthe  pnpective  fields.

The  C.  B.  &  Q.  will 
soon  have  a  road  into  the  district. 
Besides  oil  it  is  expected  to  de- 
velop coal  in  abundance.

The  dotted  line  enclosing  the 
full  extent  of  territory  now  actu- 
ally producing,  includes  nearly 
seventeen  square  miles,  though 
the  actual  area,  if  more  closely 
estimated  would  be  a  little  less. 
Nobody  doubts  that  the  policy  of 
territorial  expansion  will  govern 
the  future  of  the  Kern  River  field 
and  that  very   soon  this  map   will 


be  out  of  date  through  the  en- 
largement of  boundaries.  Outside 
of  this  present  boundary  many 
prospect  wells  are  being  driven  on 
all  sides,  including  the  region 
south  of  the  river  which  holds 
great  possibilities.  Among  the 
valuable  features  of  this  map  are 
the  branch  railroads  which  radiate 
through  the  field  and  the  several 
oil  pipe  lines  already  in  operation. 
Soon  the  multiplication  of  these 
transportation  facilities,  as  well  as 
the  mutlti plication  of  wells  will 
call  for  many  additions  to  the 
map. 

The  distribution  of  the  wells 
over  this  extensive  area  presents 
at  once  the  peculiarity  of  the  Kern 
field  among  California  petroleum 
districts.  The  dots  are  not  dis- 
tributed in  an  "  oil  line,"  as  they 


are  in  other  fields  of  this  state 
where  the  oil  yielding  strata  are 
tilted  on  edge  along  anticlinal 
folds  instead  of  remaining  practi- 
cally flat,  as  in  the  Eastern  fields. 
Oil  can't  be  missed  in  this  great 
territory. 

And  one  may  gaze  on  this  map 
and  think:  "Great  scott!  The 
money  that's  in  it !  "  If  we  esti- 
mate the  field  at  fifteen  square 
miles,  we  have  9600  acres. 
Plenty  of  this  land  will  sell  for 
$4000  to  $5000  an  acre.  If  we  are 
real  conservative  and  place  the 
average  value  of  the  fiifteen  square 
miles  at  $3000  an  acre,  we  have  a 
land  value  of  $28,800,000,  to  sav 
nothing  of  the  vast  suras  invested 
in  plants  and  facilities,  But  that 
is  only  a  bagatelle  to  the  theoretical 
wealth  belww  the  surface.  An  es= 
timate  of  11,248,000,000  barrels  of  oil 


in  the  ground  in  this  area  by  A.  S. 
Cooper,  and  found  in  another  col- 
umn, seems  couseryativea.At  Si  a 
barrel  it  means  a  few  bits  more. 

The  none  can  reflect  on  the  oppor- 
tunities flown.  But  a  few  months 
ago  this  land  would  sell  at  $2.50  or 
a  little  more  per  acre.  The  rail- 
road sold  at  that  figure  after  the 
first  discovery.  Much  of  the  terri- 
tory had  remained  worthless  public 
land  for  generations,and  the  private 
owners  of  sections  and  fractioaal 
sections  almost  loathed  their  bar- 
ren acres.

SHORT  SKETCH  OF  AN  IMMENSE  BUSINESS 
ENTERPRISE. 


Not  as  Black  as  Sometimes  Painted,  But  Black  Enough 
for  all  Practical  Purposes— Remarkable  Growth 


In  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Standard  Oil  Company  will  soon  be 
doing  business  on  an  extensive 
scale  in  California  it  may  not  be 
without  interest  to  take  a  brief 
look  at  the  history  of  this  gigantic 
corporation — the  largest  business 
concern  probably  in  the  world. 

Without  any  intention  of  in- 
dorsing trusts  and  their  methods, 
and  without  any  attempt  at  pos- 
ing as  apologist  for  the  Standard 
Oil  company,  it  may  be  said  that 
very  often  this  company  has  been 
misrepresented  and  misunderstood. 
It  has  been  written  down  as  a 
vicious,  grasping  combination  of 
thieves  and  an  uncompromising 
enemy  to  justice.  The  men  who 
control  it  have  been  recorded  as 
monsters  wearing  horns  and  tails 
with  spikes  at  the  ends  of  them. 
It  has  become  a  fixed  habit,  al- 
most, with  men  in  the  eastern  oil 
regions  to  place  at  the  door  of  the 
Standard  Oil  Company  the  blame 
for    every   misfortune    that    over- 


takes men  from  a  new  baby  not 
wanted  to  a  poor  potato  crop.  If' 
a  wildcat  well  proved  a  failure,  if 
a  man  made  a  bad  turn  in  the 
"bucket  shop,"  or  if  the  horse  he 
was  betting  on  went  wrong,  the 
Standard  very  likely  came  in  for 
a  round  line  of  denunciation.  Kow 
in  common  fairness  it  must  be  said 
that  the  Standard  Oil  Company 
has  not  yet  taken  away  from  men 
their  prerogatives  as  free  will 
agents  with  which  they  are  sup- 
posed to  be  endowed  by  nature; 
but  is  has  been  known  to  take 
away  from  men  the  means  of  sup- 
plying themselves  and  their  fam- 
ilies with  the  necessaries  of  life. 
It  has  been  known  to  hound  down 
and  crowd  to  the  wall  some  men 
who  had  the  presumption  to  start 
in  the  same  business  to  which  it 
engaged.  But  those  things  are 
merely  incidents  in  the  history  of 
the  Standard  Oil  company. 

Those  who  fail  are  fond  of  plac- 
ing the  blame  at   some   one    else's 


door.  The  Standard  Oil  Company 
had  energy,  experience  and 
money.  These  things,  especially 
the  latter,  always  win  against 
sloth,  inexperience  and  limited 
capital. 

Whatever  the  cause,  theeffectis 
a  living  tangible  fact  that  the  Stand- 
ard Oil  company  today  controls  the 
illuminating  oil  business  of  -  the 
world  and  is  in  a  position  to  over- 
bid and  undersell  all   competitors. 

In  1870  there  was  a  young  man 
in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  who  had  sev- 
eral other  young  men  associated 
with  him  in  conducting  a  little  re- 
finery similar  to  several  others 
throughout  the  country  at  that 
time.  The  methods  of  refining 
were  crude  and  the  product 
turned  out  was  of  an  inferior 
quality.  These  men  in  the  Cleve- 
land concern  organized  themselves 
in  that  yeai  into  the  Standard  Oil 
company.  The  young  man  whose 
en  rgy  had  built  up  the  business 
was  John  D.  Rockefeller.  Expan- 
sion was  the  policy  of  this  shrewd 
young  man  and  it  was  not  long 
before  other  refineries  in  the 
country  were  approached  with  a 
view  to  combining  their  interests. 
The  combination  was  effectual  and 
the  result,  among  other  things  less 
pleasant  to  talk  about,  was  that 
the  management  was  able  to 
adopt  improved  methods,  secure 
the  most  up-to-date  appliances  and 
turn  out  a  better  product  at  less 
cost  to  the  manufacturer  and   con- 


sumer alike  than  ever  before.  The 
interstate  commerce  commission 
was  not  in  existence  in  those  days 
and  the  concessions  to  large  ship- 
pers were  a  part  of  the  railroad 
business,  and  any  concern  which 
could  throw  to  a  railroad  any  con- 
siderable volume  of  business  se- 
cured rebates  which  assisted  ma- 
terially in  its  profits. 

This  rebate  system,  by  the  way 
is  not  a  thing  of  the  past;  and  is 
one  of  the  most  important  factors 
in  the  wonderful  success  of  the 
Standard  Oil  company.  However 
many  laws  there  may  be  against 
discrimination  in  freight  rates, 
they  are  evaded  in  one  way  and 
another,  and  it  may  safely  be  said 
that  the  Standard  Oil  company  is 
today  able  to  ship  its  goods  at  a 
lower  rate  over  most  of  the  im- 
portant railroad  lines  than  are 
men  doing  a  smaller  business' 
The  words  "common  carrier" 
sound  well,  but  in  practice  the 
small  shipper  has  not  the  ad- 
vantage which  the  large  shipper 
has. 

The  Standard  gradually  did 
away  with  the  plan  of  shipping  in 
barrels  and  cases,  which,  aside 
from  being  expensive  was  also 
dangerous;  and  in  time  came  to 
own  tank  cars,  and  was  in  other 
ways  equipped  to  handle  the  prod- 
uct of  its  refineries  speedily  and 
econ  omically.

A  share 
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cess  of  the  Standard  Oil  company, 
started  in  the  same  business 
most  all  of  them  after  a  brief  busi- 
ness existence  were  obliged  to  "go 
to  the  wall."  They  were  "I 
out,"  many  would  be  pleased  to 
have  it  understood,  because  ot 
their  antique  methods  and  poor 
machinery.  This  is,  no  doubt, 
partly  the  reason,  but  more  than 
that  it  was  because  their  now 
powerful  competitors  had  the  ad- 
vantage in  railroad  rates,  estab- 
lished markets  and  the  ability  to 
"squeeze"  if  necessary. 

A  few — very  few — of  these  in- 
dependent refineries  are  still  do- 
ing business,  confining  themselves, 
however,  to  the  local  markets. 
The  moment  an  attempt  was  made 
to  branch  out,  get  into  outside 
markets,  or  enter  the  open  field  of 
competition  their  doom  was  sealed. 
The  Standard  was  strictly  in  the 
refining  business  during  the  first 
few  years  of  its  existence,  and  not 
until  a  powerful  move  of  the  oil 
producers  to  control  the  output 
and  dictate  prices  did  the  company 
venture  into  the  field  as  a  pro- 
ducer, and  now  this  company  is 
one  of  the  largest  producers  of  oil 
in  the  country;  and  if  the  inde- 
pendent producers  declared  today 
that  the  Standard  should  have  no 
more  of  their  oil,  the  company 
would  still  have  a  respectable  pro- 
duction of  its  own  to  handle.  In 
short,  the  Standard  Oil  company 
is  not  far  from  being  entirely  in- 
dependent of  the  producers.  If 
the  producers  were  as  independent 
of  the  Standard  Oil  company  that 
university  of  Chicago  might  not 
be  as  well  endowed  as  it  is.  Mr- 
Rockfeller  very  generously  do- 
nates a  million  today,  but  it  is  very 
likely  that  tomorrow  the  price  of 
crude  oil  may  drop  off  a  half  a 
cent  a  barrel.  Mr.  Rockfeller 
builds  a  memorial  chapel  today, 
but  yesterday  he  averaged  up  the 
loss  of  thirty  or  forty  thousand 
barrels  of  oil  destroyed  by  fire,  and 
charged  it  to  the  producers. 

There  are  many  ways  of  being 
a  large-hearted  and  generous  man, 
if  one  has  the  means  of  arranging 
things  to  suit  one's  convenience, 
says  the  Los  Angeles  Herald. 

The  low  price  of  crude  was,  of 
course,  attributed  to  the  Standard, 
because  this  company  had  become 
practically  the  only  buyer  of  oil, 
and  when  it  established  a  price  the 
producer  was  obliged  to  accept  that 
or  allow  his  oil  to  go  to  waste. 
Notwithstanding  the  "general 
kick,"  the  producers  kept  on  drill- 
ing until  at  one  time  .io,oeo,ooo 
barrels  were  above  ground.  In 
order  to  take  care  of  this  the  Stand- 
ard erected  hundreds  of  immense 
storage  tanks  for  the  surplus, 
I  which  they  were  unable  to  handle 
in  their  refineries  and  for  which 
i  they  had  no  market.  The  Pro- 
i  ducers'  Protective  Association  or- 
i  ganized  to  fight  the  Standard,  or- 
Idered  a  shut  down  in  1887  which 
'should  have  brought  the  Standard 
to  its  knees,  begging  for  oil,  but  the 
producers  were  not  as  well  organ- 


ized as  the  Standard  Oil  company, 
and  the  move  was  only  ■  partial 
sueci 

While  lar^e  corporations  are  re 
■1  to  have  no  souls,  it  is 
entirely  just  to  rate  them  all  as 
robbers  of  widows  and  orphans 
The  Standard  fought  all  opposition 
and  in  a  majority  of  a,  in  a 

large  measure,  because  of  met  hods 
which  some  people  might  call 
"shady,"  but  which  were  within 
the  letter  of  the  law. 

Business  is  simply  a  matter  of 
profit  and  not  of  sentiment,  ami  our 
feature  of  all  business  is  to  beat  a 
competitor,  or  if  necessary,  to  crush 
him.  The  Standard  lias  always 
been  very  successful  in  these 
things,  as  a  long  list  of  "retired" 
business  men  can  testify.  In  retir- 
ing these  merchants  the  Standard 
may  have  resorted  to  sharp  prac- 
tices; but  whether  they  did  or  not 
will  probably  never  be  known,  for 
the  reason  that  the  Standard  Oil 
company's  business  is  nooneelse's, 
not  even  the  court's. 

The  Standard  became  powerful 
enough  to  eventually  extend  its 
markets  to  Europe,  and  there 
fought  Russian  oil  to  a  standstill. 
This  expanded  trade  soon  necessi- 
tated the  erection  of  refineries  at 
seaboard,  and  the  plan  of  refining 
the  oil  inland  and  shipping  it  by 
rail  to  the  coast  soon  made  way  for 
the  plan  now  in  vogue  of  piping 
the  crude  to  the  coast  and  refining 
it  there  for  foreign  shipment,  which 
is  found  to  be  much  cheaper. 

In  the  Pennsylvania,  Ohio,  West 
Virginia  and  Indiana  oil  fields  a  net 
work  of  pipe  lines  cross  and  re- 
cross  in  every  direction  through 
which  the  oil  is  taken  from  the 
wells  and  carried  to  the  trunk 
lines.  All  the  operator  has  to  do 
is  to  store  the  oil  and  the  Standard 
is  after  it  at  the  well,  and  this  com- 
pany gets  the  oil  because  it  is  on 
the  ground,  and  to  use  a  common 
expression,  "has  a  cinch"  on  it. 
The  market  price  is  paid,  but  2  per 
cent  of  the  oil  is  taken  by  the 
buyer  to  "cover  leakage  in  trans- 
portation, evaporation,  etc."  The 
business  continued  to  grow.  The 
company  was  doing  business  in 
several  states  and  the  interests  be- 
came so  diversified  that  a  half 
dozen  or  more  corporations  under 
practically  the  same  management 
resulted. 

In  1882  the  entire  stock  of  these 
corporations  was  owned  by  forty 
men.  In  that  year  nine  trustees 
were  appointed  whose  duty  it  was 
to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  differ- 
ent concerns.  This  was  the  be- 
ginning of  the  Standard  Oil  trust 
which  has  for  years  furnished  such 
a  rich  subject  for  books,  newspaper 
articles  and  socialist  speeches.  The 
trust  continued  in  existence  only 
ten  years,  when  it  was  dissolved. 
During  that  time  the  stockholders 
had  increased  to  2000.  These  2000 
stockholders  included  many  inde- 
pendent refiners  who  had  been 
forced  into  the  fold  and  given  stock 
in  the  big   concern   to  an   amount

The  Standard  evidently  thinks  it 
will  pay  to  come  to  California,  and 
it  is  here.  Although  its  record  has 
been  to  make  or  break  at  will,  as 
its  interests  dictated,  it  begins  busi- 
ness in  this  state  under  circum- 
stances which  appear,  at  least  on 
the  surface,  of  value  rather  than 
otherwise,  to  the  producers.  A 
strong  organization  has  been  ef- 
fected among  the  latter  and  the 
producers'  association  will  start  oul 
on  an  equal  footing  with  the  Stand" 
ard  so  far  as  being  a  purchaser 
is  concerned.  The  two  organiza- 
tions will  not  co-operate  as  has 
been  suggested.  There  will  be 
competition  and  keen  competition 
too.  It  will  be  interesting  to  watch 
developments;  [but  the   producers

One  of  the  most  unique  and  in- 
teresting exhibits  in  the  Americnn 
display  at  the  Paris  exhibition 
was  shown  by  the  Oil  Well  Sup- 
ply Company,  a  large  eastern  con- 
cern which  manufacturers  every- 
whose  tools  are  in  use  extensively 
used  thing  in  drilling  for  oil,  and 
in  the  California  oil  fields.

The  (well  was 
drilled  to  a  depth  of  1,860  feet  in  30 
days,  notwithstanding  the  unex- 
pected difficulities  in  rock  forma- 
tion, etc.,  generally  met  with  in  en- 
tirely new  territory. 

It  is  said  that  this  exhibit  so 
clearly  demonstrated  the  superior 
value  of  American  methods  and 
equipment  that  an  increased  de- 
mand for  American  oil  well  sup- 
plies will  result  in  other  countries 
where  the  petroleum  industry  is 
assuming  important  dimensions.

LAND     OFFICE     REPORT. 


What    is  Being    Done    Pcgarding 
Disputed  Oil  Lands  in  Cali- 
fornia. 

The  annual  report  of  Binder  Hermann, 
commissioner  ofthe  United   - 
office,    has    been  made  public,  and    dis 
Hissing  a  most  important    I 
the  report  says: 

"Early  iu  the  fiscal  year  there  was 
great  activity  in  filing  upon  lands  in 
Southern  California  of  lieu  selections 
under  the  act  of  June  4.  iSi,;.  and  co- 
incident therewith  were  received  numer- 
ous protests  and  petitions  from  miners 
and  others  living  and  operating  in  that 
locality,  alleging  that  lands  so  selected, 
with  other  tracts  in  the  vicinity,  were  oil 
lands,  upon  which  positive  indications  of 
oil  had  been  discovered,  followed  in 
numerous  instances  with  development 
and  actual  production  of  oil.  The  repre- 
sentations presented  conditions  of  such 
moment  as  demanded  prompt  action  to 
preserve  the  vast,  ami  what  has  since 
proved  to  be  veritable,  oil  fields  for  dis- 
position under  the  mineral  land  laws 
only. 

"Thereupon,  by  circular.  Dec.  18, 
1899,  notice  by  publication  and  posting 
was  required  on  all  such  lieu  selections 
made  upon  uusurveyed  lands  and  all 
made  upon  surveyed  land  within  six 
miles  of  a  mining  claim  or  entry,  and 
February  last  the  following  lands  were 
suspended  from  disposition:  In  San 
Francisco  laud  district,  seven  townships; 
in  Los  Angeles  district,  two  townships, 
and  Visalia  district,  sixty-nine  town- 
ships. 

"Special  agents  were  put  upon  the 
work  of  making  a  careful  and  full  in- 
vestigation of  these  lauds  that  further 
and  definite  action  might  be  taken  look- 
ing to  the  proper  protection  of  all  per- 
sons engaged  in  actual  work  of  develop- 
ing the  Selds.  Subsequently  local 
officers  were  advised  that  these  sus- 
pensions did  not  include  mineral  lauds. 

"That  these  suspensions  were  justified 
is  shown  by  the  reports  of  the  special 
agents  and  the  numerous  commuicatious, 
accompanied  by  exhibits,  which  have 
been  received,  showing  the  great  extent 
of  the  oil  industry.  Further  develop- 
ment work  is  now  being  done  on  what 
but  a  short  time  ago  was  unproductive, 
undesirable,  non-agricultural  territory. 
Sufficient  has  l>een  shown  to  warrant  a 
continuation  of  these  suspensions  for  the 
present,  until  a  thorough  investigation, 
which  is  now  iu  progress,  can  be  made. 

"On  April  3,  1900,  in  my  report  on 
senate  bill  3,326,  Fifty-sixth  congress, 
first  section,  I  said  it  was  a  well-known 
fact  that  valuable  deposits  of  petroleum 
and  other  mineral  oils  had  been  made  by 
means  of  deep  borings  upon  tracts  of 
land  which  where  there  were,  if  auy, 
very  slight  surface  indications  of  a  sub- 
teraneous  deposit,  aud  recommended 
that  the  following  be  enacted: 

"Be  it  provided  that  any  person  or 
association  of  persons  authorized  lo  enter 
lands  under  the  mining  laws  of  the 
United  States,  may  enter  and  obtain 
patent  on  lands  containing  petroleum  or 
other  mineral  oils  and  chiefly  valuable 
therefor,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
laws  relating  to  placer  mineral  claims; 
that  the  locators  of  the  placer  mineral 
claimi  believed  to  contain  petroleum  or 
other  mineral  oils  shall  have  three 
months  after  marking  their  claims  on 
the  ground  within  which  to  begin  work 
for  the  purpose  of  completing  the  dis- 
covery, and  that  such  discovery,  when 
made  while  working  the  claim  with  a 
reasonable  diligence,  shall  relate  back 
and  have  effect  nunc  pro  tunc,  as  though 
made  before  or  at  the  time  of  the  mark- 
ing of  the  claim  on  the  ground;  that  no 
adverse  rights  to  auy  part  of  such  claim 
be  acquired  by  other  parties  within  said 
period  of  three  months,  nor  thereafter, 
while  work  thereon  was  being  prose- 
cuted with  reasonable  diligence;  but 
failure  to  prosecute  work  for  s  x  mouths 
or  complete  such  work  of  discovery 
within  twelve  months  from  the  date  of 
the  marking  of  the  claim  on  the  ground 
be  considered  as  an  abandonment  of  the 
claim,  aud  failure  to  begin  work  within 
said  period  of  three  months  shall  work  a 
forfeit  of  the  claim.' 

"Experience  has  but  emphasized  the 
necessity  for  some  such  legislation  and  I 
would  now  renew  that  recommendation, 
and  for  the  further  reason  that  a  very- 
pertinent  queslion  which  has  arisen  in 
an  opinion  rendered  Julv  9,  1900,  by- 
Judge  Ross  in  the  circuit  court  of  the 
I'uited  States,  southern  district  of  Cali- 
fornia, to  the  effect  that  although  the 
right  of  the  land  department  to  make 
inquiry  in  respect  to  the  character  and 
condition  of  selected  land  (referring  to 
lieu  selections  under  the  act  of  June  4, 
1897),  it  extends  to  the  time  of  the  issu- 
ance of  a  patent,  and  such  inquiry  is 
limited  to  the  character  and  condition  of 
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mere  utter  or  proposal  ol  the  government 
into  a  compact  fully  executed  upon  his 
part,  and  in  the  execution  of  which  In 
the  government  lie  had  vested  right.' 

"  M.ui\  protests  and  applications,  to 
contest  involving  these  queUion 
pending,  and  their  consideration  and 
final  adjudication  will  entail  much  ad- 
ditional labor  upon  this  office,  and  for 
that  work  alone  there  should  bt 
vided  an  additional  lorcc." 

There  is  a  detailed  statement  of  sur- 
veying work  carried  on  within  the  state 
during  the  year.  1-iom  the  tabulated 
statement  upon  vacant  public  lands,  it 
appears  there-  are-  ot  such  lands  ill  Cali- 
fornia 42,462,512  acres  unappropriated 
and  unreserved.  In  addition  there  are 
16,011,000  acres  reserved  ami  41,491,000 
acres  unappropriated,  During  the  yeai 
206,696  acres  were  covered  by  accepted 
surveys  within  the  state. 


A  BIG  CONTRACT. 


Santa  Fe  Extending  Use  of  Oil  For 
Fuel — Will  Equip  Barstow,  Nee- 
dles Division,  With  Burners. 

A  contract  has  just  been  closed  be- 
tween the  Santa  Fe  Railroad  company 
and  several  of  the  heaviest  oil  produc- 
ing companies  in  the  state,  whereby  the 
oil  companies  are  to  furnish  an  aggre- 
gate of  750,000  barrels  of  oil  a  year  to 
the  railroad  company  for  a  period  of  five 
years.  This  arrangement  brings  out  the 
fact  of  an  immense  increase  in  the  use  of 
oil  for  fuel  by  the  railroad  company,  and 
makes  it  interesting  to  note  the  growth 
of  this  method  of  supplying  power  for 
running  railroad  trains. 

The  Santa  Fe  railroad,  after  it  was 
demonstrated  that  oil  was  a  success  as  a 
locomotive  fuel,  started  in  to  produce  its 
own  fuel.  With  the  extension  of  the 
use  of  fuel  oil  came  an  increased  demand 
on  other  producers  for  their  oil,  and  the 
railroad  company's  wells  were  soon 
wholly  inadequate  to  supply  their  own 
wants,  although  operations  were  carried 
on  as  rapidly  as  possible.  At  the  pres- 
ent time  the  company  only  produces 
about  one-seventh  of  what  it  consumes  . 
For  some  time  the  company  had  been 
using  30,000  barrels  per  month  which 
amount  was  greatly  increased  some 
months  since.  All  the  locomotives  on 
the  Valley  road  are  equipped  with  oil 
burners,  as  are  also  all  locomotives  on  the 
southern  divisions,  running  as  far  east  as 
Barstow.  At  present  arrangements  are 
being  made  to  equip  the  division  be- 
tween Barstow  and  Needles  with  oil 
burners,  where  the  oil  will  be  used 
which  is  represented  by  the  increase  in 
the  above  contracts.  Whether  it  will 
be  practicable  to  use  oil  for  fuel  farther 
east  than  Needles  is  yet  to  be  demon- 
strated, but  it  is  not  thought  that  at 
present  oil  can  compete  with  coal  outside 
of  this  state.  It  may  be  said,  however, 
that  in  the  very  near  future  the  only 
fuel  used  on  the  railroads  in  California 
will  be  oil. — Los  Angeles  Herald. 


Drill  in  Los  Angeles 

A  few  months  ago  oil  stocks 
were  booming  in  Los  Angeles, 
while  they  were  dead  in  San 
Francisco.  That  the  opposite  is 
the  case  at  present  is  seen  from 
the  following  extract  from  last 
Saturday's   Los   Angeles    Herald:

According  to  Mr.  Richard  Guen- 
ther.  United  States  Consul 
eral  at  Frankfort.  Russian  petrol- 
eum is  steadily  g  am  inn  ground 
in  Germany  as  well  as  England, 
while  in  China,  American  petrol- 
eum still  holds  its  own  and  Ru>- 
sian  refiners  are  unable  to  com- 
pete with  it. 

According  to  the  Oil  City  Her- 
rick,  the  importsof  Germany  were 
in  the  first  three  months  of  1900 
42,795  tons  (15  per  cent;  of  Rus 
sian  and  24C963  tons  (85  per  cent  | 
of  American  petroleum.  The  total 
imports  for  the  year  1899  were 
110,787  tons  (11.7  per  cent)  Rus- 
sian and  822,913  tons  (88.3  per 
cent)  American.  The  total  imports 
for  1898  were  61,339  tons  (6.5  pe: 
cent)  Russian  and  872,942  tons 
(93.4  per  cent)  American. 

The  Russian  petroleum  imports 
have  increased  from  6.5  per  cent 
in  1898  to  15  per  cent  in  1900, 
while  those  of  the  United  States 
have  declined  from  93  per  cent  to 
85  per  cent  during  the  same  pe- 
riod.

Fortunes  Which  HaveBeen  Mad  e 
Recently  in  California. 

In  the  supplement  of  a  Sunday 
edition  of  a  local  paper  were  pub- 
lished some  facts,  some  of  which 
have  been  previously  recounted 
in  the  columns  of  the  Oil  Re- 
poRTER.but  which  will  bear  repeti- 
tion, together  with  other  data 
which  has  not  before  been  made 
public.  The  aiticle  starts  off  with 
the  following  pertinent  para- 
graphs : 

Twenty-five  years  from  now  you 
will  be  telling  yourson  about  these 
same  days  and  how  you  could  have 
bought  oil  lands  for  $10  an  acre 
and  oil  stock  for  50  cents  a  share 
and  he  will  be  envying  you  and 
saying  that  he  wishes  the  good  old 
times  were  back;  the  good  old 
times  when  a  hundred  dollars  and 
a  little  bit  of  brains  would  make  a 
fortune  for  anybody. 

A  year  ago  Col.  Ogden,  the 
expert  of  the  Producers'  Oil  Ex- 
change, looked  over  the  field  and 
said  that  it  would  be  the  greatest 
in  the  world.  That  was  at  a  time 
when  the  oil  was  found  only  in 
spots.  No  one  had  ventured  the 
idea  that  from  Humboldt  to  San 
Diego  was  one  vast  oil  field,  only 
varying  in  quality  and  depth  of  oil. 

Since  then  there  has  been  quite 
a  crop  of  millionaires  raised  on  this 
very  fertile  patch  of  soil  and  the 
crop  that  has  already  passed  the 
million  mark  and  is  ready  for  har- 
vest is  nothing  to  the  very  promis- 
ing young  shoots  who  are  showing 
above  the  surface  with  $25,000  or 
more  to  their  credit  as  a  result  of 
one  year's  growth. 

Among  those  particularly  men- 
tioned as  having  profited  in  oil  are 
the  following: 

Young  Mr.  Simon,  who  was  sell- 
ing papers  in  Denver  a  couple  of 
years  ago,  discovered  that  money 
was  to  be  made  in  oil  lands  in  Bak. 
ersfield.  He  landed'  there  with 
scarcely  a  nickle,  bought  railroad 
lands  at  $2.50  an  acre,  paying  50 
cents  cash  down  and  the  balance 
in  annual  payments  of  50  cents 
each.  Today  he  has  about  $90, 000 
in  ready  money,  and  can  clean  up 
$250,000  on  his  unsold  land. 

Karl  Brown  was  a  clerk  in  Fresno 
on  a  small  salary,  who  managed  to 
get  hold  of  some  Fresno  oil  land 
when  oil  land  was  not  worthmuch; 
today  he  is  worth  $25,000,  with  a 
lot  more  in  sight. 

C.  M.  Kilburn  was  a  country 
druggist  in  the  little  town  of  Selma, 
who  managed  to  get  hold  of  $2000 
to  invest  in  oil  speculation;  the 
$2000  stood  him  to  win  $75,000,  and 
the  end  is  not  yet. 

Also  from  Selma  are  M.  Sides  and 
Walter  Scott,  each  of  whom  can  tell 
aboutthe  same  story  asMr.  Kilburn. 

Young  Willard  Terrill,  the  son 
of  the  president  of  the  Producers* 
Oil  Exchange,  thought  that  he 
wouldn't  allow  his  father  to  make 
all  the  money  in  the  family,  and 
so,  though  hardly  more  than  a  boy, 


he  started  in  on  his  own  hook.  To- 
day he  is  worth  over  $25,000,  all 
from  oil. 

Judge  Poston  is  another  Selma 
man  who  was  one  of  the  early  in- 
corporators of  the  Home  Oil  Co. 
and  who  has  made  $1500  grow  in 
two  years  until  it  has  filled  a  $500,- 
000  basket. 

Louis  Guggenheim  invested 
$159.10,  and  it  is  claimed  that  with 
the  10-cent  investment  he  is  worth 
today  as  much  as  Judge  Poston. 

The  above-named  gentlemen 
were  all  in  what  might  be  called 
just  easy  circumstances  before  their 
oil  investment.  The  list  of  win- 
ners, however,  should  not  be  lim- 
ited to  men  of  this  class.  Rich  men 
can  speculate  in  oil  stocks  and  oil 
land  just  as  well  as  poor  men.  For 
example,  J.  J.  Mack,  one  of  the 
best-known  capitalists  in  Cali- 
fornia, invested  $1022  in  oil  land, 
which  sum  is  said  to  have  netted 
him  over  two  million,  and  the  end 
is  not  ytt. 

Henry  Crocker  apparently 
switched  off  from  speculating  in 
wine  to  speculating  in  oil,  and 
those  in  a  position  to  know  say  that 
the  switch  has  won  him  about  a 
half  million  in  the  last  twelve 
months. 

John  AT  Bunting  is  one  of  the 
kind  of  men  that  don't  ^ay  much, 
but  keep  up  a  lot  of  thinking.  The 
result  of  Mr.  Bunting's  exercise  of 
his  mentality  is  something  in  the 
neighborhood  of   a  million  dollars. 

R.  V.  Ellis  of  Hanford  has  quit 
hammering  iron  and  making  oil- 
well  machinery,  forthe  reason  that 
his  investment  in  oil  land  has 
cleared  him  up  about  $75,000,  and 
the  money  is  still  coming  his  way. 

This  list  might  be  continued  ad 
infinitem.  The  history  of  every 
field  is  the  same  from  Los  Angeles 
to  Coalinga,  although  most  of  ihe 
fortunes  have  been  made  thus  far 
in  Kern  county. 

Other  fields,  however,  will  make 
as  many  millionaires  as  Kern. 
The  Fresno-San  Benito  field  as 
yet  has  not  been  at  all  developed 
but  any  week  may  prove  this  to 
be  the  equal  of  the  Coalinga  field. 
San  Benito  county  about  Hollister 
and  San  Juan  may  yield  a  more 
valuable  oil  than  any  yet  found 
in  the  state;  while  those  engaged 
in  Contra  Costa  county  claim  that 
to-  be  the  richest  section  yet  unde- 
veloped. The  same  claim  is  made 
of  Colusa,  of  Glenn,  of  Mendocino, 
and  of  Humboldt  counties. 

What  the  sequel  will  be  no  one 
can  tell.  Gold  has  made  million- 
aires of  hundreds  of  poor  men  in 
California,  yet  oil  is  destined  to 
make  still  more.  Land  today  that 
is  worth  nothing  may  be  worth  a 
thousand  dollars  an  acie  and  stock 
today  that  can  be  bought  for  ten 
cents  a  share  may  be  worth  a  hun- 
dred dollars.

Superintendent  Gilbert,  of  the 
Tide-Water  Oil  Syndicate  is  re- 
joicing over  the  arrival  of  his  un- 
der-reamer,  which  was  sent  up 
from  Los  Angeles  by  express, 
showing  that  the  company  now 
operating  in  Contra  Costa  county 
is  ready  to  spare  no  expense  in 
order  to  expedite  the  successful 
drilling  of  their  well  No.  1.  It  is 
confidently  expected  by  Mr.  Gil- 
bert and  the  company  that  no 
further  delays  will  be  experienced, 
but  that  the  well  will  be  pushed 
down  to  the  800  foot  level  with 
the  utmost  dispatch.

This  was  not  the  worst  feature 
of  their  attempt  to  realize  upon 
the  efforts  of  others;  they  were 
obliged,  before  they  could  appro- 
priate the  discoveries  and  pos- 
sessions of  the  miners,  to  file  aflv 
davits  in  the  local  Land  office 
which  were  reeking  with  per, 
jury  in  every  written  line,  and' 
by  these  affidavits,  forming  the 
basis  of  their  proceeding,  they  at- 
tempted, in  the  most  brazen  way, 
to  maintain  their  pretensions  in  a 
court  of  equity. 

It  was  by  these  methods  that 
they  secured  a  footing  in  the  Land

creasing demand.

tinued.

The  owners  of  the  Gouthier  well  had  a 
piece  of  hard  luck.

LOS    ANGELES. 

The  Herald  says:  The  strike  on  the 
Hollister  ranch  has  put  oil  men  to  won- 
dering in  what  direction  the  local  oil  belt 
lies.  All  present  successful  operations 
extend  from  near  Commonwealth  avenue 
in  a  slightly  northwesterly  directiou. 
This  new  strike  is  due  west  from  the 
point  at  which  the  present  developed 
belt  makes  the  turn.  Many- experienced 
oil  men  believe  the  new  strike  is  strictly 
"on  the  belt,"  and  that  future  work  wi1 
demonstrate  the  fact.  The  only  uncer- 
tainty' in  connection  with  this  view  is 
that  at  least  a  dozen  failures  are  re- 
corded, drilled  directly  along  this  line. 
There  are,  however,  any  number  of  men. 
willing  to  make  the  attempt  at  demon- 
strating the  truth  or  fallacy  of  the  argu- 
ment. 

MENDOCINO. 

The  office  of  the  Ukiah  Oil  and  De- 
velopment company  has  been  moved  to 
room  3,  second  floor  Mills  building.

South  of  Kern  River. 

Considerable  interest  is  being 
developed  in  the  outcome  of  sev- 
eral wells  being  drilled  south  ofthe 
Kern  river  in  the  Kern  river  field, 
and  it  is  estimated  that  there  is  a 
fixed  purpose  in  not  opening  up 
that  territory  as  an  oil  producer  at 
present.

pared with  other  oil  land,  and  for 
this  reason  discourage  operations 
and  lead  other  investors  to  believe 
the  only  sure  place  to  find  oil  is 
north  of  the  river  on  land  at  $4000 
an  acre,  a  few  acres  of  which  the 
aforesaid  large  operators  are  willing 
to  dispose  of. 

It  would  be  difficult  to  compress 
more  misinformation  into  a  short 
paragraph  than  is  contained  in  the 
above  clipping  from  the  Los  An- 
geles Herald.  It  is  not  known 
that  several  wells  have  been  drilled

units  per  pound  when  fully  burned. 
With  these  two  fuels  111  actual  use  un- 
der steam  boilers,  the  results  in  the 
evaporation  of  water  are  more  favorable 

to  the  petroleum  than  the  figures  just 
named  indicate,  because  it  is  practical  to 

get  more  nearly  perfect  combustion  of 
the  oil  than  of  the  coal.  In  present 
ships,  therefore,  deviling  the  same  ton- 
nage to  petroleum  that  is  now  devoted  to 
coal,  the  fuel  capacity  with  the  former  is 
more  than  50  per  cent  greater  than  with 
the  latter.  This  increase  of  fuel  capacity 
gives  the  ships  with  fuel  oil  one  and  ouc- 
half  limes  the  steaming  radius  at  any 
speed,  1  he  ability  to  maintain  a  greater 
maximum  speed  and  to  continue  it  for 
a  longer  period. 

Not  only  is  the  heating  power  of 
petroleum  50  per  cent  greater  than  that 
of  coat  by  the  same  weight,  hut  the  same 
relation  holds  good  for  equal  bulk.  The 
weight  of  petroleum  is  very  nearly  fifty- 
four  pounds  per  cubic  foot,  and  this  fig- 
ure is  also  a  fair  average  for  a  cubic  foot 
of  steam  coal.  With  oil  the  labor  of  fir- 
ing is  to  a  very  large  extent  avoided. 
Not  more  than  one-fourth  the  number  of 
men  required  for  coal  are  necessary-,  and 
their  duties  are  much  less  exacting.

First  Success  With  An   Oil  Burn. 
in£    Locomotive. 

By  far  the  greatest  market  for 
California  oils  is  aftVded  by  the 
railroad  companies  using  petroleum 
for  locomotive  fuel,  and  this  outlet 
for  the  increasing  production  will 
rapidly  expand  for  a  good  while 
with  the  steadily  i nereasing substi- 
tution of  oil  for  coal  on  the  rail- 
road lines  of  this  state. 

Thisiinportant  useof  petroleum, 
which  may  be  called  the  present 
salvation  of  the  oil  industry,  has 
become  a  commonplace  uow,  but 
few  realize  how  recently  the  use 
of  oil  in  locomotives  began.  Cali- 
fornia taught  the  railway  world 
the  economic  value  of  oil  in  this 
field  and  how  to  use  it,  and  the 
first  lesson  was  in  1894,  only  six 
years  ago.  At  that  time  petroleum 
had  long  been  extensively  used 
under  stationary  and  marine  boil- 
ers, and  experience  had  evolved 
very  efficient  apparatuses  and 
methods,  but  the  locomotive  firebox 
presented    quite    different    condi- 


the  industry,  foresaw  the  probable 
use  of  oil  in  engines,  and  studied 
the  subject. 

About  this  time  the  Southern 
California  Railway  company,  part 
of  the  Santa  Fesystem,  was  paying 
$7  to  $8  for  Australian  coal,  and 
General  Manager  K.  H.  Wade  and 
Superintendent  of  Motive  Tower 
G.  W.  Prescott  decided  to  experi- 
ment with  oil.  They  easily  ob- 
tained the  privilege  of  the  South- 
ern Pacific  tracks  at  Santa  Paula, 
the  headquarters  of  the  Union  Oil 
Company,  which  was  also  inter- 
ested. Mr.  Martin  secured  the 
privilege  of  being  the  engineer, 
being  loaned  by  the  S.  P.  company 
for  the  purpose.  This  was  Octo- 
ber. iSy4. 

The  Santa  Fe  company  sent  pas- 
senger engine  "No.  10"  over  to 
Santa  Paula,  and  "No.  to"  thus 
became  the  pioneer  oil-burning  lo- 
comotive— the  first  iron  dude  to 
brace  up,  reform  from  smoke  and 
cinders  and  grime  and  show  how 
clean  and  agreeable  a  respectable 
engine  can  be  when  it  is  out  on 
the  road  with  nice  people. 
"No.  10"  is  still  running  and  taking 


stoadmit  air.  Across  the 
front  ofthe  firebox,  that  is,  the  end 
next  the  boiler,  was  built  an  arch 
extending  outward  several  inches, 
to  throw  the  flame  backward  so  that 
it  would  fill  the  firebox  before 
being  drawn  into  the  boiler  tubes 
and  be  distributed  equally  among 
them. 

"The     oil  tank    of   about    1200 
ns  was  set  in  the  coal  space 
of  the  tender.     It  was  of  ?  s  plates, 
with   Bat  sides,  and  braced  inter- 
nally with   horizontal  steel  stays. 
It  was  so   strengthened  partly    to 
better  resist  the    pressure  of  air  to 
be  introduced  to  force   the    heavy 
oil  to  the    burners   and    largely  to 
secure  as  much  safety  as    possible 
in  case  of  accident.      The   engine 
,  was  given    an  extra    air  compres- 
sor and  at  first  an  air   pressure  [of 
15  to  18  pounds  was    used    in'  the 
tank.     This  was   later  abandoned 
on  learning  that  it  was  practicable 
and  cheaper  to  secure  a  good  flow 
I  by   heating  the  oil   with    a   steam 
coil.     The  compressed  air  was  also 
;  used  in  ejecting  and  atomizing  the 
oil  at   the  burner.

tions,  and  while  some  experiments 
had    been    made  on   Eastern  lines, 
they  were  not  successful,  and  there 
was  no  experience    in  this  special  j 
field  to  guide  the  pioneers. 

A  representative  of  the  Pacific 
Oil  Reporter  sought  some  his- 
torical information  regarding  this 
important  beginning  the  other 
day,  and  encountered  the  man  who 
handled,  as  engineer,  the  first  oil- 
burning  locomotive  in  America. 
Chiefly  from  him  was  gained  an  in- 1 
teresting  story  of  the  first  successful 
trial  of  oil  in  a  flying  firebox.  The 
story  is  a  general  and  not  a 
one  technical,  given  entirely  from 
recollection,  but  so  will  be  all  the 
more  interesting  to  the  average 
reader.  This  gentleman  who 
mainly  supplied  the  tale,  is  Mr.  J. 
C.  Martin,  road  foreman  of  engines 
on  the  Southern  Pacific  lines  in 
in  California, one  ofthe  best-known 
railroadmen  in  the  state.  In  1894 
he  was  an  engineer,  running  pas- 
senger trains  Detween  Los  Angeles 
and  Santa  BarbaJa,  through  the  oil 
region  of  the  state  as    then   devel- 


oped. He  acquired  aa  interest  in 
her  hydrocarbons  regularly.  The 
accompanying  photograph  shows 
how  she  looked  when  she  went 
to  Santa  Paula  that  memorable 
time. 

The  experiments  at  Santa  Paula 
lasted  nearly  three  weeks  and 
deeply  interested  many  people. 
Lyman  Stewart,  president  of  the 
Union  Oil  Co.,  George  M.  Smith, 
manager,  and  James  Davis  of  the 
Santa  Paula  Hardware  Co.,  a 
branch  of  the  Union,  played  lead- 
ing parts,  and  the  general  attend- 
ance was  all  that  could  be  desired. 
The  story,  which  is  merely 
sketched  in  outline  here,  has  it  in 
comedy  as  well  as  seriousindustrial 
and  historical  importance. 

The  experimenters  were  mast- 
ers of  their  business,  hut  they  had 
only  the  experience  of  stationary 
furnaces  to  go  on  and  they  had 
much  to  learn.  They  learned  it. 
though. 

"  In  preparing  the  engine," 
says  Mr.  Martin,  "the  sides  of  the 
fire    box    were    walled    with    fire 


brick  and  on  the  grate  was  laid  a 
"The  first  burners  tried  were 
the  Aerated  Air  Company's  and 
later  the  Parker  and  Edwards. 
All  were  designed  for  stationary 
furnaces  and  a  'special  type  was 
evolved  with  later  experience. 
Two  burners  were  introduced  in 
the  rear  ot  the  fire  box  about 
twelve  inches  above  the  floor, 
arranged  to  shoot  the  flame  against 
the  front  wall  under  the  arch. 
Two  similar  burners  were  arranged 
in  the  front  on  the  theory  that  the 
jets  on  meeting  centrally  would 
roll  up  and  fill  the  firebox  with  a 
fine  flame.  The  front  burners 
were  used  about  ten  minutes. 
The  jets  just  shut  past  each  other 
and  wouldn't  roll  up  at  all. 

"  There  was'a-good'deal  to  learn 
about  oil  heat  and  its  use  in  an 
engine.  In  a  locomotive  the 
draught  is  induced  by  the  exhaust 
from  the  cylinders  through  ex- 
haust nozzles  in  an  extension  of 
the  front  of  the  boiler.  It  was 
thought  that  with  so  strong  a 
draught  as  that  created  by  the  4JS 


ig  of  fire  brick  with  nuuier- 
inch  exhaust  nozzle  the  heat 
would  not  carry  through  the  tubes 
without  breaking  up,  and  so  a  7 
inch  nozzle  was  put  in.  It  was 
discovered  that  the  intensity  of 
the  draught  was  so  reduced  that  it 
would  not  get  heat  through  the 
tubes  fast  enough  to  provide  suffi- 
steam.  It  had  been  thought,  too, 
that  the  draught  would  snuff  out 
the  flame  at  the  burners,  but 
smaller  exhaust  nozzles  worked 
well  and  Mr.  Prescott  was  de- 
lighted at  learning  that  the  flame 
could  not  be  snuffed  out  with 
them  when  working  at  fullest  ca- 
pacity. 

"  One  of  the  lessons  soon  learned 
was  that  it  was  better  to  use  steam 
than  compressed  air  in  atomizing 
the  oil.  It  was  found  that  the 
steam  used  in  working  the  air 
compressors  was  actually  about 
four  times  that  consumed  if  steam 
was  used  direct  and  this  was  soon 
done." 

The  experimenters  had  been 
given  a  side  track  to  play  on  and 
up  and  down  this  No.  10  spurted 
or  crept  or  balked  as  things  went 
better  or  worse.  During  one  half 
day  they  just  stood  and  boiled 
water  without  being  able  to  raise 
above  ninetv  pounds  of  steam,  so 
inefficient  was  the  heat  as  created 
and 'used,  and  so  much  was  the 
waste  of  steam  in  compressing  air 
to  squirt  oil  to  make  heat  to 
raise  more  steam.  On  this  side- 
track no  loads  were  hauled 
and  resistance,  to  measure  power 
was  gained  by  using  the  engine 
and  tender  brakes.  Finally  the 
time  came  when  it  was  decided  to 
let  No.  10  toddle  off  the  side  track 
just  a  little.  It  was  feared  that 
her  strength  would  give  out  any 
minute  and  Prescott  told  Martin, 
"  Don't  try  more  than  half  a  mile.', 
But  when  the  first  oil  burning  en- 
gine crossed  a  frog  and  got  out  on 
a  real  stretch  of  American  railroad 
she  went  right  along  like  a  duck 
in  its  first  pond  and  Martin  let 
her  skip  down  the  line  from  Santa 
Paula  a  long  four  miles.  She  came 
back  without  shedding  a  cinder, 
puffing  invisibly  in  her  old  form 
and  California  petroleum  had  made 
a  new  record. 

Manv  other  details  could  be  told 
of  experiments,  accidents,  inci- 
dents of  times  when  people  fled 
for  their  lives,  etc.,  but  this  outlines 
tho  story.  No.  10  took  a  job  at 
switching,  and  finally,  practical 
success  having  been  attained,  was 
taken  back  to  San  Bernardino,  and 
after  a  few  minor  changes  was  put 
on  a  regular  passenger  run. 
wThe  experimenters  were  elated 
with  the  success.  It  had  been 
proved  that  petroleum  could  be 
practical!  v  used  in  a  locomotive  and 
economicallv  a  large  savingr  in  fuel 
cost  was  demonstrated.  The  ex- 
periment cost  ibout  #1800.  The 
progress  of  the  Santa  Fe  in  the  use 
cf  oil  since  then  is  well  known. 
Next  year  the  Southern  Pacific 
eompanv  fitted  up  an  engine  for 
oil  fuel  under  Mr.  Martin's  direc- 
tion, some  improvements  being 
evolved,  and  it  ran,  first  with 
freight  and  then  with  passenger 
trains  between  Los  Angeles  and 
Santa  Barbara.  Oil  came  into 
eeneral  use  on  Southern  Pacific 
Co's  line  at  Los  Angeles  in   1895.

OIL  BURNING  STEAMERS. 

THEIR    NUMBER     IN    FOREIGN     COUNTRIES 
RAPIDLY  INCREASING, 


Description  of  a  Vessel  Which  Steamed   IO,000  Miles 
Using  Crude  Petroleum  for  Fuel. 


-  The  illustration  on  this- page  is 
that  of  the  steamer  "Cowrie,"  em- 
ployed in  the  oil  trade  between 
England  and  Borneo,  and  a  de- 
scription of  which  was  published 
in  the  last  issue  of  the  Petrol- 
eum Industrial  and  Technical  Re- 
view of  London,  from  which  the 
material  for  this  sketch  was  given 
and  from  which  the  illustration 
was  reproduced. 

The  voyage  of  the  "Cowrie"  is 
remarkable  not  only  for  the  fact 
that  it  was  able  to  steam  10,000 
miles  by  burning  petroleum,  but 
chiefly  on  account  of  the  fact  that 
this  voyage  has  satisfactorily  dem- 
onstrated the  great  superiority  of 
crude  petroleum  over  coal  for  fuel 
in  steamships,givinggreaterspeed, 
being  much  more  economical,  be. 
ing  cleaner  to  handle,  and  requir- 
ing the  services  of  a  less  number 
of  hands  which  were  formerly  nec- 
essary as  stokers,  coal  passers,  etc. 

The  success  of  this   experiment 


will  be  read  with  great  interest  by 
everyone  more  or  less  connected 
with  the  transportation  problems 
which  effect  the  Pacific  Coast,  es- 
pecially with  those  pertaining  to 
our  trade  with  the  Orient,  and 
with  Central  and  South  American 
ports. 

It  has  now  been  practically 
demonstrated  that  oil  is  superior  to 
coal  for  fuel  for  steamers,  and  the 
time  must  soon  come  when  all  the 
steamers  hailing  from  the  Pacific 
Coast  will  be  fitted  out  as  oil 
burners,  using  the  cheap  fuel 
which  nature  has  provided  in  such, 
abundance  throughout   California- 

This  will  furnish  a  greatly  in- 
creased market  for  California  crude 
petroleum  and  will  entirely  obvi- 
ate any  danger  of  over-production 
in  oil  which  the  great  develop- 
ments now  underway   threaten. 

If  California,  in  the  Oregon  and 
Wisconsin,  has  built  better  ships 
than  any  that  have  been  launched 


in  the  eastern  states,  surely  this 
state  should  not  be  behind  Eng- 
land in  allowing  her  to  be  the 
first  nation  to  use  a  superior  fuel, 
an  abundant  supply  of  which  is  at 
our  very  doors. 

The  steamer  "Cowrie"  is  a  fine 
vessel  with  a  look  of  great  stability 
and  sea-worthiness  about  her  al- 
most severe  lints,  and  she  came 
through  a  new  ordeal  with  flying 
colors.  Her  voyage  from  Balik  Pa- 
papken,  in  Borneo,  to  London,  was 
a  new  experience,  and  the  reports 
of  her  captain  and  engineer  are 
read  with  great  interest.  The 
voyage,  which  was  made  entirely 
with  liquid  fuel,  was  carried 
through  without  a  hitch  or  acci- 
dental delay  of  any  kind. 

The  "Cowrie"  wasloaded  chiefly 
from  small  tank  steamers  or  tank 
barges.  The  rate  at  which  the  oil 
is  transferred  into  the  tanks  of  the 
steamer  is  about  100  tons  an  hour, 
and  the  total  capacity  of  the  six- 
teen tanks  which  the  "Cowrie" 
has  on  board  amounts  to  6200  tons- 
These  tanks,  which  really  numbe- 
seven  with  an  auxilliary  tank  fo 
what  is  known  as  the  summer 
tank,  are  each  divided  in  two  by  a 
partition  running  from  end  to  end 
of  the  tanks.  Capt,  Davies  says,  in 
a  comparison  of  liquid  fuel  with 
coal,  that  the  liquid  fuel  is  much 
easier  to  work,  much  cleaner,  re- 
duces  the  number  of  stokers  and 


naturally  maintains  more  equable 
heat. 

Mr.  Buck,  the  chiet  engineer, 
who  of  course  had  practical  expe- 
rience in  the  working  of  liquid 
fuel  during  the  voyage,  says  that 
this  fuel  may  generally  be  said  to 
be  much  preferable  to  coal.  Leav- 
ing Balik-Papakin  with  670  tons  of 
liquid  fuel  in  the  bunkers,  they  set 
out  on  their  journey.  "The  va- 
rious trivial  circumstances  always 
attending  first  efforts  were  not 
wanting,"  said  Mr.  Buck,  "on  the 
"Cowrie.'  It  was  only, however,  a 
question  of  becoming  familiar  with 
new  appliances  and  methods  of 
working,  and  these,  once  thor- 
oughly mastered,  there  could  be  no 
doubt  of  the  superiority  of  the  one 
fuel  over  the  other.  In  fact,"  he 
said,  "I  do  not  want  to  see  coal 
here  again." 

For  the  purpose  of  replenish- 
ing its  exhausted  bunkers  the 
steamer  called  at  Columbo  and  took 
in  another  350  tons  of  liquid  fuel, 
and  again  at  Suez  for  an  additional 
630  tons,  at  both  of  these  places  ob- 
taining it  from  the  storage  tanks 
belonging  to  the  company  which 
owns  this  steamship  line.  This 
brought  the  boat  to  London  and 
left  a  balance  in  the.  bunkers  of 
about  150  tons. 

The  burners  used  on  the  "Cow- 
rie" are  of  the  Holden  type.  Those 
who  have  used   liquid   fuel   know

10,000  MILES  ON  LIQUID  FUEL. 


The  Shell  Company's  Tank  Steamer  "Cowrie"  After  Discharging  Cargo. 
-Reproduced  from  the  I,oudou  "Petroleum  Industrial  and  Technical  Review  ," 


it  is  not  only  the  burner  on  which 
good  and  economical  working  is 
dependent,  but  also  on  the  ar- 
rangement of  the  furnace.  The 
difference  between  burning  coal 
and  using  oil  is  that  with  the 
former  it  is  possible  to  get  a  very 
extended  heat  surface,  while  the 
tendency  with  oil  is  to  centralize 
the  heat  too  much  and  a  certain 
disposal  of  firebrick  in  the  furnace 
is  used  to  overcome  the  difficulties. 
The  column  and  the  bridge  of 
firebrick,  which  are  usually  placed 
above  the  center  of  the  grate  and 
under  the  arch,  so  as  to  back  up 
the  flame  as  it  comes  from  the 
burner,  has  one  defect,  in  that, 
although  it  splits  up  part  ot  the 
flame,  it  allows  a  considerable  por- 
tion to  fly  over  the  bridge  in  one 
unbroken .  mass.  To  remedy  this 
defect,  Mr.  Buck  carried  the  col- 
umn of  firebrick  supporting  the 
bridge  to  about  the  same  height 
above,  so  that  the  flame  is  split  up 
still  more.  In  addition  to  this,  he 
built  up  at  the  back  of  the  boiler 
another  partition,  having  four 
holes  of  a  brick's  size  in  it.  This 
effects  a  more  thorough  splitting 
up  of  the  flame  and  he  found  that, 
so  far  the  system  worked  well. 

Mr.  Buck  says  in  relation  to  the 
trouble  in  getting  up  steam  that 
the  difficulty  arises  from  attempt- 
ing to  get  up  steam  too  fast  as  it 
is  not  easy  to  keep  a  small  flame 
going,  and  the  heat  grows  too 
great.  The  only  way  of  obviating 
this  is  to  ignite  the  burner  inter- 
mittently, that  is  to  say,  if  you 
light  up  at  7  o'clock  you  shut  off 
at  7:30,  then  at  8  o'clock  you  light 
up  again,  shut  off  at  8:30  and  con- 
tinue this  until  you  are  ready  to 
start. 

The  speed  made  by  the  vessel 
under  liquid  fuel  was  considerably 
greater  than  that  made  heretofore 
under  coal.  From  Port  Said  the 
time  occupied  while  burning  liquid 
fuel  was  only   14^  days,  whereas 


when  burning  coal  the  time  occu- 
pied between  Port  Said  and  Lon- 
don was  sixteen  days. 

The  steamer  consumes  about 
twenty-six  tons  of  liquid  fuel  per 
day  compared  with  a  consumption 
of  from  thirty  to  thirty-two  tons 
per  day  of  good  Welch  coal.  The 
longer  the  engineer  uses  liquid 
fuel  the  better  he  likes  it  and  the 
better  result  it  gives  so  that  in 
course  of  time  these  figures  will 
no  doubt  be  largely  improved. 

On  the  "  Cowrie,"  wherever 
motive  power  is  required,  oil  is 
the  fuel  that  produces  it.  There 
is  absolutely  no  coal  used.  The 
pumps  for  pumping  out  oil  from 
the  tanks  are  driven  by  it,  the 
donkey  boilers  for  general  pur- 
poses are  heated  by  it,  the  cap- 
stan, winches,  and  the  steering 
gear  are  entirely  worked  by  it. 

The  steamer  is  used  for  trans- 
porting oil  from  Borneo  and  for 
carrying  back  a  general  cargo. 
There  is  no  doubt  much  curiosity 
as  to  the  methods  adopted  for  clean- 
ing out  the  tanks  which  carry 
petroleum  and  making  them  fit  for 
the  conveyance  of  a  general  cargo. 
The  process  is  as  follows:  After 
the  tanks  have  been  emptied,  with 
the  exception  of  a  small  quantity 
at  the  bottom,  a  very  strong  rush 
of  steam  is  forced  into  the  tanks 
for  about  twelve  hours,  by  means 
of  flexible  hose.  This  has  the 
effect  of  sweating  down  the  oil 
from  the  sides  of  the  tanks. 
When  this  is  finished  the  pumps 
are  set  going,  and  with  a  strong 
flow  of  water  the  residue  brought 
down  by  the  stream  is  washed  out; 
the  sides  of  the  tanks  are  then 
again  thoroughly  deluged  with 
water.  Following  this  a  number 
of  men  are  sent  down  into  the 
tanks,  and  the  sides  and  bottom 
are  thoroughly  wiped  down;  then 
a  coat  of  special  preparation  is  ap- 
plied, and  the  tanks  are  ready  to 
receive  the  most  delicate  cargo  it 


is  possible  to  carry.  This  prepara- 
tion has  no  effect  whatever  on  the 
petroleum,  although  it  is  soon 
eaten  off  after  the  latter  is  put  in. 
Captain  Davies'  experience  is  a 
vivid  testimony  to  the  prejudice 
which  has  been  rampant,  and  even 
now  exists  in  some  quarters, 
against  the  shipping  of  general 
cargo  in  oil  tanks.  He  narrates 
how  during  one  of  his  trips  he 
called  at  Bombay  for  the  purpose, 
after  discharging  the  oil,  of  taking 
in  a  general  cargo.  The  tanks 
were  thoroughly  cleaned  in  the 
usual  manner,  but  immediately 
the  shippers  heard  that  it  was  an 
oil  tanker,  they  refused  to  allow 
the  cargo  to  be  taken  on  board. 
They  paid  a  visit  to  the  ship,  and, 
says  Captain  Davies,  "  One  could 
smell  petroleum  in  one  part,  and 
one  could  smell  it  in  another. 
They  all  disagreed  as  to  the  exact 
locality  of  the  smell,  but  they 
agreed  that  the  smell  was  there. 
No  less  than  three  visits  were 
paid  by  these  prejudiced  men  to 
the  ship,  and  eventually,  after  it 
had  been  discovered  that  the 
odor  of  petroleum  came  from  one 
of  the  sacks  in  which  part  of  the 
cargo  was  packed,  and  belonging 
to  the  shippers  themselves,  they 
allowed  the  whole  of  the  cargo 
to  be  taken  on  board.  A  similar 
humorous  incident  occurred  to 
Captain  Davies  on  a  trip  from 
Singapore  to  Marseilles.  The 
cargo  consisted  of  Saigon  flour 
carried  loose  in  the  tanks,  and  it 
happened  that,  having  become  a 
little  moist,  the  flour  formed  into 
lumps.  When  the  vessel  arrived 
at  Marseilles  it  so  chanced  that  on 
just  the  other  side  of  the  pier  op- 
posite to  where  the  tank  vessel 
was  discharging  another  ship  had 
also  brought  in  a  cargo  of  floor 
from  the  same  place.  The  two 
cargoes,  as  it  happened,  were 
placed  in  the  same  roof-shed, 
separated  only  by  a  wooden  parti- 


tion. Experts  came  down  to 
examine  the  cargo  of  the  oil 
tanker,  and  they  were  perfectly 
convinced  that  there  was  a  smel 
of  petroleum  about  it.  On  this 
ground  they  sent  in  a  claim  against 
'the  shipping  firm,  who  naturally 
enough  repudiated  it,  and  the 
chagrin  of  the  experts  can  be 
imagined  when  it  was  proved  that 
instead  of  examining  the  cargo  of 
the  oil  tanker  they  had  gone  to 
the  wrong  heap,  and  had  examined 
that  discharged  from  the  other 
ship.  It  is  unnecessary  to  say 
that  they  did  not  press  their  claim 


Old  Glory. 

Old  Glory  is  at  least  talked 
about  to  a  considerable  extent, and 
the  numerous  sales  of  this  stock 
recently  set  people  who  had  any 
of  it  to  wondering  "where  they 
were  at."  The  Los  Angeles  Her- 
ald says  it  seems  that  most  of  these 
sales  have  been  by  the  company 
itself,  and  it  is  said  that  the  orig- 
inal owners  and  promoters  have 
not  now  a  single  share  of  the  stock, 
and  those  who  have  are  "on  the 
high  seas  without  a  rudder."  It 
is  further  stated  that  a  Los  An- 
geles man  has  within  the  past 
few  weeks  bought  three-fifths  of 
the  entire  stock  of  the  concern. 
What  he  will  do  with  it,  he  knows; 
no  oneelseseems  to  know.  It  is 
possible,  however,  to  put  the 
company  on  a  sound  basis  and  pay 
an  immense  profit  on  its  stock  at 
the  price  it  has  sold  for  recently, 
and  it  is  very  possible  that  this 
may  be  done  now  that  it  has 
changed  hands. 


Another    Eastern   Gusher. 

A  thirty  barrel  per  hour  gusher 
was  struck  by  the  Linden  Oil 
company,  near  Titusville,  West 
Virginia.

IMPORTANT  MEETING 


The  Business  Transacted  By   the 
California  Petroleum  Min- 
ers' Association. 

A  large  and  enthusiastic  meeting 
of  the  California  Petroleum  Min- 
ers' Association  was  held  on  Thurs- 
day evening  of  last  week  in  the 
Assembly  rooms  of  the  Mills  Build- 
ing, there  being  present  repre- 
sentatives from  something  like 
twenty  of  the  oil  companies  that 
are  now  affiliated  with  the  As- 
sociation. The  meeting  was  called 
to  order  at  8'o  clock  by  the  pres- 
ident, Mr.  L.  P.  Crane,  who  spoke 
as  follows: 

Gentlemen. — We  are  face  to  face 
with  a  great  and  important  industry  vital 
to  the  future  of  California,  an  industry 
which  means  more  to  the  commerce  of 
the  coast  than  any  other  which  has  ever 
presented  itself  for  the  consideration  of 
the  thinking  men  of  ourgreat  state. 

To  develop  the  oil  fields  of  California 
many  millions  of  dollars  must  be  invest- 
ed in  the  enterprise  in  addition  to  the 
many  millions  already  invested,  and  that 
being  true  large  blocks  of  stock  now  held 
in  the  treasuries  must  be  sold  beyond 
the  limits  of  this  state,  and  the  officers 
of  the  California  Petroleum  Miners'  As- 
sociation have  been  asked  by  its  mem- 
bers and  others  largely  interested  in  the 
production  of  oil,  to  devise  some 
means,  which  in  their  judgment,  will 
be  prompt  and  effective,  through  the 
selection  in  our  eastern  cities  of  such 
banking  houses  and  broker  concerns  of 
known  reputation  as  will  energetically 
place  before  the  eastern  investor  the 
stocks  of  the  reliable  oil  corporations  of 
our  state.  This  is  a  very  important 
matter  and  our  future  seems  to  some  ex- 
tent to  depend  upon  such  an  outlet. 

The  California  Petroleum  Miners'  As- 
sociation has  been  doing  its  work  quietly, 
but  with  commendable  vigor  all  along 
the  line  to  promote  the  entire  oil  industry 
of  California,  and  our  office  is  overrun 
by  people  making  inquiry  as  to  the 
standing  and  validity  of  the  different 
companies,  such  inquiries  are  being 
made  by  people  who  desire  to  invest. 

Perhaps  the  most  of  the  gentlemen 
present  know  somewhat  of  our  labors 
which  led  up  to  the  graveyard  of  the 
scripper,  the  work  being  commenced 
through  this  Association  at  Washington 
many  months  ago. 

Another  very  important  duty  which 
devolves  upon  the  men  largely  inter- 
ested in  oil  is  to  devise  some  means  for 
taking  the  matter  before  Congress  to  the 
end  that  national  legislation  may  be 
enacted,  which  shall  be  consistent  with 
the  equity  in  the  case  and  forever  settle 
the  rights  of  the  miner  in  this  land. 

Able  legal  talent  of  our  state  have 
taken  up  with  vigor,  discretion  and  rare 
judgment  and  won  in  Judge  Ross'  court 
a  victory  of  which  every  miner  in  the 
ttate  should  be  proud.  This  decision  is 
considered  by  many  to  be  of  greater 
importance  to  California  than  any  other 
ever  rendered  in  a  court  of  Justice  within 


its  borders,  and  nothing  is  more  evident  |  ors    of  the     California     Petroleum 


that,  in  j  ustice  to  the  oil  miner  of  the 
state,  this  work  should  be  carried  to  a 
conclusion,  and  that  capital  should  feel 
an  absolute  security  in  investing  their 
millions  in  the  oil  lands  and  oil  indus- 
tries of  California.  These  are  matters 
gentlemen,  which  I  place  before  you  for 
your  earnest  consideration  and  I  would 
further  add  that  this  assembly  take  some 
action,  by  resolution  or  otherwise,  com- 
mending Binger  Hermann,  commis- 
sioner of  the  General  Land  Office  for 
his  prompt  and  just  action  in  these 
matters. 

Mr.  W.  B.  Winn,  the  editor  of  the  Pa- 
cific Oil,  Reporter,  then  read  the 
following  resolution  relative  to  Eastern 
bankers,  and  which  had  been  carefully 
prepared  by  Attorney  George  W.  Baker. 
That  resolution  was  as  follows  : 

Resolved,  By  the  California  Petrol- 
eum Miners'  Association  of  the  State  of 
California,  that  Mr.  L.  P.  Crane,  as  pres- 
ident of  this  Association,  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  place  be- 
fore the  bankers  and  other  eastern  cap- 
italists a  full  and  complete  statement  of 
the  petroleum  mining  resources  of  this 
state,  and  of  the  various  companies  who 
are  members  of  this  Association,  and  for 
whose  reliability  this  Association  is  willing 
to  vouch ;  that  he  should  make  a  thorough 
and  truthful  statement  of  the  character 
and  value  of  the  possessions  of  the  com- 
panies affiliated  with  this  Association 
with  a  view  of  soliciting  such  legitimate 
aid  and  assistance  as  enterprising  capital 
is  always  willing  to  extend  to  legitimate 
enterprises;  and  that  this  Association  in 
its  collective  capacity  is  willing  to  vouch 
for  the  statement  of  its  President  in  this 
respect.     Be  it  further 

RESOLVED,  That  the  California  Petrol- 
eum Miners'  Association,  through  its 
President  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
powered to  select  and  appoint  such  agents 
in  the  Eastern  states  as  it  may  deem 
proper  and  necessary  in  order  to  promote 
the  best  interests  of  the  members  of  this 
Association  in  the  disposition  of  shares  of 
theircapital  stock;  and  thattbis  Associa- 
tion will  ratify  and  confirm  such  action  as 
the  President  may  take  in  carrying  out 
be  letter  and  spirit  of  this  resolution. 

After  this  resolution  was  read 
extended  remarks  were  made,  ex- 
plaining the  aim  of  the  resolution, 
by  Attorney  G.  W.  Baker,  Mr.  W. 
B.  Winn,  General  J.  M.  Gleaves 
and  others.  The  entire  discussion 
showed  how  important  and  neces- 
sary it  was  to  secure  in  the  East 
the  services  of  reliable  bankers  to 
handle  thestock  of  those  companies 
which  could  be  guaranteed  by  the 
Association,  these  companies  being 
members  of  the  Association  and 
h?.ving  had  their  affairs  carefully 
examined  from  a  legal  and  practi- 
cal oil  mining  standpoint. 

The  resolution  was  carried  unan- 
imously. 

The  President  then  called  upon 
Mr.  B.  Marks  of  the  Santa  Maria 
Oil  company,  and  one  of  the  direct 


Miners'  Association,  to  read  a  reso- 
lution which  had  been  prepared  by 
him  as  a  committee  of  one  ap-= 
pointed  for  this  purpose,  the  object 
of  the  resolution  being  to  show  the 
appreciation  of  the  California  Pe- 
troleum Miners'  Association  of  the 
attitude  of  the  L,and  Office  at 
Washington  in  respect  to  the  oil 
industry  of  California.  This  reso 
lution  was  as  follows : 

WHEREAS,  The  policy  of  the  United 
States  has  ever  been  to  encourage  the 
development  of  its  mineral  resources  by 
practical  miners;  and  this  policy  having 
been  antagonized  by  certain  parties  who 
have  sought  to  interpose  private  owner- 
ships of  mineral  lands  now  owned  by  the 
United  States  between  said  policy  and 
the  petroleum  miners  of  California  by 
perverting  the  forest  reserve  laws  to  the 
fraudulent  acquisition  of  suchlands;  and 
Whereas,  The  great  deposits  of  pe- 
troleum now  known  to  existon  the  Pacific 
Coast  are  of  national  importance  on  ac- 
count of  their  being  the  main  reliance  of 
the  new  American  merchant  fleet  now 
organizing  for  the  coming  great  Oriental 
trade  between  our  country  and  the  East- 
ern nations,  and  for  which  trade  the  Pa- 
cific Coast  must  be  the  Point  of  Depart- 
ure in  both  directions;  and 

Whereas,  the  Honorable  Binger  Her- 
mann, commissioner  of  the  General  Land 
Office  at  Washington,  after  making  a 
personal  examination  of  the  disputed 
lands  and  a  study  of  the  impending 
danger  to  the  oil  industry  of  California 
through  strenuous  exertions  of  this  As- 
sociation has  taken  such  action  as  pre- 
vents the  above  mentioned  disastrous 
action  against  the  miniug  policy  of  our 
government  pending  the  expected  enact- 
ment by  Congress  to  laws  embodying  his' 
recommendations  as  to  Senate  Bill  No. 
3326,  regulating  the  acquisition  of  title 
to  petroleum  lands,  therefore  be  it. 

RESOLVED,  By  the  California  Petro- 
leum Miners'  Association  that  while  we 
may  not  consistently  express  gratitude  to 
public  officials  for  their  performance  of 
public  duties,  still  we  are  prompted  by 
feelings  of  patriotic  exultation  to  con- 
gratulate the  President  of  the  United 
States,  William  McKinley,  on  the  busi- 
ness-like effectiveness,  in  a  great  and 
threatening  emergency,  of  the  United 
States  Land  Office,  presided  over  by  the 
Honorable  Binger  Hermann,  commis- 
sioner. 

And  in  the  same  spirit  we  express  to 
the  President  our  satisfaction  that  this 
opportune  instance  of  the  prompt  effi- 
ciency of  one  of  its  departments  typifies 
the  entire  adequacy  of  our  government 
to  meet  and  dispose  1  f  all  contingencies 
that  may  arise. 

And  we  beg  most  respectfully  and 
earnestly  to  express  to  the  President  our 
hope  that  the  recommendations  of  the 
Honorable  Binger  Hermann  to  Congress 
as  to  Senate  Bill  No.  3326  will  be  enacted 
into  law. 

After  due  discussion,  in  which 
those  who  took  part  unanimously 
endorsed  the  action  of  the  govern- 


ment in  its  endeavor  to  treat  with 
justice  the  oil  miners  of  California, 
the  resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

On  motion  of  General  Gleaves 
it  was  decided  to  hold  an  open 
meeting  of  the  Association  on 
every  third  Thursday  of  the  month, 
to  which  meeting  every  one  inter- 
ested in  oil  was  given  a  cordial  in- 
vitation in  order  to  discuss  matters 
pertaining  to  the  best  interests  of 
the  oil  industry  of  California. 

The  motion  was  also  passed  to 
appoint  a  committee  which  should 
take  into  consideration  the  best 
methods  to  be  employed  in  pro- 
tecting the  interests  of  the  oil  pro- 
ducers of  the  state  so  that  the  best 
prices  possible  could  be  obtained 
for  crude  petroleum,  unwise  com- 
petition avoided  and  the  industry  , 
protected  from  possible  assaults  of . 
powerful  corporations. 

On  motion  of  director  Marks  a 
committee  of  three,  representing 
the  oil  companies  affiliated  with 
the  Association,  was  appointed  to 
take  action  in  connection  with  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  Associa- 
tion, in  regard  to  the  appointment 
of  bankers  and  brokers  in  the 
various  Eastern  cities  to  handle 
the  stocks  of  comparies  affiliated 
with  the  Association. 

After  having  been  in  active 
session  from  half  past  seven  until 
ten  o'clock  and  having  discussed 
very  many-  matters  pertaiuing  to  . 
the  best  interests  of  the  oil  in- 
dustry of  the  state,  the  meeting 
adjourned  until  the  third  Thurs- 
day of  next  month  or  the  15th  of 
November.

California  Oil  Companies  Should 
Examine  Its  Trustworthiness. 

This  office  is  in  receipt  of  a 
copy  of  the  Chicago  Journal  of 
recent  date  which  contains  a  two 
column  advertisement  of  the  Chi- 
cago Oil  and  Mining  Exchange,  of 
which  Jos.  L.  Ball  is  the  secretary. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  what  an 
oil  exchange  in  Chicago  if  rightly 
officered  >vould  prove  ol  great  ben- 
efit to  the  oil  industry  of  Califor- 
nia. 

There  is  money  waiting  to  be 
invested  in  California  oil  stocks  in 
the  East,  but  would-be  investors 
must  be  satisfied  of  two  things: 
First. — That  the  stocks  offered  for 
sale  are  the  stocks  of  companies 
that  are  reliable,  and,  Secondly 
that  the  investors  have  abso- 
lute confidence  in  the  business 
integrity  of  the  people  who  act 
as  agents  or  brokers  to  handle  the 
stocks  of  the  different   companies. 

The  Chicago  Oil  &  Mining  Ex- 
change has  advertised  in  Chicago 
about  30  different  California  oil 
companies  of  which  not  one  half 
dozen  can  be  numbered  among 
the  strong  and  reliable  oil  com- 
panies now  operating  in  the  state. 
The  most  of  them  are  but  little 
known.  Some  of  them  are  just 
now  absolutely  struggling  for  ex- 
istence and  have  no  money  to  pay 
their  just  debts.  It  is  absolutely 
certain  that  some  of  them  have 
not  paid  and  cannot  pay  the  nec- 
essary one  hundred  dollars  en- 
trance fee  required  by  the  Chicago 
Oil  and  Mining  Exchange,  and 
the  presumption  is  that  this  Ex- 
change is  willing  to  make  almost 
any  arrangements  in  order  to  get 
companies  on  its  list. 

In  regard  to  the  standing  of  its 
officers,  it  is  only  sufficient  to  say 
that  the  promoter,  the  originator 
and  the  main  business  man  of  the 
Chicago  Oil  and  Mining  Exchange 
is  Jos.  L.  Ball,  who  acts  as  its  sec- 
retary. 

The  California  Petroleum    Min- 
ers' Association  wrote   certain  let- 
ters  of    inquiry    to    Chicago  ana 
elsewhere    concerning   Mr.     Ball; 
among  others  it  wrote  to  a  leading 
bank  of  Chicago   inquiring  about 
the  standing  of  Mr.  Ball.     The  re- 
ply from  this   bank   contains  the 
following:      "Mr.    Ball    has    been 
known    to    us   for   a  number    of 
years  having    been  in  the   grain 
business  on  our   Board    of  Trade 
and  part  of  the   time   in    the    em- 
ploy of  others  and   later  for  him- 
self.      It    was    believed    that  his 
brother  furnished  most  of  the  cap- 
ital for  him  to  do  business  on.     In 
1897  charges  were  brought  against 
him   that  he    was  not  conducting 
his  business  according  to  Board  of 
Trade    rules.      On    evidence    fur- 
nished   the  Board   of   Directors  of 
that   institution    expelled   him  for 
ten  years;  he,  however,  continued 
in  business,  claiming  that  he  was 
able  to  place  his  orders  with  other 
Board   of  Trade   houses.    At  that 


time  he  claimed  to  be  worth  about 
$50,000,  but  not  long  since  be  re- 
ceived his  discbarge  in  the  bank- 
ruptcy court,  and  we  do  not  know 
that  he  has  any  means  of  hisown." 
The  Pacific  Oil  RHPORTKRdoes 
not  believe  that  the  oil  companies 
of  California  desire  to  be  repre- 
sented in  Chicago  by  an  Oil  and 
Mining  Exchange-  which  has  prac- 
tically at  its  head  a  gentleman  who 
has  been  expelled  and  is  expelled 
from  the  Chicago  Board  of  Trade, 
and  who  has  just  received  his  dis- 
charge in  the  bankruptcy  court. 

Mr.  Ball  was  very  enthusiastic 
over  the  opportunity  presented  in 
Chicago  to  make  money  from  the 
sale  of  oil  stock.  No  doubt  he  has 
shrewdness  enough  to  appreciate 
the  fact  that  reliable  California  oil 
stocks  should  meet  with  a  ready 
sale  in  the  East,  and  that  if  he 
could  become  the  agent  for  the  sale 
of  this  stock  he  would  reap  a  rich 
harvest.  But  California  oil  com- 
panies should  be  careful  to  asso- 
ciate with  themselves  only  com- 
panies of  high  standing,  and  in  the 
next  place  should  be  equally  as 
careful  to  put  their  stock  for  sale 
in  the  hands  of  some  man  who  has 
not  been  expelled  from  the  Chicago 
Board  of  Trade  and  is  not  bank- 
rupt. 

California  oil  stocks  have  just 
now  received  a  black  eye  from  the 
methods  pursued  by  certain  Cali- 
fornia oil  companies  in  the  sale  of 
their  stock,  especially  about  Chi- 
cago. The  industry  is  strong 
enough  to  outgrow  any  temporary 
injury  which  might  be  inflicted 
upon  it  by  the  fake  methods  of  one 
or  two  oil  companies.  But  it  can- 
not stand  having  any  large  repre- 
sentation in  Chicago,  such  as  would 
be  the  Chicago  Oil  and  Min- 
ing Exchange,  and  this  journal 
earnestly  hopes  that  some  company 
may  be  formed  comprising  Cali- 
fornians  and  Eastern  men  of  es- 
tablished reputations  who  will  op- 
erate in  such  a  manner  as  will  not 
bring  the  oil  industry  into  disre- 
pute.

A  Big  Task. 

The  stupendous  task  of  destroy- 
ing an  industry  representing  an 
outlay  of  $2,000,000  five  years  ago 
was  begun  today  in  the  removal 
of  the  six  inch  pipe  line  which 
starts  in  Nottingham  township. 
Wells  county,  and  runs  westward 
150  miles  to  the  oil  refineries  at 
Momence,  111.  The  pipe  will  be 
used  in  new  lines  to  Lima,  Ohio 
and  Indiana  oil  will  go  East  after 
this  year  instead  of  West.

The  company's  holdings  consist 
of  3,000  acres  of  land,  held  on  long 
lease  at  one-tenth  royalty.

The  balance 
of  the  treasury  stock  remaining  un- 
sold will  be  divided  pro  rata  among 
the  stockholders.  Active  opera- 
tions in  the  field  will  commence 
when  $10,000  is  paid  into  the  treas- 
ury.

Eastern  Man's  Views. 
J.  E.  Haskell  a  prominent  oil 
man  of  Pennsylvania,  is  ct  pi 
in  Los  Angeles.  Mr.  Haskell  says. 
with  reference  to  the  oil  business 
in  this  state,  that  although  he  was 
not  interested  financially  in  the 
business  here,  he  had  watched  de- 
ve'opments  on  the  coast  and  was 
satisfied  that  California  was  some 
day  to  be  one  of  the  great  oil  pro- 
ducing states  of  the  Union.  "The 
state  is  wonderfully  rich,"  contin- 
ued Mr.  Haskell, -in  minerals,  but 
in  none,  probably,  richer  than  in 
its  petroleum  deposits,  and  that  a 
great  future  lies  before  her  is  he- 
yond  question.  Fuel  oil  issure  to 
develop  large  manufacturing  inter- 
ests in  the  state,  and  as  far  as  lo- 
cation goes  Los  Angeles  seems  to 
he  as  well  situated,  or  better,  than 
other  cities  of  the  state.  All  the 
iron,  for  instance,  used  in  manu- 
factured goods  comes  from  the 
East,  anyway,  and  freight  rates 
being  equal,  Los  Angeles  has  ad- 
vantage of  having  ths  fuel  at  her 
doors.  With  reference  to  operat- 
ing in  this  state  the  scheme  of  in 
corporated  companies  still  seems 
strange  to  me,  but  it  is  the  same 
plan  as  was  adopted  in  Pennsyl- 
vania in  the  early  days,  and  after 
the  business  has  become  well  es- 
tablished no  doubt  the  corpora- 
tions will  gradually  die  out.  If  I 
were  to  go  into  the  business,  and 
I  certainly  would  if  I  were  younger 
and  wanted  the  excitement  at- 
tending prospecting  for  oil,  I 
would  not  organize  a  company, 
but  would  develop  whatever  I  had 
myself. 

The  opportunities  here  seem  to 
be  unlimited  and  no  doubt  im- 
mense fortunes  will  be  made  in 
the  business.  The  question  of 
transportation  and  marketing,  as 
far  as  I  can  learn,  is  still  an  unset- 
tled one,  and  the  present  methods 
of  handling  an  i  marketing  the 
product  handicap  the  producer. 
In  my  opinion  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  have  some  large  con- 
cern outside  of  the  producers 
themselves  which  shall  act  as  a 
common  buyer  and  carrier.  The 
Standard  Oil  Company  or  some 
concern  which  will  conduct  the 
business  on  a  similar  basis  will  be 
a  good  thing  for  the  producers. 
The  ability  of  an  organization  of 
this  kind  to  handle  the  product 
would  certainly  assist  the  man 
who  has  oil  to  sell.  I  am  convin- 
ced that  combination  is  the  best 
and  only  way  of  doing  business, 
and  the  general  tendency  of  the 
times  will  result  beneficially.  Ex- 
perience in  the  East  has  been  that 
producers'  associations  which 
were  organized  resulted  in  failure, 
not  because  the  plan  was  faulty, 
but  because  of  petty  jealousies, 
etc.,  and  men  are  the  same  East  or 
West. 

'"As .  to  prices,  no  concern,  no 
matter  how  powerful,  not  even  the 
Standard  Oil  company,  can  arbi- 
trarily dictate  prices  for  more  than 
six  months  at  a  time.  The  laws  of 
supply  and  demand  regulate  pricces 
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—always   have  and    always  will. 
Therefore.     I  believe    the    sooner 

some  company,  doing  husim. 
a  plan  similar  to  the   Standard,  en- 
ters the  field  here, the  better  itwill 
the  business  generally  " 

Mr     Haskell  expects   to  spend

Chicago. Oil  and  Mining  Exchange 
which  institution  was  organized 
by  Mr.  Joseph  L.  Ball,  who  re- 
cently visited  California  and  en- 
deavored to  induce  a  large  number 
of  California  companies  to  list  with 
his  private  concern  for  the  purpose 
of  piactically  appointing  him  as 
their  agent  to  sell  stock. 

We  do  not  wish  to  be  unjust  to 
Mr.  Ball,  or  to  anyone  else  for  that 
matter,  but  as  Mr.  Ball  has  been 
expelled  from  the  Chicago  Board 
of  Trade,  and  has  also  recently 
passed  through  bankruptcy,  we  do 
not  think  that  the  oil  companies  of 
California  can  afford  to  make  him, 
or  any  corporation,  •  their  repre- 
sentative of  which  he  is  the  origin- 
ator or  moving  spirit. 

In  order  to  rightly  handle  Cali- 
fornia oil  stocks  in  the  East  two 
things  are  necessary 

First— The  stock  offered  for  sale 
should  be  that  of  reliable  com- 
panies, which  are  vouched  for  by 
such  an  institution  as  the  Cali- 
fornia Petroleum  Miners'  Associa- 
tion. If  one  or  two  fake  com- 
panies are  associated  with  a  num- 
ber of  strong  ones,  the  strung  and 
reliable  companies  will,  in  a  short 
time,  be  bearing  the  odium  and 
distrust  which  should  be  heaped 
upon  the  fake  companies  only,  on 
the  same  principle  that  a  man  is 
judged  by  his  associates  and  is 
condemned  if  seen  in  the  company 
of  those  who  are  untrustworthy. 
Even  so  a  strong  oil  company  is 
condemned  when  it  associates  itself 
in  the  sale  of  its  stock  with  a  com- 
pany which  sooner  or  later  is 
proved  a  "fake." 

Secondly — A  company  cannot 
expect  to  seff-its-stoctTiTTne  East 
if  it  puts  its  stock  for  sale  in  the 
hands  of  a  man  or  corporation 
which  cannot  be  vouched  for  by 
the  leading  banks  of  the  city  in 
which  it  is  located. 

Letters  written  to  parties  who 
Mr.  Ball  gave  as  references  have 
brought   back   answers  extremely 


unfavorable  to  Mr.  B3U>  and  we 
do  not  believe  that  California  oil 
companies  can  afford  to  list  their 
stocks  with  anyone  who  is  not  in 
good  standing  with  the  financiers 
of  his  own  city. 

Mr.  Bali  may  be  suffering  an  in- 
justice and  those  associated  with 
him  may  be  bearing  an  uncalled- 
for  blame,  but  the  fact  remains 
that  the  Chicago  Oil  and  Mining 
Company  is  an  institution  which 
cannot  fear  close  scrutiny, 

This  being  so,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  oil  industry  of  this  State  our 
oil  companies  should  think  very 
carefully  before  making  the  Chi- 
cago Oil  and  Mining  Exchange 
the  medium  of.  the  sale  of  their 
stock  in  Chicago  and  elsewhere. 

There  are  plenty  of  trustworthy 
brokers  in  all  the  Eastern  cities 
who  are  only  too  anxious  to  handle 
the  stock  of  reliable  California  oil 
companies,  and  it  would  seem  to 
be  unwise  to  select  a  broker  who 
is  not  trustworthy  when  so  many 
men  can  be  found  who  have  the 
endorsement  of  the  leading  banks 
of  all  the  commercial  Eastern 
centers. 

A  number  of  oil  companies, 
which  have  their 
Drillers  Are  rigs  either  fully 
Very  Scarce,  or  partially  com- 
pleted are  in  a 
quandary  as  to  what  to  do  next 
on  account  of  their  inability  to 
obtain  competent  and  reliable 
drillers. 

On  Saturday  of  last  week  the 
Grand  Pacific  and  the  Diamond 
Oil  companies  were  fortunate  in 
obtaining  the  services  of  two  ex- 
pert drillers,  one  for  Contra  Costa 
and  the  other  for  Kern  counties. 
On  Monday  three  first-class  com- 
panies were  hunting  in  vain  for 
drillers,  one  for  San  Benito,  an- 
other for  Fresno-,  the  other  for 
Kern  counties. 

Easterndrillers  who  want  steady 
employment  in  California,  and 
who  can  furnish  satisfactory  refer- 
ences can  obtain  situations  here 
without  difficulty  as  soon  as  they 
arrive. 

Those  who  desire  steady  work, 
and  who  want  to  exchange  the 
vigorous  winter  climate  of  the 
East  with  the  ever  glorious  sum- 
mer of  California  should  apply  for 
situations  here  immediately.

It  is  stated  on  most  reliable  au- 
thority that  contracts  have  just 
been  closed  between  Kern  River 
producers  and  several  Los  Angeles 
firms  whereby  the  former  are  to 
deliver  in  this  city  15,000  barrels 
of  crude  oil  a  month.  The  price 
paid  is  said  to  be  below  that  at 
which  the  local  product  can  be 
bought.  The  same  authority  states 
that  Kern  River  oil  is  being  re- 
fused in  San  Francisco  markets  on 
account  of  its  inferiority  to  other 
oil.  It  is  well  known  that  it  is  al- 
most impossible  to  procure  oil  from 
Kern  River  without  more  or  less 
sand  being  mixed  with  it,  and  this 
is  what  the  manufacturers  of  San 
Francisco  object  to.  This  state- 
ment, of  course,  will  touch  the 
pride  of  some  producers  in  Bakers- 
field, but  it  cannot  be  helped. 
Prominent  oil  men  have  said  that 
if  there  was  some  way  of '  treating 
the  oil  whereby  the  sand  might  be 
entirely  eliminated  its  commercial 
value  would  be  enhanced. 


Has  Sand. 

The  Los  Angeles  Herald  seems 
to  think  that  Kern  County  oil  is 
not  equal  to  the  Los  Angeles 
product.     This  is  what  it  says: 


The  Grand  Pacific. 

Dr.  A.  G.  Deardorff,  president' 
of  the  Grand  Pacific  Oil  company 
states  that  the  company  has  been 
fortunate  in  securing  the  services 
of  Estill  Turns  as  driller  and  gen- 
eral superintendent  in  charge  of 
the  company  at  the  seat  of  opera- 
tions in  Contra  '  l^osta  county.

The 
best  experts  are  unanimous  in 
their  expression  of  opinion  that 
oil  will  be  found  here  at  a  depth 
not  to    exceed    1000   or  1200  feet, 

Certainly  no  portion  of  the  state 
has  better  indications  for  oil.

A  STRONG  CONCERN. 


The  Producers'  Oil   Storage  and 

Transportation  Compuny  <>< 

Bakcrsficld. 

The  o  >• operation  which  is  being 
talked  about  between  the  Standard 
Oil  company  aud  the    Producers' 

Oil  Storage  and  Transportation 
company,  in  the  Kern  River  dis- 
trict, is  veiv  likely  to  develop  into 
competition,  and  sharp,  keen  com- 
petition, too,  but  that  the  pro- 
ducers' Association  holds  the  v\  in- 
ning hand  at  present  seems  to  be 
beyond  question,  and  the  only 
thing  that  will  prevent  the  pro- 
ducers from  retaining  the  position 
they  now  hold  will  be  inability  to 
agree  on  a  policy,  of  which  there 
seems  to  be  no  immediate  danger. 

The  Standard  Oil  company,  it  is 
pretty  well  known  now,  wants  the 
oil  and  is  making  arrangements  to 
store  it.  Three  35,000  barrel  tanks 
are  now  on  the  way,  and  it  is  said 
that  seven  others  will  be  built  in 
the  near  future.  This,  it  will  be 
seen,  provides  for  the  storage  of 
350,000  barrels  of  oil. 

If  the  managers  of  the  Pro- 
ducers' company  can  get  their 
tankage  in  shape  to  accommodate 
the  small  producers  before  they 
are  obliged  to  make  arrangements 
with  the  Standard,  the  Association 
will  be  in  a  strong,  position.  On 
the  other  hand,  many  of  the 
smaller  producers  are  obliged  to 
sell  their  oil  asjthey  produce  it  in 
order  to  get  the  money  to  continue 
operations.  For  this  reason  some 
of  them  do  not  feel  justified  in 
tying  themselves  up  in  an  organ- 
ization which  may  not  be  ready  to 
do  business  for  several  months  .to 
come. 

Notwithstanding  their  unwill- 
ingness to  bind  themselves,  they 
acknowledge  the  plan  is  a  good 
one,  and  especially  so  for  the 
small  producer,  as  it  will  give  him 
a  steady  and  permanent  market 
for  his  oil.  The  plan  of  operation 
seems  to  be  satisfactory  to  the 
producers  generally.  The  plan  is 
ideal  in  its  co-operative  feature, 
and  the  expens-  of  belonging  to 
the  Association  is  merely  nominal. 
The  Producers  put  their  property 
in  trust,  in  effect,  for  a  series  of 
ten  years,  and  stcck  in  the  Asso- 
ciation is  issued  to  them  in  amount 
equal  to  the  value  of  their  prop- 
erty. Ten  per  cent  of  the  oil  is 
retained  by  the  Association  to 
cover  the  expense  of  conducting 
the  business,  the  surplus  being 
prorated  among  the  members. 
The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  oil 
made  by  the  Association  will,  of 
course,  go  into  the  treasury,  and 
payment  made  to  the  producers 
delivering  oil  to  the  Association, 
according  as  their  stock  appears, 
on  the  15th  ot  each  month.  The 
Association  assumes  and  carries 
out  all  existing  contracts  which 
the  separate  producers  have  on 
hand. 

As  to  the  possibilities  of  over- 
production, says  the  Los  Angeles 
Herald  the  board  of  directors  re- 
tain the  right  to  determine  the 
maximum  amount  which  shall  be 
received  by  the  Association,  "  and 
such  maximum  amount  and  no 
more  shall  be  contributed,"  by  the 
producers,  "  in  the  proportions  in 
which  oils  were  produced  by  them 
during  the  three  months  preceding 
the  passage"  of  a  resolution  de- 
claring the  production  to  be  in  ex- 
cess of  the  amount  required  in  the 
markets.

The  Standard, 
no  doubt.  is  depending  on  the  pro 
ducers  to  quarrel  among  them- 
selves, and  probably  bases  its  belief 

on  the  experience  it  lias  had  with 
similar  organizations  in  the  East, 
but  the  pointoi  difference  between 

them  is  that  the  producers  of  Kern 
river  are  alread\  organized  and 
the  Standard  is  not  yet  in  the  field. 
The  officers  ot  the  Asscciation 
have  unlimited  confidence  in  their 
ability  to  control  the  Asscciation. 
Three-quarters  of  the  production 
of  the  Kern  river  field  is  practically 
pledged  to  the  Association,  with 
good  prospects  that  as  soon  as  stor- 
age arrangements  are  completed 
the  remainder  will  come  in. 

Mr.Canrield,  president  of  the  As- 
sociation, was  asked  recently  if  he 
feared  the  competition  which 
might  arise  between  the  two  big 
corporations.  He  stated  cenfi- 
ic'ently  that  there  would  be  no 
competition;  that  there  was  no 
chance  for  competition,  at  least  in 
the  Kern  river  field.  The  Produc- 
ers are  already  too  well  established 
aud  already  in  the  position  to  dic- 
tate to  the  Standard.  He  closed 
by  saying  :  "If  the  Standard  want 
to  buy  oil  the  chances  are  they 
will  be  ohliged  to  buy  from  the 
Producers'  Oil  Storage  and  Trans- 
portation company,  and  we  will 
sell  it  to  them  and  be  glad  to.

A  dispatch  from  Napa  on  Monday  says: 
An  oil  strike  has  been  made  in  Berryessa 
valley,  twenty-seven  miles  from  here, 
which  is  said  to  be  rich  with  the  finest 
grade  of  petroleum.  It  has  created  con- 
siderable excitement  in  Napa  and  the 
locality  in  which  the  new  oil  fields  are 
located.  Thomas  A.  Finnell,  an  expert 
representing  a  company  of  San  Francisco 
people,  is  the  man  who  has  made  the  new 
discovery.  He  came  into  town  Friday 
afternoon  and  filed  papers  in  the  court- 
house to  take  up  1900  acres  of  Govern- 
ment land  in  the  new  oil  belt  of  California. 
Mr.  Finnell  says  that  the  oil  has  a  para- 
ffine  ba  e,  and  is  much  more  valuable 
than  the  asphalt  oil. 

Several  companies  composed  of  Napa 
people  have  been  formed.  One  headed 
by  District  Attorny  Bell,  Charles  Trower 
and  C.  H.  Wallace,  have  filed  locations  on 
640  acres,  and  another,  in  which  A.  A. 
Watson  of  Napa  is  interested,  has  filed 
claims  to  480  acres  more.  Napa  capital 
is  being  invested,  and  it  is  proposed  to 
employ  artesian  well  borers  and  develop 
this  hew  petroleum  strike.  Many  com- 
panies have  also  been  formed  in  the  town 
of  Monticello. 

SANTA   BARBARA. 

The  Summerland  Advance-Courier 
says: 

The  Sunset  Oil  company  will  start 
drilling  ag  in  next  week.    , 

The  Weisendargerwell  No.  2  at  Naples 
is  down  400  feet  with  some  seepages. 

Two  of  the  wells  on  the  Sunset  wharf, 
since  the  engine  shut  down,  have  been 
flowing  about  two  barrels  daily. 

Piling  is  being  hauled  for  the  oil  wharf 
of  the  Santa  Barbara  Oil  company.  The 
new  structure  will  be  700  feet  long. 


At  Gaviota  Hoff,  Lombard  and  Bush 
are  pulling  the  casing  of  their  well  and 
will  drill  another  at  a  point  a  mile  up  the 
beach  from  the  old  hole. 

At  the  Duquesnewharf  the  drilers  were 
down  316  feet  on  Thursday  of  last  week, 
through  two  veins  of  sand  and  working 
in  shale.  The  best  wells  of  this  company 
are  found  in  a  creviced  shale. 

The  700-foot  wharf  of  the  Marine  Oil 
company  was  completed  Wednesday,  it 
will  accommodate  eleven  wells  and  a  plat- 
form has  been  built  on  the  side  as  a  loca- 
tion for  the  pumping  jack  and  engine. 

..The  Los  Angeles  company,  who  have 
been  drilling  at  Gaviota,  gave  up  their 
first  prospect  well  at  a  depth  of  about  750 
feet,  as  near  fS  could  be  computed.  They 
will  s'art  another  prospect  hole  further 
up  the  coast. 

Herman  Muller  declares  that  he  will 
shortly  start  to  prospect  for  oil  on  a  sec- 
tion of  land  in  the  foothills  back  of  Sum- 
merland, on  which  is  found  very  good 
surface  indications.  The  experience  of 
the  Occidental  company,  in  the  foothills, 
has  demonstrated  that  oil  is  to  be  found 
there,  but  whether  it  is  in  paying  quan- 
tities is  to  be  tested  by  experience.    


Some  enterprising  ■  individual  has 
placed  a  drilling  rig  on  the  outer  point 
of  Point  Conception,  with  the  idea  of 
getting  as  close  as  possible  to  the  oil 
seepages  in  the  channel.  Off  Point  Con- 
ception, on  calm  days  it  is  a  frequent  oc- 
currence to  see  the  ocean  covered  for 
acres  with  oil  that  has  seeped  up  from 
the  bottom  of  the  sea. 

Last  Monday  evening  the  pumping 
jack  of  the  Sunset  company  was  com- 
pletely wrecked,  the  big  wheel  being 
cracked  and  all  the  teeth  stripped  from 
the  pinion.  The  breakage  was  probably 
due  to   overtaxing   the   capacity  of   the 


machine.     Forty    wells    will    lie    idle   a 
week  or  more,  pending  its  repair. 

The  well  on  the  Carreaga  ranch  at 
Los  Alamos  is  down  almost  i5oo  feet 
according  to  Moss  Steele,  who  is  down 
from  that  country  on  business.  He 
states  that  a  seepage  of  two  feet  of  good 
oil  sand  was  struck,  which  was  the  foun- 
dation for  some  of  the  fairy  stories 
that  have  been  floating  around.  An- 
other rig  has  been  started  on  the  Muscio 
ranch,  and  it  is  expected  another  rig 
will  be  put  to  work  Monday.  But  he 
says  that  the  two-foot  stringer  is  the  ex- 
tent of  the  Los  Alamos  oil  boom. 

The  Naples  Oil  and  Development  corn- 
have  decided  to  try  their  luck  on  an- 
other prospect  hole  on  their  property. 
Hickey  and  Robinson,  who  had  made 
preparations  to  move  their  rig  from  the 
Naples  field,  will  drill  the  second  hole, 
Tbey  put  down  the  first  well  for  this 
company  1000  feet,  the  deepest  in  the 
Naples  field,  which  was  highly  satis- 
factory as  a  hole,  but  found  nothing  but 
gas  and  seepages  They  discontinued 
drilling  in  a  black  shale  of  unknown 
depth.

In  In- 
dian Territory  there  are  about 
twenty-seven  wells  drilled,  but  in- 
ablity  to  perfect  land  titles  has 
brought  operations  to  a  standstill 
there.  Kansas  shows  a  falling  off 
off  of  3  per  cent.  Our  island 
wards  of  Cuba  and  Puerto  Rico  are 
coming  forward  in  the  production 
of  Xaptha,  crude  petroleum  and 
asphalt.  The  exportation  of  the 
crude  product  in  1899  from  Puerto 
Rico  reached  3,538,712  gallons.  In 
the  United  States  the  total  product 
of  petroleum  for  the  same  year  was 
57,000,840  barrels  of  42  gallons 
each — an  increase  of  nearly  2,ot.o,- 
000  barrels  over  the  year  before. —

not  yet  producing  but  which  dis- 
plays favorable  indications  and  in 
which  drilling  operations  have 
been  begun,  is  in  the  southern 
part  of  San  Benito  county  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Bitterwater  creek 
State  Mineralogist  A.  S.  Cooper 
recently  made  a  reconnoissance  of 
several  miles  of  this  field  and  the 
results  of  his  observations  are 
very  interesting. 

Such  fields  with  many  oil  indi- 
cations, but  yet  unproved,  are 
thickly  scattered  throughout  the 
length  of  the  Coast  Range  and 
scores  of  them  are  now  being 
prospected  and  exploited.  ! 
presents  different  geological  and 
other  conditions,  but  yet  have 
much  in  common  on  general 
principles.  Hence,  an  expert 
study  of  am-  one  is  of  interest, not 


field,  but  in  relation  to  the  indus 
try  as  a  whole.  One  who  under 
stands  the  general  oil  proposition 
down  by  Bitterwater  creek  has 
learned  more  about  petroleum  in 
California. 

The  accompanying  map  sketched 
by  Mr.  Cooper  shows  the  general 
region  described.  His  observations 
were  made  with  particular  refer- 
ence to  the  Topo  rancho,  a  tract  of 
24,000  acres,  the  northeast  corner 
of  which  is  six  miles  south  of  San 
Benito,  and  extendingseveral  miles 
southward.  He  has  made  a  re- 
port on  the  petroleum  possibilities 
of  the  Topo  rancho  and  the  in- 
formation here  given  is  made  up 
from  that  report  and  supplement- 
ary information  given  in  an  inter- 
view. 

Mr.  Cooper's  expert  reports  are 
different  from  the  usual  run  of  the 


7  degrees  and  to  the  west  they 
have  been  generally  denuded  from 
the  granite  as  far  as  the  Salinas 
river,  about  live  miles.  The  ac- 
companving  geological  section  il- 
lustrates in  a  general  way  the 
structure  of  these  anticlinal  folds 
along  a  line  crossing  the  Topo 
rancho.  The  surface  line  would, 
of  course  be  different  along  an- 
other line. 

The  most  favorable  indications 
are  found  to  the  northeast  of  both 
anticlines.  Seepages  and  brown 
bitumens  are  found  for  twenty 
miles  along  the  line  of  the  Bitter- 
water anticline.  The  outcropping 
sandstones  are  generally  white 
through  being  leached  of  their 
iron  by  percolating  waters  and 
carbonic  acid  gas  and  by  lime  an., 
magnesia.  To  the  northeast  these 
alternating  strata  have  a  total  geo- 
logical depth  of  about  5,000  feet. 
The  upper  2,000  feet  display  uo 
bitumens  but  the  lower  strata, 
about  3,000  feetthick,are  bitumin- 
ized. 

"  In  California,"  Mr.  Cooper  ob- 
serves, "  when  we  find  sand  out- 
croppings  bituminized,  we  find  all 
the  underlying  sands  bituminized 
to  the  metamorphic  rocks,  but  not 
the  overlying  sands." 

There    are    thus    here    in    the 
flanks  of  this  great  fold  alternating 
beds  of  sandstones  and  shales  of  a 
ese  respectively  the  Bitter    thickness  of  3,000  feet  which  are 
Chalone  anticlines.      The   bituminized    and   which    may    or 
dstones    and   shales    bearing  may  not  contain,  at  sufficient  depth 
petroleum  exists  dip  away   from   and  in  the  right  places  where  con- 
ach  at  varying  degrees.   The    ditions  have  favored  the  collection 
anticline    runs  northwesterly  [  and  storage  of  petroleum,  exten- 
sive deposits  of  oil.    Here,  as  in 
so  many  places   in   the  state,   the 
sandstones  are  heavily  bituminized 
over  a  great  area  and   the  only 
question  is  the  one  of  finding  suffi- 
ciently    large     accumulations     of 
liquid  petroleum.     Along  the  out- 
croppings  petroleum   has   exuded 
from    below,     giving,    as     stated, 
many   seepages    and   deposits    of 
harder  residues,  the  former  show- 
ing that  the  exudation  is  still  in 
progress.     The    strata    are    often 
bituminized  in  blotches  or  lenticu- 
lar masses,  sometimes  a  half-mile 
in  diameter. 
^|But  little  prospecting  for  oil  has 


and  southeasterly  from  about  the 
town  of  San  Benito  to  the  county 
boundary  and  possibly  much 
beyond.  It  was  traced  for 
about  twenty  miles.  This  one 
has  a  serpentine  core,  which  is 
covered  by  the  stratified  rocks  in 
many  places  and  in  many  others 
the  stratified  rocks  have  been  de- 
nuded so  that  the  core  outcrops.

been  done  in  this  Bitterwater  dis- 
trict and  the  only  well  drilled  to 
any  depth  is  the  one  of  the  Non- 
pareil Oil  company,  shown  on  the 
map,  several  miles  south  of  the 
Topo  rancho.  The  Nonpareil  com- 
pany first  drilled  a  well  to  the 
depth  of  60  feet,  finding  a  small 
yield  of  oil  of  the  gravity  of  42 
degrees  Baume.  Its  second  well 
has  been  drilled  to  the  depth  of 
1,100  feet,  at  which  point  the  cas- 
ing has  |been  stuck  for  some  time- 
Oil  has  not  been  struck  in  this 
well  in  any  quantity  but  there  is  a 
strong  flow  of  gas,  which  is  a 
favorable  indication  as  the  gas  ac- 
cumulates above  the  oil.  The 
sands  penetrated  are  highly  bi- 
tumenized. 

In  the  course  of  his  report  Mr. 
Cooper  says:  "It  is  well  recognized 
that    anticlines,   synclines,    mono- 
clines and  quaqua  versals,  and  also 
faults,  exert   a  great   influence  in 
the  accumulation  of  gas,  petroleum 
oil  and   water.     This  is  especially 
true  throughout  California,  where 
the  dips  and  undulations  along  the 
strike  of  the  anticline  are  exposed 
and  well-defined.     An  anticline  is 
merely  an     elongated   dome,    and 
where  a  formation  contains  perma 
nent  water,    the   accumulation   of 
of  petroleum  will   be  found   near 
the  upper  part  of  the  dome.     The 
buoyancy  of  oil  in  associated  water 
is   the   force     which   impels    the 


oil  upward.  The  oil  is  carried  so 
far  upward  that  it  sometimes  es. 
capes  in  the  form  of  tar  springs  and 
seepages  and  is  lost,  or  it  accumu- 
lates in  porous  or  seamed  strata 
beneath  the  surface  of  the  earth- 
For  the  reception  of  the  petroleum 
oil,  the  sandstone  strata  are  first 
made  porous  by  the  solvent  power 
of  water  which  removes  the  calce- 
rious  and  silicious  cementing  mate- 
rial. Petroleum  oil  in  passing 
through  sand  or  shale  collects  silt 
and  carriesit  forward.  This  assists 
in  forming  a  cover,  filling  up  the 
places  through  which  the  liquid 
hydrocarbons  attempt  to  escape. 
The  salvation  of  most  of  the  accu- 
mulations of  petroleum  oil  in  Cali- 
fornia is  owing  to  the  induration  of 
petroleum  by  oxidation  and  evap- 
oration. " 

It  may  be  observed  here  that  as, 
Mr,  Cooper  has  pointed  outatother 
times,  the  fact  that  California  pe- 
troleum has  an  asphalt  base  is  our 
salvation.  As  the  oil  escapes  at 
an  outcropping  the  volatile  parts 
evaporate  leaving  residues  that 
choke  up  the  places  of  escape  and 
so  confine  therestbelow.  Oil  with 
a  paraffine  base  will  not  do  so.  It 
all  blows  away  and  never  corks  up 
the  top  of  an  outcropping  stratum. 
Had  our  oil  been  of  a  paraffine 
base  many  a  rich  existing  store 
would  have  been  gone  ages  ago. 
Such   oils     accumulate    in    strata 


which  do  not  open  to  the  surface, 
and  which  are  confined  by  imper- 
vious strata. 

So  here  in  the  Bitterwater  field 
the  problem  is  to  find  in  the  strata 
dipping  to  either  side  a  store  of  oil 
confined  either  by  strata  of  imper- 
vious shales  or  by  petroleum  resi- 
dues that  have  prevented  further 
escape  upward  through  outcrops, 
faults  or  seams. 

The  shorter  Chalone  anticline, 
with  its  granite  core,  has  a  rather 
peculiar  feature.  In  many  por- 
tions, where  the  sandstones  and 
shales  have  been  denuded  from  the 
top  of  the  core,  the  strata  lie 
against  the  side  of  the  granite 
core  in  such  a  way  that  the  escape 
of  the  oil  has  been  along  the  line 
of  the  contact  between  the  strata 
and  the  granite.  The  seepages  and 
asphalt  deposits  are  thus  near  the 
granite.  If  stores  of  oil  exist  they 
are.  at  depths  further  in  from  the 
granite.  There  are  along  this  aa- 
ticlin;,  on  the  topo  rancho,  exten- 
sive asphalt  deposits  lying  im- 
mediately on  the  granite  and 
considerable  has  been  shipped  for 
paving. 

"  The  deposits  are  admittedly 
from  subterranean  deposits  of  pet- 
roleum" writes  Mr.  Cooper,  "and 
are  therefore  indicative  of  its 
presence  in  that  vicinity.  The 
petroleum  oil  which  formed  these 
bituminous  deposits  must  have  as- 


cended through  the  unaltered 
sandstones  and  shales  until  reach- 
ing the  granite,  and  then  have 
ascended  through  the  broken  and 
boulder  granite  and  sand  which 
lies  between  the  solid  granite  and 
the  unaltered  strata  until  reaching 
the  surface,  the  granite  acting 
like  a  dam,  arresting  the  further 
flow  of  the  petroleum  oil  to  the 
southeast." 

"In  order  to  prospect  these  de- 
posits," he  reccomends,  "a  port- 
able drilling  rig  should  be  em- 
ployed. The  construction  of  a 
Standard  rig  and  its  removal  from 
place  to  place  is  too  expensive  to 
be  used  for  prospecting.  If  pos- 
sible the  first  wells  should  be  lo- 
cated so  as  to  reach  the  granite  at 
a  depth  of  not  more  than  500  feet. 
The  drilling  should  be  done  so  as 
to  feel  the  way  from  the  bitum- 
inous sand  at  its  outcrop  to  greater 
depth." 

This  field,  like  many  others 
will  require  more  prospecting  than 
such  fields  as  the  Kern,  McK.it- 
trick  and  Sunset,  because  the  sur- 
face indications  are  less  plain  and 
because  in  many  portions  the 
strata  are  more  broken. 

"  I  regard  it  as  a  favorable  field 
for  prospecting  and  would  take  a 
chance  at  it  myself"  is  Mr. 
Cooper's  general  opinion,  and  in 
his  report  he  writes,  "There  are 
many  places  in  this    state    where

selves on  the  Topo  rancho,"  This 
applies  to  the  whole  field. 

This  gives  a  general  idea  of  one 
of  the  many  unproved  and  quite 
promising  oil  fields  of  California.

STINKING  CANYON  BOOM. 

The   Course    of    the   OH  Cra/c    in 

^luistn  Counii  . 

Shasta  county  has  an  oil  craze 
and  it  has  developed  an  inu 
ing  scheme  for  exploiting  the  oil 
lands.  The  main  fields  are  in 
Stinking  canyon  and  in  the  Little 
Crock  district  of  that  county 
I"  Stinking  canyon  there  are  oil 
indications  among  the  sulphurous 
springs  which  give  the  place  its 
name.  The  oil  boom  reached 
Shasta  county  some  time  ago  and 
it  was  "  To  Stinking  canyon!"  with 
a  rush.  About  4,000  acres  of  land 
were  located  as  petroleum  placer 
claims  by  over  200  people,  and 
other  supposed  oil  lands  were  lo- 
cated in  adjacent  districts. 

But  there  was  not  enough  faith 
and  money  behind  any  one  claim 
to  sink  a  well  and  not  long  ago 
somebody  started  an  idea  that  took 
at  once.  The  plan  was  that  all 
the  200  or  so  claim  holders  should 
combine  to  foiin  one  big  corpora- 
tion that  should  sink  at  least  one 
prospect  well  in  a  favorable  place 
to  endeavor  to  prove  the  bitumin- 
ous value  of  Stinking  canyon. 
The  plan  has  been  actively  pro- 
moted by  C.  W.  Pope  of  San  Fran- 
cisco and  others  and  promises  suc- 
cess. The  capital  stock  is  to  be 
$2,000,000  in  $;  shares.  Half  the 
stock  will  go  to  the  claim  holders 
and  half  to  the  treasury.  It  is 
proposed  to  sell  100,000  shares  of 
treasury  stock  at  5  cents  and  in- 
vest the  money  in  a  Standard  rig. 
All  Redding  is  interested  and  the 
business  men  will  readily  snap  up 
the  first  issue  of  stock.

On  the  20th  the  superintendent 
at  the  well  ran  out  of  rope  and 
shut  down  for  a  few  days,  and  all 
hands  were  laid  off.

Milton  McWhorter, identified  vari- 
ously with  the  oil  industry  in  Cali- 
fornia since  [877,  fathers  the  latest 
project  and  says  that  he  has  al- 
ready secured  buildings  in  Kern 
city  and  will  install  a  small  plant 
within  a  couple  of  months  at  far- 
thest. Mr.  McWhortersays,  though- 
that  he  has  no  intentiou  of  paralyz- 
ing Mr.  Rockefeller's  infant  in- 
dustry, but  he  does  intend  to  re- 
fine kerosene  and  gasoline  for 
Kern  and  neighboring  counties. 
He  thinks  his  output  will  at  first 
be  but  a  few  barrels  a  day,  and  as 
there  is  no  comparison  between 
the  multiplicity  of  charges  rolled 
up  before  these  commodities  can 
be  laid  down  in  Kern  and  the  cost 
of  local  production,  he  thinks  he 
will  be  in  possession  of  a  fair  mar- 
ket and  a  good  thing  within  a 
short  time. 

The  oil  which  Mr.  McWhorter 
expects  to  use  will  come  from  the 
Shamrock  and  Virginia  wells  in 
the  McKittrick  field.  Samples  of 
this  oil  which  have  been  refined 
have  shown  53  per  cent  and  55  per 
cent  of  the  waterwhite  product. 
Its  quality  is  undisputed. 

At  the  present  time  Mr.  Mc- 
Whorter is  in  Los  Angeles  in  at- 
tendance upon  the  federal  grand 
jury,  which  has  under  considera- 
tion the  hypothetical  case  against 
lien-land  locators,  or  "  scrippers,'' 
on  the  governmental  domain  in 
Kern  and  Kings  counties.  His 
own  cases  against  jumpers  and 
others  on  the  west  side  have  been 
numerous  in  the  past  year. 


The  Monte  Cristo  Gusher 

A  well-known  operator  who  vis- 
ited the  Kern  river  field  during 
the  past  few  days  speaks  with 
great  enthusiasm  of  the  Monte 
Cristo  company's  great  gusher, 
which  was  recently  uncorked  in 
section  5,  29-28.  He  says  that  the 
well,  as  closely  as  an  estimate  will 
go,  is  flowing  400  barrels  a  dav, 
which,  if  exact,  makes  it  the  heav- 
iest long-distance  producer  in  the 
river  field. 

The  Monte  Cristo  was  entirely 
without  tankage  facilities  for  taking 
care  of  this  volume  of  oil  and  men 
and  teams  with  Fresno  scrapers 
have  thrown  up  an  immense  reser- 
voir to  hold  it. 


The  Union  Oil  company  now  has  eight 
strings  of  tools  at  work  on  its  Torrey 
canyon  property,  It  has  fifty-five  com- 
pleted weUs,  and  all  of  them  are  good 
producers.  It  is  said  that  two-thirds  of 
the  total  production  of  the  company 
comes  out  of  its  Ventura  County  prop- 
erty.

NEW=STYLE  DRILLING. 


The  Rotary-Hydraulic  Method  a 
Radical  Change. 

A  new  style  of  drilling  rig  on 
the  rotary  and  hydraulic  prin- 
ciples is  announced  and  described 
in  a  circular  just  issued  by  J.  E. 
Breitweiser,  who  has  invented  this 
method  of  drilling  and  has  devel- 
oped it  in  the  McKittrick  field, 
demonstrating  its  suceess  in  the 
famous  well  of  the  Kern  River  Oil 
company,  which  has  attracted  so 
much  attention  as  a  remarkable 
gusher. 

There  are  a  number  of  original 
features  to  the  new  method,  and 
and  whatever  opinions  regarding 
it  may  be  entertained  by  any  oil 
man,  he  will  be  interested  in  "The 
combination  hydraulic  rotary, 
walking  beam  rig,"  as  this  outfit 
is  called,  hence  an  outline  descrip- 
tion of  it  is  presented  by  this 
paper. 

This  method  of  a  rotary  drill  and 
a  powerful  jet  of  water  issuing 
from  the  drill  at  the  bottom  of  the 


drill   could  be    devised    for    Cali- 
fornia. 

For  hard  rock  it  will  be  conceded 
that  the  regular  method  is  best.  It 
is  in  regard  to  sandstones,  shales 
and  clays  that  this  question  is  open 
to  debate.  In  his  circular  Mr. 
Breitweitser  says:  "The  walking 
beam  method  pounds  the  formation 
into  dust  and  then  pounds  the  dust 
into  mud.  After  this  the  tools 
must  be  taken  out  and  the  mud  be 
i  brought  to  the  surface  with  a  bailer. 
One  of  the  greatest  difficulties  met 
is  in  caving.  Each  stroke  of  the 
walking  beam  allows  a  string  of 
iron  tools  weighing  4000  pounds  to 
strike  the  bottom  and  then  fall  over 
against  the  walls  of  the  hole,|which 
are  unsupported,  and  they  natu- 
rally cave.  This  is  the  chief  cause 
of  delays  in  drilling." 

The  new  combination  rig  de- 
scribed has  a  walking  beam  for 
use  when  conditions  require  it,  a 
device  for  rotating  a  drill  rod  of 
iron  pipe  and  a  steam  pump  with 
pipe  connections,  etc., for  injecting 
a  powerful  stream  of   water   down 


the  tools  into  the  hole  and  put  it 
on  again  when  the  tools  are  to  be 
raised,  stopping  continually  to 
tighten  the  old  thing  somewhere. 
The  bull  rope  still  crosses  the  der- 
rick floor  as  of  yore  and  the  driller 
still  falls  over  it  in  the  dark.  Rope 
still  stretches,  breaks,  slips  off, 
cuts  to  pieces,  lets  the  tools  fall 
into  the  well,  flies  off  the  band  or 
bull  wheel,  falls  behind  the  band 
wheel  race,  stops  and  is  burned  by 
careless  workmen,  and  keeps  the 
rig  either  fishing  or  repairing  as  it 
used  to  do,  fully  half  the  time." 

In  the  "New  style  Standard" 
all  the  working  parts  are  of  iron 
or  steel,  including  all-iron  drums 
for  both  bull  wheel  and  sand  reel. 
Sprocket  belts  for  power  connec- 
tion are  another  innovation.  The 
engine  is  set  up  but  six  feet  from 
the  derrick,  on  an  independent 
base.  The  iron  drums  are  both  on 
one  shaft  set  in  iron  boxings  in 
heavy  timbers  which  are  part  of 
the  derrick.  The  drums  are  run 
by  a  sprocket  chain  from  the  en- 
gine. The  drums  will  take  hold 
or  let  go  of  the  rope  at  any   instant

well,  steadily  carrying  upward  the 
loosened  material,  is  based  on  the 
theory  that  in  the  soft  oil-yielding 
formations  of  this  state,  the  heavy 
dropping  drill  used  in  drilling  the 
harder  formations  of  the  Eastern 
fields,  is  not  well  adapted  to  the 
work,'  and  that  the  method  de- 
scribed is  one  far  better  adapted  to 
the  California  field,  as  a  rule. 

State  Mineralogist  A.  S.  Cooper 
recently  advanced  the  same  theory 
in  an  interview  published  by  the 
Paiceic  Oil  Reporter.     As    a 
rule   the  formations  penetrated  in 
drilling  oil  wells  in  this   state  are 
sandstones,  shales    and     beds    of 
clay.     This  is  because  in  this  state 
the  '  oil-yielding     strata     outcrop 
along  anticlinal  folds   and  are  not 
coverered  by  hundreds  of  feet  of 
limestones   and  other  hard  rocks, 
as  in  the  Eastern  fields,  where  the 
oil    sands    lie    comparatively   flat 
under  such  overlying  beds     Mr. 
Cooper   says   that  it  is  cruelty  to 
drop  a  ton  drill  on  soft  shales  mst 
as  would  be   done  on  hard  lime- 
stone,  and  that   something  better 
than  the  Standard  rig  and  its  heavy 


the  inside  of  the  pipe  rod  to  the 
drill,  the  water  flowing  out  through 
the  drill  and  rising  around  the  drill 
rod,  carrying  all  loose  material  out 
at  the  the  top  of  the  well.  A  de- 
tailed technical  description  is  not 
attempted  here,  but  the  accompany- 
ing drawing  will  give  a  general 
understanding  of  the  new  arrange- 
ment. 

The  new  adaptation  of  the 
Standard  rig,  which  is  one  of  the 
features,  presents  a  radical  change 
in  the  arrangement  of  the  machin- 
ery. In  his  circular  Mr.  Breit- 
weitser pays  his  respects  to  the 
old  arrangement  of  a  Standard 
drilling  rig  in  a  series  of  sarcastic 
criticisms,  which  the  average 
driller  will  not  mind  reading.  The 
usual  rig,  he  says,  is  as  it  was 
thirty  years  ago. 

"  We  see  the  same  old  kicking 
of  the  engine  off  the  center,  the 
same  old  tramping  of  the  bull 
wheel,  the  same  old  ninety-foot 
rope  tied  together  with  tarred 
twine  and  stretching  several  times 
a  day.  We  see  them  still  throw 
the  bull  rope  off  wheneverthey  let) 


or  let  it  drop  rapidly  or  slowly 
without  stopping  the  engine,  or 
changing  its  speed.  The  walking 
beam  is  in  the  old  position,  but  in- 
stead of  a  band  wheel  the  crank  is 
driven  direct  from  the  engine  by  a 
sprocket  wheel.  All  the  machin- 
ery and  all  controlling  levers  are 
where  the  driller  stands. 

The  rotary  drill  is  on  a  wholly 
different  principle  from  the  drop- 
ping drill. 

"  A  powerful  machine  is  bolted 
to  the  derrick  floor  directly  over 
the  well.  This  rotary  is  so  ar- 
ranged that  it  grips,  firmly  a  piece 
of  pipe  of  suitable  size  and  strength 
much  as  a  lathe  grips  a  piece  of 
iron.  I4ttle  grip  rings  are  forced 
against  this  pipe  at  four  places  in 
its  circumference  by  pressure 
bolts,  and  thus  the  pipe  is  held 
firmly  in  position.  These  grip 
rings  are  so  arranged  on  shafts 
that  they  allow  the  pipe  to  be 
raised  in  and  out  of  the  well  freely 
at  will  of  the  driller.  The  rotary 
is  connected  to  the  drum  by  a 
sprocket  chain,  a  lever  starting  or 
stopping   it    at   will.     The   rotary 


revolves    at    any    desired    speed, 
turning  the  pipe  with  it. 

"  In  the  lower  end  of  the  pipe  is 
screwed  a  drill  made  and  tempered 
after  the  shape  of  the  drills  used 
on  drill  presses.  These  drills  are 
of  all  the  various  sizes  needed  and 
are  so  convenient  that  one  man 
can  easily  handle  or  repair  one  of 
them  without  an  assistant.  The 
drill  cuts  away  the  formation  in 
the  shape  of  shavings.  The  speed 
is  many  times  faster  than  that  of 
Standard  drilling.  The  pipe  used 
is  lengthened  from  time  to  time  as 
the  hole  deepens,  by  the  addition 
of  another  joint  of  pipe.  In  either 
side  of  the  drill  which  is  screwed 
into  the  bottom  of  the  pipe,  is  a 
hole  through  which  a  stream  of 
water  is  jetted  with  great  force 
striking  the  bottom  of  the  hole  in 
a  powerful  stream  and  washing 
away  the  drillings  instantly  and 
bringing  them  to  the  surface 
around  the  outside  of  the  drill  rod 
pipe.  There  is  no  bailing  or  sand 
pumping  with  this  process  as  the 
shavings  are  brought  up  white  the 
drill  is  cutting  its  way  on  down 
into  the  formation.  The  speed  is 
doubled  on  this  one  thing  alone. 
A  specially  designed  water  swivel, 
also  of  our  invention,  is  screwed 
into  the  top  of  the  piece  of  pipe 
and  allows  the  water  to  be  pumped 
into  the  pipe  for  the  purpose  of 
washing  out  the  drillings  as  before 
stated.  A  specially  made  piece  of 
oil  hose  connects  this  swivel  with 
a  duplex  high  pressure  steam 
pump,  which  sits  on  the  derrick 
floor  at  the  driller's  right  hand. 
This  pump  forces  a  river  of  water 
down  the  pipe  with  great  force, 
out  of  the  holes  in  the  drill  and  up 
toithesurface  again,  where  it  is  col- 
lected in  a  tank  and  used  over  again 
after  the  drillings  have  settled. 
The  whole  success  of  this  method 
of  drilling  depends  entirely  upon 
having  a  pump  with  sufficient 
force  to  bring  the  drillings  to  the 
top  and  keep  the  walls  from  cav- 
ing. It  must  also  be  so  arranged 
that  there  are  no  breaks  or  delays 
at  critical  moments,  which  are 
bound  to  occur.'' 

It  is  argued  that  the  pressure  of 
the  water  exerts  a  powerful  effect 
in  the  way  of  preventing  caving. 
For  success  the  pump  must  be  of 
proper  size  and  worked  under 
proper  pressure.  When  quick- 
sands are  struck  and  the  walls 
will  not  stand  alone  casing  is  in- 
serted on  an  original  plan. 

"  Wells  have  been  drilled  1,000 
feet  in  two  days  by  this  process,'! 
declares  the  circular.  The  method 
is  said  to  be  a  complete  success  in 
recovering  lost  tools  buried  under 
sand. 

This  gives  a  general  understand- 
ing of  the  new  rotary  hydraulic 
method  of  drilling  recently  made 
prominent  by  experience  in  the 
Kern  Rtver  Oil  company's  wells 
in  the  McKittrick  district,

With  this  issue  the  Pacific  Oil 
Reporter  completes 
A  Year's  the  first  year  of  its 
Progress-  history.  Seldom  has 
a„ trade  paper  been 
established  in  California  that  has 
had  a  more  satisfactory  initial 
year. 

Beginning  in  a  small  way,  and 
in  the  face  of  active  opposition 
from  rival  journals  in  the  same 
line,  the  Pacific  Oil  Reporter 
has  gone  steadily  onward  until  at 
the  close  of  its  first  year  it  stands 
in  the  front  row  of  the  class  jour- 
nals of  California. 

It  is  devoted  simply  and  solely 
to  oil — the  drilling  of  wells,  the 
use  of  oil  machinery,  the  refining 
of  oil,  its  use,  the  development  of 
new  territory,  etc.,  etc. 

Its  circulation  is  not  limited  to 
San  Francisco  or  California,  but 
covers  almost  every  state  in  the 
Union,  from  Maine  to  Oregon. 
Wherever  the  stocks  of  oil  com- 
panies have  been  sold,  there  will 
be  found  the  Pacific  Oil  Re- 
porter, for  few  people  have 
bought  oil  stocks  to  any  extent 
but  who  have  also  subscribed 
for  this  paper  in  order  to  keep  in- 
formed as  to  the  merits  of  the 
different  oil  companies. 

This  week  the  paper  moves  from 
the  one  room  which  it  has  occupied 
for  its  office  to  spacious  quarters 
in  the  same  building  where  it  will 
occupy  three  large  and  commodious 
rooms. 

The  job  department  of  the  paper 
is  also  an  important  branch  of  our 
business.  We  have  an  entirely 
new  and  extensive  assortment  of 
material  used  in  our  job  printing 
business,  which  is  devoted  almost 
entirely  to  such  work  as  is  desired 
by  oil  companies  and  oil  men,  such 
as  prospectuses,  maps,  circulars, 
folders,  etc.  This  business  has 
grown  so  that  we  have  been 
obliged  to  employ  a  special  force 
of  job  printers  and  also  have  put 
in  entirely  new  presses  run  by 
electricity. 

Probably  no  paper  in  California 
can  show  such  a  large  yet  legiti- 
mate growth  of  business  in  one 
year  as  the  Pacific  Oil  Re- 
porter, but  we  expect  that  with 
the  increase  of  the  oil  business 
and  the  development  of  new  fields 
in  California  the  business  of  the 
Oil  Reporter  will  correspond- 
ingly increase,  and  that  the  sec- 
ond year  of  its  history  will  show 
even"  greater  progress  than  the 
first.

Honorable  Binger  Hermann, 
representing  the  administration 
has  proved  himself  a  friend  to  the 
oil  men  and  on  that  account  many 
oil  men,  who  are  Democrats,  have 
voluntarily  promisrd  their  support 
to  the  administration.

A  contract  has  just  been  en- 
tered into  between  the  Santa  Fe 
Railroad  Company  and  Canfield, 
Chanslor  &  Doheny,  under  the 
terms  of  which  the  firm  agrees  to 
furnish  oil  for  the  Santa  Fe  for  a 
term  of  five  years. 

"  We  have  agreed  to  supply  the 
company  with  an  aggregate  of 
1,250,000  barrels  a  year,"  said  Mr. 
Canfield.  "The  oil  will  be  used 
on  the  line  from  San  Francisco  to 
some  point  in  Arizona." 

Having  demonstrated  that  oil  is 
a  success  as  locomotive  fuel,  the 
Santa  Fe  company  has  made  ar- 
rangements for  an  immense  in 
crease  in  its  use  on  its  system.  It 
is  said  that  arrangements  are  now 
being  made  to  equip  all  locomo- 
tives on  the  division  between  Bars- 
tow  and  Needles  with  oil  burners, 
and  that  oil  will  be  used  as  far 
east  as  seems  practicable. 


Personal- 


Assessable  Stock. 

In  discussing  the  question  of  as- 
sessable and  non-asses?able  mining 
and  oil  stocks,  the  Mining  and 
Scientific  Press  says  in  part  : 

"  In  California  there  is  no  option, 
all  mining  stock  being  there  sub- 
ject to  assessment,  but  in  other 
states  there  is  nothing  in  the  law 
topreventorganization  upon  either 
an  assessable  or  non-assessable 
stock  basis.  The  latter  plan  is 
often  adopted  by  those  organizing 
a  mining  stock  corporation,  in  the 
belief  that  such  stock  can  be  more 
easily  disposed  of. 

As  between  assessable  and  non- 
assessable stock,  the  former  is  the 
better.  Where  one  buys  stock  in 
an  undeveloped  mining  property 
he  presumably  buys  it  for  profit, 
one  possibility  of  such  profit  being 
through  having  the  property  devel- 
oped into  a  paying  mine.  This 
latter  result  is  more  often  secured 
by  assessable  than  by  non -assess- 
able stock  companies.  Although 
what  might  appear  to  be  sufficient 
mining  stock  is  set  apart  and  sold 
for  development  purposes,  it  is, 
from  the  very  nature  of  the  case, 
usually  sold  so  cheap  that  the 
money  realized  is  not  enough  to 
develop  the  mine  to  a  point  where 
it  will  begin  to  pay  dividends,  so 
that  when  the  money  so  raised  is 
exhausted,  there  is  ordinarilv  no 
way  to  raise  any  more,  the  mine 
may  be  abandoned,  all  that  has 
been  invested  lost,  and  the  stock 
useful  only  for  wall  papering  pur- 
poses.

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KERN  RIVER  CONDITIONS 


Points  on    Development.  Produc- 
tion, Costs  and  Poyaltic-. 

A  letter  on  the  Kern  Rive 
fields  in  the  Mining  and  Scientific 
Press,  from  its  special  correspond- 
ent, H.  G.  Parsons,  contain-,  some 
conservative  statements  of  import- 
ant facts  concerning  this 
field.  The  following  arc  extracts. 
The  richest  stratum  of  oil  bear- 
ing sand — in  which  most  of  the 
wells  now  stop — is  struck  atadepth 
varying  from  700  to  800  feet.  This 
depth  depends  upon  the  altitude  of 
the  surface  location.  At  present 
so  clearly  defined  is  this  rich 
stratum  that  an  experienced 
driller  can  from  his  logbook  fore- 
tell within  six  or  eight  feet  the 
point  at  which  he  will  strike  oil. 
Some  of  the  earlier  wells  were 
stopped  at  a  depth  of  500  or  600 
feet  in  oil-bearing  sand  of  less  rich- 
ness and  thickness  than  the[stratnm 
now  selected.  The  lower  stratum 
is  over  100  feet  in  thinckness,  sep- 
arated from  a  slratnm  above  by  a 
thin  streak  of  clay.  Undoubtedly 
many  of  the  first  wells  will  after 
their  productiveness  diminishes  be 
sunk  into  lower  strata  and  thus  be 
given  new  life.  There  seems  to 
be  a  slight  northwesterly  dip  to 
the  formation,  corresponding  to  the 
trend  of  the  belt,  so  that  the  wells 
in  the  northwestern  end  of  the  field 
are  sunk  deeper  than  those  to  the 
southeast.  Within  an  area  of  six 
miles  in  lengh  by  three  miles  in 
width  there  has  yet  to  be  recorded 
a  failure  in  striking  oil,  if  the  well 
has  been  pushed  down  to  a  maxi- 
mum depth  of  rooo  feet.  Beyond 
the  area  mentioned  several  wells 
have  been  sunk  below  the  depth 
named  without  getting  into  oil 
sand,  demonstrating  that  the  field 
terminates  or  that  the  sand  lies 
very  deep. 

"There  are  now  in  the  Kern 
River  district  at  least  200  producing 
weils,  with  fully  200  wells  in  pro- 
cess of  drilling.  As  a  well  is  com- 
pleted within  six  weeks  or  two 
months,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
number  will  increase  at  a  rapid 
rate,  even  with  the  200  rigs  now 
in  the  field.  In  addition  to  this, 
new  rigs  are  constantly  being  con- 
structed. The  output,  as  estimated 
from  railroad  shipments  and  the 
consumption  in  the  field,  is  5000 
barrels  per  day.  It  is  expected 
that  this  output  will  be  increased 
as  soon  as  greater  tankage  facilities 
are  provided,  or  as  soon  as  the  pro- 
jected railroad  spurs  are  completed. 
At  present  there  are  many  wells 
which  are  capped,  waiting  these 
desiderata.  All  of  this  develop- 
ment of  oil  resources  has  taken 
place  within  the  last  fifteen  months.

sunied.  The  presence  of  gas  is 
evidenced  by  bubbles   which 

themselves  through  the  thick  lluid, 
in  a  few  instances  carrying  oil  ovei 

the  top  of  the  casing,  and  thus 
creating  Bowing  wells.  Preshly 
drawn  oil  is  filled  with  minute  gas 
bubbles;  as  these  escape  the  fluid 
settles  to  a  heavy,  dark,  viscid 
mass,  somewhat  tesen  bling  thin 
tar.  Thus  the  real  production  of 
a  well  is  sometimes  overestimated, 
by  reason  of  the  gaseous  character 
of  the  product. 

"  Oil  wells  in  the  Kern  River 
district  are  sunk  either  by  contract 
with  .veil  drillers,  or  competent 
help  is  employed  by  the  companies 
at  day's  pay.  Where  contracts 
are  made,  the  price  varies  from 
$1. 50  to  $3  per  foot.  In  a  majority 
of  instances  the  day's  pay  method 
is  adopted,  because  the  companies' 
operations  are  usually  managed 
by  superintendents,  each  of  whom 
may  assume  general  charge  over  a 
dozen  gangs  of  drillers.  Where  a 
company  desires  to  be  economical, 
and  wishes  to  sink  first  an  experi- 
mental well,  the  contract  plan 
possesses  advantages.  It  obviates 
the  direct  employment  of  high- 
grade  help  and  lessens  the  pre- 
liminary investments,  as  contrac- 
tors possess  complete  drilling  out- 
fits of  their  own.  In  fields  distant 
from  railroad  facilities,  contractor's 
prices  run  as  high  as  $5  or  more 
per  foot,  in  addition  to  which  the 
company  must,  of  course,  supply 
the  casing  and  accessories.  In 
such  districts  the  well  may  cost 
$10  per  foot. 

"  Oil  lands  are  now  largely 
worked  on  long-term  leases,  with 
option  to  purchase  at  a  fixed  price 
within  a  year  or  two.  Besides  a 
cash  bonus  which  is  often  exacted 
for  a  lease,  a  loyalty  must  be  paid 
by  the  lessee,  varying  from  10  per 
cent  to  50  per  cent  of  the  gross 
output  from  the  land.  This  roy- 
alty is  governed  by  the  "  sure"  or 
the  uncertain  character  of  the 
territory  leased.  In  Kern  River 
district  the  maximum  royalty  is  50 
per  cent;  a  customary  royalty  is 
33  I_3  Per  cen*  or  37^  percent,) 
while  the  option  purchase  price  is) 
$1000  to  $5000  per  acre.

No.  i  on  section  1,  11-24  has  been  se- 
lected. 

The  Navajo  is  about  ready  to  begin 
drilling  on  No.  2.  The  weU  first  drilled 
is  producing  fifty  barrels  a  day. 

The  Monarch's  No.  2  well  is  about  fin 
ished.  It  is  reported  that  it  is  as  good  a 
producer  as  No.  1. 

The  Hercules  has  started  the  drill 
again,  and  no  further  trouble  is  antici- 
pated. 

A  new  company  composed  of  Eastern 
capitalists  will  soon  be  drilling  on  18, 
28-28. 

The  Golden  Gate  has  experienced  some 
trouble  recently  with  its  casing.  The 
company  will  soon  be  operating  near  the 
Jewett,  Blodget  &  Beal. 

The  Potts  Oil  company,  which  has  a 
lease  at  Sunset,  has  begun  work.  This 
concern  was  organized  in  San  Jose. 

The  Standard  Oil  company  has  received 
four  of  its  five  35,000-barrel  tanks  and  is 
erecting  them  in  the  Kern  river  district. 
The  fifth  tank  has  not  yet  arrived. 

The  100-barrel  still  recently  purchased 
by  the  Jewett  &  Blodget  refinery  has 
been  installed  and  is  now  ready  to  receive 
the  crude  oil.  By  the  addition  of  this 
still,  the  refinery's  capacity  has  been  in- 
creased fifty  per  cent. 

Flattering  reports  come  from  the  Mc- 
Kittrick  company's  well.  It  has  not  yet 
been  perforated,  but  the  oil  comes  into 
the.  casing  in  such  quantities  that  it  is 
not  possible  to  bail  it  down.  In  view  of 
the  showing  it  has  been  decided  not  to 
perforate  until  a  tank  has  been  set  up,  in 
order  that  no  more  oil  than  necessary  be 
wasted.  Those  interested  in  this  prop- 
erty expect  a  flowing  well. 

The  latest  Los  Angeles  company  to  en- 
ter the  Kern  River  field  is  the  Blinn,  cr- 
ganized  to  operate  on  twenty  acres  in  4, 
29-28,  and  eighty  in  II,  28-27.

The  casing  famine  in  Bakersfield  has 
been  declared  off  for  the  time  being. 
Within  the  last  few  days  about  fifteen 
cars  of  different  sized  casing  and  tubing 
have  arrived  there. 

The  Junction  Oil  company,  which  has 
had  three  producing  wells  for  some  time, 
has  commenced  worV  on  No.  4.  Opera- 
tions on  this  propertyhave  not  been  very 
active,  but  it  is  said  that  from  now  on 
work  will  be  rushed . 

The  McKittrick  company  in  the  Mc- 
Kittrick  field  appear  to  have  struck  the 
real  thing  in  its  No.  1.  The  oil  sand  was 
tapped  several  days  ago,  and  there  are 
now  200  feet  of  oil  in  the  hole.  The  com- 
pany will  drill  two  more  wells  immed- 
iately. 

The  Shamrock  Oil  company  has  suc- 
ceeded in  developing  enough  water  on  its 
land  in  the  McKittrick  district  to  supply 
its  boiler,  and  everything  is  being  put  in 
shape  to  begin  drilling.

It  is  reported  that  the  Graham  and 
Loftus  well  No.  9  has  been  put  on  the 
pump,  and  is  now  doing  at  least  2C0 
barrels  a  day.  Well  No.  8  is  down  1450 
feet  and  has  entered  a  productive  stratum 
of  oil  sand.  The  drillers  report  that 
well  No.  10  is  now  400  feet  deep,  and 
that  the  indications  are  that  it  will  be  a 
fine  producer.  A  rig  is  in  place  for  No. 
7  and  the  machinery  is  up  ready  to  be- 
gin drilling  No.  II. 

The  Fullerton  correspondent  to  a  Los 
Angeles  paper  gives  the  number  of  pro- 
ducing wells  in  the  Fullerton  field  as  200, 
the  number  of  wells  being  drilled  as  iooj 
and  the  daily  production  as  10,000  bar- 
rels. This  statement  the  correspondent 
will  doubtless  correct  after  he  has  made  a 
canvass  of  the  field,  says  the  Herald.  The 
number  of  producing  wells  in  the  field, 
including  the  Brea  canyon  group,  is  forty- 
nine,  and  the  number  of  wells  drilling  is 
twenty.  Including  the  Puente  oil  com- 
pany's wells,  there  are  109  producers  and 
twenty-four  strings  oi  tools  at  work.  As- 
suming that  the  wells  are  averaging 
fifty  barrels  a  day,  which  is  a  large  esti- 
mate, the  output  of  the  Fullerton  field 
proper,  including  Brea  canyon,  would  be 
2450  barrels.  Adding  to  this  the  Puente 
wells  the  daily  production  would  be  5350 
barrels,  at  the  same  average  per  well. 
The  entire  district,  including  the  Fuller- 
ton,  Puente  and  Whittier  fields,  would 
fall  short  of  the  statement  of  the  cor- 
respondent. gfcThe  production  in  all  these 
fields  is  increasing,  however,  and  that 
the  daily  output  of  the  Fullerton  field 
alone  will,  before  many  months  exceed 
10,000  barrels  is  beyond  question.
